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INTRODUOnOK 


Bj  way  of  introduction  to  th©  American  pnblic,  of 
the  author  and  editor  of  this  book,  we  beg  to  say  that 
Mr.  Wilson  is  not  altogether  unknown  to  the  literary 
world,  having  already  published  several  works  relative  to 
the  N^ro  race. 

His  services  during  the  war  of  the  Bebellion  secured 
for  him  a  flattering  recognition.  He  served  in  the  2nd 
Regiment  Louisiana  Native  Guard  Volunteers,  also  the 
54th  Massachnsettfi  Volunteers,— the  most  famous  of  the 
Union  negro  regiments  that  engaged  iu  the  struggle,  v^ 
oeiving  several  wounds.  He  was  the  first  negro  member 
ol  the  National  Council  of  Administration  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  a  delegate  to  the  National 
Enoampment,  and  was  appointed  Colonel— A.  D.  C.  to  the 
Coromander-in-Chief  G,  A.  R.  He  was  chosen  by  his  com* 
rades  to  be  the  historian  of  the  negro  soldiers,  and  haa 
overcome  many  almost  insurmountable  difflcultiea  in 
gathering  the  scattered  facts,  particularly  those  of  tha 
early  wars  of  the  United  States,  that  were  necessary  to 
fiumplate  thia  work.

The  orgauijiatiou  and  diHcipIining  of  ovor  two 
bundred  thousand  men,  of  u  rac«  that  for  more  than  two  centuriM  had 
IMtMmUy  borne  the  burdens  of  an  unrequited  bondage,  for  the  mmn- 
leaoDce  of  lawH  which  had  g:uarant.eed  to  them  neither  rights  nor  protoc- 
titm,  wn8  ind<vd  a  luogTiiflcent  undprtaking. 

YoD  wpre  outlawed  by  the  docreee  of  Jo0GrBon  Davis,  criticteed  by 
mn  -  at  homu,  and  contemptuously  received  by  brother  offlcere 

•1  i   rft.  in  the  fi*?Id,  in  the  trenchw,  and  at  the  mefw  table;  yet, 

jou  did  not  waver  in  your  fidelity  to  principle  or  in  your  heroic  leader- 
ship of  those  whoso  valor  was  denied  until  it  was  proven  in  carnage  and 
victory. 

The  record  of  the  Black  Phalanx  invites  the  scmtiny  of  all  who 
h«re  IwMi  (lit»po^  to  taunt  you  for  asaociating  with  '*  armed  barbar- 
aAAB.**  So  uiaHKa<cre  of  vanquLshed  foe  staiuH  the  banners  of  those  who 
fullowpil  vnn,  giving  quarter  but  receiving  none.  It  was  your  teaching 
til  M  a  complete  restraint  nguinnt  retaliation,  though  stateK-

Aod  courage,  but  not  revenge.  Ungrateful  as  Republics  are  said  to  Ix^, 
onn  h»i8  uifOiMl  to  re<H>gDi«e  merit  and  reward  it,  and  thoee  who  at  first 
biuled  you  with  contumely,  are  now  glad  to  greet  you  as  heroes  and 
AftviofB  of  a  common  country. 

No  true  soldier  desires  to  fbrget  the  price  of  his  country's  liberty,  or 
ttat  of  his  own;  It  is  the  recollection  of  the  terrible  bloodj-  onset^tbe  au- 
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Dedication. 

dacioQS  chai^ge— the  enemy's  repulse,  which  sweetens  victory.  And  snrely 
no  soldiers  can  appreciate  the  final  trinmph  with  a  keener  sense  of  glad- 
ness than  those  who  fought  against  such  odds  as  did  the  Black  Phalanx. 
Beating  down  pr^udice  and  upholding  the  national  cause  at  the  same 
time,  they  have  inscribed  upon  their  banners  every  important  battle 
from  April,  1863,  to  April,  1865. 

If  what  I  have  written  here  shall  call  to  your  minds,  and  present 
justly  to  the  patriotic  public,  the  indescribable  hardships  which  yon  en- 
dured on  the  march,  in  the  bivouac,  and  in  the  seething  flames  of  the  ba1> 
tie's  front,  my  task  will  have  served  its  purpose.

PREFACE, 


It  wa«  n  dark,  etorm.v  night  In  the  wintw  of  1882,  when  Ipsfi  than  a 
baniirpd  men,  all  of  wbom  hufl  served  their  couutry  iu  crushiug  the  threat 
BeMUon  of  1861-'65,  gathered  iiround  a  ciiiiip-firo.  The  whiti*  and 
tbe  colonel  Ainericmi  were  there;  bO  were  the  German,  I'^-euchman,  and 
Iriflltman, — all  Amfrituui  cituwMiH,— (ill  veteranB  of  tiie  lost  war.  Th» 
toopty  ftlet've,  the  uhneDt  lejt,  the  siibrvd  facp,  the  bullet«carred  body  of 
the  many,  lohl  tJie  Atory  of  the  Mtrviiu;  they  had  Hpen.  It  waa  the  aoDaul 
Coaunimieiit  of  the  IVpartuiout  of  Virgiuia,  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
lic, an>l  tJ>e  oonirude^  of  Karra^t  Poat  bad  tastefully  amuigod  their 
quiLrteni  for  tiie  oceuiiion. 

At  mitjiii|u:ht  a  sumptnouH  soldierH  fare— baked  beans,  hot  coffee  and 
luird  tjiek— wiui  Hprea<l  bt'lore  the  veteruuB,  who  ate  and  drank  h«irtJly 
as  in  thn  d^ys  wheu  ivstiiin  from  thtt  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  In  the  inorii- 
ibtf  hour,  when  weary  from  the  joy  of  Hong  and  toa^tt,  it  wiw  proposed 
that  the  history  of  the  Ameritraa  negro  Soldier  should  be  written^  Uiafe 
poattrity  niii^bt  have  a  fuller  and  more  complete  record  of  the  deeds  of 
the  n«in^  soldiers  tlian  had  been  giveu  in  the  nunierouH  already  pub* 
Usbod  histories  of  the  conHicts  id  which  they  played  bo  important  a  part. 

Thi*  tusk  of  preparing  the  history  fi'll  to  my  lot,  and  it  is  in  obedience 
to  the  duty  laid  upon  me  by  my  former  comrades,  with  whom  I  shared 
the  toils  aud  joyrt  of  camp,  march,  battle  and  siege,  that  this  volume, 
the  rweult  tif  my  i»(Tort«,  is  luuncheil  upon  the  nea  of  war  literature. 

Whether  or  not  there  is  any  merit  in  the  work,  the  reader  muHt  judge. 
HiH  charity  if<  jyiked,  however,  toward  such  defects  iis  nmy  l>e  rtpparent, 
and  wliith,  ptTha[i!*,  might  bo  exjievlod  in  the  literary  work  of  one  whose 
Hf*»  hiw  been  hipgely  sjient  amid  the  darkness  of  the  South  AmerieAD 
coiiolrieH  and  the  isolation  of  tlie  South  JVa  iHlands.  It  was  not  until 
Way,  1862,  while  domiciled  at  the  capitol  of  Chili,  that  I  first  learned  of 
tti«  war  in  the  V'uited  States,  when,  hastening  to  this  country,  I  fell  into 
the  rank^  with  the  first  n)?gro  soldiers  that  left  the  Touro  Building  at 
K-  '-.  in  November,  1862,  and  marched  ont  on  the  Opclousaa 

t\'  ,e  in  defence  of  the  Puion. 

"Willi  whatever  fui-eboings  of  failurw  I  ent<^red  upon  the  work  of 
coll»*ctJdg  th**  literature  of  the  war,  from  which  to  cull  and  arrange  much 
nf  the  mutter  contained  hercdn, — wlifeh  ha^  required  years  of  iQceasont 
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ch  and  appeal,— I  can  but  J^/that  it  has  been  tborooglil.v  done.  Tlw 
wblic  librari':^^  ot  Uit*  cHum  uf  Bubton,  C'incinunti,  N«w  I5edfuni,  New 
fork,  tljH  Wiir  Dejjiirtnu'nt  at  Wa»liinKton,  and  the  privatt'  Ubrariew 
Bevoral  emju(.*ut  citiz»'nM,  have  alike  been  made  ubg  of  by  me. 

It  8«Mned  proper,  also,  Ihot  the  memory  o(  our  foivfatbers  eLould 
not  l>e  allowed  to  romaiu  m  iougvr  obt*<.'uriiy ;  that  it  wae  fitUn^r  to 
recall  their  dwdn  of  beroism,  tJiat  aU  migbt  know  tbe  ttacrifiere  thev 
made  for  the  freedom  tiicir  de&eeudauta  were  so  long  denied  from  eiyoy- 
lut;.  In  ffatlieriuK  together  the  ftcatt^rtni  fuctn  relating  to  the  ne^roe's 
participntion  in  tbe  wars  of  1775  and  1812,  difficnities  well-nigh  inisur- 
liiouutable  have  been  over-come,  and  it  hae  been  onl.v  through  patient 
and  ppr«iHt<"nt  effort  tliat  [  have  bef»n  able  to  prepare  the  chapters  de- 
Totei  to  the  early  warn  of  the  United  States. 

llpiH^riptiouA  of  a  nuulbe^  of  the  battles  in  which  negro  troo|>s  took 
part  in  tbe  late  war  of  the  Rebellion,  are  given  to  mil  attention  to  th« 
unHurp€u>«**d  carnage  which  occun-ed,  and  to  give  them  proper  plai*e  iti 
the  war'rt  history  rather  than  to  present  a  criticid  atrount  of  the  battlen. 
My  aim  haA  been  to  write  in  the  Hpirit  which  impelled  the  «oIdiH*e  to  go 
forth  to  battle,and  to  reverse  the  ttccounts  given  in  the  i>opnlarhiBtorio» 
whif-'h  ascribe  to  the  generals  and  colonels  who  commanded,  iuetcad  of  tho 
fioldiers  who  did  tlie  fighting,  \ietory  or  defeat.  "The  troopfl  who  do 
what  can  neither  be  expected  nor  required,  aiT'  the  ones  which  are  viclt>- 
riouH.  The  men,  who,  tired  and  worn  and  hungry  and  exhausted,  yet 
push  into  battle,  are  those  who  win.  They  who  pernist  against  odds, 
against  ob«taele«,  against  hope,  who  proceed  or  hold  out  reasonably,  are 
the  (!onquerorH,"  wiys  Gen.  fJiiintV  historian.  With  no  dcfiirc  of  detract- 
ing from  the  commanderH — if  I  wore  able — the  honor  due  them,  my  aim 
ifl  t«  cn.'dit  the  floldiorrt  with  whatever  heroifim  they  may  have  displayed. 

]  acknowledge  it  haw  be*'n  a  labor  of  love  to  fight  many  of  the  bat- 
tJefl  of  tlm  war  of  the  rebellion  over  again,  not  because  of  a  relish  for 
blood  and  the  deBtruction  of  huinan  life,  but  for  tbe  memorieH  uf  the 
ftnflt;  of  the  bondage  of  a  race  and  its  stniggle  for  freedom,  awakening 
iw  they  do  the  intenw.*  lovo  of  eouutr;\'  and  liberty,  euch  as  one  who  has 
Ih^hmi  without  either  feels,  when  both  have  been  secured  by  heroic  effort.,

CHAPTER  I. 


THE  WAR  OP  1775. 


The  hifitory  of  the  pHtriotic  Negro  Americans  who 
swellod  the  rauks  of  the  Colonitil  and  Contiuental  armies 
haa  never  been  WTitteu^nor  wa«  any  attempt  made  by  the 
hJHtorians  of  that  day  to  i*ecord  the  deeds  of  thowe  who 
dared  to  fiux  death  for  the  iudependence  of  the  American 
CtjIonieB.  W.  II.  Day,  in  addreBsing  a  convention  of 
negro  men  at  Cleveland,  O.,  in  1852,  truly  said :  **  Of  the 
m^rv^iees  and  Piiffering:s  of  the  colored  soldiers  of  the  Revo- 
lution, no  attempt  han,  to  our  knowledge,  been  made  to 
prenervB  a  reexird.  Their  history  i«  not  written;  it  liew 
upon  the  soil  watered  with  their  blood;  who  shall  gather 
it?  It  rest**  with  their  bones  in  the  ehornel  house;  who 
6hall  exhume  it?"  Upon  reading  tliese  lim^s,  it  occurr(»d 
to  me  that  somewhere  among*  the  nrehives  of  that  peiiod 
there  mnst  exist  at  least  a  due  to  the  rword  of  tiie  nf^yrro 
pairiotti  of  that  war.  If  I  cannot  exolain*  Eureka,  nfter 
years  of  <HH;;ent  seantli,  I  take  pride  in  presentins"  what  I 
IfAve  found  scattered  throughout  the  pa^2:e8  of  the  early 
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histories  and  literature,  and  from  the  correspondence  of 
uion  who  iu  that  period  discuHsed  the  topics  of  the  day — 
who  led  and  fa,**hione<i  public  opinion,  inaiiyof  wiioni  com- 
luauded  iu  the  field.  Not  a  few  biofi;iiipher8haveconti'ibu- 
tod  to  my  fund  of  knowledge.  To  avoid  hh  much  as  posRi- 
ble  the  charj2:e  of  pla^nrism  I  lia\e  aim»Hl  to  give  ci^it  to 
my  informants  for  what  shall  follow  regardiag  the  colored 
patriots  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution.  1  have  reason  to! 
believe  thut  I  have  pat h«^red  much  that  hnn  Immmi  ohHciire; 
that  I  have  exhumed  the  bunesof  that  noble  Phalanx  who, 
at  Bunker  Hill  and  Yorktown,  in  various  military  employ- 
nients.  sei'ved  their  country.  It  is  true  they  were  few  in 
number  when  conipaix^i  to  the  host  that  entered  the 
service  in  the  late  Rebellion,  but  it  must  be  remembered 
that  their  number  wtui  small  at  that  time  in  the  ccninlTy* 
and  that  the  seat  of  war  was  at  the  North,  and  not,  as  in 
the  late  war,  at  the  South,  where  their  numbers  harej 
always  lieen  lar^. 

Of  the  three  hundred  thousand  troops  in  the  Revohl- 
tionary  war,  it  has  been  estimated  that  five  thousand  \\em\ 
colored,  and  these  came  principally  from  the  North,  whos** 
colored  population  at  that  time  was  about  50,000,  while; 
the  Southern  colonies  contained  about  300,000.    The  i] 
teivst  felt  in  the  two  sections  for  the  success  of  the  cause  ui 
indeiM'ndciKX'.  if  referivd  to  tin.'  army,  can  easily  be  8«\^n. 
The  Northern  colonies  furnished  two  hundn^  and  forty- 
nine  thoiisnnd,  five  hundred  and  three,  and  the  Southern' 
colonies  one  hundnnl  and  forty-seven  thousaud,  nine  hun-| 
dred  and  forty  soldiei-s,  tliough  the  whole  population  ol 
each  section  was  within  a  few  hundrefl  of  Ix^iuj^  equal. 

The  loveofUl>erty  was  no  less  strong  with  the  Southemi 
than  with  the  Northern  colored  man,  as  their  efforts  fl5i 
liberty  show.  At  the  Noi-th  he  jxaintnl  his  fretHJom  by 
entering  the  Amei'icnn  army ;  at  the  South,  only  liy  enter- 
ing the  British  armj%  which  was  joined  hymorethan  fifteen 
thousand  colored  men.  Jefferson  says  30.000  ne]cn*oe«, 
from  Virginia  alone  went  to  the  Britishnrmy.  I  nmke  thctj 
digression  simply  to  assert  that  had  the  I'olored  men  at] 
the  South  possessed  the  same  opportunity  as  those  at 
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Nurth,  of  enlisting:  in  the  American  army,  a  large  force  of 
rolorud  meu  would  have  bwu  in  the  field,  ftghtirig  for 
Americu'H  independence.  Of  the  aervices  of  the  little  band, 
KfUltortHJ  UN  tlicy  wm'  thnnigliout  the  army,  two  or  thiiv 
in  a  compaii}'  composed  of  whiteH,  a  squad  iu  a  n?gimeut, 
n  few  companies  witli  aji  army,  nmdo  it  quite  imptissible 
for  their  rei:ord,  beyond  tliis.tobedistinct  from  the  organ- 
izaliwas  they  weieattaiiuMl to.  However, euou;Li;h  has  been 
rulkn]  from  tlie  history  of  that  conflict,  to  show  that  they 
lion»  a  brave  part  in  the  straggle  which  wresteil  the  colo- 
nics fruui  thec<.>ntroI  of  Great  Britain,  and  won  for  tliem- 
s^lvcs  and  ofTsprin»^,  freedom,  which  many  of  them  never 
imijo^'imI,  I  Imve  studiously  avoid^nl  nairatin^jtheconduct 
of  those  who  ciwt  their  foHuae  with  the  Britisli,  save  tliose 
who  went  with  Lortl  Diinmon/,  for  i-easons  too  obvious  to 
make  mention  of. 

The  sentiments  of  a  majority  of  the  people  of  the  colo- 
nies vvefe  in  full  at-cord  with  the  declaration  opposing 
shivery,  JUid  they  sought  to  give  it  supi-emacy  by  their 
Muc«%»ss  in  t!ie  conflict.  Shivery,  which  barnnl  tlie  entrance 
Ui  the  army  of  the  colored  msui  at  the  South,  hud  been 
ilcnoTlnc»Ml  by  the  colonist  l>i.*ftuv  the  adoption  of  the  art.i- 
r!)\«  of  confc*h?ratioi»,  and  wjw  maintained  solely  by  local 
nt<pthitions.  As  early  tus  1774,  all  the  eolonieshtui  ap:n^d 
to,  and  their  repi^esentativ^w  tc>  the  congi'oss  had  signed, 
the  artidi's  of  tin*  ('(Hitiiiental  Association,  by  whicli  it  wtis 
utrreed,  "that  we  will  neither  import  nor  puix-lmseaii}' slave 
importwi  after  the  first  day  of  Df^cemlK^r  next,  (1774), after 
^•»  will  wholly  discontinue  the  shive  trade,  and  will 
....:.:]  he  conci^'ued  iu  it  oni-Hclves,  nor  will  we  hii-eour 
v«««el8,  nor  sell  our  commoditi*^  or  manufactories  to  those 
who  aiv  concerntMl  in  it.-'  Geoi-gia.  not  being  reijh'sented 
iu  this  Congnn^s,  ci>nst'quently  was  not  in  the  Assoc.ia^ 
lion,  but  as  soon  aa  her  Provincial  Cougress  assembled  in 
aly,  l77ot  it  passeti  the  following  rcsolntions:

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The  sincerity  with  which  thia  ti^*eenwnt  vfoa  entered 
into  may  be  seen  by  the  action  of  tho  cohjuista  at  Norfolk, 
A'M-^inia,  where,  in  March,  1775,  a  bri^  arrive*!  from  the 
couHt  of  Guinea,  via  Jamaica,  Avith  a  nuailfer  of  Khivi-H 
on  board  consi^i'd  to  a  merchant  of  that  town.  To  use 
a  mofk'i'u  phrasp  the  vessel  whk  boycotted  by  the  com- 
niitt.ee,  \vht>  publisluMj  Mie  following:

that,  a)jT«?able  to  the  eleventh  article,  wo  are  bound,  forthwith,  tu  pub- 
linb  the  truth  of  tbe  cawe,  to  the  end  that  idl  Mjrli  foe**  to  (be  ri|£btj*(jf 
British  Anieriiru  may  lie  publicly  known  and  muvei-sally  oontemrieil  a» 
tbeeneniiep  of  American  liberty,  and  that  every  perHOU  may  htmceforth 
bruak  off  all  deulingH  with  biu. '* 

ThiH  wa«  the  voice  of  a  majority  of  the  colonistjs,  and 
those  who  dissentod  \v<»re  regarded  as  Tories,  and  in  favor 
of  the  crown  as  against  the  indei>endence  of  the  colonies, 
although  there  wore  many  at  the  North  and  South  who 
held  slaves,  and  were  yet  loyal  to  the  cause  of  the  colonic*; 
but  the  public  sent imcnt  was  undoubtedly  ae  strong 
against  the  institution  as  it  was  in  1864.  But  the  Torioa 
wei-e  nnni**rous  at  the  South,  and  by  continually  exciting 
the  inui|^ination  of  the  whites  by  jiicturint^  niassaciv  and 
insurrection  on  the  part  of  the  ne^os  if  they  were  arme<3, 
thwart4Hi  the  effort  of  Col.  Laui-en's  and  of  Congress  to 
raise  a  '*nc»oTo  army"  at  the  South.  The  leaders  wero 
favorable  to  it,  but  the  colonists,  for  the  reason  cit^, 
were  distmstful  of  its  practicability.  Though  a  strong 
effort  was  made,  aa  will  be  seen,  the  scare  raised  by  the 
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Tories  prevents  it**  BueceHB.  Notwithfitantiing,  hundreds 
of  (colored  mt»u,  slave  aud  fr»?e,  at  tli«  Houtli,  not  only  fol- 
lowed tho  army  but  in  every  t»n^u.^»nii»nt  took  au  active 
part  on  the  wide  of  t lit*  I'olonist.  They  woro  not  enroUed 
nii*I  UHWtt^ivd  into  tlie  army,  it  is  true,  but  th«y  rendoivd 
tm|>ort{int  wTviii'  to  tin*  chubp. 

The  caj^te  pnjndii^^,*  now  bo  strong  iti  the  country  wan 
llMiD  in  \i»  infancy.  A  whiti*  man  at  that  time  Hvwi  uith 
a  colorml  woman  without  fnar  of  incurring  thi>  OKtraoiBia 
of  hJK  neifi^hbui'B.  and  with  the  name  impunity  he  lived  with 
an  Indian  Squaw.  So  common  wub  thist  pra^^tice,  that  in 
order  to  cori-ei-:!  it  lawn  were  pfiKsed  forbiddinjc  it.  The 
IrwitTnent  of  the  nlavefi  was  not  what  it  came  to  l>e  after 
the  war,  nor  \n\d  the  spirit  of  resentment  t)e<*n  Btifled  in 
them  »w*  it  wan  subquently.  ManifeBUitiouH  of  their  Conr- 
ad* and  mauIin«>K8  were  not  wanting  when  injustice  waa 
ntti^mpt^ni  to  be  practiced  u^iiinst  them,  eonBequently  the 
Hpirit  and  conrnge  with  which  thej'  went  into  the  conflict 
were  (piit^^  e(jual  to  thatof  the  whitcB,  who  were  ever  ready 
to  opj)laud  them  for  dee^ls  of  daring.  It  is  only  throufrh 
ihm  medium  that  we  have  diwovered  the  m«?ci  of  praiwe 
due  the  little  Phalanx,  which  linked  it^  fortune  with  the 
succeKB  of  tJie  American  anay.  atid  of  whom  the  follow- 
ing intereeting  facta  can  now  Im?  recorded. 

It  is  well  for  the  negro  and  for  his  decendants  In  Amer- 
icn,  c^wnopolitan  a«  it  is,  that  his  race  retains  it«  dis- 
tinctive chanu'teri-stictB,  i;oIor  and  featuivs,  otherwiae 
they  u'ould  not  have,  as  now,  a  history  to  hand  down  to 
posterity  so  gloriously  ]>atnotic  mu]  iuten^ting.  His 
nmalgamntion  with  other  rm-es  is  attributable  to  the 
relation  which  it  bon»  to  them,  although  inter-marriage 
WUB  not  allow(»d.  l\y  the  common  consent  of  hiBenslav- 
ur»,  he  wa«  allowtnl  to  live  clandestinely  with  the  women 
of  his  own  color;  Bonietimes  from  humane  coneidera- 
tions,  sometimes  from  a  standjioint  of  gain,  but  always 
asaslaveora  subject  oi  the  Blaveuode.  Iteduck?d  from  his 
iiatura]  Bt-titeof  fi»e<:Hlom  hy  his  misfortune  in  tribal  war. 
In  that  of  a  slave,  and  th<'n  transy>orted  by  the  consent 
i\r  liw  ,.n]irMi*s  and   ctn'mios  to  these  shores,  and  sold 
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into  an  uiinnpiited  bondage,  the  fire  of  his  courage, — 
like  that  of  other  ra^.-es  similarlj^  situatw],  without  hope 
of  liljei-ty ;  dooniwl  to  toil, — HUu;l;enwi  into  wn  H|iathf»tic 
fitat*^,  and  seeming  willing  Bervitude,  whieli  prodtioed  u 
reeig'nation  to  fate  from  1610  to  1770,  morethaji  a  cen- 
tury and  a  half.  At  tho  latter  dnto,  for  th«^  firnt  timo  in 
the  liiwtory  of  wliat  in  now  the  United  States,  the  negro, 
innpin^J  with  the  love  of  lilierty,  aimed  a  blow  at  thti 
authority  that  held  him  iu  bondage.  In  numerous  in- 
HtaiuvH,  when  the  Indians  attackeii  the  white  settlers, 
partieularly  in  the  Northern  colonies,  negroes  were  suni- 
moued  and   took  part  in  the  defense  of  the  settlement**. 

Ah  early  us  1052,  the  militia  law  of  Alussachusetts 
recjuired  ueg^o^^s,  SL*ot<.*hmen  and  Indians,— the  indentured 
slaves  of  Cromwell,  who  encountered  his  army  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Dunbar,— to  train  in  the  militia.  Nor  was  it  an 
uncommon  occuri'euce  for  them  to  be  manumitted  for 
meritorious  and  coura^ous  action  in  defending  their 
mastf^i's'  famiIi(*K,  often  iu  the  nbsence  of  the  nmster,  wljen 
atta<;ke<l  by  the  red  men  of  the  woods.  It  wa«  not  infre- 
quent to  find  the  nej^ro  as  a  sentinel  at  the  meeting-house 
door;  or  8i>r^*ing  as  a  barricade  for  the  nmstei' s  man- 
sion. The  Indian  was  more  of  a  terror  to  him  than 
the  boa-constrictor;  though  slaves,  they  knew  that  if 
capture*]  by  the  Indians  their  fate  would  be  the  same  u» 
that  of  the  wliit-t?  man;  consecpiently  they  fought  witlia 
desjjeration  equal  to  that  of  the  whites,  against  the  com- 
mon enemy.  So  accustonie*!  did  they  lK*come  to  the  use 
of  arms,  that  one  of  the  first  acts  of  the  settlei^s  vdter  the 
Indinris  were  driven  from  the  forest,  was  to  disnrm  and 
forbid  negroes  keeping  or  handling  fire-arms  and  weap- 
ons of  every  sort.  This  was  done  from  a  sense  of  self- 
preservation  and  fear  that  the  negroes  might  (and 
mauy  did)  attempt  to  reveuge  themselves  \vh(»n  cruelly 
treateil.  or  rise  in  mutiny  and  massacre  the  whites. 

But  it  was  not  until  1770,  when  the  fervor  of  rebellion 
had  infiuenctHl  the  people  of  the  colonies,  and  Capt.  T^i-es- 
ton,  with  the  King's  soldiers,  appeared  in  King  Street> 
Boston,  to  enforce  the  decree  of  the  British  rarli{in)ent. 
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that  the  |)oople  met  the  ti^oopn  face  to  fajce.  This  lent 
force  to  the  n*belliou8  «j»int  against  the  Mother  (yountiy, 
which  the  yieople  of  1  he  Unit4,Hl  Nortlieru  Colonies  had  felt 
ctuHihI  npon  to  innuileKt  in  iMiblJo  meetings  ami  hy  writt*»u 
reBolutions.  The  soldiers  wertt  n»garded  a»  invadeiv. 
And  while  the  leading  men  of  BoKton  were  diMCUHHing  and 
deULn'ratinj?  as  to  what  steps  Hhould  be  taken  to  dnvo  the 
British  troops  out  of  the  town,  Ciispus  Attucks,  a  negi'o 
ninaivay  Hiavt*,*  UhI  a  crowil  against  the  soldierR,  with 
brave  words  of  encouragement.  The  soldiern  firwl  upon 
them,  killing  thH  negrro  leach'r,  Attacks,  firnt,  and  then  two 
white  men,  and  mortally  wounding  two  otherH.  A  writer 
tuiys: 

"The  pnwpnco  of  the  Brilifth  noUHrra  in  King  Street,  pxrited  tho 
pfttriotir  iniUffimtion  of  tht^  iM-oplc.  T!u'  wholf  ooTiunuuiry  wiw  stirreil, 
■LOil  Ha|J:vouutiMHlJi)r8  whiv  lU'lilH-ratiiig  utul  writing;  and  talking  tibout 
til"*  jt"'''*'*  tfriovjuicr***.  Unt  it  wmh  not  fnp  tin*  *  witw  and  prmhait'  Ut  U' 
flrsi  to  art  njruinHt  tho  cunrom'finiontH  nf  arliitniry  [towiT.  A  luotley 
ralililt*  of  siiarv  boy**,  ne^rroi-B  anJ  Miii!«tt*>t>i,  Irinli  Jt'ii/ii*«H,  Hnd  out- 
liuidiflli  Joc'k  t.arfl,  (as  John  AtltiiiiH  di^ficnlKKl  them  in  Iuh  pK'ain  d«*ft*iirf 
of  U»»  *»nhiiers),  rouhJ  not  r**striiin  their  i»uiotion»  or  nlop  to  onqnire  if 
whut  Uj*?>'  luatil  lio  wa«  uwronliuy:  t^>  thu  h*tt/^r  uf  the  Ihw.  IahI  by  Criu- 
p>i3»  Attwrkn,  tlu'  inuhitto  hIovo,  nnd  BhouLinpr,  *Tlii»  way  to  K^t  lid  nf 
lhr«*p«  MoMitTH  in  lo  att4i('k  thi*  nmin  ^iiml ;  Htrikf  nt  thf*  root;  this  is  the 
ow^t;*  wilh  more  viUor  tlian  diiwretion  thny  ruHhwl  to  Kiiijr  Slnvt,  and 
wen  I  ti  mm!  ujMin  hy  Tapt.  I'lvmun'H  comiMiny.  tVispuH  AtturkM  wiw  tlie 
On*t  t«>-full;  h»'  and  Saniuel  Gray  and  JonoMCahlweJl  worp  kill(?<I  on  the 
«p«it.  Sannir-I  Mavrriik  nnd  Patrick  Carr  were  mortally  woundwi.  Tht» 
#»xcit«'n»'ut  whitrh  ftiUownd  wtw  iut^mw.  Thf*  bt'lls  of  th**  town  were  rang:. 
Au  impromptu  town-iuwtinj?  wua  held,  ojid  an  iminense  ajwwmbjy  wiw 
initbensl.  Tlirw  dayH  after,  on  tho  1 7th,  a  public-  funfral  nf  thp  martyr 
tjg«k  placo.  Tho  fiho|)«  iu  Doston  were  elosod,  and  all  the  belli*  of  no«t- 
tirti  and  the  nei*fhboring  tovnis  were  rung.  It  is  wiid  that  a  grfwiUr 
numbifr  of  |M*won«  asaembb^l  on  thiM  (xrcaMion,  than  ever  before  (j:«tln-'n?d 
Oil  IhirtcontintTnt  for  a  wndhir  piirpns*\  The*  bmjy  of  rriH]ni8  Attnrk», 
Ihr  muhilto,  had  N*n  pimrtfil  in  ranueil  Hall  hIUi  that  of  Caldwell;  both 
b«ing  fltriLiigew  in  the  rfty.    Maverick  waa  buried  from  hi>*  mother's 
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lioildf*  m  Ltiiou  StPiH't,  uu'l  Ciniy,  frnni  hit*  lirotbfr'rf.  in  IU»yaI  Kxrhnnpe 
Imuc.  Till?  four  lioarHefct  fornio<l  ii  juuctiou  in  Kiiift  Stnt'l.  untl  tlit'utln* 
piiH-^wsinu  uian.'b<?d  iu  folutiiuw  «ix  JcT-p,  with  a  long  Ml**  ol  winrb**** 
U'loii^dn;?  to  Lhf!  iiioKt  iliHtiuirui.sln'tl  riiizonH»  Ut  tin.'  MiiMIw  Buryiiix 
(Jroiintl,  where  the  four  victims  wen*  dpposit'xl  in  ouo  grave;  over  whitib 
ii  fitone  wjiH  placed  wilh  the  inftoription:

" The  anniversary  of  tbiH  pvont  w'a«  publicly  etitnmHnioratPd  in  Boh- 
ton   by  uii   oration  and  otJicr  oxt-nMST's  vvi^ry  ytnir  until  our  National 
ludfi)tiind(>ae(f  waH  aohievt^d,  wht*u   the  Fourth  of  July  waa  subKtitut»*!l 
for  the  Fifth  of  March,  as  the  n»ore  proper  da,v  for  a  gcntrttJ  wlebrntiou. 
Not  ouly  woH  the  evMiit  coniuionKinit^Mi.  but  thi«  uiartyrs  who  thnn  gnv«* 
up  their  liveH  w**tt»  retnembprml  and  bonoivd." 

ThuH  the  first  blood  for  liberty  shed  in  the  uolonies 
wni*  that  f>f  a  real  slave  and  a  negro.  As  the  news  of  the 
affray  Hpread  .  tlie  people  htHraiiie  aroiiHed  throughout  tlie 
land.  Soon,  in  every  town  and  villa*^,  meetings  were 
hf'ld.  and  the  colonists  urped  to  resist  the  oppressive  and 
M-ggTesive  moo«uiv8  which  the  British  Parlinment  hud 
paese<l,  and  for  the  enforcement  of  which  troojw  had  lw^»u 
statioufMl  in  Boston,  and  as  we  sfv,  had  shot  down  thos*> 
who  ilarisl  to  oppose  them.  In  all  the  colonies  slavery 
was  at  this  time  tolerated,  though  the  number  of  slavew 
w«8  by  no  means  large  in  the  Northern  Colonies,  nor  had 
thfie  bet^n  a  general  ill  treatment  of  them,  as  in  after 
years  in  the  Southern  States.  Their  war-like  courage,  it  is 
trne,  hnd  l>e«^n  slackened,  but  their  manhood  had  not 
been  crushe<l. 

Cnspus  Attacks  was  a  fair  representative  of  the  coh;- 
nial  negro,  as  tliry  evineiMi  thereaft^'r,  during  the  pro- 
longed struggle  which  rf^sulted  in  the  Ind«'pendenc*e  of  tlte 
UnitfHJ  States.  Wlu*n  the  tocsin  sounded  •*to  nrnis,  to 
arms,  ye  who  would  be  fr):»e,"  the  negro  ivspouded  to  the 
call,  and  side  by  side  with  the  white  patriots  of  the  colo- 
nial militia,  bletl  and  died. 

Mr.  Bancroft  in  his  hlstoi-y  of  the  United  Stat*>8  Bfiys: 

"NorshouM  history /orget  to  rt«eonI,  that  as  in  the  army  at  V.wni- 
Wdflre,  so  ateo  in  this  gallant  band,  the  free  negroes  of  the  colony  had 
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V  iitative«.    For  the  right  of  Inje  iiejrroes  to  heap  ttrnw  in  th**

It  wuM  not  the  free  only  who  took  up  ariiiB  in  defence 
of  America's  independence;  not  alone  those  who,  in  pre- 
eetiiii^  wiir.s.— Iiidiun  and  French, — had  ^aine<l  tlieir  lib- 
erty, that  H\vellf*<l  the  ranks  of  the  i-olonial  niihtia;  but 
slavee»  inspired  by  the  hoi)e  of  fi-eedoni,  went  to  the 
front,  as  AttnckH  had  done  when  lie  *Mit  tlie  Gordiaii  knot 
that  held  the  colonics  to  Gi-eat  Britain.  *' l-'roni  thnt 
moment  we  may  date  the  severance  of  tlie  BritiHh  Em- 
pire," said  Daniel  Webstor,  in  his  Bunker  Tlill  orntion, 
referrin;j;  to  the  inaH.sacrt»  on  thi^  Hth  i)i'Miirrh,  1770.  The 
tbirRt  for  fivedom  was  iinivernal  among  the  people  of  New 
England.  With  thrin  liberty  waa  noteircuniscribed  by  con- 
dition Hiid  now,  wini-e  the  slave  AttnckH  Imd  wtnick  the 
first  blow  for  America's  independence,  thereby  eleftrifvinj; 
thp  coIonieK  and  puttinj^  quit**  a  different  phase  uj>nn  their 
grievanci^j,  the  |>eople  were  called  upon  t*»  witni-ss  a  real 
slave  Htruggling  with  his  oppir«»Bsor8  for  his  treedom.  It 
touched  the  j^eople  of  the  colonies  as  they  had  never  lieen 
t-ouchfHJ  l>t»f(jre,  and  they  arniyHd  themselves  for  true 
freKlom. 

Dr.  Joseph  Warren  thus  heraUis  the  Hentimeut  of  the 
colonist,  in  his  oration  delivered  at  Boston,  Mar<:h 
6th,  1775: 

"That  ponsoiiul  frtfoflom  \»  tht*  natural  right  of  cvory  man,  and  that 
proprrtj,  or  an  pxchisive  right  to  dispoHO  of  what  he  huH  lionnntly 
«oqQiiv^  by  hU  own  labor,  nncfrwarily  nri»«>«  therpfroni.  an?  truthH 
vhidi  common  muBu  huH  placed  bL'.voud  tlie  reach  of  rontradiction.  And 
no  man,  or  body  uf  men,  can,  without  beinf^  pnilty  of  Hii^^iint  ti^uHtice, 
Halm  u  rijfht  Ui  diMpow?  of  ih**  jw'I'homm  or  ucqniHitionH  of  niiy  oth*»p  nioii 
orbodvnf  ini'Ti.  uulf*-*  it  i.'Hn  Iw  proved  that  Burh  a  riuht  haw  ariKcn 
fr-  •'.ic.i  Ixvtwcv'n  tho  portiiw,  in  whiub  it  boa  been  oxpUcitly 

*..  -.I," 

The  year  previous,  John  Hancock  waa  the  orator  on 
th<*  occasion  of  the  4th  anniversary  of  the  shedding  of 
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the  firHt>  blood  for"  the  Independence  of  America,  and  he 
IhuH  presents  the  case  to  a  Boston  audience  yet  sniartinjj: 
under  the  insult  and  sting  given  theui  by  the  British 
soldiery : 

''  But  1  forbear,  and  come  rvluctauUy  to  ttie  imuHOCtionB  of  that 

(Jimiual  niKlit,  when  iu  such  quick  succesaion,  we  felt  the  Mtn*iii«>ft  of 
pfpief.  afitoniHiunent  ami  ragt*;  when  Heaven,  in  ant5<»r,  for  it  divaiKul 
rnoniput  euflurf^l  Hell  to  take  the  reins ;  when  Kutan  with  hiH  ohoH*Mj  Un\u\ 
otHMiefl  the  Khiict'K  of  New  En^iand'fl  blood,  oiid  sncrileKiouRly  jioUiiUhI 
our  land  with  tho  tlead  bodies*  of  her  guiltless  (*oii8.  l^t  this  sad  UxU* 
of  death  never  be  told  without  a  twir;  let  the  Jieaving  bosom  cause  to 
Vmru  with  a  manly  indiKnalion  at  the  barbarous  Ptor.v.  tliroiiRh  th*» 
long  trtu-'t*!  of  futui-e  tinip;  let  every  jiarent  t«>II  the  sluinieful  Htory  to  his 
lisU'iuLg  children  'til  tears  of  pity  glisten  in  Uieir  eypfl,  and  boiling  i>a»- 
inoTis  shake  their  tjender  franie«:  and  whiUt  the  nnnivprsnry  of  thatill- 
fat*?d  night  in  kept  a  jubilee  in  the  griui  court  of  paudeni()niijm,  let  all 
Anierir-a  join  in  one  eommon  prayer  to  Heaven,  that  the  iidiurnau, 
unprovoked  murders  of  the  5th  of  March,  1770,  planuwl  by  Hi(l>.bor- 
ouKh  and  a  knot  of  treacherous  knaves  in  Boston,  and  executed  by  tlie 
cruel  hand  of  I'reston  and  his  sani^^ruiunry  coadjutors,  may  ever  stitud  iu 
history  without  a  pnrallel.  But  what,  my  countrymen,  withheld  the- 
n?ady  arm  of  vengf  ant'o  from  executing  instant  juatiee  on  the  vile  asatu^- 
»iuB?  Perhaps  you  feared  promiscuous  carnage  might  eusue,  and  that 
the  intioient  might  shore  the  fate?  of  those  who  htt<l  perforine<i  the  infer- 
iitd  deed.  But  were  not  jUl  guilty?  Wen?  you  not  t<Mi  tender  of  the  live» 
of  those  who  came  to  fix  a  yoke  on  your  necks?  But  I  must  not  too 
t»ov*»r»fly  blnuie  you  for  a  fault  which  great  souls  onb'  can  commit.  May 
that  miignifioence  of  spirit  which  scoms  the  low  pursuit  of  malice;  may 
that  generous  compuMHiou  whiuh  oft«n  prcHi^rves  from  niin,  even  a  giiiity 
villain,  forever  actuate  (he  noble  bosoms  of  Americans!  But  let  not  th»* 
niiHcreunt  host  vainl.v  inuigiue  that  wc  fi'ared  their  arms.  No,  those  w» 
deft()ii«?d;  we  dread  nothing  but  slavery.  Death  is  the  creature  of  a  pol- 
troon's brains;  'tis  immortality  to  sacritlce  ourselves  for  thi^salratiuti 
of  our  country.  We  fear  not  death.  That  gloomy  night,  the  pale-&H'n 
moon,  and  the  affrighted  stars  that  hiimed  through  the  sky,  con  wit- 
TiciKs  that  we  fear  not  ileath.  Our  hearts*,  whieb,  at  the  rvcollnftion, 
glow  with  rngf*  that  four  revolving  yciirs  have  searcely  taught  us  to  re- 
strain, can  witueej*  lliat  we  fear  not  df^ith ;  and  huppy  it  is  for  those  who 
dnri'd  to  insult  ns,  that  tlieir  naked  bones  are  not  now  pilefl  ujt  on  ever* 
luHting  monument  of  MasHOi'huKott'M  bravery.  But  they  retired;  they 
He*I,  nnd  in  that  flight  they  found  their  only  «*ifety.  We  then  exf»ei:t*^l 
that  the  hiuid  of  public  justicr^  would  soon  inflict  that  punishment  upon 
the  munlerers,  which,  by  the  laws  of  God  and  man,  they  had  incurred. 
But  let  the  unbiassed  pen  of  a  Itobcrtaon,  or  perhaps  of  some  equally 
fo.mi'ii  American,  condufrt  this  trial  before  the  great  tribuuol  of  succeed- 
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Insr  ispnernh'ons.  Ami  Uiouy:Ii  tli"  niunierem  mav  o«rni:H*  tlio  juHt  r»*Hiil- 
ni»^it  of  »»  eDrij^ywl  fM»opl«;  though  drowsy  jiimU(*<\  intoxirat^'d  by  iho 
puieunouH  druft  ppcitniwl  Cor  h<*p  cup,  still  nudH  upon  \wr  ititt«ii  «efit,  .v<'t 
Iw*  ibfwurei),  flui'li  t.'ompli<:ut4*d  crinit?«  will  meet  their  due  rewurd.

♦iiiir"  Though  Br»u»»?  of  you  may  think  j'ouiiselvfis  exaltfMl  to  q.  hH^j^ht 
Uiut  liiiJH  defianw  to  buniaii  juHtict-,  and  othore  8hn>ud  yourwlvi?s 
iNnifuU)  the  niiu*k  of  hypooriny,  and  build  your  hope«  of  safety  on  tho 
Uiw  nrtrt  of  rrnnniiig,  chiciuiwry  and  falsphcMul ;  yet  ilo  you  not  fl(»mi'tiini*^ 
ftv]  t]ii<  :;nawiiipt  of  that  worm  wtiich  mnd'r  dir^;  do  uot  the  iiijurvd 
nhatli-s*  *)f  Maverick,  fimy,  Cadwoll,  Attueks  and  Carr,  attend  you  in 
yourwoKtary  walks;  arrest  you  iii  the  luidst  of  your  del>aucheri«j  and 
aU  vYrti  your  dnnimH  with  terror?  " 

The  onitorH  of  New  Eiigliiinl  pourtnJ  out  upon  this 
onoe  Hlave, — now  hero  and  martyr, — their  unstinted  praino. 
AV*e  hnve  but  to  itH-all  the  rtM'olliH'tion  of  thcM'nrlicst  con- 
Hirtw  which  the  colonist  had  with  tho  British,  in  ordf*r  to 
wfv  tho  iifp'o  LHVupying  a  jihv^^  iu  tlie  ranks  of  tho  patriot 
army.  Their  white  feIloW'<itizen8  were  only  too  glad  to 
tako  proiind  to  the  left,  in  order  that  they  eould  fall  in  oti 
their  colors.  And  ihey  did  good  service  whenever  they 
fought,  OM  the  record  shown. 

The  rominittee  of  safety  upon  reviewing  the  Bituatiou 
and  the  army,  l»efore  the  tirnt  ip^at  battle  of  the  Revolu- 
tion  hail  l>e*:^n  fought,  adopted  tho  following*  resolution: 

" Ht)ttol\t*<f,  That  it  m  the  opinion  of  thin  comraitt**,  that  oh  the 
contjfflt  now  l«-tw*wn  (irent  nritain  ami  the  l'oloni«*  r**fK?ct.s  tho  lilMirtif« 
fliid  pHvil#*gn8  of  r\w  latter,  wliich  the  ColoniPH  ar**  d«'T*?rriiinwl  to  main- 
tjiin,  that  thf*  mlminKiou  of  any  [H»rBonH,  a.s  6otdi*^^'rH,  into  thp  arrny  now 
rnifiin^,  bat  such  nfl  are  Fr«fninn,  will  Im>  ineonsiRti'ut  with  t-h**  priii- 
wpul»*  that  are  wipportHi.  and  rt'tlivt  dinhonor  on  thiK  Colony ;  and  that 
Iku  SlaV(*H  Im*  oi^btiittiHl  into  this  army  upon  any  consideration  whatever." 

The  exception  was  well  taken,  and  this  act.  of  the  Com- 
mittee, exchnling  slnven  from  the  army,  placed  the  rebela 
upon  the  bfiwis  of  patriots,  fighting  for  freodouK  This, 
however,  did  not  detra^-t  from  those  who  laid  nlreadv  dis- 
tingiiishtHl  tlipmselves,  by  their  bravery  at  Bunker  Hill  a 
f^'w  weekf*  previous,  where  Peter  Salem,  oner*  a  slave, 
fiiii^rht  side  by  side  in  the  ranks  with  the  white  soldiers. 
When  tije  British  Major  Pitcairn  mounted  the  redoubt, 
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upon  that  memorable  occasion,  Bhoutiiig,  "The  day  ia 
ours!"  Pet**!' Salem  jjoured  the  contents  of  his  gnu  into 
that  officer's  body,  killhig  him  instantly,  and  checking, 
ten»porarily,  the  advance  of  the  British.  Svvett,  in  liis 
''Sketches  of  Bunker  Hill  Battle/'  says: 
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'*Mujt.ir  Piti'aini  vauw<l  the  Urst  effuKiou  of  bloorl  at  L*?xington.    !i 
that  buttle.  UiH  hoi-Ho  wai<  shot  under  liiiii,  while  ho  vtoa  uti'^uirnteil  from] 
hiHiroojKs.    With  presence  of  miud  he  feigiitni  hiiuKelf  Khiiu ;  his  piHtulft] 
wt'n>  takt'n  from  his  hoHtlers,  and  he  was  left  fv)r  dead,  when  be  scuwl  th< 
opportunity  and  pwtapfHl.    H«  appetirpd  at  Bunker  dill,  and,  Ba,yH  th4 
hiKtoriun,  '  Among  those  who  mounted  tlie  workd  w^  the  jcuUiint  Mojoi 
ritcnini,  who  exnUiu(rly  fried  out,  'The  day  is  ours!'  when  a  bluek  hoI-J 
ilier,  DiitiiKl  Suleni,  nhot  him  through  and  he  fell.     Hih  a^niztKl  bui 
m<!eive<l  tiim  in  his  nrms,  and  tenderly  bon»  him  to  the  boati*.'    A  contri* 
hntion  wan  niurlo  in  tlte  army  for  the  colored  Bohlior,  and  be  waA  pi 
■enttnl  to  WuhhiriKton  as  httviug  performed  thi*  feat. " 

Mr.  Aaron  White,  of  Thompson,  Conn.,  in  a  letter 
(Seor-j^  Livennore,  Esq.,  of  the  Masuachiisett^    Histori- 
cal Society,  wiites: 

"With  regard  to  the  black  Hero  of  Bunker  Hill.  I  nuver  knew  hii 
(HtrHonally,  nor  did  I  ever  he^u*  from  hiH  lips  the  story  of  bin  4(ctii<«y< 
ment**;  but  I  have  better  authority.    Aliout  the  year  lHOi»,  I   heard 
Hiddier  of  tiie   Revohitinn,  who  wa«  pretteiit  at  the  ItiinktT  Rill  IbitTli^J 
it'hiteto  my  father  the  storj"  of  the  deatti  of  Mojor  Pil^jaLni.    Hi>  Knii 
the  Miijor  had  pn«u*ed  the  storm  of  fire  without,  and  had  mouutod  tb< 
i-imIouI)!.,  when,   waving  his  flword,  ho  rommanfliHl,  in  a  loud  voice,  tin 
•  rebelM*  to  Hommder.    His  HUthlen  appearance,  and  hi»  commanding  airi 
at  tirt*t  HtArtled  the  men  iimmhb'atoly  Ix'fore  him.    They  neither  answe 
iHir  lb"*"!!;  probably  not  l»eing»»x«etly  ivrt-ain  what  wiw  nextt^  l>edou«V 
,\t  thiH  rritifal  moment,  a  negro  «iildier«tepi»ed  forward,  »nd,  aiming  hii 
musket  directly  at  the  Mnjor'H  bosom,  blew  him  thn:>ugh.    My  informani 
d«H^Ianii  that  he  whh  ho  near,  that  he  diHtinctly  haw  the  tu%.    Tin-  Ktor.f  ] 
made  i\mU}  an  impreHwion  on  luy  mind.    I  have  frequentlv  heard  my] 
further  relate  the  Rtory,  and  have  no  dotibt  of  its  truth.    My  father  oiij 
the  day  of  the  buttle  wa**  u  mere  ehild,  nnd  witnetiHed  the  bnttle  an< 
bunting  »jf  L'harUwtown  from  Roxbury  Hill.  Hitting  on  the  uhoulden*  ol 
the  Rev,  Mr.  JnrkBOh,  who  said  to  him  n«  he  phioefl  him  on  t1»e  grunml,] 
'  Now,  boy,  do  you  r(»niemb«'r  thiBl'     ('om^quently,  after  miuh  an  injnm 
lion,  ho  woulil  niieofwarily  pay  particular  attention  t<i  anecdot«*H  'H)OW»n 
ing  the  first  and  only  bnttle  he  ever  witne«»«l." 

Salem  was  undotjhte<ily  one  of  the  chief  heroes  of  that] 
ever  memorable  battle.    Onitor,  historian,  p)oet,  all  ^ivi 
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this  wible  patriot  credit  for  hn>ing  lieen  instrumental  iu 
checking  th<*  HritiKh  advani^e  and  saving  the  day. 

At  tbe  unveiling  of  tin*  statue  eivct*^  to  the  nieniury 
of  GtMi.  Joi44»{»h  Warren,  who  fell  at  Bunker  Hill,  the  orator 
of  the  occaisiou.  Hon.  Edward  Everett,  said  : 

"  It  ifl  thv  ntouumniit  c»f  tho  dny  of  tlir  ovnnt,  of  thp  bnttle  of  Bonkor 
ilQ);  uU  of  iht*  bruvv  nivu  nbu  HliarMJ  its  [lerilH, — uliku  of  Pmscottond 
Putnam  nnd  W»m*n,  thp^'hi^fe  of  the  day,  antJ  the  colored  man,  Salnm, 
who,  fa  pRportwl  to  have  nLot  thi*  (ctUlnnt  PiUviim,  oh  hw  niounttH]  the 
pckrapet.  Told  iw  the  rlodh  tin  which  it  restrt,  «t  ill  (*#  thi^  Hilcnt  Henveu  to 
which  it  Boarn,  it  in  jot  vo**al,  (•kxjueut,  in  tlK'ii-  mdividuul  I'raisc."

A  biogi*aphical  arcoimt  of  Peter  Salem  is  given  in  the 
fallowing  newBpa|K»r  extract: 

"April,  1H82,  the  town  of  Franiin^hani  vote*!  to  place  a  meniorial 
BttmAo^rpf  th«»  grarp  of  Pet^r  Sulom,  alifi«  Rnlem  Middhvu'x,  whose  laat 
fvwtixi^  place  in  tJte  nld  burial  (n*ouud  ttu  Kramin^hain  Centre  haa  been 
nnniarkixi  for  yf-ani.  For  thin  pui'jKXM?  $ir»0  wn*  appropriatwl  by  the 
town.  TIic  ronindttw  in  chancv  of  the  matter  has  phiced  a  neat  granite 
Ri«>rnonul  ovx-r  hij«  jjrruve,  and  it  beam  the  foUowinpr  inAcni)tion ;  "  Pet-er 
Httleni,  nHoldlfr  (if  the  revolution.  ni»*<l  A iiff.  1^,1816.    Concord,  Bnnker 
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Hill,  Siu-atoga.  Erected  by  tho  town,  1882."  Poter  Salom  was  the 
ooIortHl  man  vvho  parlioulaHj  aistinpr^ifihod  liirasolf  in  the  i-evolotion»try 
war  h.v  shootiug  down  Mjijur  ritonini  at  Uwhattle  of  Bunkor  Hill,  lui  ha 
wiis  niuuulindf  a  rwloubt  und  8liuutiiig>  "TIu»  cluy  is  oiireC  IhiH  Imug 
the  drnt*  when  Pitcairn  fell  Imrk  into  the  nrniH  nf  hin  son.  Peter  Halfiii 
t*ervt'il  fnithfully  in  tho  war  for  eeven  yearn  io  the  oonipanipH  of  rninnte 
nitMi  umliM*  th(»  (.'oniniaiid  of  Cilpt.  John  NL\on  and  Capt.  Simon  EdgwU  of 
Kramingluini,  and  came  out  of  it  uuhann».Nl.  He  waausluvts  mid  wtta 
ownied,  orij^riuU.v,  by  t'apt  Jeremiah  Belknap  of  Franiingham,  being 
Hold  by  him  to  Major  LawHou  Buekminster  of  that  town,  he  becouiiug  a 
five  man  when  ht*  joined  the  nrniy.  Salem  wa«  boru  in  Framingbam, 
and,  in  17.s;i,  niarriwi  Katie  Hon  son,  a  (Jranddaughtpr  of  Nero,  living 
for  a  timt'  nejir  what  ih  now  the  Stat**  muster  field.  He  removed  to  Lui- 
<M?»tor  aftvr  tlie  close  of  the  war,  hiM  hiHt  abode  in  that  town  l>eirig  a 
cobin  on  the  road  leading  from  I-eioebter  to  Aui)urn.  fie  wtj*i  r«Muoved 
to  Krantiugltnin,  where  he  hud  gained  a  Bettleraent  in  ISlti  and  there 
he  died." 

Siilf'in  Ava8  not  the  only  negro  at  the  battle  of  Bunker 
Hill.    Says  an  authority : 

'*Col.  Trumbull  in  his  celebrated  hiRt-oric  picture  of  this  battle,  latro- 
cluees  conspicuously  thecolorc<J  patriot.  At  the  time  of  the  battle,  tbm 
artiHt,  tiicn  ai^tinj^  us  adjutant,  wow  «tutioned  with  his  regiinoiit  at  Hox- 
bury,  und  Baw  tlie  action  fi*<jm  tliirt  point.  The  picture  wax  pain t(«il  in 
]  7HR  when  the  event  was  fresh  in  his  mind.  It  in  a  Hignifioant  hiKloncoi 
fact,  pertinent,  to  our  jii'eAent  reciieartth,  that,  among  tfie  limited  number 
of  figureH  introduced  on  the  canvoa,  more  than  one  negro  soldier  can  be 
dititinctly  been.'* 

Of  the  others  ^vho  participated  in  the  battle  we  have 
knowledjre  of  Salem  Poor,  whose  bravery  won  for  him  fav- 
orable conunent. 

Mtijor  Wni.  Lawrenr^,  wlio  fought  through  the  war  for 
indeperulence,  ft'om  Concord,  until  tlie  peace  of  1783,  par- 
ticipating" in  many  of  the  severest  battles  of  the  war. 
Says  a  memoir : 

'•At  Uuaker  Hill,  where  he  wns  Hiijrhtly  wounded,  hiscoat  and  hut 
wen*  pierctnl  willi  the  liallH  of  the  enemy,  and  were  preserved  in  the  fain- 
ily  for  wveral  yearH.  At  one  time  he  romtnandetl  a  company  whose 
rank  and  file  wen*,  all  negroes,  of  whoHe  courage,  military  discipline,  and 
fidelity,  be  always  9|>oke  with  respect.  On  one  occasion,  being  out  recon- 
Tinlt^'rinfj:  with  his  <!ompauy,  he  got  ho  far  in  advance  of  his  commaii<!, 
that  ho  was  nijiTounded,  and  on  the  point  of  lH>inff  made  prisoner  by  tiie 
enemy.  The  men,  soon  discoverintr  his  peril,  runhed  to  his  rewne,  and 
fought  with  the  most  deterntined  bravery  till  that  rescue  was  effect ualljr 
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•eeOTpd.  Hp  never  forgot  this  drcumfitAiiw,  jiml  ever  took  «p«H/J  pains 
to  Ahow  loDcinetKt  and  hospitality  to  any  iudividnn!  of  the  colored  ruoe, 
who  I'ttint?  ijwir  bin  dwfiliujr." 

Tho  Coinuiitti^*  of  Safi'ty  Imvin^-  fxcliiflrrl  Hlaxi's  from 
the  army,  many  were  tlieivaffer  nuuiUinittHd.  tlint  they 
nii^lit.  tMjIwt,  Thei**^  \vn>*  no  law  ir^ulatiii^  t'liliKtiianit  in 
tbv  army  at  the  tiiuu  which  rwiuiitxl  the  oolorof  a  noklio-r's 
pkin  to  l)e  nx'ordeil  or  roganJt^l.  A  pivjudiw  oxitited  iu 
the  If'gislHtufe  thut  prompted  that  body  to  bej;rin  a  Horitv 
of  si>**cial  enactments,  ivj^a-rding"  m>gri>e8,  whieli  diii  not 
exclude  theni  ultogetlier  fruni  the  army,  l)at  lodkud  to 
their  or^udzatiou  into  exeluaive  companies,  batallions 
CUid  re^riirieiits. 

NotwitliHtaiuling  the  record  made  by  the  negroes  wlio 
had  t^wollea  the  raakrt  of  the  Americaa  army  n  few  weeks 
after  the  bnttlc  of  Rtinker  Hill,  General  GateH.  tlien  at 
Cambridge,  iH.sa»Hi  tlu*  fi>ll<n\'ing  order  to  the  officei-s,  then 
recruit  iug  fur  the  servicxj: 

"You  luv  tiot  to  I'uliHt  any  dt'stTter  from  tb«'  MiniAteritJ  twmy^  uor 
mny  etniUm,  iKVi'f.  or  vn^jibuiul,  fir  [K'naon;*  (•niipi-ctwl  of  liiing  an  cwMiiy 
%4i  tlu*  lU>*'riy  of  Anwiira,  nor  miy  nutli^r  »»ijffhTtH'n  ywHTH  of  iifc**.  A«  the 
rttuw  U  Uw  begt  thnt  vaa  engage  men  of  couru^p*  and  principle  to  take 
li{i  arnifl,  so  it  in  ox]>vtefl  tluit  none  but  muh  will  he  acr<ept^  by  th^ 
rrcmitinia;  offlwr.  The  pay,  provision,  iifcc,.  I»einir  ho  amph*.  it  in  not 
doubtfd  hot  thnt  the  otBf»Tb  sent  npoii  this  wrvice  will,  without  delny, 
cciHipIrt*.'  Uiiar  r«*i»Tlivi«  eorpe,  imd  niumh  the  men  forfltwilh  lo  cuiiip. 
Yow  Are  not  to  cnliiit  any  [w?rson  that  i«  not  on  Amt'iifaii  born,  unletuA 
mirh  (KTv^on  hm^  n  ^rifp  and  family,  and  is  a  M<T.tl(>il  n>Hit|«nr  in  thin  noun- 
try.    TliL- i"iH"iir*you  euliM  must  I)e  providnl  wirh  »;uod  nud  <:onip!et« 

This  w;km  in  July,  and  on  the  liOth  of  tlu*  following 
SBplenib*'r,  Kdward  RutknJg^snf  South  ('arolina,  m<>v(*d  in 
the  Colonial  Cougretw  that  all  ne«:roeH  be  discharged  that 
wiiro  in  the  anny.  As  might  beexpeitwl.  his  pro[>osition 
w*iii  Hirungly  HU|)poi't*Ml  by  the  Southern  deleg2iteH,  but 
the  Nortliem  dek^gates  being  ko  much  ntronger,  voted  it 
do\m.  The  negr(H*«  were  crowding  nn  ra]»i<lly  into  thft 
army,  and  the  Northern  coloaist.s  fiiiding  their  Southern 
r<^ninw!c«  80  fitrongly  opposing  this  element  of  strength, 
»n'  !  the  question  of  their  enlistment  to  a  ronfi'rence 

C4tt  1    in   October,  composed  of  ttucli  men  aa  Dr. 
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Franklin,  Bptijamin  Hnrnson  and  Thoniaw  Lynch,  vnih 
tho  Deputy  Govoniors  of  Connecticut  aiui  Rhodf  Island . 
This  coinniittt'e  met  at  Cambridge,  with  a  committee  of 
the  council  of  AJaseauhusettfi  Bay.  The  object  and  duty 
of  the  rnH'tinjLr  wuh  to  couKidpr  the  condition  of  the  army, 
and  to  deviw*  nit^uns  by  which  it  (.'ould  Ik*  improved. 

General  Washington  woh  present  at  the  meeting,  and 
took  part  in  the  di«ousaions.  Anion«^other8,  the  follow- 
ing subject  wius  considereil  and  n,*portod  upon:  '''Ought 
not  negroes  to  be  excluded  from  the  new  eidifitment^ 
especially  those  such  as  are  slaves?*  All  wen?  thoujiht 
improper  by  the  council  of  ofticere.  ^AgreerJ,  That  they 
may  be  reject<Hi  altogether.' '' 

In  the  organization  of  the  new  army,  were  many  offi- 
cers and  men,  who  had  served  with  negroes  in  the  militia, 
and  who  hod  l>een  re-enlisted  in  the  colonial  onny.  Th<?jr 
protested  against  the  exclusion  of  their  old  comradew,  on 
account  of  color.  So  very  strong  were  tlieir  pi'utesls  that 
most  of  the  rank  arnl  file  of  the  Noitheni  troops  regarde<I 
the  matter  as  of  Hcrious  import  to  the  colonies,  and  of' 
danger  to  the  wives  and  fumilies  of  those  in  tho  fiehl. 
There  wa«  quite  a  lai-ge  number  of  free  negroes  in  t  he 
Northern  Colonies  at  this  time,  nnd  the  patriotism  dis- 
played by  those  who  had  Ihe  oppoitunity  of  serving  hi 
the  militia  during  the  early  stnges  of  the  war,  aroused  ft 
fwling  which  [)ronipted  a  great  many  masters  to  ofter  to 
the  (»ommander  of  the  army  the  services  of  their  slave«, 
and  to  the  slaves  their  fi-eedom,  if  their  services  were 
accepted.  So  weighty  were  the  arguments  offertx],  and  to 
Koft'Cn  the  gloom  which  hung  about  the  homes  and  the 
camps  of  the  sohliers,  Gen.  Washington  wrot-e  to  the  Preai- 
dent  of  ('ongi>^s  regarding  the  matter,  from  Cambridge, 
in  l)iM;ember,  1775: 

*'U  IioH  h(H*n  ropTVfioiiMl  fo  mo  tliat  the  fnH»  iicirrootiw|K»  have  m>rTM) 
in  iUis  tinny  m-e  vit.v  muuli  tliK^atisfiwI  at  I»einff  iii>«<'/ir'l**«J.  .\h  it.  iu  fo 
Iw  ut»pn'liiMnI*HJ  tliat  they  iimy  se**k  enipUt.vnu'iit  in  f\w  MinUterifil  aniiy, 
I  havtf  pri'HnnM'tl  ui  drpnrt.  fri»m  the  iH'Holutinn  r»'H(M'«'tinK  tln'm,  nw\ 
havit  i:;\vou  lin'nw  Tor  tliHr  \n*'inK  <'uli»*ted.

*  Mr.  HparkH  nppenrlti  to  thin  liftt^T  thi;  fnllnwlnir  nn1t>;  "  At  ii  tUMrtlntr  of  tbn  icno* 
rml  niii(N>rN,  fir^vloufily  t-o  th**  Nrrlvfil  of  ih**  ronntilttfw  from  C^iixtmii  Iu  ctntip.  ti  mmm 
«aiuilinuunl,v  riwti'lvtxl,  th'it  II  wim  tint  rt)M>ill<<iit  m  xtiliMt  sl^irMi  In  the  Q^w  arm/  ;  nitd. 
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The  Icftter  was  submittod  to  Congress,  and  General 
Waehington's  action  wa«  8U8tain<>d  by  t)i«  i>a«8ag€  of  the 
foIIovsinjjT  resolution:  "That  the  fi*ee  negToes,  who  had 
tterved  faithfully  in  the  annj  at  Caiul»ri(Jgv.  may  U'  itM/n- 
li**ted  IhtTHii,  bat  no  utli*:TH." 

Thp  question  of  color  first  entered  the  array  by  onlor 
of  Washington's  pri^lH<»e8t*or,  Gen.  Artenius  Ward,  who 
hi  hit^  ttrnt  g;eneral  order  reijuin^d  the  ''t'oniplexiou  "of  the 
Roldii^r  to  be  enti^vd  uf^m  the  roll.  lu  October,  1775, 
Qvn.  ThoumH  wrote  the  folknviug'  letter  to  John  Adams. 
The  general  wafi  in  every  way  coinj>etent  to  draw  a  true 
jjlcture  of  the  army,  and  had  the  opportunity  of  observa^ 
Jion.    He  savs: 

"Tnmeorry  to  bear  that  any  prf*juin(^<^  Bliould  tAko  place  in  any 
BontlifTU  Colony,  witfi  n^jtwl  to  tliu  tnjopn  niined  in  tliit*.  I  am  wrtain 
that  thfi  jiittiuuutioaH  yon  numtion  n.w  itijiiniin.s,  if  wp  nniirtiijci'  witli  wbut 
fimr-jiiitjitinii  w*'  nrv  ohVu^n]  to  collwt  an  Jinny.  In  tli«  r<'jrim<>ut«  at 
Roxbiiry,  tht*  privutw*  tiro  equal  t^  ouy  that  T  »en*ml  ^vith  in  thp  last 
war;  vrry  fi.'w  uM  ineu,  and  in  the  raul(H  v»,'ry  f»-'W  btiyn.  (Mir  fifi«  are 
many  of  thcni  Uivrt.  Wo  have  eoni*'  nogioMf*-  hut  1  look  on  thoni.in  ti:i?n- 
enil,  an  etjually  Herviooblw  with  othiT  nit-n  fttr  fatigtic;  uud  in  aotkiri 
many  nf  tb'Tn  hnve  provt^d  thoinaplvea  brave.  I  woulil  avoid  uU  Mlw;- 
tion,  or^auythin^  that  may  tt.*nd  to  give  nmbraffi;  but  there  ih  in  UlIs 
$tnuy  from  Hit*  Bouth\YfU'd,  a  numlMT  calltMl  ritfemen,  whu  ure  thenintft' 
tiiilt(r<'n*nt  mi>n  I  evpr  son'inJ  with.  Thoee  piivat*»fl  arp  niuliniinK,  nnd 
c*fbpu  d<'«**riiog  to  thfffnpiny ;  unwillinj?  fur  duty  ftf  nuy  kirn!  ip.xn^'dinnly 
Ticiourt;  u« J  I  think  Th4»  army  hen*  would  bo  aR  w(>II  ofT  uithunt  them. 
Hut  to  do  jtip-tif^'  to  th«ir  oflJoMt*,  thwy  uw,  houh*  of  th'-ni,  likt'Iy  rnt.'n." 

DtiHpite  all  pivjudiee,  the  tiegro,  lUi  in  all  eonttiet** 
nnce,  sought  every  opportunity  to  Hhow  hiw  j»ntriotisin. 
iiiiil  Jiift  nniiuenrltable  thii-wt  fc^r  in>erty ;  and  no  nuitter  in 
what  i^apai'ity  he  enteivd  the  Hervie<»,  whether  as  bo(ly-«er- 
vaiit,  hoKtler  or  teainHter,  ho  always  dis]>!nywl  the  sajne 
rhamrteriHtie  e<nirji«rt?.  In  November  of  the  wanie  yeiir 
Ibe  IVovineial  Congi-esfl  of  South  Carolina,  by  the  pan- 
no^  of  the  following  n?sM>lution,  gnvf  [)erniisHion  to  her 
rnilitia  officers,  to  uae  ijilaveH  in  the  army  for  ci^rt-ain 
pnrposes:

The  foregoinji:   resolution  must  not  in  any  way  boj 
iindfM'Htood  as  snnrtioniii^jf  tlu>   omployment  of  nog^'oesi 
QA  8ol<lier8,  notwitliwtauiling  Kouie  of  the  ablest  riieu  of] 
the  8tat/e  u<lvc>c«t**d  tli*>  enlistnu-nt  of  negroes  in  the  army;, 
the   o|ii)OHition    was   too    strong   to   caiTy  the  measure! 
throuj^h  ('itli*T  Coiigrews  or  the  legmlature/  The  fwliii^, 
among  the  Northern  colonists  may  bf»  shown  fiy  I'lting"! 
thn  views  of  some  of  their  leading  men,  and  none  ])er]iap8 
wan  better  calenlat^l  to  give  a  clear  expression  of  their 
views,  than  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hopkins,  of  Newpoi-t,  R.  I.,  who: 
wrote  a  "  Dialogue   Coneerning   the  slavery  of  the    Afri-! 
cans,"  published  soon  after  the  commencement  of  hostili- 
ties.    Hen*  is  an  extrac't  fi'oni  a  note  to  the  Dialogue: 

**ftod  M  BO  ordering  it  in  his  provid'"rnie,  that  it  swms  atiHohitcl.v 
necpsMory  BoniethiiiK  ahonld  speedily  l»e  dono  with  re«pfltrt  to  the  slnvea 
amonf;^  us,  in  order  to  our  safety,  and  to  prevent  their  tuniinf?  ii^aiimt 
us  in  our  pi-esfnt  strUKffle,  in  urder  to  ^et  thoir  liljorty.    Our  opprtvMura 
have  planned  to  gain   the  Mnokn.  and  induce  them    to  tnke  up  arms! 
against  uh^  by  promising  them  ii^terly  on  thin  condition;  and  tliin  phiii> 
they  are  prnfu?cntinj<  to  the  iitmoRt  of  tiieir  power,  Viy  which  nieanw  tJieyj 
have  (jerauaded   nunibern   to  join  them.    And  should    we   attempt    to! 
restrain  them  hy  foire  and  fleverity,  keeping  a  strict  guard  over  thciu^ 
and  punishing  thein  wMcrt'ly  win*  Hhall  1m*  delecteil  in  atlvmpting  to  join 
our  opprerwon*,  thin  will  only  Iw  making  bad  worse,  and  servo  to  reu(J«r- 
our  ineoiiHiMtenw,  oppretwion,  and  crunlt.v   more  criminal,  iM'r**picuoiw, 
and  HhrH'king,  and   bring  down  the  righteouB  vengeance  of  llenven  on 
our  bewi8.    The  only  way  ytointed  out  to  prevent  this  threatening  evil  is 
to»»»t  the  blm-kK  at  liberty  ourselves  by  some  public  act*  oncl  lawn,  and 
then  give  them  jtroj»er  en(!ouragement  to  labor,  or  take  armt*  in  tho  de- 
fence of  the  American  cause,  us  tho.v  shall  clioose.    This  would  at  oooo 
be  doing  them  some  degree;  of  juKti(^,  and  defeating  our  enemies  iii  tli*^ 
«cbeme  that  they  are  prosecuting." 

Tberefoi'e  it  will  be  observed  that  public  opinioa 
regarding  the  arming  of  negroes  in  the  North  and  South, 
was  controlled  by  secti(»nHl  interest  in  the  one.  and  the 
love  of  liberty  in  the  other.   That  both  desired  America's

Indepc^ndence,  no  one  will  doubt,  but  that  one  section 
wa«  more  wiltirii^  than  tlie  other  lu  Biicriliw  Blavory  for 
fpetHh>in,  1  think  is  equally  an  plain.  While  the  colonists 
ww-o  debating  with  UiUch  anxiety  the  subjei^t  of  what  tu 
do  with  the  ue^iK»H,  the  New  Knglaud  States  were  endeav- 
oring to  draw  the  Son tliern  States  or  CoionieB  into  the 
war  by  ejivtin^  (je<jr*re  WaHJiington  a«  Coniniaiider  of  the 
army  at  Cfimbridge.aud  accepting  the  mis-interpretations 
iif  the  (Iwl.'initions  of  war.  The  Punic  faith  with  which 
the  SoutJiorn  States  entered  the  war  for  liberty  humiliated 
iheariny,  and  wrung  from  itii  eonunandertlie  letter  writ- 
ten to  (V)npTe>tM,  and  it*<  approval  of  lus  cour«e  in  i-e-enlist- 
ing  free  negroes.  Meanwliile  the  Ijtritibli  weiv  actively 
engaged  in  recruiting  and  orgajiizing  negroes  into  their 
army  and  tiavy. 

In  N o vein l>er,  1775,  Lord    Dnnmore  vifiited   Norfolk, 

Vli^iiia,*  and,  afl  Governor,  finding  his  authority  as  such 

jirdfil  by  th*'  whiU^s,  issued  a.  j»roc1antntion  ofr(»r- 

■iloni  to  the  slavetuwho  would  join' tljejiritish  army, 

A  full  d«*icription  of  theStatie  of  afTaii*s  at  that  time,  is 

thus  given  by  an  F^nglish  historian:

Having  c«tAb- 
linhtid  U'lH  hfiidqunrtrf»i*H  at  Norfolk,  he  proclaimed  fixM+doni  to  nil  tho 
eluvt'B  who  would  n^pair  to  hm  Htundard  and  boar  amis  for  th<»  King. 
Thf  Kunnnou8  wui*  rvadil.v  obt^.yixl  by  the  most  of  tbo  iiejjcroiw  w  ho  hiuJ 
the  means  of  escape  to  liiin.  He,  at  the  same  lim*.*,  ifisued  a  procUim/^ 
tion,  dof^luring:  martial  law  througiioat  tlie  colony  of  Virginia  ;  aud  Utt 
eoUect'Hi  a  number  of  armed  vefli4els,  w'hi(*h  rnt  off  the  roasting  trade, 
made  many  prizes,  aa'd  grwully  diHtrt*H8ud  an  imiforuint  imrt  of  that 
Provinoe.  If  he  could  have  a]>t*ned  a  road  to  slaves  in  the  int*^nor  of  tlie 
Pronuce,  hiK  measuivH  would  have  l»een  very  fatal  to  tin,' plantert*.  In 
ordi»r  to  stop  iJie  alanaing  desertion  of  the  negroes,  and  to  arrw^tt  tiiil 
l^nlship  in  his  career,  the  pro\'incijd  AHHenjhly  <K'tAihwl  a^intil  him  a 
strong  fon:t*  of  imoph  than  a  thousand  mpn,  who  arrived  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Norfolk  in  the  month  of  Pecembt^r.  Ilavingmodea  circuit,  ihify 
came  to  a  village  called  Great  Bridge,  where  the  river  Elixalx'th  waa 
traversed  by  a  bridge;  hut  l>efore  their  arrival  the  bridge  had  been  mnd<) 
irapttflsable,  and  some  works,  defended  chiefly  by  negroes,  bad  boe» 
thrown  up." 

Dnrinj^  thp  same  month  Edmund  Pcndloton  wrote  to 
Riclmrd  Ilenry  Lee  that  many  slaves  had  flocked  to  the 
British  Mtandard : 

"Tlie  Govprnor,  •  •  •  ♦  niarrhed  out  with  three  hundred  and 
fifty  soldiers,  Tories  and  shti't*^,  to  Kemp'n  Lanibng;  and  after  netting 
up  luH  Ktnndord,  and  IrtHuing  Ids  proclamation,  declaring  lUl  fieraons  rf»b- 
ek  who  took  up  arms  for  the  country,  and  inviting  oJl  ^lavtv,  Mervanta 
and  apprfntji^tt  to  come  to  him  and  receive  armn,  he])roceded  to  iutcJi^ 
cept  HutchingH  and  hiw  I'arty,  upon  whom  he  came  by  Burjuise,  hu% 
received,  it  w^emw,  ko  warm  a  fire,  that  the  ragmnftins  ran  away.  They 
were,  buwuver,  rallied  on  discovering  that  two  companiea  ot  oar 
militia  gave  away;  and  !ef^  Ilutrliings  and  Dr.  Reid  with  a  vobmto^r 
computiy,  who  mnintniufd  thHr  groiind  bravely  till  they  were  overoorae 
by  numltert*,  and  took  nhelter  in  a  swamp.  Tlie  slaves  were  sent  iu  purw 
fiuit  of  them;  and  one  of  Col.  nutching's,  with  anotiicr,  found  him.  Ob  I 
thwir  fipproach,  he  diw-Uarged  his  pistol  nt  his  slave,  bat  ndssed  liiin; 
and  he  waw  tnken  by  th«m,  after  receiving  a  wound  In  the  fact*  with  n 
eword.  The  nunilM»r  tjikmi  or  killed  on  either  side  is  not  aj«rertain'*d.  Ifi 
\h  ffiaid  the  Gnvernor  went  to  Dr.  BfitrR  shop,  and  nft«T  taking  the  mrvli- 
Hneti  and  dreHHimc  u'H-e-HfMiry  for  his  wounded  men,  brokt*  nil  theothfns  to 
|)loc*«.  I^tterH  mention  that  slaves  flock  to  him  inabundanw«:  but  t 
hope  it  i»  magniflod.'* 

Five  monthft  after  he  issnod  the  proclamation,  Lord 
Pnninorf  tlnm  writos,  oonccrniug  his  fluccess:

*M  am  extrfiinely  sorry  to  inform  your  Lordt^hip,  that  that  fever 
of  vliu'h  T  informed  j'on  in  my  letter  No.  1  hns  proved  a  very  mulig* 
Diint  Mtte,  aud  huH  t-arried  off  an  iurrHlil)lM  muuljor  of  our  people, 
nqiM-ially  the  hlncks.  Find  it  not  been  for  this  horrid  disorder,  1  am 
«»ti^lle<J  I  should  have  bad  uo  doubt  uf  penetrutiug  into  bbo  heart  of 
tliiff  aoloby." 

TbeiJread  in  whioli  the  coloiii^tw  hWfl  tho  nej^o  was 
<Hjual  to  that  with  whidi  thev  iv^arded  the  Indians.  The 
incendiary  torch,  iniiHsn^Te,  j)ilhigM,  and  revolt,  wns  ever 
prr^cntiiig:  a  gloomj^  and  disastrous  picture  to  the  colo- 
niBtB  at  the  South.  Thoir  diranus  at  nij^ht;  their  thoughts 
by  day;  in  the  field  and  in  the  legislature  hall,  were  how 
to  keep  the  nefrrr)  down.  If  one  should  be  hppu  in  a  village 
with  a.  ^un,  a  half  t*core  of  w  hite  men  would  rush  and 
tiiiie  it  from  him,  while  women  in  the  Btreet  would  take 
t«helter  in  the  uear*^t  houne.  The  wrongs  wliirh  they  con- 
tinued to  practice  upon  him  was  a  terror  to  them  through 
thWr  coD8cienco,  though  then,  as  in  later  years,  many,  and 
|Mirt!fularly  the  leaders,  eudeavore<l  to  impress  others 
with  their  feigupfj  belief  of  the  natural  inferiority  of  tlie 
iie)n*o  to  thcnnselres.  This  doctrine  seinred  them,  as  the 
■  did  the  boy  in  the  woods;  they  talked  in  that  way 

,  ^  to  keep  tlioir  courage  up,  and  their  eouscieuce 
down. 

TTie  rommaii'lcr  of  the  Aniericnn  nmiy  regnrded  llie 

nctiou  of  Loni  Dunmore  as  a  serious  blow  to  tJie  national 

cause.    To  take  the  negroes  out  of  the  field  from  raising 

•  fr>r  the  army,  nnd   idai'e  them   In   front  of  th(^ 

s  (IS  opposing  soldiers,  he  saw  woe  a  danger  that 
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sbould  be  averted.    With  this  in  view  be  wrote  to  Joeeph 
Reed  in  Dereni her,  saying : 

"If  tlie  V'irjip  Ilia  lis  are  wi«»,  that  arch-triutor  to  tlio  rights  oC 
humniiity,  Lord  Diinmorc,  Hhould  \ye  inRtantl^  criiAhod,  if  it  t&kf«  fbe 
whole  uniiy  to  d(»  it ;  otht'rwiHP.  like  a  Hoowbail  in  rolling,  bis  ann.v  will 
gi»t  fii«*,  some  tliron^h  fwir,  some  t)iroiig;li  proiiiist's,  and  aonii?  througli 
incliuauoii,  joiiiiiiif  hiB  etaudard;  but  tbut  which  n-ndora  tht-  inctwuro 
iiidispenaahlt?  i»  the  iit.*gTOP«;  for,  if  he  gt't**  foruiidalde,  uumben*  of  Uieiu 
will  lie  tempted  to  join,  who  will  be  afraid  to  do  it  without." 

Notwithstandinjr  this,  the  fionthprn  States  Ptill  kept 
the  uefp-o  out  of  the  uriuy.  It  was  uot  until  ufrnirH  be- 
came ahinniugly  dangerous,  and  a  few  weeks  before  t-ho 
adoption  of  tl»'  Dwkiration  of  Ind^peudt'iiee,  that  the 
subject  of  arming  the  tshivew  came  again  l>efore  the  people. 

In  Ahiy,  1777,  the  General  Assembly  of  Conneeticut 
postponwl  in  one  houae  and'  rejected  in  the  other  the 
W'liort  of  a  conimitt^H*  **tliat  t!ie  effective  nt^RTO  and  mu- 
latto slaves  be  allowed  to  enlist  with  the  Continental  bat- 
tallions  now  raising  in  this  Stnte."  But  under  a  law 
pa.sswl  at  the  same  session  *' white  and  black,  bornl  and 
fiT'e,  if '  able  bodied,*  went  on  the  roll  together,  accepted  as 
the  reprcKontativos  of  their 'ckiss,' or  as  snbstiltit^'s  for 
their  employers."  At  the  next  session  ((K'tol>er,  1777), 
the  law  was  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  seleetnien  of 
any  town,  on  the  application  of  the  master. — after  'in- 
quiry into  tlie  a^i*,  abilities,  circnmstanoes,  and  charact/i^r' 
of  the  servant  or  slave,  and  l)eing  satisHed  'that  it  was 
likely  to  l)e  consistent  with  his  real  advanta^,  and  that 
he  would  be  able  to  suppoi-t  himself.' — to  grant  liberty  for 
his  emancij)ation,  and  to  dischai'ge  the  master  *from  a.uy 
charge  or  cost  which  may  be  occasioned  by  maintaining 
or  supporting  the  servant  or  slave  made  free  as  afore- 
said.' Mr.  J.  H.  Trumbull,  of  Connecticut,  in  giving  the 
foregoing  facts,  adds : 

"Thp  slavf*  (or  (*ervant  for  torm  of  y<»are)  mij?ht  receive  his  freedom; 
the  master  mijcht  reiMMve  exemption  from  draft,  and  a  dirichBrg;v  fW>Di 
future  liubilitiw*,  to  which  ho  munt  otherwise  have  l«»»n  subjw^ted.  In 
]U)int  of  fa«t,  some  hnndredn  of  l>hw^kH, — nhivra  nnd  freemen, — were  en- 
lit^ted,  from  time  tx)  iiinc.  in  the  regiments  of  State  troo|)8  and  of  th* 
ComiKrtiinit  line.'' 
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The  British  were  determined,  it  seems,  to  utilize  all  th© 
available  strength  they  could  comniaud,  by  enlistiug 
ni?pToe8  ut  the  North  as  well  n.g  at  the  South.  They  con- 
cef\*ed  the  idea  uf  forniiug'  re^inent^  of  them  at  the  North, 
atf  the  letter  of  (teu.  Greene  to  Gen.  AVashingtou  will  show:

OeenHionally  the  pulilie  would  1h^  stMi'tl**d  by  the  dar- 
inf^  and  bra\*ery  of  some  negro  in  the  Anierican  anuy,  and 
tlwni  tli*^  true  loveiv  of  lilmrty,  North  mid  South,  would 
again  urj;«*  that  nt.'ji;rot*H  be  achnitted  into  the  rankH  of  the 
anny.  When  Lt.-Col.  Bai-ton  plannwl  for  the  capture  of 
tl>**  British  Maj.-Gen.  Prcfcieott,  wlu)  coniuiande<l  the  Brit- 
inh  army  at  NVwport.  R.  I.,  and  wlujHe  captuiv  waw  UMoeM- 
finr>' in  order  to  effect  the  releune  of  Gen.  T^ee.  who  was 
tU**t\  in  thohandH  of  the  Ehitinh,  and  of  the  8ame  rank  as 
that  of  (ien.  l'n»scutt,  tVil.  Baiion's  plan  was  mndM  a  suc- 
tee^  through  the  aid  of  Primre,  a  negro  in  Col.  Barton's 
mmirtand.  Tht»  daring  of  Iho  exploit  excited  the  highest 
(lAtriiitir  oommendatioTis  of  the  Ain^ricans,  and  revived 
tto  urgent  appealN  that  hml  been  madn  fur  a  phu*p  in  the 
ArnU'^t  rankn  for  all  men,  iri*eHpectivo  of  color.  The  Pcnn- 
Bvlvania  Evening  Past  of  Aug.  7th,  1777, gives  the  follow- 
ing account  of  the  capture: 

"Tlir-y  Iiinil(»(1  nlMint  Hvo  niilo**  from  Newport,  and  thrw  qnartops  of 
•  mil**  from  ll)»'  liMiiMH,  which  they  approucliwl  (uiutiouHly,  avoiiliug  the 
main  (siianl,  whieh  wart  at.  eiomp  difitaniv.  Thf*  Colonel  went  foremost^ 
nith  Ji  fittntt  nrtive  iwf/ro  ffose  behind  him,  autJ  another  at  a  unaiil  dia- 
>;  thi*  rfftt  followed  so  Its  to  lie  rtfifir  bnt  not  seen* 
"Awnjjle  6t^ntinf*l  at  the  door  naw  and  hailod  the  Colonol;  he  an- 
by  t*\Httmiinjc  «(r.'»iti'<t  and  inqniriTiu-  fnr.  rebf»l  prisoners,  bat 
kvfit  eJuwl^-  tidrauciug.    The  tttmliuul  u^nin  chullengtHl  bim  uad  required 
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th(*  couutoreiK".  He  niiid  he  hod  not  tho  coantereij^ :  but  amuBrxl  Umt 
eentry  by  talking  about  rebel  priBuuerH,  and  still  advauoing  till  \w  cam* 
withiu  rpacli  of  tlu?  Iia^vont^t-,  whirl),  he  [misenHiijf,  fclie  rolouH  wtruck 
n*tiijp,  and  seized  him.  lie  was  iiiimo<lifitoly  wciired,  nud  ordered!  t-o  l* 
(HiliMit,  on  ]>iun  of  instnnt.  d«ith.  Mtvtnwbjln^  ihf  rest  of  the  Men  »ttr- 
rouuilhig  lilt*  hfUJMv,  thfi  negro,  with  his  heud,  nt  rlw  AvcotttI  titroke, 
forted H  piiSHii^  into  Hyiinfl  then  into  tlw  Itindlorfrs /tjnirtmeDt.  Tlt0 
iumUortl  Hi  timt  ruftistHj  to  fp\'p  the  nfrrssjuiv  iufvUijJiouCf;  hut,  on  f/» 
fttftsftect  of  prHsent  de:ith,  hi'  pointed  to  the  Geaerafs  chtiniber,  nhivb 
tui'ms^  instnotiy  opened  hy  the  negro's  Jieadj  the  Colonel,  caUiag  iftt 
(Jeuerai  by  name,  told  him  he  u'/w  .1  prisoner." 

Congress  voted  CoL  Bartou  a  maguiticeut  sword,  but 
the  I'eal  captor  of  Gen.  Pref*cott,  so  far  a*  known,  received 
nothing.  A  surgeon  in  tlie  American  army,  Dr.  Tbacher, 
writeH,  under  dat*?  of  Aug.  3d,  1777,  at  Albany: 

"The  pleiiMiuff  iiiformtttioa  is  received  here  Ihiit.  LieuL-Col.  Barton, 
of  the  Khode  Island  Militin,  planned  a  bold  exfiloit  for  the  purjiotn;  of 
euniriHiniit;  and  takinjL;  Mnj.-(ien.  I'rescott,  the  eoinmandiug  ottiter  of  the 
Ho.tmI  army  at  Newport..  Taking  with  hiin.  in  the  tii^hr^  about  fortjr 
nt*'tt,  iu  two  boal*^,  with  oars  niiitllcd,  he  had  the  address  to  elude  the 
vijrilance  of  the  Hhipn-of-war  and  Ruanl  boat**;  and,  having  arrived  un- 
diciLOvertHl  at  the  quarters  of  Cien.  I*n\*cott,  they  were  taken  for  the  een- 
titirlK;  and  the  general  wa«  not  alarmed  till  the  capton*  wpre  at  the  door 
of  his  lodging  chamber,  which  vn\n  fast  closed.  A  negro  nmn,  tinmeti 
Prince,  institntfy  thrust  hia  beetle  head  through  the  panel  door,  and 
iieizfHl  his  fiPtim  whiie  in  l*ed.  This  event  is  extremely  honorable  to  th* 
*»uterprirtiiijc  wpirit  t)f  Col.  Bartfln,  and  in  tionsidered  an  ample  ivtaliaticin 
for  tlie  (*a])tiire  of  (Jen.  Lee  by  Cnl.  Harrourt.  The  event  0'-<'a«ionrt  im^at 
joy  and  exultation,  u«  it  puts  in  our  poBsc^Psion  an  officer  of  equal  rank 
with  (Jen.  !><*«»,  by  which  means  an  exchaufje  may  be  obtained.  C«njrr«« 
renolviMl  that  an  elegant  fiword  rfhoidd  t*  pn'?*entiHl  to  Col.  Barton,  for 
liJH  brave  fxploit.'* 

To  recite  here  every  incident  and  circnnistance  illus- 
trating the  heroism  and  the  purticuhir  servitres  i*endero<l 
tho  patriotic  army  by  negroes,  who  served  in  regimcnttt 
and  companies  witti  white  sokliers,  would  fill  this  entire 
vohnne.  Yet,  with  the  desire  of  doing  justice  to  the  mem- 
ory of  all  tliose  negroes  who  aided  in  achieving  the  imle- 
pMnlence  of  America,  T  rannot  forbear  introducing  notirew, 
— gathered  from  various  sources, — of  some  prominent 
examples. 

Kbenezer  Hill,  a  slave  at  Stonington,  Conn.,  who 
eened  throughout  the  war,  and  who  took  part  in  the  but- 
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t|o8  of  Sarato«:a  and  Stillwater,  and  witnessed  the  Burreu- 
durof  Bur^oYiie. 

I'rinLv  Wiupi*iea<:ted  as  bodyguard  to  General  Whip- 
|»li»,  one  of  Wa.slun^on's  aids.  Prinot;  is  the  negro  wn-n 
on  horseback  in  the  ('n^aving  of  Washington  crossing 
the  Dolawjirt',  niid  again  pulling  the  stroke  oar  in  the  boat 
which  Washington  croHseil  in. 

At  the  Kt.onningof  Fort  Griflwold,  Maj.  Montgonjery 
was  liftM  upon  tho  walls  of  the  fort  by  hiH  soldiers,  and 
called  upon  the  Anierieans  to  surrender.  John  Freeman. 
a  negro  eoldier.  with  his  pike,  pinmni  him  dead  to  the 
earth.  Among  the  American  noMiers  who  were  nuiysaere<l 
by  the  British  »oldi(»rH,  tii'U^r  the  sun-ender  of  the  fort. 
were  two  negro  soldiers,  Lambo  Latham  and  Jordan 
Freeman. 

Quack  Matrick,  a  negro,  fought  through  the  Revolu- 
tionary war,  aa  a  soldier,  for  which  he  was  pensioned. 
Also  Jonathan  Ov**rtin,  who  wiw  at  the  battle  of  York- 
towu.  Tlie  grandfather  of  the  historian  Wni.  Wells 
Brown,  Simon  Lee,  was  also  a  soldier  "in  the  times  which 
tried  mens  souls." 

"SanitH'l  Charlton  was  born  in  tit*'  l^tilte  of  New  Jprwy,  a  ulavo,  in 

t^inffimilv  of  Mr.  M.,  who  owned.  «1ho.  other  memlw^rft  iH-hm^nfr  to  hifi 

Cimil.r— uJi  nv^MinK  in  thr-  KnpUHh  nfigliborhood.     l>^^iIl^c  tin.'  ju'oifn-fltt 

of  tho  war,  he  wfw  i)la*;oci  by  his  niaetor  iaa  a  siihrttitnt*^  for  hinwlf)  iu 

ibearuiT  thmi  iu  Nuw  Jersey,  as  a  teumster  iu  the  bajfunwe  train.    He 

was  hx  (u-tive  h**rvin'  at  the  biUtlo  of  Monmouth,  not  only  witnwPiny, 

bnl  tiiliintf  a  part   in.   the  i^veat  Ktnigjjie  of  that  rhiy.     Ho    wu*   uIho 

in  s**venil  other  enffageniont.s  in  diffennit  H^tionn  of  that  part  of  the 

StAte.    lie  wu»  u  i^i-eut  ttdmin»r  of  Genernl  WnHliinKt-on,  and  wa«,  ut  ono 

^mt,  «itt«rhed  to  his  hajreraffe  train,  nud  rweivei]  the  (ifnpnirH  rriiTi- 

IRimdutiou  for  hw  fouro^  iind  dovotion  to  the  cuuse  of  liberty.    Mr. 

:  "0  WHS  iibout  fiftwMi  or  Hovonteen  yearx  of  o^^e  wlien  pliirnd  in  the 

(■,r  v*hi''li  hiw  iniu?ter  rewni*diM|  hiiri  with  asilvrr  dollar,     At  the  ex- 

l»trati'Mi  of  hiki  tinir.  h**  returned  to  his  miwter,  to  serve  u^iiu  in  bond- 

ncT'.  na<'r  having  loil(»d,  fought  nnd  bh^l  for  liberty*,  in  eonininn  with  the

V<  .,  whii'h  tiie  next   morning  8o  greatly  anrprisod  the  nritiaii 

lien*  Uieu  cncamyietl  in  Boston." 
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'*Among  the  brave  bladcA  whf>  foiight  in  the  bftttles  for  American 
IilM»rty  wa«  Mtyor  Jpffivv,  a  lVune»<He«?an,  wbu,  during  the  campaign  of 
Mnjoi'-Gnneral  Ainlrew  .Isukfton  in  Moliiln,  fil)i>(!  th*:^  pla****  of  "r'»:^ilnr" 
liniouK  Uif>  HolJk'rs.  In  thv  dmrgt*  inwlo  by  Gt^neral  Btuinp  u^niuHt  the 
oueniy,  tht?  Americans  wen*  rppul8<?d  and  thrown  into  di.-»ord^r, — Major 
St  limp  buin^  forced  to  retire,  in  a  manner  by  no  mc^anH  doairable,  undtr 
the  circumHtauces.  Miyor  Jeffrey,  who  wa*  but  a  common  Bohlier,  see- 
ing the  condition  of  hid  comrades,  and  eompreht^oding  the  diMU(tn>UH 
re**iiltjj  about  to  befall  them,  rushed  forward,  mounted  a  horse,  took 
rommau<l  of  tlH^  troops,  an<l,  by  an  .heroic  effort,  rallif^J  them  to  the 
eliarge,— *?ouipletely  routiiiff  thM  t^mrmy,  who  left  the  Americaus  m)LHt«*r» 
of  the  field.  Ho  at  oner?  receivwl  fiom  the  General  the  title  of  "  Mtyor," 
tttough  he  could  not,  accurdin;;  to  the  American  policy,  so  conunlBMiou 
him.  To  the  day  of  hi.^  d»'atli,  lie  wn**  known  by  that  title  in  Nn^liville, 
when?  he  renidod,  and  the  I'ircumHtamreH  which  entitled  him  to  itirer& 
constantly  the  fliibjw*t  of  pofiulur  conversation. 

Major  Jeffrey  was  highly  rPfitMN-'ted  by  the  whites  generally,  auj 
revered,  in  his  own  neighborhood,  by  all  the  coloretl  jieople  who  knew 
hiui. 

A  few  yearH  afi^  receivinK  an  indiKnityfrom  a  common  ruiBan,howaj4 
fbreed  to  strike  him  in  (ielf-defcuse ;  for  which  aet,  in  accordance  isith  the 
lawft  of  Hiavi.'i'y  in  that,  n«  well  a«  many  other  of  the  slave  Stat<v»,  he 
wa^  compelled  to  receive,  on  hirt  naked  j)ers<")n,  nine  anri  ehirty  hu<l}pft 
with  .'i  raiy  hUh!  ThiH.at  the  age  of  seventy  odd,  after  the  tlintingninbe^ 
Hervi<vji  ri'udered  hii*  country,— probably  when  th*'  white  ruffian  for' whom 
ho  wofi  tortured  was  unahle  to  raine  an  arm  in  its  defense, — wba  aion* 
than  he  could  bear;  it  broke  his  hearty  and  he  sank  to  rise  no  more,  till 
fiuinuioned  by  the  blast  of  the  last  trumpet  to  stand  on  the  battle-flebl 
of  the  giMieral  rt»8urrection." 

Jeflfrpy  waa  not  an  exception  tothiK  kind  of  treatment. 
Hauiuel  Lee  died  on  a  tobacx-o  plantation  after  the  war. 

The  re-enHl;iviiif^  of  tlie  rio*2:roeK  who  fon<j^ht  for  Ameri- 
can Independence  l»e*-aine  ho  general  at  the  South,  that 
the  Legislature  of  Virginia  in  1783,  in  compliance  with 
her  hoiior»  passed  an  act  directing  the  eniaiKipatiou  of 
certain  slaves,  wlio  had  s('r\  t'd  as  soldiers  of  the  Stat<\ 
and  for  the  einanciiiation  of  the  slave  Aberdeen. 

James  Arniisteafl  during  the  war  acted  as  a  si^out  ami 
spy  for  LaFayette  during  his  canijiaign  iu  Virginia,  au*i 
at  one  tjme  gave  information  of  an  intended  surprise  to 
be  made  upon  the  forces  of  the  Manpiis,  thereby  saving 
probably  a  rout  of  the  army.  Armistead,  after  the  sur- 
render of  Comwallis  at  Yorktown,  was  returned  to  hiii 
master  three  j-ears  after  the  close  of  the  war.    He  waa 
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manumittod  b\'  e*tj>eoial  act  of  the  Virginia  Legislature, 
whose  nttention  wnA  callfHl  to  the  worthiness  of  the  ser. 
v\w  renderf'd  by  Amiisteml. 

Thf  opposition  to  the  employment  of  a(»groes  aw  hoI- 
ili^rs.  by  the  i>er8i8tency  of  its  advocates  and  the  bravery 
of  thoHe  who  were  then  servinp:  in  white  reg-inients.  wuh 
finally  oveiYonie,  80  that  their  eniiHtnieut  became  general 
and  regulated  by  law.  Companie«,  battalions  and  regi- 
inr-nt**  of  lu^gro  troops  soon  ontered  the  field  and  the 
struggle  for  ind(.*pendence  au*f  liberty,  giving  to  the  cause 
the  reality  of  freedmeu's  fight.  For  three  years  the  army 
had  bfen  fighting  under  the  smart  of  d(*fpats,  with  an 
oeeoMiunal  signnJ  vii-tory,  but  nt)W  th»*  tide  wus  abt)ut  to 
be  turued  against  the  English.  The  colonists  had  vit- 
tiesse<J  th(?  heroism  of  the  negro  in  Virginia  at  Great 
Bridge,  and  at  Norfolk;  in  Massachusetts  at  Boston  and 
Bunker  Hill,  fighting,  in  the  fornier»  for  fi*eedom  under  tJie 
British  fing,  in  the  latter  for  liberty,  under  the  banner  of 
the  colonies.  The  e<.'hoing  shouts  of  the  whites  fell  heavily 
Qpon  the  ears  of  the  blaek  people;  they  caught  the  strain 
OS  by  martial  instinct,  and  reverl>erated  the  api>eal,  *'Li7>- 

The  negro's  am-estorswere  not  slaves,  so  upon  the  alter 
of  their  hearts  thefiivof  lilwrty  was  re-kindleil  bytlieutter- 
aneesof  the  white  colonists.  They  heanJ  Patrick  Henry 
and  Samu«*l  Adams,  whose  eloquence  veliemently  aroused 
their  cninputriots.  and,  lik»>  thoni,  tls^y  too  resolved  to  In? 
fm?.  They  held  no  regular  oiganiz»^l  mw^tings;  at  the 
North  they  iu^sembled  with  their  white  feIlow-eitizen,s ;  at 
the  South  each  V»almy  gale  that  swept  along  the  banks  of 
the  rivers  weiv  laden  with  the  negro's  ejaculations  for 
freedom,  atid  each  breast  waa  resolute  and  determined. 
Tlie  advocates  and  friends  of  the  measui-e  for  arming  all 
men  for  freedom,  were  on  the  alert,  and  now  the  coiitlitiou 
of  the  army  wa£  such  as  to,enablc  them  to  pi*ess  the  neees- 
luty  of  themeaKureuj)on  theattention  of  the  American  i>eo- 
ple.  Washington  nfvdt*d  reinforcements;  nay,  moi-e,  the 
perilous  situation  of  the  army  as  it  lay  in  camp  at  Valley 
Forge,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  campaign  of  1777,  waa 
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indeed  distreseing.  The  encampment  consisted  of  buta, 
and  thei-e  was  dangin^of  a.  famine.  The  soUliera  were 
nearly  dcntitute  of  comfortable  clothing.  "Many,"  Bays 
the  historian.  'Mbr  want  of  shoes,  walked  bai'efoot  on  the 
frozen  ground ;  few,  if  any,  had  blankets  for  the  night. 
Great  numlxM-s  sickened ;  near  three  thounand  at  a  time 
were  incapable  of  bearing  arms." 

Within  fifteen  niileB  of  them  lay  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia and  the  British  army.  Th(?^M?  gloomy  circnmwttinc*':^ 
overshadow^*!  the  ret-ent  victory  at  Bennington,  and  the 
Rurrender  of  Burgoyne.  Under  these  circnmetanciw,  the 
difficulty  of  recrniting  the  patriot  SLvmy  may  be  easily 
imagined.  A  gcm-ral  enliKtment  bill  had  failcnl  to  pn«H  tho 
legislature  in  the  spring,  because,  perhaps,  the  spint  of  the 
patriots  were  up  at  the  time;  but  now  they  were  down, 
and  the  advoc^ites  of  arming  negroes  sought  the  opportu- 
nity of  carrying  their  plan.  It  was  not  attempted  in  Con- 
ntM'.ticiit,  but  in  the  General  AKsembly  of  Rhode  Island  an 
act  was  pas.S(^l  for  the  j)urpose.  Here  are  some  of  the 
principal  provisions  of  this  atit: 

"It  fN  Vott^t!  aitrJ  RmoU'eil^  That  every  ablH-bodiwl  iietj;ro,  mulatto, 
or  Iiidiau  nmu  sluve  in  this  Stato,  may  enlist  into  cither  of  th»>  »iutJ  two 
hatt4ilionB  t4i  horro  duringi:  the  continuanrr  of  thft  present  war  witii 
tifpfll,  liritaiii ;  that  every  nltivt*  so  enlisted  shall  bo  ontitli'd  to  n'«.**'ivi?  oU 
the  hountiL'H,  wajn'H.  iMioouraffLMnt'nt^  allowed  by  the  Continenilul  Con- 
ffT'-w  t«  any  Bolditr  enlist^l  into  tJi**ir  t^rnce. 

"ft  LH  fjtrtfior  Vnff^I  find  Rtwohtnl^  That  nvnry  slave  ho  iMiUrtfiti^ 
hliull,  upon  hirt  jm^Hin^  nuisler  licforw  Col.  (?hriHtoph»*pGr«*nf»,  beimnn*- 
diaTr-Iy  diwhn  r^^^l  from  the  service  of  his  nuwtep  or  ntintDMA,  and  btj 
ulisolutely  fnn?,  m}  thou|^b  he  had  never  been  encunib*!re<l  with  any  kimi 
ofHervitude  or  Bhivory.  And  iu  caite  riiieh  nlave  Khali,  by  Birknens  or 
Dtherwitu?,  he  unable  to  niaint^iin  hiniRetf.  ho  hIiuU  not  Ih*  i^hurj^able  to 
hi**  mast^^r  or  niistrtwt*,  hut  shall  be  support^edat  the  exi>onw»of  thoStiite*. 

*'And  whepcaa  8lavf«  have  bf?»»n  by  the  laws  deemed  the  property  of 
♦  heiron*n»*r»;  and  therefon?  conipeu»ation  uu^ht  to  be  nuuie  to  the  own- 
cfK  for  tiie  lortH  of  tlieir  w»rviop, — 

"It  is  further  VotetJ  timJ  fitwWverf,  That  there  be  allowed,  and  paid 
by  thtH  8lut<»  U)  thp  owuprs,  forevpi-y  mich  slavp  bo  enlisting,  a  sum 
iux!oiilin;;  Ui  hin  worth  al-  n  price  not  exeeiHliuK  one  hundred  and  twentx 
pounds  for  the  nuMt  valuable  Blave,  and  in  proportion  for  a  Hiave  of  Ibhs 
VnJue;  Pmvhh**]  the  owner  of  Haid  slave  ehal!  deliver  up  to  the  ofHevr 
who  nhall  enliHt  him  the  elothea  of  Buid  Blare;  or  otherwhie  huahtill  not 
bfienliUi'd  to  Hmd  sum." 
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To  Bpeak  of  the  gallantry  of  the  negro  Boldicrs  recalls 
the  recollection  of  8ome  of  their  darinjf'  deedH  nt  Red 
Bank,  where  four  huiidrt^l  men  met  and  rvptil.sed,  after  a 
terrible,  sanguinary  struggle,  fifteen  hundred  Ileesian 
trooi^  !e*l  by  Count  Donop. 

"The-  glory  of  the  ciefon'v  of  Red  Bank,  which  hnnhwu  pronounwij 
oon  of  the  mofit  heroic  actions  of  thn  war,  lx*lonp*  in  n-'u!it.v  f^  Ulavk 
fuou;  ytit  who  uow  hi'iir»  tbeui  Hjioktrn  of  in  oouiiectiuu  with  it?  Among 
tJie  triiito  whifh  ciiKtingiiirthfMl  tliw  bhu'k  rfKii'"'«t  was  devtition  to  Ifii'ir 
offlr^TH.  In  fh^«tt*u'k  niiidn  upon  tlio  American  linw.  nr>arrroU>n  rivor, 
oci  tbi*  13tli  uf  May,  1781,  Col.  Oiifni-*,  thti  comniandur  of  Uu.'  r«.'ginit'iit, 
wan  i*at.  down  anil  mortally  vroun<](*<l ;  bnt  the  aabreet  of  the  eneuiy  only 
nMichn]  him  tbniugh  the  bo(]lo»  of  his  faitlif\il  bltK'ktf^  who  gathered 
aruuml  him  to  protuct  hirn,  tuul  every  <^''^  '^^  wbttiu  iwi/f  killed.** 

Now  the  negro  begantotakethefield;not8catteredhere 
And  there  throughout  the  army,  filling  up  the  Hhattenni 
mnks  of  white  i*eginient*t,  but  in  organizations  composed 
•entirely  of  men  of  their  own  ra<^e,  officei'ed,  however,  by 
white  otiicvrw,  men  of  high  social  and  military  character 
and  KtiUiding.  The  succchk  of  the  measure  in  Rhodo 
Itflaiid,  emboldenwl  theetToi't  in  Matvsachus*>ttH»  where  the 
advocaten  of  separate  uegi'o  organizations  had  been  laboi*- 
ing  xealouMly  for  itH  accomplishment.  Ofticers  of  the 
army  in  the  flehl,  expresae<l  their  d^^sire  to  be  placed  in 
command  of  negro  troops,  in  8ej)arate  and  distinct  orgnn- 
izutions.  Every  effort,  however,  up  to  this  time  tu  induce 
MaHsachusetts  to  consent  to  the  proposition  had  failetl. 
Rhode  Island  alone  sent  her  negro  regiments  to  the  field, 
wIkw  gulluntrv  during  the  war  more  than  met  the  most 
Kinguine  expectations  of  their  warmest  friends,  and  fully 
ruerited  the  trust  and  confidence  of  the  State  and  country, 
Ab  the  stniggle  proc<»cde<i,  i-e-enforcements  were  more  fre- 
qtienlly  in  demanil ;  but  recruits  were  scarce,  and  the  queA- 
taon  of  arming  negroes  Ix^came  again  prominent  in  the 
eoloniiw  and  t.he  army. 

In  April,  1778,  Thomas  Kench,  then  serving  in  an 
artillery  r<«^ meat,  address4xl  letters  to  the  Massachusetts 
Jjegislature  urging  the  enlistment  of  negnjes.    He  wrote: 

"A  f»«niijrui>ni**nt  can  quickly  V«»  nuse*!  of  two  or  three  hnndnij 
mm,    Wm  vour  honoM  trrant  tho  liberty,  luid  givemo  thecommaml  of 
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the  jmrty?    And  what  I  refer  to  id  n^roes.    We  hav^  rlivws  of  thorn  in 

oar  »*?rvin».  rnUod  witli  white  men.  But  I  iliiiik  it  would  Im*  rnort'  projwr 
to  raw^  a  Uo<\y  by  tbenisolvw,  tiion  to  have  them  intermixed  witii  the 
whit**  men ;  tiud  their  ambition  would  entii-eb'  Ih?  to  outdo  thy  white  tntrti 
in  every  iiieaAure  that  the  fortunes  of  war  calls  a  soldier  to  eudare.  Aocl 
1  could  roly  with  dei>pndenoe  upon  them  in  tho  field  of  buttJo  nr  to  any 
poftt  that  1  wan  sent  to  deft^nd  with  them ;  and  they  would  think  theni- 
fielvt»a  happy  eonld  they  Ruin  their  frre«loin  by  boiunng  ft  part  of  Kuhdu< 
in;*;  the  enemy  that  i»  invading  our  laud,  a ud  clear  a  jternvful  inberituuoe 
for  their  iniwter6,and  posterity  yet  touome.thut  they  are  uownltt^'Lis  to,'' 

The  letter  from  which  this  extract  was  made  wae  duly 
referred  to  a  joint  couiinittee  ''to  consider  the  same  and 
report/*  Home  days  later  "a  resolution  of  the  Gt*nenil 
AHRenibly  of  Rhode  Island  for  enlistincj  nt^ooH  in  the  pnl>- 
lie  service*' Ava«  refeired  to  the  t^anie  coniniittee.  The-y 
duly  reported  tho  draft  of  a  law,  differing  little  from  tho 
Rhode  Island  Rt^olution.  A  separate  orgauizatiou  of 
iiej»;n)  iMWiipanieH,  hy  Kencli,  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
deemii<i  advifsable  at  that  time.  The  usage  wa«  eontiuu(>d 
of  "taking;,"  in 'the  words  of  Kench,  *' negroes  in  our 
Ber\aee,  int-ennixed  with  the  white  men, " 

The  negroes  ol  Boston  and  their  abolition  friends, 
rather  insisted  upon  the  intermingling  of  the  rares  in  the 
army,  beiievin^^  that  this  course  haxl  a  greater  tendency  to 
destroy  slavery,  and  the  inequality  of  rights  among  the 
blacks  and  whites;  though  it  deprived  the  negroes,  as  vre 
now  see,  of  reci^iviiig  due  credit  for  thei!"  valor,  save  in  a 
few  individual  cases.  It  was  not  in  llas.sachusetts  aloni*, 
but  in  many  otlier  States  that  the  same  idea  prevailed; 
and  now  the  facts  conruMtnl  with  the  services  of  the 
negroes  are  to  be  gatheTNM]  only  in  fragments,  from  the 
histories  of  villages  and  towns,  or  among  the  nrchive«  ol 
the  State,  in  a  diKconnected  n.TKJ  unsntisfnctory  form. 

The  legislature^  of  New  York,  two  months  after  the 
murder  of  Col.  Greene  and  liLs  faithful  negro  troops  at 
Point  s  Bridge,  in  that  State,  by  the  British,  pnsse<l  an 
act  (March,  1781)  looking  to  the  raising  of  two  rt^ment«. 
The  sixth  section  of  the  act  reads  as  follows: 


"And  it  18  further  enacted  by  tho  nuthoHty  aforesaid,  that  any 
flon  who  Hhall  deliver  one  or  moro  of  his  able-bodied  mole  olaves  to  aaj 
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tron-ant  ofBopr,  aa  afor««iiJ,  to  serve  in  either  of  the  above  regiments 
or  intlt»l)eiulent  corps,  and  produce  a  <'ortiiifmte  thereof,  sigucfl  hv  any 
i:*T^on  outbor-iMii  to  niunt^T  and  nx^ive  tbe  men  to  be  raiHfxJ  bv  viitup 
nf  th'wucx,  au(J  produw  ant^h  iicrlificat**  t-o  tlin  SiirvHV()r-0**nt»nil,  sh/iTl, 
for  rvKfj*  nmit^  Maw  no  onterwl  ami  uniett>n*il  u»  «for(»tiui(l,  Im!  entitled  to 
Uw*  locution  and  gruDt  of  tmt*  Hght,  in  nmnn<^r  as  in  and  bj-  th'w  act  U 
rtimctixi ;  nnil  KhuJl  b«,  and  herub.v  la  diwluirgf-d  from  any  further  main* 
t*tlxiaucv  of  (juch  8la\'e,  any  law  to  tb**  contrary  notHlthKtanding.  And 
much  nUivf  »i  pnt<»ring  an  nforwiiid,  who  Khnll  serve  for  the  t/'rm  of  tl»rw 
^(•iir^  €»r  until  r»:'giUaHy  disi-harpred,  nhaJI,  iinmcdiutol)'  after  PUrh  »*rrvia* 
ftr  diHc-hfirgf ,  be,  and  w  hereby  dwiared  to  Ik*,  a  free  man  of  thiH  8tAt«.». 

In  1821.  in  the  oonvmition  wliicli  reviser]  Mih  constitu- 
tion «if  NVw  York,  Mr.  Clark.  sjM'aking  in  favor  of  allow- 
inp  nt*gro<«  to  vote,  said  in  the  course  of  his  remarks: 

'•Mi'  hnnnruble  I'olli'a^e  htis  told  us,  that,  «*»  the  colored  iwoplcare 
BOt  rw^iiiriNl  to  contribiit*'  to  the  prt)twtion  or  defence  of  the  St-ttte,  they 
ur»'  uot»'ntilIe«l  to  an  imiuhI  inirti'*i|»nlii»ii  in  the  iirivilcj^iw  cif  itHritiwMW. 
But,  Sir,  whntte  friiUt  in  fhin?  Have  thi'y  ev**r  n'Oiftetl  to  do  military 
ilaty  wheu  culled  upon?  It  JH  haughtily  juiked,  Who  will  HtJiud  in  t\w 
ruik»  shoulder  to  hhonlder  with  a  negi-o?  I  answer,  No  one,  in  time  of 
pciice;  nci  one.  when  your  nnisten*  and  traiuinifH  are  looked  upon  oh  more 
|«aettnn>w:  no  on*,  wh^n  ynnr  militia  will  shoulder  thdr  muHki'ti^  and 
march  to  their  truinin^  with  us  mui-li  unritni-^'ru  us  they  would  ko  to  n 
MiTiiptuoun  ent^'itiiinment  or  n  Ky)l^'ndrd  bull.  But.  Sir.  whf*n  the  hour  of 
ilniuf»-r  «;iproiii  hi'8.  your  white  'miliriu'  ai'e  jutrt  hjs  williny;  that  tin-  man 
«if  (M-iJur  Mhuuld  l)«  «'t  up  a*  a  mark  to  beshotat  by  thfiMieniy,aHt,obt't*et 
op  th*'niwlvert.  In  the  War  of  the  Itevolution,  th^-wi  pr<jplp  h(>|f)(>d  t-0 
fUrfit  yt)ur  batUfn  by  land  and  by  eea.  Some  of  your  Stati'N  wen»  kIikI  to 
tnm  out  coqw  of  eolore4l  na'n,  and  to  stand  Vhouldur  to  Bhoulder*  with 
ih<'ro. 

"In  yotir  lat**  war,  ti»ey  contributed  largely  towardw  some  of  your 
OKMTt  itpt<(*Qdid  viftoriiw.  On  Lake«  Erie  and  Chaaiplain.  where  your 
fln>|j!i  Iriamirfvl  over  a  foe  fiiii)erior  in  numberR  and  engines  of  death, 
if^>r  w*»pf:-  mannisl.  in  a  Uirv:e  jiroportion.  with  men  of  erjior.  And,  in 
hou**.  iti  th*'  fall  of  1S14,  a  bill  pHKHt*d.  n^ifiving  the  approbo^ 
-11  thi'  bniiM^he*  of  your  (foverumeiu,  authorizing  thi*  Governor 
to  «/***jit  the  w-'r\'i»:t«i  of  n  oorpH  uf  two  thousand  free  i¥H>pIe  of  color, 
Sir,  t}i«»o  vrtTv  timt^  which  tried  nu'n'H  kouIh.  In  thcHc  timcHit  woano 
■fmrtint:  matter  to  bear  arms.  Tbefio  wer*  t\mcn,  when  a  man  who 
•houldered  hia  masker  did  not  know  hut  he  barrRd  hii*  boHOni  to  rrreiv© 
•  dratii  wound  fn»m  ihv  enemy  ere  hflaJd  it  a^ide;  and  in  thi**e  times, 
Ibcw  people  wpre  foutid  a«  r«'»u!y  and  a*  willing  to  volunteer  in  your  ser- 
▼W  iw»  any  other.  They  were  not  eom|  tilled  t^  po;  they  were  not  drafted. 
fftr,  your  prid*-  had  plat'wl  tliem  iM'vond  your  <'omiiulHory  power.  But 
4ker»  wojino  neoxaity  for  its  exercise;  tbi^y  were  volunteers;  yes,  Sir, 
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TuluTit««erH  to  defend  ihni  very  cuuntry  from  llie  ini'Oi^ltt  and  ravajDEns  of 
o  nitblr^Ms  and  vindictive  foe,  which  had  treated  tliem  with  intiiilt,  fU*ffi^ 
dihtiou  ujid  nluv<-*ry. 

'*  Volunteers  are  th**  be«t  of  Mohliers.  Give  tne  the  men,  whatever  \» 
tJiPir  romplfxioii,  that,  willingly  volunteer,  and  not  thoee  who  are  coia- 
pelled  tx)  turn  out.  Such  men  k\o  not  Hffht  from  net*s*jity,  uor  frum  iiu^r- 
dnnry  motivefl,  but  from  iiriuc-i|>li'.*' 

Hon.  Mr.  MHrtindale,  who  repnwenttd  a  District  of 
the  StaU>  of  New  York,  iu  Cou^-ees  hi  1828,  thus  spi^tiku 
of  the  iiet»;ro  Holdiora: 

"Slavw,  or  nfifToes  who  have  been  slavw,  were  eiiliptrij  na  soMiera 
in  tli«  War  of  the  R*'volution ;  iiiid  I  myself  saw  a  baitiiliou  of  thein,  an 
fine  martial -looking  Dieu  a»  I  ever  saw,  attached  to  the  Northern  arm>*.*' 

Up  to  this  time  the  East  had  been  the  tbeatrt?  of  tbo 
war,  with  now  uiid  then  a  hiittle  iu  Korue  oue  of  the  Middlft 
Colonies,  but  the  British  discoveriuj?  that  the  people  of 
the  Roiith  mrtpd  indilTt^rently  iu  niaiutaiuiu^  aud  recruit-- 
ing  the  ariuy,  transfei-red  their  ofierations  U^  that  Hection. 
Maryland  then  Btood  as  a  middle  State  or  Colony.  Her 
Bta1**snieTi,  neeing  the  threatened  danger  of  the  iuviusioa 
of  PeniiMylvania,  entleavored  to  prepare  to  mwt  it,  and 
takinjL^  oouneil  f^'oin  her  sister  States  at  the  East,  accepted 
tho  nop7o  nfi  a  soMinr.  In  June,  ITHl,  John  Cadwater, 
writiiij!:  fi'otn  Annapolis,  Md.,  to  (Jen.  Washin^on,  says: 

"We  have  resolved  to  raifto,  immediately,  seven  hundred  and  flf^ 
negroes,  to  be  incorporated  with  the  other  troops;  and  a  bill  Is  now 
almost  completed. " 

It  does  not  api>ear  that  the  n^E^oes  were  formed  intjo 
separate  organizations  in  this  State,  but  tille<i  thedepletecl 
ranks  of  the  Continental  I'eginienta,  where  their  eni'rfry 
and  during  was  not  lews  ihiin  that  displayed  by  their 
wliit^  comrades,  with  whom  they  fought,  shoulder  to 
shouldi^r.  The  advocates  of  nrniing  the  negroes  were  not 
confined  to  th*^  Eastern  and  Middle  sections;  some  of  the 
best  men  of  the  South  favored  and  advocated  the  enlist- 
ment of  free  negroes,  and  made  many,  though  for  a  long 
time  unsucx^essful,  efforts  to  olitain  legal  sauction  for  such 
enlistment  throughout  the  South.  But  their  advice  waa 
not  listened  to,  even  in  the  face  of  certain  invasion,  and 
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tli<»n  the  whit*^  would  not,  iwul  cDuld  not,  \h*  indiirevi  fo 
nilly  to  tbe  defeuce  of  their  own  pnrtioalar  s»'Ction  and

Th(>  men  of  Mawarhuwettfi  did  not  more  firmly  a/lhore

iiatiuns,  based  upon  c*olor,  than  did  the  men  of  tho  South 
to  tbeir  ptiuliar  inwtitution,  and  against  the  arming:  of 
fnvorHhivp.  Th«*  war  liavinjr  fairly  sf^t  in  n])on 
r  .  ji  soil,  and  so  urgent  the  nect-fisity  for  recruitinjf 
th<?  ttmiy,  that  TongreHK  again   took  up  the  nubjeft  of

Now  Iregiui  an  enrnent  battle  for  the  carrying  out  of 
•  polipy,  BK  recununendod  by  CongreHH.  Its  ft'iHids  wore 
^  _  »ug  the  bravi-st  and  truest  to  the  c-auBe  of  freedom  in 
the  States.  Hon.  Henry  Laurens  lead  in  the  effort.  Even 
l^rire  the  niattHr  wa«  brought  to  the  attention  of  O^n- 
^ns-M,  he  wrote  to  (Jen.  Washington,  aa  follows: 

"  Otir  nfljiirs  in  tht»  Southern  rti»ptvrtntent  are  more  favorable  than  we

Washington  knew  the  t<nnper  of  tbe  Southerners.    Ho 
WB3  vrell  nwar»>  that  slavea  could  not  be  entrusted  with 
witiiin  Kight  of  the  enemy'n  camp,  atid  witliin  hear- 
of  bi8  proclamation  of  freedom  to  all  who  would  join 
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his  MajostyV  standard,  unless  eqinU  indiifi-'ineiits  wen>i 
offertHl  tluMH  by  th(>  rolonists,  and  to  this  hi*  knew  the 
Southern  colonist  would  not  consent.  In  his  reply  to  Mr. 
LaurouK,  he  said : 

"Thciiolk'.v  of  otir  arming  Blaven,  is,  in  niy  opinion  A  moot  point, 
unless  the  i*n**niy  set  the  example.  For,  sliouhl  we  begin  to  fomi  batt«J- 
lionu  of  tlioui,  1  have  not  the  smuIleHt  doubt,  if  the  war  ia  to  Ix*  protivcti-j 
tod,  of  their  foUouinj^  unin  it,  and  ju^ti^ving  the  meaettre  upou  naf 
own  gronnd.  The  contflst  thi»n  muHt  be,  who  can  ann  fiiFtest.  And 
where  are  our  arms?  Umdes,  I  uiii  not  cl»<ur  that  a  discrimination  will; 
not  reodor  nlnvery  more  irksome  to  thow.'  who  remain  in  it.  Most  of  Ihft 
ffood  and  m  il  thing's  iu  this  life  arn  judg«Mi  of  by  romparifton  ;  and  I  fi'iir 
a  comparison  in  thiR  «uwf  will  be  prodnctive  of  much  diwnntent  in  thnsB 
who  are  held  in  Kt'P^itude.  Hut,  an  thin  in  a  subject  that  hux  nevppetn- 
ployeil  murh  of  my  thoughtw,  theHt!  tim  no  more  than  the  iinst  crudtt< 
idoati  that  have  struck  me  iipoa  the  i>cciusion.** 

Washington  certainly  had  no  doubts  as  to  the  ralne^ 
of  the  n^To  a«  a  soldier,  but  for  the  reasons  stat^,  did 
not  give  the  weight  of  his  infiuenoe,   at  this  important 
juncture,  to  thn  pulii-y  of  their  enlistment,  while  so  ninny 
of  the  leading  men  of  the  colonies  were  favorable  to  till 
netion. 

Among  those  who  advocated    the    raising  of  nofrro 
troops  was  Col.  Joht^  Laui-ens,  a  native  of  South  Carolina^ 
and  a  brave  patriot,  who  had  net<^  as  aide-de-camp  to 
the  commander-in-chief,   ami   had   sef»n  service  in   lUuido' 
Ishmd  and  elsewhere.    He  woe  the  son  of  Hon.  Henryj 
Laurens,  at  one  time  President  of  Congress,  and  was  noted 
for  his  high  rpuilitii^  of  cdiaracter.     A  conunission  of  lieu- 
tenantMiolonel  was  granted  to  him  by  Congress,  and  Iib 
proceeded  to  South  rnrolina  t-o  use  his  personal  influence 
to  induce  the  Legislature  to  authorize  the  enlistment  of 
negroes.    His  services  in  Rhode  Island  had  given  him  an 
opportunity  to  witness  the  conduct  and    worth  of  tho 
negi'o  soldier. 

Ab'xander  Hamilton  in  the  course  of  a  long  lett*>r  to 
John  Jay,  relating  to  the  mission  of  Col.  Laurens  to 
Sotitli  Carolina,  says: 

"I  foresee  that  this  project  will  have  to  combat  murh  opposition  from 
prejudice  and  uclf-iuterest.  The  contempt  we  have  been  t-aught  to  enter* 
t«rtain  for  the  blacks  makes  U8  fancy  many  thingn  that  an'  found*^

fJiov  the  impru/:Tii'ahi!ity  or  iMTniciniiH  tiinHeinw  of  a  aohcniu  which 
r*«inir»j*  fcUrh  u  wu'rill«^.  But  it  eiliuiil>j  Ik*  roiiKidtM'ed,  that,  iT  wi*  Oo  not 
mtikc  UM*  of  tlioni  In  thirt  wiiy,  tin*  trneniy  probahly  n'ili;  ant]  that  tbto 
Ur«t.  viny  Uj  L'ouuKTiwr*  tlio  t.tn*  tomptutionB  lh«»y  will  bold  out  will  U'  to 
otT-T  tlKTii  oijfwIvL«».  Ao  t%i*'ntiul  part  of  the  plau  ih  to  dfivt*  tbcni  their 
fn:«^Iom  with  thdr  mu^kctis.  ThiB  will  w?<;tivo  their  fltlolity,  nuiinate  thoir 
(i>amf^,  and.  I  l«*liove,  will  have  a  goo<l  iuiluoni'o  upon  lho«e  who  iv- 
main,  by  opraiing  a  door  to  tlioir  omoneipatiou.  Thi«  circuiufltance,  1

He 
wnite  to  hiH  frieiHl  Hatiiiltoii  in  these  words:

Th#»  condition  of  the  colonies  ami  the  Continental 
amiy  at  that  time  \vai>  cntlrnJ  in  the  extr*Mne.  The  eam- 
pai^i  of  1770  had  closod  gloomily  for  the  Amenttans. 
The  IJritish  had  not  oidy  he(»n  netive  in  raiding  In  Vir- 
ginia antl  destroying  pro|>erty,  but  in  orgardzing  negro 
tro()|»A.  Lord  Duiunore,  as  we  have  seen,  as  early  as 
V  i.t.j.^  1775,  had  ihsukI  a  prodanmtion.  inviting  the

Blavi^a  retfpondeti,  and  were  organized  into  companies,  A 
n^ment  Iia«l  iM^^n  orgJiniz^Hl  by  the  British  on  Long 
Inland  in  1770,  and  now,  Sir  Henry  Clinton  invited  them 
by  the  following  proclamation :

Clinton  left  New  York  in  the  latter  part  of  1770,  foi 
the  reduction  of  Charleston,  whidi  he  completed  in  May, 
three  uiontliH  after  the  date  of  Col.  Lauivns'  letter,    (ie 
Lincoln,  who  coninisvndetl  the  American  forces  at  Charh 
ton,  joined  in  th*^  effort  to  ana  the  ncji^'oes.    In  a  letter  U 
Gov.  ttutUnige,  dated  Charleston,   March  13th,  1780,  hi 
saye:

America'H  Independence.  Nor  do  I  attribute  other  than  the 
HameniotivetotheBritiwh,\vhodidnrni  and  ditl  fi*e*'a^eat 
many  of  the  nrygroea,  who  joine<l  their  Rerviee,  eHpeeinlly 
at  the  South,  where  they  must  have  or^j^anized  quite  a 
larg^?  forcf*.— not  less  than  5,000.  Cariy  in  1781.  (Feb*y) 
Gen.  Gn*ene,  then  in  command  in  Nonh  Carolina,  writiuni^ 
to  General  Wawliin^on  about  the  doings  of  the  enemy  ia 
South  Carolina,  whei-e  he  formally  commanded,  says: 

"The  enemy  have  onjfrwj  two  regimen ti*  f>f  ncj^ow*  to  1>oinitnecH> 
atrf^ly  utnbotlied,  u.nil  uru  druaini^  u  ^rfat  pr»rtitm  of  the  j^oung  nit.'u  of 
that  Stat4j  [South  CiiruUna],  to  sjorvy  dtirinij:  the  war.'* 

A  few  dayn  after  writing  thin  letter,  Gen.  Greene  met 
the  BritiHh  at  Guilford  Coui-t  House,  and  »^ain  witnessed 
the  cowardice  of  the  Soutliei-n  militia/  whose  conduct 
gave  victory  to  the  British,  under  Cornwallis. 

The  i>ersistenoy  of  Col.  Laurens  in  his  effort  to  or^^an- 
ize  negxo  troops,  was  still  not(?worthy.  Having  ivturnwi 
from  France,  whither  he  went  on  iniport.ant  l)usini>ss,  con- 
nected with  the  welfare  of  the  States,  he  resumed  liis 
"f«vori1»'  jinrrtuit."  Under  date  of  May,  19.  1782,  In  a 
letter  addreas<.*d  to  Washin^on,  he  says:

All  thiH  time  in  some  of  the  Northern  States  an  oppo- 
•dtion  an  strong  an  at  tlio  South  had  existed  against 
or^ni^ing  negro  troops,  and  in  some  instances  even 
against  employing  them  as  soldiers.  The  effort  for  sepa- 
tat*?  (jrganizations  had  been  going  on,  but  with  only  the 
little  su<M^ess  that  ha^*  been  alrea^ly  noticed.  In  u  bio- 
graphieul  sketch  of  Col.  David  Huniplireys,  in  the  *'Nation- 
al  l*ortrrtit  Gallery  of  Distinguished  Americiuis,"  is  tho 
following :

daI  rA|>t*iin  of  that  oom|>Hti.v  until  the  etttiibbishineut  of  iM:«aw." 

Tliongh  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut  had  taken  up 
tho   subjwt   of  arming   negroes   g*MiendIy.  as    early  as 
1777,  and  a  bill,  as  we  have  seen,  was  presented  to  that 
Legislature,  for  their  enrollment,  the  advoeate«  of  the; 
xiv  ill  every  attem]>t  to  pans  it,  had  lM»en  beaten, 

N*  ii-ss,  as  app*ai*s  by  the  nn-ord  given  above,  Col. 

Humphrey  t.ook  chai^.^  and  organizinl  a  company,  with 
whirh  he  w^rvi^l  nnlil  tlu-  dose  of  the  war.  But  this  com- 
pany of  fifty  odd  men  were  not  all  that  did  serviiv  in  the 
army  from  Counerlieut,  for  in  many  of  her  white  i-egi- 
meiits,  negroes,  bond  and  fnx\  stooil  in  the  ranks  with  the 
■whittti.     An*l,  nolwilhstunding  the  unsuccessful  attempts 
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of  Col.  Laureu8  and  the  advocates  of  negi'o  soldiery 
at  the  South,  the  ne^o  \va«  uu  attiu'he  of  the  Southeni 
army,  and  i-endei*ed  efficient  aid  during  the  struggle,  in 
building  bren^itworks,  driving  teams  nnd  piloting  the 
army  through  dense  woods,  swamps,  and  across  rivers. 
Not  a  few  were  spies  anddruniniers.  To  select  or  point  out 
a  particular  battle  or  seige,  in  which  they  rendered  active 
serviee  to  the  British,  would  not  be  a  difficult  task.thougli 
the  information  at  bund  is  too  limited  for  a  detailed 
account  of  the  part  which  they  Imi-e  in  these  strugrgh*^. 
The  true  patriots  of  the  Revolution  were  not  slow  in 
according  to  their  black  compatriots  that  meeil  of  praise 
which  was  their  due.  In  almost  every  kx^nlity,  either 
North  or  South,  after  the  war,  there  lived  one  or  two  privi- 
legt^d  negroes,  who,  on  great  ot^^asions, — days  of  must-efi 
4tlj  of  July,  Washington's  birthday,  and  the  Uke, — were 
tre^itfd  Willi  more  than  ordinary  courtesy  by  the  other 
IHjople.  That  a  great  and  dastardly  wrong  was  oomrnit- 
tef1  upon  many,  in  like  manner  in  which  Simon  I.<ee*  was 
treated,  is  true.  Man}^  negroes  at  the  South,  who  fougljt 
for  American  independence  were  re-enslaved,  and  this  is  so 
far  beyond  a  doubt  that  no  one  denies  it.  The  iv-ensluv- 
ing  of  these  soldiers, — not  by  those  who  took  part  in  the 
conflict,  but  the  stjiy-ut-bonie^s, — ^waa  so  tlagrnnt  an  out- 
rage that  the  legislature  of  Virginia,  in  1783,  in  order  to 
give  freedom  to  those  who  ha<1  been  re-**nslaved,  and  ta 
rebuke  the  injustice  of  the  treatment,  parsed  the  following- 
act  :

"  I.  AVhpreos,  it  hath  been  repre«etit<ed  to  the  present  General  Af<««;ni- 
h\y,  that,  duriiii^  the  cnnrse  of  the  war,  innny  pfpsons  in  this  Stiito  hiui 
caufied  tbeir  nlavt^  to  enlist  in  certAiu  resiment*  or  corji!*.  raitwvl  Hithiii 
tlio  fjinie,  having  tendered  Hueh  Blftve«  to  the  officers  niipoiuted  to 
rwTuit  forces  within  the  Stat<»,  as  substitutes  for  free  per*»ons  whow  lot 
or  duty  it  was  to  serve  iu  such  regiments  or  corps,  at  tJio  ftame  time  rep-

Although 
MsiHsachusetts  Hho1is1iH<l  plnvery  in  1783»  her  terntory 
wa*,  it  Hfvnis,  still  niibjeot  to  8lavo  hunts,  and  her  Tiegro 
Moldiers  to  tJie  insult  of  nn  attempt  to  re-enshive  thera. 
But  Gf*n.  Wosliinp:ton»  though  himself  a  shxve-holder, 
reganled  th*»  rijrhts  of  thoHe  who  fonjrlit  for  liberty  and 
national  indejH'udeuce,  with  too  nuuli  snci-ediiess  and  the

explanation :

Not  only  did  some  of  the  negro  eoldieru  who  fought  in 
the  American  Army  ivmve  unjunt  treatment  at -the  close 
(»f  the  war,  but  thoHe  who  served  under  the  Itoyul  stajid- 
iird,  alHO  sharefi  a  fate  quite  (lifTei-ent  from  what  tlioy 
supposed  it  would  be  when  the  proclamations  of  Lord 
Dunmore,  Clinton  and  CornwaJlis,  were  inviting  them  to 
ca*t  their  lot  with  the  British. 

The  high  character  of  Thonms  Jefferson  induces  me  to 
reproduce  his  letter  to  Dr.  Gordon,  or  rather  that  portion 
of  it  whieh  refei's  to  the  treatment  of  the  negroes  who 
went  with  the  Dritish  army.    Mr.  Jefferson  Bays: 

"From  till  wtininte  I  niudo  at  Ihtit  tim**,  on  the  Jtr-nt  inforniatinu  I 
rotild  rollwt,  I  suppotn^l  tin*  State  of  Virj^iriia  lont,  iindrr  Lord  fomwaJ- 
li«*  hanti,  that  year,  about  thirty  thouHunrl  slaves;  and  that,  of  th«*»t% 
twenty-ftpven  thouHand  died  of  the  Hninll-pox  and  ramp  fever;  lht»  rvnt 
H'Miv  partly  w?nt  to  the  West  Indioe,  and  exchanged  for  rum,  sngurt 
toffee  and  fruit;  and  partly  nentto  New  York,  from  whence  they  ^VMit,  at 
the  pejvce,  either  to  Nf>va  S<;otia  or  to  England.  From  this  huBt  ploi'e,  I 
believe  they  have  lately  lieen  sent  to  Africa.  History  will  never  relate 
the  horroi-H  committed  by  the  British  army  iu  the  Southern  Status  of 
America." 

The  hei-oism  of  the  negro  soldier  has  ever  ])een  enlo- 
gized  by  the  true  statesmen  of  our  country,  whenever  the

question  of  the  AtuDriran  patriots  was  the  theme.  And  I 
find  no  hi»t  trr  oiilog-y  to  pronounrr*  upon  them  than  that 
Hon.  Charles  IMaekney,  of  South  Curoliua,  delivered  in 
the  Unitwi  Sta.t<'*>  House  of  Ueprest^ntatives  iu  1820,  and 
that  of  Hon  Wm.  Euslin,  of  MjisKaxrhusette,  during  the 
name  debaU*.    Mr.  Pinekney  hiM  : 

"  li  te  a  remarkaMp  fsurt,  that  notwithptandiuif,  in  t_e  coarse  of  the 

ll*voliiUoii.tilii»SoutlnTii  StHti'H  wfiiM'ontinuull.v  overnin  b.v  tlie  Britinh* 
«nd  that  rvrry  m^ro  iu  them  hiul  an  op[i(irtiuiit.v  of  hviving  their  own- 
^m,  ft»w  d'u\ ;  proviiij^  thoivhy  not  only  a  mont  rfmarkaliK'  attachment  to 
tbtnr  owinTH,  tiul  Ibi*  niildueuH  of  thf  tri»atmont,  froin  whence  their  aifw:- 
tMm  iqiraDK.  They  t-bon  wltc,  ub  they  stQl  art-,  oh  valuable  n  jiart  of  oar 
fMipnhitiou  to  Ihi?  unkm  ae  any  other  equal  unmber  of  inhabitJintfl, 
Thry  wen*  in  numerous  inHtaue«<«  tiio  |jii>nei>r8,  and  iu  iiJI  the  lat>orum,  of 
.^or  ariaie«.  To  their  hnndw  w^re  n«inn:  the  erw-tton  of  the  jifreutwBt 
^^■ri  of  tJie  fort)tii;ationH  ruiHed  for  the  |irut4H'tion  of  our  <H>untry ;  hoiuo 
of  which,  partif'uhiily  Tort  Mfinltrie,  gav»*,  at  tlie  enrly  jx-rioij  of  the 
iiiexj>crieDrf  und  uutriiH]  vaJurof  our  cilizenn.  iminurtality  to  Amcrioun 
Mkrtnf*;  and,  in  the  Northern  Stati»»  numerouR  hitdieA  of  them  wereeo- 
roUtnl  into,  uud  fiiURht.  by  the  Hide  of  the  whiteM^  tlie  butUue  of  the  Rvv- 
olnttun/' — Annnis  of  Coufcress. 

And  tmid  Mr,  lOnntis: 

"At  th*»  romnnnpnwment  of  the  Revolutionary  war,  there  were  found 
fal  the  Middle  and  NortJiern  Statefi,  many  Itbiekic,  and  other  ]>eoplc  of 
eolur.  cAfuible  of  lte»rin>r  arnis;  a  part  of  them  fre«,  the  jfn'Jiter  jjarb 
■liimfL  Tlir  frwuien  outx'nrtJ  our  rankn  with  tlie  whites.  The  time  of 
tliOM?  who  wi«re  nlaveR  wiu*  iiiii*<*hart*nl  tiy  (In-  StJil***;  uiid  they  wen*  in- 
durrrl  to  enter  the  fif+nin'  in  einiHt-ijiienee  of  a  law  by  which,  on  eouditjou 
of  ih^ir  iwrvin^c  in  the  rnnk?*  tbit-in^  the  war,  they  were  ma<le  freemen. 

*'Tb«»  war  over,  and  |R«a<.'e  r»»gtoreii,  thwo  nieu  returned  to  their 
fTii|M-tivp  Statp»;  ivnd  who  could  have  «aid  Uy  them,  on  thefr  return  to 
Hvtl  Uf^>.  lifter  having  nhed  tlieir  bU)od  in  common  with  t-be  whiti>H  in  tiie 
dnfimne  of  Uie  1ib»n-tiiv  of  th*'ir  country,  'You  are  not  to  participate  iu 
tW  tllH-rry  fur  whieh  you  have  been  ftd^hUng?'  Certainly  no  whit'C  man  in 

Such  Ih  the  historic  story  of  the  negro  in  the  American 
Tlevtjlutiun,  and  it  is  a  sad  one  as  regards  any  benefit  to 
Lii»  own  condition  by  his  eonnet-tiou  with  either  side.  But 
it  is  one  of  the  moHt  memorable  of  all  hiHtory  on  exhil>i- 
tjon  of  the  fidelity  of  a  race  to  the  cause  of  the  freedom  of 
alJ  uieu. 
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While  there  is  no  iutoition  of  entoring  into  an  <>xarn- 
Ination  of  the  causes  of  the  war  between  the  United  States 
and  (ireat  Britain  in  1812,  yet  m  order  to  carry  out  the 
deniiEfn  of  the  author  to  show  tliat  in  this  war,— like  all 
others  in  whieli  tlie  government  of  the  United  Statea 
has  been  enga^^^l,— the  negro,  as  a  soldier,  took  part,  it 
Ih  dwniuxl  nwM^sHary  to  cite  at  leaist  one  of  tlie  incid»»nti4, 
|>erha])s  the  incident,  which  most  fire<i  the  national  heart 
of  America,  and  hantened  the  beginniuf*'  of  hostilities. 

The  wnr  between  Knjij;;hind  and  France  j^ave  to  the 
American  merchant  marine  interest  an  impetus  that  in- 
crenwed  the  number  of  vessels  three-fold  in  a  few  jeare; 
it  also  gave  command  of  the  carrying  trade  of  the  Wf«t 
IndiPB,  from  which  Napoleon's  frigates  debarrwl  the  Eng- 
lish merchantmen.  In  consequence  England  sought  aJid 
used  every  opportunity  to  crifiplf  Animcan  comnionie 
and  shipping.  One  plan  was  to  deprive  American  ships  of 
the  servi(!e  of  English  seamen.  Her  Avar  vessels  claimed 
jind  exercised  the  right  of  searching  for  English  seamen 
on  Ijoard  American  vessels.  During  the  year  1807,  the 
English  Admiral  Berkeley,  in  command  of  the  North 
American  Station,  issued  instructions  to  commanderB  of 
vess*»lH  in  his  fhi^t  to  look  out  for  the  American  frigjite 
Chesapeake,  and  if  they  fell  in  with  her  at  sea,  to  board 
her  and  search  for  (l(»H«?rters,  as  all  Englisfj  seamen  in  the 
American  service  \\cre  regarded  by  Enghiud.  With  the 
instnictions,  were  the  descrii>tions  of  four  sailors,  three 
negroes  and  one  white  man,  who  were  missing. 
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Thp  jM?Pson8  who  de«ert4?d  from  the  Melampus,  thou 
lyiug  iti  Hflrni>ton  RoivIh,  were  William  Ware,  Daiiiol  Mar- 
liu,  John  Stin^haii,  John  Little  and  Ambrose  Wntt«, 
Within  a  nujuth  iVoni  their  e8C'ai>e  from  the  MelainpuH*  the 
first  thi-ee  of  these  deserters  offered  themselves  for  enllst- 
tiicnt,  nnd  were  received  on  board  the  Chesajitvikr,  then  at 
Norfolk,  Va,  pivparing  lor  8ea.  The  Uritish  consul  at 
Norfolk,  being  ai)i)rized  of  the  circunistance,  Avi-ote  a  let- 
ter to  the  Anieriean  nn  val  officer,  requesting  the  men  to 
be  returned.  With  this  request,  the  officer  i-efusinj  to  com- 
ply, and  the  Bntish  lost  no  time  in  endeavoring  to  pro- 
cure an  onier  from  the  American  government  for  their 
earreTider.  On  receipt  of  the  ajjplicntion,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  ordered  aa  examination  into  the  charac- 
t4?rs  and  claimH  of  the  men  in  question.  The  examination 
rwsulte*!  in  proof  that  the  thi-ee  negi'oos,  Ware,  Mai'tin 
and  Strachan  were  natives  of  Auicrica.  Tht*  two  former 
Jiad  *' protections,**  or  notarial  certificates  of  their  citizen- 
Khip;*  Stnu'han  had  no  **proteetk>ii,''  hut  aKKert4Hl  that 
liv  lost  it  pm^viouR  to  his  escape.  Such  being  the  circum- 
»itances,  the  government  refuswl  to  give  the  men  up,  insist- 
ing that  they  were  American  citizens,  and  though,  they 
had  served  in  the  British  navy,  they  were  pressed  into  the 
service  and  had  a  right  to  desert  it. 

Tlie  Cliesaj)eake  was  one  of  the  finest  of  the  frigates  in 
tiie  American  Navy,  and  after  rtHt^iving  an  outfit  n^quir- 
iiig  six  mouths  to  complete  at  the  Gosport  Navy  Yard, 
tit  Norfolk,  Vu.,  startetl  for  the  Mediten'anean.  The  Eng- 
lish frigiiTi'  LfH>pnrd,  which  lay  in  the  harbor  at  Norfolk 
when  the  Chesa|)eake  sailed,  followed  her  out  to  sea,hiuled 
hor  and  sent  a  letter  to  her  commander,  Commodore 
Jurncs  Harrun,  demanding  the  surrender  of  the  desertr- 
ers.  Barron  sent  a  note  rpfusing  to  comply  with  the 
demand,  whereupon  the  Leopard  fired  several  broadsides

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into  the  Clif^u  peake.  Bari'on  struck  his  colors  without 
firing'  a  shot,  and  peruiittod  the  officers  of  tlm  Leopard  to 
boiird  his  vewsel  and  search  her.  The  British  enpUui» 
reftised  to  accept  the  surrender  of  the  Chesapeake,  but 
took  from  her  crew  the  thive  men  who  had  been  den)o,nded 
US  desei'ters;  also  a  fourth »  John  Wilson^  a  white  man, 
daimcMil  a*i  a  runaway  from  a  merchant  ship. 

The  while  salhjr,  it  was  admitted  by  the  American 
government,  wa«  a  British  subject,  and  his  I'elease  wa*^  not 
demanded ;  he  was  executed  for  deserting  the  British  Navy. 
Of  the  negroes,  two  only  were  returned  by  the  British  gov- 
ernment, th4'  other  one  liaviug  dm\  in  England.  Sa.y» 
on  American  historian : 

"An  outroi?"'  liko  thi»,  inflii'tt>d  not  by  accirtpnt  or  tho  bnitiility  of  a 
Beporati?  comniiindtT,  niituruUy  excited  the  wliul(?nutiun  to  tlieutmojitt. 

PrHsi(|(»nt.  JoflTereou  very  80on  inten1ict<*d  Anit'rkftn  harbors  aiiil 
WftterB  U»  all  vf*8rtt^lH  of  the  English  No\-y,  and  forbniit'  inT*>n»oiir8e  wiUi 
them,  lie  Hout  a  V(»Hrifl  of  war  with  a  BptxnHl  minister  to  demaut]  entiB- 
fivTtion.  Tlii»  Enplwh  Admiral  hanffrnl  th**  llpa^r{lpr,  aiid  dirtinii'ned  til«" 
tlirw  black  rtieu  with  a  reprimand,  blaming  them  for  tiiatnrhiitu  the 
peace  of  two  nntioas.  That  tho  ontr^ige  did  not  tmd  in  ininiiMliat4»  war, 
was  due  portly  to  the  fact  that  tli«  Americana  hud  no  Navy  to  OkIiL 
with." 

Nearly  four  years  eJapsed  before  the  final  settlement  of 
the  Clieeapeake  affair,  and  then  the  EngHeh  {government 
insisted  npon  \t&  right  to,  and  issued  orders  for  the  search 
for  British  sailors  to  be  continued ;  thus  a  cause  for  quar- 
rel remained. 

The  principal  grounds  of  war,  set  forth  in  a  messa^ 
of  the  President  Ut  (\»njp'ess,  June  Ist,  1  HI 2,  and  further 
explained  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  in  tiieir 
report  on  the  sul)jtH!t  of  the  message,  were  summarily  : 

"The  imprtwpmont  of  Amfiriran  Feanion  by  the  ItritiHh ;  the  blocbaili* 
of  hor  on*'niy*8  poi-U,  ftupportpd  by  no  adtn^uate  forc*^,  in  connwincnce  of 
whif-ih  Uki  Anicri(?iin  ooniUKfrwjhad  lM»en  i)linHiered  in  every  oea,  and  tho 
pToat  staploH  of  the  country  cut  oGT  from  their  legitimate  markets;  ami 
the  BritiHh  orders  in  coundl." 

On  these  gi-ounds,  the  Ppesideut  urged  the  declaratioa 
of  war.  In  unison  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Preei* 
dent,  the  Conimitt^se  on  Foreign  Relations  concluded  their 
reports  as  follows :

of  oatioTUil  churwlvr  aiui  )uilo[iondenoi%  ft^-l  nu  btvitattoii  in  adviHitif^ 
Tr«i3«t#'n««  by  ftjrre,  in  whicb  the  ADit*ricans  of  the  pr»«*eiit  Uu.v  will  iirove 
lo  tlii^*niMny  and  th)»  world,  that  wp  havw  not  only  iuhciitod  t!iat  Hbfrty 
whicb  OUT  fiitherte  m;h\'«  uh,  but  alefo  tlie  will  and  power  iAy  iuaint4&in  it. 
fUlyiii?  on  the  i»«tnoiism  of  thH  nHiion,  iind  conH(li>ntly  trusting  that 
Uir  Ixini  of  HoHt**  ^vill  jjo  with  us  to  bnttle  iu  a  rij^hteous  caune,  and 
rrawti  our  ^ffortA  nith  Bucoesa,  your  comtiuttw  recommend  an  immedi- 
ate «n|»'al  U)  firnut.** 

War  WRB  dwlar<>d  by  Coiip:reK8  on  the  17th  of  June, 
proclahiied  by  the  President  on  the  seooud  day  fol- 
ing. 

The  Ktrug^le  \va«  principally  earned  on  upon  the 
irater,  betwwn  the  flmied  venseltt  of  the  two  nations,  f:on- 
•v^iuently  uo  great  arniii^  were  eullod  into  u<.'tive  service 
upOQ  the  rteld.  Thit*  wa«  i«de©<I  fortunate  for  America, 
whose  military  establishments  at  the  time  were  very  defers 
tive.  C<>iij:fn^8  called  for  twenty  thousand  men.  but  a  very 
fi'w  enlisteil.  The  President  was  authoriaxl  to  raise  fifty 
tJioU8und  volunteers  und  to  call  out  one  hundred  thou- 
sand militia  for  the  defence  of  the  seacojist  and  fnaitiers; 
liui  officers  could  not  be  found  to  nominally  command  the 
*vf  thoiiMUid  that  i^enpondetl  to  the  cull;  which  state  of 
ankire  was  no  doubt  lar^j^ely  due  to  the  opposition  to  the 
war,  which  existed  in  the  New  England  Rtat^. 

Sine*'  the  jM'aee  of  178;^,  a  clasH  of  marine  nnTchn.nts 
at  the  North  hajl  vned  with  each  other  in  the  African  slavo 
tra4ie,  iu  supplying  the  Southern  7»lantei'8.  Conseiinently 
th<*  inrrea.sp  in  negro  poptdatiou  was  great;  in  1800  it  wa8 
1,001,40:^,  and  in  ISIO,  two  yea,i*rt  before  war  woh  de- 
jJartHl.  1,377,810,  an  increjiae  of  376,347.  Of  the  1,377.- 
10,  there  were*  1,181,302  slaves,  and  180,448  fi-ee.  Of 
mrae  their  ineroaHe  waw  not  due  solely  to  the  importa-^ 
:ion  ]jy  the  slave  trade,  but  the  aggregate  increase*  was 
lafgp,  compared  with  the  increase  of  the  white  ponulation 
for  the  Hujne  period. 

Tl)<>  fre#»  nf^Ofs  wrn»  mainly  n^sideuts  of  the  Northern 
ilea,  where   they  enjoyed  a  nominal    freedom.     Thoy 
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entered  the  Rervioe  with  alacrity;  excluded  froui  the  amiy, 
they  euHttted  iu  the  navy,  swelling  the  uumber  of  thoee 
who,  upon  the  rivers,  lakes,  bays  and  oceans,  manned 
the  guns  of  the  war  vessels,  in  defense  of  Free  Tra<le,  Sai- 
lor's Riglits  and  Independence  on  the  seas  as  well  as  on 
the  land.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  aseei-tain  the  ♦•xact 
nnnaber  of  negroes  who  stood  beside  the  guns  that  won 
for  America  just  i-ecoguitiou  from  the  uiaritime  powers  of 
the  world.  Like  the  negro  soldiers  iu  the  Kevolutionary 
war  who  served  with  the  whites,  so  the  nc^o  801101*8  in 
the  war  of  1812  served  in  the  American  Navy;  in  the  mess, 
at  tlie  gnn,  on  the  yard-arm  and  in  the  gangway,  to- 
gether with  others  of  various  nationalities,  they  achieved 
many  lictories  for  the  navy  of  our  common  country. 
The  best  evidence  I  can  give  in  substantial  ion  of  what 
has  been  written,  is  the  follownng  letter  from  Surgeon  Par- 
sons to  George  Livermore,  Esq.,  of  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Society: 

** pHOviPENrE,  Octobrr  13,  IftfiS. 

"My  Bear  SiR>-In  reply  to  your  inquirit's  aWout  the  uraplo.viug  of 
bliickH  in  our  navy  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  pftiiiciiUirly  in  the  battle  of 
Lake  Erie,  1  refer  you  to  dotumeuta  in  Mackeazie'H  'Life  of  Commoduiv  .. 
Perry,'  vol.  i.  pp.  iGfi  and  187. 

"In  1814,  our  fleotsaiWd  to  the  Upper  LaVea  to  co-operate  wfth 
Colonel  Croghon  at  MuckiniLc.    About  one  in  ten  or  twelve  of  tlie  crews  *i 
were  blaok. 

•In  1816,  T  was  surgeon  of  the  Mava,  under  Commodore  Perry. 
The  white  and  coloi'ed  seamen  meeaed  togetlier.  About  one  in  six  or 
eig'ht  were  colored. 

"In  1819,  I  wa«  Hurgpon  of  the  'Gueniere,*  under  Commodore  Mats 
donoujcch  ;  and  the  proportion  of  Mocks  was  about  the  winiH  in  lier  crew. 
There  seemed  to  be  an  entire  abBeme  of  prpjndioe  n^niuAt  the  blocks  as 
mesBmatcs  among  the  crew.  "What  I  have  said  appliea  to  the  crews  of 
the  other  ships  that  Bailed  in  squadrons.

Dr.  Parfions  had  reference  to  the  following  correspond- 
ence between  Captain  Perry  and  Commodore  Cliauneej^ 
which  took  place  in  1813,  before  the  former's  victory 
on  Lake  Erie.  As  will  be  seen,  Perry  expressed  dissatinfao- 
tion  as  to  the  recruits  sent  him  to  man  the  squadron  then 
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on  Lake  Erie,  and  with  which  he  gained  a  deciesive  victory 
over  the  British  fleet,  under  coiuuiiOnd  of  Capt  Barley : 

"Sir.— I  have  this  moment,  rowived,  by  expn>es,  tho  ondoHed  letter 
fruiu  GKiu-nil  UairiAoii.  If  I  hntl  ntftct-re  aitd  msD, — aud  1  have  no  doubt 
you  will  bf-od  th^iu,— I  cuuid  liurht  Uil'  tiuemji',  aud  prowfed  u|»  the  lakf* 
but,  haviiiji  no  one  to  cointiiiuirl  tlm  'Ninparn/  and  oul.v  one  oonintw- 
•ioDf?<l  Uf^ut^'iiaut  and  two  actiuff  lieuti^iinnTi*,  \vha1x'v*«r  my  wishes  ni(»y 
b*.  |?oinjiC  out  i»  nut  of  tho  rju»*tiori.  Th**  innn  tJiat  canio  by  Mr  tlmniTK 
Itn  ore  a  motley  «*l,— bliwkB,  Roldit.TB,  and  boys.  I  r-imn  t  think  you 
*AW  thvrn  aftf-r  they  were  »oIect-»?d.  I  am,  howpver,  ploasnl  t  H«e  any 
thia^  iu  the  ahajK)  of  a  man/*— J/Mt-Ae/iz/e's  Life  of  Perry,  vol.  i.  pp. 
1G5.  106. 

Commodore  Chauncey  thf  n  rebuked  him  in  his  reply, 
und  H(»t  forth  the  worth  of  the  negro  seaman: 

"Sm, — 1  hove  boen  duly  honoprnJ  with  your  Iftters  of  the  twenty- 
third  auii  tweoty-Hixth  ultiiuo,  and  uotioe  your  anxiety  for  men  aud  otti- 
•••re.  1  am  <>4|na1)y  anxioui*  to  fumbth  ynu;  and  no  time  nhnll  be  lost  m 
■mdtog  oHiopTH  aud  men  to  you  a»  hoou  uh  tbu  ]>ublic  service  will  allow 
im*  to  Hetid  tliein  from  tliw  lake.  I  n*v^X  that  you  ai-e  not  ptea>u<d  witJl 
the  m«n  wmt  you  by  Mestire  Champliu  anO  Kores*t ;  for.  to  niy  knowled^v, 
n  part,  of  tliem  Are  not  »urjiOi«eii  by  nny  weauieu  we  have  in  the  fleet: 
Aod  I  haTu  yet  to  leani  that  the  eolor  of  tlie  skin,  or  t)ie  cut,  nud  tnra- 
ninK^  of  the  rout,  can  effect  a  di/iu'n  qualificHtioDH  or  UM^fulheHN.  I  hava 
nwwly  fifty  blaekd  on  board  of  thistship,  and  many  of  them  ure  among 
my  IjeHt  men:  aud  those  jteople  you  call  soldiers  have  be<«u  t<i  m*i^,  from 
tao  to  sevcnteeayeaTR;  and  I  presume  that  you  will  Hnd  them  ii^Kuod 
and  usef^il  as  any  men  on  board  of  your  vew^el ;  at  loaHt  if  you  can  judfi^o 
by  companson;  for  those  whiih  we  have  on  board  of  this  ship  are  utteu- 
Mrr  ajid  obedient,  and,  as  for  as  I  can  judffe,  man.v  of  them  excellent 
•Romen:  at  any  qite,  the  men  sent  to  Lake  Krie  have  tjeen  scleeted  with 
m  view  of  HeudiuK  a  fair  proportion  of  (>etty  offlcerw  and  seamen;  and  I 
prpwuTiie,  nyton  examimvtion,  it  will  l>e  found  that  tJioy  are  eijual  to  thon? 
fepou  IhiM  lake."— -W/jfAe/ixie'tf  Life  of  Parry,  vol.  i.  pp.  180,  IKT, 

The  battle  of  Lake  Erie  is  the  most  memorable  naval 
battle  fonght  ^vith  tlie  British;  of  it  Roswiter  JohnHon,  in 
1iii4  "History  of  the  War  of  1812/'  in  the  deseription  of 
the  engagement,  says : 

"A«  tbp  qnwtion  of  the  fighting  qualities  of  the  black  man  has  since 
ronsiderably  dificussetl,  it  is  worth  noting  that  In  thin  bloodj  and 
Inot  batrle  a  Inxge  numlwr  of  Perry's  men  were  mr^rroeH." 

It  wae  not  left  to  Commodores  Clmuneey  and  Perry, 
mlely.  to  applaud  them;  there  wa«  not  an  American  war

Ah  in  the  hrte  war  of  the  Miellion,  the  negroes  ofiererl 
their  services  at  the  outset  when  volanteiTS  were  called^ 
for,  and  the  tnie  patriot**  at  the  North  sought  to  havefl 
tlielr  servic»*H  ai-tvptcd:  hut  tlie  government  being  in  the" 
eontrol  of  the  opponents  of  universal  freedom  and   thrt 
extention  of  the  rights  of  citizenship  to  the  negro,   tho 
efr>rt  to  admit  him  into  the  ranks  of  the  nrtny.  even   in 
sepnrat^:'   organizations,  was  futile.      At  the  sajne  Xxxm 
American  whites  would  not  enlist  to  any  great  extent,!

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ably  not  have  lasted  six  months;  certaioly  the  invasion  of 
Caouda  would  not  have  been  atten»j>t4Ki. 

The  reverseH  which  met  the  Aiuericiui  army  in  the  firKt 
year  of  the  war,  slackened  even  the  eulistmejit  that  was 
going  on  uud  im|X'rik»d  tlie  safety  of  the  country,  and  the 
defences  of  the  niobt  important  seaports  and  manufactur- 
ingstat^.  Battle  after  battle  had  been  lost,  the  invtision 
of  Canada  abandoned,  and  the  British  hod  turned  their 
attention  southward.  The  war  in  Kurojw*  had  bi>en 
brought  to  a  dose,  and  Napoleon  was  a  captive.  Eng- 
hind  was  now  at  Ulwrty  to  mnfon'o  hor  fleet  and  aiTiiy  in 
America,  and  fears  wore  ent^jrtainwl  that  other  I^uropean 
fx)wer8  nii^ht  assiHt  her  in  invading  the  I'nited  Stntes. 
The  negro  soldier  again  loonievl  up,  and  n«  the  British 
irere  preparing  to  atta/^k  New  Orle^mH  with  a  suiwrior 
force  to  that  of  Gen.  Jackson's,  he  sought  to  avail  himself 
of  <» very  possible  help  within  his  reach.  Accordingly  he 
issued  the  following  proclamation ;

Dno  rpg^ard  will  be  paid  to  the  feolinga  of  freeman  and  soldiers.  Yoa 
will  not,  hy  heing  associated  with  white  men  in  the  name  corps,  be«^ju 
polled  to  improper  comparisons  or  unjust  sarcasm.  An  a  dist'mct,  iDd«?>- 
pcmdent  battalion  or  r»»^ment,  pursuing  the  patli  of  jjlory,  you  wili^ 
undivided,  receive  the  upplau^  and  jfrutitude  of  your  countrymeu. 

To  tutflurc  you  of  the  sincerity  of  my  intentions,  and  my  anxipt^r  i/^ 
engu^»your  invaluable  serviws  to  our  country,  1  have  comnmnieat'Hl 
my  witthfts  to  the  (Jovemor  of  Louifiinna,  who  is  fully  informed  as  to  tJie 
manner  of  enrollment,  and  will  jfive  you  every  necessary  information  on 
the  subject  of  this  oddrRBs. 

Akdbgw  Jackbon,  MaJor-GeoBral  Comina-nriin^ 
[.Was  Jiegister,  rot.  yii.  p.  205.] 

When  the  news  of  Gen.  Jackeon  arming  the  free 
negroes  reached  the  North  it  created  no  little  Bur|n-iH<», 
and  greatly  encourag^xl  those,  who,  fi'oni  the  eoninnnice- 
nient  of  hostilities,  Imd  advocated  it.  The  successt-K  uf 
the  suniiner  were  being  oliliterated  by  the  vietorit«  which 
the  T5ritish  were  achieviiijLC.  The  national  capitol  was 
biiniiMj ;  Maine  hiu}  virtually  fallen  into  their  liands; 
gloom  and  diaajipoiutnient  prevailed  thronghout  the 
country.  Enlistment  wus  at  a  stand-still,  and  a**  the^ 
British  were  threat^^ning  with  annihilation  the  few  troopa- 
then  in  the  field,  it  became  evident  that  the  8tate«  wouhl 
have  to  look  to  their  own  defence.  New  York  a^aiit. 
turned  her  attention  to  her  fn>e  negro  population ;  a  bill 
was  prepnritl  and  introduced  in  the  legislature  looking  to 
the  arming  of  her  negi-oes,  and  in  Octolx»r,  a  month  aft^T 
(Jen.  Jnckson  issued  hisappcal  totlic  nejrrtjesof  Louisiiuia, 
the  Legislature  passed  a  bill  of  which  the  following  are  the 
most  impoi-tant  sections:

1.  lie  it  pna<'ted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  \ew  York, 
r<^preHHnt4Hl  in  RenHte  and  AHscmhly,  Thni  Mie  Governor  of  the  State  ho, 
Mod  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  rniM*,  by  voluntary  enliKtnient,  two  w^* 
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roentH  of  frt*  men  of  color^  for  Uie  defeaco  of  the  Stut*»  for  thpeo  years, 
anlcss  »oanor  discharged. 

"SBtTf.  2.  AiiJ  be  it  further  enacted,  Tliut  eacli  of  tho  said  regl- 
mrntA  filial]  oonniKt  of  odp  thouHond  und  oij^^bty  ablo-bodietl  uien;  uud 
the  unjil  regimeDta  shoU  be  formwl  into  a  brigjwle,  or  be  orgiuiiztHl  in 
Kjch  maufler,  uod  nhail  be  eniitlojed  in  such  serviL'o,  a**  the  Goveruor  of 
the  State  of  Savr  York  shall  deem  lK*st  mlapted  to  defend  the  saiil  Slale. 

**8kcT.  3.  Aud  Ih?  it  further  eoju'ted,  That  all  the  eummleHionfsl 
officerBof  tlie  naid  re^ment«$  and  brij^ade  Bhall  l>e  white  men;  and  thr> 
Goveruor  of  the  Stnte  of  New  York  Bhnll  be,  and  he  i»  hereby,  author- 
bed  to  eormuission,  by  brevet,  all  the  otfloers  of  the  said  remiments  and 
brigade,  who  shall  hold  their  resijective  commiKfiions  until  the  council  of 
•pt-n^intuifnt  Hliall  havM  a|>|>ointe*l  the  officers  <jf  the  paid  r»?piments  and 
bri(pide,  iu  j>ureuance  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  tiaid  State. 

"Seit.  C.  And  Ixf  it  further  eniu*ted,  That  it  Hhall  be  lawful  for 
any  al)h*-bodiKl  ttluve,  with  the  written  nssent  of  hiw  tnanter  or  mis- 
!»««,  to  enlict  into  the  woid  eorinn;  aud  the  inanter  or  mistn«e»  of  such 
•hive  ehfiU  be  entitled  to  the  pay  and  bounty  allowed  him  for  his  service: 
luiii,  further,  that  tlie  Haid  f*lave,  at  the  time  of  rweivin^  hiB  diBirharge, 
•hnll  Iw  deemed  and  adjudged  to  have  l>een  legally  manumitted  from 
tlwit  time,  and  his  Hoid  master  or  raistrws  shall  not  theneeforward  bo 
lialile  for  his  maintenance. — Luws  of  the  StJit^  ofXow  York,  passed  at 
tite  Thirty-eighth  Sessiou  of  the  Legislature,  chap,  xviii. 

The  organization  of  negro  troops  M'ns  now  fairly- 
b«>guu;  ut  tho  South  tfnliKtinont  wae  confiued  to  the  fh?e 
negroeB  as  eet  forth  in  Gen.  Jackson's  Proolaination.  In 
N*?w  York,  the  slaves  who  shouUI  fulibt  with  the  consent 
of  their  ownerw  wen?  to  be  fi'ee  at  the  expiration  of  their 
ijtTvice,  BB  provided  in  the  Sixth  section  of  the  law  quoted 

Animated  by  that  love  of  liberty  and  country  which 
bad  ever  prompted  them,  notwithstanding  the  disabilitieB 
under  which  they  hib(»n^d,  to  enter  the  ranks  of  their 
country's  defenders  whenever  that  country  has  been 
ru^Kailed  by  foes  without  or  traitors  within,  the  ne^oes 
n.wpoiide*!  to  the  call  of  General  Jackson  and  to  that  of 
New  York,  witli  a  zeal  and  energy  chara<;tenstic  only  of  a 
brave  and  jjatriotic  people.  Inspired  by  the  hope  of  im- 
partial lib(*rty.  they  ralliefl  to  the  snpix>rt  of  that  banner 
which  Coirunoflore  Barron  lowered  wlu^n  he  failed  to  pro- 
tect thera  from  British  aggression,  but  which  Commodore 
Decatur  gallantly  and  successfully  defended. 
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Tlio  forcil»li»cuiiture  and  imprison raent  of  Waiv,  Mar- 
tin and  Hlrachan,  the  three  negroes  taken  from  the  ChciBi^ 
peake,  and  who  were  recognized  by  the  United  States  au- 
thorities as  citizens  of  the  republic,  was  sounded  a«  tlw»] 
key-note  and  rallying  cr^'  of  the  war;  the  outrnge  served 
greatly  to  aroutse  the  people.  The  fact  that  the  goFem* 
inent  sought  to  estabhsh  the  liberty  of  the  free  nogro(ie, 
and  the  further  fact  that  tjhe  regarded  them  as  citizens, 
heightened  their  indignation  at  the  outrage  committed  by 
the  British,  and  appealed  to  their  keenest  patriotic  sensi- 
bilities. New  York  was  not  long  in  raising  her  two  battal- 
ions, and  standing  it  forward  to  the  army,  then  at  Sack-j 
et's  Harbor. 

On  the  18th  of  Deoemlxjr,  1814,  following  the  issuing 
of  his  Proclamation,  Gen.  Jackson  reviewed  the  troops  i 
under  his  command  at  New  Orleans,  amounting  to  about 
six  thousand,  and  of  this  force  about  five  hundred  were 
negi'oes,  organized  into  two  battalions,  coniiumidiKl  by 
Maj.  Lacoste  and  Maj.  Savory,  These  battalions,  at  tho 
close  of  the  r»^view,  says  Parton,  in  his  Life  of  Jackson, 
had  read  to  them  by  Edward  I^ivingston,  a  member  of 
Jackson's  staff,  the  following  address,  from  the  Com* 
mander  of  the  American  forces :

I  knew  that  you  rould  endure  hai|ger| 
aad  tliu-yt,  and  all  the  hardships  of  war.    I  knew  tliat  you  loviid  tbp

Thus  in  line  with  the  white  troope  on  the  Hoil  of 
Ijouisiana.  amid  u  lar^  slave  population,  the  nejijo  sol- 
i}U*rH  >verH  highly  praiwed  l\v  the  coiniuanding  General. 
The  Briti»!i  had  already  made  their  appearance  on  the 
roaet  near  tlwMnouth  of  the  Missi.HHippi.  and  at  the  time 
of  their  lundhig,  General  Jackboii  went  out  to  meet 
them  with  two  thousand  one  hundred  men ;  the  British 
had  two  thonnand  four  hundre*!.  This  won  on  the  28rd  of 
Tietvuiber.  The  two  araiieH  met  and  fought  to  within  a 
lew  mile«  of  the  city,  where  the  Biitish  general,  I'aken- 
ham,  whohud  arrivfxl  with  reinforrvments.  he<:nu  on  the 
•Hut  to  lay  »ei^.  On  Jan.  8th  the  whort  lait  terrible  strug- 
gle took  plaee  which  not  only  taxed  the  energies  and  din- 
played  the  great  eourag**  of  linth  fore****,  hut  mude  the 
engjigt^ment  one  of  historic  interest.  In  the  short  space 
of  twent^'-tive  minut/:*  seven  hundred  of  the  Bntisli  were 
kilU-d :  foui't<>en  hundrefl  were  woundi»d  and  four  hun- 
dred! were  taken  prisoners.  The  Ameri<-aji  army  wiis  so 
veil  protected  that  only  four  were  killed  and  thirteen 
woun<1e*l.  It  wa.s  in  this  jiTi'Mt  hattle  that  two  battalions 
of  n'^fM's  participated,  and  heljx'tl  to  save  the  city,  the 
covi.'lf*i  pri«e,  from  the  Britisli.  Tlie  two  battalions  num- 
beivd  four  hundn*d  nnd  thirty  men.  and  were  conimande*! 
by  Maj.  Lacoste  and  M;ij.  Savory.  Gi-eat  Britain  also 
had  her  negro  soldiers  there, — a  regiment  imports  from 
flu*  \V(»st  TndieR  which  headed  tho  nttn«-k»ng  column 
against  .Jackson's  right.— they  led  h<'r  van  in  the  battle; 
tiieir  failure,  with  that  of  the  Irish  regiment  which  formed 
ako  a  part  of  the  advance  column,  lost  the  British  the

The  New  York  battalion  was  organized  and  marched 
the  reinforcement  of  the  Ani<»nean  army  at  Socket's 
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Harbor,  tben  threatened  by  tlie  enemy.  This  battalion 
waj9  baid  to  be  a  flue  looking  budy  of  men,  well  drilled  and 
diHtnpIined.  In  Congress  Mr.  Martindale,  of  New  York, 
*Hid,  in  a  simhh-U  delivered  on  the  22ud  January  1828,  be- 
fore that  body : 

**  Slaves  or  nngropfl  who  hiu]  l>«?n  Hlnvcw  were  enlistRd  ae  anldji«ra  inl 
the  war  uf  the  Revolution :  auil  1  uiybt^lf  naw  a  buttaliou  of  them,- 
fine  martial  lookiug  num  aa  I  ev^r  saw  attached  to  the  Northern  army  iu. 
the  laHt  war  (1812). — ou  it«  march  from  I*IaLt»burf;  to  Socket's  Har-: 
bor,  where  they  did  fiervioe  for  tlie  couutry  with  credit  to  New  Vork  audi 
honor  to  tUemwlveH." 

As  in  the  dark  days  of  the  Revolution,  so  now  la 
another  period  of  national  danger,  the  negroeH  proved 
their  courajj^e  and  patriotism  by  service  in  the  field.  How- 
ever,  the  lauientabJH  treatment  of  Major  Jeffrey*  is  evi- 
dence that  these  services  were  not  regaixJed  as  a  protws- 
tion  Hgainst  outrage. 

In  the  bvo  wars  in  which  the  history  of  the  negroes 
has  been  traced  in  these  pages,  there  is  nothing  that  miti- 
gates against  his  manhood,  tliough  his  condition,  either 
bond  or  free,  was  lowly.  But  on  the  contrary  the  honor 
of  the  race  has  been  maintained  under  every  clrcuiustauee 
in  which  it  has  been  placed.

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CHAPTER  I. 


PUBLIC  OPINION. 


It  seemfl  proper,  before  attempting  to  record  the 
achievements  of  the  negro  soldiei-s  iu  the  war  of  the 
IU'lH?IIioti.  that  we  should  consider  the  state  of  public 
opinion  regarding  the  negrocB  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war; 
also,  in  connection  therewith,  to  note  the  rapid  change 
thai  took  place  ilurlng  the  early  part  of  the  struggle. 

For  some  cause,  unexplained  in  a  general  neuHe,  the 
while  people  in  the  Colonien  and  in  the  Slatew,  came  to 
entertain  againnt  the  coIohmI  races  then^n  a  prtyudice, 
That  sliowed  it«*»^lf  in  a  hostility  to  the  latter's  enjoying 
pf]nal  civil  and  political  nghtw  willi  11nnnH('lvi*s.  VariouH 
M'a«on8  are  alleged  for  it,  but  the  difficulty  of  really  solv- 
ing tht!  j)roblen»  lies  in  tlie  fact  that  the  early  settU'rs  in 
th'iH  f-ountry  came  without  i)i'ejudice  ngainst  color.  The 
N>*;;ro,  Eg)'ptian.  Arab,  and  other  colore^!  raci^s  knowu  to 
them,  live^l  in  Eurojjean  countries,  when^  no  prejuilice,  on 
account  of  color  existed.  How  very  strange  th»^n,  that  a 
fft'ling  antiigonistic  to  the  negTOf*s  should  become  a 
prominent  feature  in  the  character  of  the  Euroi>enu  emi- 
grants to  these  shores  und  their  descrndnnts.  It  has  l)een 
liL'ld  by  some  writere  that  the  American  prejudice  against 
The  negro<»H  was  (x»casioiuMl  ]>y  their  docility  and  unrf^sent- 
ing  spirit.    Surely  no  one  ac<piainted  with  the  Indian  will 

(?  that  hois  docile  or  wanting  in  spirit,  yet  occasion- 
lly  therr>  is  manife8t»:ifl  a  prejudice  against  him;  the 
Tpcruiting  officere  in  Miu5sachusetts  refused  to  enlist  In- 
dians. tu<  well  as  negroes,  in  regiments  and  companies 
inwle  up  of  white  citizens,  though  members  of  both  races, 
could  sometimes  be  found  in  white  regiments. 
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rebellion  of  18G1-5,  hoiik:?  Western  repiuent«  had  onf* 
two  ne*2;roe8  and  Indians  in  them,  but  there  wa^*  no  gx.'u*^r 
enlistment  of  either  race  in  white  i-egimeuts.*    The  obji 
lion  was  on  amount  of  color,  or,  aw  isonie  writ<?rw  claim, 
bj'the  fact  of  the  ra<:*es — negro  and  Indian  t — having  l)eoH 
enslaveci.    Be  the  cauee  what  it  may,  a.  prejudice,  strong, 
un relent inr^T.  barrt»d  the  two  raco8  from  enjoyinjf  with  th* 
white  race  equal  civil  and  political  rights  in  the  Uiiit< 
States.    So  very  strong  had  that  prejiulice  grown  Him 
the  Revolution,  enhance<i  it  may  1m*  by  slavery  and  <Jocfl. 
ity,  that  when  the  i*el>ellion  of  1801  buret  forth,  a  feeJi 
stronger  than  law,  like  a  Chinese  wall  only  more  imj^reg- 
nable.  encircled  the  negTo,  and  formed  a  barrier   l)etwixtl 
him  and  the  army.    Doubtless  jxnice — a  long  peac*' — leul 
its  aid  materially  to  tliis  Btate  of  affairs.    Wealth,  chit'fly, 
was  the  dream  of  the  American  from  1815  to  18(50,  noarly 
half  a  century;  a  jK^riod  in  \^'hich  the  negro  wats  fiiendh?HH,j 
eave  in  a  few  strong-mindedj  iron-hearted  men  like  Johi 
Brown  in  KaunaH.  Wendell  Philips  in  New  England,  Charli 
Sumner  in  the  UniUnl  States  Senate,   Horace  (invtley  iii^ 
New  York  and  a  few  others,  wlio  dared,  in  the  face  o( 
utrong  public  sentiment,  to  plead  his  cause,  even  fn>ui  n 
huniaue  platforui.    In  many  places  he  could  not  ride  in 
street  car  that  was  not  inscribed,  **  Coloivtj  persons  rit 
in  this  car.'*    The  deck  of  a  Rteaml)oat,  the  box  ears  ol 
the  railroad,  the  pit  of  the  theatre  and  the  gallery  of  tht»J 
church,  were  the  locations  accorded  him.    The  church  lent] 
its  influents  to  the  rancor  and  bitterness  of  a  prejudice  qk| 
deadly  iis  the  sap  of  the  Upas. 

To  descTil)e  public  opinion  respecting  the  negro  a  hj 
a  century  ago,  is  no  easy  task.    It  wa^  just  budding  into

It  if  trut* ,  that  in  th<'  North  of  tho  Union,  innmaKM  may  Ih»  Iffinll.v  con- 
tr.irtfHl  Ijrtwoen  nefTroes  and  whit«»o,  hut  publie  opinion  wonhl  sli[^atixf> 
m  man,  n-lio  should  i-ontent  hinioelf  with  a  npgroi<iAj  an  infauioiH.  If 
fipf>n«w<l,  tiit*,r  nia.v  bring  an  nation  at  law,  butth(\v  witi  find  nonf^  hut 
i«faite«  runonjr  thWr  judgw,  and  although  they  may  legally  werve  aa 
jnronn,  pr»'jiidiii'  ri'paIfM»s  tJipm  for  that  offlw.  In  theutren  gohl  rminofc 
juxxTun*  n  B«at  for  tlir  nervik*  racw  lifKide  tJieir  fonnor  inawtMrK,  in  lionpi- 
tAlH  Uipy  lir  apart.  Thoy  ntv  uIIowihI  to  invoki*  the  f*aini'  divinity  as  the 
nrhitn*.  The  gate**  of  hwiven  aru  not  doffed  u^lnnt  thot*  unhappy 
KSngs ;  but  thrir  iiifmority  i«  continue*!  to  tht*  vnry  onnHnw  of  thp  other 
iirt.»rhJ.  The  UMgTo  it*  fi-ee,  but  he  can  shai*p.  neitticr  tho  right**,  nor  tho 
laJ'fir,  nor  thi'  alflirtion^  of  him,  whost*  oipial  he  ha<*  tieou  declai'od  X/O  lie, 
and  hp  nannot  m«wt  him  upon  fair  terms  in  life  or  death." 

DeTocqueville,  as  is  seen,  wrote  with  mucli  bitterneaH 
nntl  Bfvnuuiinj  and,  it  is  but  fair  to  Htiite,  makeu  no  alln- 
hmou  to  atiy  exceptions  to  the  various  conditions  of 
nfTuirs  tliut  li(>  mentions.  In  aJl  eaH«^  nuitters  might  not. 
|,have  been  exa<;tly  an  bad  as  he  pictUT-es  them,  but  as  far 
tlie  deei>-seated  pi-ejudiee  ti^iinst  the  negr{M?8,and  indif- 

ice  to  their  rights  and  elevation  are  concerned,  the 
filctti  will  freely  sustain  the  views  so  forcibly  presented. 

The  nc^o  had  no  remembrance  of  the  country  of  his 
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ancestry,  Africa,  and  he  abjured  their  reli^on.  In  th< 
South  bfi  bad  no  family ;  women  were  merely  the  t**mj)or 
ary  sharer  of  his  pleasures;  his  master's  cabins  were  th( 
homes  of  his  diildien  dui-ing  their  childhood.  While  thi 
Indian  pei-ished  in  the  8trugg:le  for  the  preservation  of  hii 
home,  his  hunting  grounds  and  his  freedom,  the  negrt 
entered  into  slavery  us  soon  as  he  was  born,  in  fact  w 
often  purchased  in  the  womb,  and  wa*5  born  to  know,  first  - 
that  he  was  a  slave.  If  one  bfv^me  free,  he  found  froedo 
harder  to  bear  than  slavery;  half  civilized,  d^jjHved  o 
nearly  all  righte,  in  coutnct  with  his  su[>eriors  in  wealtt^^ 
and  knowMge,  exposed  to  the  rigor  of  a  tyrannical  prej  S^ 
udice  moulded  into  laws,  he  contented  himself  to  b» 
allowed  to  live. 

The  Negro  race,  however,  it  must  be  remembeivd,  is 
the  oidy  raire  that  has  ever  come  in  contact  with  the  Eur 
pe^an  race,  and  been  able  to  withstand  its  atrocities  au( 
oppivssion ;  all  others,  like  the  Indian,  whom  they  coult 
not  make  subservient  to  their  use,  they  have  destroyeil 
The  Negro  race,  like  the  Israelites,  mnUipli*H:i  so  rapidly  \tm: 
bondag-e,  that  the  oppressor  btH*an»e  alarmed,  and  begar»  - 
discussing  methods  of  safety  to  himself.  The  only  [wopW  J 
able  to  coi^e  with  the  Anglo-American  or  Saxon,  with  an,>^. 
show  of  success,  must  be  of  patient  fortitude,  pro^tvssiv^^ 
intelligence,  brave  in  resentment  and  earnest  in  endeavor^^ 
In  spite  of  his  surroundings  and  state  of  public  opinior-K" 
the  Africau  livi*d,  and  g-ave  birth,  largely  through  nmal  •' 
gamation  with  the  representatives  of  the  different  ra 
that  inhal)it».Hl  tlie  United  Stat<»s,  to  a  new  race, — the  ^l/n-*^"" 
erican  Negro.    Professor  Sampson  in  his  mixed  races  says:  *=^ 

•'  Tbe  Nej<ro  is  a  new  riMw.  and  w  not  the  direct  descent  of  any  peojil^^' 
that  have  over  flourinltod.    Tho  glorj*  of  the  ne^ro  race  is  yet  to  oonie.*" 

As  evidence  of  its  cajjucity  to  acquire  glorj',  the  recorr^^ 
made  in  the  late  struggle  fui-nishes  abundant  proof.    At^ 
the  sound  of  the  tocsin  at  the  Noilh,  negro  waiter,  cook,^  ^ 
barber,    boot-black ,    gi'oom,    portt*r   and    laborer  stood^  ' 
ready  at  the  enlisting  office;  and  though  the  recruitings? 
officer  refused  to  list  his  name,  he  waitiMl  like  the  '*  imtient 
ox'*  for  the  partition-/;A^ur/iCt^to  be  ixMuoved.  He  waited 
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tMu  yf-ars  bpfore  even  the  door  of  the  partition  was 
upene*!:  th»'U  heilUl  not  hesitate,  but  walkfMl  in,  and  with 
what  effef:t  the  world  knows. 

The  war  cloud  of  18G0  still  moi-e  aroused  the  bitter 
prejudiee  agahiKt  tlte  nt'gTo  at  both  tlie  Noi-th  and  South  ; 
but  he  was  safer  in  South  CaroHua  than  in  New  York,  in 
Richmond  than  in  Huston. 

It  is  a  natural  consequence,  when  war  is  waged  be- 
tween two  uatioaBf  lor  thone  on  either  side  to  forget  local 
feuds  and  unite  against  the  common  enemy,  as  was  done 
in  the  R^*voluti<inary  war.  How  differeat  was  the  situa- 
tion now  when  the  threatened  war  was  not  one  between 
nations,  but  l)etween  states  of  the  same  nation.  Tiie  feel- 
ing" of  hostility  tt»WHrd  the  ne^ro  was  not  put  a.side  and 
foi^gotten  a&  other  troublesome  matters  were,  but  the  bit- 
tenie»<a  iM^cjinie  intiMisifiwl  and  moi'e  marked. 

The  Confederate  UoveruiiK'nt  though  organized  for 
tlie  |M^r|H;tiuil  t-nslavement  of  the  negro,  fostered  the  idea 
that  the  docility  of  the  negroes  would  allow  them  to  be 
used  for  any  purpose,  without  their  liaving  the  It^ast  idea 
of  becoming  fre*>meu.  Some  idea  may  be  formed  of  pub- 
lir  opinion  at  the  South  at  tin*  beginning  i>f  the  war  by 
what  Mr.  Pollard,  in  his  history,  gives  as  the  fe*.'ling  at  the 
South  at  the  close  of  the  siH-ond  year  of  the  struggle: 

"  Indreti,  tho  war  had  nhowii  tlif  H.vstoni  of  eliivery  in  tlie  tSoutb  t-o 
Xhv  world  in  isotne  now  ami  Ktiikiup;  n^iK^-U,  find  hud  removed  much  of 
that  t'lond  of  prejudt'ro,  dufamation.  fnl^hood,  ronmnco  and  pervprne 
sentimcDt^Ui^^m  throiijjrh  which  our  pfx-idiiir  institution  biul  bwn  formerly 
knowii  to  Eurof>e.  It  h/vd  given  a  Itftior  viudli'ation  of  our  system  of 
ftlaver.v  than  ilII  the  bookH  that  eould  bo  writtMii  in  n  goti"ration.  It  htid 
shown  that  Hhivcry  was  an  dement  of  ntrenfrth  to  us;  tJiat  it  had 
OMi^tetl  UH  in  our  Ktrugjcln;  that  no  8«'rviJe  iue>umH:liouB  had  lakt-u  pluoe 
in  thf  South,  in  sjMte  of  the  allurements  of  our  enemy;  that  the  pIhvo 
had  tilled  the  mtW  while  hi:)  muster  had  fought;  that  in  lai>!;e(li8tricts, 
unprotected  by  our  troops,  and  with  a  whit*?  population,  conKiHting^ 
nlmost  exclusively  of  women  and  children,  the  slave  had  continued  bis 
work^  quiet*  faithful,  and  cheerful;  and  that,  a»  a  conservative  element 
io  our  social  sybtcm,  the  iiiHtitntiou  of  slavery  had  withBtood  tlie  nhocka 
of  war.  and  Iteeu  a  faithful  ally  of  our  army,  although  instigated  to 
Tvvoliition  l»y  every  art  of  the  enemy,  and  prompted  to  the  work  of 
AHHowdnation  and  pillage  by  the  most  brutal  examples  of  the  Yankee 
w>ldS«r»," 
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With  this  view,  the  whole  elavc  population  waw 
brought  to  tho  iu*sistaiK-o  of  Un'.  CoiiftHl<*rrito  Government, 
anil  then?by  caught  the  very  first  hoi)e  of  freedom,  Au 
inunto  reasouing  tiinght  the  negro  that  Bhiven  eouUl  uut 
be  reUed  upon  to  fi;^ht  for  their  own  eualaveinent.  To  get 
to  the  bi-oastworkn  wa«  but  to  get  a  chance  to  nin  to  the 
Yankees ;  and  thousands  of  those  whose  elastic  stt^p  kept 
time  with  the  martial  strains  of  the  drum  and  fife,  an  they 
maiM'htMl  on  through  city  and  towii,  enroutc  to  thefi'ont. 
were  not  elated  with  the  hope  of  Southern  success,  but  were 
buoyant  witli  the  ]>r(jspecta  of  rem^hing  the  North.  The 
confederates  found  it  no  easy  task  to  watch  the  negroes 
and  the  Yanke(W  too;  their  attention  could  l>e  givrn  in 
but  one  at  a  time;  as  a  slave  expressed  it,  "when  niarsa 
watch  the  Yankee,  nigger  go;  when  marsa  watch  the 
nigger,  Yankee  come."  But  the  Yankees  did  not  always 
i-efnnve  him  kindly  during  the  first  year  of  the  war. 

In  his  first  inaugural,  Mr.  Lincoln  divlared  '*that  the 
property,  i)eace  and  security  of  no  section  are  to  be  in 
anywise  tmdangered  by  the  new  incoming  administra- 
tion..'' Thf  Union  generals,  except  Fremont  and  PhHl[>a 
and  a  U'W  .suhordinates,  accepted  this  as  public  opinion, 
and  as  their  guide  in  dealing  with  the  slavery  question. 
That  opinion  is  better  exprtvsscd  in  the  doggei'el,  sun**^  in 
after  months  by  the  negro  troops  as  they  marched  along 
through  Dixie; 

" Mi^.'I'r'UaD  wont  to  Richmond  with  two  hundred  thousand  hraves, 
He  wild,  'keep  back  the  niggers  hwI  iIip  Union  be  would  save,** 
Littk'  Muc.  h(3  hiid  hU  way,  Ktill  the  Union  is  in  ti^ara, 
And  tht^y  tall  for  tho  help  of  tln>  colorori  voluut«»r8.'* 

The  tii-st  two  lines  expressed  the  sentiment  at  the  time, 
not  only  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomoc,  but  the  army  cora- 
man»lei-8  evei-ywhei-e,  witli  the  exceptions  named.  The 
administration  winked  at  the  enforcement  of  the  fugitive 
slave  bill  by  the  soldiers  engaged  in  capturing  and  return- 
ing the  negroes  coming  into  the  Union  lines.*  T'ndoubtfHl- 
ly  it  was  the  idea  of  the  (jovernmeut  to  tui*n  the  course  of 
the  war  from  its  rightful  channel,  or  in  other  words, — \n 
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thf  restoration  of  tlio  I.'nion, — to  eliminato  the  anti-elrtv- 
A.'ry  ftt^iitiint^iit,  wliicli  Ueinaiuled  the  tVeedoui  of  theshivort. 
Hon.  Kh'wha  U.  Pottor,  of  Rhode  l&laa<l,— '*  who  may/' 
i5ai<i  Afr.  Gnn'ley,  '"W*  fmrly  Ktyled  the  h»?n*tiitary  rhief  of 
the  iVniocratir  party  of  tluit  8Uito," — made  a.  Hjiefvh  un 
the  war  in  the  State  Sonata*,  on  thu  10th  of  Aii^uHt  1801, 
ill  which  ho  rtnnarketi  : 

I  havo  said  that  th*'  war  inn.v  n>»i*iinie  auntlHT  a8iM»ft,  ami  h**  a  Hhort 
aii'l  Moxly  on«».  Aim!  to  »»rU  u  wur — ;ju  nnti-^thve^ry  ovir— it  t«i-<rnit«  to 
mr  w«*  iiTv  inrrittihiy  driftinir.  It  se^'mi*  to  uw  liardly  in  the  powi-i-  of 
hiirimii  himIoim  t*)  lui^vint  it.  \\v  rimy  itiiuint'iiri'  the  war  witUout 
uiH«itiiDi;  Uj  intfrferu  with  elavpr.v;  hut  let  us  h»ive  out'  nr  two  huttI<*H, 
nnd  prt.  our  Mood  fxritc*!,  and  wo  fthall  not  only  not  nwtom  any  more 
etlav<«t,  butesliidl  prorhiim  fji-odom  whorowr  wi*  go.  And  it  wm'uim  to  me 
idmcwt  judicial  hiintlneits  ou  tht*  ]iurt  of  Uk*  South  that  they  do  iiotMe* 
titat  this  must  Ix*  tho  ineritaltltf  msult,  if  the  contest  \r  prolonged.*' 

ThiH  HeiitinuMit  hocanie  boldiT  daily  as  the  thiidviag 
Union  ni»ni  vit-wwl  tht.^  array  turnitig  atside  from  its  legiti- 
mate purj»ose«,  to  catch  runaway  aec^Toes,  and  return 
them.  Party  iinen  were  alno  givinjj;  away;  men  in  the 
army  l«*gan  to  realize  the  wortli  of  the  nt^i^rocs  as  they 
Hallin]  up  to  the  iv1>el  hreantworkH  that  were  often  irnju'eg;- 
nabie.  They  hegnn  to  eompluin,  finding"  the  negro  with 
liit*  pick  and  spade,  a  groatvr  hinderanee  to  their  progress 
than  the  ciinimn  balls  of  the  enemy;  and  more  than  one 
Baid  to  the  ('t^iinMh'rnteH,  wlien  the  jiieketK  of  the  two 
airtniett  piciiickeil  together  in  tlie  hattle*«  Inll,  ns  fivqaently 
they  did :  **  We  can  whip  you,  if  you  keep  your  negroes 
out  of  your  army." 

Quite  a  different  course  was  pursued  in  the  navy. 
NegToe«  were  readily  aw'eiJted  all  nlong  the  coast  on 
lioard  the  war  veHKeln.  it  being  no  ih'pnrturo  from  tlie  r»»gu- 
l«r  and  estubJishtMl  pracliei>  in  tlie  wrvice.  Tlie  view  with 
which  the  loyal  friends  of  the  Union  began  to  look  at  tJie 
nt-'fTTO  and  the  n'ltellion,  was  aptly  i]liiKtrate<i  in  ;>ii  article 
in  the  Mont^goniery  (Ala.)  Advertiseriu  1801,  which  said: 

"Tnr  StAVBs  «*  a  Mti-rrAiiv  Elkmknt  in  the  Soitth.— The  totnl 
whitr  p*jpidution  of  lh<.»*»levt*n  Stnt^  now  comitrising  tht*  ('onfedi?ra«y  is 
4},rM)a,oaa,  nnd,  thirvforc,  ixi  fill  up  the  ranks  of  tho  proposed  army 
(OOO.(H)a)  about  tou  per  cvnt  of  the  entire  white  poiiulatiou  will  bo 
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required.  In  tuiy  other  country  than  our  own  such  a  draft,  could  not 
met,  but  Uio  Southern  8tate«  can  fuminh  that  DUinU*r  of  nit!<ii,  and  BtilLj 
not  luavo  t.h(j  niatorial  interests  of  the  counto'  in  a  Buffering  L-oudidon. 
Those  who  aro  iucapacitatwd  for  hearing  aiTtiH  can  ovrrscw  the  plant«^' 
tiontf,  and  tlie  no^rrocHOun  go  on  undielurlxni  in  tht'ir  uhuiU  Uibon?.  lit 
the  North  the  naso  is  different;  the  men  wliu  join  tbt*  arni.v  uf  subja^sn- 
tion  an>  the  lahoreiv,  the  produo^rn,  and  tlm  fartror.v  o|>orutivi^.  NVarly 
ever^  man  from  that  Hw^tion.  0H|>ociall.v  thone  D*oni  the  rural  distri^rte, 
leaves  some  braiicli  of  indimtry  to  aiiffer  dnrinf:;-  hit*  al»w»noe.  The  insTJtu- 
tion  of  slavery  in  the  >k)uth  alone  onahte&  her  tu  place  in  the  field  a  furco, 
much  largt?r  in  proportion  to  hor  white  |xj]iuiation  than  Use  North,  oi 
indeed  any  country  which  ia  dejiendent  entirely  on  free  lahor.  Thi»  in«ti-! 
tution  i8  a  tower  of  strength  to  the  South,  particularly'  ut  the  prcMMibi 
criHiB.und  our  enenuet*  will  be  likely  to  find  that  the  'moral  canwr'  obontij 
whioh  their  orators  are  «o  fond  of  prating,  ia  i-eally  oun  of  the  Mio^t 
effet'tive  weajions  employetl  li^ainnt  the  Union  by  the  South.  What»*ver] 
number  of  men  may  be  neede<l  for  thit*  wur,  we  are  confident  our  p^^plnj 
fltand  r^'^\*\y  to  fiirnisli.  We  arc^  oil  enliHted  for  the  wnr,  and  there  muMC 
be  no  holding  btu-k  until  the  indeiiondeuce  of  the  South  is  fullv  acknowl- 
edged." 

Tho  facts  ah'oady  iiotKl  lieoame  ay>parout  to  the  natioa 
very  soon,  and  tlieu  eaine  a  chaiig'e  of  prowdurp,  and  th«s 
war  bof!:an  to  bo  prosecuted  upon  quite  a  different  i>olicy. 
Gen,   Mtdellan,  Avhose  loyalty  to   the   new   policy    waai 
dotibted,  was  reniovetl  from  the  conunand  of  tho  Arniv  i>l 
the  Potomae,  and  slave  eaU'hing  eeatwxl.    The  XXXVl[, 
CongreBS  convened  in  Dee.  1861,  in  ite  second  session,  and] 
passtni  the  followinji^  additional  ailicle  of  war: 

"AH  o(fi»s.»r8  are  pnthibited  from  en)plo>'ing  any  of  the  ftjreiae  under 
their  i-eapective  commands  for  the  puri»ofte  of  returning  fii^tiveff  from. 
s<»rvi(!e  or  lalior  who  may  have  escai>ed  from  any  persons  to  whom  «Jueh 
servifH^  or  luUor  i»  claimed  to  be  due.  Any  officer  who  HhnU  Im»  found 
guilty  by  courtrinartial  of  violating  thiu  article  shall  be  diatnlsafHl  from 
the  service/'

This  was  the  initatory  measure  of  the  new  policy,  ^ 

whieh  ])ron;ressed  to  its  fulfillment  rapidly.  And  then 
what  Mr.  CameroUj  Secretary  of  War,  had  i-econi mended  ^J 
in  December.  ISOl,  and  to  which  the  Pi*esident  objected,  ^M 
very  st)Ou  developed,  through  a  series  of  cnaetinentB,  in 
the  arming  of  the  neg^ro ;  in  which  the  loyal  j^eople  of  tlie 
whole  country  acquiesced,  save  the  border  states  people, 
who  fiercely  opposed  it  as  is  shown  in  the  conduct  of  Mr,! 
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Wickliffe,  of  Kentucky;  Saliebury,  of  Delaware,  and  others 
in  Congi\»H8. 

Public  opinion  wae  now  changed,  Congress  had  pro- 
hibited tJie  surrender  of  ut>grtjt?s  to  the  rebels,  the  Presi- 
dent issued  his  Emancipation  Proclamation,  and  morft 
than  ioO,000  negioes  were  fighting-  for  the  I'nion.  The 
l{«'pnblican  party  met  in  convention  at  Chicago,  and 
nominated  Mr.  Lincoln  fur  tiie  second  term  as  Piv«ident 
of  the  United  Suites;  the  coui'se  of  his  first  administra- 
ion  wa«  now  to  be  approved  or  reject«»d  by  the  jjeople. 
In  the  r»*K<)hiti<»ns  !ido]>te<l.  the  fiftli  one  of  them  relaUHl  to 
KniuiK-ipation  and  the  negro  soldiers.  It  was  endorHed 
by  a  very  larj!>*  majurity  of  the  voters.  A  writer  in  one 
of  the  niat^azines,  prior  to  the  election,  thus  reviews  the 
resolutions:

6ur  country  that  syrai>athy  on  the  itari,  of  the  pooph  in  Eupoi^e,  wboee 
is  the  only  syniputhy  vr**  cau  ever  exjieit  in  our  tstrujLCgU*  to|»t«rj«;tuiil 
frpe  inatitutions.  rttHSPwiug  that  eyinpnthy.  morfovcr,  we  hnvc  ha4l  anj 
elenituit  in  our  fuvor  whii-li  huH  k»*pt  the  rulops  of  Eui-ufK«  iu  whol^Honi*, 
dri'Jit]  of  UiU'i'tfYi'iicii'.  The  rrcH-himntiitn  relievwl  nn  from  tht'  fiiln-  jHwi- 
tion  bufoiv  attrilitit*'*!  to  uh  of  ti^htinij:  Mniply  for  nationjil  powi>t*.  lb 
plaoeil  us  right  iu  ttio  vyo»  of  th«  world,  and  tnLriHft'rrtil  men's  tfyinpu-^] 
thi<*rt  from  a  confederary  lljihtiii^^  for  iudopeudcin'tf  iiau  uiunucti  of  <*stiil»- 
litfhinf^  sluvpry,  t«  ft  nrttion  whose  iuAtituHona  mean  eonf^titntionol, 
liberty,  and,  vehnn  fairly  wronght  oat,  mneit  end  in  uuiversi&l  freedom. 

Tlio  chanp*  of  policy  and  of  jmblic  opinion  was  eo 
strongly'  tmdortwHi  that  it  afifi'ct<?(l  the  ivbeLs,  who  8hoi*t,I>' 
prt^fiod  a  Conpcrossional  nieafinro  for  arming  200,000 
negiVH^s  tli<:*inselvos.  What  a  i>*verHal  of  thiiijefs;  whul.  a 
change  of  sentiment,  in  lesfl  than  twenty-four  montlis!* 
Mr.  Lincoln,  in  jnstitying  the  change,  is  reported  to  have 
eaid  to  Judge  Mills,  of  Wisconsin : 

**ThG  Hlipfht^st  kno\vIed;fe  of  arjthmftio  will  prove  to  nny  nuiii  t\\i\% 
the  iHibfU  armiwH  cannot  be  dpatroytMl  with  Dt'Uiocvntic  strati'^^T-.  IbJ 
wonld  sacrifht?  all  the  white  men  <>f  the  North  to  do  it.  Thfro  ure  now 
in  tho  iw-rviw  of  the  Tnit^-d  Stati-M  neiu*  two  hundreil  thoasnnd  nhkwi 
bodii'd  colored  men,  mowt  of  them  umler  arms,  defending  aud  iut|uinn^ 
Union  t*^rritory.  The  Dmiaeriilic  fitrat^^g^-  dpnian<lR  tluit  tJiiw**  f<in*f*rt  t»i» 
dinbanded,  and  that  the  nnw*ler»  bo  conciliutod  by  rest<»nnff  thi'm  to 
eiavi'ry.  The  bUiek  men  who  now  n*iMHt  Union  priHonen*  to  i'Htmp<»,  they , 
arc  to  U?  cunvnrtod  into  our  em-niies  iu  thf?  vuin  ho|ie  of  gniidiif^ifae: 
good  will  of  their  maflters.  W»*  nhall  have  to  fipht  two  nations  instd>fvl 
of  one.  You  cannot  eonciliate  the  South  if  you  gniarantw  to  them  nltl- 
niatt*  PurTt'sH;  and  the  t'xiKTii'ni'e  nf  tlie  pn*i*'nt  war  provt*  thfir  suodcsa 
is  inevitable  if  3'ou  tlin}?  the  eunipulnory  labor  of  millionH  of  blwk  nieti: 
into  their  side  of  the  scale.  Will  you  j>ive  our  enemif\-«  (nvh  niilitarj 
advantaifes  as  insinre  buccphh.  and  then  depend  on  coa.xin^,  llattor.r,  nnd 
conoe^sioa  to  jijet  them  back  into  tho  llnionV  Abandon  all  Xhf  post* 
now  trarrirtoned  by  black  men;  take  two  hnndriNl  thousand  men  tronx 
our  Fide  and  put  them  in  the  bnttlt»lield  oreomHehl  n^minHt  n«,  ani  w«| 
wonld  bo  compelled  to  abandon  the  war  In  three  weekfl.

Htill  reg:ttrded  him,  in  the  Umf(*fl  Stutes  uniform,  aa  a  vic- 
ioUK  l)riite,  to  iM»  nhot  at  wi^lit.  I  pn^fiT,  in  (^hitsiiij^  this 
chapter,  to  g-ive  the  Southern  opinion  of  the  negro,  in  the 
words  of  a,  diHtin^JHliofl  native  of  that  Keetion.  Mr. 
George.*  W.  Cable,  in  his  "Silent  South,"  thus  gives  it:

Oen- 
erntions  of  Atnerieun  nativity  made  no  difference;  hii*  children  and  chiU 
drtflui'  ebildrt*!!  watp  Ikith  iu  «ight  of  our  door,  yet  tho  old  notion  held 
fu/it.  He  iner^awd  to  vast  numbers,  but  it  never  wavered,  lie  aeeepttil 
onr  drofiw.  lungnnge,  religion,  all  the  HiudamentnlR  of  our  civilization, 
and  bf*-ame  forever  expatriaU**!  from  hit*  own  land;  ntill  be  renmined,  to 
II ^.  an  alien.

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CHAPTER  II. 


RECRUITING  A.VD  ORG.iNlZTNG. 


The  recruiting  officer,  iu  the  first  year  of  the  enlist- 
leut  of  ih.'groeft,  ilid  not  have  a  pleastvnt  8ervi«.-e  to  i>er- 
irm.  At  New  Orleans  th(»re  \va«  no  trouble  in  reeniiting 
le  re^nient.s  orjranized  under  Butler's  comuwmij,  for, 
txTKide  the  free  nt^groes,  th«^  wlave  population  for  riiilps 
arotind  were  eager  to  eulifit,  believing  that  with  the  United 
StateB  nriny  uniform  on»  they  uuuM  bt^'  sHfi*  in  their 
e0ClVf>e  from  **olt.'  muster  and  the  ivbrt."  And  then  the 
actioii  of  the  confederate  autboritieH  in  arming  the  frt»o 
1  —  lent  a  Htiniulent  and  gijve  an  ambition  to  the 

nw  ptjpuhition  to  be  soIdiei-B.    Could  arniH  havo 
iM^n  obtained,  a  half  a  down  regimentfl  could  have  been 
■  'tl  in  wxty  days  just  as  rapidly  as  were  three. 
*  irly  in   1802,   while  the  negroew  in  New  Orleana 
w^To  bf»iDg  enroUcMl  in  the  Confederate  service,  under  Gov. 
"* '  -  prochimation,  in  Heparate  and  distinct  orguiiizfu 

I  I  om  the  whites,  the  Indians  and  negroes  were  enlist- 

ing: in  the  Union  serviee,  on  the  frontier,  in  the  same  com- 
pel ny  and  n'trinientrt,  with  white  officers  to  command 
theui.  In  the  "KaiiHas  Home  Guard/'  comj>rising  two 
rt-gitnentiii  of  Indians,  were  over  4(>0  negroes,  and  these 
1riJO|>s  were  under  Custer,  Blunt  and  Ilerron.  They  held 
Fort  MibBou  twenty  months  against  the  assaulb^  of  the 
enemy.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  negroes  served  in  the 
T'  '1  army  fi^^m  the  Indian  Nations,  and  tliese,  in  all 
I  ility,  ai-e  a  part  of  o,80t>  "not  accouute<l  for"  on 

the  Adjutant  General's  rolls. 

Qaitie  a  different  state  of  things  existed  in  South  Caro- 
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lina;  nunoi-s  wf»m  parljy  afloat,  whf*n  ifMTuiting:  l)p«mn, 
that    the    government   officers   were   gathering:   up   thej 
negroeK  to  slup  away  to  Cuba,  Afinca  and  the  West  Indied. 
These  repoitH  for  a  h^ng  time  hindered  the  eulistmont  v* 
niucli.    Then  there  wa«  no  larj^^  city  for  contrabands  to] 
congregate  in ;  be8i<le8  they  had  no  way  of  traveling  from 
i«Iand  to  inhmd  exeept  on  government  vesfiels.    Befoi'e  the 
Prochiuiation  of  freedom  was  isHued,  the  city  of  Wai^hing- 
ton,  with  Virginia  and  Maryland  as  axJditional  territory i 
to  reeniit  fnnn,  afforthHi  an  oflieor  a  l»ettor  tirld  to  oper- 
ate in  than  any  other  point  exwpt  New  OrleanH.    The  con- 
duet/  of  the  (lovernnient  in  revoking  (ien.  Fremont  *h  Proc- 
lamation, and  of  Meriellan's  with  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
inae,  in  eatching  and  returning  e8ca|ied  shives,  also  hiid  a 
tendency  for  some  time  to  keep  back  even  the  fnie  negrtw.^ 
of  V^irginia  and  Maryland.    Hut  this  class  of  ]X'ople  never 
enlist^xl  to  any  great  numbers,  either  before  or  aft**r  1863^ 
and  thei-e  finally  came  to  be  a  general  want  of  sjjirit  with 
them,  wliile  with  the  skive  class  there  was  a  rea<ly  entlin- 
siasm  to  enlist.    Senator  Wilson,  of  Massachusetts,   was 
Chairman    of  the   Committee   of  Military    Affairs,    and 
reported  from  that  committee  on  the  8th  of  July  18G2.  a 
bill  authorizing  the  arming  of  negroes  as  a  part,  of  tb( 
army.    The  bill  finally  pa,ssed  both  houses  and  received] 
the  approval  of  the  President  on  the  ITth  of  July,  18C3< 
The  battle  for  its  success  is  as  worthy  of  it'cord  as  anyJ 
fought  by  the  Pludanx.    The  debate  was  characterized  h^ 
eloquence  and  deep  feeling  on  both  sid*^.  Says  an  accouni 
of  the  proceedings  in  Henry  Wilson's  "Aiiti-iilavery  M< 
ures  of  Congress:

Mr.  tirinum  Iiud  expn-swil  his  views  ii  few  wet'ks  bi-fore,  ami  desin-Hl  a 
ifoip.  Beparately  on  each  of  t hew  wrlions.  Mr.  Davis  deelannj  tluit  ho 
wiv  utterly  opiK>mHl,  and  should  ever  t>e  opjiosed,  to  placing  amitf  in  tt»e 
Itandfik  of  iiegrneA,  and  putting  tiicm  into  the  army.  Mr.  Uice  wished  "to 
kiion- if  (ten.  Woshingtiui  did  not  put  arms  into  the  htind«  of  negroee, 
lUid  if  Gen.  Jui^kson  di<I  not,  and  if  the  senator  hua  ever  condemned 
either  of  tliOM*  (tatrints  for  doing  bo."  **I  tieny,'*  replied  Mr.  DaviH^

AV*vt  aud  the  Mississippi  A'alley,  and  also  to  organize  a 
numlx^r  of  nejp'o  i*e|^ments* — by  issuing  iu  May  the  fol- 
lowiug  order :

For  instance,  if  a  edmpHny  on  }>icket  or  scouting  lost  ten 
men,  tlu-  ofRtuiT  would  iinniediately  put  ten  new  men  in 
leir  places  and  liave  them  answer  to  the  den<l  men's 
jnt«,  I  learn  from  very  reliable  Houn*»?8  that  this  wjih 
ine  in  Virginia,  also  in  Missouri  and  Teunesse**.  If  tlii^ 
:act  number  of  men  could  be  ascertained,  instea<l  of 
[80,000  it  would  donbtless  be  in  the  uei^hborliood  of 
10,000  who  enlerKi  the  ranks  of  the  army.  An  order 
\\B  issued  whieli  aimed  to  com»ct  the  habit  and  to  pi-e- 
^nt  the  <Iruwing,  by  coHuyion,  of  the  dead  men's  pay. 
Tlie  date  uf  the  first  organization  of  eoloi*e<l  troops  is 
a  queKtion  of  dispute,  but  it  seems  as  if  the  question 
juight  be  settled,  either  by  the  records  of  the  War  Dei)ai't- 
it  or  the  personal  knowledge  of  tliose  inten^stefl.

8eptend)er,  1802 ;  at  tliis  date  the  1st  Reg't .  La.  N.  G.\ra»i 
in  the  field,  in  November  the  Second  Regiment  took  thej 
fiekl^  60  that  the  date  of  the  orgaiiizatioa  of  the  firsl 
regiment  of  rolon*fl  troops  \va^  in  Sept-ember,  1862.

i*ed  and  yellow  coi-d,  ivprenentin^  the  arm  of  eerviee 
lieavy  sky  blue  pantaloons,  and  a  flannel  cap,  or  higl 
crown  black  flelt  hat  or  chapoau  with  a  black  feathei 
k"»ped  upon  tlip  ri*rht  side  and  fn^steutM)  with  a  bn 
ijn^ie.  For  the  infantry  and  for  the  cuvali'y  two  swordi 
crort8rtl ;  foi"  the  artiHery  two  cannons  on  the  fniiit  of  th« 
chaponu  crossed,  with  the  letters  of  the  <.Mnnpany,  nm 
numb»;r  of  the  reg:iment  to  which  the  soldier  belun;i:fHi. 
Ou  the  caps  these  insi^iias  were  worn  on  the  top  of  tlu 
crown.  The  uniform  of  the  Plialanx  put  the  thn^adhan 
clothes  of  the  white  vetei'ans  in  sad  (^ontrast,  and  wa«  thi 
cause  of  many  a  black  soldier  being  badly  ti-eated  hy  liii

S*^T»'tarv  nf  War,  aftx*r  a  f»nv  n'^^nuMits  wcM^e  in  tlie  fifOd, 
ilwidt**!,  find  so  ordenxl,  that  negrro  troops  nbonld  be  paid 
ten  dollHi-s  pM*  month.  Th*>  iustrnetionK  given  to  General 
Saxton  on  the  25th  day  of  An<i:ust,  18(52,  had  stated  that 
the  pay  wouKl  lie  the  same  as  that  of  the  other  troops :

As  tx}  the  white  officore  they  wei'e  paid  in  full,  but  the 
privatfrH  and  iion-<'ornniissioned  oflif'«*rs  wero  allowrd  but 
$10  [x»r  month,  three  of  wliicli  were  deduetetl  on  account 
of  cJotliinj;^.  In  several  instances  the  paymaster  not  hav- 
in;i:  riHvived  H[HM*ial  instructions  to  that  eftwt,  disregarded 
thcg*Miera]  (a-d^rs,  aiid  paid  t!ie  n<^ro  soldiers  in  full,  like 
other  volunt4>Grs;  hut  the  order  was  generally  nx-opiized, 
thonffh  many  of  the  refpnients  refused  to  receive  the  i$7 
jXT  month,  which  was  particularly  the  case  of  n>giment« 
from  the  Noithern  Stat^w.  The  order  at  one  time  \\\  the 
IK'lHjrtmeTit  of  the  (lulf,  came  very  near  causing  a  mu- 
tiny aniou<^  the  troops,  because  whit<t  troojis,  and  con- 
(Hrri|its  at  that,  auil  lliose  who  had  done  provost  duty 
alKmt  the  cities,  were  jiaid  -I^IG  per  month, — Tongn^ss  hav- 
ing raiH«»»i  tlie  pay, — wliilr  the  I*halanx  n';^inients  in  the 
Held  and  fortillcations  were  offered  $7.  The  dissatisfac- 
tion was  so  stron^•ly  nmnifested  as  to  cause  twelve  mem- 
b*TB  of  the  Phalanx  to  lose  their  lives;  whiirh  were  not  the 
only  ou«i>s  lost  by  the  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
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HisTonv  i*F  'III'  niAcK  Phalanx. 


Tuont'.  However,  in  no  iupitaiiw  di<]  the  IMinlanx  refniv^to 
do  itH  duty  \\\nm  iuill«»ti  upon,  ami  at  the  houiii]  of  Uii* 
long  roll,  though  the  black  flag  was  rai8*xl  against  them, 
and  many  of  their  faiuiliHs  were  Huflering  at  home,  thwir 
patriotic  ardor  never  nbatetl  in  the  leant.  At  the  North, 
provisions  were  made  hy  the  StatOH  to  n>li©ve  the  familiw 
of  the  brave  men.  Massachuaettw  sent  pa^>'mnsterfi  to 
make  good  the  promises  of  the  Government,  but  the 
deficieiiey  was  rejects.  Her  regiments,  although  a  year 
without  pay,  reftiwHl  to  aeeept,  an*!  deniandfMJ  full  pay 
from  the  Governuient.  The  loyal  people  of  tiic  country, 
at  public  meetings  and  the  press,*  sevei'ely  criticitsed  the

auQOunced  his  intention  of  'forming  a  negro  regimenti  and  uuznpelling

Thit*  resittlution  being  takuii,  wui*  imiiiit|jiit*>i3'  artcnl  upon  with  vigor, 
tbo  Gtmctnil  rauAingr  all  tbu  necoeaiiry  oi*Uors  to  be  beuntl.  and  tnkiup 
opou  biuiwlf,  UK  liiis  privut^:*  burdiMi,  the  fc^tniM^usibility  fur  uU  llie  iiivi;^- 
liir  i8»<iiAd  of  oriiift,  rlotUin}^,  r><(iiiiiini<inH,  nnd  nitiotus  involved  in  coltw-t- 
tnt;  aud  orKtiuiziuK  the  Wrnt  (sxiMTimMntal  negro  re^tnent.  The  men  be 
iati-ndrd  Ui  pny,  nr  flint,  l)y  plm-in^k;;  thi'Tii  aw  hdiorent  on  tht*  iiay-ixdl  of 
the  I'li'n'f  (iunrteruiHHtvr;  but  it  wuh  Ids  Iio|m'  thut  theobvioiiw  ueewiHity 
and  niwlom  of  tin*  ni»»iu*ur»'  lie  had  thus  i»ro*(uiiKHl  to  adopt  without  nu- 
tbnrlt^',  noiltd  mvuiv*  for  it  the  iutiut'diate  uppiuvut  of  th<'  higher  author- 
Hie«,  uud  the  necer*i«ir,v  ordure  to  cover  the  required  paj-  and  eappIj^'-iKsiie 
of  tfac  force  he  hod  in  conteinplation.

mho  refuse  ore  enough  punished  by  their  refusal.  Hefore  two  years  tJiey 
will  l>eeom[»otintf  e/ipnrly  for  tliecH»mmi8«ion  tbey  now  reject,'  Straight- 
!>•  there  was  IsHUtHl  a  circular  to  all  (*ominanding  offli-ers  in  the  dei»art- 
ment,  din»<'tinp  them  to  announi^e  to  the  non-commissioned  oIKeen*  and 
nrm  of  their  n»ni*eetive  cornniunds  that  commissions  in  tlie  *Sontb  Taro- 
lina  Itcirimciit  of  Colored  Infantry/  would  be  given  to  all  deserviiif*  and 
rv^iatablc  ^irrReants,  corporals;  and  men  who  would  apjiear  at  depart- 
ment h(*ad quartern,  and  prove  able  t-o  pass  an  examination  in  the  uiad- 
nnX  and  twtics  l>efoi*e  a  Kand  of  Examiners,  which  was  orf^auizcd  in  a 
iBP'^neml  order  of  enrreut  date.  Capt.  Arthur  M.  Kenzie.  of  Cliica^o,  nid- 
tle^&mp, — now  of  Hancock's  Voleraus  Rii*erve  Coriw* — was  dHiailed  iM 
Colonel  of  the  rejfinicnt,  giving:  plane,  subsequently,  in  consequence  of 
iiiJur*Ml  h"alth,  to  the  pr*?sent  Brig. -Gen.  JaniPM  I).  Fessouden,  theu  a 
frijitiMn  in  the  lUrflan  Shanwhooters.  thoujyh  detailed  as  acting"  aid-<le- 
I  fjfu.  Hunter's  staff.  Capt.  Kenxie,  we  may  add,  wa*s  tien.  Huu- 
liew,  Jind  his  appointment  as  Oilonel  was  made  voj-tly  to  prove 
— »o  violent  was  then  the  pi-ejudice  ugainsi  nejrro  troops— tJmt  t!ie  Com* 
laanding  General  asks  nothing  of  thetii  which  ho  wua  not  willing  that 
one  uf  his  own  flesh  aiid  blood  abonld  be  engaged  in. 

"The  work  waji  now  fairly  in  prog^rss,  but  the  barriers  of  prejudice 
w»T*>  uot  to  he  lightly  overthrown.  Non-com  missioned  offieorh  and  nion 
of  tJif  right  Ht^mp,  and  able  to  pass  the  examination  reiiuisiti*,  were 
tfcsftme  articles.    Ten  had  tlie  hardihood  or  moral  courage  to  faco  the

nioiite.    We  reiuenil>pr  one  v«ry  strifciug  instanou  iu  point,  whicli  wv  eliall 
{five  ua  a  Kaini»If  <if  th»'  whnl**. 

"Our  frit.'iid  Mr.  Uliarlw  K.  lIrigg:H,  of  thiB  city,  so  well  known  in  lit- 
erary circlvH,  bu<l  a  tit'pliew  tjuliHtciJ  in  that  excellent  P^ntimt  thL«  48th 
New  York,  then  f;arrit>oninj^  Fort  PuUiski  uu(]  the  workt*  of  TylHv  letaDit. 
This  youngster  Iiarl  raisecl  hini3<4f  by  gallantry  and  good  conduct  to  be 
a  non-comuiiBfiioned  officer;  and  Mr.  Briggs  wafi  anxtoua  that  hir should 
be  comniissioued,  according  t-o  his  cnpacitiee,  in  the  colored  trooiw  tliea 
being  rni»p<l.  The  lad  wnf*  sent  for,  paHWed  his  examination  with  erMit, 
uud  v>-as  immediately  offer'*fi  a  first  lieutenancy,  with  the  proniiric  of  b«'- 
ing  made  oaptjiin  when  Iuh  eomi»any  should  be  filled  up  to  the  reqairud 
etundiird, — probably  within  t«»u  day». 

*'The  inclioatf  tlrst-Iientennnt  wan  in  K'stanies;  a  gentVmnn  by  birth 
and  e<lueation.  he  long^'d  for  the  Khouhler-**trape.  He  app+fjimd  joyously 
gratrf^fiil;  and  only  wanted  leave  to  run  np  lo  Fort  Pnlaoki  for  the  piii^ 
poHe  of  coU(x:ting  hi-s  traps,  taking  leave  of  hiH  former  comrndeft,  and 
procuring  his  dituchargH-papers  from  Col.  tlarton.  Two  days  after  that 
ciiTUG  a  note  t-o  the  departrneut  headquartofB  nwpectflilly  dcelining  the 
commission!  He  had  been  laughed  and  jeered  out  of  aci'optirig  n  eaj»- 
tainey  by  his  comrade;  and  thi.s — though  we  n-member  it  riiore  iiccwr» 
ntely  fiom  our  coiTespoudence  with  Mr.  Hhggs — was  but  one  of  tiuiuy 
Bcores  of  pre*'iHely  similar  coKe,'^. 

"At  length,  however,  ofticers  were  found;  the  ranks  wero  flll«1 ;  the 
men  l<*anied  with  uncommon  quicknerw,  having  the  imit^itivcni'^H  of  «o 
many  mrmbeye  afiparently,  and  such  excellent  ears  for  rausic  tbnt   t%Xi 
ovoUitions  w.-emed  to  come  t«  them  by  nature.    At  once,  dt*K|rito  all  bOf>-  ij 
tUe  influence,  the  negro  regiment  became  one  of  the  lions  of  ihe  Soatli;  | 
and  fttrangers  visiting  the  department,  crnwdwl  out  eagerly  totwe  itt«ovo-  j 
niug  panidtw  and  SundHy-morning  inHi>ection.     By  a  Htruogc  coiuri- 
dence,   its  camp  was  pitchwl  on  the  lawn  and  around  the  Tuaudion  of 
Gen,  I>rayt<tn,  who  commanded  the  rebel  works  guarding  Hilton  Hf-aJ, 
I'ort  Royal  nnd  Ueaufort,  wlimi  llie  some  were  first  captured  by  thf  joint 
naval  and   miUtary   oiwratiDns  und«r  Admiral   DuPont   and    O^^nKral 
I'imothy  W.  Sherman. — tJeneral  Drayton's  brother.  Captain  Drayton  of 
our  nai*y,  liaving  oomnmnd  of  one  of  tho  bout  vess*»lri  in  the  nttarkiog 
sr^uadron ;  ti>t  he  subetHjueuUy  took,  part  in  the  (irst  iron-clad  sttAok  on 
Fort  Sunipter. 

"  Meantime,  howpver,  tho  War  Hepartment  gave  no  sign,  an<!  thm 
oracles  of  the  Adjutant-Oeneral's  oRiiv  were  dumb  as  thestntue  of  th»» 
Sphynx.  lleports  of  tho  orgauixation  of  the  t^rst  South  CaroUna  in- 
fantry were  duly  forwarded  to  army  headquarters;  but  evokeil  n«>  w?m- 
ment,  oitlipr  of  approval  or  rpbuke.  Letters  detniling  what  had  brvn 
done,  and  the  reason  for  doing  it;  asking  instnictione,  and  to  have  com- 
missionH  duly  issued  to  the  officers  selected;  appenis  that  the  departnifmc 
paymaster  should  be  instructs!  t«  pay  these  negro  troops  lifc*«  nthc^r 
soldiers;  demands  that  the  Government  should  either  shoulder  tbereepon> 
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cribUity  of  oustaiiiiiig  Ok*  onpiniKatioii,  or  g\yt*  such  ordei'R  h»  would 
absolve  Goii.  Hunt^^r  from  the  rcftponsihilily  of  backing  out  from  on  vx- 
pGrimont  which  he  boliovptl  t'O  Ih>  eBHcnlial  to  the  salvation  of  th^coun- 
try,— all  xUem'  api)eii!8  to  AVawhinffton  provwl  iii  vuin;  for  thoorAoli>«  ntil! 
romtuni^tl  profiiundly  Riloiitf  probably  woititif^  to  8^  how  pubUu  upiiunn 
and  Ui»?  politinttus  would  i\%t'ivo  this  <biriu^  iunovation. 

"Atleti^houp  evening  a  yjKvial  dispiitoh  ntcainor  plowed  her  way 
ov«r  the  bar,  and  a  pL*r»piring  iiieHJHMigtT  dfUvcnnl  iuti>  (jpii.  lIiintvr'H 
hand»  a  Kpt'dal  dfHpat4-h  from  the  War  Drpartiufnt, 'rf(|»iriiig  ImmrtJi- 
a.tip  answer.'  Thn  fJenorul  wtus  jubI.  about  niountiuf^  his  horse  for  \\\s 
evpiiiiiif  rid*,'  alonjr  thp  piekH^linp,  when  thin  portt'ntonH  niiARire  wna 
brought  under  his  notice.  Hastily  opening  it,  he  first  looked  grav.', 
th«u  began  to  smile,  and  ftunlly  burst  into  pealn  of  irrffiressible  laugh* 
ter,  such  tw  wen;  ran'I^  hiMinl  from  'Black  David/  hi«  old  armj-  nam**. 
Never  wnjj  the  tieneral  set-ii,  before  or  ninrt*,  in  KUrh  good  Hpirit«;  he  liter* 
ally  was  unable  t-of>ireak  from  eouHt^int  inti'miption  of  laughter;  and 
all  hisAdjulant-Geuenilcoubl  gatJier  from  him  wu-s:  'That  he  would  not 
j»art  with  the  document  in  his  hand  for  fifty  thousand  doUarn.' 

"At  length  be  iiae»*d  over  the  diiipatoh  to  bin  Chief  of  StufT,  who  on 
rwuling  it,  and  n^re^ding  it,  could  find  in  its  test**  but  Httlo  appaiviit 
rautie  for  merriment.  It  was  a  grave  demand  from  the  W'lir  Depart nient 
for  information  in  regard  to  our  negro  regiment — the  demand  )>eing 
boAtid  on  a  eertuiu  rp*olution  iutroduced  by  the  Hon.  Mr,  Wickliffe,  of 
Kentueky,  asking  for  siwifie  information  on  the  i»oint,  in  a  tone  elwjrly 
not  friendly.  Thesis  resi'jbitiona  bad  Iteeu  adopttnl  by  (*origr*iiH;  and  as 
Ilmiter  was  without  nutht)rity  fur  any  of  hi.s  iirtiouH  in  this  ease,  it 
iveraed  to  hi8  then  not  eheerful  Adjutiint-Uiuierul  that  the  documents  in 
liitf  hands  were  the  reverse  of  hiltirious. 

*'Still  Hunter  vva**  in  extravagant  npiritB  us  he  rode  along.  Idfl 
laughti*r  Htartbiig  the  squirn-Is  in  the  ih-nwe  pine  woods,  tmd  evety  «t- 
tfxopt  that  he  maxle  t^  explain  himself  being  again  and  ugain  inter- 
rupted by  renewed  |>eals  of  inextinguishable  mirth.  *The  fools!' he  at 
length  managed  to  say;  'that  old  fool  has  just  given  me  tiie  very  ehance 
I  WI4S  growing  sick  for!  The  War  I>epartiiient  has  reftised  to  notice  my 
black  regiment;  but  now,  in  reply  to  this  n*solution,  I  ean  lay  the  ntntter 
l«*fopf  the  ooimtry,  and  fonro  the  authorities  either  tn  ado|)t  my  ni-grcs^ 
or  to  disband  them.*  He  then  rapidly  sketeh^-d  out  the  kind  nf  rejily  ho 
frisbeil  to  have  pr>'[iaped;  and,  with  the  first  ten  wiu-ds  of  his  explana- 
tion, the  full  foreii  of  the  cause  be  liad  for  laughter  beeame  nppan'nt. 
Xercr  did  a  General  and  his  Chief-of-Staff,  In  a  more  unseemly  stnt**  of 
cibchiuoatSoti,  ride  along  a  i>icket-Iine.  At  every  new  phase  of  the  subject 
it  prenent^d  new  features  of  the  ludierons;  and  though  the  retdy  at  this 
late  dat*  may  have  lost  nmch  of  the  drollery  which  then  it  wore,  it  is  a 
fierio-romie  document  of  US  much  vital  importanee  iu  the  moral  history 
of  our  late  contest  as  any  tJiat  can  Im*  found  in  the  an-bives  under  the 
care  of  Om.  K.  D.  Townsend.  It  wna  nn^'ived  late  Sunday  evening,  and 
was  anrtw»?re<l  rery  late  that  nighty  in  o-dor  to  be  in  time  for  the  stenmer 
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ArafTo,  v^hkh  HaiJod  at  da^'ligbt  next  morning,— tlie  dii<i|>atcb-«t«AnMr^ 
wUivb  bi-ou;;lit  the  r^ut^Ht  *Ibr  iininedifUe  informutiou*  hut'iiig  tiUHtatiinl 
sonit*  iiOtiritrr>  wljich  prevented  tui  immndiiUo  n-turu.  It  wiw  wntlen  iift»>r 
midni^liT,  we  inu.v  iKld,  iu  a  tornado  of  iliuiider  ttuil  tA^mpi^Kt  huoIi  iim  Ihm 
mp»l.\  litM-n  kii(»wn  eveu  ou  tlrnt  turiifidii'f*1i'iek»ni  ciMimt ;  but  louil  iw*wensi 
tiin  peJiU  and  vivid  tins  tIaisiiOH  of  befivcn's  rjrtiller.v,  th<Te  were  Jit  \oafi-%- 
two  (H'rHi)tiH  witliin  the  linew  on  Hittoii  Head  who  wer»>  IniigliJTi^  fiir  tooj 
noi«il,v  themnclvpfl  to  r«i>*  any  !itwd  t-o  extemnJ  ulainore.

inatantaneously  earned  amid  «ucli  an  uproar  of  univereiO  merriment 
and  applause  as  the  frescoed  walls  of  the  chanilier  have  seldom  hAard, 
either  before  or  Hitiee.  It  wiu*  the  greut  joke  of  tlie  day,  and  coming  at 
a  moment  of  unfrersol  gloom  in  the  public  wind,  whm  weizeiJ  u|>ou  Uy  The 
whole  loyal  press  of  the  couatry  aa  a  kind  of  politico-military  (!ham- 
paigu  cocktail. 

•*This  net  that  qucRtion  at  rest  forever;  and  not  long  aftor,  tlie 
proper  authorities  huw  lit  to  authorize  the  employment  of  'fifty  thou- 
sand  able-bodied  blackft  f<tr  labor  in  the  Qnnrtermn-Sfcr'a  Departnieot/ 
and  the  arming  and  drilling  oh  ^oldiei-s  of  five  tJiuuHund  of  tl)i^«e.  but  for 
tjiesole  purpose  of  'protecting  the  women  and  cliilrlren  of  thpir  f«Jlow- 
laborerH  who  might  be  absent  from  home  in  the  iMibli*'  w.irTiw/ 

"Hero  we  have  another  instance  of  the  ri'Iuctonce  with  which  th© 
NationiO  Government  took  up  this  idea  of  employing  negroce  a«  floldier«; 
a  resolution,  we  may  add,  to  nhii^h  they  wore  only  finally  com^iell*^  by 
General  Hunter's  difibnudmont  of  his  original  regimeiit,  and  the  storm  of 
public  indignation  which  folIowe<l  that  act. 

"Nothing  could  have  bwm  happier  in  it«  olTect  upon  tlie  public  mind 
than  Gen.  Hunter's  reply  to  Mr.  WicklilTe,  uf  Kentu<rky,  givon  in  our 
last.  It  product»fi  a  general  broad  grin  throughout  the  country,  and  ti»& 
advocate  wlio  can  wt  his  jury  laughing  rarely  loses  bis  cause.  It  also 
etrengthened  the  s[iinnl  column  nf  the  Government  in  a  very  markc«l 
degrr'c;  although  not  yet  up  to  tUo  point  of  fully  ondureing  and  owvpu 
ing  tliiH  daring  experiment. 

"Meantime  the  civil  authorities  of  couree  got  wind  of  what  wna  going- 
on, — Mr.  Henry  J.  Windsor,  Bi>ecial  corre*<ixmdent  of  tlie  New  York 
Times,  in  th«»  Department  of  the  south,  having  devolet]  several  vt^tf 
graphic  and  \vid*'ly-copied  letters  to  a  picture  of  that  new  thiug  under 
the  8un, '  Hunticr's  negro  regiment.* 

*'0f  course  the  chivalry*  of  the  relwllion  were  incenned  beyond  Dit*ai»- 
are  at  this  hwt  Yankee  outrage  upon  Routheni  rights.  Their  p^^t•Tfl 
t^-emeii  with  vindictive  aitidei*  against  the  commanding  g>*uera1  whu 
had  dare<I  t-o  initintc  such  a  novelty.  The  Savannah  Repuhhran.  in  piu*- 
ticulur, dcnounring  Hunter  as'thecool-bloodi-n]  nlxilition  miscreant  wh»>, 
from  his  headquarti?rs  at  HiKon  Head,  is  engaged  in  exccurin;c  the 
blo<»dy  and  snvage  behwt  of  the  intiwriul  gorilla  who,  from  hiw  throne  of 
human  bonf*  at  Washington,  nilea,  reigns  and  rioKs  over  tho  deetinivfl 
of  tho  brutish  and  degraded  North.* 

"  Mere  newspaper  abuse,  hoivever,  by  no  moans  gave  contont  to  tii» 
ontrngtHl  feeling  of  the  chivalry.    They  therefore  sent  a  formal  dtfnmnd 
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in  our  fiovemnnmt  for  infonnAtion  ba  to  whether  Gen.  Hnnter,  in  orgnii- 
iziiig  liiH  m^uioiit  of  etiioudpat^  elavee,  hud  iwiod  under  th^*  iiutliority 
n(  our  War  Department,  or  whether  the  villauy  wna  of  his  own  concep- 
tion. If  he  hod  HCtod  iindor  ordei-s,  why  th*'n  terrible  inwusores  of  fierc* 
rE'taliutiou  agaiimt  the  whole  Yankee  nation  were  to  he  adopted;  but  if, 
per  contra,  the  iniquity  wnrc  of  hia  own  motion  and  without  the  wmc- 
tjou  of  oar  Government,  then  the  forw4hadowtKl  retribution  Hboald  b« 
mode  to  fall  only  on  Hunter  nnd  his  oHitMT^. 

*'To  thU  demand,  with  itrt  uUenmtive  of  threats,  l^reeideut  Lincoln 
WM«  in  no  mood  to  make  any  definitive  reply.  In  fru?t  no  n'ply  at  all  wa* 
acntf  for,  ha  yet,  the  nicitit  fur-w'eiujf  political  uu^rs  coultl  not  detenuiue 
whether  the  bird  »een  iu  the  Hky  of  tlie  Southern  Department  would 
prove  an  eug;le  or  a  buzzard.  rubUe  opinion  won  not  formed  upon  th& 
fiubj«ct,  thou)3:h  rapidly  forming.  There  wer*.^  niillionB  who  agixied  with 
Hunter  in  believing  tbnt  *  t.hnt  the  blaek  nmn  ehonld  \k  mu<le  to  fight 
for  the  freedom  which  conld  not  but  be  the  ipeue  of  our  war; '  and  then 
Ihey  wore  outrnpHl  at  the  proKptvt  of  allowing  black  men  to  bt}  kJIle<]  or 
maimed  in  eompany  with  our  nobler  wliiteH. 

"Failing  to  obtjjin  any  reply  thcn*for,  from  the  nnthorities  at  Wash- 
ington, thf  Richmond  jx'Ople  determine*!  to  pour  out  all  their  vengeance 
on  thf  iinme*liate  iMfrpetratorts  of  thin  lust  Yankee  atrocity;  and  fortJi- 
with  th*'re  was  ii^e^ued  from  the  rebel  War  Department  u  General  Order 
numlterCO,  we  believe,  of  the  serie*  of  IHtili — reciting  that  *n«  the  gov- 
ernment of  tiie  TT.  8.  had  refu8i>d  to  answer  whether  it  uutlioriae<l  the 
raiding  of  a  black  regiment  by  Gen.  Hunter  or  not'  Kuid  General,  hift 
Staff,  and  all  ottieerB  umler  hin  command  who  had  dij'ectly  or  indirectly 
porticifiated  iu  tht*  uucleuu  tiling,  tihould  faen*aft**r  be  outlawH  not 
covered  by  the  InwH  of  war;  but  to  be  exei*nte<l  an  felons  for  tJio  crimes  of 
'inciting  negro  iiUjurre<.*tiont*  wherever  caught.* 

"Thi^  r<rder  reached  the  ears  of  the  parties  nmlnly  interested  jn8t  as 
Orn.  Hunter  wua  cullwl  to  Washington,  uHtcnwbly  for  couBultation  on 
public  buhini^M;  tmt  really  on  the  motion  of  certain  pi'ominent  8p(vul<u 
t^irn  in  marine  trunHport^ition,  with  those  'big  things,'  in  Port  Royal 
biirlior, — and  thry  were  enormous— with  whirh  the  General  had  seen  fit 
to  interfere.  Thiy*e  fraudn,  however,  will  fonn  a  very  fruitful  and  prt?gnaiit 
tticint.*  foriu^uit'  future  uhufiterM.  At  pre&'ut  our  businehtf  i«  with  the  («low 
but  wrtjiin  growth  iu  the  publin  ndnd  of  thin  idt-a  of  allowing  Kome  black 
ini'o  to  In-  kille<l  in  the  lat«'  war,  and  not  continuing  to  arrogate  death 
luid  mutilation  by  projectiliin  and  bayonets  as  an  exclusive  privilege  fhr 
ow  own  bt'Livt-il  \%h\t*f  rjwv, 

•'No  sooner  had  Hunter  be<'n  ii»Iieved  from  this  special  dnty  atWiuih- 
ingtoD,  than  he  wfu*  ordered  bock  to  the  South,  our  Government  Htill 
t>aJfing  no  notice  of  tlw  order  of  outlawTy  against  him  issued  by  th** 
reli^l  Hecp-'tiiry  of  War.  He  and  his  officers  were  thus  sent  bark  to  en-

*'In  regard  to  Hunter's  reply  to  Mr.  Wickliffe,  we  ehall  only  add  tUi' 
anecdote,  told  uh  one  day  by  that  brilliant  gentleman  and  scholar,  ihi$ 
Hon  "SuuBet"  Cox,  of  Ohio  (now  of  New  York) :    *I  tell  you,  that  lettV 
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from  Hunter  spoiled  tbe  prettiest  speech  I  had  ever  t&oaght  of  mokiiig. 
I  had  been  ddig^ted  with  Wkkliflb's  motion,  and  thought  the  reply  to  it 
would  fkimish  ns  flrst-rate  Democrat's  thunder  for  the  next  Section.  I 
made  np  my  mind  to  sail  in  against  Hunter's  answei^-no  matter  what  it 
waa-^tibe  momaat  it  came;  and  to  be  even  more  humorously  snooeesful  in 
its  d^Tery  and  reception  tiian  I  was  in  my  speech  against  War  Horse 
0iirkiy,  of  Ohio,  which  you  have  just  been  complimenting.  Well,  you 
Me^  man  proposes,  but  providence  orders  otherwise.  When  tbe  Cleric 
announced  tiie  receipt  of  tiie  answer,  and  that  he  was  about  to  read  it,  I 
eanght  the  Speaker's  eye  and  was  booked  for  the  first  speech  against 
your  negro  experiment.  The  first  sentence,  being  formal  and  offldal, 
was  very  w^ ;  but  at  the  second  the  House  began  to  grin,  and  at  th9 
third,  not  a  man  on  the  flooi^-except  Father  Wicklifie,  of  Kentucky^ 
perhaps  who  was  not  conyulsed  with  laughter.

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CHAPTER  IV. 


OFFICERS  OF  THE  PHALAXX. 


The  character,  qualifications  and  proficiency  of  the 
men,  who.  hh  offioera,  commanded  the  nej^ro  troope,  nmj 
lie  judjyed  by  the  process  which  they  had  to  undergo  in 
order  to  obtain  commiKKions.  Unlike  tJie  officers  of  tlie 
white  volunteers  (with  whom  loyalty  and  dn«h  were  the 
ettHentinl  qualilicationH)  they  were  required  to  posHeaa 
much  more  than  an  ordinnry  knowledge  of  militory  tac- 
tics. Mnjor-G»*neral  Hunter,by  whos*?  order  the  fir^t  ut^p-o 
regiment  with  white  o(fi(*«M'fi  wn«  organize<i»  conuueiicing 
May,  1802,  had  an  eye  single  to  the  make  up  of  the  men 
who  nhunld  l>e  ploeed  in  ooniinarid  of  the  ivjrirneiits.  Ah  a 
Ijeginning,  Gen.  Saxton  addn^Hsed  the  following  letter  to 
Capt.  T.W.  Higginson,of  the  Slst  Reg't.  MaflB.Voluntoere, 
Beaufort,  S.  C*  Nov,  5th,  1862: 

"  Mv  Hear  Sib  :— I  am  orprnnUing  the  Firnt  Regiment  of  Sooth  Carck- 
IIdu  VolunUHTB,  with  every  prOHpoct  of  snccosw.  Your  name  has  bwn 
«I)okfln  of  ill  connwtiou  with  the  command  of  this  rpjrirrmnt,  hy  eon* 
fH«>nr)Hin  whow  judgment  I  have  nonfldenw.  I  taVo  pTt?nt  pIcoHurp  io 
offi'rinp:  you  the  pOBttion  of  Col.  in  it,  and  hopo  that  you  may  Ih»  indm^M 
to  m:('*!pt.  I  Hhall  not  fill  the  plaoe  until  I  h^ar  from  yon,  or  Bufficiwjt 
timf?  Hhftll  have  paseed  for  rne  to  rfH-t'ivc  your  reply.  Slioutd  you  accrpi 
I  wielosfl  a  pass  for  Port  Royal,  of  which  I  trust  you  wiU  feel  di^ioaed  to 
avail  yuursolf  at  once.    I  am,  with  einoerc  rogmn],

This  was  an  excellent  selection,  and  Captain  Higgin* 
Bon'fl  acceptance  rather  assured  a  fair  trial  for  the  men 
who  should  compose  this  regiment,  aa  well  as  the  quality 
of  its  officers. 
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Tlie  flrefc  Kansas  regiment  wliich  recruited  in  that 
State,  commencing  in  August,  18G2,  was  also  fortunate  in 
laving  Colonel  R.J.  Hiutou. 

General  Butler,  at  New  Orleans,  was  prevented  by  cir- 
junist^inees  surrounding  him  at  the  time,  from  ehou.sing 
uong  the  friends  of  the  negro  race,  as  was  the  case  in  tha 
lii?fon>  mentioncnl  n^giments.  men  to  command   the  firnt 
and  second  regimentsorgauizetlby  hiui  in  theabovenamed 
city,  in  August,  1802.    He  wn.s  only  too  glad  to  find  whit*» 
men  of  military  capacity  to  take  charge  of  the  drill  iiig  and 
disciplining  of  the  trooiw.    As  an  ex])eriment  he  was  more 
than  lucky  in  the  appointment  of  Colonels  Stafford  and 
,      Daniels  to  the  conmiand  of  these  regiments,  seconded  by 
^Bjieut.  Cols.  Bassett  and  Hall,  and  Finnegass  of  the  8rd 
^■legiment.     These  officers  proved  themselves  worthy  of 
^fthe  trust  reposed  in  them,  an<l  nuide  tlies«»  i>'gimeut«,  in 
«^lrill  and  discipline,  second  to  non<»  in  the  nepaKnient  of 
^^Jie  Gulf.    Notwithstanding  the  captains  and  subordinate 
^fyfOoera  of  the  first  and  second  regiments  were  men.  who 
'     like  those  in  a  large  majority  of  the  white  regiments  hn^l 
^^ever  made  arms  a  profi^ssion,  and.  who,  through  Amen- 
^|b}in    prejudice,  had    but   very  limited    opportunities  for 
^^ acquiring  even  the  rudiments  of  a  common  Englisli  cduea^ 
^^tion.    Several  of  them,  however,  being  mulattoes,  had  had 
^ftome  training  in  the  schools  of  the  parishes,  and  some  ff^vr 
*      m  the  higher  schools  of  France,  and  in  tlie  Islands  of  the 
^—CarriU^an  Sea.    Maj.  Dumas,  of  the  2ad  Regiment,  whose 
^^laves  composed  nearly  one  whole  compan\',  was  a  gentle- 
woman of  fine  tact  and  ability,  as  wen>  othei*s. 

Considering  that  they  were  all  negroes,  free  and  slave, 
thwdash  and  manly  courage,  no  less  than  their  military 
^■aptitude,  was  equal,  and  in  many  instances  superior,  to 
^Bhose  fonnd  in  the  regiments  of  Maine  and  New  York,  The 
^^prd  Keg^ment  was  ofheered  by  soldiers  of  undoubted  chnr- 
^^Bcter  and  j>luck,  as  they  proved  themselves  to  be,  during 
^Blie  wrig*»  of  Port<  Hudson,  especially  Capt.  Quinn,  who 
^Hiron  distinction  and  promotion,  as  the  record  shows.  The 
^Hi*giments  raiscil  thf^reafter  were  officered,  more  or  less, 
^■ijr  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  white  regiments, 
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as  a  reword  for  gallantry  and  iiieritorious  service  Tipoi 
the  field,  or  on  account  of  proficiency  in  drill.  TUis  nde  o\ 
selection  held  good  throughout  all  the  de|>artjnentB  in  the^ 
orgunizing  of  negro  troops.  In  May,  1803,  Preeideut 
Lincoln,  with  a  view  of  coiT**cting  an  ubune  that  a  eert-ain 
commanding  general  had  begun  to  practice  iu  a£(8igiiin]^ 
inferior,  though  brave,  men  to  tiie  coininaud  of  negro  rf»)Lci- 
meuts;  and  in  keeping  with  hia  new  policy  of  arming  the 
negroeti,  for  which  Gen.  Lorenzo  Thoma**,  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  the  Army,  had  gone  into  the  MisHissipin  Valley 
region  to  raise  twenty  i*egimout«,  he  appointed  a  Board 
for  the  examination  of  those  ai)plyiug  for  commands  in 
n<^ro   rcgi  n  i  en ts. 

The  *^ Record  of  the  7th  Reg't.  U.S.  Colored  Troops."  ia 
regard  txj  the  matter,  says:  *'That  the  labors  of  this 
Board  contributed  very  materially  to  the  HucceBfj  of  thi^ 
experiment  of  raising  thiw  clatiii  of  troops,  no  one  cogniz- 
ant with  the  facts  can  doubt.  The  operations  of  the  Boan! 
can  best  be  shown  by  quoting  the  following  letter  received 
from  (len.  Cawey  in  reply  to  some  enquiriee  on  the  subject: 

"Brooklvk,  Nov.  30th.  1875. 
•  •  •  "The  Board  for  th**  Exaniniation  of  candWaUw  for  of(UH.»T»  in 
rolorffd  rr^iiH^ntH,  of  whifli  I  wh8  I'lyisidont,  was  appoint*?*!  in  .Maj, 
iyfl3,  uud  couliiiutid  it«  dutiea  about  two  yearH.  This  movemeut  was, 
at  flrHt,  very  uni)OpnUir  with  n  portion  of  the  f>*^pIf*of  th«»f*otnitTy,  ttm 
uiHO  with  u  lurt^  portion  of  the  army.  I,  although  doubttug-  at  flnit 
with  re^^ard  to  thf  oxpodi^ncy  of  o[>eratiDj|r  in  largo  bodtoe  with  thtft 
species  of  force,  determined,  that  so  far  as  I  wqa  conceniH,  it  should 
have  a  fair  trial. 

"  A  By«toni  was  adopted  for  tJ>*»  examination  of  candidates  wbicU  did 
not  allow  infltionce.  favor  or  affi(*t'tion  to  interfere  with  the  euforeement 
of  its  i)rovisioiiH.  Tlie  Board  examined  nearly  thrw  thousand  (Candi- 
dates, heveut^'en  hundred  of  whom  they  recommended  for  comniiitfdonA  in 
TArioiis  ^a*ie«,  from  <-oloiif  1  dtiuTi. 

"  From  my  knowItMlm*  of  the  offlcerH  of  white  volunteers.  |j:ainod  in  ro/ 
duties  connM't^Ml  with  rfceivinK  ond  orffanixinR,  in  tberity  of  VVai^liiitgh 
ton,  300,000  of  tlu'iii,  and  al^u  a^  eummiuider  of  a  divinioo  on  the 
Peninsula,  I  hove  no  hesitation  iu  Haying;  that  the  offloers  of  t!ie  nolon^ 
rogimentti,  who  ptiMscfl  the  Snartl,  as  a  body  were  Biiperior  to  th««ii, 
physically,  nient-ally  and  morally. 

"  From  the  concurrent  reports  received  frijm  various  fionrec«,  th«rD  fa» 
but  little  doubt  that  the  succesa  of  the  colored  trooiw  iu  the  flojd 
brought  about  in  uo  Rmall  dej^Ht  1>y  the  arrtion  of  the  Board.

In  order  to  aetoertaiii  wbethi*r  or  not  thiMK^jtirtuit 
tta  the  prriper  knowledge  and  capadty  for  eonimand,  it  'w  necv»> 
eory  that  be  be  eKumiaed  by  a  boarfl  of  conii>etent  oflieerw.  The  fart 
that  the  life  and  death  of  the  men  of  the  regiment  is  intimately  con* 
nectnl  w\\A\  the  com[>etency  of  itcf  oQIccth,  ib  uottfufiicieutb'  apprmuted 
by  llie  (immnmity. 

•The  Board  for  the  examinatioD  of  officers  of  colored  troops  ov^ 
which  I  preside,  r*m'sider«  three  thinge  as  indiKpensable  before  r^xrofti- 
mentling  a  candidate,  viz.:  A  good  moral  character,  physical  eapaeity, 
true  loyalty  to  tlie  country.  A  person  (K>8Be^i*ing  the»4t*  indirtponsablo 
quAliflrntions  in  now  8uhmitt4Hl  to  an  exandnatiou  as  to  \ii&  knowledge 
of  tiiL-ticK  and  ra|uicity  for  command.

•  We  have  (►ndeavored,  to  the  best  of  onr  nl>ilit^v,  to  nwike  this  reo- 
ommendutiou  without  partiality,  favor  or  affoeUon.  We  conwider  alone, 
in  timking  nur  awanls,  the  ability  of  the  person  to  serve  his  country  in 
UiD  duiixH  npi>enaiuing  to  the  office.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board, 
tha  iHTson  i»  not  po!te«e»a»i-*d  of  sutfieient  knowledge  or  capacity  to  fill 
♦ith*'rof  ihi'  nbove  named  to  the  ailvnnttige  of  hiH  conn  try,  he  \n  rejectfld, 
■otwithntandiug  any  iulliieuce  he  inny  be  able  to  bring  to  bear  iu  lh&

The  country  hnn  loot  millions  of 
Ireaaure  and  thousundH  of  livps  by  the  incomi)etewy  of  olHwrs.  We 
have  miiny  encmii's  on  earth  besides  the  Roatht»rn  rvbels.  The  fate  of 
free  iantitiitionH.  nut  only  in  our  own  (•ouiilry,  but  iu  othrr  lundu.  tho 
deHituy  of  milliuuH  unburn,  dejieud  upon  our  ability  to  luuintain  this 
content  to  a  successful  issue  against  all  our  eoemips,  both  foreign  nuil 
dtinie«tic.

Of  course  this  did  not  apply  to  refi;iuimit«  raisi*d  ut 
the  North,  generally.  They  were  officered  by  the  ehte^ 
feuch  as  Col.  R.  G.  Shaw,  of  the  54th  Massncbnsetts,  a  for- 
mer ineinlx*r  of  the  7th  New  York  Regiment,  and  upon 
whoise  buttle  niontiinent  his  name  is  carved.  Cote.  Jnniee 
C.  B*recher,  Win.  ISitiiey  and  a  host  of  others,  whose  nnnn« 
can  now  bi^  fouritl  on  the  anny  rolls,  with  the  pivfix  Gen- 
eral, coinimiTided  tliese  re^ments.  Of  those  who  com- 
manded Sutitheni  rep^iments  this  is  equally  true,  especinllj 
of  those  w!io  servx^l  in  the  0th,  10th,  18th  and  lOtli 
Corps.  Col.  Godfi-ed  Weitzel,  who  in  March,  1865,  had  been 
promoted  to  Major  General  of  Volnut'eers,  commanded 
the  25th  Corps  of  ;30.000  nepcro  soldiers.  The  select  corps 
of  officers  iiit'Ciided  to  offiwr  Gen.  Ullrtian's  brigade  of  four 
regiments  to  be  raised  at  New  Orleans  by  order  of  the  War 
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Department,  dat^  January  1863,  aa  well  as  the  battul- 
ion,  which  he  was  also  ordered  to  raise  for  aeouting  pur- 
poses,  the  following  March,  included  many  men  of  rank. 
To  comnmnd  a  negro  regiment  or  company  was  at  thia 
date  a  covete(J  prize,  for  which  men  of  wealth  and  wluca- 
tion  contended.  The  diHtinction  which  they  w^ere  contin- 
uaJly  winning  for  their  officers,  fi-equently  overcame  the 
long-cherishtHl  i)rf»jndice  of  WWt  Point,,  and  the  graduates 
of  thin  eaftte  institution  now  vUh\  for  commissionH  iu 
negro  i-egiments,  in  which  many  of  tbern  sened  during  the 
Kebellion  and  sinc^. 

It  woii  the  idea  of  Gen.  Banks  when  organizing  the 
Ck)rp8  d'  Afrique  to  njjpoint  even  the  non-commissioned 
officers  from  the  rankn  of  white  regimentn,  and  he  di(i  so 
in  several  ini^tances.  His  hostility  to  negro  officers  was 
the  cause  of  his  removing  them  from  the  xt^giments,  which 
Major  General  Butler  organized  at  New  Orleans  iu  18G2. 
In  organizing  the  Corps  d*  Afrique,  the  order.  No.  40, 
reads: 

*'The  Commandmg  Oenoral  dprfrw  t-o  dotnll  for  temporary  or  per- 
manoDt  duty,  th<»  bi-wt  offlcerw  of  the  army,  for  the  orgnnizntion.  inMrur- 
tioQ,  and  diwiplirn^  of  thin  C'orpH.  "With  thr^ni  hp  is  coiifldt'nt  thnt  the 
<V>nw  nil!  render  importHot  tierviw  to  Lbv  Govornnu'iit.  It  in  not  entab- 
li^hed  upou  any  doffma  of  equality  or  other  theory,  Imt  as  n  practiwil 
and  Beneiblo  mattor  of  Ijuhhuhh.  The  Govi^rnmeDt  raakt'H  ui5v  of  mules, 
kor«os,  nneducated  white  men  iu  tlio  defence  of  it**  inatitutiont*;  why 
should  not  the  nE^:^ro  oontribnte  whatever  in  in  his  power,  for  tho  cause 
in  which  he  in  an  deeply  intenwted  ofl  other  men?  We  may  propeHy 
dCfoaad  from  him  whati*V(n'»*erviL'e  h(*can  render.*' 

At  first  it  wo«  jiroposed  to  pay  the  oflScerB  of  negro 
tK>op8  lees  than  was  paid  the  officers  of  white  eoldiers,  but 
this  plan  was  abandoned.  Toward  the  close  of  the  war 
nearly  all  the  chaplains  appointed  to  negro  regimente 
were  negroes;  non-eommissioneii  officers  wereeelected  from 
the  ranks,  where  they  were  found  as  well  qualified  as  those 
taken  from  tlie  ranks  of  white  ivginients.  In  the  10th  and 
18th  Corps  it  was  a  common  thing  for  the  orderly  ser- 
geants to  call  their  company's  roll  from  memory,  and  the 
records  of  many  companies  and  regiments  are  kept  at  the 
War  D^'partment  in  Washington,  aa  mementoes  of  their 
efficiency.

There  wore  n  number  of  n(»p;To<*s  conimisfiionofl  finring 
the  war  whose  ii?coril  il  ha«  not  hw^n  poHhiblt*  to  obtain. 
Quit^  a  nunilxir  of  mulnttoes  aerved  in  white  regiment, 
Kijnie  nft  ofRfern;  they  were  so  Hfrht  in  complexion  that 
l!i*»ir  true  raof  eonnettion  eould  not  lie  told.  This  is  true 
of  one  of  Ihe  prominent  Ohioans  of  to-day,  who  served  on 
the  KtafTofa  Major  General  of  volunteers.  There  wem 
td'veral  among  the  reunhylvania  troops,  and  not  a  few  in 
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the  New  York  and  MiisHacliusettji  rofnin<^»tfl.  While  lyinpr' 
on  a  battle-field  wounded  and  exhau8t*>d,  an  officer  of  tho 
brigade  to  which  the  writer  l)eIoiip:ed.  rode  up.  pat^neti  ine 
hiy  i'nnln'ii,  and  ruquirtMl  if  I  kn<'W  liini.  A  negative  an- 
8wer  waH  given.  '*  I  aui  Tom  nunting."  he  replied.  *'  You 
know  me  now,  don't  you?  We  nnefi  to  play  together  iu 
our  boyhood  days  in  Virginia  ;  ke<'p  the  eanttrn.  1  will  h^t 
yonr  iMMipli*  know  about  you."  So  waying  he  dnnhed  away 
to  hJH  eomniand ;  he  belonged  to  a  Mai*sachu8ett«  regi- 
nn^nt.

JI8,  und  Butlor  cKni|Mwl  the  dty,  three  regiments  of 
confederate  nejrro  tr()oi)s  \vf»re  under  arms  p^uarding  the 
United  States  Mint  Imilding,  witli  ordern  to  rlestroy  it 
before  surrendering  it  to  the  Yankees.  The  brigade,  how- 
ever, was  in  eomiiiaiid  of  n  Creole  nndatto,  who,  instead 
»f  carrying  out  the  orders  given  him,  and  following  the 
'OOps  out  of  the  city  on  their  reti-eat,  counter-man;hed

Geiitnal  Butler  was  earrpnj^  out  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
■eniniPiit  nt  that  lini*',  but  it  was  not  long  hefoii>  ho  found 
it  noccssary  to  innugnnit^  a  policy  of  his  own  for  th© 
Haf(>ly  iif  hJH  coniniaml.  On  tho  oth  of  August  Hn^oken- 
ridge  assaulteLi  Baton  Rou^,  the  capital  of  tho  Stute, 
which  firmly  convinc*Hl  CJcncral  Hutler  of  tho  n<H:*»ti8ity  of 
raisiuf^  troopw  to  defend  New  Orleans.  He  had  soniewhat 
realiztMl  his  Kituation  in  July  and  appealeil  to  the  ''homo 
autiioritiejs"  for  mnforceinentw,  biit  none  rouhl  bf»  Bent. 
Still,  the  Sw.retary  <»f  War  said  to  liini,  in  ivply  to  \iia 
application:    "New  Orleans  mnet  b<»  held  at  all  hazards." 

With  New  OrleauH  threatened  and  no  hope  of  rein- 
foi'cenient,  General  lUitler,  on  the  22d  day  of  AngiiKt,,  be- 
fore Cieueral  Phelps  had  retired  to  private  life,  wa**  obli^^ 
to  ttceept  t  he  poliey  of  anniug  negroeB.  He  issued  the  fol- 
lowing" order :

busy  throng  the  next  day.  ThoxmaudH  of  men  were  eulin- 
t4*d  during  the  fli*st  \vw;k,  and  in  foui-leen  daya  a  re^- 
uient  wiu^  orgnnizoij.  The  fii*t<t  regiment's  line  oftlcere  were 
<M)lnred,  find  the  field  oflicei*8  wei'e  white.  Tho.st^  who 
made  np  this  regiment  were  not  all  free  ne^oeH  by  more 
tliH.n  half.  Any  negro  who  wonld  swear  that  he  was  fi'ee, 
physically  piod,  was  aecepted,  and  of  the  many  thou- 
nd  Hiave  fugitives  in  the  eity  from  distant  plautatione, 
JiundredH  found  their  way  into  Touro  building  and  ulti- 
%nately  into  the  ranks  of  the  thive  regiments  fornuHl  at 
'^■hut  building.  The  seecmd,  like  the  first,  had  all  eolonnJ 
line  officers;  the  thinl  wajs  officered  regardless  of  c<3lor. 
h*  wtiH  going  lM\voud  the  line  laid  tlown  by  General 
Ipe,  He  proposed  that  white  men  should  take  (!oni- 
la 
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maud  of  these  troops  exclusively.  By  November  these 
tlnxH?  rogimeuta  wei*e  iu  the  field,  wbeiv  iu  rourtw?  of  tin»ej 
they  often  met  their  fornjer  masters  face  to  face  and  ex- 
changed  shots  with  them.  The  pro-slavery  men  of  tlie 
North  and  their  newspai>ers  endeavored  to  make  the  soL 
diers  in  the  field  l>elieve  that  the  nt^-oes  would  not  fight;' 
while  not  only  the  papers  and  the  soldiers,  but  many  olfi- 
cery,  espw.ially  those  fi'om  the  AA^^st  Point  Academy,  do- 
nouuetMl  (itMU'ral  Rutk'r  for  organizing  the  i-f^imeuts.  Gen- 
eral Weitzel,  to  whose  command  these  regiments  were 
assigneil  in  an  exf>edition  up  the  liver,  objtKrted  to  theiu, 
and  a,sked  Butler  to  relieve  Lim  of  the  command  of  the. 
exjXMlition.    Butler  wrote  him  in  reply;

Geiiprnl  Biitli^r  oontiniipfl  GiMiprnl  Wcitzpl  in  ooniniaiul 
but  plnc»Hl  the  negroeti  uudor  auotber  officer,  llowever, 
Gvneral  Weitisel,  like  thouHnudB  of  others,  changed  hit* 
mind  in  refrai'd  to  the  colored  troops.  "If  he  wa*i  not  con- 
vinnni  by  (Tenerul  liutlerH  reasuniu;::,  '  Buys  Parton,  **he 
inu8t  have  been  convinced  by  what  he  saw  of  the  conduct 
«>f  tlioHH  very  ooloreil  rejrinionlM  at  Port  Hudson,  where  he 
bimnelf  gavr  such  a  glonous  example  of  prudence  and 
gaUantry. 

Notwithhiaudinfr  these  troops  did  jrood  »ervic<^  it  did 
not  Bofteii  or  i-eniove  very  much  of  the  prejudice  at  the 
North  against  the  negro  soldiers,  nor  in  the  ranks  of  the 
ormy.  Many  iucidentK  might  l>e  oit^d  to  show  tilt'  ftvlhig 
of  hiltemesH  ngainst  them.*  However,  General  liutler'n 
example  wks  followed  very  eoon  by  every  officer  in  com- 
tnaml,  and  by  the  time  the  President's  Kmjnicipation 
rro<'lanuU ion  was  issufKl  there  were  not  It^ssthan  lO.OOO 
n^:roe8  armed  and  equippi»d  along  the  ^lississippi  river. 
Of  coiirsethe  Government  knew  nothing  of  this.(?)    Not

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ttily  armed,  but  some  of  them  had  been  in  skirmishee  witii 
She  oncray.  That  as  a  Phalanx  thoy  were  invaluable  in 
•ushing  the  rebellion,  let  their  acta  of  heroism  t-ell.  In 
lie  light  of  history  and  of  their  own  deeds,  it  caa  be  Boid 
lat  in  cournge,  patriotiHrn  and  da>sh,  they  were  second  to 
lo  troops,  *'it.her  in  ancient  or  modern  nnniets.  They  were 
tiHsted  aft«r  rigid  scrutiny,  and  the  examination  of  every 
'man  by  eonipetont  surge<inK.  Their  acquaintance  with 
the  country  in  which  they  marched,  encamped  and  fought, 
made  them  in  many  in8tain;*^8  superior  to  the  white 
troops.  Then  to  stivngthen  their  valor  and  tenacity,  each 
soldier  of  the  Phalanx  knew  when  he  heard  the  lung  roll 
l>eat  to  arms,  and  the  bugle  sound  the  ohai'ge,  that  they 
were  not  to  go  foith  to  meet  those  who  regarded  them  a« 
oi)ponents  in  arms,  but  who  met  them  as  a  nmn  in  hit^  last 
desperate  effort  for  life  would  meet  demons;  they  knew, 
also,  that  there  was  no  rest»rvt» — no  reinfon*ement«  behind 
to  support  them  when  they  went  to  battle;  their  altern]^ 
tive  was  life  or  death.  It  wa«  the  consciousness  of  this 
fact  that  made  the  black  phalanx  a  wall  of  adamant  to 
the  enemy. 

The  not  unnatural  willingness  of  the  white  soldiers  to 
allow  the  negro  troops  to  stop  the  bullets  tliat  they  would 
othennse  have  to  receive  was  shown  in  General  Bank'n- 
Red  Uiver  Campaign.  At  Pleasant  Grove,  Dickey's  black 
brigade  prevented  a  slaught^jr  of  the  Union  troops.  The 
black  Phalanx  were  repi-eseuted  there  by  a  brigade  at- 
tiu'hed  to  the  first  division  of  the  19th  Corps.  When  the 
confederates  rout-cd  the  army  umler  Banks  at  SabineCross 
Koads,  below  Mansfield,  they  drove  it  for  several  hours 
toward  Pleasant  Grove,  despite  the  ardor  of  the  combined^ 
forces  of  Banks  and  Franklin.  It  became  apparent  thatnn- 
lessthe  confederates  coidd  be  checked  at  this  point. all  wa8 
lost.  General  Kmory  prejiared  for  tlie  emergency  on  the 
western  edge  of  a  wood,  with  an  open  field  sloping  toward 
Mansfield,  Here  General  Dwnght  formed  a  brigade  of  tlie 
black  Phalanx  a-(Toss  the  road.  Ilanily  was  tlie  line 
formed  when  out  came  the  gallant  foe  driving  10,000  men 
before  them.    Flushed  with  two  days'  victory,  they  came 
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charpng  at  double  quick  time,  but  the  Phalaax  held  its 

fire  until  the  enemy  \va«  close  upon  them,  and  then  poured 

a  dea<ily  volley  into  the  rankn  of  the  exultant  foe,  wtop- 

i      uinjL;  them  hIioiI.  ami  mowing  them  down  like  ^aHH.     The 

Ronfederates  recoiled,  and  now  began  a  fight  such  as  w««i 
Iways  fou;^ht  when  the  8outht>rners  bei*anie  aware  that 
lack  soldiers  were  in  front  of  them,  and  for  an  hour  and  a 
half  they  fought  at  close  quartei-s.  ceasing  ouly  at  night, 
^rflvprychargip  of  the  enemy  was  i^epulsed  by  the  steady  gal- 
Hlnntry  of  General  Emory's  briga^le  and  the  black  Phalanx, 
who  saved  the  army  from  annihilation  against  a  foe  num- 
bering three  to  one.   During  this  memorable  tampaign  the 
^^I'halanx  moi*ethan  once  na»t  theuneniy  and  a(re|>tf*«J  the 
Hfkce  of  their  black  fiag  declarations.    The  confederates 
^^new  full  well  that  every  man  of  the  Phalanx  would  fight 

to  the  last;  they  had  learned  that  long  before, 

^m       As  early  as  June.  18G3,  General  Grant  was  compelled, 

^Tn  order  to  show  a  bold  front  to  Gens.  Pembertoii  and 

Johnston  at  tlie  same  time,  while  l>esieging  Vii-ksburg,  to 

draw  nearly  all  the  troof>s  from  Milliken's  Bend  to  his 

support,    leaving  tlui^   infantry  regiments  of  the  bhxck 

Phjilanx  anil  a  small  force  of  white  i-avatry  to  hold  this, to 

him  an  all  impoi-tant  j>ost.    Milliken's  Bend  was  well  foili- 

fi(*d.  and  wif  h  a  projKT  garrison  was  in  condition  to  staial 

a  siege.

He  wais 

irprised,   therefore,   when  a  force  of  3.000  men,  under 

eneral  Henry  Mi/Gulloch,    from  the  interior  of  Louisiana, 

tacked  and  drove  his  pickets  and  two  companies  of  the 

id  Towa  Cavalry,  (white)  up  to  the  breastworks  of  the 

lend.    The  movement  was  successful,  liowever,  and  the 

t'onfe<lerat**s.  holding  the  ground.  rost«nI  for  the  night,  with 

the  expf*ctntion  of  marohing  into  the  fortifications  in  the 

Ynorning,  to  begin  a  ma>«^iu'n?,  whether  a  rf'sistauee  should 
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fthowii  them  or  not.  Tho  kxiowkil^o  this  little  garri- 
non  hjuJ  oi'  whjit  <ho  morrow  wouM  briufz;  it,  <1ou1iU*wh 
kffpt  thi'  8okiier8  awako,  |iiv]»aMii|^  to  nit^t  the  enemy  and 
their  own  fat«.  About  3  oarlock,  in  the  early  grey  of  the 
Uiurniii'T.Ihe  ronfi'^lerate  line  was  for-nM*<l  just  outwi(h'of  the 
intrenchnients;  Hud(h»nly  with  tixeii  hayoiiet-Hthi*  men  rnme 
ruHhinj^  over  the  works,  diivin^  ever;>ihing  liefore  thorn 
and  hliontiufr^  *'No  quarterl  No  t]aHrt«»r  to  tn'^r(«»K  or 
their  ofH<erK!"  In  a  moment  the  hlnekn  fornu^i  and 
met  them,  and  now  the  battle  began  in  eaniwt^  hand  to 
hnnd.  The  giwihonts  "nuK'taw"  and  **  li^xington*' nlso 
i*4ime  up  art  the  i'onfeiJerait*H  werv*  i*eceiviiig  the  bayonet*s 
and  the  bullets  of  the  UnionlB^^,  and  lent  niaterial  a^dnt^ 
anee.  The  ottmtking  force  lind  flanked  the  workn  and 
waH  pourinj^  in  a.  deadly,  enhla<liii«j;  mtisketry  lire.  The 
defeiiderH  fell  back  out  of  tho  way  of  tho  gun  boat's  ehellH, 
but  tinully  wont  fonvanl  apiiii  with  wlint  wa**  Ifft  of  their 
ir>()  wliit**  allies,  nnd  di^jve  the  ^>nemy  l)efoi*e  them  and 
out  of  the  captun**J  workR.  One  division  of  the  enemy's 
troops  IteMita1<»d  to  l«vive  a  redou!»l,  when  a  company  of 
brave  bhiek  men  ilawliiMl  forward  at,  df)ub|(Mpiirk  time  and 
enga-gtHi  them.  The  enemy  stood  his  ground,  and  soon 
thr  rat tlin*^  bayonets  rang  out  amid  the  thunders  of  tha 
f^unboat-s  and  the  shouts  of  enruj^'d  men;  but  they  were 
finally  dnven  out,  and  their  ranks  thinne<l  by  the  *'Choc- 
t^iw"  as  they  went  over  the  works.  The  newB  rea<*he<l 
(teiieral  (Irant  and  he  immediately  dispat^lied  Gen<'ral 
Mower's  bricTHde  with  orders  to  re-enforee  Dennis  and 
drive  tlie  confiHlerat^^s  beyond  the  Tensas  river.

The  Department  of  the  Gulf  contained  a  far  p^^ater 
proportion  of  the  rhnhuix  than  did  niiy  other  Departs 
Djeut,  tmd  there  were  very  few,  if  any,  iniportaut  eii^:age- 
nients  fought  in  tliin  Department  in  which  the  Phalanx 
did  not  taki^  part. 

It  is  uuplefiMUit  here,  in  view  of  the  valuable  services 
rendered  by  the  Phalanx,  to  be  obliged  to  record  that  the 
black  holdiei-s  were  subjected  to  many  indignities,  and  suf- 
fered niUL'h  at  the  hands  of  their  white  fellow  comrades  in 
arms.  Repeated  assaults  and  outrages  were  committed 
upon  black  men  wearing  the  I'nited  States'  uniform,  not 
only  by  vohintee!*s  but  consiHpts  from  the  various  States, 
aud  frequently  by  confederato  prisoners  who  had  been  pa- 
roled by  the  L^nite*]  States;  thesf*  outr-ages  were  allowed  to 
tiike  plfl4•«^  without  interfereuci*  by  the  commanding  otli- 
cers,  who  aiifmi-ently  did  not  i»bstM*ve  what  was  going  on. 

At  Ship  Island,  Miss.,  there  were  thret*  companies  of 
the  1-ith  Ifaine,  (it*n<'ral  Ni^al  Dow's  old  regiment,  and 
iKven  erompanies  of  the  2nd  rtegiinent  Phalanx,  comman- 
ded by  Colonel  Danir*ls.  whirh  constituted  the  garrison  at 
that  point.    Ship  Island  was  tlu>  key  to  New  Orleans.    Oa 
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the  opposite  Hboi'e  wa«  a  railroad  leodiiiji;  to  ^fobilt•  by 
wLirh  nM'iiforcHinentiii  weiv  ^oing  forwanl  to  Charlestuu. 
Colonel  DanielH  eorKriv(.^l  the  iilea  of  dewtrovinj;  the  roivi 
to  prevent  the  trannportation  of  the  confederate  troops. 
ApcordiniLcly,  witli  about  t^vo  hundred  men  he  landtni  at 
l*a>^paf!:ouIa,  on  the  morning  of  tho  Dth  of  April.  Pickete 
were  lininKliately  postwi  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town, 
while  the  main  body  niai-ehed  np  to  the  hotel.  Before  long 
Honie  eonfi'dcrnte  caviilry,  lKi\'in»r  tKH?n  appriswl  of  the 
movement,  odvaneed,  drove  in  the  pieket«,  and  com- 
menred  nn  attnek  on  the  force  oceupying  the  town.  The 
cavalry  made  a  bol<l  dash  upon  the  left  of  the  negroes, 
which  was  the  work  of  but  a  moment;  the  brave  blm;ka 
met  their  <'harj;ct^  manfully,  and  emptied  the  saddles  of  the 
front  rank,  which  caused  the  rear  ones  fir^t  to  halt  and 
then  retire.  The  blacks  were  ontnumbertHJ,  however,  five 
to  one,  and  finally  were  forced  to  abandon  the  town; 
they  went,  taking  with  them  the  stnrK  and  Ktrii>eH  which 
they  hail  hoisttxl  upon  the  hot<)l  when  entering  it.  They 
fell  back  towards  the  river  to  *r\\'e  the  ^nboat  **Ja4*kHon*' 
a  chance  to  shell  their  pursuers,  but  the  movement  ixv 
Halted  in  an  ap]»arently  revengeful  act  on  the  ])art  of  the 
crew  of  that  vessel,  they  having  pi'eviously  had  some  of 
their  number  killed  in  the  course  of  a  difficulty  with  a 
bhirk  sentry  at  Ship  Island. 

The  commandinj^  ollicer  of  the  laud  force,  doubtless 
from  prudential  reasonH,  omitt<ed  to  Htate  in  hiH  reiiori 
that  the  men  foujic^'t  their  way  throuj^h  the  town  while 
beiu^'  fired  upon  from  house-tops  and  A\indows  by  boys 
and  women.  That  the  ^uboat  opened  flre  direetly  on 
tlieia  when  they  were  enj^ap^ed  in  a  hand  to  hand  conflict, 
wliich  so  completely  cut  off  a  numl)er  of  The  men  from  the 
main  body  of  the  trooi)8  that  their  capture  appeannl  w*r- 
tain.  Major  Dumas,  however,  seeing:  the  condition  of 
thin<>^s,  put  spurs  to  his  horse  and  Avent  to  their  fiurcor, 
reaehinti:  them  just  as  a  company  of  the  enemy's  cavalry 
nmde  a  char^v.  The  Major,  placing*  himself  at  the  heiwi 
of  the  hanl-i>ressed  laea,  not  only  rej>ulsetl  the  cavalrjr 
and  rescued  the  squad,  but  captured  the  enemy'B  stanti- 
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ard-beoror.  The  retreating  forwj  reached  their  transport 
with  the  io88  of  only  one  nin.n ;  tliey  brong-ht  with  them 
some  prieonerg  and  captured  flags.  Colonel  Daniels,  ia 
his  i*ei>ort,H|)euks  us  follows  of  the  heroism  of  the  soldiers:

T!ie  2nd  R*>ginient,  with  the  exception  of  the  Colonel, 
Lient.-ColoiiMl  and  Adjiitnnt,  wji«  ofReered  b\'  negroes, 
many  of  whom  hiwl  worn  the  galling  chains  of  slavery, 
while  othei-rt  weiv  men  of  afflnenee  and  cultui-e  from  Ni*w 
Orleans  and  vicinity. 

The  2nd  Regiment  Imd  il«  full  share  of  prejudice  to 
contend  with,  and  perhajts  snfleretl  more  from  that  rrnuso 
than  any  other  regiment  of  the  Phalanx.  Once  while  load- 
iti^  transpfM'ts  at  Aigieix,  pn'paratory  Uy  endmrking  for 
Bhif)  iHilaiid,  they  came  in  contact  with  a  section  of  the 
ffimous  Nim's  battery^  rated  a«s  on*;  of  tlie  finest  in  the  ser- 
vice. The  nnns  of  the  2nd  Regiment  were  stacked  and 
til**  men  wer»>  busy  in  htmling  the  venKel.  nave  a  few  who 
von* doing guaiil  duty  over  the  amnmnition  stored  in  a 
«tied  on  the  wluuf.  One  of  tlie  battery-men  attempted  to 
pnter  the  shed  with  a  lighted  pipe  in  his  mouth,  but  was 
prevent-ed  by  the  guard.  It  was  more  than  the  Celt  could 
idani]  to  be  ordered  by  a  negro;  watching  for  a  chance 
when  thegtmrd  about-fnc<^^l,he  with  sineral  others  sprang 
■|)on  him.  Tin*  guard  gave  the  PhaJanx  signab  and  in- 
MtJintly  hunrlreds  of  black  men  secured  their  arms  and 
rushtsl  to  the  relief  of  their  comrade.     The  batterv-meii 
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jiimi>f*(i  to  (luMr  trtiTiH,  fortiied  into  line  and  rlrmv  ihfdr 
Habiv.s.  Lieut, -CoK)nrl  Hall,  who  wofi  In  (■oinrnand  of  tht 
2nii  Ilf^^^nifiit,  HU*p(M*<i  lonvard  an<i  (IcTiinnfttMl  to  know  of 
tht:'  I'onuntiiider  of  tin*  battery  if  hi«  men  waiitrnl  to  tak« 
iho  niun  iht*  j^uard  luul  am>Mt4Ml.  "  Yw/'  wan  tho  offlc^^'s 
t^ply.  "I  want  you  to  ^ve  tliPin  up.*'  "Not  until  thej 
nn'  dealt,  with,"  wiid  Cohjnel  Hnll.  And  thon  a«hout  and 
yell,  HUC'h  a.H  the  I'tiaiaax  only  were  able  to  give,  rent  th« 
air,  and  tlu^  abortive  meaa*r^»  waw  over.  nie^unnei-M  nv 
turned  tboir  HabivH  and  !t»8uini»d  thirir  work.  ('ol.  Hnll, 
who  always  had  i>eifw^t  control  of  hifl  men,  ordered  tli« 
giin^  stat'ked,  put  on  n  double  guard,  and  the  n»en  of  th« 
2nd  Refitment  i-ewimed  th<?ir  labfu*  of  loi'tdinff  the  traiiw- 
])ort.  Of  eourne  tliin  waH  ejiriy  in  tlie  utru^le,  and  befor» 
a  general  enlistment  of  the  blacks. 

The  HrHt,  He<*ond  and  third  n^nieiitw  of  the  Fhalank 
were  the  nucleus  of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  that 
eventually  did  ho  nairh  for  the  HUi)preKHion  of  the  rel)ell- 
fon  and  the  abolition  of  Hhivery.  The  Iht  and  JJnl  lt<^gi- 
liientH  went  up  the  MiHMJKKijipi;  the  2nd  garriHont^l  Ship 
Island  and  Fort  Pike,  on  Lake  Pontchai'train,  afU-r  pro- 
teetiufj  for  several  mouths  the  Oj)eIouBU  railroad,  ho  mufrb. 
covet4?d  by  the  confederates. 

A  few  weeks  after  the  fight  of  the  2nd  Regiment  at 
Paaeagoula,  <TenernI  Hanks  laid  Ri<»ge  to  Port  HudMorif 
and  gathei*ed  there  all  the  available  forcea  in  his  depart- 
ment. Among  these  were  the  Ist  and  3rd  Infantry  Ur'gi- 
inents  of  tl»e  Phjilanx.  On  the  2;ird  of  May  the  federal 
fore.<^,  having  eomjileU'ly  inve«t^i  the  enemy's  works  ami 
made  due  pr«»paration,  were  ordennJ  t-o  make  a  general 
assault  along  the  whole  line.  The  a.ttnek  wa«  intx^nded  to 
be  simultaneous,  but  in  this  it  failed.  The  Union  battier- 
ie«  opened  early  in  the  morning,  and  aft*n-  a  vlgorona 
bombardment  Generals  Weitzel,  Grover  and  Paine,  on  tho 
right,  assaultod  with  \nsrnr  at  10  a.  m..  while  Hen.  Augtir 
in  the  eenter.  and  General  W,  T.  Sherman  on  the  loft,  did 
Tiot  attaek  till  2  p.  m 

Never  was  fighting  more  heroie  than  that  of  the  fed- 
<?ral  army  and  esiM^irially  that  of  the  I'halanx  regiment« 
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If  valor  could  have  trimnphwl  over  such  odds,  the  nu- 
^u!ting  forcvs  would  have  canned  the  works,  but  only 
ijctit  rowardioo  or  pitiablo  imbecility  could  havo  lost 
ich  a  i)osition  under  exintiiig  cirruuistanors.  The  iH'gi'o 
>giint*ut8  on  the  north  side  of  the  works  Aied  with  the 
■avost,  niakinji;  three  desperate  chnrg"(?8  on  the  confeder- 
lC  batteries,  losing  hen^'ily,  but  maintaining  their  posi- 
ion  in  the  Hilvance  all  the  while. 

The  column  in  nio\nng  to  the  nttnck  went  through  the 
►ods  in  their  inunediute  front, and  then  upon  a  |)lnne.  on 
le  farther  side  of  which,  half  a  mile  distant,  wei-e  the 
iem>'s  batteries.  The  field  was  eovetvd  with  recently 
>l1ed  trees,  through  the  interlaced  branch(?8  of  which  the 
tluinn  moved,  and  for  two  or  more  hours  struggled 
irougli  the  obstacles,  stepping  over  their  comrades  who 
Ml  among  the  entangled  bnishwood  pierce*]  by  bullets  or 
torn  by  Hying  missikv,  and  braved  the  hurricane  of  shut 

Ed  shell. 
What  did  it  avail  to  hurl  a  few  thousand  troope 
aiust  those  impregnable  works?  The  men  wei-e  not 
in,  and  were  they,  it  would  have  been  impossible  for 
them  to  have  kept  erect,  where  trees  three  teet  in  diameter 
^re  crashed  down  u])on  them  by  the  enemy's  shot;  they 
mid  have  been  but  us  so  many  ten-pins  set  up  before 
illful  playei-8  to  be  knocke<l  down. 

The  troops  entennl  an  eniihnling  fire  from  a  n»asked 
tttery  whicli  opened  uponlliem  um  tlie>Miean^l  the  fort, 
lusing  the  column  first  to  halt,  then  to  waver  and  stag- 
er; but  it  recovei-etl  and  again  prewsed  forward,  closing 
IP  the  ranks  ns  fast  as  the  eJiem^'V  shells  thinned  thenu 
tlie  left  the  confederates  had  plantfni  a  sijc-gun  lottery 
ipon  an  pminerav,  which  caabli-d  them  to  8WK»p  the  field 
'er  which  the  advancing  cohiinn  moverl.    In  front  woh 
le  lai-gc  fort;,  while  the  right  of  the  line  was  rake<]  by  a  re^ 
nu}»t  of  mx  pieces  of  nrtillery.    One  after  another  of  tl»e 
'orks  had  been  charged,  but  in  vain.    The  Michigan,  New 
ork  and  Mnssachuwtts  troops— l>rnver  than  whom  ntmo 
fouffht  a  battle— had   ber-n  hurled    back    front    the 
lace,  leaving  the  field  strewn  with  their  dead  and  woun- 
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ded.     TliP  works  must  be   takeu.     General  Nelson    wi 
ordered  by  (itaieial  Dwi^ht  to  take  the  battery  on  thtr  lett^ 
The  Ist  and  3rd  Uegiineut«  went  forward  at  double  quid 
time,  and  they  wen^  soon  within  the  Hne  of  the  enemy 'i 
fire.    Louder  than  the  thunder  of  Heaven  wtis  tlie  artil- 
lery rending  the  air  shaking  the  earth  itself;  cannoni 
moitarH  and  musketry  alike  ofKjned  a  fiery  storm  upou] 
the  advancing  re^^nienta;  an  iron  »hower  of  grape  and] 
round  whot,  shellB  and  rockets,  with  a  jwrftvt  temjipst  ol 
rifle  bullets  fell  upou  them.     On  they  wont  nnd   <lown, 
Hcores  falling  on  right  and  left.    **The  flag,  theflagi" 
sliouted  the  black  soldiei-e,  as  the  standard-bearer's  bodyj 
wan  scattei'ed  tiy  a  whell.    Two  file-closerti  ntruggled  for  il 
posst^8rtion;  a  ball  decided  the  struggle.     They , fell  faj^ter] 
and  fiister ;  shrieks,  prayers  and  cursee  came  up  from  th« 
fallen  and  ascendeil  to  Heaven.    Tlie  ranks  closed  up  while] 
the  column  turned  obliquely  toward  the  point  of  ftre^tieeiu- 
ing  to  forget  they  were  but  men.    Then  the  cross-fire  oJ 
grajR*  shot  swept  through  their  ranks,  oausing  the  glitt»?r- 
ing  bayonets  to  go  down  rapidly.     "SU'ady  meu,ht>»*idy," 
cried  bold  Cailloux,  his  sword  uplifted,  his  face  the  color  ul 
the  sulphureous  smoke  that  enveloped  him  and  his  follow—^ 
ers,  as  they  felt  the  deadly  hail  which  ean»e  uppareutl.^ 
from  all  sides.    Captain  Cailloux*  was  killed  with  the  col-

Tht*  defenders 
emptied  their  rifles,  cannon  and  nlortal>^  ujk>u  the  very 
heads  of  the  brave  assaulters,  making  of  them  a  human 
hf'cntondj.  Those  who  escaped  found  their  way  bock  to 
shelter  as  best  they  could. 

The  battery  was  not  captured ;  the  battle  wa»  lost  to 
all  except  the  black  soldiers;  they,  with  their  terrible  losa>

tery  than  tbat  upon  the  bluff.    Nature  sefMUtt  to  hiU'^^e 
kiried  tUe  pliuf*  and  appointtxi  the  tiiDw  for  the  npgro 
prove  his  manhood  and  to  disarm  the  preindi<-e  that  a 
one  time  prompted  the  whitt*  troops  to  insult  and  aissaul 
the  ue^o  soldiers  in  New  Orleans.    It  vfas  all  forgotte 
anil  tliev  niinjiled  1  outlier  thai  da}'  on  terniK  of  [M'rfeirt 
equality.    Tlie  whites  were  only  too  glad  to  take  a  driu 
from  a  negro  soldier's  canteen,  for  in  that  trying  liou 
they  found  a  brave  and  determined  ally,  ready  to  su<-ri- 
fice  ail  for  lil>erty  and  country.    If  greater  heroism  could 
be  shown  than  that  of  the  regiment.s  of  the  Phalanx 
ready  nauied,  suivly  the  Ist  Regiment  of  Engimvi-H  dt 
playi»d  it  during  the  sii^'at  Port  Hudson.   This  regiment, 
provided  with  picks  and  spades  for  the  purpose  of  "mi 
jng"  the  enemy's  works,  often  went  forward  to  their  la^m 
without  any  armed  support  exc(»pt  the  cover  of  heuv 
guns,  or  as  other  troops  happeneci  to  advaiioe,  to  thro 
up  breastworks  for  their  own  protection.    It  takes  men  o 
more  than  ordinary  courage  to  engage  in  such  work,  with 
out  even  a  revolver  or  a  bayonet  to  defend  themselvi 
against  the  sallies  of  an  enemy's  troojis.   Nevertheless  tb 
Engineer  Regiment  of  the  black  Phalanx  ]K*Horine<|    tl 
duty  under  such  trying  and  perilous  circumstances,   Manj 
times  they  went  forward  at  a  douV>le-quick  to'do  duty  m 
the  most  dangerous  place  during  an  engagement,  perba|>s 
to  build  a  ivdoubt  or  breastworks  behind  a  bngaii(>,  or  to 
blow  u^  a  bastion  of  the  enemy's.    "They  but  i*emindecl^ 
the  lookers  on/*  said  a  correspondent  of  a  Western  newH^^ 
]Miper,  *'ol  just  so  many  cattle  going   to   a  slaughter- 
house.'* 

A  writer,  speaking  of  the  other  regiments  of  the  Ph< 
lanx, says : 

"TI»ey  wero  niso  on  trial  that  day,  and  justifiod  tUe  most  fuu 
expectations  by  their  (rood  roTiduct.    Nnt  that  tl»py  fbnght  b*»tti»ri 
our  white  veteraiw;  they  did  not  aDd  could  not." 

But  there  had  been  so  much  incredulity  avowe<i 
garding  the  courage  of  the  negi'oes;  so  much  wit  lavish* 
on  the  idea  of  negroes  fighting  to  any  purpose,  that  Gen* 
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erol  Banks  waa  justified  in  awjording  a  special  commenda- 
tion to  the  Ist,  2nd  and  l^rd  Ilooinients,  and  to  the  let 
Engintvr  R4^nient,  of  the  Phalanx,  sa^iii*^,  *'No  troo|>« 
oouid  be  more  determiuod  or  daring."  The  1st  lost  its 
Cailloux,  the  2nd  its  Paine,  but  the  Phalanx  won  honor 
for  the  race  it  represent4?d.  No  higher  encomium  could  be 
paid  a  re|j;iraent  than  that  awarded  the  gallant  2nd  by 
the  poet  Roker :

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THE  AHMY  OK  THE  FItONTlER. 


At  the  Far  West  the  fires  of  hberty  and  union  burned 
no  1<:*SH  brightly  upon  the  altar  of  the  negro's  devotion 
than  lit  the  Noith,  East  and  South.  ThebhwkHof  Iowa 
responded  with  alacrity  to  the  call  of  the  governor  to 
Btreugthen  the  Army  of  the  Ohio.  Though  the  uegro  poj>- 
ulation  was  sparce — numbering  in  1800,  only  1060 — and 
thinly  aeattentl  over  the  t*>rritory,  and  were  enjoying  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  American  citizenship,  never- 
theless they  gave  up  the  luxui'ies  of  happy  homes,  threw 
down  their  implements  of  j)eaceful  industry,  broke  from 
the  loving  enihra^^e  of  wives  and  ehihlren,  and  with  the 
generous  patriotism  whieh  has  always  eharacti?rizetl  the 
conduct  of  the  race,  they  rushed  to  the  aid  of  their  yet 
oppri»sst»d  countrymen,  and  the  defenw  of  the  Union. 

The  (iibralt<?rs  of  the  Mississippi,  Vicksburgand  Port 
Hudson,  had  fnllmi  by  the  might  of  the  Union  armies;  the 
Mississippi  was  o[>en  to  the  Gulf,  The  shattered  ranks 
of  tlie  victorious  troops,  and  the  depleteil  ranks  of  the 
PhaJaux,  rent  and  torn  by  the  enemy  during  the  long 
siege  of  Port  Hudson,  lent  an  inspiring  zeal  to  the  ne- 
groes of  the  country,  which  manifested  itself  in  the  rapidi- 
ty of  the  enlistment  of  volunteers  to  fill  up  the  gaps. 

In  August,  18(3;^,  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  Iowa 
began  the  enlistment  of  negroes  as  a  part  of  her  quota, 
Keokuk  was  selept*?d  as  the  place  of  rendezvous.  On  the 
11th  of  the  foHowing  October  nine  full  companies  under 
the  command  of  (■aloud  John  G.  Hudson,  took  theoatb 
-of  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  and  became  a  part  of 
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the  a^'tive  military  force  of  the  National  Governmeut. 
The  rH;j;inifnt  was  (lr*si<inii,tfM|  tli*»  Ist  A.  D.  (AfiiirHii  Dtv 
«cent)  Rt^^imeiit  Iowa  VoIuntwrM,  and  wa«  nursT<»ivd  for 
three  yeai-s,  or  during*;  the  war.  L<*aviiij^  Keokuk  Mar- 
raeks,  thi.'  rf^iii«*ut  prococ»di*d  to  St.  Loui.s,  Mo.,  and  wa« 
qaai-t^^n^i  in  Henton  Uarracks,  na  a  part  of  th**  forcoH  un- 
der cuniTiuuid  of  .\!ajor-Gpiieral  J.  M.  Schofield.  Here 
company  U.  jointnl  the  reginu^nt,  uiakin*]^  ten  full  oonipji- 
nie«.  A  memorable  and  putriotie  incid*'nt  occurred  here: 
Mth.  I.  N.  Tri[)let,  in  l>ehalf  of  the  ladies  of  the  Stnte  of 
Iowa,  and  of  the  oily  of  Muscatine,  i)rvwented  the  regiment 
with  a  beautiful  »rlk  national  flaj;,  which  wu-s  carried 
through  the  KlorniK  of  battle,  and  ri'turnetl  at  the  close 
of  the  war  to  the  Statue. 

On  the  first  (hiy  of  .Tanuary,  18(54,  the  rr»^iment  waH 
ordered  to  report  to  General  Beaufort  at  Heleim,  Ark.,  bo- 
<H>minp-  a  pni-t  of  the  garrison  of  that  place  until  the  fol- 
lowing: Manh. 

One  S4^i'^eant  Phillips,  with  some  others,  agitated  the 
pro]>riety  uf  refusin«:  to  accept  the  seven  dollurs  ]ht 
month  offered  theni  by  the  Government,  and  of  refusing 
to  do  duty  on  ncconnt  of  it.  SfM-gennt  Barton,  however, 
held  it  was  b<?tter  to  serve  without  puy  than  to  refuse  duty, 
a*  the  enforcement  of  the  I'residenl's  Emnncipntion  Proc- 
lamation waseHsentinl  to  the  freeilom  of  the  ne*?ro  race. 
To  this  latter  the  n'^^iuient  n^iv*'d,  jind  piisse*!  eonriir- 
rpnt  resolutions,  which  tpielled  a  diacussiou  which  other- 
wise mi^jht  have  led  to  mutiny. 

While  the  rej^iment  was  at  Ilelena  it  took  purt  in  sev- 
eral skirmishes  and  captured  a  numlxT  of  prisoners.  In 
July,  Colonel  W.*S.  Brooks,  in  command  of  the  5Uth,  60th, 
and  a  detachment  of  the  3ril  Artillery  Phalanx  Uepment, 
with  two  Held  gTiUS,  sallied  out  of  Helena  and  proc(M.Mled 
down  the  Missis8|)pi  River,  to  the  mouth  of  White  River, 
on  a  transport.  Here  the  troops  disembarked.  The  next 
mominpf,  nftcT  marchinp:  all  night,  Brooks  halte<J  his  eoin- 
mand  for  breakfast ;  arms  were  stacked  and  the  men  l>e- 
came  weltered  over  the  fields.  Suddenly,  General  Dob- 
bins, at  the  head  of  a  superior  confederate  force,  made  an 
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attack  uj^on  them;  the  confederates  at  first  formed  no  re^- 
uUi.r  Hue  of  battle,  hut  rushed  pell-mell  on  tlie  KcattA^red 
federals,  intending,  doubtless,  to  anuiJiilate  tbeni  at  ouce. 
The  L'nion  men  soon  ixvoverwl  their  arum,  but  Wtore  they 
got  into  Hue,  their  commander,  Colonel  Brooks,  had  bt*eu 
killed,  and  Captuin  Uaust^y  of  Co.  C,  GOtli  Ueglment,  as- 
sumed comniaml.  The  men  of  the  l*halanx,  though  they 
haclhad  but  aKhniii  time  to  rest  from  alou^mareh^rullied 
with  the  ardor  of  veterans,  and  fouglit  with  that  deiiipera- 
ation  that  men  display  when  they  realize  that  the  strug- 
gle is  either  \nctory  or  death.  It  was  not  a  question  of 
numbers  with  them ;  it  was  one  of  existence,  and  the  Pha- 
lanx resolved  itself  into  a  seeming  column  of  iron  to  meet 
the  foe  as  it  rushed  over  the  bodies  of  their  dead  and 
wounded  with  the  rage  of  mndmen. 

The  two  Held  guns,  skillfully  handled  by  black  ar- 
tillery-men, did  good  work,  j>lowing  huge  furrows  through 
the  assailants  and  throwing  them  into  confusion  at  every 
chargL».  Still  the  confederates,  having  finally  orgonizml 
into  line  of  battle,  continued  to  charge  after  each  repuh^, 
pouring  a  terrific  fii-e  upon  the  United  Stntes  force  at  each 
advance.  It  seemed  iis  if  the  Phalanx  must  surrender;  they 
were  outnuml»ered  two  to  one,  and  every  line  officer  waa 
dead  or  wounded.  Sergeant  Triplet  was  directing  the  Hr« 
of  Company  C;  the  ai-tillery  sergeant  was  in  command  of 
the  field  guns,  and  worked  them  well  for  two  long  houit!. 
The  enemy's  sharp-whooters  statione*!  in  the  tr*»H>s  no 
longer  selected  their  victims,  for  one  man  of  the  Phalanx 
was  as  conspicuous  as  another. 

Yet  another  assault  was  made;  firm  stood  the  little 
band  of  iron  men.  not  flinching,  not  moving,  though  the 
dejwi  lay  thick  before  them.  The  cannon  Ijelched  out  their 
grape  shot,  the  musketry  rattlwl,  and  once  nioiv  the 
enemy  fled  back  to  the  woods  with  ranks  disordei-^l. 
Thus  from  six  o'clock  till  noonday  did  the  wear\^  soldiers 
hold  their  foes  biU'k.  The  situation  became  critical  with 
the  Phalanx.  Their  ammunition  was  nearly  ^xhaust*>d ;  a 
few  more  rounds  and  their  bayonets  would  be  their  only 
proteetion  against  a  massacre;  this  fact  however,  did  not 
cool  tht'ir  determiuation. 
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In  front  and  ou  their  flanks  the  enemy  began  ma»Aing 
for  a  tinal  onset.  For  five  hours  the  Phalanx  had  fought 
likp  tigers,  ngaiuet  a  ruthless  foe,  and  tLoiif»li  no  bliu-k 
tia*;;  wurneci  tliem,  they  wei-e  not  unniiudful  of  the  fate  of 
their  comrades  at  Fort  Pillow.  General  Dobbins  was 
evidently  pn^paring  to  swwp  the  field.  Several  tirneRi  al- 
ready had  he  went  hi^  men  to  annihilate  the  blacks,  and  a*5 
many  tiuie«  had  they  been  repulsed.  There  was  no  time 
for  the  Phalanx  soldiers  to  nianceuviv;  they  were  in  the 
closing  jawH  of  death,  and  tliough  they  Mi  the  day  wai* 
lost,  their  courage  did  not  forsake  them  ;  it  was  indeed  a 
di-eadful  moment.  The  enemy  was  about  to  move  upon 
them,  when  suddenly  a  &hout, — not  the  yell  of  a  foe,  was 
heard  in  the  enemy's  rear,  and  the  next  moment  a  detach- 
ment of  the  loth  Illinois  Cavalry,  under  eonmiaud  of 
Major  Carniinchffil,  broke  through  the  confederate  ranks 
and  rushed  to  the  suppoi-t  of  the  Phalanx,  aligning  them- 
selves with  the  black  soldiers, amid  the  cheers  of  the  latter. 
Gathering  up  their  dead  and  woumled,  the  fe<leral  force 
now  began  a  retreat,  stubbornly  yielding,  inch  by  inch, 
ea^^h  fu*»t  of  ground,  until  night  thivw  her  mantle  of  dark- 
ness over  the  scene  and  the  confederates  ceased  their  fir- 
ing. The  Phalanx  loss  was  50,  while  that  of  the  enemy 
was  150.  At  the  beginning  couriers  wei^  disjtatched  to 
Helena  for  re-enforcements,  and  Colonel  Hu<lson,  with  the 
remainder  of  the  Phalanx  troops,  reached  them  at  night 
too  late  to  be  of  any  assistance,  as  the  confederates  did 
not  follow  the  retreating  column. 

Two  days  later,  Colonel  Hudson,  with  all  the  available 
men  of  the  two  Phalanx  regiments, — (JOth,  5(Uh  and  a  de- 
tachment of  the  3rd  Phalanx  ai-tillen-,  with  two  cannons, 
— went  down  the  Mississippi  and  up  the  White  river,  dis- 
enjbarke<l  and  made  a  three  days  mai'ch  across  the  conn- 
try,  wheiv  the  enemy  was  found  entrenched.  The  Phalanx, 
after  a  spiritcil  contest,  drove  tliem  out  of  their  works, 
burned  their  store,  captured  a  few  Texas  rangers  and 
returne<l  to  Helena.  In  Mnn^h,  1K(>5,  the  00th  Regiment 
was  ordered  to  join  Drig.-Gen.  Reynolds*  command  at 
Little  Rock,  where  the  i-egiment  was  brigadtnl  with  the 
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^7th,  59th  and  83rd  Phalanx  regimeuiH.  The  brigade 
^as  ordered  to  Texas  overland,  but  the  Hurrender  of  Gen- 
eral Lee  to  Grant  t)bvuitt^l  thin  march.  The  t^allant  OOt.h 
wiiH  mustere*]  out  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  on  the  2nd  of  Nov- 
euilier,  18G5,  "where,"  says  Ser;j:eant  Burtou,  the  regi- 
inental  bistonan,  "they  were  gfi-eeted  by  the  authorities 
and  the  loyal  thousaud.s  of  Iowa." 

KansaH  has  undoubtedly  the  honor  of  being  the  first 
State  in  the  Union  to  be:fin  the  orpranization  of  negroes  aw 
soIdiei-H  for  the  IVdiTJiI  Hfiny.  The  State  wtu*  mliiiitt^^l 
into  the  Union  January  29,  1861,  after  a  long  reipn  of 
lioijtilitios  within  her  borders,  carried  on  by  the  same 
eharaetor  of  men  and  strictly  for  the  same  purpose  which 
brought  on  the  war  of  the  Great  Rebt?llion.  In  fact,  it 
was  but  a  transfer  of  hostilities  from  Miswoun  and  Kan- 
sai}  to  South  Carolina  and  Virg^iuia.  Missouri  and  the 
South  had  been  whipped  out  of  Kansas  and  the  territory 
admitte<i  into  the  Union  as  a  free  State.  This  single  fact 
was  acce|ite<.l  by  the  South  as  a  juvcursijr  of  the  policy  of 
the  incoming  Republican  administration,  and  three  South- 
ern s«*natoi'S  itisigned  oi*  left  the  United  States  Senate  be- 
fore the  vote  was  taken  for  the  admission  of  Kansas.  The 
act  of  atlmitting  Kansas  as  a  free  State,  was  the  torch  : 
that  inflamed  the  South,  and  led  to  the  firing  upon  Uort  | 
Sumter  the  following  April.  The  men  of  Kansa^s  had  long 
been  inured  to  field  service,  and  used  to  practice  with 
Sharps'  rifles.  The  men  of  Kansas,  more  than  in  any 
other  State  of  the  Union,  had  a  right  to  rush  to  the  de- 
fence of  the  Federal  government,  and  they  themael  vee  felt  so. 

On  the  nth  of  February,  eleven  days  after  the  ndmiH- 
sion  of  the  State  into  the  Union,  Governor  Robinson  took 
the  oath  of  office,  and  on  the  15th  of  April  President 
Lincoln  called  for  seventy-five  thousand  volunteers.  The 
first  ivgiment  responded  to  the  call  by  the  close  of  May; 
others  speedily  followed,  until  Kansas  had  in  the  fiehl 
20,000  soldiers.  Of  the  n»giments  an<l  companies  whii'h 
represented  this  State  in  the  Federal  army,  several  weix» 
composed  of  negroes,  with  a  slight  mixture  of  Indians. 

It  has  been  no  easy  task  to  learn  about  these  rc^- 
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mentB,  but,  after  a  long  srarch,  the  writer  has  been  en- 
al>led,  through  tho  patriotk-  efforts  of  Govornor  Crawford, 
of  KauKius^  who  is  also  ex-Colonel  of  the  2u»l  KaiiHaw  Reg- 
iment, to  lind  Mr.  J.  B.  McAfee,  Uue  chapUiin  of  tlie  sum© 
re^nient  and  Adjutant-(iei»eral  of  KansaH,  now  engiionn! 
in  business  in  Tojieka.  AVith  the  finding  of  Mr.  McAfee 
came  anotliei;  difficulty;  the  rey)ort  of  the  AdjutauL-Geu- 
era!,  containing  o.n  account  of  the  regiments  hi  the  war, 
hjid  been  accidentuJy  burned  before  leaving  tho  printing 
office.  This  difficulty  wjis  overcome,  liowever,  by  the  con- 
sideration ever  shown  the  nejrro  by  Mr.  McAfw,  who  kindly 
loaned  hisoiilv  volume  of  the  'Mihtarv  HiHtorv  of  Kan- 
aa«.'* 

The  service  rendered  by  the  Phalanx  soldiery  of  Kan- 
sas stands  second  to  none  upon  the  records  of  that  State. 
Their  patriotism  wns  nothing  lews  than  a  iittujg  return 
for  the  love  of  liberty  shown  by  the  Free  State  men  in  rv?s. 
cuing  Kansas  from  tlie  chitclies  of  the  nlave  power.  The 
discussions  at  the  national  rnpitol  pointnl  Kansas  out  to 
the  negro  as  a  j)lace  wljere  he  might  enjoy  freedom  in  com- 
mon with  ail  other  Ameri<m.n  citizens.  He  n^gnrdisl  it  then 
us  he  does  now,*  the  ncnw  of  Republictin  States.  Those 
negrt)t»s  who  enjoyinj  and  nppreciated  the  sentiment  that 
made  her  so,  were  determined  as  far  as  they  were  able,  to 
stand  by  the  men  who  had  thus  enlarged  the  area  of  Iree^ 
dom. 

Without  comment  upon  the  bravery  of  these  troops, 
the  report  is  Kubmitted  of  their  conduct  in  camp,  field, 
on  the  march  and  in  battle,  as  made  by  those  who  com- 
manded them  on  various  occasions.

"Otipt.  H,  C.  St'oman  wa«  about  the  »amo  lime  commisHionprl  with 
like  authority  for  that  [lortion  of  Knntta/*  lyi"K  south  of  the  KansiM 
river.  The  work  of  rwruitiiig  went  forward  witli  raitiJitv.  the  inteUi(;«*nt 
portion  of  the  colored  |>eople  entering  into  iht*  work  heartily,  and  evinc- 
ing by  their  nctions  a  wiUint^  readine«H  to  link  their  future  and  share  the 
fieri!?*  with  their  whit*?  brethryn  in  the  war  of  the  ruUdlion,  which  tlieii 
w/i^H]  with  HUfli  violeuco  as  to  eeriously  threaten  Uin  nationality  and 
life  of  the  Republic. 

"Within  sixty  days  five  hundred  men  were  rwTruite<l  and  plaeed  in 
camp,  and  a  request  mwle  that  a  battalliou  be  raui*tered  into  the  Cuit4?d 
St4itt>s  8*^rv-ice.  Thirt  request  vns  not  eomplieii  with,  and  the  reoAOi&s 
aesigueil  were  wholly  unsatisfactory,  yet  uccoinpanied  with  asffuroncos 
of  such  a  nature  oh  to  warrant  the  belief  that  but  a  short  time  would 
elapse  ere  the  request  would  be  complied  with. 

"In  the  meantime  complications  with  the  civil  authorities  in  tlie 
Northern  DiHtriet  had  arisen,  which  at  one  time  threatened  Berioun  tv^ 
HultH.  The»tc  conipHcat.iouH  ori>fiiiated  from  the  following  causes,  each 
afleftinp:  different  claBses : 

"  Ist.— An  active  sympathy  with  the  rebellion. 

"  2nd.— An  intolerant  prejudice  against  tlie  colored  race,  which  would 
deny  them  the  honorable  |>ottit  ion  in  sociL'ty  which  every  soldier  ifl  euti- 
tled  trt»  even  though  he  gained  that  f>ot*ition  at  the  risk  of  his  life  in  the 
cause  of  the  nation,  which  could  ill  afford  to  refuse  genuine  RympatJij 
and  mipjiort-  from  any  quarter. 

"  3rd. — On  the  part  of  a  few  genuine  loyalists  who  believed  that  thl« 
attempt  to  enlist  colored  men  would  not  \w  approved  by  the  War  lk»- 
partmeiit,  and  that  the  true  iuten.'sts  of  the  colored  man  demanded 
that  their  time  Hhould  not  be  vainly  spent  in  the  effort. 

"4th.— A  largi*  rla«8  who  believwl  that  the  negro  did  not  posoess  the 
necesHar^'  qualiRcationn  to  make  efficient  soldierH,  utid  that  consequeatly 
the  experinient  would  roflult  in  defi-at,  disaflter  and  dingruee. 

"Col.  WilliamH,  ai-ting  undor  the  ordern  of  his  military  superiors  felt 
that  it  was  uo  part  of  liia  duty  to  take  council  of  any  or  all  of  theeo 
cloflses.  ITe  sawno  course  for  him  topursue  but  to  foUowhis  iDstTuctioui* 
to  thif  letter.  Cousequfutly,  when  the  t:ivil  authorities  phuxfi  theuiHidvEM 
in  direct  opposition  to  those  of  the  niilitfl.r>*,  by  nrrofiting  and  <'ontltiing 
the  iripu  of  the  command  on  the  mobh  frivolous  chargeH,  and  indif'tiug 
their  commanders  for  crime,  such  aw  unlawfully  restraining  jierHtins  of 
» hf'ir  liberty,  &c.,  by  enforcing  proper  military  diHciplinn,  he  ignored  the 
n;;ht  of  the  civil  mitliorities  to  interfere  with  bis  milJtaiy  actions  In  a 
nnlitary  capacity  ujid  undor  projier  authority. 

"On  tlie  2^t.h  of  October,  18r)2,  a  command  conflisting  of  detach- 
ments from  Captain  P*?aman'rt  nnd  Capfflin  William's  recruit**,  wen* 
rnovwl  and  camiH^J  near  Putler.  This  command— about  two  hnndrwl 
and  twenty-five  men,  under  CaplAin  Seaman, — was  attacked  by  4^  cMn- 
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flwlnrafo  forfe  of  ubnnt  flvn  hundmi),  commivodDti  by  Colonrl  Cockrptl, 
hut  ttfl«r  a  ijevnro  ongagi»mp»t  tht>  cur-my  wn*  dffi>ot*?<1  with  coDMtlerable 
IoN».  Tilt'  iK-^ro  luKti  was  ti*ii  killod  iind  iwolvi?  wounded,  uicludiii^  {'ap- 
tniu  A.J,  ('rt!W',  u  pillaut  yiniiitf  oftirer.lx'iug  ainoni?  liie  tir»sl.  nifutionf*(i. 
Till*  lu'xt  tnornintr  IIiP<M»iiiniHiid  was  nM'ufttn:»*<l  Uy  a  fnw  r«*'ri]ita  ui)«It*r 
rommnnd  of  ('uptuiii  J.  M.  WillianiH,  when  th*»  Mienij"  won  purniipd  u  con- 
Jiidrrnhlp  ilistnnw  Inir  wirhont  furrhrr  fij^htinf];.  This  in  Aiipjiowtd  to 
bttvu  bw?ii  tilt'  lii*Ht  Hnj^tip'tiiHiit  in  tlit?  war  in  which  colorwl  troopw  wt'iv 
nctnnlly  eiigag<?«l.  The  work  of  recruiting,  drillitig:  and  diwiplininjc  thn 
mgimeut  wae  contiuiii*d  under  the  udvorw  rircmnstunwe  until  the  l-'Ub 
of  .lanuary,  18G3,  whon  a  liattallion  of  hU  compnnit;H,  fonnod  by  Ibn 
consolidntinn  of  Col  on  W  Willhims'  recruits  with  those  of  Captfl-in  Sea- 
man, wan  murteriM]  into  the  V.  S.  service  by  Lieutenant  Sabin,  of  the 
regular  army.  I5*'iwe*u  JAnuao'  13th  and  May  2nd,  18G3.  the  otlier 
four  eompauie^  were  or^funixe*!,  when  the  refnnieutal  organixatiuu  vran 
completed,  a[ifMmr8  by  the  roster  of  the  regiment. 

"Immediutely  nftpr  it«  orpiinizalion,  tht-  n'^inient  was  ordered  to 
Baxter  Springs,  where  it  arriverl  in  Mny,  ISO.3,  u.nil  the  work  of  drilling 
the  rt^uieat  wa*  vigoroosly  proseoutoi]. 

"  Parts  of  two  (fompnnieH  of  the  regiment,  and  a  detarhment  of  cav- 
ifclrv,  and  one  piece  of  artillei^,  made  u.  dirersiou  on  Shawnee,  Mo.  atr 
tucked  luid  diHjH^rKt^l  aHniuil  oppownp  fon*e  and  captured  five  prii^oners. 

"While  encamiK?d  here,  on  the  18th  of  May,  a  forafiin;?  party,  con- 
eistinp;  of  twenty-tive  men  from  the  Phalanx  rejpment  and  twenty  men 
of  the  2nd  Kannan  Pnttery,  Major  K.  0.  Ward  commanding,  wm*  Bent 
into  Jaitfier  County,  Mo,  This  party  waM  snrpriwd  and  attacked  by  a 
force  of  three  hundred  confedemU'w  eommand»*d  by  Mujor  Livingston, 
and  defeat«l.  with  a  loss  of  sixteen  kille*!  and  five  prisoners,  thretf  o| 
which  belongiHi  to  the  2nd  Kanmun  Battery*  and  two  of  the  blnek  regi- 
ment. The  men  of  the  2nd  Kansas  Battery  were  afterwardH  exchanged 
nndor  a  flag  of  truce  for  a  like  number  of  prisonerR  capturcnl  by  the  uegro 
regiment.  Livingston  r«'fused  to  exr*hoijge  the  black  prisoners  in  his 
postteMnion.  and  gave  ns  lii.s  nxeuHe  tJiat  he  nhould  hold  them  subject  t-o 
the  onleps  Iff  the  ctmfedcrato  Wjir  Pepartnierit,  Sliortly  after  tliin  Col, 
'Williams  re«vive<J  information  tlmt  one  of  the  prisoners  held  by  Living- 
ttUni  hiyl  been  murdennl  by  the  enemy.  He  immediately  Hcnt  a  flng  ot 
lru«'  U)  Livingstim  d«'nmiM!iiig  the  body  of  the  person  who  comniittetl 
the  barbarous  net.  Uof^eiving  an  evasive  and  unsatisfactory  reply.  Col, 
WiUiums  detennimfd  to  convince  the  Major  that  was  a  gfime  at  which 
two  could  play,  nnd  diitvtiHi  that  one  of  the  prisonon*  in  hi8  posfu'psion 
be  shot,  and  within  tliirty  minutes  the  order  was  executed.  He  immi'di- 
ntely  informed  Mnjor  Liviiij^^ton  of  his  action,  sendiug  the  information 
hy  th»'  (*ame  pnrty  thnt  brought  the  despntch  to  him.  Suffice  it  to  s^y 
thul  thiwiMided  the  barbantUM  pnwtiiv  of  murdering  prinuuers  of  war,so 
for  as  LivinRston's  comnmnd  was  concenied.

ISG'l,  when  it  Htruek  Tent**  end  mairhed  for  Fort  Oibmon  in  connec- 
tion with  a  largt>  fiuppl3'  train  from  Fort  Scott  en  route  to  the  fornwr 
pliwv. 

Colonel  WilliaTDB  had  receivwl  information  that  w»tipfle<]  him  thai 
the  truin  would  t»i^  inttucked  in  the  ni'iy'iboHioo*!  of  (jibin  Cnwfk,  Chero- 
kee Nation.  He  communicated  thi**  iuforniHtioii  to  Lieutenaut-C<dom«l 
Potlil,  of  tin*  2nd  Colorado  Infantry,  wh"  wob  in  coninmnd  of  the  ewrort, 
and  voluiitec!^  to  move  hia  regiment  in  such  manner  u»  «ouhI  Ik.*  »»r- 
viceatih'  in  cjwe  the  ex[)eoted  attiick  should  bo  mufle.  Thee^eort.  proper 
to  the  txain  eonsiRte*!  of  nix  compnuiw  of  the  2mi  Colorado  Infantry,  a 
detachment  of  thive  conipanie?*  of  cavalry  from  the  0th  iind  VUli  Kaunas, 
and  oue  Afv^tioD  of  the  2ud  KauHiut  Batter^-.  This  force  wu>4  jointnl,  on 
the  28tfa  of  June,  by  tliivo  hundred  men  fi-om  the  Indian  Brignde,  com- 
mandi>4l  by  Miyor  Forenmn,  nmkiog  altogether  a  force  of  about  eight 
bundrtyl  en"e<*ti\'e  men. 

*'On  arriving;  at  Cabin  Creek,  July  Ist^  lfl(W,  the  rel»eUi  were  n:w«t  in 
foHH* — under  comuiaud  of  Gen.  Conper,  Some  Bkiiuiitihing  occnrnMl  ud 
that  day,  when  it  wa»  ascertained  that  the  enem.y  occupiitl  a  titron^  po- 
sition on  the  Houlh  bank  of  the  creek,  and  upon  trial  it  was  found  that 
the  stream  wan  not  fordable  for  iufantry,  ou  account  of  a  recent  eho«rv»r. 
but  it  wan  suppofied  that  the  swollen  current  would  have  BufftcieotJ.r  «ub- 
(*ido<l  by  the  next  raoniing  to  allow  tlie  infantry  to  ctopb.  The  r«9rinif»nt 
then  took  a  strong  pojajtion  on  the  north  siile  of  the  stream  and  cain[inl 
for  the  night.  AfLer  n  eonRultation  of  offlwrs,  it  was  otrref-d  thut  tJ)« 
train  should  Ih-  parked  in  the  ojwn  prairie-  and  guarded  by  thr«»coiii- 
pani<*8  of  the  2nd  Coloruilo  and  a  detarhment  of  one  hundre*!  men  nf  tlii* 
lat  Colorado,  and  thnt  the  balance  of  thf  troop**.  Col.  Williams  com- 
mandiiig,  Hhould  engage  the  enemy  and  drive  him  from  hip  positiou. 

"  .\ceordingly,  the  next  momiug.  Jifly  2nfl,  18G3.  the  romnuuid 
moved,  which  consiHted  of  the  1st  Kansmi  Volunteer  Colored  Infantry, 
three  com[MitiieH  of  the  2»d  Colorado  Infantry,  commuudod  by  the^^oi- 
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loot  M^or  Smith,  of  that  re^raenti  the  detachmeota  of  oavalr>-  tuid 
lodiuu  tToopB  before  rnontionwl  and  four  piwtt*  of  artilk'ry,  innkiug  alto- 
gfther  a  force  of  about  twolve  humlrpii  meu.  Witb  tliia  forr<%  uflf r  nii 
r«g7ig(*ii«»nt  of  two  liourn  iliinition,  tlie  cnniny  was  dislodgfil  nini  drivrtn 
from  hits  pOKiiioii  in  gii^it  disonlt^r,  with  a  loss  of  out*  liiiiidi\Hj  kiM**'!  mid 
wuuudod  and  eight  prwcmfrs.  The  Iohh  on  our  side  \vu«  fijrlit  killrcl 
aiid  twL'nty-Hvp  wouiidwJ,  includiiiff  Mtyor  Foreaian,  who  woh  nhtir  fi-oni 
hi->  Imrt^.  nliiV  atteinptin^  to  li'ad  his  rnen  ncroHS  the  cnvk  undtiT  tbt*  tin? 
of  till.'  enemy,  luid  Captain  Ethan  Earl,  of  the  let  ro]ore«i,  who  was 
wnuni]<*()  at  the  lioad  of  hw  compaoy.  This  wae  tho  first  battle  in  which 
tin.*  wbtde  rw^riuivut  hiul  bef»n  enj^u^ct^d,  tind  here  they  c\iiiiH.Hi  a  i.'oobw*« 
ami  true  fiohJi»Ty  Hjiirit  which  inspinxl  th«.*  offintra  in  conininud  with  that 
ronlideuct'  wbich  SQbsequcul  battlu  scenes  satisfactorily  proved  was  not 
uofuiindw!.

Our  forces  came  upon  the  enemy  on  the  morning 
of  riut  17th  of  July,  ami  aft^r  a  fthjirp  ajid  bloody  enpragt-nieut  of  two 
bourn'  duruiion,  tho  enemy  wa«  totully  defeiit*M],  with  a  loss  of  four  htiu- 
dn-il  ki1l«!  and  wounded,  and  one  hnndrr»d  priwinierB.  At  the  heiffht  of 
the  rri;^^n^'mc'nl,  tuni.  Blunt  ordeiwl  ('o)oni'l  AVilHumK  to  move  bin  rt'iri- 
meut  iiiciiiiiKT  tlmt  ['ortioM  of  the  enetny'n  line  hi>ld  by  Ijje  2UtU  and  .'*l)th 
Tpx/i«  n*(rimentrt  and  a  rebel  battery,  with  directions  to  cliarpe  them  if 
be  Mhiupht  be  could  rarry  and  hold  the  position.  Tht*  reKiin^'nt  was 
movfd  at  a  ehoulder  arms,  pieces  loadwl  and  bayonets  fixed,  under  a 
Bbari)  tire,  to  within  forty  pacea  of  the  rebel  lines,  without  firiujj;  a  i«hot. 
The  regiment  (hen  hull»*d  and  poui*ed  into  their  rankw  a  well  directed  vol- 
le.v  of  'buck  and  ball*  fi-om  the  entire  line,  Huch  as  to  throw  them  into 
IKirfe**!  ronfusion,  from  which  thoy  ponld  not  immediately  recover.  Col. 
WilHiinitt'  intention  wae,  after  the  deUvery  of  thin  vulley,  tu  cliurKv  their 
line  find  (rnpture  their  batti^r>',  which  tJie  effivt  of  thU  volley  had  doubt- 
IcKw  rvndi'p'd  it  poHKible  for  him  to  ocxomplish.  But  he  was  nt  Unit  iii- 
«tJint  i^ondereil  inH<?nKible  from  gnuRhot  wounds,  and  the  next  otbifr  in 
rank,  Eieut«»nant-r<doncl  Bowltw,  not  being  awar»»  of  his  intentions,  tbo 
project  wiiti  not  fully  cairied  out.  Had  the  movement  l^^n  made  as  con- 
trntplat^,  tho  entiru  rel>el  Hue  must  have  lK?en  captured.  As  it  was, 
niOKt  of  the  enemy  owni^ed.  rweivinp  a  lesson,  however,  which  tnufcht 
tlicm  nnf  til  deHjiise  on  the  buttle  flehl  the  riwN'  they  had  long  tyrannized 
over  iifi  baviuK- '  no  n'tchtn  which  a  wbttti  man  was  bound  to  respect/

*'TbeHvinu'nt  n'niuiatHi  iu  thin  rarnp.  doing  Imt  little  duty,  antfl 
Oclolior,  wht-n  ordew  were  received  to  procood  to  Fort  Smith,  whnr*  H 
ttrrivt'd  during  thn  Bame  month.  At  thi«  point  it  remained  until  lX*cem- 
Iwr  l«t,  making  a  manh  to  Waldron  and  returning  via  RoifienUc. Ark un- 
WW,  and  in  the  ^ame  mouth  went  into  winter  qnanore  at  the  lattnr  plaof, 
•itoatod  0fty  niile«  eont  of  Fort  Smith,  od  the  ArkaosoB  river.  Tb* 
rf*gimpttt  r<>miiinod  at  Iloflo^nllo  until  March,  1804,  when  the  command 
movwl  to  join  thp  forc*»  of  Oen.  Stwie,  then  about  Btarting  on  what  wa« 
known  ji>*  liir  Camden  Kxp«>dition.  Joining  Gen.  8ti<^U'*B  command  at 
Uju  Litrif  Missouri  livep,  distant  twcntjf'two  rnWvs  nopthoastof  \Va«b- 
ington.  Arkannafl,  the  pntin?  rtimtnaml  movfxl  npiin  tht*  enemy,  posted 
<}n  Ihp  wiwt  iiide  of  Prairie  de  Anne,  and  within  ftfteMn  mihw  of  Wociliing- 
ton.  The  tfuamy  fleil,  and  our  forrf?8  of^:upi(Hl  their  works  without  aa 
en  gi  Moment. 

"The  pnnnuit  of  the  enemy  lu  thin  dirwrtion  was  abandoned.  Th» 
rommnnd  arrivc'd  at  Camden  on  the  IGtb  of  April,  1864,  and  o<.TUpied 
the  place  with  it»  fltrong  fortifications  without  opposition.  On  tlie  di^y 
following,  Colonel  Willinma  Htart4?d  with  five  hundred  men  of  the  1st  tkjW 
oradn,  two  hundn-tl  Cavalry,  detailtM]  from  the  2nd,  0th  and  14t!i,  Koa- 
ww  regiments,  and  one  section  of  the  2nd  Indian  Battery,  with  a  traim 
to  loa^l  forage  and  provisions  at  a  point  twenty  mileu  west  of  Caindeo, 
*>n  the  Wa«hiiigton  road.  On  the  17th  he  reaehe*]  the  plane  and  8U(y 
f^eded  in  loading  aljout  two-third«  of  the  train,  w}iieh  conHtHted  of  two 
hnndre<l  wagons.  At  dawn  the  command  moved  toward«  Camden,  and 
l(»aded  the  balant'e  of  the  wagons  from  plantations  by  the  wayKidcr,  At 
a  point  fourteen  miles  west  of  Camden  the  advance  encountered  a  Bmoll 
force  of  the  enemy,  who,  after  a  slight  Bkiniiishing,  retreated  down  tb« 
roml  in  such  a  munner  as  to  lead  Col.  AViltinms  to  ST]>qiect  that  thai 
movement  wns  a  feint  intended  to  cover  other  movemeuts  or  to  druwtii* 
command  into  nn  ambuwade.

orifriniil  linn,  not,  howfvor,  witliont,  hard  fighting  and  hcvpiv  lotw  on  our 
ptirt  iu  killeil  and  woundtHl,  inrludinir  iu  the  InUor  the  guUunt  Lieuteu- 
Adt  Hend**ri50n.  who  aftonvurd^  fr-Il  into  tli**  bonds  of  the  euemj*. 

"The  enemy  now  openeti  on  our  lines  with  ten  piocoa  of  artillory— tdx 
iu  front  and  four  ou  the  riffht  flank.    From  a  prisoner  Colonel  WiUiums 
V'urue<I  that  the  forcti  of  the  enemy  was  from  ri^ht  to  ten  thouHaml,  com*^ 
mundixl  by  (tnn(Tals  Trie*?  and  Maxey.    Theiw  development*  and  thi**  ii 
lonnation  lu^nviniMNl  him  that  ho  irould  not  ho|)0  to  deft-nt  tho  enemy 
but  ue  then*  wa»  uc»  way  U}  otn:a\^  with  the  train  except  through  tlifir 
libf-^,  and  aw  the  tniia  and  itn  content*!  wen?  indiHfK*nHubli>  to  tlic  very 
♦xiH^^nt'o  of  our  fon*eH  at  Camden,  who  weiv  tliwn  out  of  i)roviRons,  he 
4cemefl  it  to  Im*  hift  duty  to  d^ft-nd  the  train  to  the  ja^it  extremity,  hoping 
that  our  forces  at  Camden,  on  learning  of  the  engagement,  would  attack 
the  enemy  in  his  retir,  thu»  relieving  his  command  and  wiving  the  train. 

With  thiH  determination,  bo  fought  the  enejnyV  entii-e  fonv>  from  10 
JL,  u.  UQtQ  2  I'.  M.,  repulsing  three  BUoce6«ive  aanaults  and  iuQicting  upon 
theoiiemy  wvere  b^^n.

"On  th«  2CtU  dnj  of  April  foUowing,  0*n.  Steele's  cnininand  evncu- 
otcd  Cumilpn  nnt]  mnrchod  for  Little  Rock.  At  SoJinnCrowingr,  on  the 
30t4i  of  A(»ril,  th**  r*'nr  of  0<?n.  Sti?»ilt»*e  command  wa*  attacked  by  the  wx- 
tirf  force  of  tho  enrmy.  pomntandcd  by  Gen.  Kirby  Smith.  Tho  rngng«*- 
ment^rhkh  followed  re*ailtfr<]  in  the  conii»Iet4;  doieat  of  the  enemy,  with 
IfTtvit  lofcrt  on  hift  part.  In  thin  ^njifjigT'inoiit  tho  iBt  KansoH  ColonH]  was 
not  an  activt?  paHicipuut,  U'ing  at  tho  moniont  of  tbe  attack  iu  the 
advancf^,  distant  five  miliw  from  the  rear  and  ncene  of  theenRn^ment. 
TliL»  reKiment  was  orden^l  back  to  participate  in  the  battle,  hut  did  not 
ikrrive  on  the  lino  until  after  tho  rcpulfio  of  the  enemy  and  hiH  relirement 
from  the  field. 
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**On  the  day  fullowing,  May  Ist,  1^^1)4,  loloricJ  \Nilliiiiiip.  wiw  rmifrrd 
to  take  comraainl  of  thy  2inJ  Urigadtf,  r-onipvest**!  of  lln.'  f'jll'j«iiig  Piia- 
lanx  ivginient«:  Ist  Rf'gimf^nt,  romninndeil  by  Major  Ward;  tiud 
Re^mtmt,  cuiumandod  by  Colouel  8.  J.  Crawford:  11th  Regiment^  com- 
manded  by  Laeut.-Col.  James  M.  St<«le;  54th  Ili*^mcnt^  Lieut.-Col.  Cha«. 
Fiiir;of  the  Frontier  Divisiou  7th  ^iru)y  Coitw. 

"Colonel  Williams  never  afterwards  n.-eumed  dirwtconiiuuud  of  bin 
regiment.  It  conetituted  for  m«sf.  of  the  time,  hoft'ovw,  a  part  of  the 
Brigade,  which  he  commajided  uutll  be  was  luuBtered  out  of  Hervice  with 
tlio  rpffimoiit. 

"  Tlie  n^ment  remained  with  the  Division  at  Little  Roek  antil  Hortie 
time  durinK;  the  month  of  May,  whHii  it  Marrhed  for  Fort  Smith. — then 
threatened  by  the  enemy,— at  which  jioint  it  »rriv(?d  during  the  sanm 
month.  This  campaign  was  one  of  preut  Ctitipue  and  privatiou,  and 
occonipliNhed  only  with  jrreut  \o»»  of  lift.-  and  material,  with  no  adequate 
ru:onip(?u8e  or  ndvauta^i^  Ruined. 

"Till*  ri'ffiment  remaioed  on  duty  at  Fort  Smith  until  Jannary  IGth, 
ISOu,  doin^  heavy  oecort  and  fatiprne  duty.  On  the  lOlh  of  Septexobvr. 
18G4,  a  detachment  of  forty-two  men  of  Co.  K,  coniinaudeil  by  Lieut. 
D.  M.  Sutherland,  while  guarding  a  hay-maklug  party  n^vir  Fort  Gibson, 
were  8urj)ri8ed  and  attacked  by  a  large  force  of  rebels  under  Gen.  Oano, 
and  dt.'ff'at**!!  ufter  a  gallant  resistenco,  with  a  loss  of  twenty-two  kflUxl 
and  ten  prisoners — among  the  latter  the  Lieutenant  ronimanding.  On 
the  10th  of  January,  1865,  the  roginu'nt  moved  to  Little  Rock,  wberv  it 
arrivt*^!  on  tht*  Ul»t  of  the  Kame  mouth,  hero  it  remain«d  ou  duty  until 
July  18(>5,  when  it  whh  ordered  to  Pine  niuflTrt,  Ark,  Here  it  rfinained, 
doing  giurisou  and  escort  tluty,  until  (Vt-ober  lnt,  1805,  when  it  wiiii 
inU8tcn*d  out  of  H('r\ice  and  ordered  to  Fort  I>eaveiiwor1h  for  flnul  ftaj- 
meut  and  dincharge.  The  regiment  reeeived  ita  final  paynieot  atid  wa«» 
discharged  at  Fort  I^avenworth  on  the  30lh  day  of  October.  18tl5." 

Tbe  h(?roism  of  the  nogro  jXH^ple  of  KansaB  wa«  not  aU 
centered!  in  this  one  regiment.  Elate*3  with  the  success  of 
their  lirethntn  already  in  the  field,  there  wiis  a  general 
desire  to  enndate  their  heroic  deeds.  In  June,  18G3,  Lhf» 
eecoud  regunent  wai*  organized  at  Fort  Scott.  The  regi- 
mental organization  was  completed  at  Fort  Smith,  Arl;., 
by  the  mustering  iu  of  the  tield  and  etalf  officers. 

The  regiment  went  into  camp  on  the  Poteau  Rivnr, 
about  two  miles  south  of  Fort  Smith.  Here  the  work  of 
drill  and  disripliue  was  the  dail^'  routine  of  duty  until  the 
regiment  maintained  a  degree  of  proficiency  secoud  to 
none  in  the  Army  of  the  Frontier. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  18G4,  the  regiment  left  I'ort 
Smith  and  started  on  what  was  known  qb  the  Camden  Ex- 
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pedition,  forming  a  parfc  of  Colonel  Williams*  Brigado  of 
General  Thayer's  Di\T8ion.  Major-General  Sta?le'«  forces 
lf?ft  Little  Hock  about  the  same  time  that  General 
Thayer's  Division  left.  Fort  Smith,  the  latter  uniting  with 
the  former  on  the  Little  iMiwttouri  river,  all  destined  for 
active  operations  in  the  direc:tion  of  Red  River. 

Colonel  Crawford,  in  n^ply to  the  writer's  circular  letter 
a&kingfor  information  resf)ecting  the' 2nd  Regimont'sser- 
rico  on  the  frontier,  thuH  punpnitly  details  the  o[)eratioua 
of  the  army  of  which  his  regiment  was  a  part:

Lieutenant-Colonel  Gilpatrick,  promoted  ft*om  Major, 
took  commanti  of  the  n-^^ment  sxiofet'iling  Colonel  Craw- 
ford, and  in  December  made  a  for<*ed  mareh  to  fludaon'B 
crossing  on  the  NeoKlio  river,  by  way  of  Fort  Gibson,  a 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  on  quarter  ra- 
tJonSi  and  returned  as  escort  to  a  larg*^  supply  train.  It 
waj*  then,  with  all  the  Phalanx  regiment«  at  Fort  Smith, 
ordered  to  Little  Roek,  wht-i-e  it  arrived  with  a  very  large 
train  of  rofupeos  under  fharge,  on  the  4th  of  February, 
after  a  march  of  seventeen  days. 

Colonel  Gilpatrick  says : 

"  Tbo  men  Baffurerl  severely  ou  the  march  by  exposure  to  wet  aud

cold  and  for  the  want  of  proper  and  snfflcient  food,  €:lothing  and  fthplW. 
Mauy  of  tbeni  were  barefooted,  aluiowt  naked,  and  without  blanketc." 

The  regiment  remained  at  Little  Rock  until  the  spring 
of  1865,  when  it  formed  part  of  an  expedition  which  pro- 
ceeded some  distance  south  of  Little  Rock,  and  operated 
ag  inst  ^  band  of  ^nerilhiH  on  the  Saline  river,  which 
they  succeeded  in  driving;  out  and  partly  capturing.  On 
the  25^  h  of  July  the  regi=nient  broke  camp  and  proceedfsl 
^o  Camden,  Arkansas,  anri  was  nmsteivil  out  of  the  United 
States  Bei-vice,  and  proceedinp;  by  way  of  Pine  Blufft  Ark., 
Memphis,  Tenn..  and  St.  Lonif*.  Mo.,  reached  Leavenworth, 
KuuHUid,  where  the  men  were  finally  paid  and  discharged 
on  the  27th  of  November,  1865.  These  brave  men  imui»- 
diately  returned  to  their  homes  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  % 
free  govermueut. 


Defahtment  of  the  South. 
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CHAPTEB  Vn. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  SOUTH. 


The  appearance  of  the  negro  in  the  Union  army  altered 
the  staU^  of  affairs  very  mucli.  The  policy  of  the  general 
Government  wh^  changed,  and  the  one  que«tion  which 
Mr.  Lincoln  had  tried  to  avoid  became  tbe  question  of  the 
war.  General  Butler,  first  at  Fortress  Monroe  and  then 
ut  New  Orleans,  had  defined  the  statue  of  the  slave,  **con- 
traband"  and  then  "soldiers,"  in  advance  of  the  Enumci- 
pation  Proclamation.  General  Hunter,  in  command  at 
the  South,  IIS  state<l  in  a  previous  chajiter,  lind  taken  au 
early  opportunity  to  strike  the  rebellion  in  ite  most  vita! 
part,  by  anniiig  nc^oes  in  his  Department,  after  declar- 
ing them  free. 

Notwithstanding  the  President  revoked  Hunter's  or- 
der, a  considerable  force  was  organized  and  wjuipped  as 
early  as  December,  18G2;  in  fact  a  ivgiment  of  blarks  waa 
under  arms  when  the  President  issued  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation.  This  regimont.  the  Ist.  South  Carolina, 
wn«  in  commond  of  Colonel  T.  W.  Higgiiison,  who  with  a 
portion  of  his  command  a«cend«xi  the  St.  Mary's  river  on 
transports,  visited  Florida  and  Georgia,  and  had  several 
engagements  with  the  enemy.  After  an  absence  of  ten  or 
more  days,  the  exi>edition  returned  to  South  Carolina 
without  the  loss  of  a  man. 

Hiid  there  Ix'en  but  one  army  in  the  field,  and  the 
fighting  confined  to  one  locality,  the  Phalanx  would  have 
been  mobilized,  but  as  there  were  st^vcral  annies  it  was 
distributed  among  the  several  forces,  and  its  conduct  in 
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battl<>,  camp,  march  and  bivouac,  was  spoken  of  by  tho 
eonirnauderH  of  the  various  armies  in  terms  wliich  any 
chiA8  of  solfliors,  of  any  rvjce,  might  well  be  proud  of, 

OfUMnil  Grant,  on  the  24:th  oi  July,  followiii*^  th«  cap- 
ture of  Vieksburg,  wrote  to  the  Adjutant-General : 

" Th«  ni»gio  troops  aro easier  to  proscrvc*  diBTiplino  among  than  ar« 
(Mir  wM'^  troops,  and  I  doubt  uot  will  prove  equally  gxx>d  lorgarrisoB 
duty.    AU  tliat  have  been  tried  hu-ve  fought  brareljr." 

This  wa-8  six  daj'H  after  the  unsurpassed  bravery  of  the 
54th  Regiment  Ma<5sa<.*huBett.s  Vol uuteer»— representing 
the  North  in  the  black  Phalanx — had  planted  its  blood- 
stained banner  on  the  ramparts  oi  Fort  Wagner.  It  waa 
the  Sout]i*»rn  ne<^ro(^s,  who,  up  to  this  time,  had  reddened 
the  waters  of  the  ]klissis8ippi.  It  was  the  freedman's  blood 
that  hml  moistened  the  soil,  and  if  ignorance  could  be  so 
intrepid  still  great^^r  daring  nught  be  exfiected  on  the  part 
of  the  more  intelligent  men  ol  the  race. 

The  assault  on  Fort  Vi/agnor,  July  18,  18G3,  Wiis  one 
of  the  most  heroic  of  the  whole  four  years'  waa*.  A  very 
graphic  account  of  the  entire  movement  is  given  in  tho 
ro3!uwing  article: 

"At  daylight-,  on  tho  momin;3j  of  the  12th  of  July  a  Btroag  colmnn  of 
our  tr  opB  .i4lvanced  swiftly  tn  th"  attark  of  Korf.  Wagner.  Tho  r*'lM'Ui 
w:^^.  '^/oil  preprjed,  and  8wq>t  ^-itU  their  g^na  every  foot  of  the  approach 
t(-  tho  fort,  but  our  soldiora  prnsaod  on,  and  gain*Ml  a  fontliold  on  tho 
parapet;  but,  not  being  supported  by  othiT  troojM,  nor  aidtnl  by  tho 
guns  of  tho  flpot,  whirh  quietly  lookod  on,  they  were  forced  to  retreat^ 
le;.ving  many  ol  their  comratles  in  tlie  handu  of  thw  enemy, 

"It  13  the  opinion  of  many  that  if  the  fleet  bm3  moved  up  at  th» 
earar*  time,  and  rakwl  the  fort  with  their  gunK,  our  troops  would  hav© 
Buccecflod  In  taking  it;  but  the  naval  captains  said  in  their  defence  that 
they  knew  nothing  of  tho  movement^  and  would  have  gladly  aesisfccd  in 
the  attack  had  they  been  notified 

*'  Thii*,  uuiortunatoly,  waa  not  the  only  instonoo  of  a  want  of  har- 
mony or  co-operation  between  the  land  and  naval  forces  oijeratinjir 
against  Charleston.  Had  they  boeu  under  the  control  of  one  mind,  the 
eacriflce  of  lifi*  in  the  nloi^  of  Forts  Wiigner  and  Sumter  would  have  be«>ta 
far  Ie«8,  We  will  not  assume  to  ee^v  which  nide  vma  at  fanlt*,  hut  by  far 
Mio  greater  majority  lay  the  blame  upon  the  naval  oliiccrs.  Wiiriar© 
kindles  up  the  lat^-nt  jfemifl  of  jealousy  in  tho  human  breont,  and  the  Ifkt* 
rMbellion  fumihhed  many  cruel  ejcami>le6  of  ite  eflecta,  both  among  tho 
rebels  and  among  tho  patriota.    We  havo  had  the  misfortune  to  witxi««« 
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thfni  iu  mor^  thou  one  campaign,  tmd  opou  more  than  oue  blood/  aiid 
disaHtroiiB  flfld. 

"Uy  t  [i(*  fiuliirc*  of  tbia  uituek,  it  wus  evident  that  the  gunit  of  Wngnur 
iiiUNt  V»»  HilcncLHl  b<fort»  n  snrcfHHful  rhhouU  with  infmitry  oould  ho  mtiAe, 
uud.  in  ordor  to  w-'compHsh  thiis  u  fiiegu  of  gr^'ut*^  or  less  duration  vrns 
rKjuIri'il.  Tlu'wforw  cartbwoi  kn  wpr**  iinrntHJiat«ly  thrown  up  at  tlio  din- 
tiint.t*  of  uhout  11  UiooBnud  ,vui'*l»  ^jrii  llic  fort,  uud  the  grumi  and  mor- 
tiirs  from  Koll,v  Ihltind  br<jught  over  to  be  plaiwl  in  position. 

"Tliis  Moms  Inlund  i^  nothinj?  but  a  niurow  bed  of  mmd,  ulnjiit 
thno  miles  iu  leiig-th,  with  a  breadth  variablo  from  n  few  tiuudiv<l  yardf* 
to  a  fi'w  ftict.  Along  the  central  portion  of  the  lower  end  a  ridge  of  whit^ 
sand  hilU  appear,  washeil  on  one  Hide  by  the  tidal  waves,  aud  glopinjj;  on 
the  other  into  broad  marshes,  inoro  than  two  miles  iu  width,  and  inter- 
sected by  numoroufl  deep  ci*eeks.  Upon  the  extreme  northern  end,  Bat- 
tery Gregg,  which  tho  rebels  iif«od  in  rodncing  Port'  Sumter  in  1861 ,  liad 
been  atrcngtbened,  and  mounted  uith  five  heavy  (j^unM,  which  threw  their 
shot  more  than  half  way  down  the  inland.  A  few  hundred  ytxrdu  farther 
down  the  iislaud.  and  at  itn  narrowest  portion,  a  strong  fort  had  been 
creotrf-si,  and  armed  with  wventeen  ^ms  and  mortars.  This  was  the 
fcunoufi  Fort  \A'ag7ier;  an<l,  m?  its  cannon  prevented  any  farther  progrw*a 
up  the  inland,  it  wilh  neccsHury  to  redr.co  it  before  our  fon-w*  could  oi>- 
proaeh  nearer  to  Fort  Sumtr^r. 

"It  was  thought  by  our  engineers  that  a  continaous  bombardment 
of  Q  tbw  (lOj'O  by  oar  siege  batteries  and  the  fleet  might  dismonnt  tlie 
rel«el  cannou,  and  demoralizt*  the  garrison,  so  that  oar  brave  boys,  by  a 
Bnddeu  rush,  might  gain  posflession  of  the  works.  Accordingly  our  adgo 
train  was  brought  ovit  from  Folly  Island,  and  a  parallel  comment^*! 
about  a  thousand  yards  from  "W'agner.  Our  men  worked  \vith  smli 
fuergj'  tbat  nearly  thirty  cannon  and  moi-tars  wure  iu  position  oa  Uio 
1 7th  of  July.  Ou  tho  18th  of  July  the  bombardment  romnieneeil.  Tint 
hind  batteries  poured  a  tempest  of  shot  into  the  south  side  of  WtigT"'r. 
while  the  fleet  moved  up  to  within  short  raugp,  and  battered  the  eui^t 
side  with  their  great  guns.  In  the  mean  time  the  rebels  were  not  silont, 
but  gallantly  stood  to  their  guns,  returning  shot  for  shot  with  gn.vit 
precision.  liut,  after  a  few  hourM,  their  fire  slackened;  gun  after  gun  bo- 
come  silent,  as  the  men  wei-e  disabled,  and,  wh^u  the  clock  struck  four  in 
tho  afternoon,  "Wagner  no  longer  responded  to  the  furious  cannoimde  . ' 
the  Federal  forces.  Even  the  men  had  taken  shelter  beneath  the  bomb- 
proofii,  and  no  aigu  of  life  was  visible  al>out  the  gi'im  and  batte^xl 
iortreiw, 

*•  Mauy  of  our  officers  were  now  so  elated  with  the  apportiut  result  of 
demolition,  that  they  urgfxl  Genf^ral  Gillmore  to  nllov/  them  to  aKi<auIt 
the  fort  as  soon  us  it  iKtcume  dark.  Gen<.'ral  Gillmonj  yielded  to  the  «oIi- 
k-tatiunsuf  the  offlcerR,  but  vory  rfluctantly,  for  he  was  :  ot  convince*! 
that  tbo  proper  time  bad  arrived ;  but  the  order  waa  finally  nven  for  the 
attark  to  t^ike  ]>laco  just  after  dark.  Fntal  error  aj*  to  time,  for  our 
troop«  in  the  daytime  would  have  been  suuoeesftd,  since  they  would  not 
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havo  collided  with  each  other;  they  could  havi^  wf-ii  tht'ipfrM>s,  and  the 
arena  of  combat,  and  tbo  fli-ct  could  have  awiiHt«i  them  with  their  ^nit, 
uud  preveut4?d  the  lanUiiiff  of  tlie  re-en forceroent*  from  Charlestou. 

"  It  was  II  beftutiful  and  cjUiu  evening  when  tlie  trooj^  who  were  to 
form  tht*  UM»uiiJtiii^  culiiuiu  luovod  out  ou  to  the  broad  aiid  smooth 
beach  Ipft  hy  the  nM-ediuf!;  tide. 

"The  la>*t  niyn  of  the  Ht'tting  **uu  illumiutHl  the  jLrrira  wailn  and  ehat^ 
tennl  luounds  of  Wagner  \nth  n  flood  of  crinmnn  li^ht,  too  ftoon,  oJaa! 
to  bp  deeper  dyed  with  the  red  blood  of  HtruKghng  men. 

"Our  men  halted,  and  formed  their  ranks  ui)oti  tbo  beach,  a  Tuile  and 
more  away  from  the  deadly'  breach.  Qnietly  they  Htood  leaning  u[>uu 
their  ^runs,  and  awaiting  tlie  signal  of  attack.  Thei-e  Bt<XMJ,  side  hy  ffidf^ 
the  himtcr  of  the  fiir  Wewt,  tlie  fiirmpr  of  tht*  North,  the  stout  lurulxT- 
mau  from  the  forf^^ts  of  Maine,  and  thu  block  Fhalanx  MoMachuitettii 
had  armed  and  nent  to  the  Held. 

"In  tluH  hour  of  |>eril  there  wok  no  jealouBy,  no  oontention.  The 
black  Phalanx  were  to  lead  the  forlorn  hope.  And  they  were  prond  of 
their  poHition,  and  conirtciouR  of  itn  dnn)?er.  Althoimh  we  had  meen  many 
of  the  faniouH  rejfinients  of  the  Kngli«h,  Fn«neh,  and  Austrian  anxim, 
w©  were  never  more  imprfpaed  with  the  fury  and  miyeety  of  war  than 
when  we  looked  upon  the  eiolid  musH  of  the  thouiuind  black  men,  aa  they 
stood,  like  giant  BtatneB  of  nmrbte,  iii)on  the  snow-white  sanda  of  the 
beach,  waiting  the  order  to  advance.  And  little  did  we  think,  a**  we 
gaied  with  admiration  upon  that  Hplimdid  column  of  four  thouHood 
brave  men,  that  ere  an  hour  had  piu«Me«],  balf  of  them  would  be  ftwnpt 
away,  maimed  or  crunhed  in  the  gathering  whirlwind  of  detithi  Time 
poaeed  quickly,  and  twilight  waA  fa^t  de(.'t>ening  into  the  duTkneea  of 
night,  when  the  Htgiml  was  givpn.  Onward  moved  the  chown  and  ill- 
iateil  band,  making  the  earth  trembln  undtT  the  heavy  and  monotonooa 
tread  of  the  dense  nioH^  of  thouMaudti  of  men.  Wagner  lay  black  and 
grim  in  the  distance,  and  silent.  Not  a  glimnier  of  light  was  aeen.  Not  a 
gun  n.'plie*!  to  the  ttombn  which  onr  mortara  »*tiH  ronBtantly  hurled  into 
the  fort.  Not  a  shot  was  returned  to  the  territlc  voUeyn  of  the  giant 
frigate  Ironsides,  whose  shflln.  ever  and  anon,  iilun>r<"d  into  the  earth- 
workH,  illuminating  their  nMM'Hses  for  an  instant  in  the  glare  of  thidr  ex- 
plosion, but  revealing  no  mgnR  of  life. 

•'Were  the  rebels  all  dead?  Had  they  fled  from  the  pitUeas  atorm 
which  our  batteries  had  poured  down  U(>on  them  for  so  many  hours? 
Whnre  were  they? 

"  Down  dpHi»  lieneath  the  Hand  heapH  were  excavated  great  Parenw, 
whose  floorH  wei***  level  with  the  tide,  and  whone  roofs  wer»»  forroei]  of 
huge  trunka  of  ti-ww  laid  in  double  rows.  Still  abovi*  theise  ninM^ire 
heamrt  pi\nd  was  heaped  so  deeply  that  even  onr  enormouH  fth«n«  could 
not  i>»*netrato  the  roofts,  though  they  fell  fi'om  the  Bkies  above.  In  theea 
dark  subterranean  n*trcntt*  two  thousand  men  lay  liid,  like  panthers  in  » 
nwamp,  waiting  to  leap  forth  in  Uu^y  upon  their  jirey. 

"The  Bignal  given,  our  forww  advanced  rapidly  towards  the  fort.

Hereon  thi«  little  ftlrip  of  IujkI.  ccanv  diin^T  t)mti  tlie  hu- 
baod,  dense  mnfispH  of  niPii  Rtrtig^Iod  with  Uirx  in  tho  tliirkiio^;  and 
wae  thf*  contcftl  that  the  sands  wvrv  rvtldcm-d  and  soaked  with 
bstnan  gorr. 

"  Bat  rwuftaDre  was  vain.    The  aaBaiUintH  wotp  fotrod  bock  n^o  to 
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n  beachf  aud  tlio  nbels  trained  their  recovered  caonon  anevr  upon  th» 

iivatiiig  Hurvivora. 

Wlmt  a  fearful  uight-  was  that,  as  we  gaUienMl  up  our  wouudcMl 
heropR,  and  boi-e  (lii^m  t-o  a  pinro  of  shelter!  And  what  n  mournful 
muniiiif^,  im  itii.'  tfuu  rose  with  his  cloaj*  bt^aru»,  and  revetiU'U  uur  tvrnLil* 
1o8»oh!  What  u  rich  harvest  iJoath  hud  gnthorwj  Ui  liiniwilf  dtiriug:  tJi» 
Bhcirt Htrugglfl  Nearly  two  tbousaud  of  our  nieu  hful  fallen.  More  thiui 
*ix  haudru-i  of  our  brave  boys  hty  doad  ou  tho  rauijiarts  of  tb*f  fatnl 
fort,  in  it£i  broad  ditch,  and  alou};^  the  Uju^^h  at  lU*  base.  A  flog  of  truf« 
party  went  out  to  bury  our  dead,  but  Gt'iierul  Beamt^gHrd  they  found  hud 
alitjujy  buried  thorn,  where  they  ffjil,  in  broad,  dwp  tivuclms." 

Colonel  Sliaw,  the  young  and  gaJImit  couiuiander  of 
the  54-th  Itej>;inient,  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  f»rnoiis 
7th  N.  Y.  Itegimeut.  He  wa8  of  high,  social  and  iutiuen- 
tial  standing,  and  in  hi.s  death  won  dtwtinction.  The  ron- 
federaten  luldtn:!  to  his  fame  and  glory,  though  uninten- 
tionally, by  burying  him  with  lii.s  soldiers,  or  ufi  a  confed- 
erate Major  expressed  the  information,  when  a  request  for 
the  Colonel'H  body  wu«  made,  *'we  have  burifnl  him  with 
his  niggeix!" 

A  poet  haw  immortixliz^xl  the  oceurrence  and  the  gaU 
lant  Shaw  thus :

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The  horoic  courage  diBplayed  by  the  gaUant  Phalanx 
at  the  assault,  upon  Fort  Waguer  was  not  siirj>asse(l  by 
the  Old  Guard  at  Mobcow.  Major-General  Talia4»*rro 
gives  this  confederate  account  of  the  fight,  which  \»  ospo- 
cially  iutcrc^sting  as  it  shows  the  condition  of  001111*8  in- 
side the  fort : 

"Od  the  DJ^fat  of  the  14th  the  monBter  iron-plated  (Hgate  New  Iron- 
aitlct*,  crossed  the  bar  and  uddeti  her  fonui>]ul»Ie  and  ponderous  bat1*'ry 
to  those  doHtiued  for  the  grejit  eflort  of  inducing  tbo  Hulli>n  earthwork 
which  barred  the  Federal  adraiiw.  Th<'(v  were  now  five  niouit^ra,  thtt 
IronBidoR  and  a  fleet  of  ^uiiboat^s  and  monntrt^r  hulks  grou}>ed  togeth*>r 
and  ouly  wailiug  tiie  signal  to  unite  with  the  U»nd  bntt**nt*  when  tht»en- 
ginperH  t*hould  proiionmf  them  ri'iidy  to  forni  a  cordon  of  flame  around 
Wie  devoUfd  work.  The  CoufederuU'H  wert*  piiipared  for  the  ordwal.  For 
for  fi'ar  that  communications  with  tho )  ity  and  the  mninlnnd,  which  wa« 
bud  by  eteumbout  ut  night  to  CummingH'  Tuint  tjihould  bp  inTerru]>t«d, 
rutionrt  and  ordnfloci*  storeit  haii  beon  niTunnilat^l,  but  thor**  was  trou- 
hU'  about  water.  Some  was  sent  from  Churlwton  and  welU  had  bwn 
dug  in  the  «and  inside  and  out«idp  the  fort>,  but  it  wait  not  good.  Sand 
btigt*  hud  bt'eu  provided  and  treochiag  toolH  supplied  Hufficicut  for  auj 
flUpiHJSiM)  requirement. 

'*  The  excitement  of  tljc  euem.v  in  front  after  the  10th  was  mnnifost 
to  the  Lvnfcyleratee  and  announced  an  'injpending  crisin.'  It  became 
Bvidpnt  that  some  extraordinary  nioremcnt  was  at  hand.  The  Fetleral 
forck*  on  James  Island  hud  been  attacked  on  the  morning  of  the  lOth  by 
Genorol  Hagood  and  caused  to  ivtiif,  Ilagood  owupying  the  nban- 
doDiH]  [WrtitionH,  and  on  the  I7tji  the  enemy's  troopa  were  transferivil  to 
Little  Folly  and  Morris  iRlandrt.  It  luw  l)e<m  stated  that  the  key  to  the 
Mgnnbi  employed  by  the  Federals  was  in  i>oftee88ion  of  General  Tnliafwro 
&t  tfaifttime,  and  he  wujd  tlius  made  acquainted  with  the  intended  movo- 
nent  and  put  upon  his  guard.  That  is  a  mistake.  He  had  no  such  di- 
rpct  information,  although  it  is  true  that  aftenvards  the  key  was  di.ncov- 
erpd  and  the  sigimla  inl<'i'preted  with  a«  miich  eon?  as  by  the  FeileraU 
tlj**mwlveH.  The  18th  of  July  was  tlie  day  determihe<l  upon  by  the  Fed- 
eral commandcrft  for  the  grand  attempt  which,  if  Buoeesrful,  would  level 
the  arrogant  fortress  and  confuHe  it  by  thM  mighty  jMiwer  of  their  giunt 
artniery  with  the  general  mann  of  surrounding  wtnrj  hills,  Hnnihilnteilfl 
farrij*on  or  drive  them  into  the  relentleus  ocean,  oreleo  tionsigu  them  to 
the  misery  of  hopt^le  prifiona. 

"The  day  broke  l»pautifully.  a  gentle  hreejte  slightly  agitated  the 
balmy  atmosphere,  and  with  rippling  dimple»  lieautified  the  bosrtni  of 
tJM>  phu-M  »ca.  AH  nature  waj^  wrene  nnd  the  profoundest  jteaee  ht*ld 
4ominiiin  over  all  th«  elements.  The  Min.  riKing  with  the  early  splondori 
of  bin  midflnmm«*r  glory,  biimi(*hed  with  golden  tint**  the  awakcninff 
ocean,  and  flaahed  hiu  reflected  light  bauk  from  the  Hpiree  of  the  beleag^ 
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unrpd  city  into  the  oycs  of  ihoHe  who  stood  pausing  tx>  gatlier  s1.rengtii 
t4j  sprinu:  upun  her,  and  of  tbose  who  ntood  at  l>ay  to  Uatlh'  for  hvr 
«fiSi*ty.  Yot  tlip  profoumi  ivposf  wn«  urnliHrurlK-Ml;  the  furly  hours  of  that 
fair  lunnnnpT  hoist^'d  a  \hiii  of  truw  Iwtwceu  tht*  combutuutH  which  wae 
re8I»ectt*(l  by  both.  Btit  the  ti^mitest  of  Are  which  wa«  OeHtined  to  break 
ihe  charm  of  uat-uns  with  human  thuudcrs  theu  unaurpu^sed  is  war, 
was  gathering  iu  the  south.  At  about  hiilf-pa«t  7  o'clorfc  the  ships  of 
war  moved  from  ihfir  mooring**,  the  ii*oii|i.'viatbanthe  Ironsidt^^au  A^pv- 
memnon  amoiij^  nhtits,  leading  and  dirot'tiuK  thoir  ino\*<'nH*nt>(,  thea 
monitor  aftt-r  monitor,  and  then  wooden  flagships.  SteadUj  and  in}\}i')» 
tically  they  marched;  marchwl  a**  columns  of  men  would  mareh,ob<H}it>nft 
to  commandfl,  iodopendent  of  wavoH  and  wind**,  niobilizcMJ  by  et^nm  and 
science  to  turn  on  n  pivot  and  munu-uvre  aa  the  directing  mind  requiml 
them;  they  haltod  in  front  of  the  fort;  they  did  not  anchor  a^  Sir  Peter 
Porker's  Bhips  had  done  neara  hundred  years  before  in  front  of  Moultrie, 
which  was  hard  by  and  frowning  atiU  at  her  ancient  enemies  of  the  oceon. 
They  halted  and  waited  for  woi-d  of  command  to  belch  their  commminp 
%htning«  out  upon  the  foe.  On  the  land,  enjrineering  «kill  was  aatisfied 
And  the  deailly  exposure  for  det^iils  for  labor  v.iiH  cnde<l;  the  t4m6  for 
retaliation  had  arri\iHl  wheu  Iho  defiant  shots  of  the  rebel  batterlce 
would  he  answered;  tlie  batteries  wew?  nnmnskcil;  the  cordon  of  fire  wcw 
complete  by  laud  and  by  sea;  tlie  doome<l  fort  waa  encircled  by  gnu«. 

"The  Confederates  watched  from  the  ramparts  the  approach  of  the 
floot  and  the  uuraasking  of  the  guns,  and  they  knew  that  the  moment 
hod  arrived  in  which  the  problem  of  the  capacity  of  the  iwiurtant  poww 
of  earth  and  eaud  to  the  forces  to  which  science  so  far  developed  in  wnr 
«ould  subject  them  was  to  be  solved  and  that  Battery  Wcigrner  was  to  be 
that  day  the  subject,  q/"  the  crncini  test.  The  small  armament  of  thr  fort 
was  really  iiui[»pn*ciable  Iu  the  contest  about  to  be  inaupurated,  Thetr 
was  but  one  ^iii  which  could  be  expected  to  be  of  much  avail  n^ninst 
the  fonnidable  naval  jmwer  which  would  a^wiil  it  and  on  the  land  ad* 
few  which  could  reach  the  enemy's  batteries.  "Ulien  tliese  f^ns 
linocked  to  pieww  and  silenced  there  was  notiiiny;  left  but  passive 
tauce,  but  the  Cnnfi.Nlf>rates,  from  the  preliminnrj'  tests  which  ha»l  hew 
a](p1ied,  had  considerable  faith  in  the  capacity  of  sand  and  earth  for  piM* 
sive  resistance. 

*'The  fort  wa«  in  good  condition,  having  been  raaterially  stren^li- 
ened  since  the  former  ofisault  by  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  Coloiif^ 
David  Harris,  chief  engineer,  and  his  vnbmble  nssistant,  Captain  Bam- 
well.  Colonel  Harris  was  u  Virginian,  ex-oiBcer  of  the  army  of  the  Unl- 
tod  Stn.teH  and  a  graduate  of  West  Point,  who  had  some  years  befow 
retired  from  the  service  to  prosecute  the  profession  of  civil  engineering. 
Under  a  tempest  of  shells  ho  landed  during  the  liereest  |»eriod  of  Ui**  bom- 
bardment at  Cumminga'  Point,  and  mwJe  his  way  through  the  fl»»ld  of 
Are  to  the  beleaguered  fort  to  inspect  itsrooditionand  to  inspire  t!w  giu"- 
rison  b.y  his  heroic  conrnge  anti  his  confidenc*'  in  its  stnnigth.  tli^enpir^ 
fdl  the  dangers  of  wai-,  he  fell  a  victim  to  yellow  fever  in  CliarlMton,  b**-

loved  and  honored  by  all  who  had  ever  known  htm.  The  hi>avy  work 
iinpow*(l  upon  the  garrison  iu  irpftirs  und  conRtnu'tion,  u*  wril  ua  tho 
Mtrnin  iifMjn  the  systf ni  hy  roust^tnt  ^xposiiro  to  the  fiu-niy's  flro,  hml  in- 
diMi'tJ  (leuoral  Bwiurvjjcard  to  ado[it  the  plan  of  n-lifvinjc  tht*  irariihon 
«very  few  dayvi  by  frc«h  troop«.  The  objt*ction  to  tJu8  wtm  that  the  n'.'w 
n>n(i  luul  to  \ie  in^tructod  and  fajniliorized  with  thrir  dutk'H;  but  Htitl  it 
wfin  winG  and  n*»ce8«nry,  for  tho  Name  w-t  of  offit»r»  and  men,  if  tvtainod 
any  length  of  time,  would  have  been  broken  down  by  the  arduous  etrr- 
ykc  requiriMl  of  thorn.  Tho  relief  wa«  wnt  by  regiments  and  detaeb- 
■lentA,  so  there  wan  never  an  entirely  new  body  of  men  in  the  workn. 

"The  ^arritMiQ  was  e8tiniat*3d  at  one  tbousaud  seven  hundred  «ggr»- 
l^ate.  The  nt4ilT  of  Genornl  Taliaf*»rro  cfinKiHted  of  Capt/iin  Twigg», 
QuDrternia«>t<>r  Geunrul;  Captuin  W.  T.  Taliaferro,  Ai^utaat  General; 
Lieutenant8  H,  C.  Cunniugbam  and  Magyelc,  Ordnanee  Officers;  Lieuten- 
ants Meade  and  8tuney,  Aidt^e-tli^-Camp;  Mujnr  Holconilw;  Captain  Burke, 
Qoartermnfiter,  and  Hal>erfthani,  SurKeon-in-Chief;  Prirate  Stockman,  of 
McEuery*t<  Louiffiuna  Battalion,  who  had  been  detailed  as  clerk  bHf.auHit 
of  bis  inenpm'ity  for  other  duty  from  moHt  honorable  wounds,  acted  also 
ibcaparity  of  aid. 

"The  CharleHton  Battalion  wnj»  assi^ied  to  that  part  of  the  work 
which  extended  from  the  Sally  port  or  Lighthouse  Inlet  creek  urouud  txj 
the  K-'ft  until  it  ocrupiwj  part  of  the  Gmv  to  Ihf  Kouth,  including  the  w«»- 
ttm  baation ;  the  Kifty-tirst  North  Carolina  conneeted  with  these  troopa 
OB  tfae  lefl  and  extended  to  the  southenst  banlion ;  the  rettt  of  tlie  \vork 
waa  to  be  occupied  by  the  Tliirty-firHt  North  rartdina  Repment.,  and  a 
mnall  force  from  that  regintent  wa^t  detaik-d  an  a  reserve,  and  two  cittxi- 
panic*  of  the  Charleston  Battalion  were  to  ocenpy  outside  of  the  fort 
ilic  covered  way  BjMjken  of  and  hoihc  nand-hillH  by  the  wimhure;  th»*  ar- 
tillery wae  diHtributed  among  tiif  several  gun-chamberti  aud  the  light 
pieces  ported  on  a  traverRe  outfiide  so  aa  to  Bweeii  to  pea  fat-e  and  th** 
right  approach.  The  position**  to  bo  owupieil  were  wHl  known  to  »'very 
otBcer  and  man  and  had  l»een  verifiwl  rep<^ate«lly  by  day  and  night,  ao 
tliere  \\ti»  no  fear  of  fonfu*«ion,  mistake  or  delay  in  the  event  of  an  oa- 
fUiiUt^  The  troopft  of  rounw  wen?  tiot  ordered  to  thi'fie  poaitionH  when  at 
6  o'clock  it  waa  evidwit  a  furiouH  bouibardmcnt  wae  impending,  bot,  on

"The  rburleston  Battalion  preferred  the  freer  air  of  the opao  work 
to  the  Htitbng  utmonphere  of  tin*  bomlvproofM  and  wen*  iM'mntte<l  to 
«helter  tlu'mw^lvcH  under  the  i>urtipet  and  tniverwa.  Not  one  of  that 
bnroic  bond  fntfrpd  thi*  op«'ning  of  a  bomb-proof  cluring  that  fnghtfid 
day.  The  Lmmeatte  superority  of  the  enemy's  ai-tilh-ry  wart  well  und-^r- 
•tood  and  appr««eint<Ml  by  tli«  ConfwJerate  conimandur,  and  it  wa«  t'l»*nr 
t«>  him  that  bin  pnliry  wn8  to  buKband  hia  rwwinreefl  and  prnecrvn  th*»n» 
ft*  bf*it  hi*  fTinId  for  the  aKsuult.  which  it  wan  rea**onabl«»  to  expect  would 
occur  during  thf  day.    He  recogniiied  the  fact  thut  his  guna  were  only 
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dHnnsJrp  and  he  luul  IittS«  or  do  oKausire  [tovrer  with  lA'tiicti  to  ouutuuij 
with  hU  uilwrniiriMN.  Acting  rm  tius  coorirtitm  bf  bml  tiip  light  ^d« 
dilfuiounled  aad  rcrT«T«i  Mith  tsunl  b0i$:9,  and  the  »anic  procautinn  wa« 
luluiitw]  to  preserre  nonu*  of  the  Ahs^l  gno^  or  fixed  nirria^^H.  The  pru* 
pri't  V  of  t  hw  tletenuinatioD  was  abainiauUx  dcmonstriitAni  lu  the  «nt].

Mr.  Donnlson.a  cbiiplnin  o( 
on*'  of  thi'  Nui-thfni  regimeiitts  deliverwl  od  its  niacteenth  aunivorHtkrr 
n,l  rp(ivid»'iiee.  It.  1.  lie  miy^:  'Words  cannot  depict  the  thunder,  tiio 
Hiiiokt',  (lie  lifted  sand  and  the  general  havoc  vhich  charaotenzi'd  Uiut 
hot  Himirnrr  day.  What  a  storm  of  iron  fell  on  that  i»lan<l ;  the  roar  of 
tlio  ^iiiM  wnH  liieoHHunt;  how  the  nbotA  ploughed  the  Bond  bankii  mal  the 
muj'Hlien;  huw  thu  Hplinters  flew  from  the  Deacon  Ilou-se;  hoir  the  urUolc 
ImIuihI  »niu»keil  like  a  furnace  and  trembled  as  from  on  earthquake." 

"If  tlint  wiw<  true  out*iide  of  Wagner  it  is  easy  to  ixmci'ivH  how  in- 
toUHlricd  (he Hituation  Wfij4  within  itf?  narrow  UmitB  towardi^  whifth  av^mtj 
hopl.jle  KDii  wiiH  p«tinte<!.  The  wxnd  came  down  in  avalancbea;  hug*i  v»ir- 
tik'nl  hIii'IIh  and  thow'  rolIiHl  over  by  the  rieochet  shots  fix>m  the  «liip6, 
huried  iJiniiHi'lveH  and  ttiuu  explu<3ed,  n.*Ddiug  tbc>  earth  and  fonuin^^ 
greut  erali't'M,  out  of  wIiiL'h  the  noiid  and  iron  fragments  flew  hi^h  in  th« 
air,  1 1.  w««  a  flcrro  niroiMJo  friMghted  ^vith  iron  as  well  oa  wand.  Tlie  Btiud 
j|«w  over  from  tin*  WAHhor**,  from  the  glacU.  from  the  exterior  «lo]}e, 
from  the  para|>et,  tin  it  wu8  ploughed  up  and  lifted  and  driven  by  rvfliNt- 
hmH  fonw  now  in  Hf)ray  luid  now  almost,  in  waves  over  into  the  work,  the 
lupn  w»nietIiMen  half  buri«»d  by  the  moving  mass.  The  chief  anxiety  waa 
altuut  till'  iiuiKaxin<*H.  The  profile  of  the  fort  might  lie  dc«»tri>yn(l,  the 
iliti'h  lllled  up,  the  traver-wn*  and  bomb-proof  barracks  knocked  out  o| 
Hlia|H*,  but.  the  prot4'e(ing  l>aiil(H  of  Houd  would  still  afford  their  ohelt^rt 
but.  if  the  roveringM  of  the  magaiinee  were  blown  away  and  they  1- 
exp()H^td,the  explonion  that  would  ouHue  would  lift  fort  and  garris'.  , 
the  air  mid  anniliilnt*'  all  in  gtMieral  chaos.  They  were  carefully  wati'lif«J 
and  H'portfl  of  their  condition  retiuircd  to  b<?  made  at  filiort  inti<rvai8 
during  thf  day. 

"  Wagner  replied  to  the  enemy,  her  10-inch  oolnmbiad  alone  to  Ui« 
«hip8,  ih'litierately  at  intervals  of  fifteen  minut**,  the  other'gunH  to  th« 
land  batteriefl  whenever  in  range,  na  long  as  they  were  serviceable,  Th» 
Hli-pounder  rillfd  gun  wui*  soon  rendered  uselewB  by  bursting  and  within 
two  houpH  inntiy  other  gunn  had  hecm  dinmounted  and  their  corriagiw 
deKtroywl,  Sumter,  t'olonel  Alfi-ed  Itliett  in  roimnand,  and  Gregg,  uiidtT 
diargeof  Ciiptniu  Scwsne,  with  tin?  Sullivan  and  Jamea  l.^lnnd  batterit* 
at  long  range,  threw  all  the  jjower  of  thi^ir  available  nietid  nt  the 
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sate  and  addtnl  tht»ir  tbuudere  to  the  unireraaJ  iliu;  Hw  harbor  of 
Cbartobtan  wofl  a  volcano.  The  wnut  of  water  wuh  felt,  hut  now  u^uin 
unconsciouHly  the  i?H(»iny  oame  to  tho  aaftiBliiiicPoMlio  grtrriw»»,  lorwtitpr 
voji  actually  Mcoop*'il  from  th«  «rat«'r»  niadu  in  th^^  wind  by  the  exjiloded 
shulU.  The  v'tiy  of  (  harlestou  unn  ullve  and  aitaino  with  pxcit4in)eut ;  tho 
Uiy,  tho  wbarvc'*',  tho  ^t«oi)li»8  ami  Blrf'Ots  tUIfld  with  anxious  HpfctutorB 
liK>king  ttcrow  tht*  wator  at  tht*ir  th-fondcrH,  wliom  they  oonid  not  Hucror. 

•'At  2  o'clock  tin?  llu^JT  halliards  wcrv  <:nt  \iy  a  Hhot  aud  the  ConfedfT- 
liU*  gnrmon  flu^f  v,an  Idowi^  over  into  tbc  fttrt ;  thore  v^iv*  an  iiistank  race 
f>:»r  itH  rtvover.v  IliroiiKh  the  «tonn  of  iniiii*ilp8,  over  thf*  broken  earth  and 
alu'lU  ond  Hjitinters  wliit'h  lined  the  painde.  Myjor  HuniJwvVi  Sf'i'(?*'ftnt 
8helt<m  and  luivatP  Flinn,  of  tho  rharleston  Battalion.  anJ  Lienteniint 
ICiddick,  of  the  Sixt.v-third  Oeor^fia,  (Irfit  reaehod  it  and  bore  it  bark  in 
triumph  to  tho  flatc^-toff,  and  at  tlie  unim^  niomunt  Captain  BamwpU,  of 
th«  *.'ugiu«*rH,  H^izt'd  a  battle-tla^,  and  leaping  on  the  nintparte,  drove 
tbestait  into  tho  mmd.  ThiB  flajc  ^van  ogain  Hbot  iiway^  but  was  a^aiti 
T«pluc«?<l  b.v  I*rivnt<'Oaillaii!,  of  thy  Charlehtoii  Battalion.  Tlio»«?  intre- 
pid aetioiiH,  eninlatinj;:  in  a  liijcher  dt^ree  the  condut't  of  Ser^'ant  Jasper 
at  Mcultrie  during  the  Bevolutioa,  wwre  choerwl  by  the  conimaud  aud  in- 
Hpire*!  tbfni  with  renewed  conra^^. 

•'The  clay  wore  on;  tbounands  upon  thouHBnda  of  shells  and  ronnc) 
•Jiot,  Khtll*  h)aile<l  wit!i  balls*,  shiUn  of  K:Hn«  and  shells  of  niortars.  |>er- 
cut«ion  shell.'*,  explodinjf  upon  iinpaet,  nliellH  with  praded  fut*r»— cvci^r 
kind  apparently  known  to  the  arnenalH  of  war  leajit-d  into  and  around 
thu  dooRMH]  fort,  yet  thero  was  no  ees^ation;  the  eun  8e*'mod  to  stand 
fitill  and  the  lonf?  midsummer  day  to  know  do  nij^ht.  8ome  men  were 
doad  and  no  scratch  npi*enn:^d  on  th»'ir  bodies;  the  oonoush-ion  had  fon-ed 
tliobrouth  fi-*jm  their  Iun^t<  and  iolla])ged  them  into  L-orpww.  Oiptnin 
Tttijrgfs;,  of  the  HtafT,  in  exK-niing  some  orders  wns  found  appan-nlly 
dcail.  lie  waa  untouclie*!,  but  lifi'lettH,  and  only  strong  restoratives 
bpotijrhl  bjni  liuck  to  nniniation,  and  the  romnmiKlinj;  offl(H*r  woh  buried 
knofMhH'p  in  sand  and  bml  to  l>o  rescmnl  by  epatles  from  bin  imprJHOU- 
■lentn  The  day  wore  on,  hours  followed  hours  of  anxiety  aud  grim  en- 
rfuranro,  but  nn  rospito  enauod.  At  last  night  came;  not  however,  to 
herald  a  «»s*«ntion  of  the  strife,  but  to  nsher  in  a  conflict  still  more  tenv 
hie.  More  than  eleven  hours  had  parsed.  Tlio  fort  wae  torn  and  muti- 
late;  to  the  out«de  obwrver  it  was  appar-ently  powerloss,  knocked  to 
piwes  and  |>ounrie<l  out  of  nlmpe,  the  outline  chanped,  the  exterior  nlop** 
ftill  of  leaping  wounds,  the  diteh  half  flUe*!  np,  but  the  interior  still  pro- 
p*Tvw]  its  form  and  ilt*  integrity ;  warred  and  defaced  it  was  yet  a  citadel 
which,  although  not  offensive,  was  riefiant. 

It  was  nearly  eight  oVlock  at  night,  but  still  twilight,  when  n  calm 
«unc  and  the  btnKing  circle  cf^awd  to  glow  with  flame.  Tlie  ominous 
pause  was  uuderHtood;  it  required  no  signals  to  bo  rend  by  those  to 
whom  they  wrre  not  <lire<*te<l  to  inform  them  that  the  supreme  momonl 
W»  l»*1  the  vahio  of  the  day's  achievHments  was  now  at  baud.  It  m<Mint 
BoUiing  but  OHsault.    Dr.  Denuison  suys  the  assault  wud  intended  to  be 
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a  tturpriee.  H«ovt'r-pHtimnteKtht.'  e(iuuainiit.Yof  tbt>Cutiri?<]ef7iU*commfui- 
der  if  be  BiipponeK  that  that  bonibaidmout,  which  would  have  wakrd  th» 
dead,  bud  lullvd  him  iuto  iH^.-urit;y  aud  roposc.  Tbe  burit'd  caouoa  wen* 
at  once  exhumed,  Ihej^unM  reinouuted  and  the  garrisou  ordered  to  their 
appolntcil  postfi.  The  Charlefitou  Dattaliou  wore  already  formed  nod  in 
position;  they  had  nestled  under  the  parapet  and  stood  ready  iu  their 
placeH.  The  oUier  troofta  with  the  exception  of  i>art  of  one  n-giintmt,  m- 
Hponded  to  the  HUiumouH  witli  estraordiuary  celerity,  and  the  echo**  of 
the  Federal  gnna  had  liardly  died  awaj*  before  nioit  than  tbroo-fourtliKof 
thenirnpart^  were  line<l  with  troopH;  ooe  gap  remained  undlloil;  thed*v 
nioralireii  men  who  Khould  hnve  SIUmI  it  eluni?  to  the  boinb-|)roo(8  aud 
Htuynd  there.  The  gallant  Colonel  Sinipkios  calkMl  hifi  men  to  tbe  Kiin* 
chandwr**  wherever  Kun»  exwted.  Do  Patw,  with  hiu  light  artillery  on  th<^ 
traverse  to  the  Ifft,  hl»  guns  remounti.'d  aud  unt«uohed,  Rtood  ready, 
and  Colonel  Harris  moved  a  howitzer  outside  the  fort  to  the  right  tu  d*^ 
lirer  au  entilude  tiru  upon  tlie  aH^ailauta. 

'*Tbe  dai'k  niti^Mes  of  the  eueuiieH  columufei,  brigade  after  brigade, 
were  seen  iu  the  fading  twilight  to  approarli;  line  after  line  wjw  formed 
and  lhi!n  eame  the  rush.  A  Hmall  creek  made  in  on  the  right  uf  the  fort 
and  inU^roepteil  the  enemyV  left  at  tack ;  they  did  not  know  it,  or  did  not 
eBtiuiate  it.  Ordern  were  given  to  Gaitlard  to  hold  hiri  (ire  and  d«-Iiver  uo 
dirfvt  shot.  It  was  believed  the  ob«taele  presented  by  the  creek  would 
t'onfuAe  tlie  assailants,  cause  them  to  iuctiue  to  the  right  aud  niiaglw 
thoir  ma88o«  at  the  head  of  the  ob^taArle  and  thus  their  inovemeut* 
would  be  obKtrut'ted.  It  Keemed  to  have  the  aatieitmUsl  effect  and  tJie 
assaulting  columns  apparently  jumbled  togetlier  at  this  (loint  wer»'  m-f 
by  the  withering  volleys  of  McKetbaa's  dirw^t  aud  Gaillard's  cruhi-  i  i 
and  by  tJic  diixrt  di«eharge  of  tbe  shell  puns,  supplenieuted  by  t  he  frij^hl- 
fnl  enfilading  disehnrgfs  of  tbe  lif^bter  guns  upon  tbe  right  and  h'ft.  it 
was  terribti-,  but  \\\lh  au  uusur^^taittied  gallantry  tbe  Federal  MOtdiors 
breoiitefl  the  stonu  and  riishixl  onward  to  iho  ghu'in. 

*'The  Confederuten,  not  fourteeu  hundred  strong,  witl»  the  t*?u«citj 
of  bull  dog!«  nnd  u  tierco  courage  which  waja  roused  to  madat«aby  tlie 
frigiitful  inaction  to  wbicb  they  bad  been  subjected,  poun*d  from  tho 
i'ain[»ftrts  nnd  embrasures  shtH-ts  of  flame  and  atempi«st  of  h-ad  aad  Irou, 
yet  their  intrepid  ussailauls  rushed  on  like  the  waves  of  the  st'a  by  whusr* 
hIioi-h  they  fought.  They  fell  by  hundreils,  but  they  pushed  on,  rv-linif 
tinder  the  frighlful  blasts  that  almost  blew  them  to  pieccb,  some  up  ta 
the  Confederate  buyonets.  The  soutiieast  bastion  was  weakly  dfferi<li-d, 
and  iuto  it  a  considerable  body  of  the  enemy  made  their  way  but  Ibe-y 
were  caught  in  a  trap,  for  they  could  not  leave  it,  Tbe  tight  continued; 
but  it  was  impossible  to  Htem  the  torrent  of  deadly  miaailes  which  pour»?il 
out  from  the  fort,  the  reflux  of  that  terrible  tide  which  had  poured  in  lUI 
day,  and  the  Federals  retreatod,  leaving  near  a  thousand  dead  aroQDtl 
the  fort. 

"There  was  no  cessation  of  the  Confederate  Are.  Sumter  and  Gn^g)^ 
threw  their  whells  along  with  those  of  Wagner  upon  the  retiring  foi-.  u«r 
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t1i«  conflict  over  in  tlii>  fort  it«elf.    The  party  which  had 
by  tlip  (^uli^it  Doxt  thp  svo,  could  nut  i*^*a]>v.    It  viaa  «<rtiiin  deatbl 
to  att<»nipl  to  paa*<  tbf  line  of  coacent rated  tire  which  eiwcpt  tlie  fuvea 
tho  work,  and  tUvy  did  not  uttempt  it;  but  they  would  not  Burrcnder* 
And  in  dfw|«*ration  kept  up  a  couBtant  fire  upoa  the  main  body  of  thi 
fort.    Tbo  Coufoderatea  callod  for  volnntwjrs  to  dislodge'  them— a  sum- 
mens  wbich  was  promptly  responded  to  by  Major  McDonald,  of 
Fifty-first  North  Carolina,  and  by  Ca|itain  Rion,  of  the  Chark>ston  Bal 
talion,  with  the  requisite  number  of  men.    Riou'H  company  was  tiolected,] 
and  the  gallant  Irii^bman,  nt  the  head  of  hirt  t*oinpany,  daRh«Hl  at  ttai 
rtx.'kk'HM  and  iuKuuo  niuu,  who  t^fUKHl  to  inMint  upon  ininiolation.    Tbi 
tablp8wt*re  nowsin^ularly  tunicd;  thp  usHnihintH  had  iK-come  the  iuwni)i*d>| 
and  they  held  a  fort  within  the  fort,  aud  were  protected  by  the  travel 
and  pun  chamberf*.  b^liiud  whiih  tlicy  fought,    Rioii  rushed  at  them,  bul 
be  fell,  shot  outriglit,  with  Bcvrml  of  hiH  men,  and  the  re^t  recoiltMl.    At 
this  time  General  }lapx>d  reported  to  General  Taliaferro  with  Colonel 
linrrirfon's  Hplendid  rcgim<*nt,  the  Thirty-eeeoud  Georgia,  eent  over  byfl 
Bcauref^ard  to  liift  asHiHtanee  an  noon  as  a  landing  could  be  ^ffocteil  at^ 
CnmmingH*  Point.    TheHe  troopH  were  ordered  to  move  along  ou  thi» 
traverser  aud  tfomb-proofn,  and  to  plunge  their  concentrated  Are  over 
theKtroDghold.    Still,  for  a  time,  the  enemy  held  out,  but  at  last  the/ 
cried  out  and  nurrendered. 

"The  cnrnngp  woh  frightful.  It  i»  believed  thft  FederaU  lost  RiOTO 
men  on  that  eventful  uight  thuu  twice  the  eHtin»  nlreugth  of  the  Confed- 
erate gari'iMon.  TheConfederutej*  lost  eight  killed  and  twenty  wounded 
by  the  iKiMibnnJnient  and  about  fifty  killeil  and  one  hundred  and  fifty 
wounded  altogether  from  the  twmbardment  and  a^Hault.  Among  tho 
killed  were  thoHe  gallant  officers,  Lieutnuunt  Colonel  SimkinH  and  Miijor 
Rain>tey  and  among  the  wounded  Captains  DePass  and  Twiggs,  of  th» 
HtafT,  and  UeutenuntH  Ston^y  (AidiMle-Camp),  Power  and  Watties.  Ac- 
cording to  the  Htateni«'nt  of  Chaplain  DenniKon  the  usKautting  colunmn 
in  two  bHgudc8,eonmmnded  by  General  Stixjng  and  Colonel  Putnam 
(Uie  divisiuii  under  General  Si'ymour),  conhiKted  of  the  Fifty-fourth 
IfnKwieltUHcttK,  Third  and  Scnenth  New  llumpHbire,  Sixth  Connecticut 
and  One  llundnHlth  NVw  York,  v.M\t  a  re^Tve  brigade  commanded  by 
tjoneral  Stefihenson.  Oneof  lheaswiultingregiment«wa«  composed  of  n^ 
gro***  (the  l-'ifty-foui-th  Ma>sKachuHet(K)  und  to  it  was  aH^igned  the  honor 
of  leading  the  while  columnH  to  the  charge.  It  wa«  a  dearly  purchajwd 
eomptiment.  Thnr  Colonel  (Shaw)  wa«  killed  uf»ou  the  pnrapet  and  tb© 
rejrimi'nt  abnORt  anniliilated,  although  the  Confe^lenite**  in  thedarkueaa 
could  not  tell  the  i^olor  of  tlifir  u.smiiluntK.  Both  tho  brigade  commun* 
den*  were  kilkKl  a»  well  a»  Colonel  Chatfield. 

"The  Ranip  account  BavB:  'We  loRt  55  offlcemand  585  men,  a  total 
of  040,  one  of  theehoictwt  martyr  rollf*  of  the  war.'  By  'Io»t/  'killed' 
iBBup[»oMcd  to  lx»  meant,  but  still  thnt  numl»er  greatly  falls  short  of  th« 
number  reported  by  the  Confetlerutes  to  have  been  buried  oo  the  19tb  bj 
them  and  by  tlieir  own  friends  under  a  Hug  of  truce.   Thcac  reporta  shovf 
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tbftt  800  \vere  biirie<l,  and  as  a  number  were  Taken  priflonerB,  and  l!  in 
fttjr  tu  I'Htitnatf  thrtt  tUrw*  were  wounded  to  out'  kiUtni,  the  totaJ  Iobs  of 
tlw  K'xleral*  exoe-etled  it.OOO.  The  writpr's  otticiol  rc|iort  cHthruitt*  th» 
Fwlf  ml  \ofi»  at  not  Iwhj  tlinii  2.U00 ;  General  Beauivganl'e  at  3,000.  Tbe 
Federal  olli-.-ial  ivporU  have  not  been  seen. 
^  "The  limits  pWHoribe*!  for  thin  pa|ier  would  be  exceeded  if  nay  ao- 
couut  of  tlie  i-eiaaiuiug  fortjk-eigiit  tJa.VH  of  tlie  heroic  Btrife  on  Morri* 
Island  w'fre  attempted.  It  eloHeK  with  the  repult^e  of  tbe  second  a^aulU 
and  it  i«  a  tit  eoneUisiou  to  i-eutier  Uie  homage  due  to  the  j^ralhuitry  ol 
the  contestants  by  quoiiapr  and  adoj.iing  thelnnguageof  Dr.  l>euuiHou'» 
addrest^:  'The  truest  eoupagc  and  detenninuliou  waa  maaife^teU  on  botk 
eide**on  tliat  erinmon  day  at  that  gi^eat  slaughter-faouse,  Wagner.*" 

It  was  no  longer  a  question  of  doubt  as  to  the  valor 
of  NortlHTii  iK'^roos.  Tlie  a^HJ^ult  oii  Fort  Wiiguer  com- 
pletely remored  any  pivjudice  that  had  beeu  exhibited 
toward  in^<!:ro  troops  in  the  Department  of  the  South. 
General  (JUhnore  immediately  issued  an  order  forbidding 
any  distinction  to  be  made  amon^  troo^>s  in  his  com- 
mnnd.  So  that  while  the  black  Phalanx  had  lost  hun- 
dreds of  its  uiend>ers,  it  nevertheless  won  equality  iu  all 
things  save  the  pay.  The  Government  refused  to  place 
thorn  on  a  footing  even  with  their  Southern  brothers,  who 
rei'eivtH.1  $7  per  month  and  the  wliitx^  troops  $13.  How- 
ever, they  were  not  fighting  for  pay,  us  "Stouewall"  of 
Company  0  argued,  but  for  the  '^  freedom  of  oar  A'/n.** 
Nobly  did  they  <lo  this,  not  only  at  Wagner,  as  we  have 
seen,  but  iu  the  battles  on  James  Island,  Honey  Hi]l,01u»* 
lee  oud  at  Hoykin's  Mill. 

In  the  winter  of  1804.  the  troops  in  the  Department  of 
the  South  lay  encamped  on  the  islands  in  and  about 
Charleston  harbor,  i-esting  from  thpir  endeavors  to  drive 
the  coufederates  fi-om  their  strongholds.  The  city  wa« 
five  miles  away  in  the  distance.  Sumter,  grim,  hoary  and 
in  ruins,  yet  defying  the  National  authority,  was  silent. 
General  Gillmore  was  in  command  of  the  veteran  h^ons 
of  the  loth  Army  Corps,  aided  by  a  powerful  fleet  of  iron- 
riads  and  other  war  vessels.  There  laid  the  city  of  Cliark'*!- 
ton,  for  thi'  time  having  a  respite.  General  Gillmon?  wa« 
giving  i-est  to  his  troops,  before  he  began  again  to  throw 
Greek  tire  into  the  city  and  batter  the  walls  of  it^  defence©. 
The  shattered  ranks  of  the  Phalanx  soldiers  reettnl  in  the 
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iiiidHt  of  thouainds  of  their  white  comrades-in-armB,  to 
whom  they  nip:htly  rei>ea.t<*d  the  story  of  the  late  terrible 
Btru^gle.  The  Holeiiiii  sentry  piieing'  the  rumpartri  of 
Fort  Waj^er  ni^ht  ami  day,  his  bayonet  glittering  in  the 
rays  of  the  8un  or  in  the  moonlight,  8eemod  to  be  <ruurd- 
iug  the  sepulclire  of  Col.  Shaw  and  tho^e  who  fell  beside 
him  within  the  walls  of  that  gory  fort,  and  who  were 
buried  where  they  fell.  Onl^^  thopt^  who  have  livixl  in  Huch 
a  cani[)  can  npiMveiate  the  utories  of  hair-breadth  escapes 
from  hand-to-hand  fights. 

The  reposf?  lajste<l  until  January,  when  an  important 
movt'ment  took  place  for  the  permanent  occupation  of 
Florida.  The  following  aecount,  written  by  the  autlior  of 
this  book,  was  published  in  "  The  Journal,"  of  Toledo,  O. : 

*'T\if  tTventieth  duy  of  I-Vtininry,  1M04,  whh  ono  of  the  most  diaas- 
trouft  to  the  Fetlf/ral  uriiiK,  and  to  the  udinini«traliou  of  I*n*idpnl^  Lin- 
eolu,  in  thu  UDualu  of  tlip  war  for  the  uuiou.  Through  {irivuto  ndvioo 
Mr  Lincoln  had  ivfjeivod  iiifoiTiiation  which  led  him  to  bolievo  that  \hd 
Iieoplo  in  the  State  of  riorida,  a  large  number  of  tboni,  at  feast,  woro 
rwi<!>'  nnd  anxioiiH  to  iiJt^iiUfy  Xho  Stat*)  with  th«*  cause  of  the  rnion,  und 
he  readil.v  uppro^'ed  oftlie  federal  fnrees  occup.vinp:  ihe  State,  thwn 
Hlmo^'t  deserted  by  the  rebelH.  <^ien.  (Jillinore.  roniniandinjf  the  I>epurt- 
ineiit  of  The  South  had  a  hirjre  foirr  before  (hnrh-Kton,  S.  C,  >vhi''h  had 
betyi  (nigii^ji'd  in  the  eujilun'  of  Ktirt  W'a;;ner  and  the  bonibardnieut  of 
theeity  of  OioHwtoii,  and  the  re<Jurtion  of  Sumter. 

"TheM."  objwtH  being  uceonipIiHhed,,  the  army  having  rented  (*evenil 
tnonthn,  Gen.  (Jillmoro  a«Ve<i  for  leiive  to  undertake  nuch  expeditions 
witiiin  his  Department  QB  he  might  think  pru|M*r.  About  the  middle  of 
tW^'mber,  IHtj.'l,  the  War  Department  granteil  him  his  n*<pi(*«t,  and  ini- 
mwliately  he  beja^an  mnkiujr  pre]»aiiitionA  for  nii  expedition,  collet^tiug 
lrau(*port*t,  commissary  Htore«,  drilling  IroopH,  etc,  i-tr. 

"About  the  Ifit  of  Jonuary,  1H<U,  CWaierid  (jiUmore  wrote  to  tho 
Generttl-in-('hii'f.  Hallrt-k.  that  he  waH  about  to  oecupy  the  went  bank  of 
8t.  Johns  river,  with  the  view  (iHt)  to  ofM»n  an  outlet  to  cotton,  lumtnT, 
*»te.,  (2^1)  to  deHlpf»y  one  of  the  enemy'H  sources  of  suppHeH,  (3d)  to  givo 
the  n^*>rroi'B  opportunity  of  enliHtinp:  in  the  army,  (+th)  to  inaagurnte 
meusun-w  for  the  Rpeedy  rPHtorntiou  of  Morida  to  the  Union. 

"fn  arcordnnfc  with  inittructious  from  Pre«dent  Kinroln  received 
through  the  tuwiKtant  Adjutant  (Jenernl,  Mnjor  J.  H,  Huy,  who  would 
wronipany  the  e.xfH?«litlon»  on  the  .jth  of  Fehmary  the  troops  began  to 
pmbnrk  under  I  he  immediate  command  of  General  Truman  S)\vmour,  on 
board  of  twenty  steamers  and  eight  ecboonern,  consisting  of  tho  follow- 
ing foments,  nunil)ering  in  all  six  thouaand  troops,  and  under  convoy

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of  tin?  (^anboat  Norwich :

"Tho  Phalanx  regimruts  were:  ttth  Pt'uuyylvania,  Col.  Fribloy;  lat 
North  Carolina.  Lt.-Col.  Uwd;  54th  MawsachuwetU,  Col.  Hallowdl;  2d 
South  Caroliiiti,  CoL  lI«K;hor;  oGth  MatwactjuHctLs,  CoL  HarLwt'U,  wit4 
thrpe  battene«  of  whit^  troops,  Hamilton*H,  KiJui'i*  and  Luntfdou'u, 
Excfptiiij;  tho  two  laj^t  named  re^ments,  this  forw  landed  at  JuA-knou* 
vllle  on  the  7th  of  Fobniar,v,  and  pushed  on,  following  Lho  40t1i  MufMo- 
chusetts  Moant^l  Infantry,  which  captuivd  by  a  bold  doah  Camp  Finni- 
gon,  about  seven  miles  from  Jncksonvilk*,  with  its  eqnipagr^,  eight  pif<ces 
of  artillery,  and  a  number  of  prisoners.  On  the  lOfh,  the  whole  fom» 
bad  reached  Bald ^^nn.  a  railroad  station  tweuty  niilpH  went  of  Jurksiin- 
Tillc.  Them  tho  army  eneamped,  except  Col.  Urnry'a  fonrc,  wliidi  oon- 
tinnwl  ita  advance  towards  Tallahassee,  driving:  a  small  foi-ce  of  Gen. 
Finnogan'e  command  before  him.  Tliia  was  at  the  time  all  the  relx*! 
force  iu  east  Florida.  On  the  18tli  Gen.  Seymour,  indupwl  by  the  8a<v 
CPSitf^il  advance  of  CoL  Henry,  lead  his  troops  from  Baldwin  with  ten 
dayn'  ratiouB  in  their  havernnckn,  and  Rtarted  for  the  Suwunee  rivor, 
abontahnndrejJ  and  thirty  miles  from  Baldwin  station,  leaving  tbo  2d 
Soiitli  Carolina  and  the  5r>th  MasBaehusetts  Phnlanx  regiments  to  fol- 
low. Afler  a  fntijjfuing  march  the  column,  numbering  about  six  thon- 
»and,  n'UL-hod  Barbour's  Station,  on  the  Florida  Central  Bailruad, 
twenty  miles  from  Baldwin.  Here  the  command  halted  luid  bivoua*!*Mi, 
the  nijrht  of  the  10th,  in  the  woods  bordering  upon  a  wooded  ravine  run- 
ning!; ofT  towuni)*  the  river  from  the  railroad  track. 

'*  It  ia  now  nineteen  yenrn  ngn,  and  I  write  from  memory  of  a  ni^ht 
long  to  b©  remenU)ered.  Around  many  a  Grand  Army  Cami>-Hre  in  the 
lost  fifteen  years  thiR  bivouac  has  been  made  the  topic  of  an  evening^* 
talk.  It  wan  attended  with  no  particular  htirdhhip.  The  weather  waa 
Buch  an  is  met  svith  in  tliene  latitudes,  not  cold,  not  hot,  and  thi>U};h  a 
thick  vapory  cloud  hid  the  full  round  moon  from  early  eventide  nntil  thr 
lost  n^fiiment  tiled  into  the  woo<Ls  yet  there  wns  a  hido  of  lij^ht  that 
brightened  tho  white,  Bandy  earth  and  i^avo  to  tho  moK«-Iadea  limbA  of 
the  huffo  pines  which  stood  sentry-like  on  the  roadKide  the  nppo«ran<*  of 
A  New  England  grove  on  a  frosty  night,  with  a  Rhcllet]  road  loading 
through  it. 

"It  waH  well  in  the  night  when  the  two  Phalanx  regimentB  filed  out 
of  the  road  into  the  woodm,  bringing  up  tho  ivar  of  the  army,  and  took 
Hhcltcr  under  the  treoH  from  the  falling  dew.  Anud  the  appallini;  AtillneM!i 
that  rt'igned  throughout  tbi*  eneumptnent,  except  the  t  ramp  of  fwt  aud 
uu  otrartionnl  whickering  of  a  battery  horse,  no  Bound  broke  the  di^-p 
nilence.  CommandH  were  given  In  an  undertone  and  whispered  along  the 
long  lincH  of  weary  troops  that  lay  among  the  trees  and  the  uudertirtirth 
of  the  pine  forest.    Each  soldier  lay  with  hiw  niunket  Ijeside  him,  ready  to 
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fipring  to  hm  feet  and  in  line  fur  buttle,  for  none  kuew  the  moment  the 
♦•nemy,  like  a  tigtT,  would  pounce  upon  tliem.  It  wos  a  night  of  iuten»e 
niixk'ty,  (?Jirou(J<Ml  in  in.vet(.'rj  uh  to  wbut  to-morrow  would  Ijiitig.  TIih 
whit*'  tunJ  black  hohU^r  in  one  common  bed  lay  iu  battlojmuoply,  dream- 
iog  tlK'ir  cuniiuon  dreamH  of  home  and  loved  one8. 

"ilwe  luy  llni  heroic  54lh  picturing  to  thrnitfclvts  the  mtmorable 
nightA  of  July  17  and  18,  tht-ir  bivouat-  on  the  beach  and  their  captum 
of  Fort  U'u^^utT  and  the^ltrrible  fate  of  their  comrades.  They  were  all 
veteniu  tioo|m  have  the  Hth  Teunyylvania,  which  ui*un  many  hard- 
fouglit  htMti  bud  covered  themMvert  with  gallant  honor  in  defense  of 
Ui*;ir  country's  cauw,  from  Malvern  liill  to  Munis  iHland. 
It  wan  iu  the  gray  of  the  next  momini?  that  Uen.  Seymour's  order 
luwil  thoconmmud.  The  men  partook  of  a  hastily  prepared  cup  of 
'coffee  and  meat  mid  hard-tack  from  tbcir  havei-sack;^.  At  sunrise  the 
troop6  took  up  the  line  of  man-h,  following  the  railroad  for  Lake  City. 
Col.  Henry,  with  the40tli  MassncbuHette  Mouuttnl  lufuutry  uud  Mejor 
itevcnw'  indeiiendent  battoJiou  of  Mas8achu»Ptt8  cavalry,  U*d  the  col- 
umn. About  luilf-past  one  oVli>ck  they  reached  a  point  where  (he  country 
road  eroH«<.'d  the  railroad,  about  two  mile**  east  of  Olustee,  nnd  six  milea 
went  of  Saudernoo,  a  station  through  which  the  troops  pa8»ed  ubout 
half-bnKt  eleven  oVlock.  Am  the  head  of  the  column  reachwi  the  crossing 
the  rebel  pieketa  fired  nnd  fell  bmk  upon  a  line  of  KkirniiHherfl,  pursued 
by  Col.  Henry's  command.  The  enemy *«  main  force  waa  auppoficd  to  be 
Bome  miles  distant  from  thin  place,  connequcntly  General  Seymour  had 
Dot  taken  the  [irefrautionto  pK)te«.'t  h'w  llankn,  though  marchiug  through 
on  enomy^H  country.    CohHequentJy  he  fonutl  bb  ti*oope  flanked  on  eitlier 

"Col.  Henry  drove  the  fikirmiHhera  bock  upon  their  main  forcen, 
which  wen*  Htrou|jdy  ponted  In'tweeu  two  BwampH.  The  position  wan  ad- 
mirably cliOH**n  ;  their  rifjht  rested  upon  a  low.  Hiight  earthwork,  protec- 
ted by  rifle-pitn,  their  center  wuh  defended  by  an  impu>*Kiible  Hwamj),  and 
on  their  Iffr  was  o  cavalry  force  ilrawu  up  on  a  emnll  elevation  behind 
the  shelter  of  a  grove  of  pines.  Their  camp  wna  inlerwvted  by  the  rnil- 
rond,  on  which  wa«  placed  a  battery  capable  of  oi>eratinff  against  the 
n^nter  and  left  of  the  advancing  colnmn,  whih>  a  ritie  gun,  mounted  on  a 
ruilrtmd  Hat,  pointiil  down  the  road  in  fronts 

"Oen,  Seymour,  in  nisler  to  altnik  thin  strongly  fortified pomtion, 
had  ne(!e[<Karily  U>  plaei*  his  troopn  belwwn  the  two  Hwuuips,  one  in  hiif 
fr»iiit,  thf  other  iu  the  rear.  The  IVderal  cuvalry,  following  up  the  skir- 
tninhers.  had  attacked  the  relH  right  ond  wore  driven  back, but  were  met 
by  the  7th  New  Hampshire,  7th  Connecticut,  a  regiment  of  the  black 
rhalanx(>*th  Penni*,vlvania),Hnd  Klder's  battery  of  four  and  Humilton's 
of  it'ix  pieces,  Thti*  force  wa»  hurled  afrainst  the  rebel  right  with  »uch  im- 
petuo«i1.y  that  the  battericR  were  within  one  hundre<l  yards  of  the  relnjl 
fine  of  battle  Itefore  they  knew  it.  However,  they  took  fioKition,  ond 
■npported  by  the  FMialariT  regiment,  nj»eri*'d  a  viporous  fire  upon  the 
rebel  earthworkii.    The  Phalanx  regiment  advanced  within  twenty  or 
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tliirty  yardA  of  ihe  onemy'fl  riflo-pHSf  aud  |ionrod  a  voltey  of  minie  halls 
iuto  tho  very  facte  of  thosw  who  did  not  fly  on  their  apjiroach. 

"The  7th  Connecticut,  and  the  7th  New  Hampshire,  the  lattpr  with 
tln'ir  iw^vt-'u-shoottTs,  Si>«*nwr  rH|x?atwn*,  Col.  IiawK*y,  t'ommanding,  hmi 
takvn  a  tstuud  further  to  the  ri^:ht  of  the  battery,  and  were  hotl.v  eugaf^- 
iiig  the  rtfbcln.  The  Phaluux  regiment  (^th),  after  deiiHntr  cim.  two 
rounds  from  its  advanced  |»oeition,  findiuR  the  enemy's  force  in  I  he  cen- 
ter prepariiig  to  chargo  upon  them,  fell  back  ifuder  cover  of  HumiJton's 
battory,  whieh  was  firing  vigorounly  and  eflectivt-Iy  into  the  relh?I  col- 
umn. The  7th  Conneeticnt  and  New  HtiiiipAhire  about  this  lime  rau 
Hhort  of  nmniunition,  and  Cul.  Haivley,  Hndiiig  the  rebeU  outnumbered 
his  foree  thr«*  to  one,  waK  about  ordi-Hug  Col.  AblKJtt  to  fall  hack  and 
out  of  the  couoeutrat4»(J  fln?  of  the  enemy  pouring  upon  bis  men,  when  be 
obwrVf<3  the  r^b^-ls  coming  in  for  u  down  upon  hin  column. 

"Here  they  pomo  like  tij?i.»r«;  the  Fetleral  ruhniiu  waveii?  n  UttJe;  it 
Htaggtn-8  and  br<?akH,  fuUiug  back  in  conHiderabh'  ditiMirderl  Col.  Uaw- 
ley  uow  ordep'd  Col.  Kribley  to  take  hiH  Phalanx  Urgiuimtj  theSth,  to 
the  rigtit  of  the  battery  and  check  the  advaucJug  i-ebel  force.  No  time 
was  to  be  lost,  the  pnemy*B  ftharjishootera  had  already  aileoced  two  of 
Hamilton's  guiiM,  liead  and  dying  men  mid  hor«*H  lay  in  a  heap  about 
them,  while  at  the  i^maining  four  giniH  a  few  brave  ftrtilleristw  were  load- 
ing an<I  tlxinj^  thfir  piiii-H,  njtiwihng  the  rneniy  in  his  onwun]  uiovcntniit-. 

"  Deticieut  in  artillery,  they  had  not  Vtwu  able  to  fl)»»ok  the  Fed'-rai 
cavalry  in  ita  da»h,  but  the  eone»'ntrated  fire  from  right  to  wnter  dcrnor- 
ulixed,  and  sent  them  galloping  over  tlie  ti^-ld  wihlly.    Col.  Kriblry  gave 
the  order  by  the  right  flank,  double  quick!  and  the  next  mommt  the  8th 
i'lmlaux  swept  awaj*  to  the  extreme  right  in  fiupport  of  the  7th  NVw  . 
HiimpHhire  and  the  7th  Conneeti<'Ut,    Thi-  low,  dii-»*ct  aim  of  th«  enemy  | 
ia  the  ritle-piti:},  his  Indian  Nhar)>-shooter8  u[i  in  the  trees,  had  ere  now  so  t 
thinned  the  rnnks  of  Col.  Hawley'a  conimaiid  that  hi8  line  wa«  gone,  arid 
the  8th  Phuhitix  met  the  ivtnnant  of  his  brigade  art  it  wnfl  going  to  the 
rear  in  complete  dinorder.    The  rebels  ceawd  tiring  and  )ialt«J  tw  thf> 
Phalanx  took  position  between  them  and  their  fleeing  eomradea.    Tliey 
halted  not  |»erforce,  but  apparently  for  deliberation,  when  witli  on*  fell 
swoop  in  the  next  moment  they  swept  the  fleld  in  thpir  front. 

•*The  Phalanx  did  not,  however,  quit  the  field  In  n  panie-Btricltcn 
manner  hut  fell  hastily  bark  to  the  battery,  only  to  flml  two  of  tbf» 
gun«  Hilent  and  tlnnr  brave  woPkerH  and  horw's  nearly  all  of  them  devid 
ut>on  the  floM.  With  a  courage  undaunted,  Hur|i»'<M*'fl  by  no  vetepftii 
troopH  on  any  hnttle-fieUb  the  Phalanx  attempted  to  nnve  the  *ilent 
guna.  In  this  eflbrt  C^d.  I-ribley  wiw  killed,  in  the  torrent  of  rvbel  bullpts 
which  f<'ll  upon  the  regiment.  It  held  the  two  guns,  denpiff  two  desp«?r- 
ato  cliargea  made  by  the  enemy  to  capture  them,  but  the  sTobboninees 
of  the  Phalanx  wna  no  mat<*h  for  the  ponderous  weight  of  their  enemy's 
colunm,  their  BhaqishooterB  and  artillery  mowing  down  ninkn  of  thHr 
eomrade**  nt  every  volley.  A  grandtT  xiMs-tacle  wa*  never  witiH-rtw*!  than 
that  which  thiH  n^fimeut  guvr  of  grillant  eoumge.    They  h*ft  tlH-ir  gilna 
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onlj  when  their  line  offiuera  und  three  hundred  and  fifty  of  their  valient 
6oldi(*rfii  woiv  dotid  upon  the  tield,  the  work  of  an  hour  and  a  half.  Tho 
Imttory  loHt  forty  of  it^  harBe»  uud  four  of  ita  brave  luon.  The  Phalanx 
saved  the  colors  of  the  bntterj  with  its  own.  Col.  Barton'a  brigade,  tho 
47th,  48tii  uud  lluth  New  York,  during  the  fight  on  the  right  bad  held 
the  eueiiiy  iu  the  Crout  uuti  ueuter  ut  buy,  eovering  Elder's  battery,  nud 
nobly  did  they  do  thoir  duty,  bravely  muintJiining  the  reputaition  they 
bad  won  before  L'hurlwton,  but  like  the  olh»T  trooiw,  tlio  coutes^t  wa« 
too  »n(K]uui.  The  rebels  oulnuiiibcnM]  tlwui  five  to  one,  and  they  like- 
wiHe  gave  way,  k«aviiig  about  u  fourth  of  their  number  upou  the  field, 
dead  and  wouudi*d. 

"Col.  >!ontgoiiiery'8  brigade,  comprifling  two  FholBiix  regimonts, 
54tli  MaJ*sa*;hu8ett8  and  let  North  {.'arolina,  whkh  hud  ln-en  held  in  re- 
serve ubout  a  mile  down  the  road,  now  come  up  at  doublo-quiek.  They 
were  under  heavy  nuinhinK  orden*.  with  teu  duy«'  mtioiip  iu  their  knap- 
eockis  besides  their  cartridge  boxt»H  they  curried  ten  rouuds  in  their 
overcoat  (louket^.  Ttie  road  wttM  Handy,  uud  the  lucu  often  found  their 
leetboneath  the  Band,  but  with  their  wontwl  alatrity  they  specfl  on  up 
the  road,  t-he  54th  lendiut?  in  aluiotit  u  locked  ruuuiug*  filep,  followed 
cloHely  by  tho  let  Nortii  t'uioUna.  As  tlu*y  i'**aehed  thfi  rond  intersin^tcd 
by  the  railroad  they  hultisl  iu  the  ri'ur  of  what  nMiiained  of  Haniiltou'H 
battery,  loading  a  purtiiijf  shot.  The  band  of  the  54th  took  poKitiou 
on  tho  Hide  of  the  mad,  aud  while  the  roginientrt  weiv  uuMririgiuK  knat>- 
KiokH  n«  coolly  lu*  if  about  to  bivouac,  the  niusie  of  the  band  burnt  out 
ou  the  snljihureous  air,  amid  the  roar  of  urtiUeiy,  the  rattle  of  musketry 
and  the  KhoutH  of  comninudc,  uiingllni;  lia  eoul-t^tirriuK  t*truiuH  witli  tho 
deafeoiug  yelU  of  the  chanipug  coIumiiR,  ri^?ht,  left,  and  from  the  rebel 
renter.  Thn»  on  the  very  edp*  of  the  battle,  nay,  io  the  battle,  the  Pha- 
lanx bond  poured  out  in  heroic  measur»*8  'The  fttor  SpaiiKh*d  Banner.' 
It«  thrilling  notrfi,  Hourintf  above  the  buttitt*'  n:"'"«*,  arouM*!  to  new  Ufe 
and  P-newitl  enei-ny  the  punting,  routed  troopH,  tl.vJnjr  iu  broken  and  dis* 
©rdercij  ranks  from  the  Held.  Many  of  thpm  huUi*<l,  the  New  York 
♦roopB  particularly,  and  gathered  at  the  battery  again,  pouring  u  dejully 
volley  into  theenemy'n  works  and  ranks.  Tho  54tli  had  but  a  moment 
to  pr**pnre  for  the  task.  General  Seymour  rotlo  up  and  apiM-uleil  to  thu 
PhnJaux  to  check  tlie  enemy  and  save  ihe  army  from  complete  aud  total 
anuihilation.  Vol  Montgomery  gave  C^l.  Hallowell  the  order '  For- 
ward.' pointing  to  the  left,  and  away  went  the  54tli  Phalanx  regimeuti 
tlirongh  the  woodn,  down  into  the  swamp,  wading  up  to  tlieir  knw*— iu 
place*  wher**  the  water  reachetl  thnr  hifw;  yet  on  tJiey  went  till  they 
IxiuVmI  terra  Anna.

drivint;  Uioiii  iuto  tli(?ir  ritle-pib;,  uud  then  for  half  an  hour  tiivcanui^ 
txH-'uine  fn^rlitful,  Tln'y  had  followed  tho  rcbolrt  into  the  vfrj  jawn  of 
denth,  nrnj  now  Co\.  Uold  foand  hit*  re^mont  in  the  enr'my'senhladiug 
fUrCj  iind  they  Kuopt  Iiis  Ihio.  Mon  foil  liko  8iiowfinkos.  Driven  b^  this 
ti*rntir  (ii-«-,  tlu-y  ffll  buvk.  The  rt4th  had  lakvu  ground  tu  tln'  rij^ht, 
lending  wluitfvpr  of  iissistance  th**y  could  to  thWr  retiring  conirad**, 
who  wen*  about  on  u  line  with  them,  for  although  n^tn^atinK.  it  waH  in 
the  niONt  cool  and  dt'Iibprate  mannpr,  and  thf  two  rv^ments  tH>^n  a 
firing  nt  will  oj^ainst  which  the  rubtjln,  though  outniunlwriug  them,  could 
not  fa4.*e.    Thus  they  h^-ld  them  till  long  tiftor  punwit,  and  tiling  ».'fa«*»d. 

"ThoFlaught^r  was  tvrribte;  the  rhataux  U>»t  about  800  nit»n,  the 
white  troopH  about  000.  It  wua  Draddock'B  defeat  after  the  latMe  of  a 
century." 

The  rout  waa  complete;  the  army  was  not  only  de^ 
feaffd  but  l>eateii  and  demnrnlizeci.  The  enemy  hod  suc- 
ceeded in  drawing  it  into  a  trap  for  the  purpose  of  annihi- 
lating it.  Seymour  had  advanced,  contrary  to  the  onlers 
given  him  by  General  Gillmoi-e,  from  BaJdwin's  Station, 
whciN?  be  was  instructed  to  intrench  and  await  onlera. 
Whether  or  not  he  sought  to  retrieve  the  misfortunes  that 
had  nttinided  him  in  South  Carolina,  iu  asRaulting  the 
enemy's  works,  is  a  question  which  need  not  be  discussed 
hei-e.  It  is  only  necessary  to  show  the  miserable  misman- 
agement of  the  advance  into  the  enemy's  country.  The 
troops  were  marched  into  an  nmbuscade,  where  they  \vprB 
filau«^htered  by  the  enemy  at  will.  Even  after  finding  his 
troops  ambuscaded,  and  within  two  hunili-ed  yards  of  the 
confederate  fortifications,  General  St\viiiour  did  not  at- 
temp)t  to  fall  back  and  fona  a  line  of  battle,  though  he 
had  sufficient  artillery,  but  rushed  brignde  nfter  brigade 
up  to  the  enemy's  guns,  only  to  be  moweil  down  by  the 
withering  storm  of  shot.  Eneh  brigade  in  turu  went  in  as 
spiritefl  as  any  troops  ever  entered  a  fight,  but  stnmpi^f*d 
out  of  it  mninuHl,  mangl»^l  and  routed.  At  sunset  the 
road,  foot-paths  and  woods  lending  back  to  Saunders' 
Station,  wns  full  of  binve  soldiei-s  hastening  from  the 
massacre  f>f  th^'it■  toinrades,  in  their  endeavor  to  escape 
capture.  At  about  nine  o*cloek  that  night,  what  remained 
of  th*^  left  rolumn,  Colonel  Montgoiwery's  briu-ad<\  consist- 
ing of  the  54th  and  Goth  Phalanx  Kt'giments.  nnd  a  bat- 
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tpry,  arrived  at  the  Station,  and  reported  the  confederatc« 
in  hot  pui-suit.  Instantly  the  shattennK  scattei'ed  troops 
Uwi  to  the  roaxls  leading  to  Barl>er'«,  ten  niilea  away,  witJi 

o  one  to  command.  Eaeh  man  took  his  own  route  for 
l^arlRTV,  Ii*aving  behind  "whatever  wonid  encumber  him, — 
arms,  ammunition,  kuapHacks  and  eartrid^v  boxew;  nmny 
of  the  latter  containin*r  Ibrty  rounds  of  eai-tridfren.  It  waa 
U)ii^  I>a«t  midnight  wlii'n  Harlier's  was  reached,  and  ftill 
day  befoiv  the  fiightencnl  mob  arrived  at  the  Station.  At 
Kunrise  on  the  morning  of  the  2l8t.  the  scene  presented  at 
Barber's  was  sickening  and  sad.  The  wounded  lay  every- 
where, upon  the  ground,  huthJIiMl  around  t)ie  embers  of 
fagot  tires,  groaning  nud  uttering  cries  of  diMtix^ss.  The 
snigeons  were  busy  ivlieving,  aw  hnst  they  could,  the  more 
dangerously  wounded.  The  foot-soix*  and  hungry  soldiers 
sought  out  their  bleeding  and  injured  comrades  and 
placeil  them  upon  railroad  flats,  standing  upon  the  tracks, 
and  when  these  were  loaded,  ropes  and  strong  vines  were 
procured  and  fastenrnJ  to  the  flats.  Putting  themselves 
in  the  plac^  of  a  locomotive, — several  of  which  stood  upon 
the  track  at  Jacksonville* — the  mangled  and  mutilated 
forms  of  about  three  hundred  soldiers  were  dragginl  for- 
ward mile  after  mile.  Just  in  the  i^ear,  the  confederates 
kept  up  a  tire  of  musketry,  as  though  to  hasten  on  the 
st>iunpede.  It  was  well  into  the  night  when  the  train 
ivached  Baldwin's,  where  it  was  thought  the  routed  force 
would  occupy  the  extensive  work  encircling  the  station, 
hut  they  did  not  stop;  their  race  was  continued  to  Jack- 
sonville.   At  Baldwin's  an  agent  of  the  Christian  Commis- 

ion  gave  the  wouiidr<l  4'nch  two  crarkcrs,  without  wa((T. 
lis  over  with,  the  train  etnrted  for  Jacksonville,  ten 
miles  furt-lier.  Tlie  camp  of  Colonel  Beecher's  command, 
2nd  IMiaiaiix  R*'giment,  was  i-euche^i,  and  here  coffee  was 
funiishetl.  At  daylight  the  train  reached  Jacksonville, 
when*  tho  wounded  weiv  carrier]  to  the  church*»s  and  care<l 
for.    Tlie  battle  and  the  retreat  had  destroyed  every  ves-

color.    The  troops  during 
as  <luring  the  stanii»ede 
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Thp  riinvrt  r)f  tlie  battle  and  deffiit  rfuehod  Bctiufort 
the  ni*j;ht  of  the  i!.3rd  of  February,  It  was  so  surprieiug 
that  it  wuH  doubt*^!,  but  when  a  boat  loml  of  wounded 
men  arrived,  all  doubts  were  dispelled. 

Colonel  T.  \V.  IIi^<j^inBon,  who  was  at  Beaufort  at  the 
time  with  his  ivginieut,  (1st  S.  C),  thus  notes  the  recep- 
tion of  the  uewH  in  his  diaiy,  which  we  quote  with  a  few 
conwneuts  from  his  admirable  book,  "Anuy  Life  in  a 
Black  Regiment": 

'"FEBurAnv,  19th. 

'**Not  a  bit  of  it!  Tliiw  morning:  the  Genrrftl  luifi  tiddeu  up  raUinjit,

*"  There  war  a  wDnnd  of  revflry  by  night  at  a  ball  iu  Beaufort  last 
Uitjht,  in  a  new  Jargr?  building  Ix-autifuUy  de<;orated.  ^Ul  the  colltwtwl 
jlapi  of  the  jjiairison  hunff  round  and  ov»t  us,  as  if  the  i*tara  ami  Bti*!|:iei« 
■were  deviw*!  for  an  ornament  nloni*.  The  arTJiy  of  nniforruH  was  such, 
that  a  civilian  bet-anie  a  diKtiaguinhod  objwt,  mueb  more  a  lady.  All 
would  have  gone  n(H'onbng  lo  the  proverbial  inarringe  bell,  I  HupfHitw*, 
had  there  not  been  a  Kll;;ht  palpable  shadow  over  iJl  of  us  from  beaj-ing 
vague  PtorieK  of  a  loj*t  battle  in  Florida,  and  from  tiie  thouKbt  that  |»**r- 
haps  the^ery  ainbiilaneoK  iu  which  we  rode  to  the  ball  were  ootb  ouljr 
uutit  the  woundtxl  or  the  dead  mi^^ht  tenant  tbein. 

"'Ueueral  (lillinon;  only  eame,  I  fiuppobod,  to  put  a  grood  face  upon 
tlie  matter.  He  went  away  noon,  and  General  Siixtou  went;  tben  came 
a  rumor  that  tlie  CoBniopolitan  bad  ui;tUQlly  arrived  with  wounde<l, 
but  Klill  thM  daniT*  went  on.  Then?  wax  nothing  unrvliiiK  al>out  it- 
one  fiett  used  to  things, — when  suddenly,  in  the  ntidHt  of  th«  'Lan- 
cem,'  there  came  a  p»?rfect  hush,  the  niu»ic  ceaHinK,  a  few  surgwins  WTnt 
ha-stily  to  and  fro,  ns  il  eotiHcieni^.-e  Btricken  (I  whould  ttiink  they  might 
have  bi-en), — and  then  theii' '  waved  a  mighty  shadow  m,'  a«  in  Cliland'a 
*  Blocrk  Knight,'  and  oh  we  all  stood  wondering  we  were  awnre  of  OfiiwnU 
Saxton  who  stnxle  hastily  down  the  hall,  hi»*  jmie  fa*.***  ^'ery  mnotute, 
and  looking  almost  siek  with  anxiety.  He  had  jufltbeoD  on  buanl  thm 
Btoamer;  there  wen?  two  hnndre<l  and  fifty  wounded  men  just  arrival, 
and  the  ball  must  end.  Not  that  then^  wa**  nnr+hing  for  us  to  do,  but 
the  nvel  wuh  nuB-tinuMi.  and  must  Im' ended;  it  wau  wicked  to  be  dancing 
with  Kur.h  a  scene  of  euflerin^  near  by. 
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"*  Of  course  the  boU  was  instantly  broken  up,  though  with  some 
inuniiaring:s  and  some  longings  of  apiietit^,  ou  the  part  of  some,  toward 
tho  waited  supiHT. 

"  *  I-ater,  I  weut  ou  boani  tht?  boat.  Among  the  long  lines  of  woiiud- 
edf  black  and  white  intiTnuugled^  there  was  tho  wonderful  quiet  which 
OHually  prevniUt  on  Huch  occaHJoutf,  Not  a  nob  nor  a  gronu,  except  f^-onk 
Uiort^  und*>rgriing  nMnoval.  It  la  not  aplf-contml,  but  chiifly  tho  shock 
to  the  Bj-Bteia  produccMl  by  «evere  wound.s,  e8i)ecinlly  gi^n^hot  wouudi*, 
and  which  usually  kcf^pa  the  patient  stiller  at  first  than  at  any  later 
time. 

'• '  A  company  from  my  rpginient  waited  on  tho  wharf,  in  their  aeons' 
tomed  duHky  hilcuee,  and  I  longi-d  to  auk  them  what  they  thouglit  of  our 
Ftonda  diHApiHjidtini'ut  now?  In  virw  of  what  they  r*nvv,  did  they  BtUI 
wish  we  hud  been  there?  I  uonfiiss  that  in  jtresence  of  all  thut  human 
suffering,  I  eould  not  wish  it.  But  I  would  uot  have  suggested  any  such 
thought  to  them. 

"'1  found  our  kind-hearte<l  lndic«,  Mrs.  Cboinberlin  and  Mrs,  Dew* 
hurst,  on  Ixmisl  the  steamer,  but  there  was  nothing  f  r  them  to  do,  and 
we  walked  ba«*k  to  camp  iu  the  radiaut  niooulight;  Mrs.  Chamberhu 
raore  than  e%'er  etrengthenM  in  her  blushing  woman's  philosophy,  *I 
don't  care  who  wins  th^  lauivls,  provided  we  don't  I' 

**  *  Fkbhuart  SOth. 
•"But  Cor  a  few  trivial  coses  of  varioloid,  we  Rliould  certainly  have 
been  iu  that  diHa^trouH  fight.  We  wei-e  confidently  expected  for  several 
d^H  at  Jm-kiionville,  and  the  rommunding  general  told  Ilallowell  that 
•we,  being  tlie  oldest  eoIorf»i1  regimenT,  wawh)  Imve  the  right  of  the  line* 
This  wiMi  certainly  to  miss  danger  and  glory  very  closely.' " 

At  (layhroak  on  the  8th  of  March,  18G4,  the  7th  Regi- 
ment, havin*;  left  Camp  Stanton,  Maryland,  on  the  4th 
and  proweded  to  Portsmouth,  Va.,  embarked  on  board 
the  steamer  ''  Webster ''  for  the  Department  of  the  South. 
Arriving;  at  Hilton  Head,  tlie  n^giment  went  into  camp  for 
H  few  days,  then  it  embarked  lor  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  at 
which  place  it  remained  for  eome  time,  taking  part  in 
Beveral  movemente  into  the  Hnrrounding"  country  and  pai-- 
ticJimtinj?  in  a  number  of  quite  lively  Hkirmishes.  On  the 
27th  of  June  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Regiment  waa 
ordered  to  Hilton  Head,  when*  it  arrivtMl  on  July  Ist;  it 
went  from  there  to  James  Island,  where  with  other  troop* 
a  Khort  en^gement  with  the  confederates  was  had.  After- 
wards the  regiment  upturned  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  remain- 
ing in  that  vicinity  enpraji^  in  raiding  the  adjacent  terri- 
tory until  the  4th  of  August,  when  the   regiment   waa 
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ordered  to  VirgriniUt  to  report  to  the  Array  of  the  Poto- 
mo<-.  when?  it  arrived  on  Aug.  8tli.  The  55th  Ma>tfiachu- 
8ett«  Ke<i:imeiit  wan  also  oinJei-ed  to  the  Department  of  tha 
South.  It  left  Boston  July  21st,  1863,  on  the  eteumer 
"('ahnwba,"  and  arrived  at  Newberri  on  the  25th,  After 
a  few  days  of  rest,  to  recover  from  the  eflects  of  the  voj- 
flf^^s  tlie  refluent  wa.s  put  Into  active  Ber\iee,  and  jn^r- 
formed  a^arjre  amount  of  marching  and  of  the  firduoua 
duties  requirtnl  of  a  soldier.  Many  skirniisheB  and  aetionii 
of  more  or  less  importance  \vere  participated  in.  February 
13th,  18G4,  the  regiment  took  a  steamer  for  Jjicksonville, 
Fla,  and  spent  considerable  time  in  that  section  and  at 
various  point*?  on  the  St.  Johns  river.  In  Jiine  the  n*gi- 
ment  was  orderefl  to  the  vicinity  of  Charleston,  and  took 
part  in  several  of  the  engagements  which  occurred  in  tliat 
neighborhood,  always  sustaining  and  adding  to  the  rf^pu- 
tation  they  were  acquiring  for  braveiy  and  good  soldierly 
conduct.  The  regiment  passeil  ite  entire  time  of  activa 
service  in  the  department  to  which  it  was  first  sent,  and 
returned  to  Boston,  Miass.,  where  it  was  mustcTtil  out, 
a-mid  gi'ent  rejoicing,  on  the  23rd  of  September,  1865. 

The  battles  in  which  the  54th  Regiment  were  engaged 
were  some  of  the  most  sanguinary  of  the  war.  The  laei 
figlit  of  the  regiment,  which,  like  the  battle  of  New  Or- 
leans, took  phu^e  after  peace  was  declared,  is  thus  dt»scribed 
by  the  Drummer  Boy  of  Company  C,  Henry  A.  Monroe,  of 
New  Bedford,  Mass.:

The  8lauju;hter  \va«  terrible,  and  anjong  the  killed  waj 
j^ounf^  Lieutenant  Steveneon,  a  graduate  of  ilarvai'd. 
The  aflFair  was  an  unnecessary  sacrifice  of  human  life,  for 
the  war  wa*<  over.  ])enee  had  l>Hen  deolai'ed,  and  Pi-esident 
Lincoln  ha*!  Iieen  (u^assinatetl ;  but  in  the  interior  of  the 
Carolinas,  the  news  did  not  reach  until  it  wafi  too  late 
t.o  prevent  this  final  bloodsheil  of  the  war.  IVriuipK  it 
may  be  regarded  as  a  fitting  seal  of  the  negro  to  his  new 
covenant  with  freedom  and  his  country. 

The  very  large  number  of  negro  ti*oopH  which  General 
Gillmore  had  un<ler  hin  command  in  the  Department  of  the 
South,  afforded  him  a  better  opportunity  to  test  their  fif>- 
ne88  for  and  (luality  as  soldiers,  than  any  other  comman- 
der had.  In  fact  the  artillery  oixn-atioiis  in  ChurU^ton 
)iarbor,  conducted  throughout  with  remarkable  engiueer- 
ifig  skill,  iM»rsi»v(»rence  and  bravery,  won  for  (leiieral  (lill- 
luoiv  and  his  troops  the  att^'Ution  and  admiration  of  the 
civilizinl  world,  and  an  exceptional  ])laee  in  the  annals  of 
military Kit»ge.  Such  fame  issufficient  to  i)rompt  aninquiry 
into  till*  capacity  of  the  men  who  iK^formed  thelnborof 
planting  the  "Swamp  Angel/' which  threw  three  hundred 
pound  ^*hot  into  the  heart  of  CharlcHton.  more  than  four 
miles  awny,  and  also  mounted  the  six  200-pound  rannons 
which  demolislied  the  foi-ts  in  the  harlwr  two  mili*s  dis- 
l4xnf.  Thf»  work  of  mounting  tht*se  imniense  guns  in 
swamp  and  mud  could  <jnly  U'  done  by  men  who  feared 
ncitln^r  fatigue,  sufTcring  nor  dt»ath.  After  the  accomplisli- 
ment  of  these  worlds,  wonders,  and  the  subjugation  of 
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"arrogant"  \Vii|»;n(>r,  the  followino^ circular  was  addressed 
to  tht*  Hubordiimt'e  engiiiwrs  for  iufonuatiou  regarding 
tiic  uogro  troops,  wliiL^h  drew  forth  explicit  and  interefiting 
answers :

"Thp  i>orceutAg»»  of  toupH  of  duty  performed  by  the  blacka  an  com* 
pare«l  with  the  white  infantry,  was  as  56  to  41.  nutthepraiid  guard 
duty,  which  wa»  eonmdered  mncb  more  wearinc  than  fatigue,  waa  aU 
done  by  tho  whitt'8. 
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"Thp  ftffldeney  iint]  lii'titlh  or  n  battnlian  dHptmaseo  macli  upon  ]t« 
ofUc^rH,  tliut,  iu  orOur  to  ioAtitute  il  fair  compariMOii,  wlmu  ho  sniull  a 
uiitnlior  of  IroopH  are  con«iiU'n'd,  thia  oloinwit  flhould  I*  climiu(tt(^(l.

"I  do  not  roniemlH-r  a  Hinjrh-  iuKtunef.  in  my  labors  in  the  tnraches, 
wher«  the  blaefc  man  haH  nVulked  away  from  hii*»  ditty,  and  I  Icnow  tlmt 
iuHtunceH  uf  that  kind  liave  oecurred  among  the  whitert:  still  I  thiuk 
that  the  (im]>enor  enerpy  und  intelliKenoe  of  lliose  remaimnj^,  conmdrrinK- 
thnl  the  whites  were  the  lesser  uuraber  by  thegr<?ater  deaertion,  would 
more  timn  eompeuHate. 

*'  n.  *Kkill  and  api»PDciation  of  their  dutioH  referring  to  the  quality 
of  the  work.' 

"They  have  a  fair  Hlmre  of  both;  enouph  to  make  them  very  ufieful 
nnd  efRcient,  but  (hey  huv«  not  ap[)urenlly  that  (*u|*erior  intelUgcneo 
and  frkill  that  may  Ite  found  largi<ly  among  the  noa-commimaioned  otft- 
CCFB  and  privuteH  of  the  white  nvinients. 

"IU.  'Industry  and  persevereiic©  with  peferenctf^to  the  quantity  of 
the  work  done/ 

"I  thiuk  they  will  do  more  than  the  whites;  they  do  not  have  so 
many  ecmipUdnta  luid  cxcuBes,  but  Btiek  to  their  work  patiently,  dof:;gtMl- 
]y,  obediently,  and  ucvorapli»b  a  great  deal,  though  I  have  never  knowu 
Ibern  to  work  with  any  nmrked  spirit-  or  cnevg}-,  I  should  lifc**n  the 
white  mau  to  the  horse  (often  uuU'uctable  and  bulky),  the  blu^k  man  tu 
the  ox. 

"TV.  Mf  a  certain  work  were  to  be  accomplirihe<l  in  the leoRt  poiwl- 
bletime,  f.  e.,  when  enthur*iaHm  and  direct  rHTsonnl  interest  ia  uecoHHary 
to  attain  the  end,  would  whit*?s  or  blarks  answer  beet?' 

"I  catmot  make  up  my  mind  that  it  is  inipoHHible  to  arouse  the 
enthnsiiumi  of  the  blarkB,  for  I  have  seen  enoufih  of  Ihem  to  know  that 
they  are  very  emotional  ereatures;  still  though  they  might  havie  more 
da«b  than  I  have  semi  and  think  jtossible,  it  in  unquestionable  to  my 
mind  that  wen*  the  euthuviatsru  and  pereoual  iutereet  of  both  arouHoil. 
thf  white  would  farBUTpaas  tbeblaek. 
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"It  B«ems  to  me  that  tboro  is  a  hard  uervous  organixation  at  thm 
bottom  of  the  oharu^t^'r  of  the  white,  SAd  a  soft  stiflcoptibl^  one  at  tli* 
bottom  of  the  churauter  of  the  black.

*'  I  should  wiy  that  the  free  State  men  were  the  best;  they  have  mor» 
of  (he  polf-reliaoue,  and  approxiinat*?  nearer  to'the  qualities  of  the  whit* 
man  in  respect  to  dash  and  energy,  thaw  those  from  the  shive  States. 

**Suu)marv.—Toxu<i  they  eomparo  favorably  with  the  whiten;  tJiejr 
are  pnsily  handled,  true  and  obedient;  there  is  less  vicioQBness  among 
them;  they  are  more  patient;  they  have  great  constancy.  The  character 
of  t^e  white,  as  you  know,  ruus  to  extremee;  one  ha^  bull-dog  eonrage, 
another  is  u  pitiful  cur;  one  is  ejiceftsively  vicious,  another  pure  and 
noble.  The  phases  of  the  ehai*aeter  of  the  white  towhes  the  stars  and 
desc'pncJs  to  the  lowest  depths.  The  blaeks  eharucter  oecupies  the  inner 
circle.  Their  status  is  mediocrity,  and  this  mediuerity  and  uuiformitj, 
for  military  fatigue  duty,  I  think,  answers  U«t.

*'  I.    Tourage  as  indicated  by  conduct  under  fire' 

•*I  haw  found  that  the  blaek  troops  manifest  more  timidity  under 
flpp  tfjan  the  white  troops,  but  thny  are  at  The  same  time  more  oliedieut 
to  orders,  and  more  under  control  of  their  officers,  in  dangeromn  situa- 
tions, than  white  soliliers. 

*'ll.  'Skill  and  appreriation  of  their  duties  with  reference  to  Ui« 
quality  of  the  work  performed.' 

**  White  soldit^rs  are  more  intelligent  and  experienced  andof  coura* 
mon>  skillful  than  the  hlark  ones,  but  they  have  not  generally  a  corm»» 
ponding  appnH;iation  of  their  duties.  As  a  consequent*  !  have  found  in 
most  casea  the  work  as  well  done  by  black  as  by  white  soldiers. 

"III.  'Industry  and  porseverence  with  reference  to  the  amount  of 
work  performed.' 

"Whit*  soldiers  work  with  more  energy  while  they  do  work  thaa  iJm 
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Uack  ones,  but  do  not  work  fts  conetantly.  Black  soldiers  seldom  iqUtw 
nil  their  lubont  except  by  ordere  ur  |H*rmJHHioii.  The  n«ult,  aa  far  aa 
my  ohHervutiniw  *»xt<*iulfl,  is  tluita  gi"Rat<»r  nninnnt  of  work  i»  uhuuJI/ 
•ecompU8liod  witli  liUxck  than  with  white  soldiers. 

**  IV.  *  If  a  ff  rtaiu  work  wrre  U'*  bp  arcomplififaed  in  the  least  possi- 
h|(>  time,  when  futhu^ia>*m  aud  din-ct  f^'rwonal  iut«re«t  fa  necessary  to 
the  attainnient  of  the  end,  would  whites  or  blaoks  answer  beet?' 

"WhituH.  Ik«au»o  though  reqniring  more  fffbrt  to  control,  thoy 
po«ee«8  a  ffmater  «*u>,Tgy  of  clmmcU'r  and  Husceptibility  of  eiitliUKiuam 
than  the  black  race,  which  can  be  called  into  action  by  an  emergenry  or 
by  a  sufficient  effort  on  the  part  of  thi'ir  officers. 

"V-  '>i\'hat  18  thn  difTt-mice,  cnnf*id**ring  the  above  points,  betweea 
eolortnl  troops  rt>oruited  from  the  free  States  and  those  from  the  slarv 
States?' 

"  I  have  observed  a  decided  difference  in  favor  of  thoee  rccmited  from 
the  free  State*. 

"The  problem  involved  in  the  foregoing:  investigation  is  more  diffi- 
cult of  a  solution  than  apjN>ars  at  tirst  ttiKht,  owinfSf  to  the  fact  that  ths 
degree  of  efflcidicy  fteeuliar  to  nny  company  of  troops  defiends  ao  much 
on  the  charact«'r  of  their  oiflcers,  an  e|Hment>  that  must  eliminate  from 
the  qaci^tion  in  ordi^r  ti)  oacertniu  the  quality  of  the  mnterial  of  which 
tfae  truopH  ai-e  composed.

Annexed  to  tlirae  reports  is  also  a  statement  of  the 
labor  tia.ys  of  the  troops. 

"WOHKINO  PAUTIES  AND  HEALTH  OF  TR00P8. 
'The  totnl  number  of  duyK*  work,  of  nix  hourB  each,  expended  In 
Mqjor  Brooks'  operations  waa.  by  engiueerH,  4.000,  and  by  infantry 
10.000,  total  23,500;  of  the  19,00<>  days'  work  by  infuutry,  onobiUf 
WQA  performwl  by  coloivd  Lrnniw.  In  addition  to  tho  above,  9, GOO  dayaT 
»ork  w»i«ex|>**ndtHl  in  pn?pnrinp:  Mvf^  niaterialn  for  Mjtjor  Br(X)ks'  ojver 
atioHH.  The  infantry  twtldiers'  days*  work  is  about  one-flfth  what  a 
dtieen  laborer  would  do  on  civil  workM.  Of  uiy  work,  overnij^hf-twnn- 
UethH  wa«  at^uinHt  WuKner.  about  nevcn-twendelhs  on  the  defeumv* 
bnns.  and  nearly  flve-twenticthH  on  the  batterice  against  Sumter. 
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"Tho  ftpproximftto  nmoiint  of  Itthor  ootunlly  pspenderl  on  thAinor* 
important  works  is  a>*  follows :  Oae  emitluci^tnput  for  a  siege  piece,  40 
ilayH;  one  emplmwmeut  for  a  heavy  bix'aching  jjun,  100  days;  one  bomb- 
proof iiiji4jrri«iiie,  250  duys;  coiistruutioQ  and  i-epami  of  each  yard  of 
approacli  having  Rplintfir-proof  parapet,  2  days;  a  linoal  yard  of  narrow 
eiilintCT-proof  shelter,  4  da.V8;  a  Unoal  yard  of  wide  splinter-proof  sheltor, 
8  days;  to  make  and  Bet  one  yard  of  inclined  paliAading,  2  days. 

'*At  least  tbrce-fourthH  of  tlio  manual  labor  was  bimply  Kbovelin^ 
finud;  oii»>-fiaif  of  the  reniaimJer  was  carrying  engineer  material.  The 
balatiee  waa  em]»loyed  in  various  kinds  of  work. 

"About  thiT-e-fourtlia  of  this  work  was  executed  in  the  night-time, 
and  at  leaat  ninp-t*»iith8  of  it  undfT  a  fire  of  artillery  or  fihoriishoot^ra, 
or  both.  The  t*han>-^hooter8  seldom  fired  during  the  night.  The  artil- 
lery fire  was  most  severe  during  the  day.  Thrity-fivn  proje<:tilt»«  tirwi  by 
the  enemy  at  our  works  per  hour  was  called  "heavy  firing,"  although 
sometimes  more  than  double  that  number  were  thrown. 

"  In  the  order  of  their  number  tho  projectiles  were  from  smooth-bore 
guns,  mortars,  and  ritiwl  guns. 

"ThoJamcfl  Islnnd  batteries  were  fVom  two  thousand  to  four  thou- 
sand yards  from  our  works;  Fort  Sumter  and  Battery  l-Jregg  were  re- 
8p4N'tively  about  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  two  thousand  one 
huudivd;  Fort  Waguer  was  from  thirt-oeu  hundivd  to  one  hundred  yard«, 

"Tlie  totflj  number  of  casualties  in  the  working  parties  and  tba 
guanl  of  thtf  advanced  trenches,  (not  includiug  the  main  guard  of  the 
trenchi^),  during  the  siege,  was  about  one  hundred  and  tifby.  Wh**n  it  is 
considered  that  on  an  average  o\'er  two  hundred  men  were  constantly 
engaged  in  these  duties,  being  under  firo  for  flffcy  davR,  the  number  of 
cafiualticH  is  astonishiugly  smoll. 

"The  camp  at  which  the  fatigue  parties  were  quartered  and  fed  were^ 
tn  order  ia  be  beyond  the  reach  of  the  enemy's  fires,  two  miles  from  the 
centre  of  tho  work**;  hence  the  distance  of  four  miles  had  to  be  morehed 
each  tour  of  duty,  whieli  required  nearly  two  hoars,  and  added  greatly 
to  the  labor  of  the  siege. 

'*  This  siegi*  has  been  conducted  through  tho  hottest  part  of  the  sea- 
son,—July,  Angnst  and  September,— yet  the  troops  have  sufTered  but 
little  from  exet'ss  in  heat,  on  account  of  the  large  proportion  of  uigiit 
work,  and  the  almost  continua]  sea^breexe,  which  was  always  cool  aad 
refreshing. 

"The  nraonnt  of  sickness  was  great,  the  large  amount  of  duty  being 
the  probable  caus«n  On  the  7th  of  August  the  percentage  was  tho  small- 
tfit  observ(>d  during  the  siege,  being  18.G.  At  this  date  the  aggregats 
garrison  of  Morris  Island  was  9,3r>3,  of  which  1,741  were  sick.  On  the 
17th  of  August  22.9  per  cent,  of  tbe  whole  garrison  were  on  tho  sick  list. 
This  was  the  most  unhealthy  period  of  the  siege. 

"  The  nvenigf*  Htrength  of  the  command  on  Morris  Island  during  Oim 
siege  was,  of  all  arms,  10.(»7W  men,  of  which  the  average  pereentage  sirk 
man  19.88.    The  number  of  black  trooiis  varied  from  1,127  to  1947. 
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"Avierage  peroent^ige  of  eiok  in  Artillery,  6.2;  ditto,  in  Eugiiioorfi, 
11.9;  ditto,  in  lilack  Infantry,  13.0;  ditto,  in  ANTiito  Infantry,  (rxclud* 
iug  uuu  brij^kde),  20.1. 

*'Thi«  brigade  connifitpi]  of  the  Ninpty-ftpvfnth  Pennsylvania,  Twon- 
V'fou'^  MatiMiichu^'tt^  liud  Toiilh  Cuuiif<cti<--ut  Vuluutetfrs.  It  uveraf^nl 
iliirtty  Iter  Cf  nt  sick.  This  wtw*  <1um  to  the  fact  that  thesp  thrw  regimeota 
liud  beon  statiouiMi,  befoni  moving  to  Morris  leland,  on  Seabrook  1b- 
lant],  w!iich  prox-vd  very  unhealthy.  The  enginoerti  and  blm-k  infiintry 
wure  employed  cxclufiivcly  on  fatiguo  duty.  The  white  infantry  sorved 
•0  guard  of  tlio  trt>nche4,  afi  well  ae  for  work  in  the  same. 

"Details  from  tho  troops  on  Folly  Iflland  took  part  In  tho  oporatione 
on  MorriH  Uland. 

"It  was  fonnd  by  pxp^ri«»nre  thnt  irmn  under  the«o  circumstancea 
could  not  work  moro  than  ouo-fourth  the  time*.  A  greater  amouat  at 
onoe  incrt'Oited  tiie  sick  liut.  E^ght  houn«  in  thirty-two,  or  eight  houra 
on  and  tweuty-four  off,  was  found  to  lie  the  best  orrangcmoDt,  ad  it  mode 
»  daily  change  iu  the  boura  of  duty  for  those  regiuieobs  ]:>ormanently  de- 
tailed for  work. 

"The  oi-gaoization  found  most  advantageous  in  working  a  com- 
nuind  jwnuaneutly  detaikil  for  fatiguo  duty,  was  to  divide  its  efTet-tive 
force  into  four  equal  detachmenbitf  on  duty  eight  hows  each,  relieving 
•nch  other  at  4  a.  m.,  12  M.  and  ft  P.  M.  The  larg«  number  of  fxtr»i 
txoops  employed  in  tlie  tivuc*h<?«  each  night  were  usually  chung«d  daily. 

"The  euginoer  officers  in  charge  of  llio  workri  wer*^  divided  intooor. 
rwponding  groups,  four  iu  each,  relieving  eat'h  other  at  8  a.  m.,  •!  p.  w., 
mid  12  midnight,  four  bourn  different  fr*)in  the  time  of  relieving  th© 
troops.  This  difference  eaable<l  the  engineer  otfiwrs  to  carry  the  work 
Wiroaeh  the  period  of  relieving  the  fatigue  detjiils. 

"One  engineer  officer,  having  from  two  to  four  different  kinds  or  joba 
•f  work  to  supcriutend,  wo**  found  to  work  advoutageou(*Iy  iu  the  night, 
with  the  help  of  non-eommisaioned  cfBcera  of  engtueern,  from  one  hun. 
drod  to  two  hundred  men. 

"Tlie  working  partie**  of  engineers  and  Idack  infantry  seldom  carrii*d 
tfaeir  armn  into  the  treuchcb,  wliilu  Uiu  whit»  iufuiiuy  (utiguu  purtiea 
■eutUiy  did." 

U 
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Important  Bervieee  were  rendered  by  the  Phalanx  in 
the  Went.  The  oiierations  in  MiBHouri,  TennesBee  and 
Kentucky,  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  to  the  com- 
manders of  the  Union  forces  to  raise  uet^ro  troopw  in  Hiich 
portions  of  the  territory  an  they  held ;  but  in  consequence 
of  the  hitt<*rne8s  against  such  action  by  theseuii-Cuion- 
istfl  and  Copj>erhead8  in  the  Department  of  the  Ohio  and 
Cumberland,  it  waa  not  until  the  fall  of  1803  that  the 
organizin*:^  of  such  ti*oops  in  these  Depurtraentu  fairly  be- 
g-an.  The  Mi.ssiafiippi  was  woll-nigh  guarded  by  Phalanx 
regimeniM  enlisted  along  that  river,  numbt»ring  about  fifty 
thourtand  men.  They  garriHone<l  the  fortitlcatiouK,  and 
occupied  the  captun?d  towns.  Later  on,  however,  when  tlxfi 
confederate  General  Bragg  began  pi'eparations  for  the  re- 
covery  of  the  Tennessee  Valley,  organization  of  the  Phalanx 
commencefl  in  earnefit,  and  procewletl  with  a  rapidity  that 
astounded  even  those  who  were  favorable  to  the  policy. 
St.  LouiH  became  a  depot  and  Benton  Barracks  a  recruit- 
ing station,  from  whence,  in  the  fall  of  IRG'^  went  many  a 
regiment  of  brave  black  men,  whowe  chivalrous  d**ed8  will 
ever  live  in  the  annals  of  the  nation.  It  was  not  lonjjf 
after  this  time  that  the  noble  Anny  of  the  Cumberland  l>e- 
gan  to  receive  a  portion  of  tlie  black  troops,  whone  shout* 
rang  through  the  mountain  fastnesses.  The  reroixi  made 
by  the  60th  Eegiment  is  the  boast  of  the  State  of  Iowa, 
to  which  it  was  accredited :  but  of  thoH4»  which  went  to  the 
assistance  of  General  Thomas'  army  none  won  prGat«* 
distinction   and  Tionor  than    the   fzallant    brigade    com- 
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mantled  by  Colonel  T.  J.  Murgau,  afterwards  raised  to 
Bri^adier-GeneraJ.  The  gallant  14th  Infantry  wae  one  of 
its  regiincntH,  the  field  offlceix  of  wJiich  were  Colonel, 
Thoraaa  J.. Morgan,  who  hatl  been  pronioted  through  vari- 
oua  gravies,  from  a  1st  Lieutenaney  in  the  70th  Indiana 
Volunteer  Infantry  ;  Lieutenant-Colonel,  H.C.  Corbin,  who 
had  risen  from  a  Ist  LieutiMiancy  of  the  79th  0.  V.  L,  and 
Major  N.  J.  Vail,  who  had  served  a«  an  enlisted  man  in 
the  19th  niinois  Volunteers.  All  the  officers  pa>ised  a 
rigid  examination  before  the  board  of  examiners  ap- 
pointe<1  by  the  War  Department  for  that  pnrpose. 

Opiipnil  Monrnn.  bv  ret^nest  fiirnishr»s  the  follo^ving 
hiiflily  intpreKtinrr  nnrl  historical  statement  of  his  services 
with  the  Phalanx  Brigade: 

"The  Americau  Civil  Wur  of  1861 -.5  inopkn  nn  opoch  not  mily  in  rhu 
history  of  the  L'nitrtl  Stat(«,  but  in  that  of  dciiicxruc.v,  iinU  ufi^irilizu-

theHtudent  of  hintory  it  rankw  alonR  with  tbpconq«wt»of  AU'XuuUer; 
the  incurHioim  of  the  BtirbanunH;  rheCrusadt's;  the  diwovery  of  Ainorica 
und  th»'  An»>nean  lU-vulutioii.  It  Nettl(>(]  thequtwtiori  of  our  N'utiouaJ 
«uit.v  with  all  tho  conBtMinenw'**  nttachinp  therpto.  It  exhibited  in  a  vory 
strikiDK  mauQer  t!ie  p«>\v(?r  of  a  fire  iH-oplt*  to  pn-wrve  thoir  forni  of  gov- 
ernment iitjainHt,  its  tncwt  ilun^iTOUM  foo.  Civil  War.  It  not  only  I'nfrau- 
I'hiwd  four  ntillinns  of  American  filavw  of  African  dttHvnt.  but  made 
eluvei^-  fon»v<?r  iniposHiblR  in  the  grtfat  Kepublif,  and  guvfi  a  now  inijiulse 
to  tho  caiiHP  of  Itnmnn  fn>«<4loin.  lift  influfnoe  upon  Aiu^rican  slavt-A  waa 
Immodlatc  and  Htartlini:ly  revolutionary,  liftiuy:  them  from  the  condition 
of  dwpiwMl  chattoln,  bouffht  and  Hold  like  Hhwp  in  thprnarkt-t,  with  no 
riffhtH  which  Iho  whit**  man  wui*  bound  lo  rwiH-ot, — to  the  laullitl  plane 
of  Ampriran  Pitirpnship;  madi*  thpm  frw  mm,  the  pt^rs  in  every  civil  and 
polifipnl  right,  of  their  Into  masters.  Within  about  a  iliM-ade  aftpr  th#' 
i-lownf  thp  wnr.  np«7n*'R,  IntPly  Rhivpp.  w»*n'  Ipffishitow,  state  olHwra, 
inMmb«TH  of  ronim'HH.  and  for  a  briff  timo  one  prenided  over  the^nate 
of  the  TnitMl  St«ti*H.  whern  only  a  lew  years  befon?,  Toombs  hud  boasted 
that  he  wfMiM  y.M  phII  tho  roll  of  his  filavf^in  thPHlmdeof  Bunker  Hill. 

••To-day  Hlnvery  findw  no  advocate,  and  theeoloreiJ  race  in  America 
in  making  uteady  pmjrrfw  in  all  Ihn  rlpment»  uf  civilization.  Theoon- 
durt  of  the  Ameriran  plave  during;,  and  Bine**  the  war,  haB  wrouKhtun 
ertraordinary  change  in  public  sentiment,  regarding  the  cnpnbilitieH  of 
tberac«>. 

•'The  manly  qualttieR  of  the  neffTo  floldiern,  wrlneed  in  camp,  on  tht» 
march  and  in  t*nttle,  won  for  them  goldfn  opinions,  made  their  freedom 
«  necewity  nnd  their  citizenship  a  eertainty. 

"ThoM*  of  OB  who  awisted  in  organising,  diaeiplining  and  loading 
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negro  troops  in  bfittio.  mny,  jMTluips,  bo  pardoned  for  fwiiiii^  a  good  4^ 
gT««e  of  pri'Jo  ill  our  shaiv  of  Tlif  thriUiugevciiU  of  Ihu^jrtMt  war. 

"  Whcu  StunUTwaH  fireU  upon.  April,  1.S(>1,  I  woe  21;  a  uiembcrof 
tile  3*'nioi-  Clji^rt  in  Fninkliu  College,  Indiana.  I  i'iilist«d  in  tlio  Till  ludi- 
ftDaVolunteiT  iuftintry  mid  sorvfd  an  a  prival**  HoldierforthreeiuoDtbw  \ti 
"Wi'ht  Virginia,  under  Gtni.  McClellan,— '  the  yiiunjLr  NapoltMu/  aw  b'»  was 
pvcn  tUen  known.  I  participated  in  the  battk>  of  Carricks  Ford,  where 
Gf»n.  Oitrnott.  was  killtti  und  his  army  dofeat«d.  In  August  1S02, 1  iv-en- 
list'^duMaFirHt  Litmionnnt  lu  tbuTOth  Indiuna, (Col. neiyamiu  IlarrUoa) 
nnd  BRW  wrvipp  in  Kentucky  nnd  T^'nnt'MWH^ 

*'Iu. January  1863,  Abruliaiu  Linrnhi  i^suod  the  ProclamatioQ  of 
Emanc-ipation,  and  incorporated  in  it  tho  policy  of  firming  the  negro  for 
BjMjcial  fciervit?e  in  the  Cuion  army.  ThuH  the  quiwtiou  wa»  fiuiiy  up,  aiid 
I  entered  into  its  disrusnion  with  the  deepest  interest,  as  I  saw  that  upoa 
iXa  scttlomeuc  hung  great  ififiuos. 

**0n  tho  orio  hand  tho  op]»onent«  of  tJio  poliry  ninintAin»*tl  that  to 
make  soldiers  of  the  neg^rofv  would  l>o  to  i>ut  thum  on  the  Biune  level  with 
white  soldieni,  and  »o  be  an  iuHult  to  ever3'  man  who  wore  the  blu<^  It 
was  contended,  too,  that  the  negro  was  not  fit  for  a  soldier  becau»e  be 
ln'Iouged  t<i  a  dt»(fraded,  iuff-rior  riu*e,  wanting  iu  soldinrly  ciualiti(<<4 ;  titat 
his  long  liondage  had  eruKhwl  out  whatever  of  manlinesa  he  might  uttt>« 
uarally  pobhosb;  that  he  was  too  groBHly  ignorant  to  perform,  intelligent- 
ly, the  dutit'?*  of  the  Holdier;  that  hi»  provocation  had  iuMm  ho  gn'at,  us  a 
nlave,  that  wlicn  once  armed,  und  conudous  of  hi»  power  as  a  HoMier,  he 
would  abuse  it  by  acts  of  revcngp  and  wanton  cruelty. 

**  It  was  urged,  ou  the  other  hand,  that  iu  its  fearful  etruggle  for  ei- 
intence,  the  Republic  needed  the  help  of  the  able-bodi^i  negroee;  that 
with  their  natural  inHt.innt«  of  wlf-preHervation,  denire  for  liberty,  habit 
of  obodiont-o,  power  of  imitation,  love  of  jiomp  and  parade,  acquaintr* 
ancc  with  tlie  wnithem  foiiutry  and  ndnptjitioii  toitsf^limate,  they  had 
elements  which  ijveuliarly  fitted  them  for  tioldierB,  It  wa«  further  urged 
that  the  negro  htwl  moiv  at  stake  than  the  white  man,  and  that  he 
Hhould  liavu  a  liiance  to  ntriko  u  blow  for  himself.  It  was  particularly 
insist/'d  upon  that  he  needed  jiiMt  the  opportunity  which  army  servieo 
afforded  to  develop  and  exhibit  whatever  of  manlinoitd  he  posflosBfxI.  An 
the  war  progreKsed,  and  each  great  battle-field  was  piled  with  heapH  of 
the  killed  and  wounded  of  our  beHt  citizens,  men  lookwl  at  each  other 
seriously,  and  a**ked  if  a  black  man  would  not  stop  a  bullet  a«  well  vm  a 
whit4jmaji?  Miles  O'Reilly  at  length  voiced  a  popular  sentiment  when 
he  said, 

*"The  right  to  lie  killed  I'll  divide  with  the  nayger. 
And  give  him  tbe  largt'st  half.* 

"With  the  Blrong  eonvirtion  tliat  the  negro  was  a  man  worthy  of 
freedom,  und  pofweflped  of  all  the  e8ti^?u1iFU  qualitiefi  of  a  good  soldier,  I 
early  advocated  the  orgiinization  of  colored  regiments,— not  for  fatigue 
or  (carriKon  duty,  but  for  field  m'^^'ice. 

"  Id  October,  18(33,  having  applied  for  a  position  as  an  officer  in  Um 
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colored  ecnicc,  I  was  ordered  beforo  the  Board  of  ExamiDers  at  Nash- 
ville, Tenuf?s8ee,  where  I  spent  five  rnthfr  anxions  boun*.  Wlion  I  en- 
teral the  arQ»y  I  knew  nl>8oIutely  ootliuig  of  tlie  df«uii!8  of  army  Hft^;  \int{ 
never  even  driUed  with  a  fire  company.  Parinjj;  the  first  thre**  mouths  1 
pithered  little  ext^ept  a  Homcwhnt  rough  niiHc^llunetiuB  oxiK^rience.  An  a 
Uf>ntenant  and  staff  officer  I  learnei.1  eomethingj  bat  ob  I  bad  never  bad 
at  any  timo  «yHt*?nmtio  inatruction  from  any  one,  T  appeared  before  the 
ik)ard  with  liLtVelsB  than  vigorous  health,  a  ooUfgo  eduL*atioUt  a  Ilttxe 
exi>«»rieni>«  a«  m  Holdier,  a  good  rvputation  an  an  oflicer,  a  fair  amount  ot 
ooinmon  wnw  aiul  a  good  supply  of  zeal.  The  Board  averaged  lue,  and 
recommended  me  for  a  Major. 

"A  few  days  after  theoi^amination.  I  received  an  order  to  report  to 
Jlnjor  George  L.  Steani**,  who  had  charge  of  the  orguniKation  of  coIoi*hJ 
troopa  in  that  Department.  He  luwigTied  me  to  duty  tompornrily  in  & 
camp  in  Nnfiliville.  Major  Stearna  waii  a  merchant  in  Boflton,  who  had 
been  for  years  an  ardent  abolitionist, nn< J  who,  among  other  giX»d  deede, 
bid  befrienditl  John  Brown.  He  wa«  a  large-hearted,  broad-minded 
gi*nial  gentlomau.  "When  the  policy  of  organising  colorttl  troopn  was 
udoptefl,  he  offered  biH  HerviL*cH  to  the  Government,  received  an  Mp(>uLi)t- 
ment  as  AsaistJint.  Adjutant  General,  and  wan  ordered  to  Nashville  to  or- 
ganize colored  rt^nients.  He  nefrti  directly  under  the  t^t-^-i-etJiry  of  War, 
and  independently  of  tlio  Department  Commander.  To  hiH  zeal,  good 
judgment  and  efficient  labor,  was  due,  very  largely,  the  eiucecsH  ol  the 
work  in  the  AVeet. 

"November  iHt,  1860,  by  order  of  Major  RtcarnH,  I  went  to  Oalli:^ 
tin,  Tennessee,  to  orgauLte  the  14th  United  States  Colortni  Infantry. 
(lenera!  K.  A.  Paine  wm*  then  in  command  of  the  post  at  Gallatin,  hav- 
ing unfler  him  a  bmuU  detiu'lnneut  of  white  troops.  There  were  at  that 
time  »evt»ral  huiiilre<l  negro  men  in  c^imp,  in  charge  of,  I  think,  a  Ufiiteu* 
ant.  They  wen^a  nu>tley  crowd, — old,  young,  middle  ageil.  Sonm  wore 
the  Cnited  States  uniform,  but  most  of  them  had  on  the  e|nthi-s  in  wh'uh 
they  ha^l  loft  the  plantfitions,  or  bad  worn  during  periodn  of  hard  6*-'rvice 
as  laborers  in  the  anny.  Gallatin  at  that  time  was  threateneil  with  an 
attack  by  the  guerilla  bandin  tlu'n  prowling  over  that  part  of  tJie  State. 
General  Poine  hod  iwued  u  hundred  old  muskets  and  rifles  to  the  nt^groitf 
in  camp.  They  had  not  j>n.HM<Hl  a  medical  examination,  had  no  company 
organisation  and  bad  had  no  drill.  AhnoMt  immediately  upon  my  arri- 
tbI,  q»  an  ntt^ick  was  imminent,  I  wtx»  ordfTvd  to  distribute  another 
hundred  muskets,  and  to  'prejini-e  every  available  man  for  figbt,*  I 
did  the  bent  I  could  under  the  circuiiiMtaucea,  but  am  free  to  suy  that  I 
regard  it  a^s  a  fortunate  ci  it  urn  stance  that  we  had  no  fighting  to  do  at 
that  time.  But  the  men  raw,  and,  untutored  aa  they  were,  did  guard 
and  piokft  duty,  went  foraging,  guarded  wogou  trains,  scouted  after 
guerillas,  nnd  so  learned  t^i  soldier — by  soldiering. 

"  Aft  soon  and  as  frtrtt  a8  praetieable,  I  set  about  organizing  the  regf- 
nient.  T  waa  n  complete  novie*'  in  that  Mnd  of  work,  and  nil  thn  young 
ufnpors  who  reported  U)  me  for  dnty,  bad  been  promoted  fVom  the  raukdt 
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and  were  without  expfri>iiwi,  fxo^pt  ai»  soldiprs.  Tb^  colored  men  knew 
nothing  of  the  duliw  of  a  soldier,  except  u  little  they  bod  picked  up  aa 
camp-followers. 

'*  Foi*tnniiteIy  there  wru*  one  mnji,  Mr.  A.  H.  Dnnlap,  who  had  had 
some  clerical  experieuce  with  ('ol.  13iruey,  in  Uultinion*,  iu  ui-guuizin^  the* 
8i*d  U,  S.  Color<*(i  lufantry.  He  wan  on  intelligent.,  mcthodiml  geutitv 
rauD,  and  renden'd  ine  iuvalunble  Hervice.  1  had  no  Quurterniaiiter;  no 
Surpppon;  no  Adjutant.  We  had  no  tentH,  and  tIm*  men  were  nhellered  in 
un  old  rilth.v  tx>bu«;o  warehouae,  where  they  fiddled,  dunoed,  sang,  awope 
or  prayed,  accordiniuc  to  their  mood. 

"How  to  meet  the  daily  domondfi  made  apon  as  for  military  duty, 
and  at  the  Aome  time  to  evoke  oi-der  oat  of  thin  chaots  was  no  easy  prob- 
lem. Thr  tiPKt  thing  to  be  done  waa  to  examme  the  men.  A  room  won 
prepni-ed,  and  I  and  my  clerk  took  our  8t4it)OOi!t  at  a  table.  Ono  by  one 
the  recruits  came  before  us  a  ia  Etfen,  snns  the  fig  leavew,  and  were  sub- 
jected to  a  careful  medical  exauiiualiou,  those  who  were  in  any  way 
physically  diisqunlilipd  being  rp|e*'ted.  Many  bore  tlie  wounds  and  bmiwa 
of  the  slave-driver's  la^h,  and  many  were  unHt  for  duty  by  reauon  of 
Korae  form  of  diH»*aB»?  to  which  human  He»h  18  heir.  In  the  cooTHeof  a 
few  woeltp,  however,  wc  hud  a  thounaud  able-bodied,  stalwart  men. 

**1  wae  quite  as  aolicitous  about  their  meutal  condition  as  about 
their  physical  status,  so  I  plipd  tbem  with  questions  us  to  their  history, 
their  experience  with  the  army,  thi*ir  motivpM  for  becoming  Boldiers,  their 
ideafl  of  army  life,  their  hoiJen  for  the  future,  Jic,  &c.  I  fonnd  that  a 
considerable  number  of  tbem  hud  btvn  tpaniHtem,  cooks,  officers*  aer> 
vant**,  Ac,  and  had  thu^  neeu  a  good  deal  of  hard  service  in  both  armies, 
in  camp,  on  the  marih  and  iu  battle,  oud  so  knew  pretty  well  what 
to  ex()€ct.  In  this  resF>e<Jt  (hey  had  the  advantage  of  most  raw  rwruitfl 
from  the  North,  who  were  wholly 'unusued  to  wars*  aJarms/  Somenf 
them  bud  very  noble  ideas  of  manhnerts.  I  remember  picturing  to  one 
bright-<»yed  fellow  some  of  the  hardships  of  camp  life  and  campaijcniuK, 
and  receiving  from  him  the  cheerful  reply, '1  know  all  about  that.'  I 
then  said,  'you  may  be  killed  m  battle.*  He  instantly  answered,  'many 
a  better  umu  than  me  has  been  killed  in  this  war.'  When  I  told  another 
one  who  wanted  to  'flght  for  fi-e*viom,'  that  he  might  lo»ie  his  life,  he  n^ 
plied,  '  but  my  j)eopIe  will  be  free.' 

"The  r*>su!t  of  this  careful  examination  convinceil  me  that  thew  men, 
though  blark  in  skin,  had  men's  hearts,  and  only  needed  right  handling 
to  develope  into  magniflcenl  soldiers.  Among  them  were  the  siime  varie- 
ties of  physitiue,  temperament,  montaJ  and  moral  endowments  and  ei- 
perieuoes,  as  would  \te  found  among  the  same  number  of  white  (neu. 
Borne  of  them  were  finely  formed  tmd  powerful;  some  w«*re  almost  white; 
a  large  number  had  in  their  veins  white  hU>od  of  the  F.  F.  V.  qnality; 
Bome  were  men  of  intelligence,  and  many  of  tiiem  dn-ply  n-ligioiis. 

"Acting  upon  my  clerk's  su;rgti*tion,  I  assignf^  thfui  torompauiea 
nr*-oriliug  to  their  height,  pnttinn:  men  of  nearly  the  same  height  to- 
gether.   When  tliercffimeut  was  full,  the  four  (X'Uter  companies  werv  all 
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romposod  of  tall  m^n,  the  flanking  companlee  of  men  of  medium  heij^ht, 
while  lije  little  iiieu  wort*  HauilwiL'hfd  b*^\vwn.  Tbe  uflVjct  wui* excelleiit  in 
every  way,  nml  made  the  n-giuu^nt  quilt*  unique.  It  was  not  uuiomrnon 
to  huve  Htniu)^Mv  wbo  »aw  it  parade  for  the  first  time,  declare  that  tbo 
men  w^rp  all  of  ouf*  nizf*.  ' 

*'  In  Kix  weeks  three  compnnioa  were  filled,  uuifonned,  armed,  and  had 
N-en  tAUght  many  noldierly  vaxys.  Tlie.v  had  lx*'U  drilled  in  the  fin:iut!:B, 
in  the  niauunl  of  arnits  and  in  Kome  company  movementiii, 

"November  20tb,  Gen.  U.  H.  ThoniaH  commanding  the  Deimrttnent 
of  tbe  Cumberland,  ordered  six  compnuiGs  to  Hridgeport,  Alabama,  un- 
der comnmnd  of  Major  H.  C.  TorbiD.  1  was  U-ft  ut  Gallatin  to  fompleto 
the  organization  of  the  other  four  companies.  When  the  mx  eompaniee 
were  full,  I  was  mustered  in  an  Lieutenaut^rolont'l.  The  tM:>mpU'te  or^an- 
uation  of  the  regiment  occupied  about  two  mouths,  being  finished  by 
Jan.  iHt,  1M04.  The  field,  Htaffaud  crompuny  offtwrs  were  idl  white  men. 
All  Ihn  nonH^ommirtHioned  offioerw,— Hospital  Steward,  Quortermaotor, 
Hei-geuiit,  8t'rgeunt-Major.  OrderUi*.  Sei-p«uitB  and  Corporals  were  eol- 
or^d.  Tbe.v  proved  vaxy  etJiiicnt,  and  had  tht?  war  continued  twoyeara 
longer,  mun^v  of  them  would  have  bei*D  eompeteut  aa  commiH«ioned 
otticerB. 

'*  When  (tenernj  Paine  left  Gallatin,  I  was  senior  offleer  and  had  com- 
uiaud  of  tliH  post  and  KarriKon.  which  included  a  few  whitenoldiere  betudes 
my  own  troojw.  Colored  poldiem  acted  an  picketH,  and  no  citizen  waa 
allowed  to  pass  our  lines  either  into  the  village  or  out,  without  a  proper 
|»emiit.  ThoBP  preseulmff  themnejves  without  a  pa^n  wpre  nent  to  head- 
qnartprs  nnder  gimrd.  ThuH  many  pr-oud  Southcni  Hlavo-holderH  fonml 
themnelvcH  marched  through  the  nti^eet,  guardeil  by  thow  who  three 
months  tiefore  had  been  elave.s.  The  Deirroea  often  laughed  over  these 
changed  relationa  a»  tbey  sat  around  their  camp  fii-eH,  or  chatted  to- 
Keth^r  while  off  dut3',  but  it  wa**  very  rare  that  any  Southerner  had  reo- 
Hon  to  complain  of  any  unkmd  or  uncivil  trMittneut  from  a  colored 
•lo  Idler. 

"About  the  firpt  of  January  occurred  a  few  daya  of  extreme  cold 
wciithpr.  hImcIi  tned  thp  mpn  Korely.  Onp  morning  Jifler  one  of  the  moKt 
Hevei-e  niuhtrt,  the  offlcei-s  coming  in  fnmi  ]iickpt.  marvhe*!  the  men  to 
lH^dt|uarten!(,  and  called  altcufion  to  their  condition;  their  fwt  weiw 
fro!rt«l  anil  their  hands  fW)zen.  In  some  Instoncnw  the  skin  on  their  fiu- 
(Cww  had  brokpu  from  the  effpcte  of  the  cold,  and  it  wa«  sad  to  «ee  their 
ftufTeringM.  Some  of  them  never  recovered  from  the  eflV?ctJ4  of  that  night, 
yrt  thpy  hoivit  paticutly  and  unnompUiiningly. 

"  An  incidput  oc«.'urre<l  wliilp  1  wan  still  an  otflcer  in  a  white  regimont, 
that  il!ustrat**s  the  curious  trimwition  thnmgh  which  the  negi-oen  were 
panning.  I  had  rliargp  of  ti  company  d.'tailpd  to  guard  a  wagon  train 
©ut  foraging.  Early  one  morains:,  juHt  as  we  weiv  about  to  reeume  our 
mnnh.  i\  Knntiicky  licutciinnt  rmJe  up  to  me,  sulutpd,  and  said  he  had 
fionie  runaway  neyfrocH  whom  he  had  nrr«*Htf*I  to  send  back  to  their  ronft- 
t*r»,  but  UK  he  wa«  ordervd  away,  he  would  turn  them  over  to  me.    (At 
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Uiat  timp  a  i^wurd  tjould  hv  claiinotl  for  i-etumin;:;:  fugitive  Nlaviw.  1 
took  ehurjreof  tbL'in,  aud  us-suinint;  at^U'ru  look  and  luaumT,  I'uquirod, 
•  \Vlii»i«  uiv  >ou  KOiuK'''  "ti'iiuB  to  the  Yaukee  army/  'What  for?' 
'  Wh  wanttt  to  bo  frtv.  sir.'  '  All  right,  you  are  five,  go  whore  you  vviab.' 
The  »iti.sfa':tiou  that  oaiiie  to  uie  from  tlieir  heartfelt  *  thank'e<>,  thauk'ee 
sir,' ^ave  me  somt;  faint  inni^ht  into  the  Kuhliine  joy  that  the  great 
emaiji'ipator  must  have  fell  \vli(»u  he  peimed  the  immortal  proclamatioa 
that  set  frf«  four  millioitfl  of  human  bcMrigH. 

"  TheKe  men  aft4>rward  etillKted  lu  my  r^meot,  and  did  (^od  Hervier. 
Oue  day,  us  we  were  ou  the  march,  they — through  their  lieulenanb — nv 
mUidod  me  of  the  drLUUititami?,  which  they  seiMued  to  rememl»er  witk 
lively-  RTatitude. 

"The  bU  companiea  at  Bridgeport  were  ke|>t  very  busily  at  work, 
iun\  hud  hut  little  opportunity  for  drill.  Not  withrituadiD);;  these  diHi<  ul- 
tiefl,  however,  i'Ou.si<leruhle  proffre«H  was  nmde  in  both  drill  and  ditwrip- 
liiie.  I  utade  eurnebt  ofTortfl  to  get  the  regiuteut  united  aud  relieved  fron 
HO  mueh  lulmr,  in  order  that  they  might  be  prepared  for  efBeiont  tlt^ld 
aerviee  an  Koldiero. 

'*tn  January  1  had  a  personal  interview  with  Genera)  Thoma*.  and 
secureil  an  order  uniting  the  n>giment  at  Chattanooga.  W'e  enti'red 
eamp  there  under  the  shadow  of  Lookout  Mountain,  and  in  full  vi***  of 
MiKfiion  Uidgi%iu  February,  18G4.  During  the  name  month  Adjulaut  Gen- 
eral Lorenzo  Thoraun,  from  Washin^on,  then  on  a  tour  of  iuaiii«ction, 
visited  my  regiment,  aud  authonzt.Hl  me  to  Kubetitute  the  eagle  for  tb* 
silver  leaf 

"Chattanooga  \\%s  at  that  time  the  headquarters  of  the  Army  of 
the  Cumberland.  Gen  Thomas  and  staff,  and  a  eonKideruble  part  of  tii« 
army  were  Ihei-e.  Ourcnmp  was  laid  out  with  gn;at  regularity;  ourqu/ir> 
ters  were  substantial,  eomfortable  and  well  kept.  The  regiment  ntim- 
bered  a  thoiiHund  men,  with  a  full  compliment  of  field,  staff,  line  and 
uon-<.*oniniihHionf<I  offit'erw.  We  had  a  good  drum  eoi^w,  aud  a  band  pif>- 
vidt'd  with  a  wt  of  expensive  silver  instruments.  We  were  also  fully 
equippeil;  the  men  were  armed  with  rifleii  nui^ket«<,  and  well  rtoihtil. 
They  were  well  drilhKl  in  the  manual  of  arms,  and  took  great  pride  \m 
upiK'uring  on  parade  with  aj-ms  bnrnished,  belta  polished^  Bhoes  blaeked, 
clothes  brushe<J,  in  full  regidntion  uniform,  including  white  glovt«.  Oo 
every  pleuBaut  day  our  parades  were  witneased  by  offleers,  soldierp  and 
eitizeuR  from  the  North,  and  it  was  not  uncommon  to  have  two  thou- 
sand speetaiors.  Sonte  ejinie  to  make  sport,  some  fVoni  euriosity,  soni* 
becauste  it  was  the  fashion,  and  others  from  i\  gf<nuine  d'^ire  to  nee  for 
theniM'lveH  what  sort  of  looking  Holdiern  uegi*oeH  would  umke. 

*'At  the  time  that  the  work  of  organizing  colored  troojw  began  is 
the  Wi'Ht,  thei-e  wa>*  a  great  dnal  of  hitter  prejndict:  agninfit  the  niOT#»- 
ment.  and  whitn  troops  threatened  to  <iesert,  if  the  phiu  Hliould  be  really 
carried  out.  Those  who  ent-ei-ed  the  servl(*  wei-e  stigmati^^Hl  na  'niffg** 
ulficers,'  and  negro  soldiers  wci-e  hooted  at  and  uuil-treut«d  by  white 
ones. 
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"Apropon  of  tho  pppjadice  a^inBt  bo  railed  niggor  offlocrH,  I  niRj 
mentiou  the  folkiwiiig  iuridi'Dt:    Wliile  au  officer  iii  tho  'A)tb  Indiana.  I 

hiul  nipf,  and  formed  a  paaf^iiijcacqiiHiutAmN*  with  Lieut. -t'olonel ,  of 

the  —  Ohio  Ri-gimont.  On  New  Yeiirw  Dn.v,  18*J4.  I  chummed  to  imt*t  hira 
at  a  social  gathering  at  Goneral  Ward's  headquarters  in  NfwhvUle.  I 
epoko  to  bim  as  obuuK  at  the  Hnmo  time  ofTering  my  bond,  which  appiir- 
entlj  he  did  not  see.  llweiving  onlj  a  cool  bow  from  hini,  I  at  onw? 
tiiniod  away.  As  I  did  bo  ho  rvmnrked  to  those  standing  utmr  him  that 
he  'did  not  recognize  thene  nigger  offic4?r8.'  In  some  way,  I  do  not  know 
how,  a  rt^port  of  tho  owurrrnce  came  t^  the  earn  of  Ijorenzo  Thomiut^ 
the  A(^jutJint-GenerrtI  of  the  Army,  then  in  Niuihville,  who  invfstigutMd 

Uie  ca«?,  and  promptly  diHrnisBod  Colonel from  the  Tluited  States 

lierviee. 

'*  Very  few  W«?flt  Point  officers  had  any  faith  in  tJie  Bucce«8  of  the  en- 
terprise, and  moHt  Northern  i»«>ple  perhaps.  n.*garded  it  as  at  btwt  r& 
dahioHH  experiment.  A  ooUegff  cla^nniale  of  n»ine,  a  ytmng  man  of  int<*l- 
ligeuiv  and  eurutwtly  loyal,  although  a  Keutuckian,  and  a  dlave-holder, 
p\vjid  with  me  to  abandon  my  plan  of  eutrf*ring  thii*  fter^ice,  waying,  'I 
shudder  to  think  of  the  remorse  you  may  euffer,  from  deeds  done  by 
burbariauM  under  your  command.' 

"Gciieru!  (Jeorgo  0.  ThomoH,  though  a  Southerner,  and  a  West 
Point  graduate,  was  a  singularly  fair-minded,  candid  man.  He  askHl 
me  one  day  boou  after  my  regiment  woh  organized,  if  I  thought  my  men 
would  fight.  I  replied  that  they  would.  He  said  bethought  'they  might 
btMiind  breastworkn.*  I  said  they  would  fight  in  the  ofK-n  field.  Ho 
thought  not.    '  Give  me  a  chance  General,'  I  repli(?d. '  and  I  will  prove  it,' 

•'Our  evening  parades  conv(»rted  thou&ands  to  a  l>elief  in  colored 
troops.  It  wa«  almoHt  a  daily  experience  to  bear  the  remark  from  visi- 
tors, 'Men  who  can  handle  their  arms  as  theHe  do,  will  fight.*  tJeneral 
Thomas  paid  the  regiment  the  compliment  of  saving  that  he'never  hhw 
a  n-giment  go  throngh  Ihf  nmnuni  ns  well  as  tht«  one.'  We  remninoi  in 
Tamp  Whipple'  from  February,  1804,  till  August,  1865,  a  period  of 
eighteen  nioulhs,  and  during  a  large  part  of  that  time  the  i*egimeat  wa* 
lui  objec^t  lesson  to  the  army,  and  heliKKl  to  revolutionize  public  opinion 
on  the  ftubjeet  of  colored  soldiei-s. 

*'My  Lieutenant-Colonel  ond  I  rode  over  one  evening  local!  on  <jen- 
rrol  .Ir>e  Hooker,  commanding  the  2ftth  Anny  Cordis.  He  occupied  a 
•mall  log  hut  in  the  Wauhatchie  Valle3%  n^'^r  Tx>okout  Mountain  and 
oot  far  from  the  Tenmvjw'e  river.  He  received  us  with  gtr^at  courtwty. 
And  when  he  lenrnfHl  that  we  were  officers  in  a  croloreil  n'giment,  coograt- 
aluted  us  on  our  good  fortune,  saying  timt  he  'believed  they  would 
make  the  best  troojw  in  the  world."  He  predicted  that  after  the  rebellion 
was  subdued,  it  would  be  ner'essary  for  the  United  Statos  to  send  ait 
army  into  Mexico.  This  army  would  be  composed  largely  of  colon'fl 
miTD,  and  those  of  us  now  holding  high  command,  would  have  a  chanm 
to  win  great  renown.  He  lamented  that  he  had  made  a  great  mi«t<vke  in 
oot  accepting  a  military  command,  and  going  to  Nicaragua  with  Geo- 
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eriil  WalkiT.  'Why/  siiid  he,  'yoany  gvntlemcn,  1  might  have  ft>unde<l 
mi  empire.' 

"Whil*!  at  Chiiltanooijfa,  1  organizpj  two  other  regimeut*,  tht!  42ad 
BTid  the  44th  Coitfrl  Stntw*  CoIorp<I  Infantrj.  In  addition  to  the  ordio- 
ury  ui»trurtiou  iu  iht?  duties  retiiiiiT-il  of  the  eoldier,  wv  i^tablinhed  in 
every  comjiaDy  a  iT'^dar  w^hool,  t».'nt'hinff  men  to  reud  uud  write,  aud 
talking:  preut  puinn  to  (.'ultivatc  iu  thnii  wlf-rprtiwxit  and  all  manly  quali- 
tic8.  Our  »»ucc«?Krt  ill  this  i*e**iMfrt  waa  nniiile  con)|H^nKation  for  our  labor. 
The  men  who  went  on  picket  or  guiird  duty^  took  their  books  as  quite  wi 
ii3dis]M>nHable  aa  their  eofTet*  pots. 

"  It  inuBt  not  be  HUppownl  that  we  hud  only  plain  sailing.  Soon  after 
r^aehiuy:  t'hattanooj^a.  heavy  details  1)et^n  to  Iw  made  uih)u  uh  fur  men 
to  work  upon  the  fortiflfralions  then  in  prooow*  of  eonstmetion  around 
the  tomi.  Xbi«  ulmoRt  iueewHant  labor,  iul'erfeit'd  sadly  with  our  drill, 
and  at  one  time  all  drill  waa  HUfli>ended,  by  orden*  from  headqunrter*. 
There  wh'uuhI  little  prosiH^et  of  our  being  ordered  to  the  field,  and  aa 
time  wore  on  and  urraugementi*  began  in  enrm*Ht  for  the  new  canipai^ 
agoiuHt  Atlanta,  we  grew  impatient  for  work,  and  auxioos  for  oppor- 
tunity for  drill  and  preporatioiw  for  field  een-ice. 

"  I  used  every  ineanfl  to  bring  about  a  change,  for  1  believed  that  th* 
ultimate  statns  of  the  negrtJ  was  to  Xm  determined  by  liia  conduct  on  the 
battle-field.  No  one  doubte*!  that  be  would  work,  while  many  did  doubt 
that  he  had  coura^  to  ntaiid  np  and  fight  like  a  man.  If  he  could  takv 
his  place  Bide  by  Bide  with  the  white  noldier;  endnre  the  name  hiirflKhipfl 
on  the  eanipfugn,  face  the  name  enemy,  storm  the  name  wrtrks,  i-ewist  the 
emme  aasaulttft,  evince  the  same  W)ldierly  (pialities.lie  would  com|>el  that 
respect  which  the  world  has  alwu.vs  accorded  to  heroism,  and  vrin  for 
himself  the  same  laurels  which  brave  soldiers  have  always  won. 

"Personally,  I  shrink  from  danger,  and  most  decideilly  prefer  a  safe 
corner  nt  my  own  fireside,  to  an  expostni  place  iu  the  face  of  an  enemy  on 
the  bnttle-fieid,  but  ho  strongly  was  1  impresse<1  with  tin*  impoHanre  nf 
g^iving  eolored  troops  a  fair  field  and  full  opportunity  to  show  of  what 
mettle  they  wern  made,  that  I  lost  no  ehnnee  of  iuHiHling  upon  our  hf^lit 
to  1«3  ordered  into  the  field.  At  one  time  I  was  thn^atened  with  dir;niis- 
Hol  from  the  8er%'ieo  for  my  i>ersistency,  but  that  4iid  not  deti?r  me,  f»>r 
tliough  I  had  no  yearning  for  martyrdom,  1  was  determined  if  {Kissiblo 
to  put  my  regiment  into  battle,  at  whatever  cost  to  myself.  As  I  look 
back  upon  the  mutter  aft«r  twenty -one  years,  I  see  no  ruosoa  to  n^gret 
my  action,  nnli^ss  it  be  that  1  was  not  even  more  persistent  in  claiming 
for  these  men  the  rights  of  soldiers. 

"I  WHS  grievously  disuppoiuted  when  the  first  of  May,  1804,  came, 
and  the  army  was  to  start,  south,  leaving  us  behind  to  hold  the  forts  we 
hod  h<'lp«'U  to  build. 

"I  ahke<l  (lenernl  Thomas  to  allow  mp^  at  least,  to  go  along.  lie 
rendily  consexitod,  and  dire<rted  me  to  report  to  General  O.  O.  Ufsward, 
commanding  the  4th  Army  Corps,  as  Volunteer  Aide.  1  did  so,  and  ti- 
inaiued  with  him  thirty  days,  participating  iu  the  battlctf  of  Buzzanl  ^ 
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Rooflt,  Reeaca,  AcIairBvitle  aad  Dallaa.  At  the  end  of  thatiimCf  littving 
{immi'd  invulutible  I'xperienre,  and  fw?liiig  timt  my  place  waa  wilh  my 
nv'"»''"t,  I  returDi-HJ  to  Clmttuuuogii,  Jotcrnimud  to  ugaia  mokeoverjr 
pofwibk'  effort  to  ^'t  it  into  active  ncrvic©. 

'*A  ffTV  iiajs  after  I  had  taken  my  place  on  General  Howard^s  stalT^ 
An  incidont  oocuired  «bovnn(j:  how  narrowly  one  mny  escape  death.  Um- 
cmJ  Stanley  and  u  Atufl*  otti(ror  and  General  Howard  and  myHelf  vf^n 
mikkint;  a  little  reoonuuinMauce  at  Ituzzanb  Roont.  AW  Btopi^ed  txi  ub- 
wrve  the  movements  of  the  pneiiiy,  Stnid»*y  Htandiug  on  the  ii;?bt,  How- 
ard next  on  hiw  left,  uiul  I  m-xt.  The  fourth  otUrer,  Cuptain  Mint,  Htood 
iinnMxiiat**!y  in  the  i-ear  of  Genera!  Howard.  A  nharpHliooter  paiil  ug  u 
eonipliment  in  lht»  i^liaiM*  of  a  rifle  bull,  which  struck  the  pix>urid  in  front 
of  (ieneral  Huward,  ncochete<l,  pa^eted  thrmiKh  ttio  nkirt  uf  his  coat, 
llirough  Captain  Klint'Hcnp,  and  buried  itHclf  in  a  tree  U'hiiul. 

"At  AdairwviDe  a  ^oup  of  about  a  donen  niountisl  oHlcerfl  wer*»  iu 
tiu  o]>en  field,  when  the  enemy  exploded  a  ohell  jiint  in  front  and  over  uii, 
woQuding  two  officers  and  live  honteN.  A  piix-e  of  the  8hell  passed 
through  tho  right  fore  leg  of  my  horse,  a  kind,  docile,  fearleAH  animal, 
that  1  was  greatly  attached  to.    I  lost  a  friend  ami  faithful  wervaut. 

"On  a£»kinp  leave  to  retuni  to  my  command,  1  wn*»  delighted  to  r»- 
odve  from  Ueaend  Howard  the  following  note:

" '  Major-Ofntfml  t'omaiModlDM  4th  Army  CoriM. 
•••To  CoL  T.  J.  Uorsmn.  CommModlug  Utb  V.  S.  C.  t: 

"General  James  B.  Steadman,  who  won  such  imperishable  renown  at 
fTiiekamaupi,  wa«  then  in  command  of  the  IHfttrirt  of  Kiowah,  with 
beivdquartenj  at  Chattanooga.  I  laid  my  case  before  him;  hv  liht^-nwl 
with  interest  to  my  plea,  and  aR8nn«d  me  that  if  there  was  any  fighting 
to  be  done  in  his  district,  we  should  have  a  hand  in  it. 

"Daltom,  Ga.— AuffUftt  ir>th,  ISiU,  we  had  our  first  fight,  at  Daltou, 
Georgia.  General  Wheeler,  with  a  considerable  force  of  coufedrrnte  cav- 
alry, attacked  Dalton,  which  was  occupied  by  a  small  detachment  of 
Union  troop«  belonging  to  the  2nd  Miiwouri,  under  command  of  Colounl 
tfOibold.  General  Steadman  went  to  Laibold's  aid,  and  fonuing  lino  of 
iMittle,  attacked  and  ronted  the  Southern  force.  My  regiment  formed  on 
the  led  of  the  5lHt  Indiana  lufaiilry,  under  comninud  of  Pol.  A.  I>. 
Streiglit.  Tho  fight  woh  nhort,  and  not  at  all  Bevere.  The  n»gii»ent  was 
all  e.xi>ofe«?d  tu  fii-e.  One  private  wiw  killed,  one  lost  a  leg,  and  one  was 
vonnded  in  thn  right  hnnd.  romymny  H,  on  the  fikirmisli  line  killed  five 
of  the  enemy,  and  wouudwl  others.  To  U8  it  waH  a  gr»'at  Imtth-,  and  a 
gloriouH  victory.  The  r<'ciniciit  hoil  bet»n  ppcogni»?d  ra  soldiers;  it  had 
taken  ite  place  «ide  by  ttidu  with  a  white  regiment;  it  hod  1>pcu  nuder 
Are.  The  men  had  U'havwl  gallantly.  A  colored  »oIdier  had  died  (bp 
Jilterty.    Others  hud  nhcd  their  blood  iu  the  great  cause.    TwoortUn» 
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iDcidents  will  indicate  the  rigniflcance  of  the  day.  Just  Iwforo  goio^  iQU> 
the  tight,  Lieuit'naut  KuinliorU  wiid  in  \i\s  mf»n:  *  Roye,  flomc  o(  you 
mi\>'  \m  killed,  hut  rt'uieuiber  3'ou  uve  lighting  for  liberty.'  Henry  rriuoe 
replied, '  I  am  ready  to  die  fur  liberty.'  In  hft**ea  miauttiS  be  lay  dead, — 
a  rifle  tmll  through  his  heart,— a  wUliog  martyr, 

"Diiriug  tho  onffai^emeut  tituerul  Steudman  asikod  his  Aide,  Captain 
Davifl,  to  look  ofliMviully  ufter  tho  14th  coUiPcd.  Captain  DaWs  mde  up 
ju«t  iui  I  was  quiftly  nylifyiug  my  liue,  which  in  a  charge  had  b«m  di»- 
amingwl.  Putiinj^  spurn  to  hU  horHo,  hi'  dit&hud  buck  to  tiie  General 
and  i'i*.'i«sijtvd  liini  by  reporting  thiit  '  tii«?  re^pmeut  was  holding  drt«« 
puntilp  ovtT  tlif>re  undor  tin-.'  After  the  fight,  as  we  marched  into  town 
through  a  pouring  rain,  a  whit*»  regiment  **tojiding  at  rwt,  nwung  their 
hatM  «uJ  gave  throe  rousing  cheerH  for  the  14tii  Colored.  Col.  Streight's 
command  wohbo  pleowd  with  the  gallantry  of  our  men  that  luaoy  of 
its  members  on  being  asked,  'What  regiment?'  frequentlyreplieil,  *51st 
Colored.' 

"  During  the  month  of  August  we  had  Kome  \'ery  hard  marching,  in 
a  vain  effort  to  have  another  brush  with  WheeleKw  cavalry. 

''The  com  in  East  Teunenftee  was  iu  good  pliglit  for  roasting,  and 
our  men  slioweil  gtt'ftt  ftu:ility  in  cooking,  and  marvt-loua  capHc.ity  in  d<»- 
vouring  it.  Ten  large  ears  were  not  too  much  for  many  of  them.  Oa 
resuming  our  march  one  day,  after  the  noon  halt,  one  of  the  Holdicra  said 
he  was  unable  to  walk,  and  oijked  penuiseioa  to  ride  in  an  ambalanw. 
Hia  comrades  detrlared  that,  ha\ing  already  eaten  twelve  ears  of  corw, 
and  Hudiug  himift>lf  unable  to  fluidh  the  thirteenth,  he  concluded  that  he 
must  be  sick,  and  untit  for  duty. 

"Pulaski,  Tenn.— September  27tii,  1864,  I  reportwl  to  Major4>a- 
ernl  Ttousseau,  commanding  a  force  of  cavalry  at  Pulaski,  Teuu.  An  we 
approached  the  town  V»y  rail  from  Nashville,  we  heard  artillery,  then 
musketry,  and  aa  we  left  the  cars  we  eaw  tbeamokeof  guns.  For«*t, 
with  a  largii*  body  of  cavalry,  had  been  ateadily  driving  Uou8»eaa  before 
him  all  day,  and  wan  destroying  the  railroad.  Finding  the  G<*neral,  I 
said:  *I  am  ordered  to  report  to  yon,  sir.'  'What  have  you?'  *Two 
regimeutct  of  colored  troofm.*  Roueseau  was  a  Koutuckian.  and  hful  doC 
much  faith  in  negro  soldiorn.  By  his  direction  I  throw  out  a  strong  Huts 
of  skirmisherH,  and  poflt^l  th6  regimentu  on  a  ridge,  in  good  supporting 
distanr-e.  Uoussoau's  men  retired  behiud  my  line,  and  Fon-st'i*  uum 
pri'Bsed  forward  until  they  met  our  tin?,  and  recognising  the  aound  of  Ui»» 
minie  ball,  stojjpeii  to  reflect. 

"Tlio  mtissacre  of  colored  troopfl  at  Fort  Pillow  was  well  known  to 
Uit,  and  had  been  t\illy  discussed  Viy  our  men.  It  "nan  rumored,  uiid  t>hur- 
oughly  credited  by  them,  that  fioneral  Forest  had  offered  a  thouwuid 
dollars  for  the  head  of  any  commander  of  a  'nigger  regiment/  Here, 
then,  wa«  just  such  an  opportunity  as  those  Bpoiling  for  a  fight  iiught 
deeii*©.  Nt^ro  troops  stood  face  to  face  with  Forest's  veteran  cavalry. 
The  fire  wiw  growing  hotter,  and  halls  were  uncomfortably  thick.  Al 
length,  the  enemy  in  .^itrong  force,  with  banuenj  flAing,  bore  down  towiml 
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110  in  full  eight,  ap|)ar^utljr  bent  ou  miKchief.  Pointiug-  to  tbe  advaaciug- 
rolumn,  I  stiid,  n*  I  pa«f$(«d  i^Uoug:  tl»e  lino,  '  Boy^,  it  looks  very  much  like 
fliclit;  kwp  tool,  do  your  duty.'  Thvy  Kt.viiied  full  of  jfK'*',  and  pfpli»?d 
witJi  irrviit  Hiithii«iH«m;  'Colonel,  dvy  eun't  whip  us,  Jf^y  nt*bbpr  j;<'t  de 
ok'  14  til  out  of  hfiiJi,  nebber,'  *Ncbber,  driven  us  away  widout  a  mighty 
tot  of  dead  lucn,*  Jtc,  &c. 

"When  Forwit  hnirned  that  Rousseau  was  re-enfoni<>d  by  infiintrj',  hu 
did  not  stop  to  dsk  the  color  of  the  8kiu,  but  af^er  telling  our  lino,  and 
tinding  it  unyielding,  turned  to  the  eaiit,  and  struck  over  toward  Mur- 
fH-eHlwro. 

"An  incident  oeeiirred  here,  illuBtratinp:  the  humor  of  the  colored 
•oldjer.  A  npeut  bull  Htruek  one  of  the  nit?n  on  the  wde  of  the  heml, 
pureed  under  tin*  walp,  and  making  nearly  a  circuit  of  the  skull,  carae 
out  on  tilt'  other  side.  His  comrades  merrily  declared  that  when  the  ball 
utrnrk  him,  it  »iiug  out '  too  thick  '  and  piLM^efl  on. 

"Ah  1  wan  walking  with  my  n<t]iitant  down  toward  the  picket  line,  ft 
bull  Htnick  the  ground  immediately  in  front  of  ub.  about  four  fret  awoy^ 
but  it  wofi  flo  far  8i>cnt  as  to  be  hariuloss.  We  picked  it  up  and  carried  it 
ftloug. 

"Our  caj4ua1tieH  consisted  of  a  few  men  pHghtly  wounded.  We  had 
not  had  a  battle,  but  it  wn*  for  in*  a  victory,  for  our  troops  had  stood 
fiice  to  face  with  a  triumphant  foret*  of  Southeni  cavalry,  and  fttoppwl 
their  pnjgrcw*.  They  mnw  that  they  hud  doue  what  Houmwuu's  vettranis 
could  not  do.  Having  travflwi  +02  miles,  we  returued  to  Chatt^inoogn, 
fceling  that  we  had  gained  valual)l(.'  exiierience.  und  wx'  eagerly  awaited 
tb«»  next  opportunity  for  battle,  which  wa**  not  long  delayed. 

•'Decatdu,  ALA.-TOur  next  active  Bervi<v  wan  at  Decatur,  Alabama^ 
Hood,  with  hi«  veteran  army  that  had  fought  Sherman  ho  gallantly 
from  fhattanooga  tti  Atlanta,  flnding  that  his  great  antagouBst  had 
Btorted  HoutJiward  and  tteuward,  struck  out  boldl,v  himst^lf  for  Norib villi*. 
Oet.  27th  I  reporter!  to  Gcnpral  K.  S.  Graugt'r,  commanding  at  I)f«at.nr. 
HiB  little  force  wa**  closely  besieged  by  Hood's  army,  whose  right  rested 
on  the  Tennessee  river  U'low  the  town,  nnd  wbosi*  left;  exti*ndisl  furlMV 
yond  our  lin«s,  ou  thp  other  side  uf  the  town.  Two  coinitanius  of  mj 
regiment  were  stationed  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  from  Hood's 
right.,  and  kept  up  an  annoying  musketo'  Are.  Lieutenant  Gillett,  of 
Company  G,  was  mortally  wounde<l  by  a  cannon  ball,  and  some  of  tii» 
rnlifted  men  wen*  hurt.  Out*  private  soldier  in  Company  B,  who  had 
taken  position  in  a  tree  as  shtirpphoot^T,  hnd  his  right  arm  broken  by  ft 
bull.  Captaiu  Uonieyn  said  to  him,  'You  would  belter  come  down  from 
Uirre,  go  to  the  rear,  und  6ucl  the  surgeon.'  *Oh  no, Captaiu  1' he  replied^ 
M  ran  Are  with  my  left  arm,'  and  so  he  did. 

"Another  soldior  of  Company  D,  was  walking  along  the  road,  wbon 
hearing  an  approarhing  cjinnon  ball,  be  ilrop[>tH]  flat  upon  the  ground, 
ium]  w*»*  almost  iustuntly  well  nigh  covered  with  the  dirt  plowM  up  by 
h^  IIS  if  strurk  the  ground  near  by.  Captain  Romeyn,  who  wttnettsml  th« 
ioeideut,   and    who    was  greatly  amused  by    the   fellow's  trcpidutioo. 
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aekcd  him  if  he  wtm  frightened?    His  irply  was,  *  Tore  God,  Cuptoin,  I 
thouglit  I  u-aj»  a  deiul  mtiii,  surel' 

'•  Friday,  Oct.  28th,  1864,  at  twelve  o'clock,  at  the  head  of  355  meiip 
in  obt^dicnce  to  orders  froia  General  Granger,  I  charged  aud  took  a  bat- 
tery, with  a  lotw  of  sixty  offlct'rs  and  men  killed  and  woiindw!.  Aftar 
ca])turiu^  the  btttt4.'ry,  aud  Kpikiu^  the  j^fwnH,  which  we  were  unable  U>  n»- 
move,  we  retired  to  our  former  place  in  the  line  of  defense.  The  conduct, 
of  the  men  on  this  occasion  wqa  most  admirable,  aud  drew  forth  high 
prai>«[>  from  Generals  (Jraiigor  and  Thoman. 

"Hood,  having  dmded  to  push  on  to  Na*;hville  without  aasaulting 
Decatur,  witlidn.'W.  Ah  hooh  a«  I  inisHed  hiH  troops  from  my  front,  I  no- 
tified the  General  commanding,  and  was  ordered  to  pursue,  with  th* 
view  of  Hiidinu;  wliere  he  waii.  About  ten  o'ckK'k  the  n(*xt  morning,  mj 
skirmishers  cnnie  up  with  hi**  rear  iruard,  wln>h  opened  upon  us  a  brisk 
infantry  fli-e.  Lieutenant  Woodworth,  standing  at  my  side,  fell  dead, 
pierced  through  the  face.  General  Granger  ordered  me  to  retire  in- 
nide  of  the  works,  and  the  regiment,  although  exported  tAi  a  tihaqt  fire, 
came  off  in  splendid  order.  As  we  marched  inside  theworka,  the  white 
Holdiei's,  who  had  watched  the  manoeuvre,  gave  us  three  rousing  ch»^r»* 
I  have  heurd  the  Pope's  famous  choir  at  St.  Petert-,  and  the  gn»ut  orgaa 
at  Frt^bonrg,  but  the  muBic  waa  not  ao  sweet  as  the  heartjr  plauditaof 
our  bnive  vomradeH. 

"Ah  indienting  the  change  in  public  nentiment  relative  to  colortui 
soldiens,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Lieut«uunt-rolone1  coniumnding 
theOHtli  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  nHiueftt<*d  me  us  a  personal  favor 
to  ask  for  the  twsignment  of  his  regiment  to  my  commnnd,  giving  os  a 
reason  that  his  men  would  rather  fight  along  side  of  the  14tli  Color^ 
than  with  any  white  regiment.    He  was  onlerod  to'rcport  to  na*. 

'*  After  Rood  hud  gone,  and  after  our  journey  of  244  miles,  we  re^ 
turned  to  Chattanooga,  but  not  to  remain. 

".V.isimLLE,  Tk.nx.— Xovemljer  29,  18(14,  in  command  of  thn  14t1»< 
10th  and  44rh  Regiments  1'.  S.  C.  I.,  I  embarked  on  a  railroad  train  at 
Chattanooga  fitr  Nii>hville.  On  December  Int.  with  the  16th  and  most 
of  the  14th,  I  reached  my  destination,  and  was  a*i.signed  to  a  jdaee  on 
Ihoexlivnie  left  of  General  Thomas'  army  then  concentraiing  for  the  di*- 
fence  of  Nashville  against  Hood's  threateuinl  nttack. 

"Tlie  train  that  contained  the  44th  colored  regiment,  aud  two  com- 
panies of  the  14th,  under  command  of  Colonel  Johnson,  was  dyla^ve'd 
near  Murfn^sboro  until  I>ec.  2nd,  when  it  startixl  for  Nashville.  Tint 
wlicn  crossing  a  bridge  not  far  from  the  city,  its  progress  was  suddenly 
checked  by  a  croBs-fire  of  cannon  belonging  to  Forest's  command.  I  had 
betionie  very  anxious  over  the  delay  in  the  amval  of  tliese  troops,  anj 
when  I  heani  the  roar  of  cannon  thought  it  must  be  aimed  at  them.  I 
never  nimll  forget  the  intensity  of  my  sutTering,  n>*  hour  after  hour 
pit-MSHl  liy  bringing  me  no  tidings.  Were  they  nil  captured?  Hod  they 
bi'<>n  massacred?  Who  could  answer?  No  one.  What  was  to  be  done? 
Nothing.    1  could  only  wait  and  suffer. 
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"The  next  day  Colonrf  Jofanson  rpaohcd  iVfishTillc.  roporting  that 
wh**!!  fttoppe<l,  he  nnd  hJK  rnpn  wnre  forT*f^I,  tnider  heavy  Hn*.  to  nbiukdou 
Uw*  trtiiu,  liurrilwfr  duwn  from  t.he  brides  and  run  to  a  blockhouw*  u«ur 
by,  which  had  been  erected  for  the  defom-e  of  the  brid^t* ,  aod  wa«  Btni  in 
po»Mtvsioa  of  iho  Union  Boldif?r8.  After  miuiitaining  ti  Ktubborn  Hght 
until  fur  into  the  nighl,  be  withdrew  hiit  troops,  and  making  a  detour  lo 
the  oMt  eiime  into  our  lino«,  huving  lost  in  killi'd,  wonndinl  and  miftBing-, 
two  o(nwi*M  and  eij^hty  men  of  the  44th, and  tweuty-five  nu'u  of  thp  14tli. 

"JuHt  an  Cuptniu  V,  W.  Baker,  tl)»>  w^nif^r  oftiwr  of  the  14th,  wa» 
liraviuK  the  car,  a  pittv  of  KhHl  carrii'd  oflT  the  top  of  hiu  cap,  thus  add- 
ing immensely  to  it^  value — tin  a  souvi-nir.  Some  of  the  8oldii>r»*  wlia 
e«yifted  lost  everything  exi-ept  the  elothfsf  they  had  on,  including  knnp- 
ftncks,  blunketM  luid  annit.  In  8ome  com^  they  lay  (in  the  water  biding 
for  honm,  until  thr-y  oonld  escapi>  their  pnrsuen*. 

"Soon  after  tiikin^f  our  position  in  line  at  NoflhviHe,  we  were  closely 
befipiged  by  Hood'rt  army;  and  thn«  we  lay  fm'in»5  each  other  for  two 
week**.  Hood  had  KiifrHrtHl  ko  terribly  by  hiM  defeat  under  Scliofield,  at 
Fruuklin,  that  he  vttxH  in  no  nioo<i  to  a*i**ault  us  in  our  works,  and 
ThomaH  needinl  more  time  to  eoncentnite  ami  reorganize  his  army,  be- 
fore heeonid  Kafely  take  the  ofTenHivr.  That  furtnitrlit  intcrvnl  wn«  mo- 
moruble  indecKl.  Ilood'h  army  was  dopfjerate.  It  had  been  thwarted  by 
Sherman,  and  thus  far  battled  by  Tliomas,  and  Hood  ft'It  thul  heinu^t 
Rtrike  a  bold  blow  to  coni|K*u(*ate  for  the  dn-ailful  low  of  pivHtiiB^e  oetin- 
aioned  by  ShermanV  ma^*h  to  the  sea.  His  men  wt*re  scantily  rlothed 
and  iKiorly  fed;  if  he  could  y;n\n  Nanhvilk',  our  j;n»at  depot  of  Bupplins, 
he  could  furuinh  hia  troops  with  abundamv  of  food,  clothiuf;  and  war 
mateiial ;  encoura;^*  the  conf(»th'rney,  terrify  the  people  of  the  North,  n^ 
Koin  a  vast  territory'taken  from  the  South  at  Huch  iBreatooFst  to  us,  re- 
cnjit  his  army  from  Kentucky,  and  fierhiiits  invmle  the  North. 

"  ThomaH  wAl  kiu'w  the  |;p-avity  of  the  Miiuation,  and  whk  unwilling 
to  hnzurd  all  by  a  prtmrntuiv  battle.  I  think  thnt  ncitherhe  nor  any  of 
hiH  army  ever  doubtHH]  the  i.s8ue  of  the  battle  when  it  ishould  come, 
whichever  force  should  take  the  initiative, 

"The  nathorities  at  Wobhin^ton  (^rew  restive,  and  the  people  at  the 
North  nnrvouH.  Thomas  woa  ordemd  to  fight,  Logan  wom  diBpatched  to 
relieve  him  if  he  did  not.  und  Grant  bimwtf  fitarted  W».i*t  to  take  com- 
mand. Thoniui*  wiw  too  good  a  soldier  to  bt;  fowled  to  offer  battle,  un- 
til he  waa  «un»  nf  vietory.  He  km-w  that  tirae  was  hi.s  best  ally,  evt-ry 
day  adding  to  bin  ((tren;j:th  und  weakening;  his  enemy.  In  the  meantime 
the  weather  l>ecjime  intenwly  eold.nnd  a  heavy  Hlrt»t  covered  the  groand, 
rendering;  it  ulmost  imposhible  for  either  army  to  move  at  all.  For  u 
few  daj'H  our  KufTerintiH  wrre  quite  wven'.  W'v  had  only  shelter  tenti*  for 
the  men,  with  ver3'  little  fuel,  and  many  of  thotw  who  had  lost  their 
blanketi)  keenly  felt  their  need. 

'*0n  December  5th,  before  the  etorra,  by  order  of  CJeneral  Steadman, 
I  made  a  little  nvonnoissance,  capturing,  with  flight  lotw,  Lieutenant 
Gnrdncr  and  nix  men,  ^m  the  5th  Mississippi  Re^ment.    December  Tib 
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Vfp  niiulo  (inothcr,  in  nliioh  CoIodoI  JohniWD  nnd  tbn^c  or  four  men  vere 
wouodcH).  Ou  oue  of  th^se  oci'axioae,  while  ni.r  men  were  advauciog  m 
fuf%-  uf  a  Hlmrp  fifp,  n  nihhit  HltirfiHi  up  in  front,  of  tlwm,  Willi  tiliout* 
of  luuglitor,  wvt'rul  of  llwiu  )^\v  vIuim*,  ^liun^iug  tUut  evea  buttlf  couM 
nut  obliU'rate  tiie  lu^ro'n  love  of  sport. 

"But  lli«  great  da.v  drew  u<*ar.  The  weather  grpw  warmer;  the  ice 
gave  ivii.v.  ThniniLH  wan  n^aily,  and  calling  together  bU  chiefn,  laid  be- 
fnpL*  thcni  hirf  plan  of  Imttlo. 

"  About  nine  oVItM-k  ftt  uiyrht  Decomber  l-4th,  1804,  1  was  Rummonfd 
to  Geut'i'ul  Kteadintin'6  hcudquurt(.'r5.  He  told  me  wbut  the  pliin  uf  bat- 
tle wa»,  Mud  Mttd  he  uinhcd  uie  to  o|>on  the  fight  by  making  a  vigorooa 
iisHiuilr  iipnn  Ilood'H  Hght  flank.  This,  be  explaiwpd,  was  to  lien  feJnt^ 
int*i)<JiHJ  to  bt'tra.r  Iloo*]  into  the  belief  that  it  wtw  the  real  attack,  and 
to  lead  him  lu  support  his  right  by  nnakening  his  left,  whcrn  Thomas  in- 
t'-ndwl  aatiaultiug  him  in  very  defd.  The  General  gave  me  the  1-lf  h  Uni- 
t^  StateH  Colored  Infantr,v,  undn-  Tolonel  ll.C  Corbin;  the  ITth  U.  S. 
C.  I.,  under  the  gallant  Colonel  W.  R.  Shafler;  a  detaehment  of  the  18th 
il  S.  C.  I.,  under  Major  L.  D.  Joy;  the  44th  U.  R,  0. 1.,  under  Colonel  L. 
Johnson;  a  provisional  brigade  of  white  troops  under  Colonel  C.  H. 
Grosvenor,  and  a^wetion  of  Artillery,  under  Captain  Osburn,  of  tlie 
20th  Indiana  Battery. 

"  The  largt'st  forc<*  I  bad  ever  bandied  wai$  two  regimont^  and  ea  I 
ratlipr  want*'d  t«  ojiou  the  buttle  in  proper  Rtyle,  I  nAkeil  Oneral  Stt-ad- 
man  what  HUggestion  he  had  to  make.  He  replied;  'Coluu**!.  to-mor- 
row morning  at  dnyliglit  I  want  you  to  o|>en  the  bultl^.'  'All  right, 
CJenerul,  do  you  not  think  it  would  be  a  good  plan  for  me  to  — ',  and 
I  outlin^'d  a  little  j)lan  of  attack.  With  a  twinfclp  in  his  kindly  eye,  he 
replinl :  '  To-morrow  morning,  Colonel,  just  aa  aoon  a^  you  can  mn*  how 
to  jmt  your  troofw  in  motion,  I  wish  you  to  begin  the  fight.'  '  All  right, 
General,  good  night.*  Witli  these  explicit  instructionH,  I  left  bin  head- 
quarters, returned  to  camp,  and  gave  the  requisite  orderw  for  the  sohliorB 
to  have  an  early  breakfa^^t,  and  be  ready  for  HeriouB  work  at  do^'brpak. 
Then  taking  Adjutant  Clwllaud  1  reconnoitered  the  euemy'n  pOHition^ 
traeing  the  lino  of  hiHoamp  fii^ps,  and  decided  on  my  plan  of  assault. 

"The  morning  dawnetl  with  a  denwj  fog,  which  held  uh  in  cheek  for 
some  time  after  wt:  wore  r*»ndy  to  march.  During  our  Bt*ty  in  NanhviUe, 
1  wa^  the  guest  of  Miijor  W.  B.  Lewis,  through  whose  yard  ran  our  line. 
He  had  b*^n  a  worm  i>erfSonal  friend  of  Andrew  Jacksnu,  owup^iag  & 
place  in  the  Treawury  Department  during  biis  adraiulHtrntion.  He  gnTe 
me  the  room  formerly  occupied  by  the  hero  of  New  OrleaoA,  and  enter- 
tained me  with  nmny  anecdotes  of  him.  I  remember  in  particular  one 
which  1  *viK*cially  ai<pr*-H.iated,  becaUKe  of  the  Rcan;ity  of  fuel  in  our  own 
camp.  At  one  time  (Jeneral  .Tacknon  ordered  wrtain  troops  to  rendej- 
vouH  for  a  few  dayH  at  Nashville.  Major  Lewis,  acting  a»  Quartermaster, 
laid  in  u  supply  of  w vend  hiindrt*d  eortls  of  wood,  which  he  Ruppow^ 
would  be  ample  to  hi«t  during  their  entin*  stny  in  the  city.  The  troop* 
Arrived  on  a  '  raw  and  guHty  day/  and  being  accustomed  to  comfortable 
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flres  at  home,  they  barn«d  up  every  Btiok  the  first  night,  to  th©  quartm^ 
miiAti>r*B  ffi*entcon«lernation. 

"To  return:  Ou  lUi?  momiug  of  December  15tb,  Mt\ior  Lewis  Buid 
he  would  have  a  servant  bring  me  my  breakfast,  whidi  wa*  not  rea<ly, 
however,  when  1  etai'ted.  The  hoy,  with  an  eye  to  Bafety,  fuUoweJ  nw 
afar  off,  so  far  that  he  only  n^achi-iJ  me,  I  think,  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
uftemoou.  But  1  rwiWy  believe  the  delny,  improveij  tlie  flavor  of  the 
brcukfaut. 

"  As  soon  as  the  fog  lifteci,  the  battle  began  in  good  eanie«t.  Hood 
mistook  my  aHHault  for  iia  attack  in  foivt^  upon  his  right  flank,  and 
weakening  hi^  h'ft  in  order  to  nuvt  it,  pave  the  covete*!  opjjortiinitj*  to 
Thomaj4,  who  iiiiprovetl  it  by  a«Hailiug  Hood'H  left  flank,  doubling  it  up, 
and  captnring  n  lui-ge  number  of  prinonerK. 

"Thus  the  firet  day's  tiglit  woru  uwuy.  It  had  been  for  us  a  severe 
but  gloi-iouft  day.  Over  three  hundred  of  my  command  had  fallen,  bat 
<^er>'where  our  army  wju*  nuccessful.  A'ictory  perchtMl  upon  our  banoers. 
Hood  hut]  Htubhoruty  renii't^'d,  but  had  been  gallantly  driven  back  with 
wvere  Iohs.  The  loft  hud  done  it^  duty.  General  Stemlman  congr-atu- 
lated  U8,  Buying  h'w  only  fear  had  Uvn  that  we  might  fight  too  hard. 
We  had  done  all  he  drwirvil,  and  inort.  i.'olored  wiIdierH  had  ngain 
fonght  KiJo  by  side  with  white  troops;  they  hud  mingl^Hl  togt'tlier  iu 
tJ»e chafes  tbey  hud  supported  each  other;  they  hatl  u.-wist*»d  i*ath  other 
from  the  field  when  wounded,  and  they  hiy  wde  by-tide  iu  d'»ath.  The 
mirvivors  rejoiced  together  over  a  hani  fought  field,  won  by  a  common 
valor.  All  who  witnessed  their  conduct,  gave  them  equal  praise.  Tlas 
day  that  we  bad  longed  t^  see  had  come  and  gone,  and  the  sun  went 
down  upon  a  record  of  coolness,  bravery,  manliufss,  never  to  be  unmade, 
A  new  chapter  in  the  history  of  liberty  hud  U^eu  wntt*'n.  It  hud  invix 
ebown  that,  marching  undt?r  a  flag  t>r  freeilom,  auiniatM  by  a  love  uf 
liberty,  even  the  slaw  bwoinet*  a  man  and  a  hero. 

*'  At  one  time  during  the  day,  while  the  buttle  was  in  progrefw,  I  sat 
in  an  expostnl  |)hux>  on  a  [)iece  of  grouud  sloping  down  toward  the 
onemy,  and  being  the  only  honwnian  ou  that  part  of  the  field,  soon  be- 
come a  ttirget  for  the  balls  that  whistled  and  sang  their  threateidng 
sODgH  00  they  hurried  by.  At  length  a  shot  aimed  nt  me  struck  my 
horse  ia  the  face,  just  above  the  nostril,  and  ]>aj^ing  up  under  the  skiu 
rmerged  near  the  eye,  doing  the  liors*?  only  t<'ni[>onu'y  harm,  and  letting 
me  off  scot-frtie,  much  t^  my  satiKfaction,  an  may  bi*  suppow^d.  rnptaiu 
Baker,  lying  on  the  ground  near  by.  heard  tlie  thud  of  tlw  ball  as  it 
irtmck  the  horw*,  and  sef-ing  me  suddenly  (lismoiint,  orie<l  out,  '  the  Colo- 
nel is  shot,'  aud  sprung  tu  my  side,  glad  enough  to  Hud  that  the  poor 
borseV  face  had  been  a  nliirld  to  save  my  life.  I  was  sorry  that  tbe  ani- 
mal could  not  appreciate.'  the  gratitude  I  felt  to  it  for  my  deliverance, 

*' During  that  night  flood  withdrew  his  array  some  two  milen,  and 

took  ap  a  new  line  along  the  crest  of  some  low  hills,  which  he  strongly 

fert.ifled  with  some  irnpnivised  breast  works  aud  abatis.    Soon  after  our 

early  bn^akfa^t^  we  moved  forward  over  the  interveoing  space.    My  putd- 
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lion  vvjiAf<ti1)  on  ihpftxtrpmeleft  nf  onr  linr,  find  1  waBC*»[MMUJill^*  rhnrgo<l 
to  luok  wt'll  to  our  fljiuk,  to  avoid  Burpri>w». 

"The  2nd  Colon*<i  Rngado,  undor  Colnnc]  Thoniiteon,  of  thv  12tb  D. 
B.  C.  1.,  wuH  on  DO'  right,  tind  imrliiMi>at*'d  iu  the  Ki-st  duys'  i-hargo 
upon  Ovfrt»»n'a  Hill,  which  wu«  rvimlsCKj,  1  stood  wbcr*?  the  wboI& 
movomcut  wilh  iu  full  view.  It  wofi  u  grand  and  t<»rriblp  sight  to  t^ee 
IhoHi.'  niPD  climb  that  hill  over  rocks  and  falU^n  trws,  iu  the  faee  or  a 
murderouH  fire  of  cannon  and  moeketry,  onl,r  to  bt*  driven  buck.  WliitA 
and  blatk  mingled  together  iu  the  chai*ge,  and  on  the  retreat. 

"When  the  2ud  Coloird  Brigade  rotir*^]  1>ehind  my  liu*«  to  re-form, 
one  of  tlie  regimental  color-bearers  stopped  in  the  ojten  t*pact*  between 
the  two  niinieH,  wliero,  nllhongl)  exposed  to  a  dangerous  fire,  he  jilanted 
bisfliig  tiriidy  in  the  ground,  and  began  deliberately  and  coolly  to  return 
tlieennin.v'B  Hre,  and,  greatly  to  our  amuBemeot,  kept  up  forBomc  little 
lime  hif*  independent  warfare. 

*'  When  the  w-cond  nnd  final  DMHanlt  was  made,  the  right  of  my  line 
took  part.  It  waB  with  breathless  interet.t  I  watched  that  noble  nmijr 
climb  the  liill  v\iTh  a  steady  retfolve  wbioh  uothiug  but  death  itself  could 
check.  When  at  length  the  osriauUing  column  P|>raDg  upoo  the  c^arth- 
workH,  nnd  thi»  enemy  Re*'ing  that  further  ifftistanr*  wom  madm^ws  gUTi» 
way  aTid  began  a  pn^eijiitoun  retr-eat,  our  heartH  swelled  a»  only  thii 
heartH  of  noldiei-n  ean,  and  wart^ely  htop]iiiig  to  chwr  or  to  await  ordere, 
we  puHJiwl  forward  and  Joined  In  the  pursuit,  until  thedarkm^Hti  and  the 
rain  forced  a  halt. 

"Tho  bjitrle  of  Nashville  did  not  compni-e  in  nuniher«  engaged,  tu 
iH'verity  of  lighting,  or  ia  the  losnes  sustaiued,  with  8onie  other  Wwtem 
battles.  But  in  the  itwuea  at  Btake,  the  mngtiifleent  gcneralKbip  of 
ThoinaH,  the  completeueiw  of  our  triumph,  and  the  immediate  and  far- 
reuchiiig  eonBeipietiL't»s.  it  was  unique,  and  dcHervedly  raiikH  along  with 
OettyBhurg,  *ui  one  of  the  decisive  battles  of  the  war. 

"  Whnn  General  Thoma**  rode  over  the  batUo-field  and  saw  tbelrodiee 
of  colortn]  men  side  by  side  with  the  foremost,  on  the  very  works  of  tlio 
•*neniy,  he  turned  to  his  utalT,  saying:  *Geii1|pmen,  the  (im-^liou  i:^  M^t> 
tlwl ;  negn>e8  will  fight.'  He  did  mo  tlie  hrmor  to  ni'omint'nd  me  for  pro- 
motion, and  told  me  that  lit*  intended  to  give  me  the  best  brigade  that 
lie  could  form.    Thi8  he  afterward  did. 

"After  the  great  viiiory,  we  joinetl  iu  the  chaHe  aft**r  the  tin^nir  foo. 
Hood'n  army  wiu*  whipped,  demoralized,  Jind  jtretty  badly  scjitt*ivd.  A 
good  many  gtragglern  wei-e  picked  up.  A  Ktory  cin-ubm-d  to  (hittelTeol: 
Rome  of  our  boyw  on  nmking  a  sharp  turn  in  the  road,  ratne  upon  n  ftir- 
luiT)  Southeni  soldier,  who  had  lost  bis  armp,  thrown  away  h\t^  arcoutny 
inents,  and  wa«  fitting  on  a  log  by  the  roadside,  waiting  tc»  give  hiini^f 
UfK  He  was  Habited  with,  'Well,  Johnny,  how  goes  it?'  '  Wril,  Vank, 
ra  tell  ye;  1  confess  I'm  horribly  whipped,  aud  badly  demoraluted,  but 
blamed  if  I'm  scutterfHl!* 

"After  we  hud  pa*w*d  ainng  through  Franklin,  we  hud  ordeni  to 
turn  nlHiTit  and  return  to  tliat  city.    I  waK  riding  at  the  head  c»f  llwcol* 
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umn,  followed  by  ray  own  rt?ginient.  TUcj  men  wore-  swinpu;?  along 
•arnis  at  will,'  when  they  spird  Genwal  Thoma«  and  staff  nitpi-oai^liing. 
W'ithoat  orders  tlu-y  brought  tht^ir  arnw  to  '  light  Mhuulder  shift/  took 
the  Btep,  and  striking  up  their  (avonxn  fiino  of  'John  TIrown,'  whittled 
it  with  adinirablo  effect  whilo  potwiog  the  General,  givally  to  hiti  aniun**- 
nient. 

"We  bad  a  very  memorable  mart-b  from  Franklin  to  Murfreoflboro, 
over  miiterable  diil  roudtt.  About  December  10th  or  20th,  we  worw  on 
the  march  at  au  eorly  hour,  bnt  the  ruin  wim  there  befon*  uk.  and  Btuck 
ty  ns  rloser  than  a  brother.  We  were  drenched  tlirou^h  nod  through, 
iind  few  had  a  dry  thread.  Wc  wadod  strpama  of  water  nearly  waint 
deep;  we  pulled  through  mud  that  ueenied  to  have  no  bottom,  and  where 
many  a  Boldier  left  hin  8ho(*H  Bt-eking  for  it.  Tho  oi)eu  woods  pmttnre 
where  wo  went  into  camp  that  night,  was  Burrounded  wilh  a  high  fenco 
made  of  cedar  raila.  That  fence  was  h*ft,  standing,  aud  was  n«»t  tinicliHd 
— until — well,  I  do  belii?ve  that  the  owners  bitternewi  at  hi8  Iohs  wa«*  fully 
bulaniHMl  by  the  comfort  and  good  cheer  which  those  magniftrtent  rnil 
flree  afforded  ub  that  December  night.  They  did  seem  providentially 
provided  for  us. 

"During  the  night  tho  weather  turned  cold,  and  when  we  reHum*»d 
oar  march  tho  ground  was  frozen  aud  the  roads  wen*  xiniply  dreadful. 
eHiKH-'ially  for  those  of  our  men  who  had  loAt  tlieir  Khoeti  the  day  befum 
and  were  now  compelled  to  walk  barefoot,  tracking  their  way  with  blood. 
Such  ex])erieuceti  toko  away  8omething  of  the  romance  Homctinni*  «ug- 
gwitfvl  to  the  inexperieuced  by  the  phase,  *Koldieriu}^  in  the  Sunny  South,' 
but  then  a  toueh  of  it  is  worth  haviug  for  the  light  it  throws  over  Ruch 
hiftturicul  ecenf*  ad  those  at  Valley  I'orge. 

"We  rontiniitnl  in  the  pnrFuit  of  Hood,  a«  far  an  HuntsvlIIe,  Ala., 
when  he  disnppc^arvd  to  return  no  more,  and  we  were  allowed  to  go  buck 
to  Chattanooga,  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  rest-  Difltaiico  travi-Uinl, 
430  miliw. 

"We  had  no  more  fighting.  There  were  many  intereRting  cxperi* 
encoH,  which,  howevrr,  i  will  not  lake  time  to  relate.  In  August,  lbG5. 
being  in  connnaiid  of  the  Pont  at  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  pi*nfeful  to  have 
«w<.^a|>ed  without  iniprii*oument.  wounds,  or  even  a  day  of  severe  iUnesB, 
I  resigned  my  comndttttion,  nfl«r  forty  mouths  of  Hervice,  to  resume  my 
etudiort. 

•*  I  cwnnot  clow?  thi»  paficr  witliout  expi-»*MHing  the  conriction  that 
history  Iioh  not  yet  done  juHliix*  to  the  tjhiin*  borne  by  colored  *JuldiprK  in 
tho  war  for  the  Tnion.  Their  conduct  during  that  eventful  period,  baa 
been  a  wlent,  but  moRt  potout  factor  in  inHuenring  public  ftentinipnt.. 
ehoping  legiKlation,  and  fixing  the  status  of  ci»Ior*'d  (leoph'  in  .\mericB, 
If  the  rei'onlH  of  their  acliievenipnt«  couM  Iw  put  into  such  r^hnite  that 
they  could  U*  accM^wible  to  the  thoueandn  of  rolonil  .voiith  in  the  South. 
the.v  would  kiriilte  in  their  young  Diiuds  an  enthufjiafitic  devotion  to 
maahood  aud  liberty.'* 
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chapteh  IX. 


THE  PHALANX  AT  MARION,  TE\N. 

In  tho  \rinter  of  18G4-,  while  Sherman  wn«  niareliinp^ 
his  army  toward  the  sou,  ruuiiii«»:  parties  and  exfKiditions 
were  sent  out  from  the  several  departnieuts  to  iut#;rcept 
rebel  communications,  destroy  teIograj)h  lines,  railroads 
aud  stores;  in  nearly  all  of  wliich  Phalanx  troops  actively 
participated,  and  shared  the  peiils  aud  honors  ot  t.he 
achievenieuts. 

From  Vii-ksbur;:^,  Miss.,  Brevet  Bngodier-General  E.  D, 
Osband,       with  the  Third     Phalanx  Regiment,  on  the 
27th  of  NovenibwcajituriKi  aud  desti-oyed  the  AlissisKippi 
Central  Railroad  bridge  over  the  Big  Black  River,  uear  * 
Canton,  also  thirty  nules  of  the  railroad,  with  two  loco-1 
motives  aud  a  large  a^nonnt  of  stoi-es. 

In  the  meantime.  General  Breckenri<lge,  with  a  largt? 
confederate  force,  attacked  tlie  Fed«»rHls  under  General 
Gillem,  near  Momstown,  Tenu.,  captui-etl  the  artillery, 
M'ith  several  hiiiidivtl  men,  and  drove  the  remainder  oi 
Giliem's  troops  into  Knoxnlle.  Breckenridge  soon  re- 
tired, however,  pursued  by  General  Ammen's  forces.  On 
the  12th  of  Iteeml)er,  General  Stoneman  having  concen- 
trated the  commands  of  Generals  Burbridge  and  Gillem, 
near  Bean  StatioUj  Tenn.,  fitai-t-ed  in  pursuit  of  Bi-rn^ken- 
ridge  intending  to  drive  him  into  Virfrinin  nnd  to  destroy 
the  railroad  aud  Salt  Works  at  Saltville,  West  Virginia. 
General  Burbridgo's  command  was  pnucipally  composed 
of  Kentucky  troopsj  three  brigades,  numbering  about  five 
thousand  men,  all  mormted.    The  6th  Phalanx  Cavalry 
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was  attached  to  the  3rd  brigade,  which  Colonel  Jae.  V. 
Wade,  of  the  Gth,  eomnianded.  Gillem's  defeat  rather  m- 
Bpired  the  men  in  the  new  column,  nnd  tbey  dashed  for- 
ward with  a  determination  to  annihilate  the  enemy.  Four 
days  aft«*r  leaving  Be^n  Station,  the  eonfrxlerutes  wt»r*» 
overtaken  at  Marion,  General  Vaughn  l?eing  in  command, 
and  wei-e  routed,  the  FtHlerals  capturing  all  thrir  guns, 
trains  and  a  number  of  prisoners.  Vaughn  fell  back  to 
Wytheville,  pureuni  l)y  the  I'Vlendf^.  who  nnptiire<l  nnd 
destroyed  the  town,  with  it.s  stores  and  supplicH  and  the 
extensive  lead  rainen. 

Having  acconiplinhed  their  mission,  the  Federals  about 
faced  for  Clarion,  where  they  met  with  a  large  force  of  con- 
federates under  Breckenridge,  including  the  garrison  of 
Saltville,  Now  came  the  decinive  struggle  for  the  Salt 
Works  iHitween  the  two  forces.  Tlie  Ft^derals  had  Uvgh 
enjoying  their  signal  victory,  which  they  now  attempted 
to  enhance  by  premising  the  enemy,  who  had  crosnf*d  a 
bridge  and  there  taken  up  a  position.  I>uring  the  night 
an  advan(^  regiment  swcceede*!  in  crossing  the  bridge, 
after  re-Io^ing  the  plnnks  which  the  confederates  had  torn 
up.  but  they  wei*e  driven  back  ,  and  then?  n?maine<J  till  the 
next  morning.  The  (>th  Phalanx  was  assigned  Its  usual 
position,  and  was  held  in  reserve.  The  battle  opened  in 
the  morning,  and  continueil  with  varying  succc^h  during 
the  day.  hate  in  the  afternoon  General  Stoneman  found 
his  troops  biully  lieaten,  and  unable  to  extricate  them- 
8elv<.«  from  the  confalerate  roil;  they  wei-e  not  the'* Old 
Guard,"  anJ  the  question  with  thera  was  not  "victory 
or  death,"  but  surivnder  or  death.  Nor  was  this  long  a 
question.  General  Stoneman  ordered  up  tLc  Gth  Phalanx, 
dividing  them  into  three  columns,  placing  himself  at  the 
h(;ad  of  one,  imd  giving  one  each  to  Colonel  Wade,  (their 
valiant  colonel),  and  his  chief  of  staff,  General  Brisbin, 
The  rf^iment  dni^hfMl  into  the  tight  for  the  rescue  of  the 
pro-slavery  Kentnckians  and  haughty  Tenm^w^ians,  who 
were  now  nearly  aiiiiihilate<i.  The  historian  of  this  cam- 
paign. General  Brisbin,  who  but  a  day  or  two  previous  to 
this  battle  had  attempted  to  shoot  one  of  the  brave  black 
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hoyts  of  the  Gtli  for  retaliating  for  the  murder  of  one  of 
LiH  comrades  by  sLooting'  u  fonUtifnite  priwxur.  thuH 
^vrites,  twenty-two  years  atterwards,  about  the  buttJe  and 
the  conduct  of  the  Oth : 

"Early  in  tho  day  Genpral  StontTiinn  hud  wtit  Gon*?riil  Gillf^ni  off  to 
the  rigUt  with  orders  to  get  in  Rrwki?ui'idg'o'«  rear  aod  if  po8Mbk>  cut 
him  ofT  from  thewilt  works.  It  wus  lie'lievinl  tlic  Kentucky  troops  rould 
liuiidle  Brofkfurid^  nutil  Gilk-m  could  strike  in  the  n-ur,  but  tb»»  artion 
ID  frout  uLiout  noon  liwaiue  terrific  and  (lillein  wa«  pwaljpd  to  uid  Bur- 
bridgv-  Our  right  fliiuk  had  been  driven  back  and  our  exUt'ine  !"ft  wum 
(liinoett  at  ri(j:ht  nughv  with  the  original  position  held  early  in  the  mom- 
intf-  To  add  to  our  niiufortunori.  a  party  of  Confederate  cavalry  bad  got 
in  our  rear  and  captuivd  acme  of  our  pack  train.  The  paekers  bail  at 
ODe  tinio  become  demoraJizet]  uud  feU  back  almost  into  the  baudn  of  the 
Coufederaltoi  operating  in  our  i-ear.  General  Burbridgv  saw  th**  move- 
ment, and  drawiu^j  bin  revolver  placed  himfolf  in  front  of  the  lending 
packs  and  ordered  them  back,  but  the  crazy  men  kept  qn  until  tlw*  Gen- 
eral wounded  the  man  who  wa»  lendiag  them  o7.  and  with  the  aid  nf 
Home  otticers  who  xhhhI  their  sabren  fr<?ely,  the  packs  were  fon^'d  bock 
into  the  timber  close  to  our  lineK  and  compelled  to  stay  thei^  Thus 
over  Hve  hundnxj  packrt  and  nniinulM  were  stived  to  the  army  by  the 
prompt  action  of  the  General  and  his  aidis. 

*' At  ;J:3i»  o'clock  the  wtuation  wa><  critical  in  the  extreme.  Colonel 
Boyle  had  been  killt'd  iti  lending  a  churgv  oud  hin  re^ImcDt  repuliipd.  The 
TwelftJi  Ohio  f'avalry  had  promptly  come  to  Boyle*8  support  nndcbK-ked 
the  confederate**,  who  were  comin>^  into  our  crutrc.  Tlje  hospital  in  our 
rear,  where  our  nick  were,  had  been  charged,  and  for  a  short  tim"  w»h  iu 
the  hundH  of  The  enemy.  Burbridge  aud  Stoneman  hnd  their  headquar^ 
tens  on  a  Uttle  knoll  near  the  centre  of  our  Hue,  where  they  could  hw-  the 
fiffhting.  The  Confederate  right,  in  Hwinpiu^  around,  had  covereil  thw 
hill  aud  it  wae  no  longer  tenable.  A  lienteaaut,  in  reportiu^  to  (iemTal 
Burbridge  on  thit*  kuoll,  hnd  Ikhm)  nhot  by  a  Confedenite  riHemua 
tlirough  the  head  and  fell  rlead  at  the  GenendVftvt.  Onlerliw,  horwe« 
and  men  were  beiny:  shot  down,  tmd  I  bep»;:ed  General  Hurbridp*  to  re- 
tire. He  asked  me  if  there  were  no  more  troops  we  could  briuK  up  and 
put  into  action.  I  told  him  nil  we  had  left,  wnn  the  SixUi  United  StaUn 
Colored  Cavalry  and  tJie  borne- hoi dern.    He  Paid: 

" '  Well,  ^  nnd  bring  up  the  neffrtM_*«  ond  tell  everybody  to  tie  the 
horfiCH  an  well  an  tlii*y  can.  We  mifiht  aa  well  lose  tliem  as  to  be  whlfi|>e<], 
wheu  we  will  lotie  them  anyway.' 

"1  made  haste  to  brinp:  n]>  the  Sixth  Colored  and  all  the  horfo-hoW- 
ePH  I  couhl  (a?t.  Tlie  Sixth  ColorrnJ  wa#  a  tine  repiinent,  but  fi-w  had  fuith 
in  the  fij^htin^  quaIitii»M  of  the  m-ttTOcH.  Generul  Bui-brid);e  divided  them 
into  three  columns,  and  taking  one  hiniwlf  Kuve  the  other  two  to  Gen- 
eral Wadt  and  myflelf.  "SA'nde  had  the  rixht,  Burbrld^  tJie  left  and  I 
wufl  iu  the  centre.    Wnde  got  olT  llrttt  aud  Bailed  in  in  gallant  Mylc.

Burbridge  jjilod  bis  overccmt  on  Ow  groiitiiJ,  and  druwing  hie  bword  UkI 
hia  column  fopwurd.  The  men  uci'o  rdl  on  (iiot  and  most  of  the  oflicfrs. 
l^ut  fi'w  >ver%»  ojouhUhI.  It  \vu«  uuiilivtaaut  riding  uudor  Are  whi«rf*  vct 
uuiuy  werp  on  foot.  Wude's  horwi  was  Hoon  ishol,  Viut  h«  kept  on  with 
hiH  itn*u,  K'Uiiiijg  ou  foot.  Looking  to  the  left  I  naw*  Iturbridgt'  sur- 
rouudfd  b,v  u  black  crowd  of  mon,  his  form  towmngnlfove  tljMin  and  hit* 
Kword  jHiiiiting  to  thi'ciii'Uiy.  Wade  \xim  (IfHt  to  Btriko  Thcroiift?deriit« 
liiiM.  T\u'y  tin^d  and  lirtHl,  but  the  dorkicH  kept  Ktraip^lit  on,  cl(»sing  for  u 
hnud-to-huud  tight.  Th».'u  the  cr.v  wna  raiw*(i  uh mg  tlic  I'onfedenilo  liui^ 
that  the  urgrot*e  vrere  killing  the  wouudud.  Wad»i  went  throagh  tho 
Coufi'dornt**  line  lifcp  un  iron  wwlgo,  und  if  broko  and  Hod.  llurbridgy  hit 
hard,  Imt  tho  r»t»t8lencv  Vk-im  Icsb  Htnbl>om  than  in  Wade's  front.  Of  tuy 
own  pnrt  in  tho  actictn  I  prefer  not  to  writo.  Sulfi*-**  it  to  wiy  that  never 
didAohlierii  ilo  better  on  any  battle-Held  than  the  bluek  men  t  led  tliab 
da>. 

*'  When  tlieir  gnns  wen»  empty  they  clubbed  them,  and  I  wiw  on»»  n^- 
^ro  tightiug  with  a  gun  burn^l,  t^uingiug  it  about  liitf  head  like  a  club, 
and  going  straight  for  the  enemy.  He  did  nol  hit  anybody  for  nobody 
waited  lo  be-liit,  but  some  of  the  Coufederatee  ju«ii>ed  fully  Hfteca  feet 
down  the  opponite  side  of  that  hill  to  giet  out  of  tbc  way  of  the  negrora, 
and  1  would  have  jumfted  too,  pi*obnbly,  if  I  had  been  on  their  nide,  for 
1  never  yet  saw  anything  in  battle  so  t<Trible  oh  an  infnrinte*!  negro. 

"tiiJh'm  returned  ju^t  ns  night  woa  putting  an  end  to  the  lighting 
and  in  the  approaching  dtirkne»*«  we  mistook  hi«  eolumn  for  a  UfW  rol- 
umn  of  the  enemy  condng  in  <in  our  right  and  n^ar.  Durbridge  hurried 
baek  with  hiw  victorious  n*'grot'«  and  wuh  about  to  ndvanru  with  fbo 
Twelfth  Ohio  Cavalry  und  Kleveuth  Mii-higun,  when  the  glad  uewH  eamo 
that  the  Huppoaed  Confederates  weni  Uillein*a  eolumn  returning  to  our 
BQpport. 

"During  the  night  IJn«ckenridge  retreated  la  the  direction  of  the  suit 
iHrork«,  but  Colonel  Iluekley,  returning  from  the  direetion  of  the  lend 
mintt*  with  Iuh  brigade,  and  having  got  in  Breekeu ridge's  rear  at  Seven 
Milf  Ford,  chnrgi»d  bin  ndvane**,  capturing  ten  pri-sontTK.  Ilreekenri»];.':i', 
no  doubt  thinkinir  he  hail  Im^mi  oiitHanked  and  was  about  to  be  i-aH-ld.Mil 
betwf-nn  two  eolumup.  abandoned  all  idea  of  going  to  the  eait  workt*  and 
put  back  in  confusion  to  Marion,  where  he  took  the  North  Carolina  road 
and  fiwl  over  the  niountaiup.  Colnuel,  Tlenlley,  with  hi**  Twelfth  Oliiti, 
wa«  «»nt  up  withlJreekenridpe'fl  rear.  TheCoufederaten  fellinl  tre<*«  aeri>KS 
the  road  to  retard  Beutley's  advaijpe,  but  he  cleared  thnri  out  and  ho 
and  his  gidlant  r»'giment  hammewnl  Breekonridgo-B  rear  aU  the  way  into 
North  Caroliuu." 


The  road  to  tho  Salt  Workfi  wa*i  thus  opened  and  thfir 
dcstruftion  afooinplislied  by  the  bravery  and  raati'hl<:«« 
valor  of  the  j2;allent  »Sixth.  Many  of  the  repineut  for- 
feited their  lives  lu  rescuing'  the  force  from  defeat,  and 
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eecuring  a  victory;  those  who  survived  the  terrible  strug- 
gle no  longer  had  opprobriouH  epithetw  hurled  at  tliem, 
but  modestly  received  the  just  eiicomiuins  that  were 
showered  upon  them  by  the  white  troops,  who,  auiid  the 
huzzas  of  victory, greeted  them  with  loud  shouts  of  "Com- 
rades !  ** 

General  Brisbin,  continuing,  says: 

"There  were  many  inntanceH  of  i>er8onal  bravery,  bat  I  shall  oal/ 
iDPDtioD  one.  A  npgro  floldir^r  had  got  a  Ktump  quitocloecto  t2ieCoiK 
fiiderut*?  line,  and  despite  all  vffortB  to  dislodge  him,  there  he  slack,  pick* 
lug  oft  their  men.  The  Confpflerat^ft  charged  the  Rtiimji,  bat  the  Fetleral 
Uoe  observing  it  coueentrat<M]  their  fire  un  the  advancing  men  and  dror* 
them  back.  Then  tliere  were  long  and  lond  che*»rw  for  the  brave  darkey, 
who  8tuck  to  hiti  fcttuinp  and  fired  away  with  a  regularity  that  was  won- 
dorfal.  His  Btnmp  was  rtddlod  with  bull**tK.  but  be  st^^k  to  it,  although 
b0  waa  at  tamee  uearer  the  Cuufudurate  Uucs  tliau  our  own."

It  was  not  long  aft^r  each  army  received  its  quota  of 
Phalanx  soldierH,  before  the  white  troopH  began  regardinjjj 
them  much  as  Napoleon's  troops  did  the  Imperial  Guard, 
their  main  support.  When  a  re^rinient  of  the  Phalanx  went 
into  a  fight,  every  wliite  Koldiet*  kn^w  what  was  meant,  for 
the  black  troops  took  no  ordinary  part  in  a  battle. 
Where  the  conflict  was  hottest;  where  danger  was  most 
imminent,  there  the  Phalanx  went;  and  when  victory 
poised,  as  it  often  did,  between  the  contending  sides,  the 
weight  of  the  Phalanx  was  frequently  thrown  into  the  bal- 
ancing scaleH;  if  some  strong  work  or  dangerous  battery 
had  to  be  taken,  whether  with  the  bayonet  nlone  or  hand 
givnade  or  sabre,  the  Phalanx  was  likely  to  be  in  the 
charging  column,  or  formed  a  part  of  the  storming  brig- 
ade. 

The  confederates  were  no  cowards ;  braver  men  never 
bit  r-ni-tridge  or  fired  a  gun,  and  when  they  were  to  meet 
"tlieir  slaves."  jls  they  b*»lieved,  in  revolt,  why,  of  course, 
honor  forbade  them  to  ask  or  give  quarter.  This  fact  waa 
known  to  all,  for,  as  yet,  though  hundreds  had  been  cap- 
tured, none  had  \teen  found  on  parole,  or  among  the  ex- 
change<i  prisoners.  Genera!  Grant's  attention  was  called 
to  ihJH  immediately  after  the  fight  at  Milliken's  Bend, 
where  the  officers  of  the  Phalanx,  as  well  as  soldiers,  had 
been  captured  and  hung.  Gnint  wrote  Oen.  Taylor,  com- 
manding the  confederate  fonM>8  in  Louisiana,  as  follows; 
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"  I  frt*l  no  incliriiitioQ  to  retaliate  for  offeDces  of  irrP6i»oDBibl©  pervons, 
l»ut,  if  it  U  the  poliry  of  any  gt'iienil  intnistod  vnth  the  conimnnd  of 
tpoopsi,  to  nhovr  uo  tiuarU'r,  or  lo  [»uiii8b  with  ilrrath,  prinoners  taken  in 
l>ttttlt',  /  will octrfifff  tho  issufi.  It  inny  Ih^  j'on  propose  a  (JifTpT^nt  linr-  of 
policy  to  bluek4roopH,  uihI  oIHcvi-h  cuniirjuudiii^  them,  to  lliut  pructiaHl 
toward  uhitp  tiYiopft.  If  so,  I  vjin  ari**iire  yon  that  lliesp  colortxl  trootu 
are  regularly  inustereiJ  iuto  the  twrvii'^  ttf  thn  ruiu-il  Stal»*a,  Thrgov- 
erumwit,  and  all  officers  nndMr  the  government,  are  bound  to  j^vetlta 
same  protwtion  to  these  troops  that  they  do  to  any  other  troopR." 

General  Taylor  I'oplied  that  he  would  punish  all  euch 
aet«,  "disgraceful  alike  to  huniauity  and  the  reputation 
of  soldier^/'  but  declnretl  that  officers  of  the  "Confederate 
Army**  wen»  reqiiiivd  to  turn  over  to  the  civil  autliorities, 
\o  be  dealt  with  axx'ording  to  the  laws  of  the  State  wher^ 
in  Hucli  were  cnpl  nr*^*l,  all  iicgro(?s  taken  in  arms. 

As  early  i\n  December,  1802,  inceuned  by  General  But- 
ler's aduiinistratiou  nt  New  Orleans  iu  the  arming  of 
negroes,  Jeffei'son  Davis,  President  of  the  Confederate 
Government,  issued  the  following  proclamation:

This  Proclamation  was  the  hoistin*?  of  the  black  flag 
against  the  Phalanx,  by  which  ^fr,  Davis  expectwl  to 
bring  about  a  war  of  extermination  against  the  negro 
soMi(Ts.* 

In  liis  third  annual  message  to  the  Confederate  Con- 
jrress,  Mr,  Davis  said: 

"We  may  well  leave  it  to  the  inotinrtn  of  that  common  htimnnlty

Our  own  dutwtaliou  of  those  who  havo  attornptwl  tJ]» 
jiioat  execrabi**  mi'u«ureB  recorded  in  the  history  of  guilty  man  is  ietn* 
pored  by  profound  fontc'njjJt  for  the  impotent  rago  which  it  dir^.'Io«pts,  So 
fnr  a^  re^rds  the  action  of  thi«  government  on  nncb  criniiuulM  lus  mny 
nttcnipt  it^  execution,  1  coufluc  my»^lf  to  informing;  you  thnt  I  fthall— 
«rili*tiii  in  your  wiiMlom  you  dwni  some  other  courw*  oxiMxliout^-doIix  t-r  to 
tht'  sevprnl  State  anthorities  a\\  eominiissioned  officeiT  of  tho  Tnitetl 
States  that  may  horeufter  be  capture*!  by  our  forceH  in  any  of  tlie  States 
*mbrtinfd  in  the  Prorliimation,  that  they  may  Vmj  dealt  with  in  oeoor- 
Oance  with  the  luw8  of  thoee  Slatee  ])rorid)ng  for  the  puniKhnicut  of 
criniinnls  engng^d  in  exciting  sepvile  insurrtytion.  The  enlisted  ftoldiera 
I  fiudl  continue  to  treat  hh  unwilliuir  iuntrumenUi  in  thw  fouiniinHiou  vt 
these  criniefl,  and  ehiill  dirwt  their  discharge  uud  return  to  their  homes 
on  the  proper  ami  u»uul  parole." 

The  confederate  Congi-eee  soon  took  up  the  sulijwt, 
and  after  a  protraetiHl  eonsiderfition  iiasKf**!  the  followinjr: 

"  Ketiolred,  By  the  Congrefts  of  the  Confederate  States  of  Anieric1\, 
In  resf>on»e  to  the  mesnage  of  the  Premdent,  tiausmitted  to  Congrena  nl 
the  commencement  of  the  present  BesMioo.  That,  in  tlie  opinion  of  Con- 
grt»iSj  the  commissiun(>il  officers  of  tlie  enemy  ought  not  to  b«?  dfbveiiMl 
to  the  authorities  of  the  respective  Statf^R,  ns  BUggeated  in  the  nuid  nit***- 
cage,  bnt  all  captives  taken  by  the  confederate  forces,  ongiit  to  bv  dfiilb 
with  and  di.spoM*d  of  by  the  ronfwlerute  (lovernmtmt. 

"Sec.  2. — That  In  the  jndgmfut  of  CougreHM,  the  ProclamaUouA  of 
the  President  of  the  T^nited  States,  dated  i-*'Hi)eeti%ely  SejtteinlMT  22nd, 
1862,  and  Januai'y  Ist,  1S03,  and  other  meuaunv  of  the  (lovemuieut  of 
the  Cuited  StatcM,  and  of  its  authorities,  eomumuders  and  forcen.  d*-- 
cigned  or  intended  to  emancipate  slaviM?  iu  the  Confe*lcrate  St^itrn,  or  to 
«>>duct  such  Blavod,  or  to  incite  them  to  iusurrecljoo,  or  to  employ  ne- 
groes in  war  againpt  tlie  Confederate  Stativ,  or  to  overtliniw  the  iu*iti- 
tntion  of  African  slavery*  uud  bring  on  a  servile  war  in  IIh-wj  Stal4"H, 
would,  if  KnrieetiHful,  j>ro<luee  atrociouB  comtequ en »■*'»»,  and  tliey  are  Ineoiw 
*ii!*tfnt  mth  the  Bpirit  of  thow  usages  wlucli,  in  moUern  warfare,  jirevnil 
among  the  civili/oduationa;  they  may  therefore  be  lawfully  suppipeBsed 
by  retnliution. 

"Sec.  3.— That  in  every  ea^e  wherein,  daring  the  war,  any  violatiou 
of  tlie  Iaw8  and  usages  of  wur  amoug  civilized  natloui^  shall  be.  or  ha^ 
l>eea  done  and  per[»ptrated  by  tlioae  acting  under  the  authority  of  the 
t'nited  States,  on  tlie  personfl  or  proinrty  of  citizens  of  the  ConftHlerato 
StJites,  or  of  tlioHe  under  the prot«vtion  or  in  the  land  or  naval  service  of 
the  Confederate  States,  or  of  any  State  of  the  Confederacy,  the  Prr-Ni- 
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dent  of  the  ronfericrato  Statos  U  hereby  authorized  to  caoite  ftill  azul 
and  ample  rctuliation  to  bi*  mode  for  every  such  rioladoD,  iu  suoh  nina- 
mtr  and  to  Huch  extent  a**  he  may  think  prO|)er. 

**Sec.  4. — Thntercry  white  person,  being  a  commi^ioned  officer,  or 
acting  a«  »uch  •who  during  the  present  war  ehail  command  negro*?B  or 
mutatt'Oefl  in  nrmrt  ngnirint  tlie  i'onf«»derate  Stat**,  or  who  shall  arm, 
train,  organize  or  prepare  uegroet*  or  mulattoes  for  military  s^rvioo 
oifniiwt  th<*  Confederate  Statei*,  or  who  Hhall  voluntarily  use  negroes  or 
mulatt^jes  iu  any  military  enterprifie,  attauk  or  conflict,  iu  nuoh  servior, 
shall  l»e  denied  a^^  inciting  servile  iuHurrection,  and  uhall,  if  captured,  b^ 
jjut  to  deatJi,  or  to  be  otberwise  puuitfhed  at  the  ditiorution  of  th«  court. 

"Skc  5. — Kvery  person,  being  a  comniiiwioneil  Ditircr,  or  acting  aa 
guch  iu  the  fiervico  of  the  enemy,  who  shall  during  the  pre«ent  war,  ex- 
cite, attempt  to  excite,  or  cause  to  be  excited  a  servile  insurrection,  or 
who  Khali  in(;ite,  or  euu»e  to  Ite  incited  a  nluve  to  rebel,  Mhall,  if  captured, 
be  put  to  death,  or  olheinit*  punishe^l  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

**St:c.  fi.— Every  person  charged  with  nn  oflbuce  punishable  under  tJie 
precettling  re*olutionti  shall,  during  the  pre*?nt  war,  l*e  tried  before  the 
military  court,  attached  to  tlie  anny  or  corps  by  the  troops  of  which  he 
nhall  have  l>een  captured,  or  by  »uch  other  military  court,  ae  the  Prftji- 
dont  may  direct,  and  in  9uch  manner  and  under  snch  regulations  oa  the 
Prebideut  nhall  pre»cril»e;  and  after  conviction,  the  President  niaj-  com- 
Mute  1  he  puuishment  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terrus  as  he  maj*  deem 
proper. 

Sec.  7.— All  negroes  and  mulattoes  who  shall  been;?nged  in  war,  or 
be  taken  in  arms  against  the  ('oiifedoratc  States,  or  shall  give  aid  or 
comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the  Confederate  States,  shall,  where  captured 
in  the  ("onfcderate  States,  be  delivered  to  authorities  of  the  State  or 
States  in  which  they  shall  Iw  captured,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to 
•uch  present  or  future  laws  of  such  Stat-e  or  States.'* 

Ill  Maivh,  18G3,  this  Bunie  Coiifedeniti?  CongTVBs  en- 
acted the  following  order  to  regulate  the  impressment  of 
nogrooH  for  nrrny  ptirposos : 

"Skc.  (>.— Wlicre  slaves  arc  impressed  by  the  Confederate  GovArn- 
tuent,  to  labor  on  forliHcations,  or  other  public  works,  the  impressment 
nhall  lie  made  by  said  Government  according  to  the  rules  and  regnlo- 
tlODs  providwl  in  the  laws  of  the  States  whenHn  they  arp  impressed ;  and. 
in  the  absence  of  such  law,  in  accordance  with  such  rnles  and  regnlations 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  the  Secretary  of  War 
■halt  from  time  to  time  prescribe;  Pror/fW,  That  no  impr<»*inenl  of 
nlaveh  shall  Ik;  made,  when  they  can  be  hired  or  procured  by  tJie  owner 
or  agent. 

"Sec.  10.— That,  preriona  to  the  let  day  of  December  next,  no  slav* 
Iflboriiig  on  a  farm  or  plantation,  exelusively  devoted  to  the  production 
of  grain  and  provisions,  shall  be  taken  for  the  public  use,  without  lb* 
consent  of  the  owner,  except  in  cwse  of  urgent  necattdty." 
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Thus  it  is  apparent  that  while  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment was  holdinf^  aloft  the  blaok  flag,  oven  aguiost  the 
Northern  Phalanx  rej^ments  composed  of  men  who  were 
never  nlaves,  it  was  at  the  same  time  engaged  in  enrolling 
and  conscriptinp;  slaves  to  work  on  foi'tifications  and  in 
tntnohes,  in  support  of  their  i*ebellion  against  the  United 
States,  and  at  a  jjeriod  when  negro  troops  were  not  ac- 
cepted in  the  army  of  the  United  States, 

Soon  after  the  mimission  of  nogro»»s  into  the  Union 
anny,  it  was  repoi-ted  to  Secretary  Stanton  that  thi*ee 
negro  soldiers,  captured  with  the  guntoat  *'  Isaac  Smith," 
on  Stone  river,  were  placed  in  close  confinement,  where- 
npuu  he  ordei-ed  thi-ee  confederate  prisoners  belonging  to 
South  Cai^olina  to  l>e  placed  in  close  confinement,  and  in- 
fonned  the  Confederate  Government  of  the  action.  The 
lUchmoud  Exuminer  becoming  cognizant  of  this  said : 

'*It  ie  not  menaly  the  pretension  of  a  rpignliirOovemnipnt,  nffecting 
to  deal  with  're^tels,'  but  it  is  a  deadly  etni>  whioh  they  ftr**  diiniujj:  at  our 
inHtitutiouH  theniBC'Ivi?H;  l>«!nuHH  tliey  know  that,  if  wi*  werp  iriHnnr 
fuouKli  to  yield  thitt  poiut,  to  ti-eat  black  men  a**  the  (^ualx  of  whilo, 
and  iuHurgent  slav««  an  e<|uivrtlt'nt  to  our  brave  white  Holdien*,  the  very 
foundation  of  tdavery  wouhJ  be  fatally  wounded." 

Several  black  soldiers  wert»  captui'ed  in  an  engagement 
liefore  Charleston,  and  when  it  came  to  an  exchange  of 
prisoners,  though  an  immediate  exchang*e  of  all  captured 
in  the  engagement  had  lM»en  agreed  upon,  the  confederates 
would  not  exchange  the  negro  troops.  To  this  the  Pi-esi- 
dent's  attention  wa^  called,  whereupon  he  issued  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

"KxEcuTiVE  Mansion,  Washtngton,  July  30th,  1863. 
"It  is  the  duty  of  every  government  to  give  protwtion  to  its  citixeuB, 
of  whatever  color,  c-IasB,  or  rendition,  and  wpwially  to  those  who  are 
duly  orjrainised  tin  soldiers  in  the  puhlir  Horvice.  The  law  of  nations  and 
the  iiwiprefl  and  (?UHtrf)nif»  of  war.  t\»  earned  on  by  c-ivilized  powers,  permit 
no  diHtinrtion  a«  to  color  in  the  tr<.*atment  of  priHOuerH  of  war,  f\n  pub- 
lic enemieH.  To  w»il  or  euHlave  any  captured  jXTtton,  on  account  of  hii» 
color,  and  for  no  oflenno  ajj^ainHt  the  hi  we  of  war,  18  a  relapse  into  har- 
bnri^rn,  and  a  crime  against  the  civihzation  of  the  aRV.  The  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  vdW  jpve  the  siime  protection  to  all  its  sohliora; 
and  if  the  enemy  shall  enslave  or  wll  any  one  because  of  his  color,  ti»e 
oflWase  ehall  be  pnnisbed  by  retaliation  upon  the  eoemy*B  prisoners  in 
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our  powweaiou.  It  w  thpivfore  orderet]  tbat  for  every  Boldior  of  thv 
I'niU'd  States  killed  iu  violutiou  of  tbo  Iuwh  of  war,  a  robt'l  soldier  ahaU 
Iw  execut**d,  and  for  every  oneeuslaved  by  the  eueuiy  or  sold  iotOBlav* 
fpy,  A  rel*el  soldier  bUoU  bo  pbit'od  ut  bard  labor  on  public  works,  and 
coutatmod  at  miL-h  labor  until  tbe  other  shall  be  reK<a»«d  and  niceive  tbv 
tivatiuent  due  to  a  prii^acr  of  war. 

"ABRAHAM  LINCOLN, 
"  By  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War.

However,  thiB  order  did  not  prevent  the  carrying  out 
of  the  intentions  of  the  confederate  Presiilent  and  Con- 
proAs. 

The  saddest  and  bla<:kost  chapter  of  the  history  of  the 
war  of  the  U«^l)eHion,  is  that  which  relates  to  the  treat- 
ment of  Cnion  prisonei-H  in  th«  rebel  prison  |Knm,  at 
Macon,  Ga.,  Belle  Island,  Castle  Thunder,  Poniberton, 
Libl»fr\y,  at  and  near  Richmond  and  Danville,  Va.,  Cahaw- 
ba,  Ala..  Salisbury,  N.C.,  Tyler,  Texas,  Florida,  Columbia, 
S.  C,  Milieu  and  Andei-sonville,  Ga.  It  is  not  the  purpose 
to  attvOmpt  a  general  de8cnj>tion  of  these  modern  char- 
nel  house**,  or  to  eut^r  iut-o  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
trefttuieut  of  the  I'nion  soldiers  who  were  unfortunate* 
euough  to  escape  death  upon  the  battle-field  and  then  fall 
captive  to  the  confeflerates.  "When  we  consider  the  fact 
that  the  white  men  who  were  eugagrni  in  the  war  upon 
both  sides,  belonged  to  one  nation,  and  were  Americans, 
many  of  whom  hnd  l>een  eibicated  at  the  same  schools, 
and  many— very  many— of  them  memliers  of  the  same 
rt^ligions  denominations,  and  church;  not  a  few  springing 
from  the  s;nne  stock  and  loins,  the  atrocities  eomniitted 
by  the  confederate^  ngainst  the  Union  soldiers,  while  in 
their  custody  as  prisoners  of  war,  ma-kes  their  deeds  more 
dhocking  and  inhuman  than  if  the  contestants  had  been 
of  a  diffei-ent  nationality. 

The  English  soldiers  who  lashed  the  Sepoys  to  tho 
mouths  of  their  cannon,  and  then  fired  the  pieces,  thus 
cruelly  murdering  the  captured  rebels,  offered  the  plea,  in 
mitigation  of  their  crime,  and  as  an  excuse  for  violating 
the  rules  of  war»  that  their  subjects  were  not  of  a  civilized 
nation,  and  did  not  themselves  adhere  to  the  laws  govern- 
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ing  civilized  nations  at  war  with  eaob  other.  But  no  such 
plea  cau  be  entered  in  the  case  of  tlie  confederates,  who 
stai'ved,  shot  and  murdeixnl  80,000  of  their  brethren  iu 
prinou  penn,  white  pritsoniTK  of  war.  If  such  tn^atoiout 
was  meted  to  those  of  their  ovm  color  and  race,  as  is 
relat-ed  by  an  investigating  comnnttee  of  Senators,  what 
inn«t  have  l>een  the  trentineut  of  those  of  another  race» — 
whom  they  hod  held  in  .slavery,  and  whom  they  regarded 
the  same  as  sheep  and  horses,  to  be  bought  and  sold  at 
will, — when  captured  in  battle,  hglitiug  against  them  for 
the  Union  and  their  own  freedom? 

The  re[)ort  i)f  the  Ccnigri^ssional  Committee  furnishes 
ample  proof  of  the  barbarities;

"On  tbf  4th  in8t ,  your  committ«>  rtM.i«ivt'd  u  conimiiuication  of  that 
dat«  from  the  Sw:rt»t«ry  of  War,  pTirloMin^j:  tho  report  of  Colouol  Hoff- 
man, rommiftwiry  B»*neral  of  priflonfrs,  dated  M«y  3,  cullinf^  the  atten- 
tion of  the  foniniitt**  to  the  condition  of  returned  I'nion  prisoners,  wilJi 
the  nyiut'Ht  that  the  coiniuittee  wonid  ininu'^liatoly  prn<NMHi  to  AnnnpoliH 
and  pxamine  with  their  own  oyp«  thp  condition  of  those  who  have  lieen 
returm*d  from  reM  captivity.  Th<*  eo[nniitt»*e  renolvrtl  that  they  woiihl 
comply  with  the  n'qnest  of  the  SfM-reiary  of  Wnr  on  the  fiivt  opjjortu- 
liit^i .  The  .'itti  nf  May  wii»  devote<i  by  the  i-oriiniittw  to  eoutluding  their 
Inliore  upon  the  tnvestipation  of  tlip  Fopt  Pillow  nia««*aere.  OntlieOth 
nf  Mny,  however.  IhiM-otuniilte*' p»rorHM*(h'<l  to  Anunpolw  and  Ballinion;, 
and  eiariiMMHl  the  condition  of  onr  r*4iitiied  aohliern,  and  took  the  t-esiti- 
mony  of  wveral  of  thetri,  together  with  the  teHtiuiouy  of  Hurgeonn  and 
otli»*r  i»ersonH  in  attendiinc^  ujwn  the  hoflpitalfl.  That  testimony,  with 
tht»  romnmniention  of  tlio  Sc*?r*.'tivry  of  War,  and  the  report  of  CoIoD(4 
nofTnian,  ih  hpn'with  transmitted. 

'*TIm' evidence  provin*.  beyond  aU  manner  of  doubt,  a  dpterniinatioo 
on  the  part  of  tlie  reb#*l  anthoritips,  deiil^erutely  ^^d  persistently  prao 
1ir-»ii  fnp  a  lonp  time  past,  to  8ul>j"et  thow*  of  onr  soldierfl  who  have  been 
BO  nnfortunate  ofi  to  fall  in  their  hands  to  a  uyNtem  of  treatment  which 
haw  rofiultPil  in  re<lucinff  many  of  those  who  havf  unrvived  and  been  per- 
mitted to  return  to  us  in  a  condition,  both  phyHiruIly  and  mentally, 
which  no  lan(fW''»ffo  we  can  use  can  adeqnntely  dp<KTibe,  Thouph  nearly 
aD  the  patients  now  in  the  Naval  Academy  honpitaj  at  Annapolis,  and  in 
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ih«  West  hospital,  in  Dahainorre,  have  been  under  the  kindest  and  xnoet 
intellijrvnt  treatment  for  about  three  weeks  post,  and  many  of  tbom  for 
a  greater  leuj^b  of  time^  still  they  preseut  literall.?  the  appearance  of 
livuifre^k^l^tona,  many  of  tbf?m  boing  nothing  but  skin  and  bone;  8oro« 
of  them  are  muuned  for  life,  having  been  frozen  wJiile  exposed  to  Uiv  in- 
<  clemency  of  the  wiut^^r  seoaon  on  Bflle  Inle,  l>eing  com[»ellpd  to  lie  on  the 
bare  ground,  without  tonte  or  blauketa,  some  of  theru  without  ovenoat* 
or  even  i:oiite,  with  but  little  fire  to  mitigate  the  aeverity  of  the  wiad« 
and  storms  to  which  they  were  exposed. 

"The  testimony  ehovva  that  the  genvraJ  practice  of  their  captom  mam 
to  rob  them,  as  soon  as  they  were  token  prisoners,  of  all  their  money, 
Tolunble**,  blankets,  and  good  clotJiiug,  for  which  they  received  nocbiog 
in  exchange  except,  perha|>s,  some  old  worn-out  rebel  clothing  hardly 
better  than  none  at  all.  Dpon  their  arrivuJ  at  Ki<-hmond  they  ha-vw  bt^n 
contini'd,  without  blankwti*  or  other  coveriug,  in  buildinga  without  Iir», 
or  upon  Belle  Isle  with,  in  many  caaen,  no  shuiter,  and  in  othern  with 
nothing  but  old  diwarded  array  teuUs,  »o  injuretj  by  reubjaud  hole«aa 
to  pn-w'tit  butlittie burner  to  the  wind  and  stornift;  on  eoveral  occasiuos, 
t4ie  witneBsw  say,  tbey  have  arisen  in  the  morniug  from  their  rtwting- 
plaeen  ujion  the  bare  earthy  and  found  Beveral  of  their  comrwles  frojwi 
to  d(*uth  during  the  night,  and  that  many  others  would  hare  met  thu 
same  fate  had  they  not  walked  rapidly  buck  uud  forth,  during  the  hours 
whitrb  whoiild  have  been  df'vot4»d  to  sleep,  for  the  puq»oee  of  retaining 
«urticitmt  warmth  to  preserve  life. 

"In  respect  to  tlie  food  furnijihed  to  our  men  by  the  rebel  anthoritie«, 
the  twstiniouy  proves  that  the  ration  of  eoirh  mnn  was  totally  insufficient 
in  quantity  to  preserve  the  lieoltb  of  a  child,  even  hud  it  been  of  uropor 
quality,  whieli  it  waa  not.  It  consisted  usually,  at  the  most,  of  two 
sruall  piet^  of  norn-hread,  made  in  many  instances,  as  the  witneaara 
et4»t^,  of  com  and  cobs  ground  together,  and  badly  prepar*Mi  and  cookod» 
of,  at  tiuuw,  uboiit  two  ounces  of  mout,  usually  of  poor  quiUitj',  and  un- 
fit to  I>»?  oat*!U,  and  oocoAionally  a  fnw  Mark  worm-eaten  beans,  or  i^omc^ 
thiug  of  that  kind.  Many  of  your  men  were  eomptillwl  to  r?U  to  tht»ir 
gimrds,  and  others,  for  what  price  they  could  gpt,  such  clothing  nud 
hlankfts  as  they  were  permitted  to  receive  of  that  forwarded  for  their 
nseby  ourgovernniput.  in  order  to  obtain  additional  food  suffident  to 
flUfltain  life;  thus,  by  endeavoring  to  avoid  one  i)rivation  rtMiun'ng  tliem- 
HelvHH  t-o  the  same  destitute  condition  in  rwpect  to  clothing  and  i!OV*^ 
ing  that  they  were  in  before  thpy  received  any  from  our  government. 
When  they  became  sick  and  diseased  in  oonpeqnence  of  this  i>xiK>f;are  and 
privation,  and  werp  admitted  into  thp  hospitals,  their  treaUnent  wita 
little  if  any,  improved  as  to  food,  t4iougli  they,  doubtlfss,  suffered  lt«» 
iVom  exposure  to  cold  than  before.  Th*Mr  food  still  rcmuim^d  insuHicicnt 
in  quantity  and  altogether  unfit  in  quality.  Their  diwasrs  luid  wounds 
did  not  r«»cfivf?  the  treatment  which  the  commonest  dictjitos  uf  hu- 
manity would  have  prompted.  One  witness,  whom  your  c<>mmitt<v  ex- 
amined, who  had  lost  all  the  toe«  of  one  foot  ttom  being  ftowD  whilv  oa 
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Bello  Isle,  f>tatc«  tbnt  for  daj-B  nt  a  time  ht»  wonndfl  rpfp  not  di^efMod, 
iiiiil  tUvy  had  not  Iwen  ilrcswd  Cor  fuur  duvH  when  U»  was  tukt'ii  from  the 
hoHpital  Qud  carried  on  thn  !lng-("tf-tinop  hojit  for  Kortn*s8  Monroe, 

•*  In  n'feit*ut*e  to  the  condition  to  wbiiih  our  men  were  reduc<.«d  by  cold 
and  hunger,  your  comniitteK  would  call  attention  to  tlie  following  ex- 
t'Xtracta  fj-om  the  te«tiniouy.    One  niVneHtt  t«stifle«: 

"*r  hiid  no  bltinkf^tj4  until  our  Government  sent  utaKomo. 

'**Uuestion.— ilow  divJ  .vou  hlecp  ln'fnif>  .von  rwfived  tho^e  Llnn«cM«? 

"' Anuvvur, — We  uwnl  to  gwi  tuj^ethHr  juht  as  eloee  as  we  i^uM.  nriJ 
^tleejt  tfpoon-fjiBbion,  tto  that  when  one  turned  over  we  ail  had  tu  turn 
over.* 

*•  Another  witnosa  teKtdfies : 

" '  Qut'Ktion.— Were  ,vou  hunsTy  '^H  thf  Time? 

"'Answer. — Hungry!  J  Luuld  i*/it  imylhine  thut  came bcfnrp  iis;  some 
of  the  boyH  wonld  jret  hoxe^  from  ttie  .North  with  mnBt  of  dinV'f»'nt  kinds 
iu  theni;  tvnd,  after  tliey  had  idrked  the  nirntofT,  they  uonlil  throw  the 
bont*  away  into  the  fepit^boxt'-s  aud  we  would  pick  the  bone**  out  of  the 
flpit-boxea  and  ^nnw  them  over  H^faiu.' 

"Ill  addition  to  thiH  insufficient  Mupply  of  food,  clothinp  and  Bhelter, 
onr  6oldierr4,  whil«*  priponprn,  have  be*'u  hubjwied  to  the  niOf^t  eruH  treat- 
ineut  from  those  placed  over  them.  They  hnve  W-^m  Jibuned  and  shame* 
fully  treated  on  aUnOft  every  opportunity.  .Many  have  bet-n  niMixilesj^ly 
fihot  and  killed  when  they  faile<l  to  comply  with  all  the  dntnaitd^  of 
th^Tir  jjuTurB,  Bonietimes  for  Tiolating  rulet*  of  which  they  hatl  not  been 
informed.  CVowded  in  great  numbers  in  bnildin^f,  they  have  bt-en  fii-ed 
nt  and  killed  by  the  ttcnlinelK  outside  when  they  appeared  at  the  win- 
dow** for  the  purpose  of  obtaining;  »  little  fresh  air.  Odn  man.  whone 
ronirnde  in  the  Rervire,  in  bnttlii  and  in  cnpti\it.y,  bad  bt^'n  so  foriiinate 
H>*  to  be  amon^  thoHe  ri'lpawed  tiom  further  torments,  waK  cht»l  dfud  n* 
he  was  wanng  with  h'lfi  hand  a  last  ndien  to  hip  friend;  and  other  in- 
irt4in(%6  nf  eqimlly  unprovoked  inunler  ai-e  dit«cIo(^l  by  the  r«*Htiriiony. 

"The  condition  of  our  returned  noldif»rK  aw  i-cjj'irdH  ptTnonal  elennli- 
nPBs,  has  been  filthy  almoat  beyond  dew'iiptiou.  Their  clothes  have  been 
»n  dirty  and  so  covemd  with  vermin,  that  those  who  reeeiveil  them  have 
been  comin^lled  to  dcsmiy  thfir  clothing  and  re-clothe  them  with  now 
and  clean  rainu'nt.  Their  bodiiw  and  heads  have  bi-eu  hi  infected  with 
vermiu  that,  in  «ome  instancies,  repented  wnpldnjrR  have  tidied  to  n'move 
tliem;  and  thosi*  who  have  nni'ivpd  them  in  charge  have  bf^m  comi»eIled 
to  cnt  all  tbe  biiir  from  tht-ir  hende,  and  make  apijlicatinnH  to  debtroy 
the  vermin.  Some  havw  Imhmi  ri-cs^ived  with  no  clothing  but  !«hirt>»  and 
drawers  and  a  piece  of  blanket  or  other  ontfiide  covering,  entirely  desti* 
tnte  of  coatfi,  hat*?,  shoes  or  stockings;  nnd  the  bodies  of  thone  b*'tter 
snpplieii  with  clothing  have  been  equally  dirty  nnd  filthy  with  the  othew, 
many  who  have  bef»n  sick  nnd  iu  tbe  hospital  having  had  no  opportu, 
nity  to  wash  their  bodira  for  weeks  and  months  before  they  were  released 
from  captivity. 

"  Your  committw  are  nnaMe  to  convoy  any  adequate  idea  nf  the  sad 
and  deplorable  condition  of  tbo  men  they  saw  lu  the  hospitiilA  they 
16 
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TiBited;  and  the  testimony  they  have  taken  cannot  convey  to  tiie  reader 
the  imfiTVssioDs  whirh  your  committt'e  there  received.  The  peraona  w» 
eaw,  xxH  we  were  ussurvd  by  those  in  ohunje  of  them,  have  ^creutly  im- 
pro'ed  Hinoe  they  have  been  received  in  the  ho8|)itab.  Yet  they  are  now 
dyingr  daily,  o«o  of  them  being  in  the  very  throe«  of  death  aa  your  com- 
mittee Htood  by  his  bed-side  and  witnestied  the  sad  spectacle  there  pro- 
Bented.  All  those  whom  your  coinmitteo  examine*!  stated  that  tJioy  have 
been  thus  reducwl  aud  emaciated  entirely  iu  consequence  of  the  niercile<» 
treatment  they  rws^ived  while  prinoncrH  from  their  enemiefi ;  and  tlie  phy- 
eieiauM  in  charge  of  tbeni,  the  men  best  titled  by  their  profe«Kion  and  ex- 
perienee  to  expn'HS  an  opinion  upon  the  subjw^  all  wiy  that  they  have 
no  doubt  that  the  Htatementa  of  thoir  patients  are  entin'ly  correct. 

"It  will  be  observed  ftom  the  tt'stiinony,  that  all  the  «itne«)^ee  who 
testify  u|xjn  that  point  Ktate  that  the  treatment  they  received  while  con- 
flne<l  at  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  Dalton,  Georgia,  and  other  place**, 
wa«  far  more  humane  than  that  they  received  at  Richmond,  where  the 
onthoritie**  of  the  no-called  confederacy  were  cougrf-gated,  and  where  the 
power  existed,  had  the  inclination  not  been  wanting,  to  reform  those 
abuHi's  and  wvure  to  tl»e  pririonern  they  held  Home  treatment  that  would 
bear  n  puhlic  compaHtion  to  that  accorded  by  our  anthoritiej*  to  the 
prisoiiei-K  in  uurcustody.  Yourcommillfv,  therefore,  orecontttraintHj  to 
Bay  thiit  Ihey  can  hardly  avoid  the  concluHion,  exppe*«eil  by  so  many  of 
our  iWeaiied  Holdieiw,  that  the  inhunian  practiws  hei-ein  ivferreij  to  are 
the  r»»Hult  of  a  determination  on  the  part  of  the  relwl  authorities  to  re^ 
dm!e  our  Holdiers  in  their  power,  by  privation  of  food  aud  clothing,  and 
by  expoHure,  to  such  a  condition  that  thone  who  ma^r  Burvive  shall  never 
reirover  bo  as  to  be  able  to  mider  an.v  en(!<rtive  BervJco  in  the  tleld.  Ai»d 
your  comruittiH"  accordingly  a«k  that  this  refKMt,  with  the mx'ompany- 
ing  tcHtirnony  Ik'  printed  with  the  reyiort  and  t<'«timony  [which  waaor- 
cordiugly  done]  in  n'lation  to  the  matiancre  of  Fort  INllow,  the  one  being, 
in  their  opinion,  no  leKs  than  the  other,  the  result  of  a  predetermine^! 
policy.  As  n'gardH  the  a^sertionn  of  Rome  of  the  rebel  new8pai»ere,  that 
our  prisfMiera  Imve  re(!«'ivet!  at  their  handa  the  flnrae  treatment  that  their 
own  Mo!dipii4  in  the  Held  have  received,  they  are  evidently  butthcmoAt 
glarin;;  and  unbluKhing  falnehoodo.  No  one  can  for  a  moment  be  d*^ 
ceived  by  kucIi  HtatementK,  who  will  reflect  that  our  Boldiers,  who,  when 
taken  prir*onerw,  have  been  Htont.  healthy  men,  in  the  prime  and  vigor  of 
life,  yet  have  died  hy  hundnnlM  under  the  treatment  they  hiive  receivi*d, 
although  required  to  fterform  no  duties  of  theciimp  or  the  maivh;  while 
the  rpb*?l  soldiors  ni-e  able  to  nmke  long  and  rapid  marohea,  and  to  offer 
a  stubborn  re-Kintanr**  in  the  field. 

"  Your  eommittee,  finding  it  impOHHible  to  dencrilx*  in  wnrdn  the  «Je- 
ph>rat)le  condition  of  thene  returned  prisoner*!,  have  iMiutMxi  photograplm 
to  be  taken  of  a  number  of  them,  aud  a  fiiir  nample  to  b*"  lithographenl 
and  apfwuded  to  their  report,  that  their  exnct  condition  may  be  known 
by  all  who  examine  it.    iSome  of  them  have  Hin<«  died. 

"There  is  one  feature  couu«'Cte<l  with   thin  iuveHtigatiou«  to  which 
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7oiir  committee  can  refer  with  pride  nnd  satisfaction ;  and  that  In  the  uii- 
coinplainihg  fortitude,  the  umliniiuishe*]  i>atri(^t.ij*ni  pxhitni^d  by  oar 
bruve  iiieii  under  all  their  [irivutioiis,  wtm  iu  the  hour  of  death, 

"  Your  eommitlw  will  rlose  tlinir  n-jmrt  b^*  quoting  the  tribute  paid 
thetic  men  by  the  cbuptin  nf  the  huKpilul  at  Auuapolig,  who  ha<i  niiuJK- 
U'red  to  8o  many  of  them  iu  their  liist  momenta;  >\hu  hoA  eniouLhL>d 
their  pajwage  to  the  grove  by  his  kindm*RH  and  utteutiou,  and  who  has 
juTfoiMHHi  the  iixeiX  (Mid  uftlctts  over  their  lifeless  reiiiaiiii'.    lie  eayH: 

"*Tlien>  is  anotluT  thing  I  wouM  wii^h  to  f'tixW.  All  themnn,  with- 
ont  any  pxeeptiou  aiiinng  the  thouNumlH  that  haveconu*  to  this  hoNpi- 
tul,  luivu  Tievi-r  in  a  »>ingli*  inntauee  expreHned  a  regret  (uotwitliKtandiiig 
th«*  privutioMH  and  HufTpriug.s  they  have  eudurwl)  that  they  entered  their 
rduntry'H  jw^rviee.  Thi-y  have  been  the  most  loyal,  devotfd  and  eurnrnt 
num.  livi'n  ou  the  lubt  days  of  their  liveH  they  haveHaid  that  nil  they 
ho|"'d  for  was  just  to  livt?  and  enter  tin*  rankn  tignin  and  nii*iH  th»'ir  fvje».

"RlK.*— I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  pun*unnt  to  your  instruc- 
tiouM  of  the  2nd  instant,  I  rtro«M>ded,  yesttrdajk'  inorniug,  to  AnuupoliH, 
with  a  vif'W  to  «<v  thatlhe  paroled  priKonn-H  about  to  arrive  tiifre  from 
Richmond  wpre  iirop4»rly  rpceiv<?d  and  i-ared  for. 

"ThM  rtag-<;tf- truce  boat  'Nmv  York,'  under  the  charge  of  Major  Mul- 
ford,  with  thirty-two  ofllw»rH, three hundivd  and  nixty-throe enlir»ted  men, 
and  onetitiztMi  on  board,  reachtnl  the  wharf  at  thu  Naval  School  hospi- 
tal about  ten  o*eloek.  On  going  on  board,  1  found  the  officern  generally 
in  g<x>d  health,  and  much  clieered  by  their  huiifty  ri'luaM'  from  the  rebel 
prisons,  and  by  the  prospect  of  again  lieing  with  thi'ir  friends, 

" The  enliste<l  men  who  had  endured  bo  many  privntiouH  at,  Ih'lle  IhI© 
anil  other  pbK>i4  uvr»',with  few  exeeptiouM,  in  a  very  wad  plight,  nH-ntally 
and  physically,  having  for  month.H  b(vn  exjHiwHl  to  all  the  changi^-)^  of  the 
wcathor,  with  no  other  protii'tion  than  a  ver;v'  insuffirient  sui>fily  of 
worthhwH  tenlH,  and  with  an  allowanee  of  food  ncanrly  HutHrimit  to  pi-p- 
V'Mit  Ft-arvatioa,  even  i*"  of  wholesome  <;uality;  but  as  it  wiw  made  of 
roarwiy-ground  corn,  iarluding  the  busks,  and  probably  nt  timcw  the 
colw,  if  it  did  not  kill  by  starvation,  it  was  i4urw  to  do  it  by  the  diwMLse  it 
created.  Rome  of  t}iesi»  poor  fellows  wert»  wiuttH  to  mere  skeletons,  and 
had  «can*ely  life  enough  remaining  to  appreeiate  that  thwy  were  now  in 
tlie  handH  of  their  friendH,  and  among  them  all  tlu'pe  wer<j  few  who  had 
not  beeomo  too  much  broken  down  and  diMpirited  by  their  many  priva- 
tions to  be  able  to  realize  the  hnjtfiy  prospi-ot  of  w^lief  from  their  HufTer 
luga  wbiuh  wafl  before  them.    >Vith  rare  exivpUoa,  every  face  yras  sad 
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witii  I'Mp*  funl  huiiK*'!';  ihfiv  wjih  uo  l>i'ig:iii.i'i)iitg  uf  the  eouiiteoaiioe  err 
li^htiiifr  up  of  the  e>e,  to  iudii-aU^  a  thought  of  an.vtliiuj;  boyoiul  a  pain- 
f(il  :H'titn*  of  proittruti(jn  of  mind  and  body.  Mauy  faces  showed  that 
tht'io  wjw  scucccly  a  Tny  of  iuti'lU^renCi'  left.

'Question.    Were  you  a  slave?    'Answer.    Yes,  sir, 

'  Question.    Where  did  you  enlist  ?    'Answer.    At  Coriuth. 

•Question.  Were  you  in  the  flght  at  Fort  Pillow?  'Answer.  Tee, 
sir. 

'Question.  Describe  what  yoo  saw  done  there.  'Answer.  Moat  nil 
the  men  that  were  killed  ou  our  side  were  killed  after  the  flght  was  over. 
They  oalleil  tliem  out  and  shot  tbem  down.  Then  tliey  put  some  in  the 
houses  and  shut  them  up,  and  then  burned  the  houses.

State  what  you  eaw  there  of  the  fight,  and  what  wit* 
tUin*?  afivr  tho  place  woa  capturerl.  'Atiptwer.  We  fought  them  for  wiine 
eix  or  eight  hours  in  the  fort,  uud  whoa  thoy  chargi»il,  our  men  wyitter«d 
and  ran  under  the  hill;  some  ttirued  back  Hud  Burrendf'rcd,  niid  wure 
fthot.

liHtor  on  duiin*;  the  war  the  policy  of  ma^encrinji:  wan 
HOHMnvliiit  aLaT<:M|,  tliat  ifl  it  was  not  done  on  the  batth'- 
lichl.  The  huinainty  of  the  coiifederatt^  in  Virginia  per- 
inittcMl  thorn  to  lake  their  bla^k  prisoners  to  the  roar. 
Mnnit  a  hundred  soldiers  belonging  to  the  7th  Fhahinx 
Ue>riinc'nt,  with  seveiul  of  their  white  officers,  weit*  cap- 
tured at  Fort  Gilmer  on  the  James  River,  Va.,  and  taken 
to  Kiehmond  in  8*^]iteniber,  1804.  The  following  account 
is  given  of  their  treatment  in  the  record  of  .the  Regiment : 

"Tht*  follnwinR  interestinff  nkK/^heH  of  priflon-Hfe,  aa  pxporicnood  by 
I  wo  omoora  of  the  regiment,  i:npfur«»d  at  Fort  Gilmer,  have  byeii  kiudly 
funiislieil.  Thf  thtnils  €tf  the  tutfff^riuffs  of  the  enlisted  wen  cjipturwf 
with  thorn  we  ahull  never  know,  for  tew  of  them  ever  returned  to  teti  the 
tiiid  titor^v. 

"  *Aii  pflport  wns  soon  formed  to  conduct  the  priBonors  t«  Richmond, 
Bonw  Heven  or  eight  luileH  Oi8tai)t,aQd  the  kinder  behavior  of  that  part  of 
thej^uard  which  hail  partiojpntetl  in  the  action  wna  HUggeetive  of  the  free- 
numonry  Ihat  exiHt**  between  brave  fellowB  to  whatever  wde  belon^rinff. 
On  the  road  the  prinoners  were  subjected  by  every  pa»ser-hy,  to  petty  in- 
hillt*«,  the  point  in  every  cnae,  more  or  lew  obnoene,  being  the  r.'olor  of 
t!ic?ir  skill.  The  noHtary  exception,  curiouBly  enongh,  being  a  nyn\$)b  dti 
ps  ve  in  the  «nl)iirlm  of  the  town.* 

"'About  duHk  the  prii*oiiei*H  peached  the  notorious  Libby,  where  th& 
offiMTs  took  leave  of  their  enlisted  comrndeft— from  most  of  them  for- 
ever. The  officerB  were  then  nearchod  and  put  collectively  in  a  dnrk  boh"*, 
whose  purpoMc  undoubtedly  was  Himilar  to  thnt  of  tbe'Rarof  Oionyr^ 
\\xs.'  In  the  morninp,  nftw  Ix-ing  again  Penprhod.  they  wen*  pinred 
among  the  rest  of  theconfine<i  officers,  among  whom  wnrf  Tapt.  Cook,  nf 
the  Ninth,  tnken  a  few  weeks  previouftl.v  at  Strawln-rry  Plaina.  Som** 
limn  before,  the  eonrederuten  ha<I  made  a  great  haul  on  the  Weldnn  Rnll- 
roa<I,  and  the  priHon  whh  getting  nncontfortalily  full  of  priftonepH  and — 
vermin.  After  a  few  dayn  Hojouni  in  Libby.  the  anthoritiiw  prrscribed  a 
change  of  air,  ami  the  priflonerH  were  pneked  into  box  and  Block  cars 
nnd  rolled  to  SaltHbury,  N.  C.    The  comfortfl  of  this  two  day*B  ride  itre

" '  The  w<mkn»/h>*,  and  Htill  nion*,  tlie  appallin)^  ferocity  of  the  ^imrtlH, 
«tiniuliited  Ihr  djwire  to  ewcape;  but  when  thit*  had  beeonie  a  plan  it  wri8 
diKCovei^ti,  and  thr  eoiaiiiiHMionfHl  prinonerH  weiv  at  oncv  hnrrietl  off  to 
Danvilh',  Va.,  and  there  aj!iFtiK:rie<l  the  two  up|W  floors  of  an  nbMiidoiied 
tobacco  warehouse,  whieh  formtni  one  Mile  of  an  Ofien  nipiare.  llt-re  an 
orfTNiiicatiun  into  nieHHen  wa*  erfeeti'd,  from  tea  to  cijfht^H'n  in  each — to 
facilitate  tht'  itwut?  of  rutionH.

On  till'  upper  Hocr  Miew  envied  f*Mv  ero«.*ted  a  cooking  stove,  around 
which  they  might  be  found  at  all  hours  of  the  day,  preparing  savory 
dishes,  whili'  encin-led  by  a  triple  and  quadruple  row  of  jenlouM  notjes« 
wigerly  inhailing  th(»  eseapintf  vapors,  so  coudueive  to  dny-drpfims  of 
future  banquets.  The  social  equilibrium  was,  however,  bi-diurntdly  re- 
Mored  by  a  common  pursuit — a  general  warfaw*  u!i<Ier  tht-  Maek  (lag 
against  n  common  enemy,  ns  insignifieant  individunlly  as  he  wat*  e<»Hect^ 
ively  formidabli'— an  insect,  in  short,  whose  domesticity  on  the  humaa 
body  is,  affording  to  some  natnrnlists,  one  of  the  diHerences  iM'twrH^n 
our  sjieeies  and  the  rest  of  creation.  Thin  o[»eration,  tfchnicidly, 'wkii^ 
inishiiig,'  hnp(H'nfHi  twice  a  day,  according  hs  the  sun  illuniin**d  the 
«ist  or  west  sides  of  the  apartments,  along  which  tin*  line  wun  deployed 
in  its  beams. 

"Enting,  sleeping,  smelling  and  skirmishing  formed  the  routine  of 
prison-liff^,  brok*Mi  one**  in  a  while  by  a  walk,  nndnr  ewort,  to  the  Dan 
river,  flome  eighty  yarils  distant,  for  a  water  supply.  Generally,  some 
ten  or  twelve  prisoners  with  tiuckets  were  allowe*)  to  go  nt  once,  and  t-hi« 
ctrcTimptance.  together  with  the  fact  that  the  guard  for  all  the  prisons  in 
town  wi're  mounted  in  the  ojn'n  Hqnnr**  in  front,  exnti>il  the  tirstiden  of 
ew^ape.    According  to  high  diplomatic  authority,  empty  stonmchs  are 
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conducive  to  ingetmity.eothe  idea  soon  l>ecaineA  plan  and  a  conflpiraey. 
Wliili'  tbe  new  (juard  hud  »lw?ked  arms  in  the  open  square  preparatory 
to  tiiounting,  HOrae  t**n  or  twt^lve  officpra,  under  the  lead  of  Col.  RtUrtton, 
the  powerful  h«ud  of  »i>iue  Nvw  York  n^meut,  wert^  to  U8k  for  exit  nudpr 
pret^n?*e  of  getting  wnttT,  aud  then  to  overpower  the  opposing  sentries, 
whilt'  Tlit*  balance  of  the  pri«ouerfl,  previously  drawn  up  in  line  at  the 
heiwl  of  tho  HhortatairLuse  leading  diret^t  to  the  exit  door,  were  to  rnnh 
dowu  iutu  the  nquure,  8cize  the  Htacked  armM  oud  luarcb  tlirougU  Ui» 
Coufedwraoy  to  the  Union  lines — perhaps  I 

"'Among  the  t*»n  or  twelve  pauedo-water-carriers— the  forlorn  hope — 
were  f'ol,  llaUton,  t-apt.  Cook,  of  the  Ninth,  and  one  or  two  of  the 
Sev*'nth — Capt.  Weinw  Hnd  Lieut.  Spinney.  On  the  guanl  o[»H(iiiig  the 
door  for  egreHH,  Col.  Halntou  and  one  of  the  Seventh  threw  themiwlves  on 
the  tiiMt  nian>  a  powerful  six-fiM^ttr,  and  floored  him.  At  tlie  mima  mo* 
tneut,  however,  another  guard  with  gn-ut  prewuce  of  miud,  HlununetJ  th« 
door  and  turned  the  key,  and  that  before  Hve  officers  could  descend  thp 
Hliort  8tairvii>*e.  The  altt'Tiipt  wu**  now  a  failure.  One  of  the  gujtrdh  ou 
the  outride  of  the  building  took  deliberate  aim  through  the  o(H>n  window 
at  ('(>!.  Kalfltoti,  who  was  hMU  engag'ed  with  the  Btruggling  fellow,  and 
ffhot  him  through  the  boweb.  Col.  KalHton  died  a  lingei-itig  and  painfull 
death  aft^T  two  or  thre<i  days.  Less  true  bravery  than  his  haa  I»oen 
highly  HUligiu  vel-He. 

"*Thi«  atteinjit  pould  not  but  aharpen  the  diAeipHne  of  the  priwon, 
but  Honu  the  natural  huumuity  of  the  oonimaudant.  Col.  Smith,  now  l»e- 
beved  U>  be  Chief  F^nginwr  of  the  Baltimore  Bridge  Conii)any,  rt/*««*rUMl 
itHflf,  Mild  things  went  on  tiH  before.  Two  ineideutH  may,  however,  \m 
nirtutioned  in  thin  connection,  whojw^  a«rK*ritie8  time  haj^  removed,  leav- 
ing uothing  but  their  Halieut  grotesque  featuret*. 

*^ 'Immediately  after  the  oceurivnce,  an  unHraite<i  supply  of  dry*ttlt*d 
C'odftHb  W4ia  introduced.  Thin  being  thettrHt  animal  food  for  week»,  wua 
giTi'dily  devoured  lu  Inrpe  ipiantitieft,  montly  row — producing  a  niging 
thirst.  The  water  supply  wuj?  now  curtailed  to  a  few  bueketMfbl,  but 
I'VHU  tl»w  few  di'opH  of  the  preciouH  fluid  were  mostly  wristed  iu  Uik  niir 
ffp  for  thi'ir  poKses.iion.  The  mnjority  of  the  contestnntH  retinil  disap- 
point<ed  to  rniiweon  the  comfortH  of  the  Sahara  l))>rtert.and  an  tlienlorie»i 
about  tupping  (rnnielH  recurred  to  them,  Huggwtive  glan>H>M  were  iiust  at 
the  moit'  fortunate  rivuK  After  a  few  dayn,  cuuspieuou.'*  for  the  epanng 
enjoyment  of  salt  cod,  the  water  supply  was  ordered  unlindted.  An  im- 
int!diat<»  'corner'  in  the  Newfoundland  staple  took  place,  the  8taeJc  bcin;; 
actively  nbsorbefl  by  bona  Sde  inveatorH,  who  found  that  it  bore  water- 
ing with  impunity. 


'"At  the  beginning  of  February,  18G5,  thirty  boxe*  of  provisions, 
Ptr..,  from  friend-s  in  the  North  arrived  for  the  prinonept*.  The  lint  of  own* 
WM  wa.H  unxioUHly  waiiiKxl  and  the  luuky  poHHcwtor  would  not  httv*«  ex- 
chaiigeil  for  the  capital  prize  in  the  Havana  lottery.    The  poor  fidlowa  ol 
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the  Serentb  were  among  the  fortuuate,  and  from  that  day  none  knew 
hunger  more. 

'"With  the  advent  of  the  boxes  came  the  dawD  of  a  brighter  day. 
(*rtrt«U  of  exchange  wrre  talked  about,  nnd  by  the  middle  of  February 
the  captives  foiiud  rheiiisi'lvetf  on  the  rail  for  Riehinoud.  The  old  Lihby 
Ap|H-mv4j  luiwli  h.'nn  (gloomy  thau  on  Hrst  acquaiutaiice,  the  ra^H  of  hope 
til ro win;;  a  halo  about  everywhere.  Many  a«kcd  and  oht-aiued  the  lib- 
erty of  the  town  to  lay  in  a  supply  of  tbo»e  Que  braud8  or  tobuoeo  fur 
which  Itiehmond  w  fanioue.  In  a  few  days  the  preliminaries  to  exchange 
wen?  e<)uipl»*tt»d,  and  on  the  22d  of  Kehruary— Wa^ihiiiyton's  birthday — 
the  captiveH  alno  etep]>e4l  iiit«  a  new  life  under  the  old  tiiifc." 

"Uaptain  Sherman,  of  Co.  C,  i^nvw  the  following  account: 

"'Further  resist^uce  being  UKeliin^,  and  haviug  expre»»ed  our  ^\illing* 
nefis  to  surrender,  we  were  invit*'d  into  the  fort.  Ab  I  stepped  down  from 
the  para|M?t  I  wiin  immediat**ly  accnsled  by  one  of  the  no-callt'd  F.  F. 
V.'h,  whoHc  Biidling  countennui'e  and  extended  band  led  mc  to  think  I 
waa  reiHJ^nizetJ  an  an  acfpiaintuuce.  My  mind  wat*  Houn  disahu^ed  of 
that  idea,  however,  for  the  next  inntant  he  had  pulled  my  wairh  from  its 
pockety  with  the  T'eniark,  *what  have  you  there?'  Quick  an  thought, 
aitd  befoH'  lie  roidd  realize  the  fact,  I  had  witt^d  and  rornveri'd  th*'  wateh, 
while  he  heM  only  a  fra;;nient  of  the  chain,  nnd  plueiiit;  it  in  an  inmide 
pocket,  hiitt'Oned  my  coat  and  replied,  'that  ia  my  watch  and  you  can- 
not tiavp  it.' 

"'Ju(tt  then  I  diHcoven-d  Liput.  Fprf^upon  was  receiving  a  pood  deal 
cf  attention— a  crowd  haviuj?  jcntliHred  about  him — and  the  next  mo- 
ment Haw  hi**  Hue  n»nv  hat  luuJ  Uvn  ajipropriated  by  one  of  tho  rebel 
Hohliors,  nnd  he  Htood  liatleKH.  S^-friug  one  of  the  rebel  officers  with  a 
Manonic  ha<Jp:»*  on  hin  coat,  Lieut.  F.  made  himself  known  ae  a  brother 
MaKori,  and  appt-ftlcd  to  him  for  redn-ss.  The  ortiotT  quickly  n-Hponded 
and  ciiiiw*d  th«»  hat  to  be  retumcd  to  it**  owner,  only  to  bi:*  again  Htolen, 
and  the  thii'f  mode  to  irive  it  up  tui  Iwfore. 

"'In  n  lilth'  wIiiIm  we  (seven  oIHchi-h  and  eighty-f!ve  enlisted  men) 
wem  forni*'d  in  four  rnnkH.  nnd  HnrroundHd  by  a  npiard,  continued  the 
nianrh  *<»n  to  Kichmond."  but  under  very  difTerent  ci?i'uniHtnmv4»  from 
what  wp  hoil  lbi(ler**d  onrHelves  would  bo  the  coAe,  when  only  two  orthree 
hiiuvR  betni'*'  our  brigndiM-onmiandpr  had  remarked,  a»  he  rode  by  tlie 
rfjeiment,  that  we  would  certainly  be  in  Uichmond  that  night.  We  mt't  a 
RTcat  many  civilianH,  old  and  youuKi  on  their  way  to  the  front>  as  a  gen- 
(>rul  alarm  hud  be<'n  Boundod  in  thecity.andall  who  could  carry  aririA  had 
Iwen  ortii'red  to  rpjHirt,  for  duly  in  the  intrenchmenta.  After  a  few  milett 
march  wr-  hult'Hil  ft»r  a  rest,  bnt.  were  not  allowed  to  Hit  down,  a«  I  prfr 
Bump  thp  guards  thought  we  could  aa  well  Htand  liH  they.  Here  a  RqumI 
of  the  Richmond  (irayn,  the  e//7e  of  tlip  city,  »aime  up  and  fttxjoBted  ua 
with  all  manner  of  \'ilfi  epitlictw.  Onfi  of  the  most  drunken  nnd  bointpp- 
ouH  a]»pr(iiv:h«i  within  five  or  six  feet  of  me,  aud  with  the  muzzle  of  hi** 
rifle  within  two  fi*t  of  my  face  hwopo  he  would  nhoot  me.  Kenrle««  of 
couHequenueSj  and  feeling  that  immediate  death  even  uould  not  be  worse 
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ihati  slow  toi-tare  by  at^irvation,  to  whicli  I  knpw  that  so  many  of  onr 
jBoldiei's  htttl  bt»eu  subjecti'd,  and  rtntifmiberint?  that  tlie  ConftMJerule  Cou- 
gntMi  bad  declared  offlcrre  of  colorpil  ti-oops  outlaux,  I  replied,  as  n\y 
ryc««  niift  hia,  *8hout  if  ,vuu  dure.'  IimUnid  uf  uuroiug  out  hiH  UiretLt  bo 
uitbdrC'W  bis  aim  aud  t»timj*en«d  on.  llei-e  Lieut.  Ffr^u:*uii  lost  lii«  iiut, 
whicb  hud  bwu  ultvudy  twiw  htob*n  iiikI  rfH-uvt'nsl.  Oiu'  of  tbe  rt'bt* 
oam<*  op  Itehii^i!  him  and  tjikiiiK  the  bat  from  his  bead  repluce^j  it  with 
biH  own  iind  r:iii  ulT.  Thi;  lii'iiTi-iiAiir  contio)o<l  himaulf  wiih  tlitt  MIk'Tiou 
Uiut  at  Iti^t  Ito  hud  a  liat  mi  out*  notdd  stfal. 

"  'At  nliont  7  i'.  m.  we  amvwi  at  Libby  Prison  Jtnd  were  sfipftr.ittvj 
fnnu  tlwenllsUjf]  men,  who,  ive  siflenvitni  hnrii^ti,  nuffere^l  uutuhl  Imnl- 
jibips,  in  ahii'li  many  of  tbent  surcutnlieif.  Some  were  chiiinetJ  /iselnvea 
by  men  who  had  never  known  them:  otiteiv  denied  fuel  ami  sbefter 
throriff^h  the  winter,  and  sonjvttmes  wuter  with  which  to  quench  their 
rhirftt :  the  Aiek  and  dying  neghcied  or  muhrealed  tind  even  murdereii 
by  incitwitetent  and  thndiah  .*ff;r^o«5,  aithout  ntt'ionH  for duys lof^elher; 
fthnt  at  without  the  stiff hto.st  /v».i.ny*;j  ornnJy  to  f^rntify  the  rjiprine  of  the 
gn.tnjs.^ull  of  wfdrh  hurmwinfi  detaiis  were  fully  vorrohomted  by  the 
ti'W  emneinted  wreeka  thnt  snrvive<f.  > 

•"  Wp  svyre  iimivlit^d  iii8id«  th4»  priHut),  seiufhe*!,  and  wliat  niniipy  we 
had  tak«*n  from  hk.  1  was  allowed  to  retain  iK»(rkt'H)i»ok,  knife  anil 
HTit^rh.  Our  nainoH  were  r«;ordeil  and  we  were  told  to  follow  the  Hcrgeant. 
N'nvv,  I  tbouK'it,  theqiifwtiou  will  be  d(vidwl  whether  we  are  to  ko  up 
fitiiirR  where  we  knew  the  oHicMrs  weiv  quartenn].  or  be  eunHned  in  the 
cellfl  hWow.  As  we  neured  the  corner  of  the  large  rnorn  and  I  saw  the 
Berffraut  dinrtinj?  Iiiu  stops  to  the  stairs  leading:  down,  I  thoup:lit  it  hiul 
bneii  iK'ttT  had  we  fallen  <)n  the  baUlt^fteld.  lb*  Ind  the  way  down  to  ii 
cell,  and  aM  wh  ptisni'd  in  baiTml  and  lorktMl  the  dofir  and  left  u^  in  dark- 
nenr*.  Il*»re,  without  rntionH,  the  ban*  Htone  floor  for  a  bed,  f he  dnmi>- 
nes»  ti'irklin)^  down  the  walln  on  either  Hide,  seven  of  a»  were  eonfinetl  in 
arloHe  room  about  seven  feet  by  nine.  It  was  a  lonp  niffht,  bnt  flnally 
moridag  dawned  and  a«  a  ray  of  liifht  shone  throufrh  the  lirth- barred 
window  above  our  bends  we  thanked  (lod  we  were  not  in  totn!  rhirkn(»««. 
About  U  A.  M.  rations,  ironHirtting-  of  bread  and  nient,  were  handiM  in, 
ami  beinjydiviiled  into  sevtni  parts,  wnr*'  drawn  for  by  lot.  About  noon 
we  wf-n*  tJiki'D  from  the  rell  und  put  in  with  the  other  offlrer**.  Ib-i-e  we 
met  rapt.  Took,  of  the  Ninth  Rejrinier.r,  wlio  hnd  biwi  eapturi'd  about  a 
month  previouft  wIiSIh  rtN'onnoiti'rinj;  the  enemy's  line. 

** •  We  wi>re  now  in  a  larjye  room,  perhaps  forty  by  ninety  fi'*'t.  with 
Jwrici'  windows,  entirely  de«titnte  of  plaw.  No  blanket*  nor  anylhuar  1i> 
sit  or  be  upon  except  the  floor,  and  nt  nijjrht  when  we  lay  doM-n  the  floor 
was  literally  eover^Hl. 

"*.\bout  the  middl*'  nf  the  Hwond  niirlit  we  were  althnrrieillv  mnrehed 
ont  niul  pai'kwl  in  tlllhy  box-enn* — like  t»nrdin<'f».  for  there  wan  not  room 
fitr  all  to  Bit  down— for  an  anknown  dcHtlnntion.  After  n  kIow  nnd 
tediouA  ridf*  we  arrived  at  Salit*bnry,  N.  T.  When  wenrrivr-d  thnreweiv 
but  few  prisoners,  and  for  two  or  thr^  days  we  re<»*ivt»d  fair  rations  of 
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brea .,  bean  t>oxip  and  a  Httlo  meat.  Tbia  did  not  last  long,  for  as  tliD 
iiutnl>f>i-  of  priwjuoi-8  increase*!  our  rations  were  duniuiHhwJ.  Tlier**  wt>ro 
four  i)ld  kij^  IiouMMH  within  thw  HUx^kadtf  and  into  tlicjw  the  otfiwia  ivero 
jiiovi'U  til"  next  (luy,  whilo  a  thuUHan*!  or  inoiv  iirisoners,  brought,  on 
froni  I'l'lttPHlMiiji:,  ^vp^.'  turntHJ  iuui  tlif>  ju'd  without  ulielter  of  auy  kiiul. 
I'Vt)in  thcKH  we  wen*  Hcparutinl  b.v  a  line  of  si'^nTint'lR,  who  hati  ortlt-ra  to 
nhoot  any  who  approacheil  witliin  six  pa4.-es  of  iUtHr  hvat  ou  oithcr  side. 
Thia  wu-s  culleil  the  *  <lrini-Uae/  which  also  extended  arouud  the  encJoHtiro 
at'out  six  pat***  from  the  htotkado. 

**'The  Bftcond  Sanihiy  after  GUI'  arrival,  just  a<t  we  were  assomlilicg 
to  hfur  preaehin^.  an  officer  who  ha*!  tboughtle«i&Iy  at^'pped  to  a  tree  on 
the  fiffid-Iine  was  shot  and  killed  by  tht*  wiiTry,  who  was  on  au  elernterl 
plat  form  outride  the  Tenet*,  and  only  ubont  two  rndH  dintaut.  For  t  his 
fh'Uilish  JH'1  till*  inuidenT  WrtH  (frnnt^Ml  u  sixty  dayH  furlough. 

"  Tri-somTn  were  Immh^  bri)d»?ht  in  abiumt  djiily,  and  at  thiH  time 
tht'iv  Wfre  prt>bably  six  tliounaiid  within  the  enelo8un»,  A  pn'ten<*o  of 
Bhi'lter  wan  furnishe«l  by  the  i^HUe  of  a  few  Sibley  tent*?,  but  not  inon^ 
tJiuu  a  third  of  tlio  prisoners  wen>  ftlicltorw].  Many  of  them  buUt  mud 
hnvi'ls  or  bnrrowed  in  the  ground;  noine  crawled  iiudnr  the  hof^pital 
buihlifig.  Very  few  ha<l  blankets  and  nJl  were  thinly  chid,  and  the  rationH 
were  biirrly  Hufficient  to  Hustain  life.  What,  wonder  that  men  lo8t  their 
i!itrfugLh»  Kpirit**,  and  Monietimes  ri*ai40u.  The  utory  of  exposure,  sidau*Kii 
au<l  death  in  the  ttnnie  nnd  rivain  thiil  of  Andprsonvillp. 

"'The guard  waHHt^en^■thMled,a  portion  of  th<'  fi'no**  taken  down  and 
a  piive  of  artillery  Htntioned  at  thf  romcra  to  Hweep  down  the  crowd, 
phould  an  outbreak  Mceur.  Thin  we  had  thought  of  for  8omo  !in»%  and 
a  plan  of  action  was  decMiled  upon.  Al  a  fi:iven  feri^ml  all  within  the  un- 
cloflurc  were  to  make  a  bn'ak  for  tliat  j)art  of  the  fence  nearest  ihcm.  and 
tJieu  fcatter,  each  one  for  Ininsflf.  Of  eruirse,  (ionie  wouM  probably  Ix* 
killed,  but  it  waH  hoiM*d  nionf  would  ewajM*  U-fnre  the  ^ards  could  load 
nnd  fire  a  eeeond  time.  This  plot,  which  wan  to  have  been  earriH  ont 
atniiduight,  was  discovered  t)ic  preriouH  afternoon.  The  inshie^urd, 
separating  the  enlistcd-niea  from  th*.^  otHccrv,  had  Imh^ouic  iiion-  vi|iihint, 
Hud  the  onl.v  means  of  coniniunication  wa«  to  attach  a  nol»'  to  n  stone 
nnd  throw  it  across.  This  an  rifficcr  attHmpteil.  The  note  fell  tthort ;  the 
sentry  picked  it  up,  calle<l  the  cnrporitl  of  th#»  guard,  who  took  it  to  th« 
ofTlcer  of  the  guard,  and  in  Ws  than  five  minxit^-H  the  whole  orrangemMnt 
was  known.  Two  hours  afterward  we  were  formed  in  line  and  learned 
that  we  wei*e  to  change  our  qunrters.  We  had  tbnn  l»een  iu  Sali-^lmry 
twenty  days.  Before  we  left  one  of  our  mess  found  and  brought  away  a 
bound  copy  of  ILfiper's  Mnffuzirw.  It  prove<l  a  boon  to  us.  as  it  servi'd 
fir  a  pillow  f(tr  one  of  us  at  nipht,  and  wan  t»*tinir  rend  by  some  one  from 
dawn  until  nit^ht,  until  we  had  all  retul  it  througli,  when  we  traded  it  off 
lor  A  v*^ilumo  of  thf*  Pnrthmfi  Tr/insrHpt. 

"'We  wxMv  packed  in  box  cars  and  t*tar1wl  North.    The  next  morn- 
ing we  arrived  at  Danville  and  wen?  contlncd  in  a  tobacco  warehoutte, 
*«ailt  of  brick  and  about  eighty  feet  loug,  forty  wide,  and  tbrevHturies 
17 
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high.  When  wn  6rst  «mtorw]  th<i  prison  the  ration  wii8  fair  in  quantity. 
Wo  had  from  twelve  to  sixteen  ouucph  of  fom-bretul,  and  from  two  to 
four  ouuccH  of  iHvf  or  a  eup  of  peu^Houp,  but  never  beef  and  »oup  tJie 
same  day.  True,  the  soup  would  have  an  abundance  of  wonns  flnatJUf? 
about  in  it,  but  these  we  would  hkim  off,  and  trying  to  forget  we  hfid 
«*»en  them,  eat  with  a  relish.  Hunger  will  drive  one  to  eat  almost  anj- 
thingf  aH  we  learned  from  biiter  exiM»rinnee.  About  the  Ist  of  Novenil>er 
the  Houp  and  l>eef  ration  began  to  dooreaw,  and  from  the  middle  of  the 
montli  to  the  20th  of  February,  when  I  was  paroled,  not  a  ration  of 
meat  or  soup  was  iiwued.  Nothing  butcorn-bnmd,  made  from  unbolted 
meal,  and  water,  and  that  growing  Ieft«  and  less.  Sometimes  I  would 
diride  my  ration  into  thrw  parts  and  resolve  to  make  it  last  all  day,  but 
invariably  it  would  be  gone  hofore  uoon.  Generally  I  would  eat  tJie 
whole  nition  at  onw,  hut  that  did  not  Rntlufy  my  hanger,  and  I  Iwvd  to 
go  without  a  oruinb  for  the  next  twenty-four  hours.  To  illuHtrnte  how 
inadfxpmte  tiie  ration  w.lh,  I  rtui  say  that  1  have  seen  offlcerH  picking 
pot-lit o-pwUngw  from  the  large  Hpittoonn,  where  they  were  8oaktug  in  to- 
bacco spittle,  wnnh  theni  off  and  eat  them. 

"'We  had  un  abundance  of  good,  pure  water,  which  waa  a  groat 
blessing.  PailH  were  ftiniiahed,  and  when  five  or  six  men  were  ready,  tiin 
•entry  would  eull  the  corporal  of  the  gtiurd,  who  would  send  a  guard  of 
fVoni  four  to  six  with  us  t«  the  river,  about  two  huudnxl  yards  distant. 
Twice  a  day  an  otfleer  would  com«  in  ami  oall  the  roll ;  i  hat  is  forn»  ua 
into  four  rauka  and  eount  the  flies.  If  any  had  ettca|>ed,  it  was  ewsuntial 
that  the  number  nliotild  l»*  kept  good  for  some  days,  to  enable  them  to 
get  a  good  start,  and  for  this  purpose  various  ineanM  wert)  used.  S<»nie. 
timefl  one  of  the  rear  rank,  after  being  eounted,  would  glide  along  unHiim 
to  the  Inft  of  the  line  and  be  iv;oiinted.  A  hide  was  cut  in  the  upper 
floor,  and  while  tli<»  oHiwr  was  going  upstairs,  somy  wouldelinib  through 
the  hole  and  be  counted  with  those  on  the  third  floor.  This  crcutetl  some 
confusion,  as  the  numU>r  would  ocoa**ionaUy  overrun. 

"As  the  season  advanerd  wo  «uffered  more  and  more  from  the  cold, 
for  being  eaptun'd  in  Septeml»er  our  rlothing  w-ajs  not  suttli'ient  for  l)cv 
cember  and  .Innunry.  Very  few  had  blankets,  and  the  relvel  authoriUm 
never  issuerl  dther  blankets  or  clothing  of  any  kind.  The  windows  of 
the  lower  rooinn  were  without  glass,  and  only  the  lower  half  of  em-h 
boarded  up;  the  wind  would  whittle  through  the  large  openings,  and 
drawing  up  through  the  ojM'n  tloor,  upon  which  we  had  to  lie  nt  night, 
would  almost  fnwze  us.  I  llnally  suctreeded  in  trailing  my  wateh  wilJi 
one  of  the  guard  for  an  old  bed-quilt  and  twenty  dollars  t'onfedenite 
money.  The  money  earns  in  very  good  time,  for  I  then  hod  the  scurvy 
BO  badly  that  my  tougue,  lips  and  prums  were  so  f»wollen  tliat  by  evening 
1  could  scarcely  si>eak.  In  the  morning  the  swelling  would  not  bo  riuitn 
so  bad,  and  by  soakiug  the  corn-bn»ad  in  water,  couhl  manage  to  swal- 
low a  little,.  The  surgeon,  who  visited  the  prison  every  day,  caut4»riied 
my  mouth,  but  it  continued  to  grow  worse,  until  at  la«t  I  could  not  eat 
the  coarse  bread.    Sometimes  I  would  have  a  chauce  to  sell  it  for  fK>Ri 
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one  to  two  dollara,  which,  witti  tho  twenty,  ahtw)  nm  from  fltarvatioji. 
I  bought  rice  uf  the  guard  for  two  dollHru  tbu  htUf-piutf  aaU  goud-mxcHl 
pot^toiw  for  a  dollar  each.  These  were  cooked  usually  over  a  little  Are 
iu  thojurd  with  wood  orohips  picked  up  while  gx>iii)?  for  wutcr.  Some- 
tinieft,  by  waiting  patiently  for  an  hour  or  moro,  I  couM  get  near  enough 
to  thn  stove  to  put  my  cup  ou.  The  hcatiug  /ipparutiw  wan  a  p<M>r  Jijiol- 
ogy  for  a  cylinder  coal-stove,  and  the  coal  tho  poorest.  I  over  saw,  and 
gavo  HO  littln  hnnt  that  one  c^uld  8tJLn<l  all  day  by  it  an<l  fllilvor. 

"'The  bwl-cjuilt  was  quite  uarrow,  but  v^ry  murh  Iw-tt^^r  than  nouf'. 

***Capt.  WeJK8  and  I  would  fippead  our  ftannol  coatu  on  the  floor,  une 
our  shoes  for  pillowH,  spread  the  quilt  over  us,  and  with  barely  sparo  to 
turn  over,  would,  if  the  night  was  not  too  cold,  go  to  sleep;  nsually  to 
dreajii  of  home  and  loved  ones;  of  Christmas  festinties  and  banquets; 
of  truiuH  of  army  wagons  so  ovtrloacled  with  pies  and  cak^«s  that  they 
wen*  rolling  into  the  romi;  of  a  g(»nornl  exL'hunge;  a  thirty  day's  leave 
of  ab«t»ci?,  and  a  thousand  thiiigs  altogether  unlike  that  which  wo  wepo 
eiperieiieing;  and  would  wake  only  to  find  onrsflvcB  cold  and  hungry. 

**'  Our  uiesH  had  the  volume  of  BarjH*r's  Alaffiiziiw,  fimnd  at  Salis- 
huTy,  and  we  eac^h  could  have  it  (ui  hour  or  more  doily.  A  few  ganins  of 
checken*  or  cribbage,  played  sitting  on  tlie  floor,  tailor-fashion,  were 
always  in  oruer.  All  who  werf*  ncrnstomed  to  smoking  would  mauagrt  to 
secure  u  supply  of  tobawo  at  least  suflldent  for  one  smoke  per  day,  and^ 
if  they  could  not  obt^iin  it  iu  any  otlier  way,  would  sell  half  their  scanty 
mtion>  uud  jierhaini  get  enough  to  last  a  week.  It  was  a  good  plui?e  to 
learn  how  toeconomire.  I  have  known  some  to  refuse  alig^ht  from  the 
pipe,  for  fear  of  losing  a  grain  of  the  pn?cious  weed.  Evenings  we  would 
be  in  darknosa,  and  as  we  could  not  move  about  without  fr^Hjuout  colli- 
sions, would  gather  in  little  groups  and  talk  of  home,  friends,  and  the 
good  time  coming,  when  we  would  have  one  good,  stiuare  meal;  arrange 
the  bill  of  fare,  comprising  all  the  delicacieit  that  heart  could  wish,  or  a 
morbid  mind  prompted  by  a  st^arving  stomach  could  conceive;  lay  plans 
for  escape  and  discuss  the  route  to  be  followed;  sing  a  few  hymns  and  the 
national  airs,  and  wind  up  with  '  We'll  Hang  Jeff  Davis  ou  a  Sour  Apple 
Tree/ 

'"Tliere  were  with  us  two  officers  who,  when  we  arrived  at  Salisbury, 
had  be«'n  in  solitjiry  contlnemt'nt  and  whom  the  rebels  wen*  holding  a* 
hoHUigK'H  for  two  guerillas  whom  fi*'U.  Burnside  had  condemned  to  !>« 
shot.,  \\lien  the  n-iiiovnl  of  tho  officers  to  Duuvilhr  ocrum^,  these  two 
were  released  from  close  conflnemeut  and  sent  on  with  us,  ami  it  wa« 
thought  they  were  no  longer  considered  as  hostages.  Thej-  had  planned 
an  escape  and  well  nigh  Buccei.*ded.  They  had  dug  a  hole  through  the 
brick  wall,  and  pnstiing  into  an  a(^oiuiug  untx^fupind  building,  cut 
through  the  floor,  dug  under  the  stone  foniitlation  and  were  Just  <H)ming 
through  on  the  outside,  when  some  one  in  juissiiig  stopiKHl  on  the  tliin 
crust  and  fell  iu.  Whether  he  or  the  men  digging  were  the  most  fright- 
ened it  would  be  hard  to  tell.  The  next  morning  these  two  who  hod 
worked  so  hard  to  regain  their  liberty  were  taken  out  and  probably 
placed  in  close  confinement  again. 
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"*Afber  this  attempt  to  escape,  the  rebel  authorities  made  an  4^flbrt 
to  rob  Qfl  of  Bverythiiii^,  piirticulurly  pocket-knivee,  watehcs,  or  any" 
tiling  that  coulii  aid  U8  to  t*f:iiiii>.  In  this  th'-*y  were  foiled.  They  mode 
UB  ail  go  t-o  one  (*nd  of  the  room  and  placing  a  giitird  through  the  mid- 
dle, searched  us  one  by  oni*  umi  ftassed  us  to  the  other  hide.  If  one  had 
a  kniff,  w.-tU-h  or  monry,  he  had  only  to  toss  it  ovwr  to  HOine  one  already 
ec;i.r(!h«*d,  and  wh(*n  hiB  turn  eauiu  would  have  nothing  to  sliow. 

'•*The  guanla  would  not  allow  ub  to  Htaud  by  th«*  wiuilows,  and  no 
one  occiLsiun,  without  warniag.  flred  through  a  eecond-ctopy  window  and 
bailly  wounded  au  officer  on  the  third  tloor. 

•"  My  rtliofw  wPiv  nearly  worn  out  when  I  wua  captured,  and  soon  b€w 
came  HO  worn  that  I  could  only  keop  8oh  and  hotfy  together  by  outting 
Blriugs  from  the  edge  of  the  upjitTR  and  lacing  theni  tog».»ttier.  Thttw 
Btrings  would  wear  but  a  little  while,  and  frotjuent  cuttings  had  made 
the  shoes  very  low. 

" '  Toward  the  Inat  of  January,  Capt.  Cook  rweived  int^Uigenoe  that 
a  ripeoiul  exchange  had  been  eQect«*d  in  his  case  and  he  wa^t  t-o  start  at 
once  for  tho  North.  Here  was  an  opportunity  t*^  commiinicat**  witii  our 
comradeR  and  fripudft.  for  up  to  this  time  we  did  not  know  whether  any 
of  our  tt'ttwrs  had  been  rocHved.  Capt.  Cook  had  a  pair  of  good  *toat. 
broguUH.  Tht*t«e  Hhoes  he  urged  me  to  ttike  in  exchangi?  f(jr  ujy  dilapi. 
datied  onf^.  At  firpt,  1  f**lt  reluctant  to  do  so,  but  finally  made  the  ex- 
changft  and  he  left  uh  with  a  light  henrt,  but  hih  antieipationti  were  not 
realised,  for  instead  of  going  <Urcetly  North  he  wai*  detained  iu  I-ihby 
VriBon  until  just  before  the  rent  of  ub  arrived,  and  when  we  reaiTliwi  An- 
napoIiH  he  i^aa  still  tben>  awaiting  hi»  leave,  and  had  been  obligvd  to 
wear  my  old  shoes  until  two  day8  i>revious. 

"  *  Rumors  of  a  general  oxrhtinge  l>egnn  to  circulate,  and  a  few  boxes 
of  proviwiona  and  clothing.  Kent  by  Northcm  friends,  were  delivered.  * 
AJHong  Urn  rent,  wiis  a  weli-Jilli»d  box  from  the  olficei*H  of  our  regiment, 
and  twelve  hiiiidnHl  dollars  Confwlerate  money  (bfing  thf  equivalent  of 
sixty  dollars  greeubaekn)  which  ttiey  had  kindly  contributed.  Could  wo 
have  ret*iv«til  the  box  and  money  in  Nov^ndver,  instead  of  jufit  l»rfon>  our 
releaeo,  we  could  have  subsinted  quite  comfortably  all  winter.  As  it  was, 
we  lived  sumptuounly  as  long  us  the  contents  of  tJie  box  lasted,  and 
when  about  a  we4?k  later  we  started  for  Uichmond  to  be  paroled,  we  hod 
drawn  considerably  upon  the  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

"'Kobruary  17th,  we  left  Dauvillo  for  Uichmond  and  were  again 
quartered  in  Libby,    On  the  19th,  we  signed  the  parole  pai>«re. 

** '  The  second  morning  after  signing  the  roll",  one  of  the  clerku  camo 
la  and  said  that  for  want  of  trauspoi'tation,  only  a  hundred  would  b«» 
aeat  down  the  river  that  day,  and  the  rest  would  follow  soon :  that  those 
whose  aanies  were  called  would  fall  in  on  the  lower  floor,  ready  to  8turt. 
As  he  proceede<l  to  call  the  ri:>ll  there  was  a  death-like  stillness,  and  each 
listened  anxiously  to  hear  his  own  name.  Of  our  mess  only  one  name 
was  called.  As  be  stopped  reading  and  folded  hia  rolls  and  turned  to 
feave,  I  thought,  what  if  our  army  should  uommeucu  active  operatioim 
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nnd  ptit  nn  pnd  to  the  exchang(\  and  ivsolvod  to  go  with  tin*  party  Utat. 
da^v,  if  pusHJble.  I  had  uotieed  thut  tiie  clerk  had  not  cttllwl  the  nnnictf 
In  thpir  order  uor  cboc-kixl  titom.and  knew  hi?  could  not  t*'!!  who  had  b«'U 
cuU(.mI.  I  tberi'fon*  burriod  down  to  tho  !oHPr  floor  and  fcU  in  with  thn 
Tvety  tbinkiu^all  the  time  of  the  puHaibilit.v  of  detwliou  and  the  conHt*- 
quent  fiolitary  fontiiHMUont,  and  nltliouj;h  ni>  roijHri.'iiw  was  easy  m>  far 
i\A  the  pajK.'r8  I  had  f*ifi:npd  weiv  counjrued— for  I  had  only  n>JT<'<'d  not  to 
take  op  arms  nutil  ihily  oxchauj^ed— I  did  not  hn-ath  fre«'ly  ""til  I  had 
dn-omharked  from  the  boal  and  was  under  rhpSla.rH  and  Strii>e8.  Kor- 
tunate)y,  the  rent  of  the  party  came  down  on  the  boat  thn  next  day. 

"  *  One  other  inddeut  and  1  nni  dom* :  Ser^t.  Henry  Jordan,  of  Com- 
pany C,  WOB  woundod  and  captured  with  the  rest  of  us,  but  on  ac«onnt 
of  hiH  woiiudn  wan  nnabli*  to  be  Hf'nt  South  with  tb«  other  enli(itt*d-men. 
After hiH  roeovnry  he  wu«  kejit  aw  a  eervaat  alwut  the  offlee  of  Major  Tur» 
nei',  the  i.'ommamlant  of  the  prisoD,  iind  when,  on  the  2d  of  April,  1N05, 
the  relHK evacuated  Uit^hmond  and  pnrn|<Ml  tht>  pnHonerH,  he  remained 
until  our  forces  enme  iu  and  took  (HjHM>HNioii  of  the  eily.  When,  a  few 
da,>'B  lat4?r,  Mig.  Turner  wan  captured  by  our  troops  and  contlutnl  in  the 
Bomocell  we  had  »X!t*upie<i,  Soryrt.  Jordan  wa.s  detailed  to  carry  him  blH 
rations,  and  nJthongh  h«  waa  not  of  a  vindirtive  or  revengeful  dinposi- 
tion.  I  will  venture  to  say  that  the  rations  allowed  Tunier  were  not 
much  better  than  had  been  j^ven  the  eerjreant  through  the  vrinter.  Had 
Turner  been  iruardeil  b.Y  nuch  men  aw  Henry  Jordan,  or  even  by  the  pi»or- 
est  ^oldierH  of  the  regiment,  he  would  not  have  escaped  within  three  doya 
of  his  capture,  aa  was  the  cose.' " 


Very  fe^'  of  the  bUi^k  soldipra  were  exchanged,  tliough 
the  ronl'fih^rate  poviM'niiionl  pret^'niltHl  to  rwiop^iize  them 
and  treat  thoni  an  they  «li<J  the  wliiteH.  General  Taylor's 
reply  to  General  (Jrant,  waa  the  f^eneral  policy  upplied  to 
them  when  convenient.  In  the  latter  dayB  of  the  war,  wheu 
— ^in  June,  1S(>4.  at  Guntown,  Miss., — the  confederate  Gen. 
Forrest  attacketl  and  routed  the  Union  forceB,  under  Stur- 
gis,  throujjh  the  Ktupidity  of  the  latter,  (alluded  to  inoro 
ut  length  u  few  pu^es  further  on,)  a  nnml)er  of  bhxok 
soldiers  were  captured,  Sturgis  having  had  several  Plia- 
lanx  regiments  in  his  command.  The  confederate's  fought 
with  dt*Hperation,  and  with  their  usual  "no  quai-ter, " 
tKK?ausc,  as  Forrest  alleges,  the  Phalanx  regiments  meant 
to  retaliate  for  his  previous  massacre  of  the  blacks  at 
Fort  Pillow.  Seeking  to  justify  the  inhuman  treatment 
of  bis  black  prisoners,  he  wrote  as  follows  to  General 
Washburn,  commanding  the  District  of  West  Tennessee: 
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"tt  has  beeD  reported  to  me  tbat  all  of  .your  colored  troope  Btor- 
im<d  in  MfiinpUu*  took,  on  their  kuees,  in  the  prt*#nce  of  Mtyor  OenenU 
[urlburt  uud  otbur  oUiut^rs  of  >  our  army,  ixix  outli  to  avt*np.»  Fort  Pillow, 
an'l  tliat  they  would  r;how  m.v  loops  uo  qiiart**r.  Apiiii  I  haveitfrotu 
IndiMputabie  authority  that  tho  troops  under  Brigadier  Uenwal  Sturgia 
OH  lUtiiT  rtfeiit  march  from  MomphiH,  publii^lv,  and  in  man.v  plows,  pro- 
claimed that  no  quarter  would  be  shown  my  men.  As  they  wore  moved 
into  action  on  the  10th  they  were  exhort*^  b3'  their  offlcere  to  remember 
Fort  Pillow.  The  prisoners  we  have  captured  from  that  uoramand,  or  a 
largo  majority  of  them,  have  voluntarily  stated  that  they  expected  u»  to 
murder  them,  otherwiuft  they  would  have  flurrendered  in  a  body  rather 
than  have  T^ikeu  to  the  butihes  after  beiujir  run  down  and  exhautiteO." 

The  massacre  at  Fort  Pillow  had  a  very  diflferent  effect 
upon  the  black  soldiers  than  it  was  doubtless  expected  to 
liave.  Instead  of  weakeniug  their  courage  it  stimulated 
them  to  a  desire  of  retaliation;  not  in  the  strict  sense  of 
tbat  t^rm,  but  to  lij^ht  with  a  det^erniination  to  subdue 
and  bring  to  possible  punishment,  the  men  guilty  of  such 
atrocious  conduct.  Had  General  Sturgis  been  corapetont 
of  fonimanding,  Forrest  would  have  found  himself  and 
his  command  no  match  for  the  Phalanx  at  Guutown  and 
Brick's  Cross  Roads.  Doubtless  Forre«t  was  startletj  by 
the  reply  of  Genera!  Washburn,  who  justly  i-ecognized  the 
true  iiajmlse  of  the  Phalanx*  He  r(»plied  to  Forrest,  June 
10, 1804,  aa  follows: 

"You  aay  in  your  letter  that  it  hna  been  r*»ported  to  you  that  all  the 
negro  trooi>s  Htationed  in  Mnrnphis  took  an  oath,  on  their  kneee,  in  tho 
prcw'noe  of  Miyor  General  llnrlbart  and  other  offlcei's  of  our  nrmy.  to 
nvongo  Fort.  Pillow  and  that  they  would  f»how  your  troops  no  quarter. 
I  lielieve  it  is  true  that  the  polortni  troops  did  take  Huch  an  oath,  but  not 
in  the  preHonce  of  Ot»nernl  Hurlbtirt.  From  what  I  ean  learn  (hi**  act  of 
theirw  was  not  influeueed  by  any  white  offl(:er,  but  was  the  reault  of  their 
own  !ien8e  of  what  wiu^  due  to  themselves  and  their  feUowis  who  hs<i  been 
mereileftflly  slnui5hter»»d." 

The  chief  of  Forrest's  artillery  writes  in  the  PfiihideU 
phia  Times,  in  Septemlwr,  1883: 

"Col.  Arthur  T.  nwvo.  who  commanded  the  Fifty-flOh  rulored  In- 
fantry in  Ihiw  fight,  t-i'lln  me  that  no  oath  wh8  takeu  by  hin  troopH  timt 
ever  he  heard  of,  but  thf  impreHsion  prevailwJ  that  the  blark  fln>;wru 
ruiKHl.  and  on  hin  Kide  was  raised  to  nil  intents  nnil  t>urpow«H.  He  him- 
Bclf  fully  expected  to  be  kiUe^J  if  captured.  Impn'^ned  with  this  notion  a 
double  olTect  was  produ(^vl.    It  made  the  Federuln  a(Wiid  to  eurrendnr 
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and  greatly  exasperated  our  men,  aod  in  tb?  bi'oak-up  tho  affair  bpoajiio 
niopp  liki'  li  hunt  for  wild  game  tlinii  u  I>attlt»  U'tween  eivilijced  lutoi.-' 

In  hiB  doKrriptioa  of  the  battle  at  Bnce's  Cross  KoiidH, 
fae  says : 

"  The  futirt*  i'oufrderate  force  vean  brought  into  octioQ  al  odw.  We 
kept  uo  rwcrves;  pver.v  movrmpnt  wa«  qiiii'kly  planned  and  exwntiMj 
with  the  gTc*at«st  w>l«.Tit>'.  A  potent  factor  which  made  the  butlli'  far 
blo<jdifp  than  it  would  havo  boon,  was  it  l><'irig  re[>orted,  and  with  Hon»» 
dpjfr*^  of  truth,  that  the  in»grt>ofi  had  liwn  Bworn  ou  their  kiiw^a  in  lin*^ 
befop«  leaving  Memphis  lo  Hhow'uo  quarter  to  Forrest's  luen,' and 
badpw  were  worn  upou  which  wtTt*  iuRcrilied.  "  Ileineinbcr  Fort  Pillow.* 
GonortU  Washburn,  oommandiuff  the  district  of  \V**it  Tennessee,  diMiuct^ 
li'  admit*  that  Iho  uctfro  troopa  with  SturgiH  had  gon<»  into  thi**  Hght 
with  the  declared  intention  to  give  no  quarter  to  Forrest's  men." 

The  fate  of  the  black  soldiers  taken  in  these  fijrhts  is 
unknown,  which  is  even  worse  than  of  those  who  are 
known  to  have  been  massacred. 

Tho  details  of  the  nia«saei^  at  Foil:  Pillow  have  b<?en 
reserved  for  this  portion  of  the  present  chapter  in  order  to 
state  them  more  at  length,  and  in  connection  with  impor- 
tant movements  which  soon  after  took  place  against  the 
same  confederate  foit*. 

The  most  atrocious  of  all  inhuman  acts  i)erpetrated 
upon  a  brave  soldiery,  took  place  at  Fort  Pillow,  Ken- 
tucky, on  the  13th  of  April,  1864.  No  cause  can  be  as- 
signed for  the  shoekinp:  cnme  of  wanton,  indiscriminate 
murder  of  some  three  htitidred  soldiers,  other  than  that 
they  were  *'  nip:gei-s,"  and  *'  fighting  with  ni^g«»rs." 

On  the  12tli,  (leneral  Forrest  suddenly  appeared  be- 
fore Fort  Pillow  with  a  lai'^re  force,  and  demanded  its  sur- 
r<?ud(»r.  The  foi-t  was  j^arrisoned  l»y  557  men  in  command 
of  Major  L.  F.  Booth,  consisting  of  the  13th  Tennessei? 
Cavalry.  Major  Bradford,  and  the  0th  Phalanx  Battery  of 
heavy  artillery,  numbering  262  men,  and  six  guns.  At 
sunrise  on  the  13th,  General  Forrest's  forces  advanc^xi 
and  attacked  the  fort.  The  garrison  maintained  a  steady 
brisk  hix'.  and  ke|>t  the  enemy  at  bay  from  an  out>*r  line  of 
intrenchments.  .Vbout  9  a.  m.  Major  Booth  was  killed, 
ami  Major  Bra<Jford  taking  command,  drew  the  troo|)s 
back  into  the  Fort,  situattHl  on  a  high,  steep  and  partially 
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timbered  bluff  on  the  MisBissippi  river,  with  a  ravine  on 
either  hand.  A  federal  j^unboat,  the  "New  Kra/'  aBsistetl 
iu  the  defence,  but  the  height  of  the  bluff  prev^^nted  her 
giving  material  supixjrt  to  the  garriHou.  lu  the  aftnr- 
noon  both  mdes  cea«ed  tiring,  to  cool  and  clean  their  guius. 
Daring  thin  time,  Forrt^Kt,  under  a  flag  of  truce,  sum- 
muned  the  federals  to  nun-ender  within  a  half  hour.  Major 
Bradford  refused  to  comply  with  the  demand.  Meantime 
the  confederates  taking  advantage  of  the  truce  to  Bocivt 
themselves  down  in  a  ravine,  from  whence  they  could  ruali 
upon  the  Fort  at  a  given  signal.  No  sooner  wa«  Bra4l- 
ford's  refusal  to  surrender  roceiv*Hj,  than  the  confederate** 
rushed  simultaneously  into  the  Fort.  In  a  moment  almost 
the  place  waa  in  their  possesaion.  The  garrison,  throwing 
away  their  arras  fled  Jown  the  steep  banks,  endeavoring 
to  hide  from  the  promised  *'no  quarter,"  which  Forrust 
bad  embodied  in  his  demand  for  surrender:  "//*/  have  to 
storm  your  works,  you  mny  expect  no  quarter.^'*  The 
confederates  followcfl,  **  butchering  black  and  white  soU 
diera  and  non-combatautfi,  men,  women  and  children. 
Disabled  men  were  made  to  stand  up  and  lie  shot;  others 
were  burned  within  the  tents  wherein  they  had  been  nailed 
to  the  floor."  This  carnival  of  murder  continued  until 
dark,  and  was  even  renewt^d  the  next  morning.  Major 
Bradford  was  not  murdered  until  he  had  been  curried  as  a 
prisoner  seveiv!  miles  on  the  retreat. 

It  is  l>est  that  the  evidence  in  this  matter,  as  given 
in  pr-evious  pages  of  this  chapter,  should  l)e  I'ead.  It  is 
unimpeachable,  though  Forit»st,  S.  D.  Leo  and  Chalmers 
have  attempted  to  den^''  the  infernal  work.  The  htst 
named,  under  whose  command  these  barbarous  acts  w*'^* 
committed,  offered  on  the  floor  of  the  United  States  Con- 
gress, flfteen  years  afterward,  an  apologi'tic  denial  of 
what  a]»pears  from  the  e\ndence  of  those  who  escajKHl, 
—taken  by  the  Congressional  Committee,— and  also  con- 
tradictory to  the  confederate  General  S.D.  Lee's  report,  iu 
which  he  fails  to  convince  himself  even  of  the  inaccuracy 
of  the  reports  of  brutality,  aa  made  by  the  few  who  e^ 
taped  being  murdered.    Lee  says : 
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"Th^  f^rarHfton  woa  Rummoned  in  tho  luunl  uiouner,  and  its  com- 
nandiug  ottioer  aj^uiucd  tlie  r^epouiiibility  of  ivfubing  to  Biurvudci'  uX\*^ 
having  U'Cn  informed  by  tipueraJ  Forrt'Ht  of  his  ability  to  take  the  Fort., 
aud  of  lite  feara  of  what  tbe  result  would  be  iu  uu«e  tbe  demuud  wan  not 
couiplioil  with.  Tht'  asjiault  was  mudt*  under  u  heavy  ttrt,  aud  with  i:ou- 
mderabh*  Iokh  to  thu  altui:kiug  purty.  Your  vuIorH  were  never  lowei-ed, 
and  your  g:arriHon  never  BUrrt'iiderfTl,  but  retreated  under  cover  of  a 
gunljoat,  iftith  arms  iu  their  bandts  and  couKtantly  UHing  tlioni.  Thi^  was 
true  jmrticularly  of  your  cohiretl  troops,  who  hud  U*u  firmly  convinrod 
by  your  teaching  of  tho  certainty  of  Hlaughter,  in  raw  of  capture.  Even 
tinder  these  circuaistauow,  many  of  your  lueui  white  aud  black,  were 
taken  prisoners." 

Contiuuiiig,  he  Bays: 

"The  cast?  under  eonsideration  w  almost  an  extretue  one.  You  had 
a servik*  ractf  arnieil  fi4j:ainNt  ub.  I  aseert  that  our  officers  with  ail  tho 
circuuiBtaDcrs  a^nst  theia  endeavored  to  prevent  the  effusiou  of  blood." 

TliJH  x»  nil  jniini«.sion  ihtit  tho  nin.s.saei**?  of  the  <4orri- 
Bon  actually  occurred,  and  because  l*halanx  troops  were 
a  part  of  the  j^arrisou.  That  the  black  soldiers  had  beeu 
tauglit  that  no  quarter  would  be  shown  then)  if  rnp- 
tured,  or  if  they  surreudered,  18  doubtless  true.  It  is  also 
too  true  that  the  teaching  was  the  truth.  One  has  but  to 
read  the  summons  for  the  surrender  to  be  .satisfied  of  the 
fact,  aud  then  recollect  that  the  President  of  the  Coiiteiler- 
ate  States,  in  declaring  General  Butler  an  outlaw,  also  d^ 
creed  that  neg^'oes  cajttun'd  with  arms  iu  tlu?ir  hands, 
their  officers  aa  well,  should  be  turned  over  to  the  State 
authorities  wherein  they  were  captured,  to  be  dealt  with 
accord inp:  to  the  laws  of  that  State  and  the  Confederacy, 

The  sentiment  of  the  chief  confederate  commander  re- 
garding the  employment  of  negroes  in  the  Union  anny, 
notwithstanding  the  Confederate  fiovernment  was  the 
first  to  arm  and  muster  them  into  service,  as  shown  in 
previous  and  later  chapters,  is  manifested  by  the  following 
dispatch,  though  at  the  time  of  writing  i(,  that  GeneraJ 
had  hundreds  of  blacks  under  his  command  at  Charleston 
building  fortifications. 

"CRAKLEfiTON,  R.  C,  Oct.  13th.  1862. 
"Hon.  W.M.  I*.  Mii.EH,  RicnMO.vn,  Va. 

"fla«  tho  bill  for  thoexeeiition  of  abolition  pri«onerfl,  aft^T  Januaiy 
next,  hrt'n  pnrtwetl?  Do  it,  an»l  Kn^fland  will  Iw*  stirred  into  notion.  Itij 
bi^h  time  to  produim  the  black  Uag  after  that  iwriod;  let  the  execution 
be  with  the^arrobe.  ti.  T.  BEACUEOAliD." 
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The  confederate  thirst  for  "nigger"  blood  Roemed  to 
have  been  no  atronger  in  Kentucky  than  in  other  Depart 
mentft,  but  it  doew  appear,  for  fiouie  reaeon,  that  Kentucky 
and  nortliem  Misnissippi  were  Belecte<l  by  the  confederate 
generals.  Pillow  and  Forrest,  as  appropriate  sections  in 
which  to  particularly  vent  their  spite.  The  success  of 
Forrest  at  Fort  Pillow  rather  strengthened  General  Beau- 
ford's  inhumanity.  He  commanded  a  portion  of  F*illow-» 
forct\s  which  apjmared  liefoi'e  Columbus  the  day  after  th# 
Fort  Pillow  massacre,  and  in  the  following  summons  de- 
manded its  surrender : 

•'  To  the  Commander  of  the  UnitefJ  Stat^  Forces,  Columbus^  Kjr..- 

'*FuUy  capable  of  taking  OolumbuB  and  its  grarrison,  I  deriro  to 
avoid  shedding  blood.  I  therefore  rleniand  the  unconditional  parrender 
of  fhn  foreoa  under  your  eommnnd.  Should  you  Hurrendor,  the  negroes 
in  arms  will  be  returned  to  tht»ir  masters.  Should  I  bo  coni|jeUed  to  tak« 
the  place  bj'  force,  no  quarter  w'tU  be  shown  negro  troops  wb&tormr; 
white  troops  will  be  treated  as  prinonere  of  war. 

"I  am,  sir,  yours, 

A.  Beadford,  Brig.  Gen." 

Colonel  Lawrence,  of  the  34th  New  Jersey,  declinwl  to 
surrender,  and  drove  the  enemy  off,  who  next  app<»arc<l  ia 
I'aducati,  but  retired  without  making  an  assault  upoa 
the  garrison. 

These  occurrences,  with  the  mysterious  surrender  of 
Union  City  to  Fori'est,  on  the  16th  of  March,  so  incensi'd 
the  commander  of  the  Depai'tment  thnt  a  strong  forc« 
was  oi-gaiiizcd,  and  in  couiniaud  of  General  S.  D.  Sturgis, 
started,  on  the  30th  of  April,  in  pursuit  of  Forrest  and 
his  men,  but  did  not  succeed  in  ovo'taking  him.  A  few 
weeks  later,  (Jeneral  Sturgis,  with  a  portion  of  his  fornjer 
force,  combined  with  that  of  General  Smith's,— just  re- 
turning from  the  Red  River  (Banks)  ftnsm, — again  went  ia 
pursuit  of  General  Fon-est.  At  Guntown,  on  the  10th  of 
June,  Sturgis'  cavalry,  under  General  Grierson,  came  up 
with  the  enemy.  chnrg(?d  upon  them,  and  drove  them  back 
Upon  their  infantry  posted  near  Brice-s  CrosH  Roads.  (i»*ik- 
eral  Grierson,  needing  support,  sent  back  for  the  infantry, 
which  was  several  miles  in  his  rear.  The  day  wa/*  int*nise- 
ly  hot,  and  the  roads,  from  constant  rains,  in  very  Uwi 
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condition.  However,  Sturgis  marched  the  troops  up  n% 
double-quick  to  the  position  whei'e  General  Grierson  whb 
holding  the  confederates  in  check.  The  infantry  had  l>e- 
ooine  bo  exhausted  when  they  reached  the  Kcenc  of  action, 
that  they  were  unable  to  tight  as  they  otherwise  would 
have  done.  Sturgis,  either  ignorant  of  what  wae  going 
on  or  incapacitated  for  the  work,  heightened  the  disorder 
at  the  front  by  pennitting  his  train  of  over  two  hundred 
wjigouH  to  Ije  pnKhed  up  close  to  the  troops,  thus  blocking 
their  rear,  and  obstructing*  their  nmn(«nvring;  Hnally  the 
wagons  were  parked  a  shorti  distance  from  the  lines  and  in 
sight  of  the  foe.  Tbe  troops  exhausted  by  the  rapid 
march,  without  proper  formotion  or  commanders,  had 
been  brought  up  to  the  support  of  the  cavalry,  who  wore 
hotly  engaged  with  the  enemy,  whose  desperation  was  in- 
creased at  the  sight  of  the  Phalanx  regiments.  General 
Beauford  had  joined  Forrest,  augmenting  his  foi*ce  4,000. 
Hturgis'  force  numbered  about  12.000,  in  cavalry,  ai'tillnry 
and  infantry.  Forretst  was  well  ]»rovided  with  iirtillery, 
which  way  up  early  and  took  a  position  in  an  open  field 
{enfilading  tiie  Federal  line,  which  fought  with  a  detenui- 
nation  worthy  of  a  better  fate  than  that  which  befel  it. 
A  confederate  wTiter  says : 

*'At€arb'  dJAwii  ou  the  10th  L.von  took  the  advanc*',  with  Mortoo'n 
artillery  oIohc  behind,  Rnckw  luitl  JohnBOu  following.  Mpjiiinhilc,  Bfll, 
as  we  have  Btat4H),  at  Rieuzi,  ?i>;ht  milm  fUrtbor  poi'th,  was  ordered  to 
move  up  at  a  trot.  The  rondH,  ROoked  with  vrater  from  recent  con Hnu- 
oim  heavy  raiuj*  and  t*o  much  cut  up  by  the  prvviuuH  fjuHKHju;*!  of  caviilry 
and  traiuB,  preatly  retiinled  the  progreiw  r»f  tlie  artillfo*,  wi  that  Rimkor 
ajid  Johnnon  (*oon  paHned  ua.  On  rfaobiug  old  famillville,  five  nnl<« 
northeftHt  of  BriceV  CmnK  Roads,  h^nA-y  tiiinff  could  Iw  heard  juRt  on 
ahead.  Forrest,  i\»  waft  his  Lnifltoni»  had  pii8H«:'d  to  tlie  front  of  the  entire 
colonm  with  hiH  pwort. 

*'  IJe  had,  however,  ordered  Lieutenant  R.  J.  RInck.  a  d««Iiing  younff 
offiCi?r,  temporarily  attachefl  to  his  stuff,  to  take  a  dt-tachinent  of  men 
from  the  Swventh  TetinesBoe  favalry  and  move  forward  and  develop  the 
enemy.  Blark  woon  reportp«3  that  hi?  had  met  thr  advance  of  the  FederuJ 
cavalry  one  Hnd  a  half  mile**  from  Rrice'n  Croes  RondB  and  there  wa« 
BkirmiHhiii^  with  them.  Genornl  Ktirreftt  «»rdered  Lyon  to  prew  forward 
with  h\f*  hr'ijAiit]^.  A  oonrier  hunteninjc  haok  to  the  artillery  Raid:  *Gei>- 
eral  Forrest  wiyB/T^'ll  t'aptnin  Morton  to  fetch  up  the  nrtillerj'  at  a  ^ni- 
lop.'     LyoQ  iu  the  nieaatime  bad  reached  the  eoetny'a  outpoata,  d»- 
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mount4><l  hLs  brigade  and  thrown  it  into  line  and  had  warmly  opfwaed  a 
»lroag  liuf?  of  infantry  or  dirimount«d  cnvalry,  whkib,  afUr  Htublioni  ro* 
AiMtauo^,  had  been  driven  bark  to  within  half  a  miie  of  Brice'a  Crow 
Roadfl.'* 

The  colunina  of  tbe  Federals  could  not  do  more  thaa 
retreat,  and  if  they  hud  boon  able  to  do  thw  in  any  order, 
and  re(?over  from  tluMr  exhaustion,  they  would  have  been 
ready  to  drive  the  foe,  hut  they  wen;  hotly  pursued  by  the 
confederates,  who  were  continually  receiving  i-e-enforoe- 
mente.  It  was  soon  evident  that  the  confederates  intended 
to  gain  the  rear  and  capture  the  whole  of  tlie  Union 
troops.    The  rederuls.  theivfore,  began  to  retire  leisurel/. 

Says  the  confederate  account: 

"General  Fnrcwt  direct^  General  Buford  to  op*»n  vigorously  when 
ho  hoard  Bell  on  the  left,  and,  taking  with  bini  hiH  I'sooH  and  hoWa 
Brigudi.',  rnovKl  rapidly  arouud  southeastward  tf)  the  (Juutowh-ltipli'y 
road.  Hoftinnwl  WilHon'H  and  UusiHtiV  Regiments  on  the  right  of  th« 
roud.  oxUuidifig  to  Ruokf^r^H  left,  and  placed  Newtjonrn  Kegiint^nt  on  Uid 
left,  of  the  rond ;  DiiITh  Regimeut,  of  Hncker's  Brignde,  wa«  f(Iace<i  on  Uio 
left  of  Nt.'wtium ;  Captnin  H.  A.  Tylwr,  coiiiniaudinK  Company  A,  Twolft.U 
Keutneky,  wa;*  ordei-ed  by  Lyon  and  Bubbequently  by  Forrest  to  toJce 
hia  couipiiny,  with  Company  C,  Seventh  Kentucky,  and  keep'niount*Ml  on 
lh**»»xtr<Mnf  left  of  the  line.  The  e«:ort,  under  Captain  Jaeksou,  niove«i 
around  the  extreme  left  of  the  line,  and  on  Btrikiug  the  BaMwyu  tuid 
Pontotoc  road  about  two  inilee  south  of  the  crosit  roads  had  a  sharp 
akirniinh  tuid  prenfled  the  enemy'H  cavalry  back  to  where  Tiuhtuuiugu 
creek  crofusetii  that  road;  hen?  it  watt  joiued  by  Captain  (iartrell's  (teorg^a 
company  and  n  Kentucky  (Mirnpany.  By  mutual  a{^n<onient  ra[itnia 
JackMun,  of  the  escort,  whu  placed  in  command  of  the  thn:«compaiiie(i 
and  Lieiit-enant  Oei-oge  L.  Cowan  in  command  of  the  et^cort.  Meanwhile 
Oanwal  Buford  had  ordered  Bartoao's  f^ecoml  TonneKH»»e  Cavulrj'  to 
move  arroHH  the  country  aud  gain  the  Federal  rear,  and  if  potwible  dtit»- 
troy  their  trains  and  then  Htrike  thorn  in  flank." 

The  nrallant  conduct  of  the  Federal  cavalry  inspiivd 
the  other  troops.  They  made  a  stnnd,  and  for  awhile  ad- 
vanced, driving  the  confederate  line  before  them  on  the 
right,  doubling  it  up  and  gaining  the  rear. 

Tlie  same  %vriter  says : 

"It  wa«  at  thifl  critical  moment  nn  officer  of  BcU'r  pctAffdafthcd  ap  to 
General  Forrept,  vei*y  mm-h  exnl»M3.  mid  naid:  'nenrral  Fon-est.  th« 
«emy  flanked" or  mid  are  now  in  our  rear.  What  (*hnll  !«•  done?'  Por- 
twit.  turning  in  lii«  Haddle.  very  coolly  replied.*    *  We*II  whip  thew  Jn  our 
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front  and  then  turn  around,  and  wont  wi>  bfi  in  thpir  rear?    And  tjjea 
w»''n  whip  them  fdllowa!  *  pomtintj  iu  tlie  Uirwtion  of  the  furcv  Huid  to  bfli 
in  bin  reur.    Jtickmiii  and  Tylor,  diarKing  on  the  extreme  left,  drove  liodcj 
•wo  folonyl  n»(^nientjH  of  iuCautry  upon  their,  main   lino  at  tiie  croJMI, 
roadh.    In  this  rhargi' tbo  gallant  Captain  TyltT  wns  w»vercly  wotind«>( 

"Monnwhile  thf  FederalH,  \nth  dpHporation,  hurlwl  a  double  line  of 
buttJt.',  with  tilt*  fuurgunt)  at  Briw'a  houwe  ronoeutrated  upooRuckcr  and 
H«'ll,  whii-'h  fijr  a  niomout  seemed  to  stager  and  make  them  waver.  In 
l\m  terrible  ouHlaught  the  oecoinpUHhed  Af)jutant,  Lieutenajit  W.  R. 
I'o|*e,  of  the  Seventh  Tennetwee,  was  killed,  and  a  third  of  hig  regiment 
waH  killed  and  wounded.  Soon  another  ehargn  was  atnunrlerl.  IJeiitenant 
Tully  Bi*own  wa«  ordered,  with  bits  Beclion  of  three-inch  riflee,  clone  on 
Ihn  front  at  the  Porter  house,  from  whi(!h  position  he  hurled  a  thouHand 
poundti  of  cold  iron  into  their  utubburu  liiiet*,  A  seetioa  of  twdvf*- 
pouiider  howiuert*,  under  Lieut4-'uant  B.  F.  HalhT,  prewjed  fitill  further  to 
Uif  fruut  and  within  a  stone's  throw  alnioat  of  the  enemy's  lino.  May- 
son's  section  of  thr*Hsinch  rifles  w*»re  quickly  placed  in  line  with  Haller'a. 
JnBt  then.  General  BufonJ,  riding  up  and  8(^?in]?  no  support  to  the  artil- 
lery, willwi  fJeneral  Fonrst's  att<>ntion  to  the  fa^t,  when  Forrest  n> 
marked:  'Support,  h— 1;  let  it  support  it«.'lt;  all  the  d — n  Yankixrs  En 
tiie  country  can't  take  it."  * 

The  lines  were  now  closing  upon  each  other,  and  the 
confederates  began  to  feel  the  effert  of  the  Union  fire.  The 
dash  of  the  Phalanx,  charging  the  enemy's  flank,  gave  re- 
newed courage  to  the  troops,  now  pouring  deadly  volleys 
into  the  confederate's  faces,  and  their  guns  htui  gained  a 
position,  from  which  they  began  to  sweep  the  enemy's 
lines. 

Says  the  same  account : 

'•Now  rose  the  regular  incessant  volleys  of  musketry  and  nrtiUery. 
The  lines  in  many  places  were  not  over  thirty  paces  apart  and  pistols 
were  frwly  used.  The  smoke  of  battle  almost  hid  the  cotubatanlo. 
The  underbrush  and  dense  black-jack  thicket**  imptvlwl  the  advance  of 
the  dismounted  cavalry  tm  the  awful  musketry  fire  bhued  and  gushed  in 
the  face  of  these  gallant  men.  Every  tree  and  brush  wa«  barked  or  cuk 
to  the  ground  by  this  hail  of  deadly  missilt^.  It  was  here  the  occom* 
plisbed  and  gallant  William  11.  Porter,  brother  of  Major  Thomas  K.nnd 
Governor  James  D.  Porter,  fell  mortally  wounded.  This  promising 
yonng  officer  hud  not  attained  his  manhood.  He  was  a  cadet  in  th* 
regular  Confederate  States  army  and  had  l>een  ordered  to  i-eport  to  (leii- 
eral  Bell,  who  assigned  him  to  duty  as  A.  D.  C.  Captain  -T.  ^-  I^'IK  G^'i^- 
eral  BelPs  Assistant  Inspector-General,  had  just  been  killed  from  his 
horse,  and  almost  at  the  same  moment  young  Porter  lost  his  own  hort* 
and  just  mounted  Captain  BelVs  when  he  received  the  fatal  shot.  Lieu- 
tenant Isaac  Bell,  alde^e-camp  of  Bell's  staff,  waa  severely  wounded. 
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Tho  Iofi«  In  ofllcers  right  here  was  very  heavy ;  aUt^ii  were  killed  and 
•i\t;. -Olio  wouuded.  Captnin  Ab  Uu«t,  a  mere  boy,  who  commaDded 
li.U'rf  I'W'ort.  ffiidortMi  moHt  efflciont  eeniw  at  Uii«  oriticol  juuctum,  ^uiij 
Major  Tom  AUisou,  the  lightiiig  Quartermai^t/T  of  Bell's  Jirigtide,  wa« 
ft()n»t.antly  by  the  side  of  hirt  fcarlotw  commaudor,  aud  iu  thia  terribia 
liiHs  in  titalTofflceni  his  jiresfMico  waa  moat  oijportiuie. 

**  Like  a  prairit'  on  firtt  the  battle  ra^jed  aud  the  volloyingthunder  caa 
be  likonoil  in  my  mind  to  uothiug  thse  than  the  lire  of  Cleburne  o  Divi- 
dioa  at  Cliickaumuga,  on  tliat  terrible  Saluitlay  at  dusk.  At  leu^.h  th© 
pnomy'ft  lines  wavered,  llallcr  and  Ala^BOU  pa'SHed  their  guuH  by  band 
to  Hithin  a  Bhort  dibtanco  of  Biice'a  house,  firing  oa  they  advauced. 
Bell,  Lyon  and  Uuck^r  now  cloeeiJ  iu  on  the  cvooq  roada  and  the  Federals 
gave  way  in  disorder,  abandoning  three  guns  near  Brice's  houtie.  General 
Sturgit*.  in  hi*  omuitU  n.«port  of  the  fight,  sayH:  *  We  hod  four  j^et-eM  of 
artillery  at  the  crofw  roads.  •  •  •  Finding  our  troopt*  were  hniug 
Untly  presHfMi,  I  ordered  one  Bwtiou  to  ojwn  on  the  enemy's  reHervtw. 
The  enemy 'h  art illery  ftoon  replied,  and  with  great  accuracy,  every  HhoU 
burMtitig  over  aud  in  the  inunwliate  vicinity  of  our  guns.*  A  ehell  from 
oav  of  the  ConfMjiTuti'  guuH  struck  the  tablo  iu  Brice'a  porch,  wa**  uatsd 
by  General  Sturgia,  Htunuing  that  o&lcer." 

The  tprriblo  struggle  which  now  ensued  wan  not  siir- 
paRspfl,  according  to  an  eyo-wituoss,  by  the  figliting  of  a.i\y 
troops.  The  Phalanx  were  determined,  if  courage  could 
do  it,  to  wliip  tlie  men  who  had  so  dsistardly  massacred 
the  garrison  of  Foi-t  Pillow.  This  fact  waa  known  to  For- 
rest, Buford  and  their  troops,  who  fought  like  men  roaU 
izing  that  ari>i:hi!ig  short  of  victory  was  death,  and  well 
may  thoy  havo  thuR  thought,  for  every  charge  the  Phalanx 
made  meant  annihilation.  They,  too,  accepted  the  por- 
tentous fiat,  victory  or  death. 

Though  nior*^  than  twenty  years  have  passed  since 
this  bloody  fight,  ^-et  the  chief  of  the  confederate  artiller/ 
poHrays  the  situation  iu  the^^e  words: 

"Is  waa  Boon  evident  that  another  utronprline  had  forme<1  !>ehind  tJw 
foucG  by  the  skirt  of  woods  just  westwnrd  nf  PhillipH*  bnineh.  n»Mii*niJ 
Korreflt  riding  np,  dismotmtcd  and  approache*!  our  pnnfi,  wliit'h  wpr» 
now  plying  fthell  and  ftolid  Bhnt.  "Witli  hia  OfM  glatwrt*  he  took  in  the 
flituation.  Th*>  enemy'B  shot  were  coming  thick  and  faHt;  Ipndi'n  balta 
were  Been  to  f!ntt<Ti  n»  thoy  would  ptrikp  the  n:?Ie8  and  tinw  of  ourgnn 
ftarriaffM;  trees  wpre  bnrkfd  and  the  aJrwaw  hidened  with  the  familiar 
but  iinpleoflant  Hound  of  tin^«  death  meftAenFrerA. 

Realizing  General  Forreet's exposure,  we  involuntarily  venturetl  Ili« 
miOreRtion  that,  *  You  hod  better  get  lower  down  the  hill,  Grnnnil.*    In* 
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•tently  vc  Rpo\op^Tj(H\,  afl  we  ex[ieot,efl  the  General  to  intimate  that  H 
van  lioae  of  our  buaines»  wherw  ho  wviit.  He,  Uowever,iiU'pj>t'd  Uuuu  iho 
bill  out  of  Uaugtti*  uikI  Heating  hitnr^elf  bi'liiiid  a  tn^n,  8C«?m»?d  for  a  frvr 
moiueuUt  in  dwp  nlud^,  but  hood  Uj«  bead  of  our  cavaby  column  arriv- 
ing, he  turned  to  uie  and  Biiid :  *  Captuiii,  tw  soon  a**  you  hear  mt-  ojj»>m 
oti  the  right  and  llaiik  of  the  eueuiy  ovm-  yonder,*  pointing  to  the  eu- 
emj'B  po8itiou,  *charg«  with  your  urtillery  down  that  lane  and  cross  tho 
branch,'  The  geoial  and  guUant  Cuittiiin  Rioe  roraing  up  at  this  tune 
And  ljt'uriu(<  the  order,  turned  to  niv  und  said ;  '  Uy  G-d  1  whoever  heard 
of  artillery  eUiirgiu^fT  Captain  Brice's  Rattery  had  been  stationed  at 
Columbuj*,  Mi88.,  and  other  point**  on  local  duty,  and  only  a  few  months 
previous  hod  tj*»eu  ordore<l  and  ojusigiied  to  our  command.  He  nnvfit^'d 
hiH  iuitiaUou  luto  the  ways  and  methods  of  horse  artillery  with  mueh 
ftpirit  and  good  grace 

"Meanwhile,  watching  Forrcfct  at  the  head  of  the  cavalry  moving 
tJirougb  the  woods  and  across  the  field  in  the  diruetiun  of  the  enemy's 
right,  I  Uireetwl  Lkfut:enant«  Tully,  Brown  and  H.  H.  Brig]^,  whoHOspo- 
tioas  had  been  held  in  the  road  below  thu  Iludden  houne  for  an  eniep» 
gtmcy,  to  lie  ready  to  move  into  action  at  a  momenta  notiee.  The 
enemy,  ob»*i'ving  our  cavalry  pn/wing  U)  their  right,  l>egaii  to  break  and 
n^tire  through  the  woods.  I'^orrest,  seeing  tliis,  dosliefl  upon  theni  in 
eolumn  of  fours.  At  the  same  moment  Lieutenant  Brown  prenwd  his 
■ection  down  the  road,  even  in  ndvanee  of  the  skirniiNh  line,  und  oiXMied 
a  tenific  liiv  upon  the  enemy,  now  breaking  up  and  !n  full  netri'at.  Lieu- 
tenant DriggH  uIho  look  an  udvam-«d  position  and  got  in  a  few  welMi- 
wcted  shots.  Brown's  se<'tJoH  and  u  section  of  Kiee's  Battery  were 
pnHhe<l  forward  across  rhilliiiH'  brnnch  and  uji  the  hill  under  n  sharp  (ire, 
the  former  taking  position  on  the  right  of  th»'  road  and  the  latter  In  the 
road  just  where  the  rt»ad  funis  befon'  n-aeliing  Or.  AgiiewV  houBo. 

'•Our  skirniisherH  had  driven  the  enemy's  skirmishers  upon  their 
main  line,  when  wf>  were  tibnut  to  make  another  artillery  charge,  but  dis- 
tinctly hearing  the  Federal  c>fii"vrs  giving  orders  to  their  men  to  stand 
uteady  and  yell,  'Remendxr  Tort  Pillow.*  •Churgi-I  charge!  charge T 
mn  niong  their  line«.  and  on  they  came.  Our  right  was  pressed  bark  on 
tJie*Tie«To  avenp»r8  of  Fort  Pillow.'  They  moved  stewlily  upon  our 
iruns  and  for  a  moment  their  loss  seemed  imminent.  Our  cannoneers, 
Btanding  firm  and  taking  in  the  situation,  drovedouble-flhottedcannister 
Into  this  advancing  line.  The  cavalry  rnllying  on  our  guns  wnt  death 
Tolleys  Into  their  rankp,  which  staggered  the  enemy  and  drove  them 
back,  but  only  to  give  pinee  to  a  new  line  that  now  niovwl  down  upon  ua 
with  wild  shoutfl  and  got  almost  within  hund-shaking  distance  of  our 
ftuns. 

"Lyon  coming  np  opportunely  at  thlft  moment  formed  his  brigade 
on  our  right,  and  springing  forward  with  lond  rheers.  hurle*!  them  bock 
with  so  Btormfiil  an  onset  that  their  entire  line  pave  way  in  utter  ront 
and  confusion.  Lieutenant  Brown's  hnrs#»  was  shot  under  him.  The 
gallant  young  soldier,  Henry  King,  of  Uice'a  Buttery,  fell  witii  his  ram 
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tiiMr  staff  iu  bund,  mortally  woundod.  Hia  grave  now  ntarks  t4ic  spot 
whew  he  fell.  Several  luemben*  of  the  artillery  were  wouofled  aud  a  izrvtit 
mauy  battery  horses  were  killed.  The  reason  for  this  desperate  Btand 
wa8  Hoon  diHcorered.  The  road  woa  tilled  with  their  wo^oae,  aniba- 
laaicee  and  many  cuiiisou»,  the  dying  and  wounded.  CaHt-awuy  arms, 
aw'outrerueuU,  bagKOge,  dead  auimaU  and  otijer  ovidencee  of  a  routtxl 
army  wore  eonspieuoua  ou  every  side.  The  sun  bad  set,  bnt  the  wcsary 
and  uver-tfpeut  Confederates  maiotainfxl  the  pursuit  for  some  five  or  six 
miles  Iwvond  nud  until  it  became  quite  loo'dark  to  go  further.  A  tempor- 
ary halt  was  ordered,  when  a  section  from  each  battery  was  directed  to  be 
equipped  with  ammunition  and  the  best  horses  from  their  respective  baV 
tericfi  oiiil  be  rt«ady  to  continue  the  pursuit  at  daylight." 

The  rout  wa«  all  the  enemy  could  desire,  the  Federals 
fought  with  a  valor  cnMlitable  to  any  troops,  but  were 
badly  worst^Hl,  throu*!;h  the  incoui potency  of  Stur^H. 
Th(?y  were  driven  hiwk  to  Ripley,  in  a  moHt  diwistronsly 
confused  stat^,  leaving  behind  their  trains,  artillery,  dead 
iind  >Vi»un(h^L  But  for  tht^  gnHantry  of  the  Phalanx,  the 
erieiay  would  have  capture*!  the  entire  force. 

The  same  writer  describes  the  rout: 

'Mohuson,  pressing  his  brigriulo  forward  upon  the  enemy's  positjon 
ftt  BHw  8  (iaarter,  with  Lyon  supporting  the  artillery  in  tin*  road  Im-Iow 
Bride's  house,  the  position  was  soon  captured  with  many  priemuirs  and 
thrw?  piect^  of  artillery.  Hallers  and  Ma,V8ou*B  eoetiuns  were  ihovih]  up 
at  a  gtdlop  and  I'stablished  on  the  hill  at  Brieo's  Qiuirter  and  oiH'n*Hl  a 
destructive  fire  with  double-shott^tl  oannist<»r  upon  tlie  enemy's  fleoing 
columns  nnd  wagon  trains.  The  bridge  over  Tisharningo  crec*k,  still 
PtandinK.  whs  blocktwl  up  with  wajrons,  some  of  whose  teams  had  U^n 
billed.  Finding  the  Ijndgi^  thus  obstructed  the  enemy  rushed  wildly  intn 
tUeereok,  and  as  they  omer^Pd  from  the  wat^T  on  the  oppositp  bnnk  in 
an  open  field,  orir  iirtillorj'  played  upon  them  for  hnlf  a  mile,  killing  and 
disabling  larg*?  numbprs.  Korrests  t?«cort,  under  the  tbwhinp  Lientonant 
Cowan,  having  b«come  detjich*Kl  in  the  meantime,  had  pr*»sspd  around  to 
the  west  side  of  the  rreek  and  south  of  the  Ripley  road,  and  here  mnd<» 
one  of  its  characteristie  chai-g«»s  across  an  ojM*n  tleld  near  the  gin  hou», 
upon  the  enemy's  wagon  train,  capturing  wvenj  wagons. 

"Meanwhile  Rarteau  was  not  idle.  He  hod  moved  his  regimmt,  m 
we  ha^  stated,  across  to  get  in  the  enemy's  rmr.  and  In  his  own  lan- 
SaogD  says:  *I  took  my  rpgiment  across  the  country  westward,  to 
reach  the  Ripley  road,  on  wbit^b  the  enemy  wns  moving,  nnd  bt»ing  div 
layed  somewhat  in  passing  through  a  swampy  bottom,  I  did  not  n»arh 
that  road,  st  LyonV  gin.  thn^  mileq  ft-nm  Brice's  Oross  Roads,  until 
probably  1  o'clock.  Tthen  lenrn»H|  thut  the  last  of  the  Federal  repiroent*. 
with  all  their  train,  had  passed  by  rapid  march,  and  aa  thew  wm  now  a 
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Inll  In  the  ongagemcnt  (for  I  bad  been  ht'tktnnt;  sharp  firing  in  front),  T 
grtuitly  fearod  thut  Forrest  wafi  JytHuted  auil  tbub  tliu  KwluralB  wens 
pushing  him  buck,  so  i  inovetl  rHpiill^-  down  Uie  road  till  I  rt-tn.hod  the 
open  Held  near  Ihe  biidge.' 

*'Thib  eouid  not  huv**  Jjwn  the  Ripley  Oun town  road,  aa  that  road 
wru*  filled  with  Kc*dt>rnl  IroopH,  wagona  and  iirtillcry  from  Dr.  A^jriiow'fl 
houHt*  to  the  crous  roads^  a  diHtauw  of  two  Diilce.  '  llaviug  i)lac'ed  Hoam 
Bhar{tt4hoot<>rH,  whose  noIe  atti'ntion  was  to  be  direct*^!  to  thfl  bridgf ,'  ho 
routiuues,  *  I  oxtended  m.v  line  nearly  half  a  mile,  and  began  au  attack 
by  Bttattoriinf  8hot«  at  thn  witm*  time.  Sounding  my  buRle  from  vuriouH 
pointK  along  the  line,  aliuopt  imuHxliatoly  a  rpconnoitorinfr  fonrc  of  the 
*neniy  npjieared  at  the  bridge,  und  Iwinit;  Hred  upon  rtfturned.  This  Has 
lolloneil,  i^erhajw,  hy  a  logiinent,  and  th^n  a  whole  brigade  came  do wu 
V>  the  creek.  My,  men,  taking  good  aim,  firetl  upon  th«m  coolly  and 
Ptendy.  Soon  1  saw  wugonn,  artillery,  etc.,  pushinir  for  the  bridge. 
Tin-He  were  shot  at  by  my  ehurj)t*hooter8.  I  now  b<^an  to  contract  my 
line  and  ooU«ct  my  reffimeut,  for  the  Federal*  came  pouring  in  immease 
numbers  across  the  creek.  Your  artillery  wa^  doing  good  work.  Ev<?a 
the  bullet*  from  the  »*maU  armt*  of  the  (.'onfi'derateH  reached  my  men.  I 
ojwrated  ui»on  the  Hunk  of  the  enemy  until  after  dark.* 

"The  wagons  bUK-kuding  tiu-  bridge  were  soon  removed  by  being 
thrown  Into  the  Btrenm  and  a  section  from  cnch  t«itlery  wus  worked 
aerosw  by  hand,  supported  by  the  ebcort,  and  brought  to  Iwur  upon  a 
»egro  brigade  with  fearful  Io-hs;  the  other  twu  sK'tiont*  were  quickly  to 
tile  front,  ahead  of  any  wupjiurt  for  (he  moment,  and  drove  the  em-my 
trom  the  ridge  back  of  Holland'^  house  ocro»»B  Dry  creek.  The  cavalry 
in  the  meautime  had  halted,  reorganizttd  and  soon  joined  in  the  pursuit. 
The  road  wae  narrow,  with  dense  woods  on  each  side,  wi  that  it  was  ini* 
possible  to  use  more  than  four  pieces  at  a  time,  but  that  number  were 
kept  clom*  upon  the  heels  uf  the  retreating  enemy  and  a  nmrderous  tire 
preventerl  them  from  forming  to  make  n  stand. 

"The  ridp?  extending  southward  from  tlie  Hadden  houfle  offered  a 
•itrouK  miturul  [Mwitiou  for  defrnsive  oijerntions.  Upon  this  ridge  the 
Federals  had  est^bli(*hed  a  line  of  battle,  but  a  few  wull  direcletl  shot* 
from  the  artillerj'  stationed  near  the  Holland  house  and  a  charge  by  our 
•avalry  across  Dry  creek  i-endily  put  them  to  flight.  A  section  of  each 
battery  wa«  orderod  at  a  gallop  to  this  ridge,  which  was  reached  in  time 
V>  ojjen  with  a  few  rounds  of  double-photted  oanni*'tPr  upon  their  denior- 
aliwHl  ranks  as  they  hastily  retreate<l  through  the  ojH'n  Helds  on  either 
•ide  of  rhilli])!*  branch.  Our  cannoneers  were  pT*'"tly  blown  and  well 
»igh  exhuuHtei]  from  excessive  heat  and  continuous  labor  at  their  guns 
lr>r  full  five  hours.  Wp  noticed  a  number  drink  with  apparant  relish  the 
hlaok  powder  water  from  the  sponge  buckets." 

The  enemy  followeti  the  fleeinpc  rohinin,  rapturing  and 
wounding  many  at  the  town  of  Ripley.    Next  morning  the 
Jederale  made  a   stand.     Apain  the  Phalanx  bore  the 
16 
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brunt  of  the  battle,  and  when  finally  the  troops  stam- 
peded,   held    the   conitnierates   in  chwk  until  the    white 
troops  were  !^e^*oud  capture.    But  thin  was  all  they  could 
do,  and  this  wa«  indee^l  an  heroic  act. 
The  confetJerate  says; 

'*LoDg  bt'foru  Uavli^lit  found  as  moving  rapidly  to  overtake  the  fly- 
ing foe.  We  liad  cbatiKiHl  poftitions.  The  cavalry  now  tteing  in  advaui», 
overtook  the  nneniy  ut  Stubb'8  farm;  a  ahurp  dkirmwh  ensued,  wiifu 
the.v  brokM,  1>*avinK  th©  remainder  of  their  wagou  train.  Fourteen 
pieued  of  artillrr.v  and  Bome  twenty-five  nrabulancen,  with  a  number  of 
wouudod,  were  l«ft  in  Little  llatebie  bottom,  further  oo.  The  iJi«;om- 
fit<Hl  Feilerolrt  we»v  btull.v  mattered  throughout  the  country.  Fomwt, 
theivfore,  threw  out  hit*  regiiweut  on  either  side  of  the  roada  to  sweep  thn 
vicinity.  A  numlwr  were  killed  and  many  prit*oners  captnred  U'fnrr 
reiwihing  Ripley,  twnnty-flve  miles  from  Bricf.*'8  Cross  Koads.  At  this 
point  two  stroup:  HueM  w#»re  foniieil  acro«w  thy  road.  After  a  epiriUHJ 
onBet  the  Fedemls  broke,  leaving  one  piece  of  artillery,  two  raiABon.s, 
two  ambulances.  Twenty-one  killed  and  eevenly  woundnl  were  ako  left 
on  the  Held.  Colonel  (i,  M.  McCrai)^^  *tf  the  One  Hnndpfnl  and  Twentictli 
lUinoiH  Infantry,  wa«  among  the  killed;  alno  Captain  W.J.Tate,  Seventh 
Tennt'saeo  Cavalry.  This  was  accomplished  jnat  as  ti»e  artUlery  n<ached 
the  front.  ' 

"Liputenant  Frank  Rodgers,  of  Rueker'w  stJiff,  the  night  preriouB, 
with  a  Kuiatl,  -seUict  d»'taehment  of  men,  H£iKiKt**d  by  Captaiu  Gooeh.  with 
the  remnant  of  his  company,  bung  constantly  upon  the  Federal  reiir, 
frith  a  daring  never  Huri)aH8ed.  Their  iwirieft  of  attacks  greatJy  harmiw«»d 
and  Hnnoy<*d  th**  I'nemy,  nonrlK^rs  of  %vhom  were  killed  and  wouudeU. 
The  artillery  f<dlowed  to  Salem,  twenty-five  inileB  dif^tiint  from  Ripley." 

The  Phalanx  reg:inicnt8  would  not  consent  to  be 
whij>iMMl,  even  with  the  hhick  fla§  flying  in  their  front,  and 
deseiied  by  their  whit*?  comrades.  A  eoirespondont  of  the 
Cleveland  Leader^  in  giving  an  account  of  this  "miserable 
affair,"  writes: 

"Aboat  sunrise.  June  11,  the  enemy  advanced  on  the  town  of  Ripley, 
ftnd  threatened  our  right,  intending  to  cut  u*»  off  from  the  Salem  Roa4l. 
Again  the  colored  troopB  were  the  only  ones  that  conld  be  brought  into 
line;  the  Fifty-ninth  being  on  the  right,  and  tJie  Fifty-fifth  on  the  lofl, 
holding  the  streets.  At  this  time,  the  men  hod  not  more  than  ten 
rounds  of  ammunition,  and  the  enemy  were  crowding  closer  and  still 
clr.H*T,  when  the  Fifty-ninth  were  ordered  to  charge  on  them,  which  tbejr 
did  in  good  style,  white  Hinging, 

" '  We'll  rally  round  the  flag,  boys. ' 

"  This  charge  drove  the  enemy  back,  so  that  both  regiments  ntrMtod 
to  a  pine  grove  about  two  hundred  yards  distant. 
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*'By  this  time,  all  Uie  white  iroopw,  wAtvpt  ou*'  8qu«<Jroii  of  cuvalry, 
that  forniL'il  in  the  rear,  were  on  Llie  road  to  Saletii ;  aatl,  wUpii  this  bri^- 
lulc  cttuiu  u|>,  thffy,  too,  wUi'uk'd  uud  left,  aiid  iu  loutt  ttiaa  ten  niiiiut<'» 
tliifi  now  little  band  of  colored  troopB  foand  them«plvefii  flankej.  They 
then  divided  theniselvee  into  threi?  nquad^,  and  charged  the  enemy  V  Une«; 
one  squad  takinjj  the  old  Corinth  Uoud,  then  a  by.roa<J,  to  the  left. 
After  a  few  miles,  they  came  to  a  road  leading  to  Grand  Janction.  After 
some  flkirinifihiug,  thej  arrived,  with  the  loss  of  one  killed  and  ouo 
wounded. 

"  Another  and  the  largest  squad  covered  the  retreat  of  the  whlta 
troojje,  completely  defending  them  by  picking  up  the  ammunition  thrown 
awa^v  by  them,  anti  with  it  repelling  the  nnmerout*  oe»auIt«  made  by  tho 
reU'l  cavalry,  until  they  reached  CoUierville,  a  distance  of  ftixty  miles. 
When  the  command  reached  Dan's  Millit,  the  enemy  attempted  to  cut  it 
off  by  a  chargt*;  but  the  colored  boyn  in  the  i*ear  formw!,  uud  re|H'IIed 
the  attack,  allowing  the  whole  command  to  pass  safely  ou,  when  they 
tore  up  the  bridge.  Pa»*fiing  on  to  an  open  country,  the  officers  baited, 
and  re-orgauiw»d  the  brigade  into  an  effective  force.  They  then  moved 
forward  until  about  four,  p.  m.  ;  when  some  Indian  Hank  skirmishors  dis- 
covered the  enemy,  who  came  up  to  the  left,  and  in  the  rear,  and  halted, 
Roon  a  portion  advanced,  when  a  company  faced  about  and  fired, etnpty- 
ing  three  saildles.  from  thi^  time  until  dark,  the  skinnishing  was 
constant.  * 

"A  corporal  in  Company  C,  Fifty-ninth,  vtws  ordered  to  surrender, 
T?e  let  his  woidd-tte  captor  come  close  to  him ;  when  he  struck  him  with 
the  butt  of  his  gun. 

"  While  the  regiment  was  fighting  in  a  ditch,  and  the  order  came  to 
retreat,  the  color-bearer  threw  out  the  tiag,  di-signing  to  jump  out  and 
get  it;  but  the  rel>elfl  rushed  for  it,  and  in  the  struggle  one  of  th.»  boys 
knocked  down  with  his  gun  the  reb  who  had  tlie  fiag,  caught  it,  and  ran. 

"A  rebel,  with  an  oath,  ordered  one  of  our  men  to  surrender.  He, 
thinking  the  reb's  gun  w»is  loaded,  dropped  his  gon;  but,  on  seeing  the 
reb  commence  leading,  our  colored  soldier  jumped  for  his  gun,  and  with 
it  stnirk  his  c-optor  dend. 

"Cnpt,  H.,  lieing  surrounded  by  about  a  down  rebels,  wag  seen  bj 
one  of  hia  men,  who  called  several  of  his  companions;  they  rnnhed  for- 
ward and  llre«l,  killing  several  of  the  enemy,  and  rescued  their  ca[)tuin. 

"A  rebel  came  up  to  one,  and  said,  'Come  my  good  fellow,  go  with 
me  and  wait  on  me.'  In  an  instant,  the  boy  shot  bis  would-be  master 
dead. 

**Once  when  the  men  charged  on  the  enemy,  they  rushed  forth  with 
tiie  cry,  *  Remember  Fort  Pillow.'  The  rebs  called  back,  and  said,  *L«e'B 
wen  killed  no  prisoners.*  ' 

"One  man  iu  a  charge  threw  his  antagonist  to  the  ground,  and 
pinned  him  fast ;  and,  as  he  attempted  to  withdraw  his  bayonet,  it  came 
off  his  gun,  and,  as  ho  woe  very  busy  just  then,  he  left  bim  trausUxed  to 
mother  earth. 
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"Ono  man  killod  a  tpM  hy  titriking  him  with  the  butt  of  hw  gnn, 
which  he  broke;  but,  biMii^  uuwUling  to  stop  bin  work,  be  loaded  aiid 
fln*d  thrw  tinifH  heforr*  he  fould  get  a  l»ett^r  g-iin:  the  flrst  time  uot  b4*ing 
caulinaH.  the  rt>boiin<I  of  hiM  ju:uii  budl.v  cut  bin  Up. 

•'Whfii  thetroopp  wtr*?  in  thf  ditch,  thrr-e  n*behs  came  to  ono  man, 
niid  ordt*wdhim  to  aurremlei.  His  ^n  iK'inii  loaded,  he  nhot  oue  and 
buvoiiBtiHl  another;  and.fdiT^ottiu^  hei-ould  ba>'onetthe  third, he  lurued 
th('  butt  of  hiM  gruu^  and  knni^'kcfl  him  down.*' 

Ciflneral  Starts  wtis  severely  critieiHed  hj  the  prese  ini- 
intHJiatf'ly  afti^r  th*^  afFait.  IlistorianH  since  the  uar  have 
followed  up  these  rritidsnis.  He  has  been  accused  of  in- 
competency, raHhnei!i8  and  drunkenness,  none  of  which  it  is 
the  pnrpOHc  of  this  vohnne  to  endorHe.  PoHsibly  hin  re- 
ports furnish  a  sufficient  explanation  for  the  disiist^r, 
which  it  is  hoped  they  do,  inasmuch  as  he  is  not  charged 
with  either  treason  or  cowardice,

To  fall  back  ut  this  point  wiw  nion*  than  ordiuarily  dilfluult  as  thntv  wus 
a  narrow  valley  in  our  r«'ar  throuf^h  which  ran  a  nnmll  ort»f»k  ctobwihI  by 
a  Hiii^le  narrow  biidge.  The  road  wu«  nhnoHt  impm*riabl«<  by  reatfon  of 
the  heavy  rains  which  had  falh^u  for  the  previons  t»'U  dttyn  ami  llir  con- 
nequenr'p  wim  that  the  road  soon  Itetiume  jammed  by  the  artillery  and 
ordnance  wu^onn,    TIuh  ^nduuUy  led  to  cuufurtiou  and  diHonler. 

"In  a  few  minutps,  however.  I  succeeded  in  etftat>tiHhiilg  two  «*olorod 
rejrimentfl  in  line  of  battle  in  a  wood  on  thi«  «idf  of  th*'  little  vailp>^, 
The*ie  troopt*  Htood  their  ground  well  and  oliwked  the  onemy  for  a  time. 
The  chock,  however,  wa^  only  temporary  and  thin  line  in  turn  jravf  way. 
My  troops  werp  wiw»d  with  a  panic  and  became  nbnolutely  micontrolla- 
ble.  One  and  a  half  milen  in  rear  by  dint  of  (creat  exertion  nnd  with  pii«- 
tol  in  hand,  I  aj^ain  ffocceedefl  in  vheckinf^  up  the  flying  column  tmd  jilac- 
in^it  in  line  of  battle. 

•'  Thifl  line  checked  the  enemy  for  ten  or  flfipcn  minnfr*  only,  whnn  it 
afCain  ff*ive  way  and  my  whole  army  beenme  liTenilly  nn  uncontroIlabU 
mob.  Nothinpr  now  romniiied  to  do  but  allow  the  retreat  to  continue  and 
endeavor  to  force  it  fcradually  into  Home  kind  of  nhajM'.  The  nipht  wan 
exceedingly  dark,  the  roada  almost  iDiimMabte  and  t-he  hope  of  BariDS 
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my  artUIpry  and  wo^^ohh  uItogft)n?r  futilf*,  ro  I  ordered  the  artillery  mid 
MfiguDu  Uj  h%i  d(*»lru3'«d.  The  latter  were  burned  aud  the  former  din- 
mantJed  and  6(>ikcd,  Uiut  ie  all  but  kIx  piof^i'H  which  we  BucMM^ded in  bring* 
ing  ofT  ID  eol'ety.  By  7  a.  xt,  next  niaming;  wo  reochcd  Ripley  (nineteen 
miles).  Hen*  we  ro-urguuizeii  and  got  into  very  respectable  shape.  Th» 
retretit  wa**  eontinaed,  pressed  rapidly  by  the  enemy.  Our  amuiuaition 
noon  gave  out.  this  the  enemy  whuj  diseovered  and  pn'sned  the  htirder. 
Our  only  hope  now  lay  in  continuing  the  i-etreat  which  we  did  to  this 
pla(«,  where  we  arrived  nbnut  7  oVIock  thiH  morning. 

"My  loK!w«  in  material  of  uar  v\uh  severe,  being  10  gunfl  aud  BOnie 
130  wagons.  The  horsed  of  the  aililjery  and  iTiuleu  of  the  train  we 
brought  away.  Ah  my  tn>oi>H  bet^unM  very  gr»'atly  scattered  and  are 
cou«itButly  coming  in  in  Hniull  [inrtife,  f  am  unable  to  estimatie  my  luHa 
in  killed  and  wounded.  I  fear,  however,  it  will  prove  severe,  probably 
ten  or  twrlve  hiiiidr*Mj.  Wldlp  (he  buHle  lasted  it  \\n»  wA\  eunt^^ted  and 
1  think  the  enemy's  Iohm  in  lulled  and  Huundi'd  will  not  fall  nhort  of  our 
own. 

"Thift,  general,  is  a  painful  record,  and  yet  it  was  the  result  of  a  se- 
rif«  of  unfortunate  circumstauces  over  which  huxoaii  ingenuity  could 
Lave  no  eontrol. 

The  unprecedented  raina  eo  delayed  our  march  acroea  a  desert  eonw- 
try  that  the  enemy  had  ample  time  to  accumulate  an  overwhejrning 
force  in  our  front,  and  kept  ue  oo  long  in  au  exhausted  region  a»  to  »o 
starve  and  weaken  our  animals  that  they  were  unable  to  extricate  the 
wagoDH  aud  artillery  from  the  mud. 

**8o  far  na  1  know  every  one  did  his  dutj-  well,  and  while  they  fought 
no  troopH  ever  fought  better.  The  colored  trooim  flefierve  groat  credit 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  stood  to  their  work. 

"This  is  a  hoflty  and  rather  incoherent  outline  of  our  operations, 
but  I  will  forward  a  more  miuut«  account  as  soon  us  the  official  reports 
cou  be  received  from  diviBJon  commanders.

An  extract,  from  a  letter  from  Colonel  Arthur  T.  Reeve, 
who  commanded  the  55th  Colored  Infantry  in  this  tight, 
reads: 


"Our  (the  Federal)  command  having  been  moved  up  on  double 
quick— a  dlstatice  of  about  five  mile&- -immediately  before  their  arrival 
on  the  field  and  the  conwquent  fai't  that  thiM  arm  of  our  force  went  into 
the  engagement  very  seriously  blown,  in  fart,  very  nearly  exhaustetl  liy 
heat  and  fatigue,  with  their  ranks  very  much  drawc  out,  were  whipped 
tn  detail  and  overwhelm«l  by  the  very  brilliant  and  vigorous  aasaults  of 
your  foroee.    When  the  engagement  first  l>egan  I  was  at  the  rear  of  the 
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h.'Ocnu  ruiuiTiii,  iu  (>ounmaii(J  o(  tbe  tniin  tjuunl,  iiuti  hpni>»  puhHod  otat 
th»'  jrrouuil  oii  the  way  to  the  Uuttli*-^!'!!!  uftvr  th*;  bolauce  of  ihp  arm/ 
hail  p}uw^»Hl,  nsul  am  able  to  ejicak  udviivdly  nf  lh*»cxtrpiDPexIiniistmn 
of  the  infantry,  a*  I  fiassiHl  livrg^  numbers  eotiroly  prostrated  by  heat 
and  fatigue,  who  did  not  reach  the  field  of  battle  and  must  have  iaUea 
into  vour  hunda  after  tbe  eaga^inent.'*

"Mkmphis,  TiiV.\.,  June  24, 186i- 
"Sir:  T  have  the  honor  to  Bubinit  the  following  report  of  the  ojwra- 
tioDP  of  the  exi>edition  which  marched  from  near  La  Fayette,  Thuu., 
under  my  lommand  on  the  2nd  indtuut.  Thw  expedition  was  QTgnmr^i 
and  Ktted  out  under  the  BUpervlsiou  of  the  miyor  greuuraJ  commandiuff 
the  District  of  Weist  Tennessee  and  1  n>i«umod  command  of  it  on  the 
inoruius:  of  the  2nd  of  June,  near  the  town  i>f  La  Fayette,  Tena.,  in  pur- 
wianet?  of  Special  Orders,  No.  38,  dnf*»d  IIi-aAlijuarters,  Dii«trict  of  West 
TenneHs«»,  Memphis,  Ma>'  31,  18r»-4,  and  which  were  received  by  uie  on 
the  iHt  iu8t.  The  Ntivnfi^h  of  the  command  in  round  numbers  was  about 
H,000  men/  (vehich  included  the  following  Plmianx  regiments:  .VJth 
Ki'Kt.,  QUI  Kegt.,  G8th  Regt,,  Hatt^ry  1. 2nd  Artillery,  (Light,)  2  pieww.) 

"My  supply  train,  carrying  rations  for  18  do^'s,  fonriiHted  of  ISl 
wagouH,  which  with  tli*»  re^^inieutal  wogfjns  made  up  a  train  of  some  2oO 
wa^xom*.  My  inwtrurtionK  were  substautiallj'  om  follows,  viz:  To  pro- 
ce«Hl  Ui  Corinth,  MitwiBHippi  by  way  of  Salem  and  HuekerHville,  cnptun* 
any  force  that  might  be  there,  then  proceed  irouth,  dcstroyiujf  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  Railroad  to  Tu)h:>1o  and  Okoloua  and  as  far  us  poAsihle 
towards  Macon  and  Columbus  with  a  portion  of  my  force,  thence  to 
tin'nada  and  back  to  Memjihis.  A  discretion  was  allowed  me  as  to  the 
detoili*  of  the  movement  where  circumstances  might  arise  which  could 
not  have  been  anticipated  in  my  instructions.  Owing  to  some  misundor- 
Btaudiufc  on  the  part  of  the  quurtcriimHti^r,  ns  to  the  point  on  tho  Mt^m- 
phiH  and  Charleston  Railroad  at  which  some  forapnp  wan  to  hnvi«  l>«-n 
dopositA^d  from  the  cars,  there  was  some  little  delay  occasioned  in  getting 
thenulunm  in  motion. 

"The  following  incidrnta  of  the  nmreh  ore  taken  from  the  journal 
kept  from  da.v  to  day  by  one  tif  my  staff,  CapL  W.  C.  Rawolle,  A.  D.  C. 
and  A.  A.  A.  G.: 

"'Wednesday.  June  Iftt.-Kxpedltion  starU'd  from  Memphis  and 
White's  Station  tcward  LaFnyette. 

"'Thursday,  June  2nd.— The  gpneni!  and  staff  Ifft  Memphis  on  the 
ft  o*clock  A.  M.  train  and  establifihod  h-^ndquarters  at  Leaks'  TTouso,  nt»ar 
LuFa.votte.nnd  asHiimedi'pmniand.  ('avalry  movwl  to  the  intersection  of 
Stat^"  line  and  Karly  Orovr  roads,  six  miles  from  La  Ftvvette.  It  raiiietl 
Ut  intervals  all  day  and  part  of  Ih**  night. 

'•'Friday,  June  3rd.— Onh'r.*d  the  cavalry  to  move  to  within  thrw 
kmr  niilpK  of  Salem.  Infantry'  marched  to  Lamar.  18  niil«*H  from  LnFny- 
I'tte.    Owing  to  the  heavy  rains  during  the  day  and  the  bad  etmditiou  ol 
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tlin  roaila  and  bridgOH.  tlie  traiu  could  oti\y  move  to  N^itbla  four  niilL'H  of 
Uituuf,  luid  did  not  gt't  luto  park  luilU  11  o'clock  p.m.,  the  coloivd  brig- 
atSK  n'uminiu^  with  tJin  train  as  u  ^uard. 

"  •  Snturd»is>'.  Juu»*  4th. — Informed  tionerul  Griwi^oD  that  tho  infautry 
aud  tnuu  undt*r  Clie  iuohc  favorable  circuiuetaDcoH  e^uJd  only  mako  a.  fr.>w 
milert  Lcyoud  SuUrii  and  to  regulate  hirf  march  accordingly.  Traiu 
ai-rivod  at  Lamar  about  noou,  i»HUcd  ratiouH  to  tho  infantry  and  resiiid 
lUpuuimidti  It  i*ain(*d  heavily  until  1  o'clock  P.  m.,  making  the  roudti 
ulnioHt  imiiorieabU'.  MovihI  hcfldqu«rtor«to  the  Widow  Spright'a  house, 
two  iuile»  wwt  of  Suk'ii),  and  Coloui'l  Uoge'B  brigade  of  iu&ntry  to  Rob- 
ini*on'H  houWj  four  milot*  from  Suleni. 

"'Sunday,  Jane  5th.— Infantry  and  tniin  started  at  half  past,  four 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  joiucd  the  cavalry,  two  mill*  wist  of  Salem.  At  10 
o*cJoi'k  A.  M.f  ijMued  rationH  to  the  cavalry  and  fed  the  forage  colleited 
by  them.  Infantry  remained  in  i*am|)  during  the  day;  caviilry  moved  to 
the  iutei*aectJoa  of  the  LaOrange  and  KiplHy  and  the  Salem  and  Ruckers- 
ville  roads.  i'o\.  Ju8*»ph  Karge,  2nd  New  Jersey,  with  -100  men,  started 
atti  p.  M.,  with  infitnictions  to  move  via  Ripley  to  Rienei,  to  dt-stroy  th» 
railroad;  to  proceed  north,  destroy  bridge  over  Tuficumbia  and  to  join 
General  Grierson  at  Ruckei-«ville.  Heavy  showers  during  the  aftornoou. 
'"Monday,  June  7th.— Infantry  and  tniiu  moved  at -1  o'clock  a.  m., 
on  the  Ruckersville  road.  Commeuc(:*d  raining  at  5  a,  m.,  aud  continued 
ttl  inti?rvals  all  day.  rrf)gr»^8  very  slow,  niarchef]  13  mil(»8  and  made 
headquarters  at  Widow  Childers,  at  iuterKwrtiou  of  the  Saulsbury  aud 
Ripley  and  tlie  Ruckersville  and  Salem  roads.  Cavalry  moved  to  Riick- 
PTHVille.  The  advance  guard  of  the  infantry  encountered  a  nmall  party 
of  rebels  about  noon  and  chased  them  towards  Ripley  on  La  Grange 
and  Rijiley  roads. 

"'Tueftday.June  7th.— Upon  information  receive*!  from  General  Grier- 
eon  that  there  was  no  enemy  near  Corinih,  dirwted  him  to  move  toward 
Rliistown,  on  direet  rond  from  Ripley,  and  mstruct  Colonel  Kargeto  join 
bini  by  way  of  Blackland  or  CarrolUville.  Infantry  moved  to  Ripley 
and  CHV airy  encamped  on  New  Albany  road  two  miles  south.  Eucoun- 
ti*r*'<]  n  small  party  of  rebels  near  Widow  Childers  and  drove  them 
toward  Ri[.ley.  In  Ripley,  met  an  advance  of  the  enemy  and  drove 
tiiem  on  N'ew  Albany  road.  Cavalry  encouutei^d  about  a  regiment  of 
relK*l  cavalry  on  that  road  and  <Irfive  them  south.  Several  showere  dur- 
ing the  afbenioOM,  and  t}\e  ronds  very  bad. 

*' Wednesday,  Jane  Nth.— Reeeii-ed  information  at  4  oVloek  a.  u. 
thnt  Colonel  Karge  wn«  on  ati  island  in  the  Hatchie  River  and  sent  him 
500  men  and  two  hnwitznps  us  re-inforeemeuts.  Winslow's  brigade  of 
cavalry  move<l  6  miles  on  the  Fulton  Rond.  Infantry  and  tniiu  moved 
five  miles  on  same  road.  Colonel  Warin^r's  Itrigade  r*?mained  in  Ripk^y 
awaiting  return  ofColonel  Karpe,  who  joined  him  at  5  o'clock  V.  M.,  haV' 
ing  swam  the  Hutehie  River.    Rained  hard  duriri^r  the  night. 

"'Thursday,  June ftth.— S^nt  hack  to  Mrini)his  4<M>.sick  and  wouudwi 
Bien  aud  41  wagons.    Cavalry  aud  infantry  moved  to  JStubbs*,  fourteea 
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miltvi  from  Uiph-y :  iA.sui-tJ  flvr  days*  radous  (at  preriouB  camp.)   Rain*^ 
two  lionn*  ill  tlH'j^v.'iUJig. 

"'Friday.  Jum*  lOtb.— Encounteivij  the  oii»?ray   ut  Brioe*8  Cri3«j»- 
HouaIi^,  2'')  inilet*  fruiii  Uii>l<jy  iiud  »ix  iiiilvs  from  Uuutoivu.' 

"  At  Ripley  it  bfvoiuea  Horiuutt  quefltion  in  my  miud  oa  to  whether 
or  not  I  should  procw<l  any  fartlier.  Th**  rain  etill  feU  io  torn-nt*;  tlir 
artillery  and  watfom*  were  lit^-rully  mired  down,  and  iho  «tar\*iHi  mit\  i-x 
hautft'il  uuimolH  could  with  diffioulty  dru^:  them  along.  Undor  thee»« 
r-irfiifiifttarH.t:*,  I  cjiiled  toj^ther  my  dirisioo  commanders  and  phu-eil 
befon*  them  my  viewB  of  our  eouditiou,  Ai  this  iDter\iew.  one  bri^adi* 
cuniiiiuudcr  und  two  mtnnbers  of  my  tftufT  were,  inuidentally.  prw«ut 
also.  I  ciiMi^d  tliyir  attention  to  the  great  dHay  wp  had  uudergono  oa 
account  of  tii*j  continuous  ruin  aud  coonequent  bad  condition  of  tk» 
rojidft;  the  r*xbau«t«d  condition  of  our  animals;  th«  grr-at  probabilitx 
that  the  enf'iny  would  avail  hinieelf  of  the  time  thuB  alTordef]  him  to 
couwntrate  an  overwhelming  force  against  us  in  the  vicinity  of  Tuiwlo 
ami  th<.»  utter  hopeloeenesB  of  8u>iug  our  train  or  artillery  in  case  of  d^ 
r«at,  on  account  of  the  narrownewH  and  gonenil  bud  condition  of  the  road* 
and  the  impOK8ibility  of  procuring  nupplieft  of  (brnge  for  the  uuimala; 
all  agn-ed  with  nie  in  the  probabh*  couw.'quem.**  of  defeat.  Somo 
thought  our  only  «iafety  lay  in  retraining  our  Htep^  and  uband(jning  th* 
exjHMlitiou.  It  vva«  urg^nl,  however,  (and  with  »ome  propri^Hy,  loo,) 
that  imwrauch  ai*  I  had  abandone<ln  Bimihir  expedition  i>nly  a  few  wwk« 
before  und  given  as  my  reasons  for  so  doing^the  "  utt^r  aud  entire  df-Mti- 
tution  of  the  country,"  aud  that  in  the  fa(»?  of  this  we  were  again  Kent 
through  the  Biimo  ronntry,  it  would  be  ruinouf*  on  all  sides  to  return 
again  without  flret  meeting  the  enemy.  Moreover,  from  nil  the  infurrua- 
tiou  General  Washburn  had  acquired,  there  could  be  no  connhhrubh 
foree  in  our  front  and  all  my  own  information  led  to  the  same  eunrlu- 
Hiou.  To  be  sure  my  infonnatlon  wa^  exco«?dingly  meagre  and  unsntig- 
fartory  and  bad  I  returninl  I  would  have  been  totally  uuable  to  pr^'Hent 
any  fiw-t**  to  juHtify  my  cau(*e,  or  to  show  why  the  expedition  might  not 
have  t»een  Muecesflfnlly  carrieil  forward.  *V1I  I  could  have  pntw»uteJ 
would  have  been  my  coigectui*ee  as  to  what  tho  enemy  would  uutur.'illy 
do  under  the  cirrumstancca  and  t.hi«e  would  have  availe<3  htit  litti* 
against  the  idea  that  tho  enemy  was  scattered  aud  had  no  considerable 
force  in  our  fmnt. 

**  Under  these  circurastanees,  *nnd  with  a  sad  forboding  of  the  eov 
Heqiieu(u»rt,  I  deterndnoil  to  move  forward ;  keeping  my  fortw*  as  compari 
aw  piMwible  and  reiwly  for  action  nt  all  times;  hoping  that  we  might  suo- 
rwd  and  feeling  that  if  we  did  not,  yet  our  losses  might  at  most  be  io- 
sigiuHcant  in  comparison  with  the  great  bonefIt»  which  might  accrue  t« 
G«.nn'ral  Shernmn  by  tho  depletion  of  Johnson's  army  to  so  large  ■■ 
ext^'ut^ 

"On  ths  evening  of  the  8th.  oneday  beyond  HipleyJ  assembled  the  com 
man<Ierw  of  infantry  briga^Ies  at  the  heudquai-tnTs  of  CnlonH  MrMillro, 
and  rantionoil  them  as  to  the  necessity  of  enforcing  rigid  diNciplrue  in 
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th«r  cnmp« ;  kpoping  their  troop*  always  in  hand  and  ready  to  act  on  a 
mouient'H  notict*.  That  it  was  iuipuaeible  to  gain  any  accurato  or  rvU~ 
abie  infoi'iriutioii  of  the  enftmy,  and  that  it  I:>phoovwJ  u«  to  movt* 
and  ac:t  c«nHt*iutly  an  though  in  hi»  pn.*»t'nee.  That  we  wfw  now  whfliv 
we  mif^lit  eucouutei'  him  at  any  moment,  and  that  we  must  undi»r  uo 
circumKtanoes  allow  ourselves  to  be  surj'"***^-  *^n  the  morning  of  the 
loth,  the  cavalry  marched  at  half-pa^t  5  o'clock  and  the  infantry  at 
^vou,  rhuA  allowing  the  infantry  to  follow  iH)mpdiat"ly  in  rear  of  tlm 
cavalry  um  it  would  take  the  cjivalry  a  full  hour  and  a  hutf  to  clitu* 
thtfircnmp  Tho  habitual  owler  of  march  wns  oh  follows,  viz:  (.'avulry 
with  iU  artillery  in  advance;  iufuntry  with  i\t*  artillery;  mutt,  and  hu^tly, 
the  Hupply  train,  guardwl  by  the  rear  brijjade  with  one  of  its  ii"^dnit»ut>f 
at  the  head,  one  near  the  middle  ami  uue  with  a  He<.*tion  of  artillery  iu 
the  rear.  A  company  of  pioneerH  invoked  the  infantry  for  the  purfKise 
of  repairing  the  roads,  building  bridges,  &c.,  &c. 

"On  this  raorniug,  I  had  prec-eded  tJje  head  of  the  infantry  column 
and  arrived  at  a  point  Bome  fire  mih«  from  camp,  when  1  found  an  uu- 
UHually  bad  place  iu  the  ruad  and  one  that  would  ivv4ulri>  conHiderublt; 
time  and  labor  to  render  pnu'tical>Ie.  While  half^Ml  here  to  await  tht? 
hea4l  of  the  column,  I  n;ceived  a  messagu  from  (leneral  Uriereon  that  hf* 
hjuj  encounteifd  a*  portion  of  the  enemy's  cavalry.  In  a  few  minuten 
niure  I  nH.'eived  another  me8«ag('  fn>m  him,  t>aying  the  enemy  niimbiTed 
*ome  000  and  were  on  the  Ualdwyn  roatl.  That  he  was  hinmi'lf  at 
Brice'ti  OoHti-RoadH  and  that  hia  poaition  waii  a  good  one  and  he  would 
hold  it.  He  was  then  directed  to  leave  COO  or  700  men  at  the  crubn- 
roads^  to  precede  the  infantry  on  its  arrival,  on  itit  march  t^owards  tiun* 
town,  and  with  the  remainder  of  hi«  forces  to  drive  the  enemy  toward 
Baldwyn  and  there  rejoin  the  main  body  by  way  of  the  line  of  the  ruil- 
roud.  liH  I  ilid  not  intend  being  drawn  from  my  main  purpone,  (.'(dunel 
HcMilloQ  arrivedat  tliis  time  and  I  rode  forward  toward  the  cross-roails. 
lUtftire  proe<»<^ling  far,  however,  I  sent  a  staff  officer  back  dire«-'ting  t'olo- 
■el  McMillen  to  move  op  his  advance  brigade  as  rapidly  ««  pOHHiblff 
without  difltresaing  his  troops.  When  I  reached  the  cro«B-roadH,  found 
■early  all  the  cavalry  engaged  and  the  battle  growing  warm,  but  no 
artillery  had  yet  opened  on  either  side.  We  had  four  pie<'efl  of  artillery 
at  the  croes-roadH,  bat  they  had  not  been  placed  in  ponition,  oxviugto 
the  dense  woods  on  all  Fides  and  the  apparent  impoysibility  of  iwufK 
them  t«  advantage.  Finding,  however,  that  our  troojis  were  U-ing 
hotly  pressed,  I  ordered  one  section  to  open  on  the  enemy's  reserves. 
The  enemy's  artillery  soon  replied,  and  with  great  accuracy,  every  sheU 
bursting  over  and  in  the  immediote  vicinity  of  our  guns. 

"Frequent  calls  were  now  made  for  re-«nforcenients.  but  until  the  in- 
fantry should  arrive,  I  had  none  t^  give  ColonH  Winslow,  4th  Iowa 
Cavalry,  commanding  a  brigade  and  occupying  a  position  on  the  Gun- 
town  road  a  little  in  advance  of  the  cross-roads,  wns  esperinlly  clomor- 
OOB  to  be  relieved  and  pemiittwi  tn  carry  his  brigade  to  the  i-ear.  Fear- 
ing thatCoIoaelWiosIow  might  abandon  his  position  withont  authority.

I'puu.  Cavalry.    This  hikudful  of  troops  under  the  gidiaut  Lu<ut^*oloud 
Iless.  bebuvei]  v«ry  handAomely  und  hohl  the  liue  until  the  urriviU  of  the 
iitfiintr>*.    About  hulf-pu^st  1  p.  to.  the  infantry  be^ao  to  lurive.    Cot 
Hodgfj's  brigade  "wua  the  fii-Ht  to  reach  the  Qeld  and  wbb  placed  in  poai- 
t)ou  by  Colonel  McMilleu,  when  the  eueuiy  vvus  driven  a  little.    Geuerul 
Orienwiu  now  inxjucMted  authority  to  withdraw  the  entire  cvivaJry  as  it 
WHH  exhauHt4*<i  and  ut'll  nigh  out  of  ammunition.    This  I  authorized  ru 
fMion  a^  Kiitnciftnt  lufautry  was  in   portition  to  permit  it  and  he  wom 
dinvted  to  reorganiju?  bin  romnwuid  in  tlic  rear  and  hold  it  ready  to 
oprate  on  the  Ihuiks.    lu   the  mean  tinie  I  bad  ordered  a  section  of 
artillery  to  b4>  filat^d  in  pomtion  on  a  knoll  near  the  little  bridge,  Aome 
thnv  or  four  hundred  yards  in  tho  roar,  for  the  pui-po*te  of  opiK^siag 
any  attempt  of  the  enemy  to  turn  our  left.    I  now  went  to  thli  point 
lo  t*ee  that  my  orders  had  beeu  rxfcutud  and  also  to  give  direcUunn  for 
the  management  and  protection  of  the  wuKOu-train.    1  found  tbe  6eo< 
lion  properly  posted  and  supjiorted  by  the  72nd  Ohio  Infantry,  with  two 
roinpanicr*  thrown  forward  (lh  HkirmiKhers,  and  the  whole  under  the 
HujH'rinUmdence  of  that  excellent  offiwr,  Colonel  WilkiiiK,  of  the  0th 
Mmn.    While  here,  the  head  of  the  wagon  train,  which  hud  been  reported 
iitill  a  mile  and  a  half  in  rear,  arrived.    It  was  immediately  ordered  into 
Hu  o\H'.u  field  near  wIjcit'  tbe  cavalry   were  reorganizing,  there  to  b» 
turned  round  and  carried  furt-her  toward  tbe  rvtur.    The  preastire  on  the 
right  of  the  lino  was  now  be«roming  very  great  and  General  Griersoa 
waj3  direet^^Hl  to  wnd  a  portion  of  his  cavalry  to  that  [mint.    At  thi« 
time  I  received  a  mej4Hiigi'  from  Colonel  Hodge  that  he  was  HutisfttMl  that 
the  movement  on  thn  right  was  a  fiMnt  and  that  tho  real  attack  wttft 
iK'ing  made  on  rhf  left.    Another  wwtion  of  artillery  was  now  placed  in 
pOHilioif  a  little  to  the  rear  of  Colonel  Wilkins,  but  bearing  on  tiie  loft  of 
our  main  line,  and  a  portion  of  the  cavalry  was  thrown  out  as  skirmish- 
nrs     Thi-  ciivalry  which  bad  l»een  sent  to  tho  MXtrenie  right  bo;?aii  now 
to  t^ve  way,  and  at  the  same  time  the  enemy  began  to  nppenr  itV  fon^  m 
rear  of  the  extreme  left,  while  Colonel  McMillen  n^quirtnl  HMMifon-innenta 
in   the  centre.    I  now  emln.'t  vofvtj  in  gft  bokJ  of  the  cofomf  hriffinh 
whirb  formal  tho  ffunrd  to  the  tniin.     Whih  trnvernhifr  th*^  tthnrttlu*' 
Uynrty  to  where  th^  homl  of  tlmt  Itrifi:tiif>  shuuhl  he  foumf,  tbp  wn\a  Hae 
tH'fr:iri  to  give  iifl.r  rit  vnnntifi.  poiiitf*:  onier  ttoon  an  re  n'fl.r  to  confij/iiom 
and  confusion  to  pnnifi.    7  ttent  an  nirl  to  Cot.  HcMUIon  infonuina  him 
that  I  was  JWabh  to  render  him  uriy  tnfditiounl  asshitnnce,  nnd  thnt  b» 
inttttt  tlo  ult  in  his  />ower  with  what  he  hud  to  hohi  his  position  until  I 
rnnid  form  a  line  to  protect  bin  retreat,    Oo  iVrtcA/fl^  the  htmioftM 
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ftnpph  tram,  Lieut. -Colonel  Heaa  was  dirtvied  to  place  in  pomtjon  in  n 
wood  the  lirst  n'iiimeut  ofcujorpti  troot*s  1  could  find.  This  na^  dour 
audit  isdufi  to  tfntst^  tnm^us  to  tuij"  hfre  tbul  they  stood  their  gmimd 
well iwd  roudered  vultmhlenid  toColont*i  McMilletitV/ho  wa**  noon  uftor 
coraiwlled  to  witljdniw  from  IJr*  oriKii*"!  lint'  in<l  take  up  ni>%*  iK>«itionn 
in  rear.  It  was  uow  5  o'clock  i'.  m.  For  wvoii  boiirs,  ihf^o  gullarjl 
offiitTS  and  iiieu  bud  held  their  ^ound  uK^iast  overwhelniiu^  oumborH, 
but  at  lust  ovfTpowered  and  exhaudtt'd  tboy  were  conipeUwi  to  abfindnu 
not  only  the  Held,  but  many  of  their  galluiit  coiiirudect  who  bad  fallen 
lo  the  mercy  of  the  enemy  Everywhere  tlie  army  now  drifted  toward 
the  rear  and  was  soon  altogether  beyond  control.  I  requehted  General 
Griernon  to  aoirompany  me  and  to  aid  in  cbcrking  the  fleeing  column 
aud  ehtAbtihliing  a  new  line,  tiy  diut  of  eutnnit.v  and  force  and  the  aid 
of  H^veral  offleerw,  whom  I  called  to  m.v  uy**iHtance,  with  pistols  in  their 
hajid^  wf  at  length  8Uwwdc<i  in  cbofkin^  some  11200  or  1500  and  cHtab- 
lii^hing  them  in  a  line  of  which  r»iloD«l  Wilkin^,  S*tb  Minnesota,  wfl« 
plai*('<l  in  command.  About  thin  time  it  wii^  reported  to  me  that  Col 
HcMillen  \vi\h  driving  the  enemy.  I  placed  but  little  faith  in  this  report, 
yet  distiemiuated  it  freely  for  the  ^od  effect  it  might  produce  upon  the 
troops.  In  a  few  minutes,  bowevi^r,  the  gallaiit  Colonel  McMillen,  sad 
and  dishonrtened,  arrived  hiniMf,  and  i-eported  bin  lines  broken  and  in 
ctjufubiou.  The  new  line  under  Colonel  AVilkins  aUo  j;rave  way  noon  after 
and  it  wtm  now  impossible  to  exercise  any  further  control.  The  road 
became  crowded  and  jammed  with  troops;  the  waj^onn  and  artillerr 
•inking  into  the  deep  nmd  btname  inextricable  and  ndde<l  to  the  general 
confusion  which  now  jirevailed.  No  power  could  now  check  or  control 
the  i)anic-8tiickeu  ma«u  oa  it  hwept  toward  the  rear,  led  off  by  Colonel 
"Win.slow  at  the  head  of  hi«  brigade  of  cavalry,  aud  who  never  halted 
until  he  had  reached  StubbH*,  ten  niilee  in  rear.  Thifl  was  the  gr<»ater 
pity  as  his  brijrade  waw  nearly,  if  not  entirely,  intact,  and  miirht  have 
offered  cnnHidernble  reflatancN'  to  the  advancing  foe.  Alwut  10  o'clock 
p.  M.,  I  reached  Stubbw'  in  pei-son,  when*  1  found  Colonel  Winslow  and 
hiH  brigade.  1  then  informed  him  that  his  was  the  ouKv  oi-ganized  body 
of  men  T  had  been  able  to  find,  aud  difw-ted  him  to  n.ld  to  hU  own 
«vMry  iwj.'wible  foive  he  could  rally,  a.**  they  i»J>ssed,  and  take  charge  of 
the  rear,  remaining  in  i>OBition  until  all  should  have  paiwed  I  also  in- 
forme*!  him  that  on  account  of  the  extreme  darkness  of  the  nJKbt  and 
the  wretched  condition  of  the  road,  I  had  little  hotK*  of  saving  any- 
thing more  than  the  troo|>H.  and  directed  him  therefore  to  destroy  all 
wngOHK  nnd  artillery  whit^h  he  might  find  blocking  up  the  road  luid  pre' 
venting  the  piuwuge  of  the  men.  In  this  way  about  200  wngons  and  14 
pi(M*e8  of  artillery  wei-e  lost,  nmny  of  the  wagons  Iteing  burnwl  and  the 
artillery  Hjukt'd  and  otherwise  niutilatwi;  the  mules  and  horses  wer»» 
brought  away.  By  7  oclock  A.  m.,  of  the  llrh,  we  had  reorganized  at 
Ripley,  and  the  army  prepenti-d  quite  a  i-espectable  apf»earance,  and 
would  hi»ve  bi-^^n  able  to  accomplisTi  an  orderly  n^treat  fWim  that  point 
IfUtfor  the  unfortunate  circuntstajices  that  the  cartridge  boxes  were  well 
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ni^h  oxhautfttd.  At  7  o'clock  lUo  culuum  wub  Ji;^{un  put  m  motion  oci 
t]i(»Saleiii  roail,  the  etivah'.v  in  advuuw,  foUoniHl  by  th*' inloutry.  Tho 
eutjuiy  pniBHL'd  heavily  oa  the  rnor,  aii<i  thvrv  wiis  now  nothing  left  hut 
to  kcon  in  motion  so  fw  to  prevent  tlie  bonking  up  of  the  i*ear,  anil  to 
pa8e  all  cro«»-roada  befon'  the  eueaiy  could  reii*;h  them,Ba  the  t'oiiimujid 
waa  iu  no  condition  to  offer  iletiTnhned  i-esiBlnnw,  wbi'ther  Httacki-d  iu 
the  front  or  the  rear.  At  8  o'clock  a.  in.  oa  the  X2th,lhe  eolnuin  reof^hvcl 
T'ollieraville,  wtjru  out  and  exhaUBted  by  the  fatitpjcfl  of  righting  aud 
marching  for  two  davn  and  two  nights  without  rest  aud  without  eating. 
About  nooH  of  the  wune  du.v  a  train  arrived  from  Memphis,  bringing 
tiome  2.000  infantry,  commnndwi  by  Colon*-!  Wolf,  and  suppliefl  for  ray 
Bufferiug  lueu.  aud  I  determitipd  to  remain  here  until  next  day  for  tlie 
purpone  of  resting  and  alTordiug  prott^ion  to  many  who  had  dropijwi 
by  the  way«ide,  through  fatigue  and  other  eauses.  Learniug.  however, 
toward  evening,  that  the  commander  at  White  »  Station  had  inlorma- 
tion  of  Ji  large  force  of  the  enemy  approaching  that  phwe  from  Uw 
•outheuKt.  iiud  knowing  that  my  men  were  in  no  eonditiou  to  olTer  Hi'ri- 
auti  HMsiHtanw  to  an  enemy  preBentiug  liimKuIf  acrona  uiy  line  of  niarrrh, 
I  intoniKHl  the  general  commanding  the  difltrict,  by  telegraph,  that  I 
deomed  it  prudent  to  continue  my  mar<rh  to  Whito'a  Station.  Accord- 
ingly, at  I)  p  m.,  the  column  marched  again,  nnd  iinivwl  at  Whit*t*8 
Station  at  daylight  next  morning.  Thif*  report  having  alreaily  JKM>ome 
more  rircumNtantial  than  was  anticipated,  I  have  purjjoeely  omitted  the 
details  of  our  march  from  Ripley  to  Whit*»'8  Station,  as  they  would  ex- 
tend it  to  a  tireflome  length,  but  would  I'efc'pectfully  refer  you  for  tliene 
to  th(»  »!il>-pei»ortd  herewith  enclosed.    Casualties  are  a«  follows: 

"  Killed,  223,  wound**d,  394;  miiwing.  1023 ;  total,  2240.  That  our 
lo88  waM  great,  iH  true;  yet  that  it  wan  not  much  grpater  in  dno  iu  au 
•min*'nt  df'gr«H'  to  the  personal  exertions  of  thnt  model  Holdier.  Col.  W. 
L.  MeMillen.  of  the  95th  Ohio  Infantry,  who  commanded  the  infantry. 
and  to  the  able  commandor»  under  him. 

**  Tht*  strt'ngth  of  the  enemy  is  variouRly  estimated  by  my  most  intel- 
ligent officers  at  fi'om  15,000  to  20,000  men,  A  very  intelligent  tter^etuit 
who  was  captured  aud  remained  Ave  daye  [a  the  baudn  of  the  enemy, 
report*  the  numl^er  o(  tin*  enemy  netunlly  engaged,  to  hn ve  bwu  l2.0fM), 
«nd  tiiat  two  divisions  of  infantry  wcr*-  held  in  rewTvo.  It.  may  apiw-nr 
•trange  that  80  larg*-' a  force  of  the  enemy  could  b<»  in  our  virinity  nnd 
we  be  ignorant  of  the  fact,  but  the  surprisi^  will  exiftt  only  in  the  minds 
of  tlioM'  who  uiv  not  familiar  with  the  difflenlty,  (I  may  even  wiy  im|H3ti- 
•ibility)  of  acquiring  reliable  informnlicm  in  the  h«'art  of  tb**  enemy's 
•ountry.  Our  uiovemeutM  aud  numbers  are  always  known  to  fah* 
•nemy,  because  every  woman  and  child  is  one  of  them,  bnt  we,  aMov*»ry- 
body  known  who  1ms  had  nny  exjKirienf^  in  thiH  war,  can  only  leani  tJi» 
movements  of  theeiipmy  and  his  numbtM-8  by  nctunlly  fighting  for  th* 
knf(trmati<in ;  and  in  that  cuiw  the  knowledge  ofl/'u  comeK  ton  lati*. 

"  Wliihi  I  will  not  prolong  this  atr«*iwly  rxt^'uded  rqxirt  by  recording 
podividual  a^'tn  i>f  good  ctmdurt,  and  the  nantefl  of  many  bravo  oUotctt 
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and  men  who  deeerve  meotioa.but  will  rcfipprtfuUy  r^frryou  for  tbp***;'  to 
the  lepoPlH  of  divJHiou  tind  Itriirude  ooDimaiidvrts,  yet  I  raunot  refrain 
from  t'xprefcwing  my  bigh  ujipi-wiiitioii  of  tlie  valuable  wrvkHw  rpndt'n.'d 
by  timt  oxfcllfnt  und  dai.lu«g  omcer.  Col.  Jow-jib  Korgp,  of  tJio  2n.l 
New  Jerwy  Voli*.,  in  his  ifconnoiseuiitf  toCorintb  and  his  8uhs«|ijMiit 
iiiauag.-jiient  of  tbf  mir-guurd,  during  a  part  of  tlie  retrt'at,  righting 
atid  drfrndiiig  tli»*  n-nr  during  one  whole  nftemoou  and  throughout  th* 
fiitin?  uight  folluwiug.

"  Amid  these  scenes  wp  noted  the  arrival  of  95  more  men ;  tbow*  who 
bad  Utlongtnl  to  a  rnk]  neat  from  MtMuphi^,  Tenn.,  uudiT  commaud  of 
General  SturgtH,  and  were  nttaoked  and  badly  ilef'^att'd  by  the  rebi'l 
Oeuural  Forrvst,  at  a  pluw  in  MitiKiBuippi.  GenvnU  .Sturgiw  is  said  to 
have  bo*»n  intoxknted  during  the  pugageinent,  and  that  just  as  boou  on 
he  saw  things  were  likely  to  go  againnt  him,  he  turned  away  with  u  por- 
t4ou  of  his  cavalry,  und  sought  to  save  himself  ^m  capture.^^  Life  and 
Ihnth  in  Hebfil PrisouB.' " 

Notwithstanding  tlie  arrangeruentB  usually  and  Kpoftrt- 
ily  ent4?red  into  by  two  belligerent  powers  forthe  exchange 
of  prisoners  of  war,  it  proved  a  most  difficult  task  for 
the  Federal  Government  to  consummate  an  arrangx'meut 
Mith  the  confederates,  and  much  suffering  was  caused 
among  theprisonerH  in  the  hands  of  the  latter  while  nego- 
tiations were  in  progress.  The  agreement  entered  into  by 
the  commissioners,  after  a.  long  delay,  did  not  anticiput<i 
there  being  any  black  soldiers  to  exchange;  nor  would 
the  confederate  a  nth  or!  ties  thereafter  allow  the  terms  of 
the  carte)  to  apply  to  the  blacks,  because  Jeflfersoa  Daviu 
and  the  confederate  Congress  regarded  it  as  an  outrage 
against  humanity,  and  the  rules  of  civilized  warfare  to 
arm  the  negroes  against  their  mastere. 
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It  wa»  a  year  after  the  black  soldiers  had  become  a 
part-  ot  the  Union  forcee  before  even  a  quasj  acknowledg- 
ment of  thpir  right*i  tw  piieoners  was  noti'd  in  KicLniond. 
The  grounds  upon  which  the  greatest  difficulty  lingered 
HQ«  the  refusal  of  the  Federal  government  at  first  to 
accord  belligerent  rights  to  the  confederates  hut  this  diffi- 
culty was  finally  overcome  in  July,  1862,  and  the  ex- 
change of  prisoners  proceeded  with  until  the  confederate 
authorities  refuse*!  to  count  the  black  soldiers  capturfNl 
in  the  interpretation  of  the  cartel.  But  the  time  arrived 
when  Grant  assumed  command  of  the  armies,  when  it  was 
no  longer  an  oj>en  question,  for  the  confederate  Congre«« 
began  devising  plans  for  arming  the  slaves. 

However,  the  inhuman  treatment  did  not  cease  with 
^'irresponsible  parties."  whose  conduct  was  doubtless  ap- 
proved by  the  ret»el  authorities,  Jefferson  Davis  having 
declan^d  (Jeneral  Butler  an  outlaw^.  and  committed  him 
and  his  officei-s  nnd  black  soldiers  to  the  mercy  of  a  chiv- 
alry which  affected  to  regard  them  as  mercenaries.  With 
this  6f)irit  infuHeii  in  tlie  confi^erate  army,  what  else  thaa 
barbarity  could  bw  ciptictcdV 
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CHAPTER  XI. 


THE  PHAKANX  IN  VIRGTNU. 


The  laurels  won  by  the  Phalanx  in  the  Southern  States, 
notwithstauding  the  "uo  quarter"  policy,  \va«  proof  of 
its  devotion  to  the  cauBe  of  Iil>erty  and  the  old  tlag, 
which  latter,  until  within  h  nhoit  period  had  lH*eu  but  a 
eymbol  of  op{)res8ion  to  the  black  man ;  Cailloux  had  i^- 
dened  it  with  his  lite'n  blood,  and  Carney,  in  a  w^ething 
fire  had  planted  it  on  the  ramparts  of  Wagner.  The 
audaciouM  bravery  of  the  Phalanx  had  wrung  from 
Generals  Banks  and  Gillmoiv  congratulatory  orders, 
while  the  loyal  i)eople  of  the  nation  pourwl  out  unstinted 
praises.  Not  a  breach  of  discipline  marred  the  negro  sol- 
dier's record ;  not  one  cowardly  act  tarnished  their  fame. 
Grant  pronounced  thorn  gallant  and  i*eliable,  and  Wcitzol 
was  willing  to  command  them. 

In  Now  York  City,  where  negroes  had  been  hung  to 
lamp  po8t«,  and  where  a  colored  orphan  asylum  had  been 
sacked  and  burned,  crowds  gathered  in  Broailway  and 
cheered  Phalanx  regiments*  on  their  way  to  the  front. 
General  Logan,  author  nf  the  Illitn)iH  Black  Code,  greeted 
them  as  comrades,  and  JeflTersou  Davis  finally  accoi-ded 
to  them  the  rights  due  ctiptured  soldiera  as  prisoners  of 
war.  Congress  at  last  took  up  the  question  of  pay,  and 
placed  the  black  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  white  sol- 
diers. Their  valor,  excelled  by  no  troops  in  the  field,  had 
finally  won  full  recognition  from  every  quarter,  and  hence^ 
forth  they  were  to  share  th(»  full  glory  ua  well  as  the  toils 
of  their  white  comrades-in-arms.    Not  until  those  just 
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rights  and  attentions  were  attained,  was  the  Phalanx 
allowed,  to  any  p:reat  ext<>nt,  to  nhow  ite  efficiency  and 
prowess  in  the  nianceuvres  in  Virgiiua  and  vicinity,  where 
that  magnificent  **Army  of  Northern  Virginia,"  the  hope 
and  the  pride  of  the  Confederacy,  was  operating  against 
tile  Federal  government.  But  Avhen  General  Gi'ant  carae 
to  direct  the  movements  of  the  Eastern  armies  of  the 
United  Stat-t^s,  there  was  a  change.  He  had  loarnal  from 
his  experience  at  Vicksburg  and  other  places  in  his  west- 
em  campaigns,  that  the  negro  soldiers  were  valuable; 
that  they  conld  be  fully  relied  upon  in  critical  times,  and 
their  patriotic  zeal  had  made  a  deepinipi*ession  upon  him. 
Therefore,  as  before  stated,  there  were  changes,  and  quite 
a  good  many  Phnlanx  regiments — numbering  about 
20,000  men — wei-e  taken  from  Southern  and  WcKfern 
armies  and  transferred  to  the  different  armies  in  Virginia, 
The  19th  Army  Corps  sent  one  briga<ie.  General  Gill- 
rooiv  brought  a  brigade  ft'om  the  Tenth  Army  Corps.  At 
least  ten  thousand  of  them  were  veterans,  and  had  driven 
many  confefleratt^s  out  of  their  Im^jwtworks. 

The  world  never  saw  such  a  spectacle  as  America 
presented  in  the  winter  and  early  spring  of  18G4.  The 
attempt  to  capture  Richmond  and  Petersburg  had  failed. 
The  Army  of  the  Potomac  lay  like  a  weary  lion  under 
cover,  watching  its  opponent.  BruistKi,  but  spirited  and 
defiant,  it  hatl  driven,  and  in  turn  hud  been  driven  time 
and  again,  by  its  equally  valient  foe.  It  had  tidvani^ 
and  retreated  until  the  soldiers  were  foot-sore  from 
marching  and  count^^r-marching,  crossing  and  i-e-orossing 
the  now  historic  streams  of  the  Old  Dominion.  Of  all 
this,  the  loyal  people  were  tired  and  demanded  of  the 
Administration  a  charige.  The  causes  of  the  failure«  to 
take  tlie  confederate  capitol  were  not  so  much  the  fault  of 
the  commanders  of  the  brave  army  as  that  of  the  author- 
ities  at  WaHhington,  whose  indecision  and  intcrferenw 
had  entailed  almost  a  disgrace  upon  McClellan,  Uouker, 
Burnside  and  Meade.  But  finally  the  people  saw  the 
greatest  of  the  difficulties,  and  demanded  it«  removal, 
which  the  Administration  signified  its  willingness  to  do. 
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Then  began  an  activity  at  the  North,  East  and  Wijst, 
Hucli  as  wua  never  before  witnessed.  The  loyal  heart  waa 
again  aroused  by  the  Fresiflent  't>  call  for  troops,  and  all 
realized  the  uecessity  of  a  more  sagaciouK  policy,  nnd  the 
importance  of  liringin^r  the  war  to  a  clow/.  The  lion  of 
the  South  must  ho  l)earded  in  his  Inir,  and  forced  to 
eun-ender  Richmond,  the  Confe<lprate  Capitol,  that  bad 
ali*eady  co«t  the  Government  nii]U<ais  of  doUnrs.  nuil  the 
North  thousands  of  lives.  The  cockade  city, — lVters)»urg, 
— like  the  Gibralter  of  the  Mississippi,  should  haul  down 
the  confederate^  banner  from  her  breastworks;  in  far-t.  Lee 
must  be  vanquislied.  Tliat  was  the  deuiuiid  of  the  loyal 
nation,  and  right  well  did  they  enter  into  preparations  to 
consummate  it;  placing  brave  and  skillfid  officers  in  com- 
mand. 

The  whole  North  became  a  recruiting  station.  Sum- 
ner, Wilson,  Stevens  nnd  Slierninn,  in  Congress,  and 
Greele^',  Beecher,  Philips  and  Cui-tis,  with  the  ])rcK8.  had 
succeeded  in  placing  the  iight  upon  the  highest  plune  of 
civilization,  and  linked  frvedoin  to  the  cause  of  the  I'nion 
thus  making  the  success  of  one  the  hucccss  of  the  othtT. — 
**  Liberty  and  Union,  one  and  inseparable."  Wliat  patri- 
otism should  fail  in  accomplishing.  InDunties — National, 
State,  county,  city  and  townshij) — weiv  to  induce  and 
effect.  The  depleted  ranks  of  the  army  wert^  filled  to 
its  maxinnmi,  and  with  n  hitherto  victi»rious  nnd  gallant 
leader  would  l>e  hurled  against  the  foi^titicntions  of  the 
Confederacy  with  new  energy  and  d<»terniinn1ion. 

Early  in  January,  General  lUirnside  was  ordered  again 
to  take  command  of  the  Ninth  Army  Corjis,  an*!  to  rc»- 
cruit  its  sti-ength  to  fifty  thousand  eflTe^-tive  men,  which  he 
immediately  began  to  do.  General  Butler,  then  in  com- 
mand of  the  Department  of  A'irginia  and  North  Carolina, 
began  the  organization  of  the  Army  of  the  James,  collect- 
ing at  Norfolk,  Portsmouth  and  on  the  Peninsula,  the 
forces  scattered  throughout  his  DepLirtnient.  and  to  re- 
cruit Phalanx  regiments.  In  March,  General  Grant  was 
called  to  Washington,  and  I'cceived  the  appointment  of 
Lieutenant  General,  and  placed  in  command  of  the  armiea 
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of  the  IU»public.  Ho  immediately  bejj:aii  thdr  reorganiza- 
tion, Qw  a  preliniiuary  to  attcicking  I.«ee'8  veteran  army  of 
northeru  Virginia. 

As  bafi  before  been  stated,  the  negro, had,  up  to  thia 
time,  taken  no  very  active  part  in  the  battles  fought  in 
Vii'g'iniu.  The  sefMl  of  pivjuflice  sown  by  (leneraln  Mc- 
Dowell and  McClellan  at  the  beginning  of  hoBtilitieB,  had 
ri]M»ned  into  produrrtive  fruit.  The  Army  of  the  Potomac 
bning*  early  engaf^nl  in  apprehending  and  returning  run- 
away slaveft  to  their  presumed  owners,  had  imbibed  a 
bitter,  unrelenting  hatred  for  the  poor,  but  ever  loyal, 
negro.  To  thia  bitterneHH  the  Emancipation  Proclamji- 
tion  gave  a  zest,  through  the  pro-elavery  press  at  the 
North,  which  taunted  the  8oldiers  with  '^  fighting  to  fir'A 
the  ne^rofs,  '  This  fueling  hn<l  nerved  to  practically  keep 
the  negro,  as  a  soldier,  out  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 

G«Mieral  Bunisidr.  upon  a^Hiuuing  his  conunnnd,a8ke<l 
for  and  obtained  i>ermission  from  the  WarDepai-tnient  to 
raise  and  unite  a  division  of  Negro  troops  to  the  9th 
Army  (*orps.  Annapolis,  Md.,  was  8electe<i  as  tlie  ''depot 
and  rendezvous/'  and  very  soon  Cani|>  Stanton  luid  re- 
ceived its  allowanre  of  Phalanx  regiments  for  the  Corps. 
Early  in  Apnl,  the  ramy)  was  broken,  and  the  line  of 
marrh  taken  for  Washington,  It  was  rumored  through- 
out the  rity  that  the  9th  Corps  would  pass  through  there, 
and  that  about  0,000  Phalanx  men  would  be  among  the 
troops.  The  citizens  were  on  the  qui  vive:  inemlM»rs  of 
Con^iH'Hs  and  t!u*  President  were  eager  to  witness  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Corps. 

At  nine  o't-Jock  on  the  morning  of  the  25th  of  April, 
the  hea^l  of  the  column  entered  the  city,  and  at  eleven  the 
troops  were  marching  down  New  York  Avenue.  Halting 
a  shoi-t.  distance  from  the  corner  of  14th  strnet,  the  nil- 
umn  closed  up,  and  prej^anMl  to  pay  the  Prewident  a 
marehing  8alut<»,  who,  with  .General  Bumside  and  a  few 
friends,  was  awaiting  their  coming.  Mr.  Lincoln  and  his 
parly  occupied  a  balcony  over  the  entrance  of  Willani's 
Flcitel.    The  scene  was  oae  of  great  beauty  and  nnima- 
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tion.  The  day  wa«  superbly  clear ;  the  soft  atmosphere  of 
the  eai'ly  spring  was  made  additioually  pleasant  by  a 
cool  breeze;  rain  had  fallen  the  previous  night  and  there 
wa8  no  duHt  to  cause  discomfort  to  the  soldiers  or  spw- 
tators.  The  trooj>s  marched  and  appeared  well;  their 
soiled  and  battered  fla^s  bearing  inscriptions  of  battles 
of  six  States.  The  corps  had  achieved  almost  the  first 
success  of  the  war  in  North  Carolina;  it  had  hastened  to 
the  Potomac  in  time  to  aid  in  rescuing  the  Capitol,  when 
I^ee  made  his  first  Northern  invasion ;  it  won  glory  at 
South  Mountain,  and  made  the  nari"ow  bridge  at  Autie- 
tarn,  forever  historic;  it  had  likewise  readied  Kentucky  iu 
time  tT)  aid  in  driving  the  confederates  frorn  tfiut  State. 
Now  it  appeared  \vith  recruited  ranks,  and  new  regiments 
of  as  good  blood  as  ever  was  poured  out  in  the  cause 
of  right;  and  with  a  new  element— those  whom  they  had 
hel}>ed  set  free  from  the  thraldom  of  slavery — whoui  they 
weiv  j»roud  to  claim  as  comrades. 

Their  banners  were  silent,  effective  witnesses  of  their 
valor  and  their  sacrifices;  Hull's  Kun,  Balls  Hlulf,  Ho- 
anoke,  Newburn,  Gaines'  Mills,  Mechanlcsvllle,  S<»ven 
Pines,  Savage  Station,  Glendale,  Malvern,  FredcrickKhurg, 
ChanceIIor8\ille,  Antietam,  tSouth  Mountain,  Knoxville, 
Vicksbnrg,  Port  Hudson  and  Ciettysliurg,  were  cnibhi- 
zoned  in  lettei^s  of  gold.  Tlie  firm  and  soldierly  iM^aring 
of  the  veterans,  the  eager  and  expectant  countenances  of 
the  men  and  officers  of  the  new  regiments,  the  gay  trap, 
pings  of  the  cavalry,  the  thorough  equipment  and  fine 
condition  of  the  artillery,  the  clattering  of  lioofs,  the 
clanking  of  sabres,  the  drum-beat,  the  bugle  call,  and  the 
music  of  the  bands  were  all  subjects  of  interest.  The 
President  beheld  the  scene.  Pavement,  sidewalks,  win- 
dows and  roofs  were  crowded  with  people.  A  division  of 
veterans  passed,  saluting  the  President  and  their  com- 
mander with  cheers.  And  then,  with  full  ranks— platoons 
extending  ftom  sidewalk  to  sidewalk— briga4les  which  bad 
never  been  in  battle,  for  the  first  time  shouldered  arms  for 
their  country;  they  who  even  then  were  disfranchised  and 
wei*e  not  American  citizens,  yet  they  were  going  out  to 
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fight  for  the  flag.  Their  country  was  givon  them  by  thp 
tall,  paU',  l>t*!iPV()leiit  heai't^l  man  stand iiic^  upon  tlit*  bal- 
cony. For  the  first  time,  they  beheld  their  benefactor. 
They  weiv  darker  hued  than  their  veteran  conirades,  but 
they  clipered  a«  lustily,  '*  hurrah,  hurrah,  hurrah  for 
Maftsa  Linkun!  Three  cheers  for  the  I^resident!"  They 
Bwung  their  caps,  clapped  their  hands  and  shout^xl  their 
joy.  Long,  louil  and  jul)ilaiit  wei-e  the  rejoicings  of  these 
redeemed  sous  of  Afi'ica.  Regiment  after  regiment  of 
stalwart  men,— slaves  once,  but  fi-eemen  now,— with  steady 
step  and  even  ranks,  passe*!  down  the  strwt,  moving  on 
to  the  Old  Dominiou.  It  was  the  fii*«t  review  of  the 
negro  troops  by  the  President.  Mr.  Ijincoln  himself 
eeemoil  greatly  pleased,  and  acknowlrMlgerl  the  plaudits 
and  chtvrs  of  the  Phalanx  soldiers  with  a- (lignitied  khid- 
ness  and  courtesy.  It  was  a  spK-tacle  which  maile  many 
e^'es  grow  moist,  anil  left  a  life-long  impression.  Thus 
the  corps  that  had  never  lost  a  fiag  or  a  gnn,  nnirched 
through  lIiH  National  Capitol,  crosswl  long  bridgt*  and 
went  into  camp  near  jUexandria,  where  it  remaiuod  until 
the  4th  of  May. 

The  Phalanx  regiments  composing  the  4th  division 
were  tlie  IDth.  2:bd,  27th,  28th.  2mh,  noth,  3l8t,  39th 
nnd  48rd,  connnanded  liy  General  K,  Ferrero. 

Tlie  Army  of  the  James,  under  General  Butler,  which 
was  to  jw't  in  conjunction  with  the  Army  of  the  I'otomac, 
under  Meade,  was  conii»osed  of  the  10th  and  IHth  CorpB. 
The  loth  Coqis  hiul  two  brigades  of  the  Phalanx,  con- 
Hi.sting  .if  the  Tth,  0th,  29th,  lOtli.  Sth,  41st,  45th  and 
127th  Regiments,  commanded  by  Colonels  James  8haw. 
Jr.,  and  Ulysses  Double<1ay,  and  constituted  the  8rd  divit*- 
ion  of  that  Corps  commanded  by  Brigadier-General  Win. 
Birney. 

The  3rd  division  of  the  18tb  Corps,  commandwl  by 
Brigadicr-tSeiuTal  Charles  (i.  I'nine,  wjis  eomposr^l  of  tho 
Ist,  22nd,  ::i7tli.  5th,  3Gth.  38th,  4th.  (5th,  10th.  lOTth, 
117th,  118th  and  2nd  Cavalry,  with  Colonels  FAihh 
Wright  Alonzo  G.  Drap»T,  John  W.  An>es  an<^l  K.  Marrln- 
dale  OB  brigade  commanders  of  the  four  biigades.    A  cuv- 
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airy  force  numbering  about  two  thousand,  oompriaing 
the  1st  and  2nd,  \va«  under  (xminntnd  of  Colonel  Weat,* 
making  not  le8H  than  20.000  of  the  Phalanx  troops,  in- 
dudiug  the  4th  Division  with  the  Ninth  Corps,  ami  aug- 
menting Dutler'e  force  to  47.000,  concentrated  at  York- 
town  and  Gloucester  Point. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  Hutler  received  his  final  orders, 
and  on  the  night  of  the  4th  of  May  embarked  his  ti-oofw 
on  truns])ort8,  dcBeendcHJ  the  York  nver,  passed  Foi-tresa 
Monroe  aiul  ascended  the  James  River.  Convoyed  by  a 
fleet  of  armored  war  vessels  and  gnnl)oatg,  his  transports 
reached  liermuda  Hundreiis  on  the  afternoon  of  the  5th. 
General  Wilde,  with  n  brigade  of  the  IMmlnnx,  occupied 
Fort  Powhatan,  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river,  and 
Wilson  s  AVluirf,  about  five  miles  below  on  the  noiih  side 
of  the  James,  with  tlie  ivmninder  of  his  division  of  5  000 
of  the  Phalanx.  General  Hinks  hmded  at  City  Point,  iit 
the  mouth  of  the  A}iiM)mattf>x.  The  next  morning  the 
troops  advjuiced  to  Trent's,  with  their  left  resting  on  the 
Appomattox,  near  Waltholl,  and  the  right  on  the  James, 
and  intrenched.  In  the  meantime,  Butler  telegraphed 
Grant :

Both  army  corps  If*ft  Ynrk- 
town  duriijtf  last  uight.  The  monitors  are  all  ovor  T-hp  bar  nt  Harri- 
Bon'8  landing  and  abovp  City  Point.  Thr*  operntionH  of  thp  fii*ot  hnve 
bpen  couductfHl  to-day  with  enerpry  utid  suctM'w*.  Gens.  Sniitli  imd  ffill* 
more  are  puHhiujc  the  Inndiiifr  of  the  men.  (Jen.  (iraJiatii  with  tlie  army 
gunboatfl,  lend  tbcndvanw?  dnring  the  nif?ht,  cjipturing  the  nipnal  Htn- 
tion  of  the  rebels.  Colonel  West,  with  1800  cavalry,  made  sevcrul  dem- 
onstratfoTiR  fW>m  WilUamflbnrg  yesterday  morninp:.    Gen.    Riintz  loft

About  two  miles  in  front  of  their  lino  ran  the  Bich- 
iiiornl  Si  Petei-Mburj^  Raih'oad,  near  which  the  enemy  wfw 
encountered.  Butlers  inovenioutw  being  in  concert  with 
that  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  the  9th  Coi^pw,— the 
hitter  OH  yet  an  independent  organizution. 

General  MeiuJe,  with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  num- 
bering!: I*i0,000  efle<^tive  men,  cro8Re<i  tlie  lijipidan  pn 
route  for  the  Wilderness,  each  Holdier  camiii;?  fifty 
rounds  of  anununition  and  thn»e  davH  rations.  The  sup- 
ply trains  weiv  lomled  with  ten  days  forage  and  subsis- 
tr(UK'a.  The  advance  wns  in  two  cohimns,  General  Warren 
being  on  the  right  and  Genernl  Hancock  on  the  left. 
Sedgwick  followed  closely  u])on  Wnrivn  and  crosneil  the 
Rni)i4lan  at  Germania  Tord.  The  Ninth  Corps  nHeiv»Hl 
its  ordere  on  the  4th,  wheix'Upon  (Jeneral  Durnside  imme- 
diately put  the  Cori>8  in  motion  toward  the  fi^ont.  Biv- 
ouacking at  midnight,  the  line  of  march  was  again  taken 
up  at  daylight,  and  at  night  the  Uapidan  wa«  eros&ed  at 
Geiniania  Ford.  The  corps  marched  on  a  road  parallel 
to  that  of  its  old  antagonist,  Geuend  Longsti-eetV  army, 
which  was  hastening  to  assist  I^ee,  who  had  met  The  Army 
of  the  Potomac  in  the  entanglementJi  of  the  wilderness, 
where  a  stubborn  and  sanguinnry  fight  raged  for  two 
days.  General  Ferrero's  division,  composed  of  the  I'ha^ 
lanx  regiments,  reached  Germania  Ford  on  the  morning 
of  the  (ith,  with  the  cnvnlry,  find  repoHinl  to  (Jenen*.! 
S*Mlg\\itk,  of  the  6th  Coryw.  who  had  the  care  of  the 
trains.  The  enemy  wns  projecting  an  attack  upon  the 
rear  of  the  adviincing  cohnnns.  (Jen.  Ferrero  was  order»?d 
to  guard  with  his  Phalanx  division,  the  bridp^s,  roadB 
and  trains  near  and  at  the  Rapidan  river.  That  night 
the  confederates  attacked  Sedgwick  in  force;  wisely  the 
immense  supply  trains  had  been  committed  to  the  care  of 
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the  Phalanx,  and  the  enemy  was  driven  hrwk  before  day- 
light, while  the  trains  were  seciinMy  nioviNl  up  closer  to 
the  advance.  Genenil  Grant,  finding  that  the  confeder- 
tttee  were  not  disposinl  to  continue  the  battle,  began  the 
niovemeut  toward  Spott>*ylvania  Conrt  Houbp  on  the 
night  of  the  7th.  Tlu?  9th  Corps  brought  up  tht^  roar^ 
with  the  Phalanx  tlivisiou  and  cavalry  covering  the 
trains. 

Butler  and  his  Phalanx  troops,  as  we  have  seen,  wo* 
within  six  miles  of  Petersbui-gj  and  on  the  7th,  Gpnerals 
Smith  and  (iillnioi*e  reai^hed  the  railron^l  nenr  Poi-t  Walt- 
hall Junction,  and  t-onunt^ncHJ  dentroying  it:  thecoufed- 
orates  attacked  them,  but  wei-e  repulsed.  Col.  Wr»st,  on 
the  north  tiide  of  the  James  River^  forded  the  rhickahom- 
iny  with  the  Phalnnx  cavalry,  and  arrivinl  tii»poMite  City 
Point,  having  destroyed  the  railroad  for  some  distance 
on  that  side. 

Leaving  General  Hinks  with  his  Phalanx  division  to 
hold  City  Point,  on  the  9th  Butler  again  moved  forward 
to  break  up  the  railroad  which  the  forces  under  Smith 
and  Gillmoiv  sucoeedei^l  in  doing,  thus  separating  Beuure- 
guard's  force  from  tree's.  He  announce*!  the  result  of  his 
operation's  in  the  following  message  to  Washington :

Creek,  below  Pctcrsbnne,  cuttini?  in  two  l!i«nnn*^ird's  fniw  at  that 
point.  We  have  landed  here,  intrenched  ourselves,  destroyed  many 
ndlMH  of  railroad,  and  ^ot  posHeftsion,  whieh,  wiili  proper  supjtlitw.  we 
can  huld  out  UKainnt  the  wlioh*  of  Leo'rt  army.  I  have  ordered  np  tho 
«npplir»e.  Rf^unref^iin],  xnth  a  Uirp:e  portion  of  his  foret*,  wuh  left  Honth, 
by  theeuttinK  of  the  ruilrond  by  Kaubs.  Tliat  |iortioii  which  reuelied 
Pet^rBbur^jf  under  Hill,  I  have  whipiMMl  t^t-day.  killing  and  wounding 
many,  and  taking  many  pr-wonnrs,  after  a  well  eonte«ted  ^ght.  General 
ilrant  will  not  be  troubled  ^vith  any  ftjrther  n^iuforeenient**  to  Lot'  from 
Beaureguard'sforoe.  *  BENJ.  F.  BUTLKR.

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But  for  having"  beeu  misinformed  as  to  Lee's  rotreat- 
ing  on  Rifhnioud, — xvUicli  led  bini  to  draw  his  foives  back 
inti)  liiH  intrt»nrbuionts, — Butler  would  Lave  undoubtedly 
march<.Hl  tnuinpliantly  into  Peterhbm-g.  The  mistake 
gave  the  enemy  holding  the  approaohct*  to  that  city  time 
to  be  re-t«nforc^,  and  Petersbui-g  soon  became  well  forti- 
fiwl  iind  gmrisoned.  Beauroguard  succeedini  in  a  few 
days  time  in  eoneentiating  in  ft'out  of  Butler  25,000 
troojis,  thus  cheeking  the  latter'e  advance  toward  Rich- 
mond nrid  IVtersburg  on  the  soutlj  siilo  uf  the  James, 
though  skirmifihing  went  on  at  various  points. 

Oenenil  (iraut  inteudnl  to  have  Butler  advance  and 
capture  Petersburg,  while  General  Mead*-,  with  tlie  Amiy 
of  the  Potonnw",  ndvaiuvti  upon  Bichinonil  from  the 
north  bank  of  the  James  river.  Gen.  Butler  faile<l  to  ac- 
complish more  than  his  dis|tiitches  relatinl,  though  his 
fure(.»tf  enteivd  the  city  of  Pi'ternburg,  captured  Cliet<t^p 
Station,  and  Jestroytd  the  railroad  ronneetion  between 
Petersburg  and  Ui'-lnuontl.  Failuiv  to  support  his  troops 
and  to  intrench  lost  him  all  he  had  gained^  and  he  re- 
turned to  Ins  intn-nchments  at  Bermuda  Hundreds. 
The  Phalaux  (Hinks  division)  held  City  Point  and  other 
stations  on  the  river,  occixsionally  skirmishing  with  the 
enemy,  who,  ever  nundfnl  of  the  fiiot  that  City  Point  was 
the  base  of  sup(ilii?s  for  the  Army  of  tin*  Jamew,  sought 
every  ojiportunity  to  raid  it,  but  they  always  found  the 
Phalanx  ivady  niid  on  the  alert. 

After  tlie  battle  of  Drewry's  Bluff,  May  Kith.  Bntler 
thought  to  ivmain  quiet  in  his  intrenchments,  but  Grant, 
on  the  22nd,  ordenMl  him  to  stmd  all  his  troops,  save 
enough  to  hold  City  Point,  to  join  the  Army  of  the  Po- 
tom/ic;  wlienMi|Hui  (hMieral  W.  F.Smith.  with  1(5.000  men, 
end»arketl  for  the  White  House,  on  the  Pamunky  river, 
Buil<»i  n'taining  thi»  Phalanx  division  and  the  Cavalry. 
Thus  ended  the  opprntions  of  the  Army  of  the  James, 
nntil  Grant  cross«>d  the  river  with  the  anny  of  the  Po- 
tomac. 

On  the  13tli  of  May.  Grant  determiuefl  upon  a,  flank 
movement  toward  Bowling  (iiven,  with  a  view  of  making^ 
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Port  Royal,  instead  of  Fredericksburg,  liie  depot  for  sup- 
plies. Sending  hiH  reserve  ortillery  to  Relle  Plain,  he  pnv 
pureed  to  advance.  It  was  iu  this  manoeuvre  that  T./ee.  for 
the  hwt  time,  attiU'kcd  tht?  Fodoral  forceH,  outmde  of 
cover,  iu  any  impoi-tant  movement.  The  attempt  to 
ehaiip:e  the  ba.se  of  siijiply  was  indeed  ahnzardons  move 
for  (irant;  it  ne<TKsitiitP*J  the  moviu*;:  of  his  iinmenMe 
train,  numbering  four  thouBand  wugonn,  uhih!  in  currying* 
rations,  aninuuiitioii  and  supj)lif.s  for  ]u»  army,  and 
transjMjrtation  of  tlin  budly  wounded  to  tluMvur.  whert* 
they  could  be  eared  for. 

Fp  to  this  time  the  WiMerness  cnmpiiijiii  h:id  been  a 
continuous  ftft'ht  and  marrL.  The  Miixiety  \vl»irli  Orant 
felt  for  hifl  train,  is  perhap«  l>eet  told  by  himself: 

"M.v  inovernpiiLs  ure  lombl.v  uriiliiirraHaed  by  our  ittiineuBe  waffon 
truiu.    It  could  not  ha  avoiiJoil,  bowcvor." 

It  wan  the  only  meanB  by  which  the  army  could  ob- 
tain needful  supplies,  and  was  cons^njuently  indispensable. 
It  was  the  near  approach  to  the  tiain  that  nia4le  the  r(jn- 
federates  often  fight  so  desperat**ly,  for  tliey  knew  if  tliey 
could  suceeftd  in  capturiuf^  a  wagon  they  would  probably 
get  something  to  eat.  Soon  after  the  advance  began,  it 
was  n^portcil  to  Grant,  that  the  coufiMlerate  cnvalry  was 
in  the  rear,  iu  sean-h  of  the  trains.  On  the  14th  he  or- 
dered Oeneral  Fenvro  to  "keep  a  sharp  lookout  for  this 
cavalry,  and  if  you  can  attm-k  it  with  your  (Phnlanx)  in- 
fantr}''  and  (whit4^)  cavalry,  do  so."  On  the  19th  Ferrero, 
with  his  Phahmx  division.  (4th  division,  0th  Corps)  was 
ou  the  road  to  Fi'cilericksbui'g^  in  rear  of  and  to  the 
right  of  General  Tyler's  forces,  in  the  confederate's'  front. 
The  road  fonn<^I  Grant's  dii-ect  communication  with  his 
base,  ami  here  the  confederates,  under  Ewell  attacked  the 
Federal  troops.    Grant  sent  this  dispatch  to  Ferrero: 

"Thp  enemy  have  tToswd  tlieXy  on  tlu*  rig^hlof  our  Une&.in  eonaiO- 
eiiible  for(t\  »uid  may  possilily  dctacb  a  force  to  move  ou  Frederickfi- 
bur^.  Kwp  yonr  ravalry  picket*  woU  out  on  the  plank  road,  and  oU 
other  roadn  leudioK'  wost  and  south  ol  you.  If  you  find  the  enemy  mov- 
injr  iiifuutry  and  iirtill»^ry  to  you,  report  it  promptly.  In  that  case  tnJce 
«p  BtroDf^  puHitioua  and  detaiu  hhii  all  you  can,  turuiug  aU  your  traiu» 
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back  (ri  Ki-ctlerif^kshurg,  and  whatever  falling  back  you  may  ho  foi 
to  do,  do  il  ill  that  ilii^vtion." 

The  coufedorates  Diadc  a  dash  for  the  train  and  cap- 
tni*«?(I  t  wt^iit y-seveu  \vap;oii.s.  but  before  they  had  tiiijo  to 
fca^t  off  of  their  booty  the  Phalanx  wati  ui)on  them. 
The  enemy  fought  with  uncommon  spirit ;  it  whh  the  first 
time  *'  F.  F.  \  's/'  the  chivalry  of  the  South, — eomposing 
the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia, — had  met  the  uey;i-o  koI- 
dieitt*  and  true  to  their  instinctive  hatre<I  of  their  black 
brothei'H,  they  f^ave  them  the  best  they  had  ;  lead  poured 
like  rain  for  a  while,  ami  ilieii  came  a  lull.  Ferrero  knew 
what  it  meant,  and  pn^pared  for  their  coming.  A  moment 
more  niul  1lie  Jiccusttmietl  yell  rang  out  nbove  tlieronr  of 
tlie  artillery.  The  eonfederatea  charged  down  upon  the 
Vhahinx,  but  to  no  purpose,  nave  to  make  the  black  line 
mon' stable.  They  retalinted.  and  the  ronfwlerates  were 
driven  an  the  gale  drives  chufl*  the  Phalanx  ivcaptunyg 
the  wagons  and  fta\ing  Grant's  line  of  coram uuieat ion. 
Oenenil  Ujiilenu.  speaking  of  their  action,  in  his  militarjr 
history  of  Grant,  says: 

**  It  W(Ut  the  drat  time  at  the  Kaat  wbeu  oolosvd  troops  bod  been  ea- 
irn^'d  ill  nuy  iiniicirtant  butUo.  and  Iho  diHplay  of  Koldit'ily  qunlitiert 
won  II  ftaiik  ackii^iwlt'dgrnvnt  from  both  trooprt  and  ooinmundfrK,  not 
all  of  wlioin  liat)  bofurw  htHm  >vtlling  to  look  upon  ncfjrroo**  iih  cunirudes. 
Uiit  ndvr  that  timo,  whito  piolditrs  in  tbt»  army  of  tbo  Potomar  were  not 
4ltHpliMiH).HJ  to  nnrivt'  the*  6Upt>ort  of  black  ooee;  thtty  bad  found  th«*  sap- 
porl  worth  haviuj?." 

Ferrero  had  the  confidence  of  his  men,  who  were  ever 
ready  to  follf)W  when?  fii*nnt  ordeivd  them  to  be  led. 

Hut  this  was  not  the  last  important  battle  the  Pha- 
hinx  took  part  in.  Butler,  after  sending  the  larger  por- 
tion of  his  forces  to  join  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  w^s 
not  permittf?*]  to  remain  quiet  in  his  intrenchmeuts.  Tlus 
confederates  felt  divined  to  destroy,  if  not  caiiture,  his 
base,  and  therefore  were  continuolly  striving  to  break 
through  the  lines.  On  the  24th  of  May.Generul  Fitzhugh 
lieemadea  dash  with  his  cavalry  upon  "UllsonV  Wluirf, 
Butler  s  most  northern  (^ut]iOKt,  held  by  two  Phnhinx 
Regiments  of  General  Wilde's  brigade.  Tree's  men  had 
been  led  to  believe  that  it  waa  only  necetjsary  to  yell  at 
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the  "niggers"  in  order  to  make  them  leave  the  PoBt,  but 
in  thin  tiflair  Uiov  fouiKl  a  foe  woHliy  of  their  Kt(»i»I.  The^^ 
fought  for  several  hours,  when  finally  the  conftKlerate 
troo|>H  \)pat  a  n»treat.    An  eye  witnesH  of  the  figlit  says: 

**Thi>  chivalry  of  Kiubugli  Lee  and  hiscavalo'  dtvieioa  wasbudly 
worstpd  in  the  canteHt  Ia*(t  Tuesday  with  npgro  IroopH,  romposing  the 
garrisou  ut  fl'iltion  «  Laudiuf;;  the  chivalry  niaiJt*  »  g^alluiit  fight,  how- 
**ver.  The  battle  Ijcgon  f^t  huU-jia^Ht  twelve  p.  m.,  and  ended  at  »ix 
o'clock,  when  the  cbivaJry  retired,  disguattni  rind  defeated.  Lee's  roeu 
diifiiiouiiTi'd  fur  in  the  rear,  nnd  fought  iiw  infantry;  they  drove  in  the 
pickets  and  8kirnii8her.s  to  the  intn^nchinents,  and  made  Keverul  valiant 
charges  upon  our  wurkei.  To  tnak*^  an  a»(ian1t,  it  wn*t  nec»?»**iar>"  to  rome 
acroHH  an  opeming  in  front  of  our  poHititin,  up  to  the  very  edge  of  a  deep 
and  iinpatwable  ravine.  The  rebels,  with  deafening  yellt,  made  furioiiH 
on8*?t«,  but  the  negroes  did  not  Uiiirh,  and  the  mtul  aaaailantH,  diwom- 
ftirted.  returned  to  cover  with  nljruuken  ninkt*.  llie  rel)elR'  tlfrhtinfz  wq4 
very  wicked;  it  showed  that  !.*«*'«  heart  waw  Ifenfr  on  takiuj;  the  n'-proea 
at  any  cost.  Assaults  on  the  center  havinf^  fuile*!,  the  relwls  tried  flnst 
the  Irft,  and  then  the  right  flunk,  witli  no  greater  wucceei*.  When  the 
battle  wufl  over,  our  low*  footnl  up.  one  man  kilh-'d  outright,  twenty 
wounded,  and  two  niiKudng.  Nineteini  rebelH  were  prJHoners  in  our 
bands.  Leii'B  losses  muut  have  bewi  very  heavy;  the  proof  thereof  was 
left  on  the  ground.  Tweuty-flve  rebel  bodioB  lay  in  the  wood»  iiuburied, 
and  poi^lrt  of  blood  unniiBtukubly  told  of  other  victiniB  taken  avvjiy. 
TliH  et*tirnate,  fn»m  »dl  the  evidence  carefully  considered,  puta  llie  en- 
iny'K  rnAUaltieft  at  two  hundrH<l.  Among  the  cori»*»eii*  I>»e  left  on  the 
fl"hl,  waa  that  of  Miij"^'  nreckcuridge,  of  the  2nd  Vir-giniii  ('uvalry. 
There  [g,  no  hegit^ition  here  in  acknowleilging  the  soldierly  cjualities 
which  the  colored  men  engaged  in  the  fight  have  exhibited.  Kven  l.ho 
offlrerM  who  have  hitherto  felt  no  ronftdeiife  in  them  are  compelled  to 
express  thcmet^lvos  nastokeu.  General  AVilde.  coinnianding  the  PoHt, 
aayfl  that  the  troops  tttood  up  to  their  work  like  vetcraniu" 

Newspaper  correspondents  w**re  not  apt  to  overstate 
the  factK,  nor  to  give  too  mueh  favorablt^  coloring:  to  the 
T*halanx  in  those  days.  Vory  much  of  tho  sontiuHMit  in 
the  army — East  and  West — \\a»  manufactured  by  thorn. 
The  Denjorratic  pnrtizan  fin»sK  at  tlic  North.  rKjx'cinlly  hi 
New  York  and  Ohio,  still  eugnj^cMl  in  throwing  p.ipd-  bul- 
lets at  the  negro  HoIdierB,  who  wen*  Bhooting  le^id  bnlletw 
at  the  country  V  foes. 

The  gallantry  and  heroic  courage  of  the  Plinlanx  in 
the  riepartinents  of  the  Gulf  and  South,  and  their  bloody 
fiacriflces,  had  not  been  sufficient  to  stop   the  \noleni

clamor  and  assertions  of  those  journals,  that  the  "nig- 
gers won't  fi^ht!"' 

Many  jtapers  favorable  to  the  Ernancipation,  opposed 
putting  ni*gro  troops  in  battle  in  Vii-ginia.  But  to  all 
these  bon»l>]iroof  opinions  Grant  turned  a  deaf  tvir.  and 
when  and  where  necessity  re<juired  it,  he  hurletl  his  Pha- 
lanx brigades  against  the  enemy  as  readily  as  he  did  the 
whitf*  troops.  The  conduct  of  the  former  was,  neverthe- 
less, \vntelie(J  eagerly  by  the  (ron-i^jjondcnts  of  the  i»reHH 
who  were  with  the  army,  and  when  they  began  to  chi'oni- 
cle  the  m^hieveuients  of  the  Phalanx,  the  prejuiiieo  begun 
to  give  way,  and  praises  were  substituted  in  the  plaoo  of 
their  well-worn  denunciations.  A  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  HeniJd  tlius  \>Tote  in  May: 

*'Tlie  ocintluct  of  tlie  colored  troops,  by  iIip  way,  iu  tho  actions  of , 
the  \auii  few  (Jays,  is  du«cribed  as  superb.  An  Ohio  KoMier  naid  to  me  to- 
da^',  *I  nt'ver  waw  inon  iiyfht  witti  t*ueh  dpajH-pate  galluatry  lU  thoHfr 
uiitcrofrt  did.  Th«*y  advanwd  ii»  grim  and  Rtoru  a»  douth,  and  whoa 
within  rt')i«"h  of  the  enemy  Htrnrk  altoiit  them  with  a  |titiU*w  vigor, 
that  wuH  ul[iio8t  fMurfuI.'  Anolhcr  nnitUcr  naid  to  nit*.  'Th*w?  itv^ruoa 
Dover  shrink,  nor  hold  boik,  no  nialt4>r  what  the  order.  Through 
aconrhiiiK  ht'ut.  auO  peltJuyr  Btornis.  if  the  onler  eomew,  they  march  witit 
proinpl.  r<?ady  feet.'  Such  prait^:*  is  jpvut  praise,  aud  it  w  deserrwl. 
The  negrt*OH  lu»ii>  who  have  b*H»n  Bhivm,  are  loyal,  to  a  man.  and  on  our 
uccupation  of  FrederiekHbui'}!:,  poinl4^d  out  the  promiuent  ttocesMtouiHta* 
who  were  at  once  .soi;i4?d  hy  onr  ravidry  antl  jiut  in  i=»afe  quartrrB.  In  iv 
talk  with  a  ifruup  of  fnithfnl  fellows.  I  diwoveref]  in  them  all  a  |M»rfect 
underHtjLndinjB:  of  the  li4«nf<M  of  the  cuuflicl.,  aud  a  ^j^rti^J  <ie1*'nniiiatit»u 
to  |irove  iheiiiwlve«  worthy  of  tlie  place  antl  privilegi?s  to  which  they 
are  to  be  exalted.** 

The  ice  wiis  thus  broken^  and  then  efich  war  eonvn- 
poTident  found  it  his  duty  to  write  in  deservtHlly  j^hjwiiijr 
ti»rins  of  the  Phalanx. 

The  newspaper  reports  of  the  engagements  stirred  the 
blood  of  tlir  I'^n<rlislirnan,  nud  he  esehewtHl  hiH  prof4>s»e4J 
love  for  the  fi^eetloni  of  mankind,  and  partieularly  that  of 
theAnieriean  ne^o.  The  London  llnips,  in  (ho  following 
article,  hisliwl  the  N<»i-t}i  for  arnn'ng  the  negroes  to 
shoot  the  confederates,  forgetting,  ]>ei'h/ips.tliat  England 
entployfHl  negroes  against  the  colonist  in  1775.  nnr!  at  New 
Orleans,  in  1814.  had  her  bhu-k  reginienls  to  sliuot  down 
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the  fathers  of  the  men  whom  it  now  nought  to  uphold,  iu 
rebellion  against  the  government  of  the  United  Statee : 

"THK  NEGRO  UNION  SOLDIKRS.

Thf  n^i^cro  iul-**  Ua« 
bwu  too  umeh  attached  to  tho  whitiw,  or  too  ignorant  or  too  hlug^fit+h 
to  tthow  any  aiyruH  of  K'volt  iu  plaix^  reuioti^-  from  tha  prfwnw  of  the 
frderal  anni**;  but  ou  Home  points  wher*'  tlie  fiHiemls  have  hevn  nble 
to  uiaiutaiu  theniKPlvfri^  iu  force  iu  tlie  ntidM.  rtf  u  lai^>  n<^ro  pifpidrv- 
tiou,  tlie  procfftH  of  OLmllini;  and  aruiiuy:  bl«*"k  ivfrinn-ut*  han  i»Mm  ivir- 
litnl  ou  iu  a  niauuvr  which  iiiuHt  givtj  a  new  character  to  the  war.  It  i« 
in  tho  State  of  Louiniana,  ami  under  the  coummnd  of  Oeneml  Itnnkr*, 
that  thirt  UMe  of  nt'gro  Holdiers  han  Itoon  nioHt  pxti-nnive.  The  Rreitt  city 
of  New  Orh-auB  haviu),^  futleu  into  the  }toHm^HHion  (»f  thi-  fiileralM  mor*^ 
nion*  than  a  year  ago,  and  the  neighboring  country  ln-iug  to  n  i*Hrt^dn 
decree  abaudoned  by  the  white  population,  a  vft4*t  uandier  of  ne^oeti 
Jiave  been  thrown  on  the  hand«  of  the  (ieiieral  in  couimnnd  to  support 
and.  if  he  oan,  make  urns  of.  The  arniinjt  of  tbf**  was  be^in  by  Ot'neral 
IJutW,  and  it  \ni»  been  continued  by  hiH  wiccesBor.  Though  the  mniil»f-r 
urtnally  under  aruiH  in  uo  doubt  exnjigeratnd  hy  Northern  writeri;,  ycL 
<»nouj;h  have  be»;n  brou^^'t  'u^'^'  (^rvicM  to  y)rotlu('e  a  powerfid  eflecton 
the  ima*rinatinnK  of  the  the  c<mibatnnt«,  and,  oh  we  can  now  clearly  Her*, 
to  add  nhnoftt  grievoiwly  to  the  fury  of  the  Htrugirle. 

•'Of  all  wars,  thone  between  rac^H  which  had  boon  ntKiufttomed  to 
etand  to  each  other  in  the  relation  of  inat-tvr  and  slave  huve  li*-en  ho 
much  the  inn«t  horrttdo  that  by  ureneral  consent  the  excitinjiof  a  sei^ 
vile  iimumrtiou  ban  bwu  confiidered  as  beyond  the  pale  of  leKJtiniato 
warfare.  This  had  b«*n  held  even  in  the  ca#ie  of  Euro]»ean  wrfdnrn,  al- 
thonirh  there  the  rulorn  and  the  ruled  are  of  thi»  »*ame  blood,  religion 
andlanjciHtje.  Rut  thn  oonfli<t  between  the  white  men  and  the  ne><:ro, 
snff  p/trticnlirly  thfi  Amertcan  whiip  wnn  fimJ  Ibp  Aworkni)  Tn'gro,  ia 
Vikply  to  he  mnn»  njfA/ww  thnn  nny  nhHi  tht*  nnrhnf  mnrlfl,  fruitful  in 
eijrh  hJstorififi,  or  ihp  mmlem  rororffs  of  Alffprin  r»n  fhrnJsh.  Tliere  wa« 
n»n>*on  to  hope  that  the  tleeds  oflftST  in  India  wonid  not  be  paralleled 
in  onr  time  or  in  any  nftrr  nge.  The  A«i«tic  Raraswr  row  npon  n  doml- 
nent  race  wnttered  throuphout  th'^  land,  and  wreoJfed  its  venjrennea 
upon  H  by  atrocities  which  it  would  be  a  relfef  to  forget.    But  it  haa

*^  *  *  *  It  in  pitiable  to  find  these  Qahap|](y  African^  alwae  tSunty 
frame*  are  no  match  for  the  nopwy  and  agBe  wbit«  Ara^ricaD,  thna  M 
on  to  be  tiet^roy^l  by  a  mtnviloMa  enemy.  8hoald  thf"  war  proceed  m 
thin  iDtiDDtfr.  it  ie  (to^ilile  that  the  massacre  pf  Afrx-nnB  may  not  be 
confitiMj  to  ttL-tuiil  conOkt  in  the  field.  Hithifrto  th*.*  vhitoB  hure  b^«n 
■fufll(ri<iitty  confident  in  the  negroes  to  leave  theru  uniuule«t4^,  k>vea 
wbt*n  the  ent'iny  wof*  near;  bat  with  two  or  tbr%«  bhick  n-giment*f  in 
MLL'h  fn4l(>rul  t'orpH,  and  RDch  events  as  the  Port  Hudson  massacre  oeour- 
ing  (o  infuriuf*  th«  niiudit  on  either  »ide,  who  can  foresee  what  thrva 
rnunth^  mope  of  war  mny  brin^  forth? 

"All  that  we  can  say  with  certainty  ia  tbat  the  unhappy  nngro  will 
be  th«  chief  HufTen^r  in  thit«  unequal  conflict.  An  even  frreatt^r  caJamitj, 
hoB-PTpr,  in  the  brutaUzatiou  of  two  antatfoniRttc  peoplw  by  the  intro- 
dnrrtioii  into  the  war  of  thfse  f*errile  n\[\o9  of  the  fedfraJ8.  Alrwidy 
there  are  military  murders  and  executionti  on  t>otb  eidi«.  Tlie  hormra 
whirli  Europe  him  forfseen  for  a  year  past  are  now  upon  n«.  n<*pnriiU 
will  pruvoke  n^pi-ii^al,  until  uU  men's  natures  are  hardened,  and  the  land 

tluWH  with  bIt)Oll.'* 

The  article  is  truly  instructive  to  the  present  genera- 
tion ;itii  malignity  and  misrepresentation  of  theAdmin- 
istration's  intentionK  in  repnrd  to  the  nnninp;  of  nepx*^*^, 
BcnvoH  to  illiiHtrute  tin?  de<^p-HeHte<i  aiiirnoHity  which  theu 
existed  in  England  toward  the  union  of  the  Stat^,  Nor 
will  the  Anieri<»an  ne;rro  ever  forpx^  Kn^landV  advice  to 
the  ctnifcdenites,  whos**  massacre  of  luxro  soldit*i*rt  fi>rlit- 
ing  for  freedom  she  endorsed  and  applauded.  The  deseen- 
dunts  of  those  bliu^k  soldiers,  who  were  engaged  in  tho 
[)rohniged  struggle  for  freedom,  can  rejoice  in  the  fm-t 
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that  no  single  a^t  of  those  patriots  is  in  keeping  with  the 
£nglishniaii*H  pi^diction;  no  taint  of  brutality  is  oven 
ohurg(?il  iigahhst  them  by  those  whom  they  took  prison- 
ers in  battle.  The  confederates  themselves  testify  to  the 
humane  treatment  they  unexpectedly  received  at  the 
hands  of  their  negro  captors.  Mr.  Pollard,  the  historian, 
says: 

"Xo  BPrvile  insurnx^tious  bad  Uikoii  placo  in  thw  South." 

But  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  all  Englishmen  did 
not  agree  with  the  writer  of  the  Times.  A  London  letter 
in  the  New  York  Evening  Post,  said  : 

"Mr.  SpurgC'ou  inakeu  moHt  offoctive  aud  touching  prayers,  r«>ni«iu- 
bering:,  at  le^mt  once  on  ft  Sunday,  tho  TTnltt'd  States.  'Grant,  O  God,* 
he  8aid  rocontl.v,  *that  the  riffht  may  coiifjuer.  and  that  if  the  fearfiil 
canker  of  Hlavepy  rmi«t  lio  cut  out  by  Tho  awon],  it  Ik*  wholly  i^ndictnlfKi 
from  the  body  politic  of  whioh  it  h  tlie  curno.'  He  in  fieldom,  howevor, 
as  pointo<l  aw  thip;aud,  like  other  clergymen  of  Kngland,  prayn  for  the 
rettiru  of  pwico.  Iiidewl,  it  mui<t  be  acknowlKlfj^nJ  that  if  the  Knglinh 
press  and  R'overnnient  have  d*iiie  what  they  could  tci  continue  this  '\m\ 
the disHen tiller clen^y  of  Enjifland  liHve  nobly  shown  theiri^food  will  and 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  Aniericaus,  and  their  Kincere  desiro  for  tho 
BwttlenMHit  of  our  ililliciiltiF'fl.  *  If  praying  would  do  you  AraeiioauK  any 
good,*  said  an  iritiverent  acquaintann*  last  Sunday,  '3'ou  will  Ije  grati- 
fied to  learn  that  a  force  of  a  thouBand-<!lcrgyraeu-power  in  constantly 
at  work  fur  you  over  ln-i-e.* " 

After  the  heroir  and  bloody  efifort  at  Cold  Harbor  to 
reach  Richmond,  or  to  cross  the  Japiefl  above  the  noiift^d- 
erat*^  capital,  and  thus  cut  off  the  enemy's  suppheft, — after 
Grant  had  flanked,  until  to  flank  again  would  be  to  leave 
Richmond  in  his  rear, — wlien  I^ee  had  withdrawn  to  his 
fortifications,  refusing  to  actvpt  Grant's  challenge  to  come 
out  and  fight  a  decisive  battle, — when  all  hope  of  accom- 
plishing either  of  these  objects  had  vanished,  Grant  dcter- 
minKl  to  n'turn  to  his  original  plan  of  attack  from  the 
coast,  and  turne<l  his  face  toward  the  James  river.  On 
the  12t.h  of  June  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  began  to 
move,  and  by  the  IGth  it  was,  with  all  its  trains  across, 
and  on  the  south  side  of  the  James 

Petersburg  Grant  regarded  as  the  citadel  of  Rich- 
montl,  and  to  captui'e  it  was  tlie  first  thing  on  his  list  to 
be  accomplished.    General  Butler  was  made  acquaintinl 
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with  this,  and  as  soon  as  General  Smith,  who,  with  a  por- 
tion of  Butler's  forces  had  been  temporarily  dispatched 
to  join  the  army  of  the  Potomac  at  Cold  Harbor,  re- 
turnixl  to  Bermuda  Hundreds  with  his  force,  he  was  or- 
dennl  forwani  to  eaptun*  the  Cockade  City.  It  was  mid- 
night on  the  14th,  when  Smith's  troops  arrived.  Butler 
ordered  him  immc^Jiately  forward  against  Petersburg, 
and  he  move<l  accordingly.  His  force  was  in  three  divis- 
ions of  Infantry,  and  one  of  Cavalry,  under  General 
Kautz,  who  was  to  threaten  the  line  of  works  on  the  Nor- 
fi>lk  road.  General  Ilinks,  with  his  division  of  the  Pha- 
lanx, was  to  take  position  across  theJordon's  Point  road 
on  the  nght  of  Kautz;  Brooks*  dinsion  of  white  troops 
was  to  follow,  Hinks  coming  in  at  the  center  of  the  line, 
while  General  Mai'tindalo  with  the  other  division  was  to 
move  along  the  Ai)i)omattox  and  strike  the  City  Point 
road.  Smith's  movement  was  ditx-ctod  against  the  north- 
east side  of  Petersburg,  extending  from  the  City  Point 
to  the  Norfolk  railroad.  About  daylight  on  the  15th,  a» 
the  columns  advanced  on  the  City  Point  rorul  at  Bailey's 
farm,  six  miles  from  Pet^^rsburg,  a  confederate  battery 
oiK^ned  fire.  Kautz  reconuoite^Ml  and  found  a  line  of  rifle 
trench,  extending  along  the  front,  on  rapidly  rising  ground, 
\>itha  thieket  covering.  The  work  was  Iield  by  a  refriment 
of  cavalry  and  a  light  batt4?ry.  At  once  there  was  use  for 
the  Plialuux;  the  works  must  be  captured  with  the  bat- 
tery before  the  troops  could  proceed.  The  cavalry  woa 
re-oalle<l,  and  Hinks  b*.'gan  the  formation  of  an  attacking 
party  from  his  division.  The  confederates  were  in  an  ojjeu 
field,  their  battery  u|X)U  a  knoll  in  the  same  field,  com- 
manding a  8we«'f)ing  position  to  its  approaches.  The 
advancing  troops  niunt  come  out  from  the  woods,  nash 
up  the  sIoiK?  and  carry  it  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  ex- 
posetl  to  the  temj)est  of  musketry  and  cannister  of  the 
battery.  Hinks  fornie<i  his  line  for  the  assault,  and  the 
word  of  command  was  given, — '* forward.''  The  line 
emerged  from  the  woods,  the  enemy  opener]  with  cannis- 
ter upon  the  steadily  advancing  column,  which,  without 
stopping,  replietl  with  a  volley  of  Miuie  bullets. 
"The  long,  duaky  lint*,  arm  to  ariu,  kuM  tu  knee." 
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Then  shells  came  ernshing  through  the  Hue,  deahng 
death  and  shatterhig  the  ranks ;  but  on  tho^v  went,  with  a 
wild  cheer,  running  np  the  kIo|m?;  again  a  wtorni  of  can- 
niwter  met  tliem ;  a  showvr  of  niuskKry  eame  down 
upon  the  advancing  column,  whose  briBtling  bayonets 
were  to  make  the  way  clear  for  their  white  comrades 
awaiting  on  tlie  roadside.  A  hundre<l  black  men  went 
down  under  the  fire;  the  ranks  were  quickly  cIokmI  how- 
ever, and  withanotlier  wild  cheer  the  living  hundi^nis  went 
over  the  works  witli  the  inipetiiOHity  of  a  cyclone;  they 
seized  the  cannon  and  turned  them  upon  the  tteeing  I'oe, 
who,  in  conHternntion,  KtHrnpcdc*!  towni-d  iVt4M*sburg»  to 
their  main  line  of  intnmchnicnts  on  the  east.  Thus  the 
work  of  the  5th  and  22nd  IMialnnx  regimcntn  wnscom- 
plet*?d  and  the  roa<l  made  clear  for  the  18th  Cori»s. 

Brooks  now  moved  up  simultaneously  witli  Mnrtin- 
dale,  on  the  river  road.  By  noon  the  wliole  eorpH  was  in 
front  of  the  enemy 'h  main  line  of  works,  MaT-tindale  on  the 
right.  Brooks  in  the  center,  tlie  Phalanx  and  cavalry  on 
the  left,  sweeping  down  to  the  Jerusidcm  Plank  Uoad  on 
the  southeast.  Hinks,  with  the  Phalanx,  in  order  to  gain 
the  position  assignerl  him,  had  np«'i»88aHly  to  [uirrH  over 
an  oi>en  space  exposed  to  a  din.^*t  nnd  cross-firv.  Never- 
theless, he  prepared  to  occupy  his  post,  and  forming  a 
line  of  battle,  he  began  the  march,  Tlic  <livisioH  nnndwivd 
aliout  3,000,  a  portion  of  it  l>eing  still  at  WilsonV  Land- 
ing. Fort  Powhatan,  City  Point  and  Bermuda  IIundrc<ls. 
This  was  a  march  that  veterans  might  ftdter  in.  without 
criticism  or  censure.  The  steady  black  line  nrlvanced 
a  few  rods  at  a  time,  when  coming  within  range  of  the 
confedenite  guns  they  wen»  obligeti  to  lie  down  and  wai^j 
for  another  opportunity.  Now  a  lull.— they  wonhi  rise, 
go  forward,  and  again  lie  down.  Thus  they  continued 
their  march,  under  a  most  galling,  concentrated  artillery 
fire  until  they  I'eached  their  position,  fron»  which  they 
were  to  join  in  a  general  assault :  and  here  thev  lav,  from 
one  till  five  o'clock, — four  long  hours. — exposed  to  a*a»p- 
less  sliciliiig  by  the  enemy.  Badeau  says,  in  speaking  of 
the  Phalanx  in  thia  ordeal :

"No  woi'HO  Htruirjon  t.lip  nerve«  of  troops  is  posinilili',  for  it  \a  harder 
Ui  rf-niain  qaict  uudcr  (.'finuoti  Hr».',  oroii  tboiiy:h  eompurativcly  barm- 
I«»aa,  tJmn  to  advanuo  ii^ainHt  a  Htonii  of  niusk»tr.v." 

(Jerioral  W.  V.  Smith,  thoiigrh  brave,  was  too  cautious 
am!  yiortitrular  in  tk'tuil,  uud  lie  spent  tliose  four  hours  iu 
careful  roconnoiHsanoo,  while  the  troops  lay  exposed  to 
the  enemy's  coneentrie  fire. 

The  nuiin  road  leading  eaat  from  Petersburg  ascends  a 
hill  two  or  nioi-e  miles  out,  upon  the  top  of  which  stood 
what  was  theu  known  as  Jlr.  Dunn's  house.  In  front  of 
it  was  a  fort,  and  another  south,  and  a  third  north,  with 
other  works;  heavy  embankments  and  det*p  ravines  and 
ditches,  tiunks  of  hewn  trees  bla<:keued  by  camp  fires, 
formed  an  abatis  on  the  even  groimd.  Here  the  sharp- 
shooters and  rifietneu  had  a  fair  view  of  the  entire  field. 
The  distance  from  these  works  to  the  woods  was  about 
three  hundred  and  sixty  pa*'es,  in  the  edge  of  whicii  lay 
the  black  Plurhuix  division,  ivady,  like  so  many  tigers, 
waiting  for  the  command,  *' forward/*  The  forts  near 
Dunn's  house  h.*^ul  direct  front  fire,  and  those  on  the  north 
an  enfilading  fii^*  on  the  line  of  advance.  Smith  got  hi** 
troops  in  bne  for  battle  by  one  o'clock,  but  there  they  lay. 
Hinks  impatiently  await*xl  orders;  oh!  what  a  suspense — 
each  hour  swmed  a  day, — what  endurancf — what  valor. 
Shells  from  the  batteries  ploughed  into  the  earth  where 
they  stoc>d,  and  began  making  trouble  for  the  troops. 
Minks  gave  the  order,  *'  lie  down ;  "  lliey  olieyed,  a nd  were 
somewhat  sheltertnl.  Five  o'clock— yet  no  oniei*s.  At 
length  the  command  was  given,  "fonvard."  The  skir- 
niisliers  started  at  *]uick  time;  the  enemy  oi»ened  upon 
them  vigorously  fiom  their  batteries  and  bn>astworki 
upon  which  they  reste<l  tlieir  muskets,  in  order  t-o  fli 
with  accuracy.  A  torivnt  of  Imllets  was  pourtMl  upon  the 
advancing  lino,  and  the  men  fell  fn^^t  as  autumn  leaves  in 
a  gale  of  winil.  Then  the  whole  line  advancwl,  the  Pha- 
lanx going  at  double-quick;  their  well  aligned  ranks,  with 
bayonets  glittering  obliquely  in  the  iiK'fxling  sunlight, 
presented  a  spectacle  both  magnificent  and  grand. 

Duncan  rushed  his  skirmishers  and  n*ached  the  dit<4i«j 
in  front  of  the  breastworks,  which,  without  waiting  for 
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tho  main  body,  they  entered  arid  clambered  up  the  eteep 
einbaukment«.  A  sheet  of  flame  from  above  waa  rained 
down.  cauHiup:  many  abrave  man  to  sta^^ger  and  fall  back 
iuto  Hie  ditcli,  never  toi'ist:?  ngoin.  The  truoim  foUouiiiy:, 
iuspireil  by  the  daring  of  the  sldrnii8her.s.  ])reK.sod  forward 
on  the  run  up  to  the  forts,  swept  round  the  curtains, 
BcakMj  the  breastworks  and  daa^hed  with  patriotic  lage  at 
the  confederate  gunners,  who  desertcHl  their  piinnis  and 
ran  for  their  lives.  Brooks  and  Martnidale  advanced 
sininltnneonsly  upon  the  works  at  Osbom's  house  and  uj> 
the  railroad,  sweeping  everything  befon*  them.  The  Pha- 
lanx seizj^I  upon  the  guns  and  turned  then»  instantly 
upon  tlie  He<?iiig  foe,  and  then  with  spades  und  shuvols 
reversed  the  fortifications  and  prepared  to  hold  them. 
Fifteen  pie<;es  of  artillery  and  three  hundred  confederatet* 
were  captured.  *' The  Phalanx,"  says  the  official  report, 
took  two-thirds  of  the  piisoners  and  nme  pieces  of  artil- 
lery. General  Smitli,  finding  that  General  Biriiey,  with 
the  2nd  Corps,  had  not  arrived,  insti^axl  of  nuinhing  the 
troops  into  I'etei-sbui-g,  waited  for  re-inforcemeut«  uniUH^ 
t?ssarily,  and  thereby  lost  his  chance  of  taking  the  city. 
which  was  soon  prarrisoned  with  troops  enough  to  defvtlie 
whole  army.  Thus  Grant  wae  ud^ssitated  aft(?rwani  to 
lay  wige  to  the  phu-e. 

The  confederates  never  forgot  nor  forgave  this  daring 
of  the  "niggers,"  who  drove  them,  at  the  j»oint  of  the 
bayonet,  out  of  theu'  breastworks,  killing  and  capturing 
their  comrades  and  their  guns.  They  were  ehideii  by  their 
brother  confedeintes  for  allowing  negroes  to  take  their 
works  from  them.  The  maidcMis  of  the  Cockatle  City  were 
told  that  they  could  not  trust  themselves  to  men  who 
Hurn'udered  theii*  guns  to  •'  niggers.**  The  soldiers  of  tfie 
Phidau^  were  deliiions  with  joy.  They  had  caught  '"ole 
massa,"  autl  he  was  theirs.  General  Hinks  hat!  their  con- 
fidence, ami  tliev  were  ready  to  follow   wherever  he  led. 

The  chapliji  of  the  Oth  Corps,  in  his  history,  says: 


"In  this  moirompnt  a  division  of  colored  tronpH,  Tindr»r  Urigftiiior- 
Qenoral  llinka.  Hw^rns  to  bnvt*  won  the  briiiliU-Ht  Iiiuiy'Ih.  Th^v  rtrat 
attacked  aud  carried  tht^  Piioiny'ii  outpoAt  at  Duiley'rt  farm,  capturiiiK 
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le  pi<?rft  of  artillery  iu  the  most  gullant  maum>r.  On  tbeir  arrivftl  b(v 
fbro  Potorsburjj,  tlie^'  kiy  in  frout  of  the  work«  for  nearly  five  hour*, 
waiting  for  the  word  of  romniund.  Th^y  th*»n,  in  comi»Quy  with  the 
white  troops,  and  showiup  equal  bravery,  rushed  and  carriwl  tlw 
ttuomy'H  Hue  of  work*,  with  uliat  tjlorious  succegs  hoi)  already  beeu  rela- 
ted/' 

Tills,  iiideixl,  waH  a  victory,  yet  shorn  of  its  full  fruits; 
but  that  Petersburfi^  was  not  captured  was  no  fault  of  the 
Phalanx.  They  had  r'arried  and  occufiii'd  the  most  for- 
midable ob8t-acle«. 

Badmiu,  in  nhronicling  thPKf^  aohipveraeuts,  says: 

"Oi'iieriil  Siniih  tinHauUed  ihe  works  uu  the  City  Point  aud  Priuoo 
George  Court  House  roiids.  The  ri'bela  rt«i»t(Kl  with  a  Rharp  infantry 
RrM,  but  tbM  center  uud  left  du«hetl  into  tiie  workn,  conBiKtin^:  of  five 
redan*8  on  the  rreet  of  n  deep  and  ditfirult  ravine.  KiddooV  (22d)  black 
rejriment  was  one  of  the  flrnt  to  jcain  the  hill.  In  supiiort  of  thi«  mova- 
njt-rH,  theswond  Hue  was  swun;::  around  aiid  movwl  a^aiuBt  the  front 
of  tho  remaining  works.  The  rebels,  n»8auU<Ml  thus  in  front  and  flank, 
gav<»  way,  four  of  the  guan  already  ciiptured  were  turned  upon  thern  hy 
the  nejJTi'o  conquerors,  entUadinj?  the  line,  and  before  dark,  Smith  \\n»  in 
|MJHtiu?sHiou  of  the  whole  of  the  outer  workw,  two  and  tt  half  Tnilei*  lon^r, 
with  iUU^-ti  piec-es  of  artillery  and  three  liundred  priBoners.  Pet«rBburc: 
was  at  his  mercy." 

This  failure  made  a  siege  necessary,  and  General 
Ciraut  lM.»^un  by  reg^alar  approaches  to  invest  the  place, 
after  making  the  thn^e  detti)erate  assaults  on  the  lOth, 
17th  and  18th.  It  had  bt*en  iude»Ml  a  l)h)ody  June;  the 
soil  of  the  Old  Domituon,  which  for  two  centuries  the 
negro  had  tille<l  and  niiule  to  yield  the  choicest  pnidmrts, 
under  a  system  of  cruel  and  inhuman  bondage  he  now 
re<ideneil  with  his  blood  in  defense  of  his  lil)erty,  proving 
by  his  patriotism,,  not  only  his  love  of  lilK»rty,  but  bis 
courage  and  capacity'  to  defend  it.  The  n^gro  ti'oops  bad 
marched  and  fought  with  the  white  regiments  \vith  equal 
intrepidity  and  courage;  they  were  no  longer  despised  by 
tlieir  comrades;  tliey  now  had  rf?cogriiti(jn  as  soldiers,  and 
went  into  the  trenches  before  Petersburg  as  a  part  of  aa 
grand  an  artny  as  ever  laid  siege  to  a  stronghold  or 
stornK»<]  a  fortification. 

On  tlie  18th  of  Jnne.  General  Fern^ro  n^ported   to 
General  Meade,  with  his  division  of  the  Phalanx,  (4:th 
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Di\'isionj  9th  Corps),  and  was  immediately  ordered  to 
join  its  own  proper  corps, — from  which  it  had  boiMi  Hopa- 
rated  Kince  the  Gth  of  May,— at  the  crossing  of  the  Rapi- 
dau.  It  had  served  mider  So^lgwick  uiul  HhiM-idau  until 
the  17lh,  when  it  came  under  the  direct  command  of 
General  Grant,  and  thu8  remained  until  the  25th  of  May, 
when  General  Burnside,  waiving  rank  to  ^leade,  the  0th 
Corps  was  incorporatefl  into  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 
Dnrino;  ity  ahHenee  tlie  division  Huntained  the  rf>pntalile 
renown  of  its  corps,  not  only  in  protecting  the  trains,  Imt 
in  fighting  the  enemy,  and  cnptnring'  prisoners.  Before 
rejoining  the  corps,  the  division  was  strengthened  by 
thn***  re^nientrt  of  cavalry, — tlieotli  Nmv  York,  8rd  Now 
Jersey  and  2nd  Ohio.  From  the  9th  of  May  till  the  17th,  •* 
the  division  occupicnl  the  phmk  road,  looking  totlieold 
Wililerness  tavern^  covering  the  extreme  right  of  the 
army,  extending  from  Todd's  to  Banks'  Ford.  On  the 
17th,  the  division  moved  to  Snlora  Church,  near  the  main 
road  to  Fri'derickshurg,  wliere,  as  we  have  stvn,  it  de- 
fended the  I'ear  line  against  the  attack  made  by  the  con- 
federates, under  General  Ewell. 

The  historian  of  the  corps  says: 

"Tho  diviniion  on  tho  21(»t  of  Xta.v  wna  covwing'  Frwlericksburg,  and 
"ttie  roadu  leuding  h«'nct»  to  HmvIiD^  Green.  On  thi?  22ii*l  it  niarcbed 
toward  nowUiig  Grotni^  aud  on  tho  23rd  it  movod  to  Milford  Stjuiou. 
IVom  that  dute  to  tltt*  2Ttli  it  iirot»?cto(J  tho  traiiiH  of  the  uriiiy  in  the 
rear  of  tho  pf>Kitii>nB  on  tl»*  North  Annu.  On  tin*  27th,  llii'  ilivision 
movMlto  Newtown;  on  the  28th,  to  Dunkirk,  crof*Mug  thr  Maltiipon^*; 
on  tht?  20th,  to  th.»  Pamuukt^y,  near  Tfnnovertown.  On  tho  l.str  uf  June 
tho  troopB  cTOBwd  the  Puniunke.v,  and  from  the  2u<I  to  tin*  Uth,  eovc'red 
thcriffht  of  thearmv;  from  the  Gth  to  the  12tli  they  covprrd  tho  up- 
prooohes  from  New  Castle  Ferry,  Ilanovertown,  Huwtf*B  shop,  and  Bo- 
thosda  Chnrch.  From  thi-  12th  to  tho  18th  they  iiiovfil  by  eiwy  Kt4igos, 
by  way  of  TunBtiiirs  Now  Kont  C*)nrt  Houw,  Cole's  Ferrj*,  and  tlit_«  pon- 
toon bridge  QcrosH  tlie  .InmeK.  to  the  lino  of  the  army  near  PeterKburg. 
The  (iiamounted  cavalry  weiv  h*ft  to  giiartl  the  trnius,  and  tho  4th  Di\ii*- 
iou  [irejwiri.'d  to  partieipiite  in  the  moi-o  aetive  work  of  mddif'rs. 
Through  the  remainder  of  the  month  of  June,  and  the  irioHt  of  Jnly, 
tho  troojw  were  ocrupieiJ  in  tho  wtond  line  of  trenches,  and  in  ar-liv© 
movements  towards  the  left,  under  (ienenils  Hancock  and  Wom>n. 
WhiltJ  they  were  eugaget]  iu  the  trenchefl  thoy  w<?re  oIbo  drilled  in  tho 
movements  necessary  for  an  att4K-k  und  occupation  of  the  enotny'a 
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works.    A  strong  filing  of  pride  niid  esprit  rh  corps  sprung  up  witl 
tl)o  beortH  ftf  iUo  blacks,  and  thoy  l>/f^n  to  think  that  they  loo  might 
Booa  huve  the  opportunity  of  8oaiu  glory  for  thuir  race  and  vouutry." 

How  natural  wan  thii^  foeliiig.  As  we  havf*  Been,  their 
life  for  more  than  a  month  had  boon  one  of  ninrohinp:  and 
counter-marching:,  though  liaznrdons  and  patriotio.  When 
on  the  18th,  they  enteretl  upon  the  more  aetive  duty  of 
soldiers,  they  found  the  Hrd  Division  of  the  18th  Corjis, 
rompoHefl  of  the  Phnhiux  of  the  Anny  of  the  James^ 
covered  with  ;?l*>»*yj  ^^"<^1  tlie  welkin  ringring  with  praises  of 
tlieir  nv'ent  aehievomenta.  The  men  of  the  4th  DiviKion 
chafed  witli  ea<i'er  amhition  to  rival  their  brothers  of  the 
18tii  Corps,  in  driving  the  enemy  from  the  Cockade  City. 
General  KurnHido  whh  equally  a.s  anxious  to  give  his  hlO'Ck 
lioys  a  chance  to  try  the  steel  of  the  chivalry  in  deadly 
conflict,  and  thin  gave  them  cortsolation,  with  the  assur- 
ance that  their  day  would  ere  long  dawn,  ko  they  toiled 
ami  rlriliwl  carefully  for  their  pn>spHctivM  glory. 

IJut  the  situation  of  the  IMudanx  before  Petersburg 
was  for  from  being  enviable.  Smai-ting  under  the  thrash- 
ing they  had  received  from  Hinkn'  divimon,  the  confeder- 
ates were  ever  ready  now  to  slaughter  the  "niggera" 
when  advantage  offered  them  the  opportunity.  A  steaxiy, 
incesnant  fire  was  kept  up  agninst  the  positions  the  Pha- 
lanx occupied,  and  their  movements  were  wMt<'hed  with 
great  vigilance.  Although  they  did  not  raise  the  black 
flag,  yet  manifest ly  no  quarter  to  negro  troops,  or  to 
white  trooym  that  fought  with  them,  was  the  confeder- 
ates' determination.

"Judging  from  their  octioDB,  the  prefience  of  the  negro  floldierSi 
both  in  tho  Eightw^nth  and  Ninth  ropps,"  eaya  Wooiihupy,  '*ao»»m«-»d  to 
hnv«  IhH  en*n"t  of  i-endcriug  thp  enemy  mort»  Hpitfful  than  <»ver  before  th* 
Fourth  IHvinion  oainf^.  Thp  eloHoiictw  of  the  Hnes  on  the  front  of  the 
corjm  rendered  eonHtant  watohfidneMH  irMi>erutive,  and  no  day  poHBet} 
without  Home  Bl(irmi«hing  hptween  the  opposing  picketn.  Wh*«n  the 
colored  soldiers  api>**ared,  thirt  practict;  wemeMi  to  inrpwiHe.  while  in 
front,  of  the  Fifth  Porpa,  upon  the  left  of  nnr  line,  there  wa«  little  or 
no  picket  firing,  and  the  ontpoetH  of  both  arniie«  wer*^  even  disponed  to 
be  friendly.  On  the  front  of  the  Ninth,  the  firing  was  iuceasant,  uud 
in  mAny  casm  fatal." 
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'^Oeueral  Potter,  in  his  report^  mentions  that,  wbea  hU  divi«iun 
ocTUpipd  rhf*  front,  hiH  lost*  JiviTngnl  Hoine  fourteen  op  flftw'n  ofHnera 
kilIo<i  tiud  wounded  per  ilioin.  Tin*  phiirpshcMitei-s  on  either  svlv  >v*tro 
vigilant,  and  on  expOHum  of  any  pnrt  of  the  p»^!i«on  was  the  nigral  tor 
the  exchange  of  shol«.  The  mou,  wtini  l»y  hard  nmrt-hiuK,  hard  ^gUt- 
inff  nnd  lianJdijicjriugT  took  every  pnfcaution  to  shield  tht»niaelvHB,  and 
sought  rover  at  every  opportunity.  They  rnadn  Rre  jiroofH  of  logyi  and 
earl*,  ain)  with  tortuous  <*'»vered  wu^vs  and  travoi-w,  endi'ovoriuff  to 
Bwure  tljom*'Ive»  frum  the  enemy's  fire.  The  artillery  and  iiiortarH 
on  both  cideH  woi-**  kept  almost  eoustantly  at  work.  These  Wfpe  all 
pr«mrs4)i"H  (if  the  t*(tmln>r.  sunK^iiniiry  Htrti^^Ie  for  tlie  pf>Ase8Mioii  tif 
Cemetery  Hill,  IifinuMliatvly  in  front-  of  th«»  nalienl  oe('u[iied  by  the 
Ninth  Cor|»»,  the  rebelR  had  fonatrurt»'iJ  a  vrry  fltrttn^c  redouht,  a 
short  dititanee  below  Cemeter>'  Hill.  In  tiie  rear  of  the  rvloubt  ran 
Q  ridge  nearly  at  ri^^ht  angles  with  the  rebels'  UneB,  to  the  hill.  It  ap- 
]>eared  that  if  thbt  redoubt  wua  raptured,  the  enemy *b  line  would  be 
aerionrtly  threatened,  if  not  entirely  broken  up.  \  feiuuble  plan  for  th«> 
rleatruotion  of  the  redoubt,  wna  ReiiouMly  diAcu^Hed  amon)7  the  Koldlers 
of  thecorpK;  Huall.v  Colonel  PleotMUits,  of  the  48th  IVnuKylvnnia  Flegi- 
tnent.  deviried  a  plan  to  run  a  mine  under  the  intepv«'ning  r*paee  lietwcen 
the  linw  of  the  corjjH  tiud  the  rtMlould,  with  the  deftifjii  of  explodini;  it, 
dinvtly  undijr  the  redoubt.  To  thi.s  plan  General  Burnifide  lent  hi.H  aid, 
and  jireparationH  weiv  iniide  for  an  as«Miult  upon  Cemetery  Hill,  at  thtf 
time  of  it«  explosion.  The  work  of  dip^fring  and  preparing  th*'  mine  wa« 
prr»8er.ut4-d  uuder  the  mont  dinadvaatageoUH  eireumc^tuuces.  UemTul 
Meade  reluetantly  gave  otfleial  sniietion,  and  the  work  of  excavation 
prow^eded  with,  despite  tlie  fact  that  General  Buruside's  requisitiouH  for 
HUpplieA  were  not  responded  to.  Nevertheless,  in  h?e9  than  a  mouth  the 
mine  was  ready,  and  ufU'r  coueideruble  diwutwion,  ami  not  without 
some  bickering,  the  plan  of  attack  wa**  arranged,  whioli.  in  bm-f,  was 
to  form  two  cnlumuH,  and  to  ehargi^  with  them  throngh  the  breach 
caused  by  the  exjdoHion  of  the  mine.  Tht-n  to  Hwin-p  ulong  the  enemy's 
line,  light  and  left,  clearing  away  the  artillery  and  infantry,  by  attack- 
ing in  the  flank  and  rear.  Other  columnH  were  to  make  for  theei-ej^lv 
the  whole  to  co-operate.  General  Ferrem,  in  command  of  the  Phalanx 
diviHion  was  informr-d,  that  in  accordance  with  the  plan  of  attack,  he 
wart  to  Irp-ad  in  the  uHsault,  when  the  attack  was  made,  nfter  the  mini* 
faad  l>een  flred.  He  wiw  ordered  to  drill  his  troops  accordingly.  AfliT 
n  careful  examination  of  the  ground,  Ferrero  decided  u|Kin  Iiirt  methodH 
of  advanw, — not  to  go  directly  in  the  crat^^r  fornn^l  by  thf  exploMion, 
but  rather  upon  one  side  of  it,  nnd  tlien  to  take  the  enemy  in  flank  und 
TPverw*.  Wiien  he  informed  hin  officer*!  ami  men  that  they  would  l*o 
imlled  uiK>n  to  lead  in  the  lutj^anlt.  they  re«?ived  the  infornuition  with 
delight.  His  men,  desirous  of  emulating  their  comrade**  of  the  Thinl 
Divit^ion  of  the  Eight*H>nth  CorpK,  felt  that  their  cherisheil  ho|>e,— tho 
opportunity  for  which  they  hud  pra.ved, — was  near  ut  lian<l ;  the  hour  in 
which  they  would  show  them»e|v(kB  worthy  of  the  honor  of  being  osso- 
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L'ifitoii  with  tho  Army  of  the  rulotuac.  They  rejoiced  at  the  procippct  ol 
wiping  off  ivhjitvvi«r  reproucb  aa  ill-judK*^  prtyudii-i?  might  huvu  cast 
upon  tJioii),  by  proving  thorn8elv<»i  brave,  therfb.v  rkniuiiidiii^  the  r^- 
ti^KfX  which  bruvo  mou  "k>SHrvo.  For  thi-w  wi-oks  tln^.v  ilriilntj  with  uluc- 
rity  ia  thi;  various  rnovpiUHiitri;  olmrgn»g  upon  nuHhworkfl,  wheelinjf  b,y 
thi'  riii^hL  iuhI  Ifft^  (k'ploytiifnt,  nm\  other  ilftuilH  of  che  fX(M^;it.«(J  oporu- 
tioiirt.  (ii'niM'iil  RiiniKiile  h.ul  early  exptvKHed  hiH  ronfideiice  in  the  sol- 
dit'rly  eupabilitipt«  of  the  men  of  thi*  Phultiux,  imd  now  wishtnl  to  give 
thorn  au  opportunity  to  jUHtify  hm  pood  opiniou." 

His  uiiitf*  troops,  iiion'ovpr,  had  l»*eii  git'utly  exposed 
throuf^liotit  the  wiiole  cjimpaign,  had  8uflV'n?d  «ov»*ivly, 
atid  h;nl  \hhm\  ho  inufh  under  tlie  Hiv  of  tlu'  shurpsliooterR 
that  it  h;i<i  l>ecome  a  hocoiuI  iiatuiv  with  them  to  dodge 
bullets.  Tlie  iK^i'O  trooiKs  liud  not  Imhmi  wo  much  ex- 
posed, and  had  already  «ho\vn  their  wteadiuesfl  under  fire 
in  one  or  two  i>retty  severe  HkirmisheH  in  whieli  tln\v  hatl 
previously  been  engaged.  Tlie  white  officers  and  men  of 
the  corpM  were  elated  with  the  Heleetion  luoAh^  by  General 
Buriiside,and  they.  too,nin.nite8tetl  an  uuconnnon  intei-eHt 
in  their  dark-hued  comriuleH.  The  demeanor  of  the  former 
toward  the  latter  was  very  different  from  that  of  the 
other  corpy,  of  which  that  particular  army  was  composed. 
The  i)th  Corps  had  si^*n  more  st^rviee  than  any  other  corps 
in  the  Army  of  the  Potonm^.  Itw  operations  in  six  Stat«* 
hail  given  to  tlie  men  an  experience  calctdate<]  to  dr^troy, 
very  greatly,  their  race  prejudice;  besifics  a  vt^ry  large 
poi'tioii  of  the  regiments  in  the  corps  cume  from  the  Now 
Englauil  States,  esi)e<.*ially  Mjissnchusetts,  Vermont  and 
Rhode  Island,  where  race  prt^udic49  waa  not  so  strong: 
consequently  the  treatment  of  the  men  in  the  4th  Divis- 
ion Wiis  temp».'red  by  humanity,  and  ptvgnant  with  a  fru- 
ternal  f(x4ing  <jt*comra<leship.  And  then  there  was  a  corpK 
pride  very  naturally  existing  among  the  white  troops, 
which  promjiled  a  desire  for  the  achievement  of  some 
gn*at  and  brilliant  feat  by  their  black  comrades.  This 
feeling  was  exprt»ssed  in  more  than  One  way  by  the  entire 
corps,  and  gr(?atly  enluinced  the  ambition  of  the  Phalanx 
to  rout  the  enemy  and  drive  him  out  of  his  fortitications 
before  Petersburg,  if  not  to  capture  the  city. 

These  liigh  hopes  were  soon  dissipated,  however.  Gen- 
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eral  Meade  hod  an  interWew  with  General  Buniside  on 
the  28th ;  the  Bubject  wa*i  fully  diHCUssed  as  to  tho  plan  of 
the  jiHHanlt,  oh  [noposed  Uy  General  BuruHido,  and  nimie 
known  to  Meade  by  Burnsido,  in  writing,  on  thi*  2(Uh.  It 
Wiw  at  this  inwting  that  General  M»*ade  made  hift  objeo 
tions  to  the  Phalanx  leadin<r  Mie  a*isault.  General  Burn- 
Kide  argued  with  all  the  roaaon  he  could  conunand,  hi 
favor  of  his  plans,  and  espetMolly  for  the  Phaiaox.  goinjj; 
over  tin'  gi'ounds  alrejuly  cited;  why  hin  white  troops 
were  unfit  and  dihqualifitH]  for  performing  the  taHk  of 
leading  the  assault,  but  in  vain.  Meade  whm  firm  in  his 
purpose,  and,  true  to  his  training,  he  had  no  ufie  forth" 
negro  but  i\»  a  servant;  he  never  had  trusted  him  hk  h 
soldier.  The  plan,  with  General  Meade's  objeetiou  was 
referiv*!  to  General  Grant  for  wttlenient.  Grant,  doubt- 
ing the  propriety  of  agret^ing  with  a  Hubordinate,  as 
against  tiie  commander  of  the  army,  dismissf^J  the  dis- 
pute by  agreeing  with  Memle;  therefore  the  Phalanx  was 
ruled  out  of  the  lead  and  plaeixi  in  the  supporting  col- 
umn. It  was  not  till  the  night  of  the  29th,  a  few  hours 
before  the  assault  was  made,  that  the  change  was  made 
known  to  (ieneral  Ferrero  nnd  his  men.  who  were  greatly 
chagrined  and  tilled  with  flisapjjointment. 

General  lA'dlie's  division  of  white  troops  was  to  len<J 
the  lissault,  after  the  expk>.sion  of  the  nnni'  (»n  the  morn- 
ing of  the  80th.  It  was  on  the  night  of  the  29th.  when 
General  BnniKide  issned  his  battle  order,  in  neeonlanee 
with  (Jeueral  Meadt»'s  plan  and  instruetions,  and  at  the 
appointed  hour  all  the  troops  were  in  readiness  for  the 
fontiirrt.  The  mine,  with  its  several  tons  of  powder,  was 
ready  at  a  quarter  past  thi'ee  oV'lcK'k  oti  the  eventful 
morning  of  the  30th  of  July.  The  fuses  weiv  fired,  and 
"all  eyes  wei*e  turned  to  the  confederate  fort  opposite/* 
which  was  discernible  but  thn*e  hundred  feet  distant. 
The  garrison  was  sleeping  in  fancie<l  se<!urity;  the  wniti- 
nels  slowly  paced  their  rounds,  without  a  susi>i<;ion  of  the 
c.nist  which  lay  between  them  and  tlie  awful  chasm  below. 
Our  own  troops,  lying  upon  their  arms  in  unbroken 
silence,  or  with  an  occasional  murmur,  stilled  at  once  by 
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t  hi*  whisi>erHl  word  of  command,  lookt»<1  for  thf*  oventi 
moiiiciit   of  attack  to   ariive.    A    quarter   of  an    hour 
pussed,— a  half  hour,  j'et  there   was   no  report.    Four 
o'clock,  ami  the  sky  be*!;nu  ti)  bri*:htfu  in  the  etiet;  the 
confederate  garrison  was  In^stirring'  itself.     The  enera^'^s, 
hnes  onoe  moi-e  assumed  the  appearance  of  life;  the  sharp- 
ehootei's,   prepnrc^d  for  their  victims,  t)egau  to  pick  off 
thoKC  of  our  men,  who  came  within  range  of  their  deadly 
aim.     Another  day  of  mege  was  drawing  on,  and  still 
there  was  no  explosion.    What  could  it  mean?    The  fuBee 
had  fniicd, — the  danipne«H  having  pcnctrat^*d  t/O  the  place 
where  the  parts  had  been  Bplice<l  together,  prevent*^  the 
powder  from   burning.     Two  m(?n    (Lieut.  Jacob  Douty 
and  Sergeant^ — afterwards  Lieutenant — Henry  Reet*.)   ofj 
the'48tli  Pennsylvania  volunteered  to  go  and  a»eertainJ 
when?  thf  trouble  was.    At  quarter  past  four  o'clock  th^y 
bravely  entered  the  mine,  i-e-arranged  the  fuses  and  re-J 
lighted  them.    In  the  meantime.  General  Meade  had  ar- 
rived at  the  permanent  headquarters  of  the  9th  Corps, 
Not  being  able  to  see  anything  that  was  going  forward, 
and  not  hearing  any  report,  he  became  somewhat  im] 
tient.    At  fifliHMi  rninntes  past  four  o'clock  lie  telegraphed 
to  General  Bnrnsiiie  to  know  what  was  the  cause  of  the 
delay.    Gen.  Burnside  was  too  busy  in  remedying  the  fail- 
ui'e  ali'ea<ly  incnnvfl  to  reply  immediately,  and  expected,] 
ind!?**d,  that  lM»fore  a  dispatch  could  l^e  sent  that  the  ex- 
ploston'would  take  place.    General  Meade  ill-nature<n> 
telegraphed  tin*  o])erator  to  know  where  General  Burnside 
was.    At  hidf-past  four,  tJie  commanding  genci'al  iKvame 
still  more  impntient,  and  waa  on  the  point  of  ordenng  ai 
immediate  tissault  upon  the  enemy's  works,  without  i-efer- 
ence  to  th«^  nnne.     Five  minutes  later  he  dUI  order  ni 
aasanlt.    Gt^ncral  Grant  was  there  when,  at  sixteen  min^ 
utes  befon>  five  o'clock,  tlie  mine  exploded.    Then  ensw 
a  scene  whi<'h  l>eggars  description. 

General  Badeau,  in  descnbing  the  spectacle,  Baya : 


"TUo  inmo  exploded  with  a  tliuok  likt*  tliat  of  au  euHliquakn,  t4'«r-' 
ing  up  the  rebeU'  work  abovn  them,  utid  voinitiug  men,  guns  aud  cnb* 
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«onfl  two  liundrod  feet  into  tbo  air.  The  tr-emendous  mass  ftjipej»it»d  tor 
a  momeut  to  bang  suBpoiided  iu  the  hoaTouB  like  a  hiigt*.  iuvprtiMl  cone, 
the  exploding  powder  etiJI  flaHhin);^  out  here  and  thei-e,  while  Iind>t*  oud 
hodietf  nf  mutilated  inou.and  rragnieut^  of  cannon  and  wood-work  could 
U?  seen,  then  all  feU  heavily  to  the  jjnouad  nKaln,  with  a  second  rejiort 
like  thunder.  When  the  Mnioke  and  duHt  h/id  elenn^l  owa.v,  onl.v  ni\ 
^norinouB  crater,  thirty  fe»*t  deep,  sixty  wide,  tmd  a  hundrefl  and  fifty 
lon^f  (Stretched  out  in  front  of  the  Ninth  Corpe,  where  the  ivbel  fori  Imd 
been." 

The  explosion  was  the  signal  for  the  federal  batteries 
to  open  fire,  and  ininiediately  one  hundred  and  ten  jj:nns 
and  fifty  mortars  oi¥*ned  along  the  Union  front,  lending; 
to  the  sublime  horror  of  the  upheaved  and  quaking  earth, 
the  t^^iTor  of  deetruetion. 

A  confederate  soldier  thus  describes  the  explosion,  in 
the  Philadelphia  Times,  January,  1883: 

"About  fifteen  feet  of  dirt  intervened  between  the  sleppinj;:  pnlnien 
and  all  thi**  powder.  In  a  mom*'nt  the  euiterinounibent  i-artli,  for  a 
8pa(%  forty  by  eighty  feet,  was  hurled  upward,  carr>in^  witli  it  the 
artillerymen,  with  their  four  gruns,  and  three  companies  of  soldieii*.  Ab 
the  hnge  mnR8  fidl  backwards  it  buried  the  «tartie<^l  men  nnder  iinmense 
clod**— ton.s  of  dirt.  Some  of  the  artillery  was  thrown  forty  yards 
towards  the  enemy'e  line.  The  clay  Rubsoil  wafl  broken  and  pilwl  In 
large  pieces,  often  neveral  yards  iu  diameter,  which  afterwurdH  prntei'ted 
«core«  of  Federals  when  Hurrounded  in  the  crater.  The  early  hour,  the 
iinex|»ected  explosion,  the  concentrated  flrt»  of  the  enemy's  batteries, 
startled  and  wrought  conibsioo  ojnong  brave  mm  occoBtomed  to 
bottle." 

Says  a  Union  account: 

"Now  WBB  the  lime  for  action,  forward  went  General  I/'dlie's  col- 
umn, with  Colonel  Marrthall's  liripade  iu  advance.  The  parapetH  wero 
Bunnountet),  the  abatiw  wan  quickly  removed,  and  the  division  pre- 
pare<l  to  pa?**  over  the  intervcnin^r  frround,  and  ohnr^T  tliroujrh  the 
Mtlll  Bmokinjf  ruiiiH  to  jo^bi  the  crer^t  lieyond.  But  hetv  the  leodiufc 
briffiide  mad*'  a  temporary  halt;  it  was  oaid  nt  the  lime  our  men 
BUBpeeted  a  counter  mine,  and  were  theaiHelvcH  shockwl  by  the  t/r- 
ribie  8(M3!ne  they  bad  wirn^'fwd.  It  wa*,  liowever,  bnt  momentary;  in 
loBB  than  a  quartw  of  an  hour,  the  entire  divirfon  was  out  of  Hb  en- 
trenchmentB,  and  wa»  udvnneiiiff  gallantly  towards  the  enemy's  line. 
The  ground  wan  Homewhat  difficult  to  rroB«  over,  but  the  troopn  punhed 
steadily  on  with  soldiery  b*'ariTi>r,  overcorniuK  all  the  obBt?wIe«  Itefore 
tiiem.  They  reached  theedp:^  of  The  crater,  pa-^s^-d  down  into  theehojam 
Attd  attempted  to  make  their  way  through  the  yielding  saud^  the  bro- 
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k^n  flay,  aiifl  the  maAw^  of  rubliiHh  that  worft  pvflpywiiom  about, 
of  tin?  euomy'tt  uien  \vt*rt'  lyiuj;  aiiiouf^  the  niiiiH,  half  ImritHl.  and  vaiulj 
trying  to  fr<v  Ihetiipiolves.    They  rnJlwl  for  mercy  ond  for  help.    Tli 
sohlinrs  stojipt'J  to  tuke  luisonert*.  to  dig  out  gunn  »nil  other  iiiutcrial 
Thoir  Uivwioii  oommiuidor  wuk  not  with  them,  there  wan  no  renpousU* 
ht*a<l,  the  ranks  werv  broken,  the  peginiental  organizutiouA  coiilil  not, 
preserved,  and  the  troops  were  becoming  confused.    The  eneruy  wt 
iivovering  from  his  surprine,  our  artillery   began  to  rtiooive  a  spirit* 
response,  the  enemy's  men  went  liack  to  their  gun*»;  tbf^y  gathered  n 
the  erem.  nnd  t*oon  brought  to  bear  upon  our  troopn  a  fire  in  front  froi 
the  I'einetery  Hill,  and  nn  eiililuding  and  ero«H-tliv  from  their  kuua 
battery-    Oar  own  p,unK  rould  not  altogelher  ailemv  or  overcome  ihi 
tire  in  flunk,  our  men  in  the  crater  were  checked,  felt  the  enemy's  fli 
Bongtit  rover,  began  to  entrench.    The  day  waa  lost,  still  hennc  m* 
t»)ntinned  to  push  forward  for  the  crest,  but  in  piuwing  through   tJi 
criiter  few  got  lx*youd  it.    Uegiinout  after  regiment,   brigade  followe«l 
brigade,  until  the  three  white  divisions  tilleil   the  ofieuing  and  ebokf 
the  passage  to  all.    What  wan  a  few  niomenti)  ago  oiganixatiou  am 
onliT,  wuj*  now  a  disordered  mass  of  armed  men.    At  six  o'clock,  (tei 
eral  .Meade  ordennl  General  Uurnside  to  pnsh  'his  men  forward,  at 
hnzHrtls,  whit»*  and  hhirk.'    Hi«  white  troops  were  all  in  the  erat**r,  ai 
tfoul'l  fiot  get  out.    As  instructed,  ht*  ordered  General  I'Vrrero  to  rush 
the  Phalnnx  ;  Colonel  Loving  wns  near  when  tlie  order  eame  to  Ferreroj 
as  the  senior  stall'  olfleur  present,  wt-ing  the  impossibility  of  Ui*«  tnio^ts^ 
to  get  through  the  crater,  at  that  time  counternmnded  the  order,  and 
reported  in  person  to  Oeunral  Burnside,  but  ho  hud  no  discTetion  to 
exercise,  his  duty  was  simply  to  rejieat  Meade's  order.    TheordiT  ruQat 
be  obeyed;  it  was  rei)eat^d;  away  went  the  fMialanx  division,   loudly 
cheering,  but  to  what  purpose  ilid   they  advance?    Tho  historian  of 
that  valiant  corps,  pnwnmably  more  reliable  Uiau  any  othnr  writ 
eays : 

"*The  colored  troops  chargwl  forward,  cheering  with  enthumi 
and  gallantry.    Colonel  ,T.  K.  Sigfried,  commanding  the  llnut  bri( 
|pil  th"  atta'king  column.    The  command  movMil  out  in  i-ear  of  (\ih 
IJumplireyV  brigade  of  the  Third  Oivision.    Colonel  Sigfried.   pamai 
Colonel  liumphi-ey  by  the  tlank,  crossed  the  Held  immeiliately  iti  frwnl. 
went  down  the  crater,  and  attempted  to  go  through.    Tho  pat%Hngn  wna 
oxtHH'dingly  difllcult,  but  nft«r  great  exertions  the  brigade  roadM  itn  nay 
through  the  rrowrlpd  masseH  in  a  somewhat  broken  and  dist^rgjir,"  . 
condition,  and  advanc<»d   towards  the  ciest.    The  43nl  l".  S.  ('i  1 
troops  moviwl  over   the  Up  of  (he  crater  townrd  the  right,  mati- 
attack  upon  the  enemy's  line  of  intnMK-limHnts,  and  won  the  chi<*)  -  i 
cess  of  the  day,  capturing  o  number  of  prisoners  and  rel>el  colore,  nnd 
re-cnpturing  a  stand  ot  national  colois.    Tho  other  regiments  nf  the 
brigade  were  unable  to  get  up,  on  account  of  white  troofw  in  ndvaore 
of  them  crowding  tho  line.     The  second  brigade,  under  command    of 
Colonel  H.  U.  Thomas,  followed  the  flrst  with  equal  enthnwiusm.    Tb» 
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men  rushed  fom'ard,  descended  inl^o  tb«  crater,  and  attempted  to  pova 
throufib.  Colouf*!  ThoinuK*  intj'ution  wa«  to  go  to  the  riglit  uii<t  uttiiL'k 
theent'iii.v's  rifle-pitH.  -Ho  purtiuUy  fiU(:«?e«Hil  in  doinju:»o.  but  bis  hiifr- 
ailn  \vrt»  iiiuoh  brokeu  up  when  it  cnine  tinder  the  euvni.vV  tli-e.  Tht?  k"I- 
buit  bi-i;^Uiie  commander  cndMUVoped,  In  |X'raon,  to  rnll.v  his  command, 
and  at  buit  fanned  a  storming  cohimn,  nf  portions  of  the21^th,  l£Hth, 
23rd,  and  IDrb  K«^^ment>ri  of  the  Phabiiix  rlin^iou/ 

'"Thetw  truopH^  made  a  Hpirit*^]  atlaok,  but  1  oh t  heavily  iu  offiiH'rH 
nnd  bwamo  wimewhat  dishonrtinied.  LiHiit*'iinnt-roInr»p]  RroHn,  of  the 
l2*.Hh,  with  ihe  culore  in  Win  haudb.  led  tlie  clmrKT';  whh  the  first  muii 
t^>  Ifap  upon  the  enemy'n  wovk«,  and  «u»  infitantl.v  killed.  Lit>uteuaut 
Pt^niH'll  seized  the  colore,  but  wtw  t*hot  down,  riddM  through  and 
throuKh.  Mujor  Theodore  H.  Rockwood,  of  tlip  19th.  Hpranjic  upon  the 
panipi't,  and  fell  while  cheering  on  Ids  reffiment  to  the  nttaok.  The 
conduct  of  the«te  otficerti  and  their  uj^socintes  was  indeed  mogniHwnt. 
No  troop8  w**reevpr  l)ett:er  leiul  to  an  artsault;  ha<l  thny  b«H"n  allowed 
the  advance  at  the  outlet,  befor*'  the  enemy  had  rwovered  from  his 
first  Hurprirt#»,  thfir  charj^e  would  linve  bfvn  HuoocHHful.  Hut  it  won  made 
too  late.  The  tirti'  to  v\liirh  they  wt-re  i'X|Kiwd  w*i.'«  vwy  hot  and  de*- 
truetive;  it  came  fnJtn  front  and  fliink,  it  poni>'"l  into  the  fiwNw  of  the 
men.  h  en H laded  their  lineti.  The  enemy's  ru^^  against  the  colored 
troops  bad  its  bloody  opportunitj'." 

And  they  made  use  of  it. 

Cnptain  W.  L.  Fagaii,  of  the  8th  Alabama  Regiment, 
thtiH  gives  an  account  of  the  fight,  from  the  confederate 
side: 

"  The  crater  combat,  unlike  other  battlPH  in  Virjfinia,  whh  a  series  of 
deeds  of  dariniu:,  of  bloody  hand-to-hand  fiKhtini;,  whnre  the  survivor 
could  count  with  a  certainty  the  men  he  had  slain.  A  few  ilayn  ajfo  a 
soldier  said  to  me:  *  1  killed  two  at  the  craU'r;  they  were  not  tin-***'  fe«»t 
from  me  when  they  fell.  I  had  followed  the  fnrtnnert  of  the  ronfHerury 
from  Williamsburg  to  .\pponiattox  Court  House,  and  had,  to  the  morn- 
ing; of  July  30,  only  sewn  two  bayonet  wounds; — one  reeeiv*x1  at  Kia- 
eier's  Farm,  the  other  at  Turkey  Ridjfe,  June  3,  1804.'  Men  stood  far© 
to  face  at  the  crat«r.  Often  a  bayonet  thrust  was  Riven  before  the 
Minie  ball  went  crnshinf?  through  the  body.  Every  man  to<»k  care  of 
himsi'lf,  intent  on  selliner  his  life  as  dearly  as  poR^ible.  Th«  negroes 
did  not  all  stampede.  They  ndtifflwl  with  the  white  troops.  Tlu^  troofm 
of  Mahonc.  Wilcou  and  Wright,  wvn*  greeted  with  detWint  yells,  while 
their  ranks  were  mow«i  down  by  withering:  firen.  Many  nfficeit*  com- 
manding negro  tioops  heldtlieiPcommiBsions  for  bravery.  Lneouraged. 
threatened,  emulating  the  white  troops,  the  black  men  fouRht  with  des- 
peration.   Some  ConfefJerat*  soldifis  recognized  their  slaves  at  tha 

crater.    Captain  J ,  of  the  Forty-first  Virginia,  jtcave  the  milil-ury 

salute  to  'Ben'  and  'Bob,*  whom  he  had  left  hoeing  com  down  iu 
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IViDwiddio.    If  Wliit'-H  DiviViuii  Lad  occuiiivd  IU*iM:rvulr  llill.  Hirhiin 
would  havu  bcou  e\'iu:uaUH\.  ' 

But  let  the  wvMev  of  the  following:  U*ll  what  the  brave 
Mack  nioii  mot  aft<*r  luiviii^  advain-tMl  Ih^voikI  the  rrater, 
whoni  they  fci*ap|ik»d  witli  tlio  sulli'ti  Ibo  fillcfi  with  th« 
ivrollortiori  of  th*>  rapture,  !n  June,  of  their  worka,  fsutm 
Htu!  eoi!irmlf»s  hy  th«»  '*  nit;j»vrH'*of  the  18th  Cor|»H.  ft  waa 
not  hx  tuUoii'iH  that  they  obBorved,  but  a  re|»t'lition  of 
the  Fort  Pillow  Muhhuciv.  Under  the  head  of**ThoCon- 
fe<Jerate  Charge,'*  the  particularn  are  j^ven :

Tin'  KtHlcral  tntopn,  wbiti*  and  rrdorrd,  fruight  with  a 
ilr'(*fH>ratJon  novop  witn('MW>d  or»  fornu^r  Imttln-tU'ldH.  Tho  n<'gnw«,  it  [a 
8aid,  rnVd  *No  (piart'M.*  MuboQi*  nnd  Wriniil'n  Urigadw*  t<xik  ouly 
twenty-nine  of  them  priHonent.  Tht*  I'VdiTal«  «till  held  thn  crnf.i'r  nnd 
port,  of  the  IbiM.  Another  ehnrgn  wa«  »«'OHsary  aud  WrightV  (Jvor^u 
Brigiido  waii  ordered  up  from  Anderwjn'B  Division.  "NVright's  nrigiuli*, 
forming  in  tJie  ravino,  inorwl  forwar<i  to  drivt»  the  KfKb'rnJH  from  thn 
line  they  Htill  h»*td.  Thf  nnemy,  expecting  their  attack,  poured  a  volley 
into  the  GeorgiiuiH  that  deeimatod  their  mnkp,  killing  ami  wnnnrlinfc 
nearly  fwry  Ilili!  offleiT  in  the  brigade.  Tlie  men  ruHhinyr  r(»rwanj, 
breuHling  a  Klorni  f>f  lf>ad  and  iron,  failwl  Ut  ohlirpie  far  enongb  to  tho 
right  to  r-rt-apturp  thf  whole  lin»»,  but  gained  the  line  oociipii»il  by  au<1 
eiinriguotiH  iM  The  )jni>  nln-mly  raptured  by  WerHlgnr.  eorninandrng  Mn- 
Iiouc'm  Brigade.  MuhonuV  Brigade  and  Wrigbt*H  Brigaile  hud  captart*il 
forty-two  offlcerB,  thi*ee  hiiu(irod    and    ninety    men    and    twenty-uin» 

'*  H  wiiH  now  about  10  a.  m.  Oenerol  Gnint  made  no  elTort  to  rein« 
foree  Imh  Ijn"  or  ttt  dlHlnd^f  Wright  and  Mnhone  from  the  poKftlnna 
they  ln'lfj.  A  eouri<T  dorihcd  up  to  General  J.  C.  V.  Sandprs,  command- 
ing Wili-ox'H  Brigade,  inforniing  him  that  bin  brigftd<'  wmh  wntiti*d.  Tb« 
men  ivereoxpfcting  this  courier,  t\A  they  were  rn>xt  in  line,  and  they  dt*»- 
tinctly  heard  the  ithonlA  of  Mahono'a  and  Wright's  men,  foUowed  by  Uiv 
hpavy  artillery  Hring,  while  the  word  bad  pnw>ed  down  tho  tiu»  Ibut  tbw 
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salient  hatl  not  been  rocn|iturod.  General  Sandf^R  movc>d  bis  bri^rftfi(% 
ooDHiHting  of  tbc  Eiffhtb.  Niuth,  Tontt),  Elevmitb  liUi]  Fourtwuth  Alu- 
baiuii  Rt'^fimentri,  to  the  left  and  owupii^d  ihf  raviue.  Thfi-p  wua  ut> 
Hbadu  or  wat4»r  iu  thiw  ravini',  while  tbo  moii  \\vrvi'X|M>«*Hi  tinurly  four 
houra  to  a  worohing  HUii.  The  heat  vct\n  tUniosi  Iw.voud  liunian  endiir- 
nnw.  Stroug  ui**!!  faiutod  uud  were  carrifHl  to  tho  lonr.  Tht*  \vavt»b  of 
hot  air  at  timw*  wew?  aJinon  snffcK-ating.  Tor  th*»  fin*t  atid  only  tiiim 
tljf  lueu  were  told  wbut  was  exiMt-ted  of  tlivtn.  Gtnieral  Saundcrt^  ex- 
plained the  situatiou  to  tht-»  oJficers  of  tho  n^i^nivntj^.  Encli  cafitain 
spoke  to  his  raeu,  urginn:  them  to  retake  Uh»  poHent,  or  Pptorsbnrf?  and 
Richmond  mucft  be  evacuat*^!-  Tha  men  \ver*>  ordortd  to  Uk  lliwir  bayo- 
net** t*pcurol,v,to  trail  ann»— not  to  Hre,  not  to  yell,  but  to  move  quietly 
up  the  Hide  of  the  ravine,  and  then,  every  man  run  for  hiit  life  to  tho 
br«a«t\vork«.  They  werf^  told  that  Gon»'rulH  Lw,  BonurpKurd.  Hill,  Mtt- 
hone,  Hok*.'  and  every  general  officer  of  theurtny  would  watch  them  no 
Uwy  moved  forward. 

"At  1:30  r.  m.  tlu^  firing  had  almoet  ceased  and  the  Federab^.  over- 
come with  beat,  did  not  expect  an  attack.  Saundert^  formed  bJK  brig- 
ade and  moved  quietly  up  the  Hide  of  the  ravine.  Murdly  a  word  wan 
*»pokeu.  for  the  AtabamianH  Pxi»ectod  to  die  or  r»'tako  thnt  Kalieut.  Tlje 
eye  of  Gouerul  l.,ee  was  fixed  on  them.  When  they  eiiuKbt  sight  of  the 
works  tlH'ir  old  fwlinj;:H  came  baek  to  them  und  yvll  they  must.  With 
the  fury  of  a  whirlwind  they  ru^hod  ufion  the  lim*  they  had  be^n  orderinl 
to  take.  The  movement  wtx^  so  unexiMK-ted  oud  »u  quickly  exeeiitiMi 
that  only  one  shell  wa.**  thrown  into  the  brigade.  The  wnrku  ^niijod, 
they  found  the  enemy  on  the  other  hide.  It  wjw  ntated  that  Lfv,  r^pfjik- 
ing  to  Beaure^rard,  said:  'Splendid!'  Beauregard  spoke  with  enlhuHi- 
a«m  ot  the  brilliant  cbnr^e. 

"  In  an  inMtunt  the  Federal  flrnjy  wai*  aroused,  and  battnriefl  opened 
along  the  whole  line,  while  the  infantry  fire  was  n  eontinuouH  ruur. 
Only  a  brea«twink  Oivide'l  Wileox'K  Urijurude  from  the  KnleralH.  A  mo- 
ifient  wn8  requin^l  for  Saunders  to  refiirni,  und  biH  l)ripide  nioimtml  the 
inner  lim*  and  forceil  the  i»nemy  baekwards  to  the  uuier  line  and  the 
crater.  The  crater  wan  full  of  white  and  ni'f^'o  Middiers.  Tlii-ronfeder- 
at*>*.  surrounding  it  on  every  side,  (wiunnl  volley  ufter  voUi'V  iut(»  this 
,henjMH)-np  muw*  of  lerriflwl  in^jxroes  nnd  tlieip  brave  ofJiwrs*.  Tbi- n»*- 
groea  ran  in  every  direetiou  uud  were  shot  down  without  a  thought. 
Bayonet«,  wwordHand  the  buttA  of  musket**  wen*  used.  Thr  deafening 
roar  of  artillery  and  inuBketiT',  the  yelln  Bud  imprecations  of  the  eoni- 
batikntA,  drowned  the  nmimandrt  of  offleerH.  A  negro  in  the  eratijr 
attempted  to  rai»e  a  white  Hag,  and  it  wfw  instantly  pulled  down  by  a 
F<itleral  ofllrer.  The  Feileral  eolorH  were  j»laiit««l  on  a  bugeluutpof 
dirt,  and  wavwl  until  Sergeant  Wallace,  of  the  Eleventh  Alabama,  fol- 
lowed by  otherH,  seized  ibem  and  tfjro  them  from  the  wtJin.  Inntanlly  ;i 
white  flag  wnfl  rjiirted,  and  the  living,  who  were  not  many.  Borrendercd. 
The  crater  was  won,** 
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Witli  the  oxcM?ption  of  (ieneral  Buru^itlf,  no  luj 
mander  of  the  Xrmy  of  the  Potomac  wa«  in  favor  of  the 
PhaJaux  paiticipatiiig  in  a  battle.  What,  then,  had  tho 
Phalanx  to  expect  of  those  to  whom  they  had  borne  the 
rehition  ofshive?  Tlie  confederatet*  had  a  riglit  to  expect 
hard  fighting  when  they  met  the  Phalanx,  and  the  l*ha- 
laux  knew  they  had  to  fight  hard  whea  they  met  the 
coufederate8.  It  was  tlie  pi^evious  associations  andhabitd 
of  the  negro  that  kept  him  from  retaliating  for  the  several 
massacres  that  had  bcvn  jMM'jietrat^'d  upon  his  brother- 
soldiers.  It  was  not  for  a  want  of  courage  to  do  it: 
it  was  only  necessary  for  those  an  ho  comuiouded  theui  to 
have  ordered  it,  and  they  would  never  have  taken  a 
confederate  prisoner. 

Many  of  those  who  commanded  them  neede<i  but 
public  opinion  to  sustain  them,  to  give  such  an  order  as 
would  have  made  every  battle  Iwtween  the  Phuhmx  and 
the  confederates  blood.v  and  inhuman.  It  wt^  but  the 
enlightened  sentiment  of  the  North,  the  relitj^ions  teaching 
of  the  brotherhood  of  man,  the  high  character  and  moral 
training  of  the  statesmen  on  the  side  of  the  Union,  tliat 
restrained  the  Phalanx  from  retaliation,  else  they  jx^s- 
sesseil  none  of  the  chnracieriHl  ics  of  a  courageous,  senwi- 
tive  and  high  temperetl  people.  The  negro  is  not  naturally 
docile;  his  surroundings,  rather  than  his  nature,  have 
given  him  the  trait;  it  Ls  not  naturally  his,  but  something 
which  his  trainei*s  have  given  him ;  an<l  it  is  not  a  difficult 
task  to  uutrain  him  and  advance  him  l)eyond  his  appar- 
ent unconsciousness  of  self-duty  and  self-preservation. 
Let  him  feel  that  he  is  to  be  supported  in  any  transaction 
uncommon  to  him,  and  he  can  act  as  aggivssively  a*  any 
rac«  of  nicn  who  are  naturally  quicker  in  temi>eiainent. 
It  is  this  characteristic  that  made  the  uegio  what  General 
Grant  said  he  wa^:  in  discipline  a  better  soldier  than  the 
white  man.  It  was  said  that  be  would  not  fight:  there  ie 
no  man  in  the  South  who  met  him  on  the  battle- field  that 
will  say  so  now. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  thoughts  that  came  to  me  as  I 
listened  for  an  hour,  one  evening  in  June,  1883,  to  the 
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confoderate  Gen.  Mabone,  whose  acquaintance  the  writer 
enjoys,  reciting  the  stor^'  of  the  light  at  the  crater,  where 
the  negi-o  met  the  confederate,  and  iu  a  hund-to-hiuid 
struggle  one  showed  as  much  brute  courage  as  the  otlier. 
It  would  not  be  doing  the  negro  justice  to  accord  liiiii 
leas,  and  yet  that  courage  never  led  him  to  actw  of  inliu- 
nianity.  It  is  preferable  that  the  confederates  themyelves 
KJiould  tell  the  Htoricw  of  tlicir  butcheries  than  for  rue  to 
attempt  them.  Not  the  stories  told  at  the  time,  but 
fifteen  yeare  afterward,  when  men  could  reflect  and  wiite 
more  con-ectly.  Thei*e  is  one,  an  orator,  who  has  de- 
scrilied  the  light,  whose  reference  to  the  crater  so  glad- 
dened the  hearts  of  his  audience  that  they  reproduc4.Kl  the 
•*yell,'*  and  yelled  theinsclvcs  hoarse.  No  battle  fought 
during  the  war,  not  even  that  of  Bull  Run,  elicitetl  so 
much  comment  and  gloriticntion  among  the  confederates 
as  that  of  the  crater.  It  was  the  blooiiiest  fight  on  the 
soil  of  the  Old  Dominion,  and  has  be»*n  the  subject  of 
praise  by  poets  and  orators  upon  the  confederate  side. 
Capt.  J.  B.  Hope  eulogize*!  *'Mahone's  brigade*"  in  true 
Southern  vei*8e.  Cnpt.  MeCabe,  on  the  1st  of  Novendier, 
1876,  in  his  oration  before  the  "Association  of  the  Army 
of  Northern  Virginia,"  in  narrating  the  recnptui-e  of  the 
works,  said : 

"It  was  now  8  o'clock  in  themoruinff.    Tlie  rest  of  PotlerV  (Fed- 

ornl)  diriBion  moved  out  hIowI.v,  when  KotTpro'n  nrjrro  rliviMiou,Tht'  mon, 
beyomi  qui'stiou,  iiiHamod  with  drink,  (tli^p*  atri*  iiitm.v  otiinTs  uml  i  leu, 
m.vwif  atnoniif  the  nnmbfp,  who  w  ill  Tfstif^v  lo  thU),  biirKt  frniu  iho  nd- 
vanwnl  UnPH,  cliwriiijf  vehenienlly,  pi«*w*^d  at  a  doulilo  quick  ovci-  a  ort^t 
under  a  heavy  f\ro,  and  riwhed  with  Hcarcely  n  chit'k  over  tti**  heade  of 
tne  white  trooitfl  in  the  crater,  Hfireud  lo  their  ri^ht,  and  caiituivd  mon* 
thnn  two  hundred  ]trtsoner8  and  onp  ntand  of  colors.  At  the  winie  time 
TurniT,  of  the  Tenth  ^nrpe,  puKhr^l  forwnrd  a  bripide  over  t.ho  Ninth 
Corps*  |mrQi»et,  pcized  the  Cnnf'MhTate  line  still  fiiPtli»'t  to  the  north, 
and  qiiiekly  d]H[>erfied  the  remiiining  brigndefi  of  hiii  divlniun  to  confirm 
his  HUecesses." 

The  truth  is  over-reached  in  the  statement  of  this 

orator^  if  he  intended  to  convey  the  idea  that  the  men  of 

the  Phalanx  division  were  drunk  from  strong  drink;  but 

it  may  be  looked  upon  as  an  excuse  offered  for  the  treat- 
Si 
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ment  the  couraj^eous  negro  soldiers  received  at  the  hands 
of  their  ctiptoi-a,  who,  worse  than  enra^d  by  strung 
drink,  ^nxv:  tlie  battle-cry  on  tiieir  way  to  the  front,  "iV« 
quarter  to  nigfi^eni!'*  Thi8  has  been  admitted  by  those 
in  a  |)ositiou,  at  the  time,  to  know  what  went  on.  In  his 
**  Ilecolloetions  of  the  lleoapture  of  the  Line«,"  Colonel 
Stewart  of  the  61  at  Virginia  Regiment,  Bays : 

"  When  nearly  oppynite  Ihu  portious  of  our  works  held  by  Uw*  Fc'O- 
eral  troopfj,  wc»  met  several  Holdiers  who  wore  in  tJie  works  tit  the  time  of 
the  explosion.  Our  men  lnfj;tin  ridiculiniur  thorn  for  going  to  the  rear, 
when  one<»f  them  mnmrkeii,  'Ah,  !)oyft,  yoo  have  got  hot  work  aliend, 
— they  ore  negrow*,  and  show  no  quarter.*  This  was  the  first  intjitkation 
wo  htwl  that  we  were  to  fight  negro  troops,  and  it  seemed  to  iufuee  tho 
little  bnnd  with  inipetnouH  daring,  uh  they  pressed  toward  the  fray.  I 
never  folt  nuir**  like  fighting  In  my  life.  Our  conirailea  had  b«?ou  pUiugh- 
tered  in  a  ntont  Inhuman  and  brutal  manner,  and  Mnveu  were  tramp- 
liug  fiver  tlh'ir  ]nang]i*d  and  hh^iling  con'Het*.  Uf  venge  niut*t  have  fired 
every  heart,  and  strung  every  arm  with  nerves  of  8t*-el,  for  the  bercu- 
leun  ta*jk  of  blood." 

On  the  Monday  morninf?  after  the  assault  of  Satur- 
day, the  Uichmond  Enqahvr  said : 

**Grant'H  war  cry  of  *no  quarter'  Bhouted  by  hie  negro  Boldlem, 
was  returned  witli  interest,  we  regret  to  hear,  not  eo  heaWly  ua  ought 
to  have  been,  ninoe  some  negroes  wei-e  eApturwI  in«tcHd  of  being  shot. 
I^et  every  Siilient  we  aiv  uafied  upon  to  defend,  l>e  a  Fort  Pillow,  and 
bateiier  every  negro  that  (Jrant  IiutIh  agninnt  our  brave  troop**,  and 
pi»riiiit  them  not  to  noil  th<'ir  imndu,  witli  the  eapture  of  one  negro." 

Thei*e  iH  no  truth  in  the  statement.  No  such  ery  was 
ever  made  by  negro  soldiers;  and  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  ooufederat*?  congi-ess,  in  four  short  months  after 
this  dwiaration,  l)egan  arming  slaves  for  the  defense  of 
Richmond,  it  is  readily  seen  how  deep  and  with  what 
sinnTit^'  snfli  ({(S'Inrntions  were  made.  Thf*  Southern 
historian  Pollard  thus  describes  the  situation  after  the 
assault  and  the  ground  had  a^ain  come  into  the  poseee- 
sion  of  the  confederates : 

•*The  ground  all  around  was  dottied  with  the  foUen,  while  the  flidm 
and  bottt>m  of  the  crater  were  lilorally  liniKl  with  dead,  the  bodif«  lying 
iu  every  conceivable  position.  Some  Iiad  evidently  l»een  killod  with  th*> 
butrtaof  masketH,  q&  tlieir  crushed  skulls  and  badly  Hmasheil  rnc««  t^io 

plainly  indicated.'   Within  this  crat*»r— this  hoi**  of  forty  by  eighty  fivt 

were  lying  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  dead  rtoldierw,  besidtw  the  wound- 
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«d.  Tho  soil  wa9  literally  aataratpd  with  blood.  General  Bartlutt  wiia 
hero,  with  his  st**v\  k^g  brokou.  Ih^  did  not  look  ns  thuugb  ho  huU  hveu 
at  u  'diaiuood  wedding,*  hut  wan  present  at  a  'dance  of  death.'  A  cov- 
ered way  for  ardJlery  wae  ao  full  of  dead  that  detailB  wrrr*  made  to 
tiirow  thetn  out.  that  artillery  might  be  brought  in.  The  dead  bodies 
formed  u  heap  on  each  side.  The  Alabainians  captured  thirty-four  ofti- 
cerR,  five  huudred  and  thirty-vts  white  uud  unt.^  huodn*«]  and  thirt.v-aitie 
coloi"e<i  fioldierH.  The  threw  brigad*!ii  hud  rteveut«<;n  ^tandH  of  coIovh, 
held  by  wveut^eu  an  brave,  eweaty,  dirly,  rlOwd*■^-«tuiMe^I  felhiwH  iih 
ever  wore  the  gray,  who  know  that,  when  pnw>nting  their  eolon*  to 
division   headquarterM,  to  each  a  furlough  of  thirty  daya  would  b» 

"The  crater  was  ftlUni  with  wounded,  to  whom  our  men  gave  wat*T. 
Adtjutunt  Morgan  Cleveland,  of  the  8th  Alabama  Begiment,  aK.'*>iHt''d  a 
federal  cuptalu  who  wan  mortally  wounded  and  Kufl'ering  iiitenaely. 
Near  him  lay  n  burl^v,  wounded  negro.  The  oftieer  hald  he  nould  die. 
Thn  negro,  rntMing  liimwlf  on  his  elbow,  oj-ied  out :  *  Thank  tiod.  Yon 
killed  my  brother  wlieu  wp  elmrgiHl,  beeuuti^*  he  wa«  afraid  and  ran. 
Now  the  rebels  have  killwl  you.'  Death  Hoon  ended  the  hntl'erirjg  nf  one 
and  the  hatred  of  tJie  otlier.  A  daiknetw  came  down  on  the  butll»-H*'ld 
and  the  victors  began  to  repair  the  salient.  The  crater  waH  cleaned  of 
tJie  dead  and  wounded.  Men  were  found  buried  ten  fi«et  undnr  tJie  dirt. 
Twenty-two  of  the  artillery  cnmT)any  were  misping.  Four  iinndivd  and 
ninety-eight  dead  and  wounded  confederatee  were  burieil  or  Bent  to  the 
hoKfiitalM.  Betww.'n  the  lines  lay  hundreds  of  wounde«I  fedt'rals,  who 
rainly  called  for  water.  Thftw  men  hud  been  witliout  water  Bince  eaily 
nxirning.  Someoalbng  louder  than  others,  their  voices  wnn*  nt-ogniwd, 
and  afl  their  cries  grew  fainter,  we  knew  their  Uvea  were  ehbing  away. 
Our  nien^  ri^tking  their  lives,  carried  water  to  some, 

"I  find  in  my  diary  these  lincfl:  *Runday,  July  31,  1804.  Every- 
thing comparatively  quiet  along  the  lines.  Hundreds  of  fnlend  Biddier-N 
luv  lying  in  front  of  the  crater  expoBcd  to  a  Bcorching  Hun;  some  arv 
crying  for  water.  The  euemy*B  fire  Ib  too  heavy  for  a  Koldier  to  e.\|K«*e 
hiniwlf.*  Late  on  Snnday  evening  a  flag  of  truct*  wa*  spnt  in  and  for^ 
warded  to  General  Lee.  General  Grant  hml  a^ki><I  permission  to  bury 
hir*  dead  and  retaove  hiH  wounded.  The  truce  was  granted,  t<»  Itegin  on 
Ifimdny  at  5  a.  m.  and  eonelude  at  0  a.  m.  Punctual  to  the  hnur  the 
ftnieral  d^'tails  came  oa  the  fii'ld  and  by  ^  A.  M.  had  huried  about  three 
hundred.    The  work  waa  hardly  lM»gun   and  the  truce  was  extended. 

Tlour  after  hour  was  granted  until  it  waa  evening  before  the  field  waa 
cleartHi." 

With  these  solootions  from  the  mass  of  conft'derate 
t<^Ktimony  before  u^,  of  their  "daring,  bloody  Mork," 
given  by  participants,  it  Ik  well  to  read  Honie  of  the  state- 
inontB  of  those  who  battled  for  the  Union  on  that  ocea^ 
Bjon. 
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Many  of  the  eori'espondents  at  the  seat  of  war,  igno- 
rant of  the  real  fwtH  ivp;ar(liiit!^  thi*  aHHUiiIt,  attributt'd 
the  failure,  not  to  General  Meade's  interference  with 
General  Durnside's  plan,  but  to  the  Phalanx  division,  the 
mon  wlio  bore  the  brunt  of  the  battle  and  g'aine<l  for 
theniselvert  a  fame  for  deHperate  ftglitinj?.  Hut  Home  of 
those  who  wtrt^  arquainte<J  with  the  ftu;t«  have  left  records 
that  t^^ll  the  true  Htorvand  frive  honor  to  whom  honor  ih 
due.  (jeii, Grant  is  amoTi;^;  the  niiinber;he  perfei-tly  under- 
stood the  whole  matter,  knew  that  General  Huniside,  not 
l)eiuj^  uIIowimI  to  earry  out  his  own  |»huit!(,  but  at  tiie  )a«t 
moment  e<»ni[R»lle(l  to  act  contrary  to  his  judgment,  could 
not  h^ht  with  tliat  enthusinsm  and  co?ittdence  that  h» 
would  have  done  liad  he  been  allowed  to  carry  out  hit$ 
own  ideas.  In  his  "Memoirs,"  General  Grant  ^ivf^  an 
account  of  the  explosion  of  the  mine  and  the  assault  after 
phicinj:^  the  lilame  for  the  ''stupendous  failure"  where  it 
l)flony;8,  I  quote  a  few  ]»re]iminary  words  which  not  otdy 
intimate  where  the  trouble  lies,  but  fxives  the  key  to  th*> 
whole  mutter.  Speaking  of  General  Burnside's  command, 
he  says: 

*'Tbo  four  diviHiODfi  of  hiM  corp«  w<»rp  commnrid^  by  Oon<>ra]8  Pot- 
t«r,  Wilcox,  Lttllk' itnil  Kopn'm.  TIjo  IahT  whh  h  rolorvd  division;  and 
Uurnside  wlwtetJ  it  to  nmke  the  ast«tiull.  Mnnde  iiitorferod  with  this. 
IliirnRidp  then  tonk  Lwllip'a  divimoii— n  woi-so  «fto<>tioh  rhan  the  first 
coiiid  have  Iwt'U.  •  •  •  •  Lf«dlii%  bcsitU'**  hdnf?  otherwiw  tnr>ffii7it*nt, 
proved  D.\t*o  to  pOKtwAs  dirtqii'LliflcntiotiH  Iosh  commuii  tunong  soldier^.*' 

A  corres|»ondent  of  the  New  York  Evrninf^  Post  sajs: 

"We  buvf»  bwn  ooiitinuall.v  nolifiml  for  the  hiHt  fortnijjht,  thnt  oar 
8Api»ops  woro  milling  the  piiomy'H  powtinn.  A«  snon  m«  r^ady,  otir  *}lx'v»- 
ion  was  to  ntttrni  thp  works  on  it«  cxploHioTi.  Thin  minor  hiid  Rpf^H<] 
BO  wiiio  we  hfvl  uo  faith  in  it.  On  the  nifrht  of  thf  21)th,  wi>  won*  in  n 
pofiition  on  the  oxtroinn  Irft.  Wp  wppp  dmwn  in  ahontninep.  M..  and 
inurr-lKnl  to  fifneral  nii!n!»ifI«»*H  hondquartorn,  and  t^lowHl  in  inaAS  by 
diviHJfMi.  l(*ft  in  front.  WV  thnre  r<THvf'd  ofRfinI  iK»tirp  ihot  thf  lung- 
lotikt^d-for  nilrip  «afi  ready  charjrpd,  iind  would  Ik*  Hrr**!  at  dnylijcht  n«*xt 
morning.  Th(?  plan  of  storming  was  aa  follows ;  One  divinion  of  wh!t« 
troopB  waH  Ui  charge  the  work8  ifiimtxhatcly  aft4»r  tht*  i*xpIoKion«  and 
carry  Iho  first  and  wrond  Hnw  of  r»»b*^l  intrf»ncbment:«.  Onr  divTHion 
wan  to  follow  iniinpdiately,  and  pumh  richt  into  Petopshiirg.  tnk**  the 
city,  aad  be  supports  by  the  remaindoi  of  the  Ninth  and  Twont>- 
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eighth  corps.  We  were  up  bright  and  early,  ready  and  eager  for  tli« 
struggle  to  commeuoe.  1  hud  Xtwii  wiBhing  for  Horaething  of  this  sort 
to  do  for  (*omo  time,  to  gain  the  respwt  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 
You  know  their  fonnor  prejudices.  At  thirty  niiuntea  after  five,  the  halJ 
opened.  The  mine,  uith  ttonie  Hfty  jiieceB  of  artillery,  went  off  alraOHt 
instantaneously;  at  the  same  time,  the  white  troops,  according  to  thn 
plan,  chai'ged  th*.-  fort,  whirh  they  t;atrif<l,  for  tliere  was  nothiug  to 
oppose  Uioni ;  but  they  did  not  sm'cee<l  in  (?urrying  eiUj*T  of  the  lines  of 
intrench  nients. 

"  We  were  held  in  rear  until  the  development  of  the  movement  of 
the  whittf  trooi)s;  hut,  on  Bwiug  the  diHi».*ter  which  was  about  to  occur, 
we  {lusbed  in  t>y  the  flank  (for  we  could  go  in  in  no  other  way  to  allow 
UH  to  get  in  position) ;  so  you  see  od  this  fuilure  we  had  nothing  to  do 
but  gain  by  the  tiank.  A  cbcirge  in  that  manner  has  never  proved  sac^ 
nessful,  to  my  knowlcdp,*;  when  It  does,  it  is  u  surprise. 

'*  Our  men  wont  forward  with  enthusiasm  equal  to  anytldng  under 
diflereut  circumstao<ios;  but,  in  going  through  the  fort  that  hful  tiet^n 
blown  up,  the  pa»su;;e  wiu*  uliiiomt  irnpedrd  by  obstacles  thrown  up  by 
the  explosion.  At  the  same  time,  wn  were  refjctving  a  most  dmdly  crofw- 
tire  fi-om  both  Hanks.  At  this  time,  our  lieutenant-cnhmel  (K.  W.  Kuss) 
fell,  shot  through  the  k-ft  leg,  bravely  IcMiliiif^  the  men.  I  inirru'diutfly 
assumed  commaud,  but  only  to  bold  it  a  few  niinuteH,  whh'u  1  fi'll,  struck 
by  a  piece  of  shell  in  ttie  side,  t'apt.  Uobiuson,  from  Connecticut,  then 
took  command;  and,  from  all  we  can  leum,  he  was  kiltefl.  At  this 
time,  our  first  charge  was  somewhat  ch<«ckod,  and  the  men  nought  ri»ver 
iu  the  works.  Again  our  charge  was  nuwle,  but,  like  the  former,  unsuc- 
cessful. Tbis  was  followed  by  the  enemy  making  a  chorg»*.  Seoing  the 
unorganized  condition  and  the  givnt  loss  of  ntflcerH,the  men  fell  buck  Ut 
our  own  works.  Yut  a  large  numlM>r  still  held  the  fort  until  two  P.  xi^ 
when  the  enemy  charged  again,  and  carried  it.  That  ended  > he  g;reat 
attempt  to  tnkf  IVlersbui-g- 

"It  will  be  thiiH  seen  that  the  colored  troops  did  not  compose  the 
first  assanlting,  but  the  supporting  column ;  and  they  were  not  ordered 
forwnrrl  until  white  troops  in  greater  uumlwrs  hud  mnde  a  despernt* 
effort  to  carry  the  rebel  works,  and  hod  faileil.  Then  thecoUm"!  troops 
were  B*»nt  in;  moved  over  the  broken  ground,  and  up  the  nIojh',  and 
within  a  shfvrt  distance  of  the  parapet,  in  order,  and  with  steady  cohn 
a^e;  but  finally  broke  and  retrent^ni  under  the  same  fire  whirh  just  l>e- 
for*^  had  sent  n  whole  division  of  white  r«*ginientfl  to  the  right-about.  If 
then'  be  any  disgrnne  in  that,  it  does  not  Itejong  excluKively  nor  mainly 
to  the  negroes.  A  sivond  attack  in  fnrmore  iverilnup  and  unlikely  to  suc- 
ceed than  a  first;  tho  enemy  having  been  encouraged  by  the  fiiilure  nf 
the  first,  and  had  time  to  concentrate  bis  forcfs.  And,  in  this  case,  there 
seems  to  have  been  a  fatal  delay  in  ordering  both  the  first  and  second 
aesaaU." 

An  officer  in  the  same  engagement  says: 
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"In  regard  to  the  bravery  of  tho  colored  troqpH,  ulihnnffh  I  hnrw 
Ix"**!!  in  upwanJM  of  twt'iity  battles,  I  u^vep  mow  uo  nnxuy  wt««  of  gml- 
lantrj.  The  'cnitcr/  whi*n?  wo  wi'n*  luiitcd,  wnw  u  imtOvI  r*luuj!lit»'r-i>tii. 
Hiul  not  'hoiih'  one  bJiiinlri'C'd/  but  ihovch!  uh  up  ut  da.vHj^bt,  Uit^Wiui  of 
t'ifcht  o'Lhwk,  woshouli]  huvM  b<^'u  orowuwl  uilh  Km^-cHH,  iuHifuJ  of  lin- 
ing out  to  pit»coH  by  u  t^-rriHc  fiitllarlitij^  Hit,  iind  flutiU.v  funtij  from  lb» 
flclij  in  II  jHinic.  "Wtt  hiul  no  troubt>>  in  rallying  thf  troo^M  nnd  [uotids 
thimi  inU>  tht>  rini^pilrt;  iind,  in  oni>  hour  aftvr  the  rout  1  IiuaI  ut*tit]y  tm 
many  men  togpthtT  iw  were  Iftft  unhurt.. 

"I  was  ui'ver  unJnr  wuch  a  tiM'riUo  flrp,  ttud  cuo  hurtlly  rtralixe  how 
any  k^ecapod  aliv/>.  Our  Ions  na,s  beuvy.  In  tho  Twonty-^MRlith  (*!olon«d) 
for  hjHtnno'»,  conimantJiMl  by  Lii'Ut.-CoL  RuhwII  {a  rioHtouinn),  bn  lout 
BTVPt]  offl<H^'rw  rjut  of  **l*»v*'n,  uml  iitii*»ty-one  nivu  oot  of  two  hunJrftJ  uoc] 
twenty-four;  unci  tho  colonel  hiniK'If  wim  kiiorkoil  ovor  wnwlewt,  for  n 
f»*w  riiiuul^H,  by  a  Hli;:;ht  wound  in  thu  htfud;  InytU  Win  t'oIur-^»*rwi'aut« 
and  all  hlH  color-fruani  wrm  killod.  Col.  BifwH,  of  th*-  Twi-nty-ninth, 
was  killiHl  ontrijxht,  and  nearly  <'vpry  om*  of  Ihm  o(Hn*rw  hit.  Thin  waa 
limirly  tH\\inl  to  Bunkor  Hill.  Tol.  Ro*tH.  of  the  Thirty-Hrst.  la«t  hw  l(>jf. 
Tlip  Tw»'nty<'iglith,  Twenty-ninth  and  Thirtioth  0'olon»tJ),  all  churpppd 
ovor  tlip  workH;  climbinp  iii)  an  fnrthwork  «ix  fwt  lii^h,  thon  down  into 
u  diU'hj  iind  up  on  t)ir>  otbrr  sidf*,  all  the  time  nndrr  tho  flrvnrfwi  Hn*  (d 
front  and  flank.  Not  bcinR  nupportod,  of  ronwo  tho  MtormiiiK  purtj 
fwll  back.  I  have  wmmi  whiU*  troopM  run  fantor  than  tht'He  blank*  did, 
when  in  not  hiiU  mo  tight  a  placn.  Our  bn>?ad>>  loHt  lhirty-«ix  priHonem, 
nil  cut  o(T  nHer  leaving  the  *  crater,*  My  fiuth  iu  colored  troopH  it*  Dot 
abated  one  jot.'" 

Tho  Conj^esHional  romniittee  on  tho  rondurt  of  tbo 
War  luvoHtiyutfMl  t\w  nfTuir,  hcFore  >vhifh  <i(*nernl  Grant 
testified.  He  waa  novere  upon  General  Lofllit*,  whom  h^ 
rej^anled  aw  mi  inofRrient  officer;  lio  bInitHvi  hiins*»lf  for 
flJlowing  that  officer  to  lead  the  a**»ault.  General  Grant 
also  teHtifled: 

*  Gi-neiiil  Utirnsido  wanttxl  to  put  hiH  colored  iliriKion  in  front;  t 
believe  if  bn  luul  done  ho  it  would  have  been  a  huoc«»8i*." 

On  th«  morning  of  the  13th  of  Aupnst,  IfifVi,  a  brf- 
jraile  of  the  Phalanx,  consiKtinfc  of  the  7tli.  Sth,  9rh  nnd 
2yth  Regiments,  crosned  from  Bermnda  HundredH  to  the 
north  Hide  of  the  James  river,  on  pontoons,  near  Jone**' 
hmdtiig,  and  hivonnrk»*d  for  the  nif^ht.  Genond  Grant 
WiU4  led  to  Mieve  tliat  General  I^ee  had  nent  a  portion  of 
his  troops,  at  least  thrw  divisions  of  infantry,  and  one  of 
cavalry,  from  the  fr-ont  of  Petershnrfr,  to  T'f^-inifon**  Oen. 
Early,  then  operating    iu   the  valley.    Consequently 
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thought  it  a  favorable  opportunity  to  threaten  Rieh- 
moud,  aud  oixleitHj  Haueock  with  the  2ud,  and  Birney 
with  apiirtof  th(»  lOtli  Corps,  with  Git^^'h  Cavalry,  to 
attack  the  cuuicderuto  workH  ou  the  iioi'th  side  of  the 
JanieH,  The  object  waB  two-fold:  to  pi^event  Lee  from 
re-enforciug  Early,  confrouted  by  Sheridau's  troops;  and 
]ikewiHe  to  drive  the  cuMf^'derateH  from  out  their  workb. 
The  troopH  crossed  the  James  on  the  13th,  the  2d  Corps 
going  to  I^^p  Bottom  by  transports,  tJie  othrr  troops 
crossing  the  river  by  pontoons,  and  advancing,  found  the 
enemy  in  force.  Several  spirited  enp;ngement«  took  place, 
after  which  the  main  forces  withdrew  ag*ain  aci'oss  the 
river,  to  the  front  of  retei-sbni"g.  The  followiuf;  account 
applies  to  the  brigade  as  well  as  the  7th  Phalanx  Regi- 
ment, fi-om  whose  i-ecord  it  is  extracted : 

"During  Uie  forpooon  of  tbo  14th  tho  (7th)  Hegiin^nt  acted  as  rwerve, 
moving  forward  occ/uiionall.v  us  the  linr  udvunwtl.  MoKt  of  the  woi'k  of 
thn  day  wfw  don**  to  th*-  riffht,  httif  b^iuK  doof  iu  the  imniodiute  fi-oiit 
pxcvfit-  Hkirrnishiiitf,  Aboirt  5  i*.  m.  a  poi-tion  of  the  Hevoiith  nnd  Ninth, 
fomiiti^  liuf  in  lh»*  oduc  of  hoiuc  limb«'p,  raoved  aoroB^  mi  Ofn-u  H*'ld  uud 
rhurgod  upon  n'tiching  the  farther  Kidr  and  enplaned  the  enrniyV  line  of 
rifle-pitfl.  ThHcompaDi(*»of  the  Sevenlh  puphod  ou  Rome  digtuuco  fur* 
thor  toward  their  Heeond  line,  but  wore  met  with  so  severe  i\  Hre  that 
thoy  fell  hack  to  the cnptunnl  Hue;  which  was  held.  This  charfj:e.  kuowu 
as  the  action  of  Kinprmland  Road,  wa»  made  in  fine  style.  Thi- VuittuUoD 
of  the  Seventh  was  commanded  by  Capt.  U'eiw* — I'ol.  Sbaw  havinj;  ttf*n 
detailed  as  Con***  Ottii-er  of  the  day,  and  TJeut.-Col.  Hai^kell  bfin^  tem- 
porarily in  command  of  the  brigadp.  Onr  loswes  wem  two  men  killed, 
and  one  officer  (TJetit.  Elev)  and  thirty-two  men  wounded. 

"About  10  oVIock  r.  m.,  the  troops  movf^d  down  the  road  to  tbe 
right,  and  at  1  oVIm-k  Tol.  Shaw  withdrew  the  pickets  of  the  cor|»B,  re- 
rroKHPd  the  pontoons,  where  we  had  crossed  in  the  rooming,  and  moved 
'down  the  neck.  Thnn  fn||owf*d  fonr  hours  of  the  most  wearisome  night* 
raarchinff— movinR  a  few  rods  at  a  time  and  then  halting  for  troops 
flhend  t-op't  out  of  the  way;  losing  siuht  of  them  nnd  hurryinp  forward 
to  catch  op;  straprfflinp  ont  into  the  darkness,  stuinblinjc  auil  groping 
aloDfT  the  rouph  rond,  nnd  all  the  time  the  rain  coniiuK  down  in  a  most 
provokinff,  exasisTatiuK  drizzle  About  dayliftht  cro^ssfd  back  to  the 
north  side  and  hult^Kl  for  coffef*.  and  then  rnove«l  forwarti  some  four 
niil«*H  and  rf-joined  th**  rorits,  taking  position  behind  the  rront  of  a  hill. 
The  nifih^h  and  Twenty-ninth  were  left  in  a  "work  on  the  hill. 

"About  3:30  i*.  m.  orders  came  to  pile  knupsacks  and  l>e  ready  to 
march  immediatdly.    A  little  after  4  oVleek  tbe  brigade  moved  to  the

Early  in  tht?  cv<*n- 
itig  the  regiment  was  ordered  on  iiickct.  Cousidfrable  picket-tlnug  oc- 
carrod  during;  tho  night  and  day,tho  nion  bring  with  diffiifnltyrpRtraiufHl 
from  it.  ^V  wpr»»  rt'Iicved  about  uoou  vf  tho  IStli  l>y  tbt*  One  Buudret] 
mid  FiftM*n(h  Xmw  York  and  Srvontv-pixlh  Pi'nnsylrania.    •        *       • 

"Early  in  tlio  moruiui^  th«'  Kig:1ith  and  thn  Twenty-ninth  Connwti- 
eiit  rgoiopd  the  regimont,  and  after  the  regiment  was  relieved  from 
picket,  it,  with  the  Twenty-ninth,  fell  back  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  lenv- 
injjtbe  Ki^bth  uud  Ninth  on  tin?  line.  Rations  having  l>et'n  drawn,  the 
men  got  Bupfier  and  prepart^d  for  a  good  nightV  «leep.  Suddenly  n 
heavy  mu«ketry  tiiv  brokt?  out  towanl  thi*  left  nhir^b  i-apiilb'  extendwJ 
to  the  right  ami  the  en1it-p  hne  wa**  Boon  under  fire.  Tht«  regiuieut 
umved  forward  at  doubliMiuick,  but  by  the  tiine  it  reurliwj  the  front 
and  formed  line,  darknesn  eet  iu  and  the  enemy  fell  back.  About  11 
P.M.  our  forceH  were  withdrawn, and, after  Heveral  hourn  Hpeut  in  march* 
ing  and  halting,  the  regiment  went  into  ramp  two  miles  from  the 
pontoons.  Here  it  lay  all  day  of  the  Iflth.  The  following  congi-atula- 
tory  order  waa  nH.'eived  from  corps  headqimrters,  in  which  the  brigade 
wan  Hpokon  of  in  very  flattering  twma  by  MEy.-tica.  I>.  B.  Ilimey,  com- 
manding:

*'Tbuflendeda  very  hard  wetfk>  work,  during  which  the  rv^mi-nt 
was  almoflt  constantly  under  Hn.*;  marching.  coauter-miin>hiD^.Bapi>orV 
jng  a  battery  here  or  strengthening  the  line  there — dnries  wfaieh  required 
lilmost  constant  wakefiiloMS  and  watch fulne«».  The  loeeee  of  the  bri0>- 
ode  footed  up  some  two  hundred  and  tidy. 

"This  movemtmt,  which  had  be»run  on  the  12th  by  the  witiidrawal 
of  the  Stt'ond  Corpw,  Oen.  Hancock,  and  Oregg'B  cavalry  diviMon,  from 
the  Petersburg  front  to  the  north  bank  of  the  Jnmeft,  to  act  in  coi^Jnno- 
tion  H-ith  the>  Tenth  Corp«  in  an  attempt  to  turn  rh**  h'ft  of  thereby 
line,  fircjved  u«  abortive  08  the  ftiruilar  attempt  made  by  the  some  corpfl 
ju  the  latter  part  of  June;  Oeii.  Lee,  in  both  iuRtoneea,  aeeming  to  bare 
ret'iqved  timely  information  of  onr  planu  to  enable  him  to  transfer  nsen- 
fon-ninimtM  from  the  Peterxburg  to  the  Richmond  front-  The  I'nioa 
loAH^H  during  the  movement  have  IttH^n  i^timtiUxl  at  five  thoaaand. 

•'Sunda.v.  the  2lHt.  wuk  a  day  of  rt»Bt.  The  men  put  up  abfflter 
tenta  and  made  themnelvert  ofl  oomfortable  as  riTrnmstftncea  would 
allow.  Gt*n.  Biruey  ri«umei]  comumud  uf  the  brigade  and  Co).  Shaw 
returtiwl  to  the  n»gimenT;.  About  0  p.  m.  orders  cjuiie  to  l»e  rea^b*  bu 
move  during  the  night  with  one  day V  nitions.  Moved  out  of  camp  at 
2  a,  m.,  22nd.  and  reported  at  Maj.-Oen.  Hiniey*8  heudtpmrlerK.  when\ 
after  remaining  a  nhort  time,  the  regiment  retume*!  to  eump.  About  3 
I*.  M.  onlerrt  wen»  nveiveil  To  pai^k  evervthintf.  and  nt  T)  the  rx.'giment 
mnn'hfd  to  th«  front  and  went  into  the  tn-nehen  near  Uail^ry  Walker, 
(No.  7),  n'lieving  a  regiment  of  hundred-day*'  men,  uho(k*  time  bad 
oxpirwi. 

"The  23d  pOAMid  quietly.  Tenta  were  pitcherl,and  in  theevi-tiinic 
a  drrwR-parado  wan  held.   Lieut.  Mack  returned  to  duty  frtim  abnent-  Kjck 

*'  Line  wn**  formed  at  tlawn  on  thf  24rh,  and  ngnin  about  noon 

rapid  pioket-ttriug  in  each  iuBtunce  rendering  nn  attack  probable. 
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"About  daybreak  oii  iUe  2otli,  the  enemy  utt«icki*(1  toward  the  left, 
drovo  iu  our  pii.'kt^tu — t'apt«.  Weld  and  Thayer  m  ooTntnanU — but  werfr 
chockoil  tH?fore  reaching  tl»*  main  lino.  Tbe  rpgiment  was  placod  iu  8Up- 
port  of  Cattory  England  (No.  r>).    Two  rnen  were  wounded. 

"Somo  ehangefi  in  the  divUion  here  took  pliKs>— thr*  Twenty-ninth 
Connecticut  was  ti*auf*fernHl  t^  another  hii^fadt*,  and  the  Tonth  U.  S.  C 
T.  to  ours,  and  Col.  Duni'an  was  placed  in  coinmund. 

'*.\bout  uuuu  (2r)(h)  pricked  up  evt^ryibiuff,  L-njftHed  the  Appomat- 
tox, and  after  n  fatig'uiiig  march  through  the  heat,  and  dust,  rf»arlir'd 
the  Pet<-'r»l)urg  front  a  little  befoiv  Hunnet  and  halted  for  orders.  Soon 
a(tfr  dark  moved  to  the  left  in  a  heavy  niin-sr|uatl,  and  Uiy  down  on  u 
hillside  as  reserve  to  the  trooi»  iu  llie  tnsncheB.  At  11  p.  m.  ordered  t« 
report  to  Gen.  Terry.  Marohed  back  a  mile  and  imported.  Auotbor 
mile'B  march  in  another  direction  bnjupht  ther*'fiinieut,  about  1  a.  m., 
to  it«  position,  where  it  lay  down  in  tfie  woodn,  ag:ain  a«  a  reBervK  A 
rattling  fire  of  musketry  wos  kept  up  all  night. 

*'0n  the  2fUh.  a  camp  wtu»  wlwted  and  had  l^wn  pa rtirJIy  cleared 
lip,  when  orders  were  rec*'ivtNl  for  the  n'gtniunt  to  go  int-o  thp  trcnchns. 
Reported  at  brigade  headquarters  at  Huueiot,  and  »ooji  aflerwunl, 
through  the  mud  and  darkne-iH,  the  men  Hih-ntly  fi-lt  their  way  into  the 
trauclnw,  which  the  rain  liad  nibuMfd  tu  the  eonditiuu  of  a  quagmire.  It 
was  a  ftlow  procew,  ami  1  (»  o'clock  came  before  all  wet^  in  tlieir  plaoee. 

"  During  tliH  following  day  (2Tth,)  the  jmrupet  wu&  ruined  and  pathfl 
mado  through  the  muddier  portions  of  the  trenches.  Soon  after  dark  u 
furious  cannonade  lM?gau  which  lasted  for  aevcral  hotint,  and  afforded 
to  the  spectiitorw  on  both  sides  a  brilliant  pyrotechnic  diHpla.v. 

"  JuHt  after  daybr»*ak  on  the  2STh,  The  enemy  opeuiwl  a  heavy  murt- 
kotry  fire  which  luHt<*d  until  nfter  *tunriM».  He  did  not  leave  Ids  work)*, 
however,  and  our  men  njuiained  Htationnry.  A  rnan  of  romfiany  B, 
wliile  watching  ftir  a  shot  through  a  nectiou  of  Move-pipt*,  whidi  he  hud 
improvit«ed  into  a  port-bole,  was  struck  and  killed  by  a  sharp-flhoof^rfg 
bullet. 

"Soon  after  midnight  on  the  28th-20th,  the  regiment  moved  oqt  of 
the  trenches,  and  art>er  daylight  munched  a  quartiT  of  a  mile  to  the 
right  and  rear  and  went  into  camp  in  a  cornfield.  The  men  weiv  at  oneo 
put  to  work  constructing  bomb-proofK,  n»  the  position  wa«  within  tfight 
and  range  of  the  enemy V  line.    TIuk  oecupit^d  the  entire  day. 

"Urig.-Gen.  PirneyV  arn»ngenM»nt  of  the  brigade  did  nut  seem  to 
have  given  satisfaction  to  higher  nnthf)rity,  and  it  was  broken  up,  and 
the  old  brigadf^— Seventh.  Kijrhth,  Ninth  P.  S.  (\  T.,  an<l  Twenly-idnlh 
Connecticut — were  again  nutted,  with  Col.  Shaw  iu  comumud. 

"From  this  time  until  the  24th  'of  SeptembiT,  the  S^ivruth  and 
Eighth  nltematod  with  the  Ninth  and  Twenty-ninth  for  duty  in  the 
trencheft— two  days  in  and  two  out;  and  on  the  'off'  days  furnishing 
details  of  officers  and  men  for  fatigue  purposep,  in  oonKtnicting  new 
workii  and  »tn?ngthening  old  one8.  The  main  lines  at  this  point  weiv 
over  a  hundred  yards  apart,  while  from  the  advauccKl  p08t«  a

"Lieut  Spinney  gives  the  following  account  of  Ihw  charge  against 
Fort  Gilmer: 

'*  *The  charge  waa  made  in  quick  time,  ia  o|>on  ordr.r  of  about  throe 
pacpB,  until  we  could  plainly  mh*  the  enemy ;  then  the  o»der  was  given  hy 
Capt.  WeiK**  to 'doubUMpuck,' whicli  wiis  pnjinptly  o'^fveil.  the  line  pro- 
servinjy  Ha  order  a**  u|>on  drill.  Upon  arrivinjr  at  th»-  ditch  there  wa»?  no 
Wttvorincr,  but  every  man  juniiH^I  into  the  trap  from  whieh  but  one  mau 
petumeu  that  day  (George  W.  Wawhington,  Company  U,) 

"M'pou  looking  about  \J8  after  getting  intxj  the  ditch  we  found  there 
was  but  one  face  wliere  the  enemy  could  not  touch  us,  ho  all  The  6urvi> 
Tors  rallied  at  that  fa'-e.  Then  commenced  u  8i>m©  which  will  alwtL^>>  be 
very  frpHh  in  my  memory. 

'"Cai)t.  AVeisH  gave  orders  to  raise  mnu  upon  the  parapet,  wtdcd 
was  done  by  two  men  a«6.ip<ting  one  to  climb.  Capt.  Weiss,  hHviiifrfr.)m 
thirty  to  forty  men  np,  attempted  to  gain  the  iusido  of  the  foii,  but  ho 
with  all  of  hie  Htorming  party  were  knockeiJ  back,  either  killeii  or 
wounde<i,  into  the  ditch.  A  second  attempt  wa*  made  with  tlie  wimo 
r(H»iiIt,  Lieut.  Ferguson  being  wnundeil  by  a  ballet  acrotta  the  top  of 
hi»  bead.    A  third  attempt  waa  made  with  uo  better  «nce<>sf*. 

'"The  enemy  during  this  time  had  bfvn  rolling  shell  upon  us,  and 
colling  upon  uh  to  tmrreader.  which  vra»  aoBwered  by  huiuo  of  the  mea

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"Tbisday  proved  the  moBt  unfonunate  ouo  iu  the  history  or  the 
rsfciiu^^t.  '  The  gtoriniu}?  of  a  ^truDg  lielti-work,  whoao  gariuioQ  uaa  un 
thofil^rt,  with  a  thin  flkirntiHh  line  without  snpportft,  ri^aulted  ah  lould 
easily  have  heeu  forp^^eeu.  Fir«t,  tlit*  >'iutb  wait  seut  uuttuppui't^'d  to 
charge  11  work  to  th(?  Ipfl-  of  Fort  (jilntcr,  m;ri>AA  an  opt-n  Held  wliert*  iU 
Hue  wusouttludttJ  by  the  eueiuy's  fln»^  uud  \vu»  n-pukedj  Uiea  fourt'Dni- 
paiiies  of  the  Eif^hth,  tis  BkirmiBherH,  were  Hi'iit  aguitip^fc  th^  "ame  woi-ki 
with  uo  better  »ucwi«*.  aud  after  thia  bitt**!'  expt'rifnce,  four  coinpanioe 
of  the  S»?v*'iith  wtre  wiit  to  their  dcHtriirtion  on  an  erraud  equally  hopo- 
Itftw.  Had  the  brigade  betm  Beut  togethf^r.  iiiBteud  of  ita  three  regiincnlH 
iu  detail,  the  reljel  line  would  have  beeu  cuj-iied  and  the  road  to  Hidi- 
mond  opened  to  as.  Thia  is  no  conjecture.  The  t*'8timony  of  *i  rebel 
Htaflf-ofiicer  oa  duty  at  Fort  GUnier,  and  that  of  our  own  ofilcers  who 
were  cajitured,  fully  suhHtantiate  thn  Btivtement. 

"About  noon  on  tLie  foUowiaj?  day,  the  30th,  the  reRJinent  moved  a 
mile  to  the  left  and  weui  into  the  rille-[jitH  to  the  left  of  Fort  nturiaon. 
So«jn  after,  the  ivbel  M^y.-Uen.  FicM,  who  hud  eoiuniuu<Jwl  the  Ft.  Oihiier 
line  the  4lny  previous, made  a  delerniiued  ns^nult  on  Fort  nnnisou  from 
one  side,  while  Hoke's  division  attarked  on  rhe  other;  but  the  attack 
was  not  nmde  simultaneously  and  wa*  ix'pulwKi  with  heaver  low*.  ^\'hilo 
this  charge  was  being  made,  Col.  Shaw  wni*  «tmck  on  the  head  by  a  rifle 
bullet,  but  was  uniujui-ed.  The  next  mommg  the  relwls  openeil  thnir 
batteries  nu  our  line.  Diirinjr  the  eanuonmle,  Lieut.  Ttjornmark  wat* 
woundeil  iu  the  foot  by  the  fi-agrnent  of  a  shell. 

"The  following;  is  the  report  of  Capt.  Weiss  to  th*'  commanding 
officer  of  the  regiment,  announcing  his  arrival  in  Kicbmond:

On  the  T»\\\  of  Dctob^T,  the  regiment  wa*  reK<»vwl  from  duty  in  the 
trrnrhes  by  tli*»  Kitfht,  nnd  moving  a  fihort  distance  to  tiie  rour,  wrnt 
into  r^unp  near  division  h«»ndqnartt*r8. 

"On  the  OMi,  Gon.  Binu-y  divide*!  the  regimenti*  of  his  command 
into  two  hrieaclcs.  Tin?  First  Hriwade,  compowed  of  Uih  Seventh,  Ninth 
and  One  llundn^l  and  Twpnty-sevcnth,  was  plneeil  under  eommund  of 
Col.  Voria,  of  the  Sixty-wvpnth  Ohio,  nlthough  ewli  retfiitifut  had  a 
colonel  serving  with  it;  and  theStnjond,  composed  of  tlie  Eighth,  Twhu- 
ty-ninth  nnd  Forty-fifth,  under  Lieut.-Col.  Armstrong,  of  the  Ninth.

Tho  iiTegular  BkirmiRh  fire  eoon  swelled  ont 
into  loug,  heavy  vollejs.  <leeijenetl  by  tbe  boarHcr  noUw  of  tbo  artillory. 
From  8  a.  m.  until  8  r.  m.  we  lay  Hud  listone<]  to  tliw  contort  of  diaholi- 
cal  iKJUudH,  niuiDcuturily  ex[>octiug  the  onJor  wouhl  be  parsed  nlouf;  the 
line  to  advance.  About  11  a.  u.  it  began  to  rain,  wliich  continued  until 
fur  into  the  night.  At  8  p.  m.  we  full  back  out  of  the  woods,  behind  an 
old  line  of  nd>el  rifle-pit«,  and  bii-ouacked  for  the  night  near  Kfir** 
}1oube. 

*•  At  3  o'dot'k  the  followinp;  nioniing  we  were  order«l  in  to  relieve 
the  Twenty -ninth  on  the  pickot'Iine.  The  clouds  hail  oloared  away  and 
the  nil*  wui*  kwu  and  cold.  Wo  felt  our  way  through  the  deuH>.\  dri]>piag 
undergrowth  to  the  ntUHieal  ficeornpaniinrnt  of  ivbel  bulletri  ringing 
above  our  beadn.  Uy  dnybfi'uk  we  were  in  position  nlong  th^  edge  of  a 
belt  of  woods,  something  lewa  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  rebel 
works.  Their  ekirjuisberd  kept  up  a  lively  fire  all  througli  the  forenoon, 
and  afl  a  couHequence  we  lotjt  BOine  tliirty  odd  men,  killed  and  wounded, 
from  their  fire.  About  3  i'.  m.  orders  were  given  to  fall  bat:k,  but 
thraugh  Bome  misunderstanding,  the  two  conipnnii'8  holding  the  ex- 
treme left  of  the  line  failed  to  receive  the  order,  and  held  their  groaud 
until  their  retreat  wa«  nearly  cut  off  by  tbe  r«?bol  adynnee,  when  th^y 
fell  back  without  orders,  meeting  on  their  way  the  nniuiinder  of  the 
brigade  coming  to  their  rescue.  The  same  evening  the  troops  returned 
to  their  camp«. 

"  Here  ended  our  fighting  for  the  fall.  •  •  • 

•*  On  tlie  28th,  Gen.  Birney  returned  and  relieveil  Gen.  Plawley  in 
command  of  the  divinion,  which  he  had  held  during  the  absence  of  the 
former  in  Piiiindelphia,  where  he  had  gone  about  the  21«t  to  attend  tJie 
funeral  of  his  brother,  Muj.-Gen.  D.  B.  Birney.  Col.  Shaw  woh  jilneed 
permanently  in  command  of  the  First  Brigade,  and  Col.  Wright,  Tenth 
U.  S.  C.  T.,  of  the  J*econd. 

"Al)out  the  30th,  a  general  order  was  received  from  Geiw  Butler 
thanking  Capt.  TV>i»w  and  the  ofRcerw  under  him  for  their  gallant  con- 
duct on  the  29tb.  and  saying  that  their  abeeuce  in  prison  alone  pre- 
vented their  promotion. 

'*  On  the  li»t  of  Xovemlicr,  the  division  was  reviewed  by  Gen.  Birney, 
and  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  announcing  the 
adoption  of  the  conHtitutional  amendment  abolii^hing  Hlavery  in  that 
StJite,  waa  rend  to  tbe  command.  This  paper,  which  conveyed  to  the 
men  the  knowletlge  that  their  wives  and  children  were  no  longer  slaves, 
produced  an  effect  more  easily  imagined  than  deecribed. 


"On  the  5th,Cnpt.  Cheney  and  Lieut.  Teeple,  with  companies  H  and 
I,  were  detached  from  the  regiment  to  garrison  Fort  *  No.  3/  at  Spring 
Hill—  a  work  on  the  right  flank  of  the  Army  of  the  James— where  they 
remained  until  the  Cth  of  December. 

*'  On  the  Ist  of  December,  the  reorganization  of  the  Tenth  and  Eigh- 
teenth Corps  was  determined  upon.    The  white  troops  of  the  two  corps

On  tlie  same  day  Sheridan  reacbed  Dinwiddje«  and  tbe, 
next  momiDg^  he  encountered  the  coulederate»  near  th< 
Court  Hous^-.  Here  were  W.  H,  F,  Lee's  Cavalry.  Pk-kets' 
and  Butshrod  Johnson's  di^isioos  of  Infantry,  and  Wiae•a^ 
br^^ije.  Sheridan  made  the  attack.  His  men. on  acronnti 
«f  tlie  marshy  ground,  had  to  dismount.  Tbe  ronfe<Jer- 
ate8  fought  desperately,  but  Sheridan's  men  contested 
every  inch  of  ground,  and  at  night  fell  back  to  tHnwiddie 
C-niirt  House  and  bivouacked.  The  oth  Corp**  came  up 
during  the  night  to  attack  the  confederates  in  the  rear; 
but  nt  daylight  it  wa«  found  that  they  had  fallen  back  to 
riv<*  Forks.  Hf»re  was  found  the  cavalry  of  W.  H.  F. 
!>*•<•  and  Fitzlnigh  Lee,  with  Ross',  Picket's,  WiHe*»  and 
JohuHun'H  divisions  of  Infantry.  On  the  morning  of  the 
iMt  of  April,  Sheridan  advanced  the  oth  Cor7>.s  toward 
Five  F(^rk».    That  afternoon  it  fell  upon  Pickot't*  ivar. 
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and  DOW  began  the  decisive  battle.  The  roar  was  deafen* 
lag.  Mght  was  corning  on,  and  Sheridan  was  anxious  to 
carry  out  Grant's  order  and  **end  the  matter  if  possible 
to  do  HO."  He  gave  the  order,  "Charge  bayonets  I  ■'  In 
five  minutes  Picket's  outer  line  wiis  in  possession  of  the 
federals.  Crawford's  division  struck  them  in  the  flank, 
and.  with  McKcuzie's  brigade,  routed  and  sent  the  confed- 
erates flying.  The  5th  Corps  rallied  and  captui*ed  the 
enemy's  entire  force  in  their  fiont.  General  Sheridan  says 
in  report; 

"The  enemy  were  driven  from  their  strong  line  of  workis,  completely 
routed.  tiiR  Fifth  Corps  doubling  up  their  left  fluuk  in  cunrxmioii.mid  thn 
cavalry  of  General  Mcrritt  danhinf^on  to  thoWhitoOtik  Uotid,  capturing 
thfir  artillery,  turning  it  upon  theni.ond  riding  into  their  brrtken  ranks, 
80  demoralized  tUem  that  tliey  made  uo  aerioud  stand  after  their  IJii« 
WOB  carried,  bat  took  flight  in  disorder." 

The  writer  well  remembers  the  eageniess  of  the  Pha- 
lanx briorade  of  Colonel  Shaw,  poniposeiJ  of  the  100th, 
llOth  and  7th  Ile^nients,  as  they  waited  orders  near 
Hatcher's  Ran.  The  sound  of  distant  g^uns  fell  upon  their 
ears;  Colonel  Shaw  was  impatient;  all  seeiiunl  to  fivl  the 
end  was  near,  and  WHnf*Hl  to  lend  a  hnnd  in  the  consnin- 
mation.  Oh,  what  suspense !  The  brigade  lay  upon  their 
arms  in  a  state  of^^reat  a^^itation.  all  that  nj^ht,  waiting 
for  ordei*8  to  advance  upon  the  foe.  Who  can  tell  the 
thoughts  of  those  brave  black  soldiers  as  thus  they  lay 
upon  the  rumbling'  earth.  Fathers,  mothers,  sisters, 
wives  and  children,  yet  slaves,  l>ehind  the  enemy's  ^ns: 
precious  proi)erty  they  are,  and  guarded  like  dearest 
treasure  and  even  life  itself,  by  an  army  of  slave-holders- 
Lee's  men,  who,  with  the  desperation  of  demons,  vainly 
attempted  to  check  the  advance  of  the  men  of  the  North, 
who,  with  their  lives,  defended  the  Union.  The  black  bri- 
gade wante<l  to  strike  one  more  blow  for  freedom — for  the 
fret»dom  of  their  wivfw  and  children — to  make  one  more 
charf2;e,  and  the  confederate  banner  should  p:o  down ;  one 
more  chnr^,  and  the  li^ht  of  Libei*ty  V  stars  should  bla- 
zon over  the  ramparts  of  the  confederate  forts.  At  lengthy 
witli  the  dawning  of  day,  came  the  order;  then  the  black

army  actively  engaged;  be  stopped  the  exciiange  of  prit*- 
vmrrs,  invit<Hl  Fn*Hident  Liui^oltij  tlieu  at  City  Point,  t-o 
coiue  out  and  see  the  army  a^lvuuce,  which  he  did.  Ho 
met  Grunt  in  the  city  (»f  IVt4n'Kbnrg,  amid  the  nxiiltntionK 
of  the  troops  and  the  joyous  demonstrations  of  the  negro 
population.  General  Ia^  niatle  no  stop  at  Richmond  :  he 
lind  infornfed  Jefrersoa  Davis  that  he  niuwt  give  up  the 
city.  The  latter,  with  his  aids  and  aD  the  money  be  could 
colUH-t, — not  the  confc<l4'rate  pnper»  but  the  gold  of  the 
United  States, — stanipi^dcd. 

General  Weitzel,  with  Kautz's  diAision  of  the  24th 
€017)8  and  Thomas'  and  Ashhorne's  division  of  the  25tli 
Corjjs,  on  the  north  side  of  the  James  river,  lay  cpiietly 
npoQ  their  arms  during  the  fight  on  the  eonth  side. 
Grant  kept  Weitzel  informed  as  to  the  results  of  the  at- 
tack, and  wanie<3  him  to  be  on  tiie  alert  and  take  every 
advantage  offei-ed,  to  press  the  confederates.  General 
Longstreet*8  forces  had  be<*n  in  Weitzers  front,  but  were 
partly  withdrawn  to  defend  retersburfr:  therefore  the 
latter  kept  unceasing  vigil  upon  the  fo it ifi cations  before 
him. 

Sunday  evening  the  hands  were  ordered  out  to  filay, 
and  it  was  late  into  the  night  when  their  nielodioua 
strains  ceased  to  tloat  through  the  air.  It  was  a  night 
long  to  Ix*  remembered,  the  hearts  of  the  bhick  .soldiers  of 
tlie  25th  Corps,  gladdened  by  the  reports  of  the  victori(« 
of  the  troops  bt^fore  Petersbui^,  were  jubilant,  and  with 
vigilant  watch  each  lotikwl  for  morning.  Tlicy  were  im- 
patient for  the  light,  and  ere  it  dawned  they  wei'e  ready 
for  the  onset  which  they  believed  must  coine  witli  it.  The 
enemy  whom  they  snp]>osed  wen*  pi-eparing  to  give  thorn 
battle,  was  silently  stealing  away  to  the  enchanting 
strains  of  the  Federal  mu.-^icians.  It  was  near  tlie  morn- 
ing hours  when  a  sudden  report  startled  the  sKr]>ing  sol- 
diers: an  explosion,  another,  and  yet  another  followed  in 
rapid  succession. 

General  Weitzel  soon  becjime  HatisfiiYl  tlmt  the  enemy 
was  mo\'ing,  the  continuous  sonnfl  r)f  distant  cannonad- 
ing away  to  the  soutii,  told  tiiai  the  combat  still  raged. 
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From  the  sigHal  tower  bright  lights  were  disremable  at 
Richmond.  The  city  apjie^red  to  be  on  Hre;  aconlnderate 
picket  was  captured,  but  he  kuew  nothing;  he  1 
a«tray  from  hiw  coiaradeH  and  command.  A  •.  ^ 
came  in  with  intelligence  that  the  city  was  being  evacu- 
ated, and  half  an  Iii»nr  later  a  negro  drove  into  camp  and 
gave  inforniutiou  that  the  enemy  was  lining. 

.  The  ground  in  front  was  thickly  set  with  torpedOM. 
and  the  troojiH  dared  not  move.  Day  came  and  Ccdonel 
Draper *a  black  brigade  of  the  25th  Corp8  went  forward. 
The  road  was  hirabered  with  all  manner  and  sort,  ofmilit- 
ni'y  gear  and  munitions  of  war.  Ke^'ping  cU*ur  of  tlie  i>?<i 
flags  which  mark*»d  the  torpedoes,  the  troops  pufshet)  on; 
they  soon  reached  the  defences  of  the  city  to  find  them 
untenanted ;  the  negro  had  told  the  truth  and  the  Pha- 
lanx brigade  euterefl  the  city  welcomed  by  thousiind>i  of 
happy  kinsfolks.    Badeau  says: 

**TheBuu  wafl  an  hour  up,  when  wnddenly  thorp  ro8e  in  th«'  P9ti'v«t* 
the  ory  of  *  YiuikwH I  Yuuketw !'  and  the  mtuin  of  jtlumlereix  aud  rif>tnrR^ 
cursing,  w^routning,  trainplin^^  on  ofu'li  othE^r,  nlarnx'd  by  on  frncmv  uot 
yet  in  siftht,  maiily  8ti-ovL»  to  txtricat**  theiiiwlves  and  make  an  o|»^imig 
for  the  troopH.  Koon  about  forty  men  of  the  Fourth  Massaebusetts 
Cavalry  rode  into  the  cn»wd,  and,  trotting  straight  to  the  public  squnrv, 
plouted  their  guidons  on  the  Tapitol.  Lieutenant  De  PeyHtor,  of  W«it- 
lel's  Httiff.  a  New  Yorker  eiglitwu  yeans  of  agr%  was  the  first  to  rai^e  the 
national  coIorH,  and  then,  in  the  morning  light  of  the  Hd  of  April,  thi* 
flag  of  the  United  Staten  onoe  more  flontod  over  Richmond. 

"Thet-oniniaud  of  Weitzel  followeil— a  loufr  blue  line— with  ^in-liar^ 
relHgleaiuing.  nnd  bands  playing  'Tlail  Colnnibia '  and  'Juhn  nixiwn's 
Roul  UtJt'H  Mnrching  On.'  Onen-gituent  wuh  black."  The  rnugiBtnUve 
ibrraally  Burrt'udcn^d  the  city  to  WVitze!  at  the  t'apitol.  whieh  istaudii  oo 
a  hill  iu  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  overlooka  the  whole  ermntrr  for 
mileH.  The  national  commander  at  once  net  about  retttoring  ordi-r  unci 
extinguishing  the  flanio^.  (juan)8  wern  ot«tabliHbed,  phindering  huh 
Btojiped,  the  riegroew  were  organize*!  into  a  flreooriw*.  and  by  night  the 
foit'e  of  the  eouflagratiou  waw  Hubdued,  the  rioting  wah  nt  an  eutl.  <uiil 
the  conquered  city  waw  rescued  by  the  effortH  of  itH  raptore  from  tb»* 
evilB  which  ita  own  uuthoritiea  bad  alIowed>and  itM  own  poptilntiOD  bnd 
perpetrated." 

Lee  and  his  famishing  host  were  fleeing  towards  Dan- 
ville,  liotly  pursued  by  the  Federal  Army.    Kestingthei^ 
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until  the  oth  they  resumed  the  march,  fighting  and  run- 
ning, until,  at  ApiM:»niattox  th»*y  gave  up  nnd  HUiTemlvri'd. 
Major  Alexandria  8.  Johnson  of  the  llGtli  Phalanx  Regi- 
ment thu8  ivlates  the  story  in  part  which  the  Phalanx 
bri«:ft<ie  took  in  the  memorable  movement  of  the  two 
armies  to  Appomattox.    He  says : 

*' Ab  n  participant  in  these  events  I  will  speak  mer*?ly  of  nhal  ooine 
under  tiiy  o\\*u  obrtervntion.  The  Ono  llundrpd  nnd  SUti-enih  (roloi-ed) 
lufuiitry,  ill  which  1  coinmundeil  rt  rompaoy,  helongt-d  tfi  th»'  Third 
Urigmie.  Swond  l>iri**ion  of  tht'  Twouty-lifth  Army  Cor; »h.  und  dining 
the  wiiiU-r  of  iy(54-4irj  \w\i\  lh«'  liuw  cm  i'hapiuN  furm.  tho  Ipft  ifHiJiiff 
on  Fort  Hiirnhani.  Thf  division  wiu*  iNnnniandHl  liy  MMjor-Opu<»ruI 
Kimey.  The  wiutpr  whh  puhwhI  in  fadeiivorin^  to  get  the  troop*  in  m 
high  a  ftt*ite  of  di.scipliiu"  tiA  pi>Hhibl*'  by  ronstnnt  drill  und  watchful 
Iniining.  When  the  Hpriog  oiiened  we  had  tlie  Batiafiu'tion  of  feeling 
that  they  were  theef|u*il,  as  Rf:)ldierH,  of  inoHt  of  the  white  troops.  They 
were  u  contente<l  body,  Iteingwell  feil  nnd  Holheil.aud  they  took  delight 
in  their  varioiiH  dutie**.  The  newH  of  the  euptuiv  of  Savannah  by  Sher- 
man and  the  defeat  of  Hood  at  Nu^hville  hud  u  ehet-rinf;  t'lTcHt  upon  the 
whole  comniand,  and  ne  looked  forward  with  coutideuce  titat  the  end 
was  drafting'  near. 

"Ou  thenight  of  the2Gth  f  if  March  our  division  silently  left  the  lines 
on  Chapin'H  farm,  and  marching  to  the  I'earttonie  three  milen  went  into 
bivouac.  On  the  night  of  the  27th  vre  croswHl  the  Jumen  on  niutlled 
pontoons,  und  after  a  wearj' inarrh  arrived  at  Hatoher'8  Kuu  nt  da>'- 
brenk  of  the  28th.  Crotwiug  the  onginal  liuui*  of  bretiHtwork^  we  built 
new  breastworks  some  two  hnndre*!  yardH  in  advnnre  an<l  bivouacked 
in  the  pinewoodn  awaiting  cventH.  Sheridan  at  thin  time  wuh  o{H^rating 
on  the  Cf»nfedernte  right  flank.  The  news  of  hi«  decisive  vii-tory  nt  Five 
Forks  and  of  the  complete  taming  of  the  enemy  *8  flank  ft'a«  the  immedi- 
ate cauHe  of  11  verbal  ord^r,  given  to  comimny  comiimnderH  by  our 
colonel  on  the  afternoon  of  April  lj*t,  to  advance  on  the  lines  in  onr 
front  at  dawn  on  the  following  day.  That  night  the  I'nion  artillery 
opened  along  the  whole  line.  Hiwiin^  and  hnrnting  nhelln  from  .Appo- 
mattox river  to  Hatcher's  Run  tilled  in  a  scene  never  to  he  forgotten  by 
tiioKe  who  witnef48ed  it.  It  woh  a8  if  dernomt  incaninte  were  holding  a 
jnbilw.  Ah  tar  as  the  eye  could  reach  there  vrea*  one  blaze  of  t\Qty  nliot. 
The  world  haK  seldom  Heen  it«  like.  Where  our  brigade  was  to  oi»erale 
WQfl  a  dense  vvijdemesrt  of  pines  with  matted  underbrush,  but  in  the 
morning  it  looktH]  an  though  a  nirfx-co  had  kif^-ne*!  it. 

"With  the  dawn  ol  day  the  brigade  woh  in  line  of  battle.  Not  a 
breath  of  air  was  stirring.  A  minty  vafMir  Hb**d  its  gloom  and  hung  like 
A  pall  among  tlu*  tree-ti  ipw.  The  Hilk  coverH  were  taken  from  our  fla^, 
but  their  folds  hung  larily  along  thestalT  when  thecomiuaud, '  Forward  I 
guide  centre!  march!'  w*u*  given.    At  first  Blawhed   titnber  and  bruhh 
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obatmcted  our  way,  but  as  the  obHtrurtion  bfi^^n  to  cecuse  an  ob»tacW 

m  the  shaiK'  of  u  loug  line  of  abuttift  luft  our  fftiJte.     The  dusk^v  Hi 
bmki'  through  the  abattiB,  howfvtr,  a«  if  the  hinkcH  hjiil  b**ii  *»<>  nvan 
r««wl*j, auil  rhai-g^iJ  ov<^r  tht>  broufltwarlw  and  into  theC<>ii/4^«*ratP  t,*anj| 
The  ruHh  inuHt  have  bit-n  aBurprist',  ufi  thv  t'uetiiy  otibi^eii  UttJo 
ttatx».    Ill  fi-ont  of  oiieof  the  t*ml«  a  Fwieral  serK^uut  (whito)  lay 
hifi  right,  arm  oxtended  to  The  full  leDtjjth.and  tlrnily  clench*^)  in  hia  hi 
wa«  a  pii-cf  nf  fatitT.v  noap.    A  bullet  hud  entered  bi«  forvliufid,  tbt*  lib 
from  Mr*  ^vdund  wna  trickling  down  his  fn«N  but  the  hue  of  tifulth  wa 
Btiill  on  his  fhwk.    How  he  t-anie  to  Ih?  there  in  to  me  a  m>Htpry,  an  tin 
part  of  tlie  line  wu«  foiti'tl  b,v  eoloiiHJ  trooiw.    Swinging  by  thi»  rv*i| 
flank  we  kept  our  way  along  tht»  Boydtou  road.    A  f^JuftMj*"!^!*'  ligiil 
battery  iu   ponition  alonRHtde  of  a  cottage,  whu-h  stood    in  a  holkivrj 
shelled  the  riduinn  as  it  iidvanced,  and  ho  at-furate  ha*!  tbo  g^itmcr^  gi 
the  range  that  aJmont  every  shell  did  damage.    A  couple  uf  Khf  lis  hui 
together  above  my  ciouipnuy.    The  tlaHh  blinded  lue  for  a  few  t»eiH>n(iiitj 
1  heard  a  wi-*'uni  of  pain  und  just  then  wo«  onJered  to  li**  down.     Sot 
tweuty  yuinlH  from  me  wmh  a  woiiadetl  noldier.     \V\a  leg  w«i8  Hjmttvreti] 
badly.    He  jtpuyed  and  Hanjj:  liynum  alteruatt'ly.  but  hit*  voieo  gradually 
grew  wenker  until  it  ended  in  death.    One  of  our  baTterieM  was  l>rougbt] 
into  poHition,  and  eutfUgiiiK  the  Confederate  batler.v .  tJie  Iatt*»p  wutfi 
siluni-ed.  when  the  eolumn  a^Un  resumed  the  march,  arriving^  iu  rruiit  uf 
Petersburg  about  noon. 

'Mtwan  the  intention  of  General  Fiimey  t-o  carry  byasnanlt  tl)»»  niMJn 
foit  whifh  eonmianded  the  eity,  and  ho  deployed  the  divwion  iu  linr  of 
battle  fi>r  that  piirjKJHe,  but  General  Ord,  eomiug  up  iu  time,  orOeit*d 
him  to  retire  his  division  out  of  range  aud  await  further  oi-dprH.  HV 
went  int<)  bivoumj  lor  the  uiKlit,  nnd  at  early  ilawn  of  the  ^d  w^*  <*iit^rvd 
the  city,  thet^onfeilerateH  having  evacuated  the  foiia  during  the  nights 
The  field  muBic  playeil  "John  Hrowa's  Body,"  and  a  tin.v  Tnion  nn^tn 
the  handrt  of  a  girl  of  ten  yearn  wav(»fl  iis  a  welfome.  Fleeting  an  hour 
in  the  dty  the  diviHiuu  HinrtwJ  in  pursuit  of  the  ronfedeniteH,  Fur  a 
mile  or  two  i)ut«ide  of  the  eity  the  road  was  Htrt»wn  with  plug  tobaero. 
Rlood  could  beheen  also  at  iuter\'(dH  in  patoheet  along  the  road.  VTt* 
bivoutieked  Homc  fiftwn  miles  fron*  the  citj*.  A  few  of  our  ofliueni  took 
Nup|rt'r  ilia  hourt*'  dose  to  our  camping  ground.  Our  frtt"^  wa»<  "eom 
pone,"  w,'rapH  uf  bju^ou,  porghum  molnssen,  nnd  a  Holution  of  somothiuiy 
called  coffee,  for  which  we  *yu'h  gave  our  host,  h  middle-age.1  Vii-Kiniiin, 
oiiLMiollar.  Thecohm-tl  trtfups  being  encami)ed  on  his  farm  his  indtfi>:ni^ 
tiou  wui*  stirred  aud  ht*  e.^claimed,  while  the  tears  trickled  down  his 
cheeks,  'Poor  old  Virginia!  i>oor  old  Virginia!  that  1  should  huv«>  ItvH 
to  sei'  this  daj'  !' 

*^  At  dawn  of  the  4th  the  column  remimtHl  the  pursuit.  It  in  TiM<dle«a 
fctr  mo  to  tell  In  detail  how  our  cavalry  destroyed  and  burned  over  ftvv 
linndr^Hl  Confetlerate  wagons  on  theoth  and  Cth,  and  how  RwelKM <?oiik 
mmid  was  defeatwl  nnd  captured  at  Sailor's  cre»'k  on  the  (Jth.  Onr 
laigjule  having  arrived  at  Fnrmville  on  the  oftomnon  of  the  Gtli  imti 
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encampod  for  the  night,  nomc  of  tho  I'itizwu*  pourpd  forth  pitiAil  tales  to 
oar  otiicers.  They  told  how  our  <*avnJry  had  entt'i'ed  their  Louht*  und 
ripped  oih:'!!  their  featiier  beds,  how  the  rude  lroopei*H  hud  broken  iii»en 
bureuuM  mud  chwttt  in  Heurch  of  vuJuabh'n,  and  how  they  had  i.'arrii»d 
awny  with  them  what  they  conKI  Hnd.  Nothing  iif  intervrtt  took  place 
until  IheHlh,  which  was  noted  for  the  foreed  man,'h  nmde  l>y  the  brigmh^ 
Rtaiting  at  day-br*riik  and  going  into  bivouac  nt  t^velve  niidni^lit.  The 
morning:  of  the  '.)th  broke  eahn  and  «*iinie.  It  wan  a  lovely  nioruing;* 
the  Kiiii  liad  not  yet  gotten  ubovp  the  horizon  when  the  brigHde  wa*  cai 
the  inan'h  ngiiiu*  but  it  wimt  only  a  Khort  diBtoopc  when  it  vfiin  halteil. 
To  the  right  of  the  road,  in  a  <lefl,ring,  wan  a  portion  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Corjts,  with  aruin  Htinked  and  the  men  eiMiking  bii^ikfiiHt.  Sidon 
of  bacon  at  interval)*  hung  from  thoir  b»i.vonetH.  Although  tlie  woods 
were  full  of  our  cavalry  and  thnt*  divinionH  of  nur  infnntiy  woi-e  In  pIdhp 
proximity, ail  was  a*  quiet  ui^aSabbath  morning.  OiH^of  our  butteri»*B, 
rtome  Kix  hundred  yardH  to  the  right,  brokf  the  ntillneHH  by  tllfully 
throwing  a  rtliell  once  in  a  while,  but  to  a  Iooker-i>n  all  K>)>nied  inaetion. 
Such  was  the  eituatiou  at  Appomattox  at  sunme  on  the  morning  of 
the  9th. 

**C>ur  brignde.after  resting  Rome  thirty  minnteR,  resumed  the  march. 
It  soon  filed  to  the  right.  In  a  few  oiinuteH  the  t'onimand  was  given — 
'Right  shoulder,  Hhift  arms!  double  (ptick,  nian-h!'  Onward  we  went, 
the  objeetive  point  being  the  Lynchburg  pike.  Dismonnte*!  eavalry 
iftreating  from  the  front  brok**  through  the  Lolumn.  miying  oh  they 
pfifiriwi  UH,  'Give  it  to  them,  boy.s!  they  are  too  niony  for  hh!'  In  a  fi*w 
miuutiw  the  head  of  the  iiilunm  remheil  the  pike,  when  it  halb'd  and 
faced  to  the  fmnt.  The  command — *  l'nt*ling  kna]>Harkst ' — wmh  given, 
and  then  we  knew  w«  weix»  nlrippiug  for  o  tight.  SkiiiaiKherw  W4tw 
deployed  on  our  front,  und  an  we  advnnce<1  the  ron(e<]erate  KkirmiHliera 
retired  iM'fortuH.  Afleradva»cmgM<^niewgh1  hundred  yard*tlhe  brig-ade 
wan  orden-il  to  halt  and  form  in  line  of  battle.  It  forme<I  into  column 
ofcompanicH.  Some  eight  hundn'd  yurds  away  wtu*  the  Annyof  Nurlh- 
em  Virginia,  with  its  thiw  linfH  of  battle  awaiting  uh. 

"We  had  not  bwn  at  a  halt  moi-e  than  twenty  minutefl  when  the 
newHof  LfVi's  surrencler  rearhe*!  uh.  Our  brigade  celebrated  theevent  by 
firing  volIeyM  of  mnnketry  in  the  air.  Officers  huggi^l  «u'h  other  \*itb 
joy.  About  four  hundivd  ynrdM  ti»  tlnM-earwaHn  portion  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth  rorjiH,  which  had  Uvn  man-hiiig  to  our  mipiMjrt.  The  men  in 
that  long  line  threw  their  caiw  upwards  until  they  lookfnl  like  a  floi.'k  of 
rrowH.  From  wood  and  dale  came  tho  sound  of  cheers  from  thouHtindR 
of  throatn.  Apptanattox  will  la'ver  hear  the  like  again.  The  brigade 
movefJ  forwnrd  anliort  diwtanc-e  and  went  intocnmp  Home  thnM-  hundred 
yar^lfl  from  the  Confederate  camp.  In  the  afternoon  I  strolled  ov^r  the 
gjound  we  had  traverHcd  in  the  moniing.  I  came  acrow*  tJie  body  of  a. 
dead  Con<e<ierate  Holdier,  covered  with  a  blanket.  Home  one  had  token 
thenhoes  from  hi»  feet.  Uncovering  him  I  found  Ihat  n  phot  hnd  pierced 
his  right  breattt.    Iliis  white  cotton  nhirt  wan  matted  with  blood.    A 
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sinaJ)  hag  wos  attached  to  the  button-hole  of  his  jacket-     Untioin^ 
bftg  I  found  it  contmned  sixty  ounces  of  com  in»<al.     Ht*  was  not  o^ 
twenty-Hix  yearn  of  ngv,  iind  was  of  fair  complexion.     ANTio  knowti  bl 
h«  wiiM  the  Ia«t  soldier  who  fell  belonging  to  the  Army  of  North* 
Virginia?" 

It  was  Palm  Sunday,  celebrated  by  many  of  the  fc 
iowefH  of  Christ  as  the  day  of  his  triiiiuplinl  en  trance  inl 
Jerusalem,  a  day  of  great  i-ejoicing  among   Christian( 
known  in  our  annual  calendar  as  the  0th  day  of  Api 
1865.    Thv:  m  -rning  broke  clear  and  bnjtj^ht  in  the  neigl 
borhood  nf  Appomattox  Court  Tlouse,  and    there  w) 
every  Jevidcnce  of  spring.    The  birds  chiri>ed  in  tlie  ti 
half  clad  with  the  early  foliage,  which  tremblwl  in  thesoi 
breeze.    Along  the  roadside  yet  untrod  by  tbf  hoetilo  fc 
of  man  or  st<^e<i,  the  tiny  floweret  budsha<l  be**-un  to  oi 
to  the  warmtli  of  genial  nature,  and  the  larger  rost^, 
and  white,  cast  their  fi'agrance  to  the  llngenng  windi 
Hei*e  the  half  clad,  sore  footed  poldiers  of  the  Arnu' 
Northern  Virginia,  were  trembling  with  dread  iinpationi 
for  the  onset,— the  inevitable— which  would  dt^-iile  tlit*ir 
fate  and  their  prospect  of  rejiching  the  mountains  jm 
beyond.    In  front  of  them  the  federal  cavjilry    awtiii 
their  coming. 

It  was  yet  grey  in  the  morning  when  General  I^-e  »ei 
word  to  his  Lieutenant  Goi^dou  to  cut  his  "  nnj-  thram 
at  nil  hiiziirda''     With  the  impetuosity  of  a  cyclone,  hi 
shattered  corps  rushed  upon  the  dismounted  cuvnlrv  ii 
their  front,  tlie Federal  line  quivered,  and  bent  to  thegah 
On  and  on  they  came,  pi-essing  closer  and  closer  upon  thj 
cavalry.    The  struggle  was  becoming  desperate,  it  w 
the  last  hope  of  the  confederates  they  must  go  thi-ougl 
the  lines, or  perish  in  the  attempt.    Again  the  confe<lerttti 
yell  rose  above  the  din  of  the  battle's  roar,  and  soon  the" 
cavalry  fell  back.    Whei^e  was  their  leader  Sht-ridan?     Yh 
came, galloping  at  break-neck  speed,  his  men  cheering  hi] 
as  he  ro<ie  to  the  front.  He  had  been  to  the  rear  some  fiv 
miles  away.    He  saw  nt  a  glance  the  daring  object  of  th< 
foe,  and  ordertxi  his  men  to  fall  back  slowly.    The  cotifed^ 
erates  foUownl   up  the  wavering   line   with    l>righteu( 
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hopes,  but  hopes  that  were  to  be  diKsipated ;  soon  the 
bristling  bayonets,,  and  p;listeninr^  nuinket  barrels  of  the 
Armj  of  the  James  gleamed  in  their  front;  then  the  pres- 
sure ceased,  and  Sheridan'b  bugle  sounded  the  order  to 
mount,  and  his  trooiXTS  dawhed  thenifcii^lvcw  against  the 
enemy's  left  flank.  Then,  one  bearing  a  white  flag— a  flag 
of  truce,  rode  to  the  front  of  the  confederate  lines.  Capt. 
J.  D,  Cook  of  General  ^lile's  staff  went  forwanl  to  meet 
him.  It  wati  Colond  Taylor  of  Gen(*ral  Lu«;'s  stalT;  In*  bore 
a  note  from  Lee,  asking  a  suspension  of  host  ill  tie«,  and 
an  interview  with  General  Grant.  Now  let  us  go  bark  to 
the  night  of  the  ()th»  and  tra^x?  the  flying  columns  to  this 
point.    Badeau  says : 

"That  uight  ont*»  niniv  the  reboln  evaruatod  tln'ir  works,  tlun  limo 
in  front  of  M«*auip,  nnd  uhon  ninrninf;  dawnf^d  wpfp  far  on  thi'ir  wn,v,  ba 
they  fondly  thought,  to  Lyurhtiuriur,  and  L*^»  dellaully  iufonncHl  UIh  pur- 
Buer  that  the  emergeni'y  ft>r  the  Hurn'ndcr  ha*!  ncit  ypt  anivMl.  Hut  he 
reckoned  without  hm  hoKt.  He  waw  Htrvtchin(;r<  ^ith  the  terriHc  haste 
that  precwieH  dertp^ur.  to  Appomattox  for  supplies.  He  need  hnr\Ily 
have  hiwitened  to  that  h[mi<,  deKtinwl  to  be*»o  fatal  to  hiuinelf  and  his 
cause.  Grant's  legions  wpi^  ninkin(?niof»  hnste  than  be.  Tliemvirvel- 
OU8  marching,  not  only  of  Sheridan,  but  of  the  men  of  the  Kifth  and 
Twenty-Fourth  Corps,  was  doing  rw  much  a**  a  hnttlr*  to  bring  the  rebel- 
lion to  a  dose.  Tweuty-t'ight,  thirt.v-tvvo,  Ihirty-Hve  nii|f«  a  day  in  huc- 
cetision  these  infantry  sohlierH  uiairbtxl.  ull  tiny  and  all  niglit.  From 
day-light  until  day-light  ngain.  after  more  than  o  week  of  labor  and 
fatigue  almost  une:canipled.  they  pushed  on  to  inten-epl  Uieir  ancient 
adverHary,  whilp  the  remainder  of  the  Army  of  the  Potonmc  was  at  hi« 
heels. 

"Finally  I.ee,  stili  defiant,  and  refusing  to  treat  with  any  vifw  of 
Bun*ender,  L>ame  up  to  his  gotO,  but  found  the  ualiuniii  cHvalry  had 
reached  the  point  before  him,  and  that  th«'KUppHHB  were  gonn.  Siill  he 
determined  to  punh  hJK  way  through,  and  witli  no  suMpicion  tlmt  men 
on  foot  could  have  marched  frfim  Hice'n  Station  to  his  ft'out  in  tliiity 
bonrtt.  he  made  his  last  charge.and  diw^overed  a  forwof  infiintry  gwalw 
tiian  his  own  before  him,  bewidw  cavalry,  while  two  l'ohjw  of  the  Army 
of  the  Potoma/:  were  close  in  hin  rear.  He  had  run  straight  into  th* 
national  limw.  He  waa  eucloHed,  wallod  iu,  on  every  Hide.  »ith  iaimi- 
ncnt  instant  destruction  inij»ending  over  him.  He  inKtaatly  offert^d  tn 
Hutmiit  to  (iraut.  and  iu  th^*  agony  of  idurm.  lest  the  blow  should  fall, 
he  applie<l  to  Meade  and  Slieridau  uIpjo  for  a  cesHatiou  of  hofltilitifti. 
Thus  in  thnv  direcliotiM  at  once  he  was  apjieuliug  to  b*-  (dlowi>i:l  to  yield. 
At  the  8*ime  moni»'iit  hvf  had  nit^swnpvrs  out  to  Shfridan,  Meade,  and 
Grant.    Tho  emergeuey,  whoMe  exitsteaee  he  hud  denial,  had  arrived. 
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]\f  wftii  nut-march«J,  out-fought,  out-witted,  out-getioriilpfj — del 
»n"t.'ry  iioiwiblw  way.  He  ttud  lii»  urujy,  «'Vt'ry  uiuii,  uuniltfi'iu^ 
Burrendervd.    He  and  bis  army,  every  mau,  was  ft^d  by  the  vonqttestsr*^ 

From  the  date  of  Lee's  surrender,  the  fonf*MJerat< 
from  Virginia  to  the  MissiHsippi,  began  to  lay  down  tb» 
arms.  Howell  Cobb  surrendtTwl  at  Macon,  Ga.,  on  the 
21st;  Johustou  aurreudered  to  General  Sberniau  ou 
2(>rh,  in  Nortb  Carolina;  Dick  Taylor,  oast  of  tbe  Missil 
nippi,  on  the  4rtli  of  May,  and  on  the  2Cth  Kirby  Smi1 
Kiinviidered  his  forces  west  of  the  MiHHissippi.  Jt^fT.  Dav 
had  been  oapfured,  disguised  as  a  woman,  and  thus  tl 
cause,  which  ori;j;iiiati:Mi  in  tn'us<^n»  bused  au  theenslavi 
ment  of  a  race,  and  which  derived  its  only  ehauce  of  am 
<'e8S  from  men  wlio  \Nere  fiilse  to  Mieir  oaths,  rolluj>se<i 
The  mightiest  blow  g-iven  the  confedeniey  was  struck  bj 
the  immortal  Proclamation  of  Emancipntion,  ^vinj^r 
dom  to  four  millions  of  slaves;  moiT  than  two  hundred 
thon^nnd  of  \\hom,  with  dash  and  jrallantry  exiTi>lh*il  U\ 
no  other  race,  tore  down  the  traitor's  banner  from  tliei 
deemed  impiVjGrnable  breastworks  and  phinted  in  it*4  sten 
the  national  flaj^.  That  emblem,  whose  crimson  foldj 
re-baptised  in  the  blood  of  lil>erty's  mai'tyi^s,  iuvitecl  al 
men,  of  all  rnciw,  who  would  l)o  fn^',  to  giitber  beneatl 
the  etfiulgent  jrlare  of  its  heaven-lijjjhted  stars,  n^urdle 
of  color,  cnMMl  (u*  c{)nditi<)n.  The  Phalanx  nobly  boi 
their  part  all  through  the  long^  night  of  war,  and  nt  lai 
they  occupied  Charleston, — the  traitors'  nest, —  Pet*"! 
bnr^, — their  eastern  (iibraltar, —  and  Richmond  —  theil 
rajiitol.  They  marched  proudly  Ihroufrh  Ihe  street* 
these  once  impi'egnable  fortresses,  in  all  of  which  many  o| 
the  Holdiei-8  of  the  Phalanx  liad  l»eeTi  slaves.  Oh  I  what 
realization  of  the  power  of  ritrlit  over  mi^lit.  What 
pictui"e  for  the  historian's  immortal  i>en  to  paint  of  the 
freemen  of  America,  whose  sulTerinfirs  wer»?  long:,  Vihi 
strugi^le  was  gigantic,  and  whose  ochievemeut  wn«  ft  glt>i 
rious  personal  and  political  fnvdomi 

At  the  close  of  the  war,  the  government,  anticipatinj 
trouble  in  Texas,  ordered  fJeneral  St^H'le  to  the  comtnam 
of  the  Rio  Grande,  under  these  instructions;

"Your  landing  will  probably  have  to  be  made  at  nrnaosi,  but  you 
will  learu  more  fully  upon  that  matter  on  your  urriviU.  We  will  have 
to  observe  a  strict  neutrality  towards  Mexico,  in  the  French  and  Eng- 
U«h  e^^nse  of  the  word.  Your  own  good  wnm*  and  knowledge  of  inter- 
ualionul  law,  and  ex|K*rienee  of  policy  pursued  towai*d(i  uk  iu  this  war 
teocheB  yon  what  will  be  proper.

"Ah  soon  as  your  eorj's  i**  embarked  you  will  proceed  with  it  to 
Mobile  Ray,  Alo-,  nnd  report  t«  Mjyor-Generol  Steele  for  further  orders.

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On  the  24th  of  May  the  25th  Corps  be^an  eznbarkinj 
for  Texas  by  way  of  Mqbile  Bay.  The  troops,  however^ 
occupied  Texas  but  a  Hhort  time,  the  confederat-e  foi 
there  surreutlering  uivon  the  8ame  terms  as  thoee  of  Gei 
era!  Lee.  All  fears  haviug  been  disnipated,  the  troo] 
were  slowly  mustered  out  of  the  United  States  service.' 
The  men  returned  to  their  wonted  fields  of  labor  to  pro- 
vide for  their  long-negieeted  families,  upon  a  new  career  ol 
peace  and  happiness,  rising;,  Phoenix  like,  fi-oni  the  ash< 
of  slavery  to  join  the  Phahinx  of  industry  in  uphuildtn^^ 
the  greatness  of  their  country,  which  they  had  aided  in 
saving"  from  desolation  and  ruin. 

Such  is  the  history  of  the  ue^o  in  the  wars  of  the 
Unite{i  States.    Coming:  1o  its  shores  in  the  nomlition 
slavery,  it  i-equired  more  than  two  centuries  for  theentii 
race  to  reach  the  estate  of  fi-eedom.    But  the  iinjterfshabh 
records  of  their  deeds  show  that  however  humble  am 
despised  they  have  been  in  all  political  and  social  relatinra 
they  have  never  been  wanting-  in  patriotism  at  i>ei-i<ids 
public  peril.    Their  devotion  has  been  not  only  unappi 
nttnl,  hut  it  lias  fjiiled  to  re<*eive  a  fittinjr  commenioratioi 
in  pages  of  national  history.    It  has  l)con  the  purpose  ol 
the  writer  of  this  volume  to  relate  heit'in  the  ]Uitrioti4 
caiver  of  the  negro  race  in  tliis  country  in  an  authentic^ 
and  ronnectfMl   form.    In  the  time  to  come  the  race  will 
take  cai'e  of  itself.    Slavery  is  ended,  and  now  they  ai 
striking  off  link  by  link  the  chains  of  ignorance  which  thi 
Bervitudo  of  some  and  the  humility  of  all  imposed  upoi 
them.    If  the  i)ast  is  the  story  of  an  oiipn^titstMl  vwx',  l\ 
future  will  reveal  that  of  one  uprisen  to  great  opportuni 
ties,  which  they  will  improve  from  generation  to  genera-J 
tion,  and  guard  wil  h  the  same  vigilance  that  they  will  the] 
liberties  and  boundaries  of  the  land.

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The  leaders  at  the  South  in  preparing  for  hofitHitiefl 
showed  the  people  of  the  North,  and  the  aiithorilien  at 
Washington,  that  they  intended  to  cairy  on  the  war  with 
no  want  of  spirit;  that  every  energ;>%  every  nerve,  wan  to 
be  taxed  to  ItH  utniOHt  tension,  and  that  not  only  every 
white  man,  but,  if  necesHary,  every  blaek  man  whonld  he 
made  to  contribute  to  the  Hue<THH  of  the  eauHt*  for  which 
the  war  wa«  inaugurated.  Consequently,  with  tlie  enroll- 
ment of  the  whit(fH  lK»gan  the  employment  of  the  blacks. 

Prejudice  against  the  negro  at  the  North  was  so 
strong  that  It  rei|uiriHi  the  arm  of  public  authority  to 
protect  him  from  assault,  though  he  declared  in  favor 
of  the  Union.  Not  so  at  the  South,  for  as  <?arly  a.s  Aprils 
18G1,  the  fi'ee  negi'oes  of  New  Oricuns,  La.,  held  a  public 
meeting  and  began  the  organization  of  a  battalion,  with 
officers  of  their  own  race,  with  the  approvaJ  of  the  Stuto 
governmRnt,  which  commissioned  their  negro  olti<M*r8. 
When  the  Louisiana  militia  was  reviewed,  the  Native 
Gimrds  (negro)  amdo  up,  in  paK,  the  first  division  of  the 
Stat*^  troops.  Elated  at  the  success  of  l)eing  first  to  place 
negroes  in  the  field  together  with  white  troops,  the  com- 
manding general  sent  the  news  over  the  wires  to  the  jubi- 
lant  confederacy : 

"New  Obleans,  Nov.  23rd,  1S61. 
"Ovpr  28,000  troops  wpto  revipwefl  to-dny  by  Qovprnor  Jloore, 
Mojor-G»»ueral  Lovol!  und  nriKa(ii»>r-G<?uc»ral  Rujrjylps.  Tin*  line  wfifcj  ovtT 
seven  milKS  long;  one  jv^ment  comprised  1^400  five  colored  men/* 
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The  population  of  the  city  of  New  Orleaae   diffem 
niateriaJJy  from  that  of  any  other  city  on   thit*  Bide  of' 
the  Atlantic  Owan.    It  haw  Bcveral  clart^es  of  coloivd  peo- 
ple: the  Kngli8h,  French,  Portuguese  and  Spa(it*sh, — iiJl 
u  mixture  of  the  Afi'ican, — ami  the  Arnei-ican   Negro, — 
muhitto. — nunierirally  stronger  than  either  of  the  othent, 
but  socially  and  politically  It^sH  oon»nlerwi  and  privJleg«>d; 
the  former  enjoyed  distinctive  rijrhtu,  somewhat  aB  did 
the  mulattoes  in  the  Went  Indies  l>efoi^  slavery  wns  abol- 
ished tliere.    Of  these  forcigii  cliujses  many  were  planlcre, 
and  nut  a  few  merchant^,  all  owning  slaveR.     It  wu«  from 
these  claiises  that  the  1,400  colored  nieu,   forming  ttie 
Native  Guard  regiment,  came,  and  which   rtK?ruited  to 
8,000  before  the  city  was  captuivd  by  the  Union  flc*et. 
This  brigmle  was  placed  at  thoUnit^sl  St«t4)«  Mint  build- 
ing, under  command  of  a  creole^who,  instead  of  following 
the  confederate  troofis  out  of  the  city  when  t-hey  evacu- 
ated it»  allowed  his  command  to  be  cut  off,  and  Hunvn- 
dereil  to  General  Butler. 

Of  course,  prior  to  this  date,  the  negro  at  the  Soutlj 
had  taken  an  active  part  in  the  preparations  for  witr, 
building  bmaHtworks,  mounting  cannon,  digging"  rifle-pita 
and  entrenchments,  to  shield  and  protect  his  rel^Iling 
master. 

January  Ist,  18til,IIon.  J, P- Walker,  at  Mobile,  Ala., 
receiviMl  from  K.  R.  Riordan,  Esq.,  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  a 
dispatch  rejoicing  that^ — 

"  I*o.PBe  (?ang«  of  nftgroes  from  plantations  or*  at  work  on  tha 
reduiilitn,  wliicti  are  HubHtmiUally  made  of  Bund-bo^  and  coai^n!  with 

Bheot-iron." 

These  doubtless  were  slaves,  and  mere  machines;  hut 
the  Charleston  Mercury  of  January  3rd,  brought  the 
intelhgeuce  that — 

•*One  hunJroii  and  fifty  abl^^iodied  free  colorwi  mpu  ypBt^nl&y 
oflVn'd  U»Mr  BiTvic»*8  ^n'titiiit<)n«ly  U»  ttit'  governor,  to  lifwton  forward 
the  important  work  of  throning?  up  n»doiibt«,  wluMTVi-r  rKyMlod,  lUou^ 
ourcoawt.  * 

Only  the  fire-eaters  based  their  hoi>e  ol'suci^ess  against 
tlie  North, — tlie  National  Government, — upon  the  stub- 
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bora  ener^es  of  the  white  soldiery ;  the  deliberate  men 
rented  their  hopes, — bajsed  their  expectations,  more  upon 
the  docility  of  the  negro,  than  upon  the  audacity  of  their 
white  troops. 

The  le^fcilature  of  Teiniessee.  which  secretly  placed 
that  State  in  the  Southern  Confederacy,  enacted  in  June. 
18t>l,  a  law  authorizing  the  j^^overnoi*— 

*'To  recpiv*  into  the  military  Rervice  of  tbe  State  all  maJw  free  jjer- 
0ODH  of  color,  between  the  ag«  of  15  and  50,  who  sboQid  receive  f  8  i>cr 
njontli,  dothiiij^ and  rutioos." 

And  then  it  further  provided — 

"That  in  the  event  a  snfHciput  number  of  free  per((on»  of  color  to 
meet  the  warit^  »jf  the  State  shall  not  tvnder  their  bervHv,  ilie  Governor 
IB  einpowei'ed,t!irGngh  theeheriffs  of  the  difTereut  cOQntieft,toprt>^Bacb 
pvrKOUH  until  the  requUiibt^  nmnber  is  obttiined." 

A  few  months  after,  the  Memphis  Avalanche,  of  Sep- 
tember 8rd,  18(>1,  exiiltingly  announced  the  apiK^urance 
on  the  streets  of  Meni]>liis.  of  two  i'«»giinent8  of  nefri^oes, 
under  command  of  coiifeii^'rute  officers.  On  the  7th  of 
September,  again  tlie  A  valancbe  said ; 

"  rpwnrdB  of  1000  aejxroea  armed  with  spades  and  pickaxes  have 
pnBficd  through  thedt.v  within  the  past  few  dayB.  Their  debt  iuatiou  la 
unknown,  but  it  \»  HupjtoBed  that  they  are  ou  their  way  to  the  'other 
Hide  of  Jordan.'*' 

Nor  were  the  ne^oes  in  Virginia  Iwhind  tlione  of  the 
other  Southern  Sttitea.  In  Ai)rii,  the  L^-nchburg  Ilepub- 
lican  chronicled  the  enrollment  of  a  company  of  free 
ne^oes  in  that  city,  also  one  at  Petersburg. 

Thus  iuHteml  of  revolts  anu>ng  the  negroes,  slaves 
and  free,  aw  predicted  by  some  Union  men  at  tlie  North, 
many  became  }iosse«s*^l  of  a  fervor, — originating  gener- 
ally in  fear,— stimulated  by  an  enthusiasm  of  llie  whites, 
that  swept  the  populace  like  a  mighty  sea  current  into 
the  channel  of  war.  Tlie  negrp  who  boawtiHl  the  loudest 
of  liis  desirff  to  fight  the  Yanke<>8;  who  showe<l  the  great- 
e^*t  anxiety  to  aid  the  confederates,  was  grantetl  the  most 
freedom  and  received  the  approval  of  his  master. 

The  gayly  dix-kofl  cities:  the  Hags,  bunting  and  stream- 
ere  of  all  colors;  the  mounted  cavalry;  the  artillery  traina 
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with  brazen  cannons  drawn  by  sturdy  steeds;   followed 
by  rogimeuts  of  infantry  m  brilliant  uniforms,  with  h\ 
iiishei]  luuKketa,  gUtt^rinLT  bayonets  and  beautiful  ])lunM 
preeeeded  by  brass  bands  discoumng  the  ever  alluril 
strains  of  the  quick-stt'p:  all  these  scenes  gretitly  int4 
cete*!  and  delighted  the  negro,  and  it  was  lilliag  tht?  cup 
many  with  ecstasy  to  the  brim,  to  be  allowed  to  coiuk 
themselves, even  in  the  most  menial  way,  with  the  domoi 
atrations.      There  was  also  au  intuitive  force   that   h 
them,   and    they   unhesitatingly   followed,    feeling   tbi 
though  they  took  up  arms  against  the  National  Govej 
meut,  freedom  was  the  ultimatum.    Many  of  those  w 
enlisted  feared  to  do  otherwise  than  tight  for  slavery,  f< 
to  refuse  would  have  invited,  perchance,  torture  if  u< 
massacre;  to  avert  which  many  of  the  free  blacks,  as  wi 
as  some  of  the  slaves,  gave  an  nppiiivnt  actjuje-sceuc© 
the  fervor  of  their  lesser  informed  comra^les,  who  reganh 
any  remove  from  the   monotony    of  ]>lantatioi]    life 
respite. 

The  readiness  witb  which  they  respondtHl  to  the  c 
was  only  astonishing  to  those  who  were  unacq^uint^ 
with  the  true  feelings  of  the  unhappy  race  whose  high* 
hope  of  fi'eedom  was  beyond  the  pearly   gat<»s    of  tl 
celestial  domain.    One  thing  that  impressed    the  blai 
greatly  was  the  failure  of  Ueuraark  Vesy,  Nat   Tui 
and  John  Brown,  wliose  fiite  was  ever  held  up  to  thoni 
the  fate  of  all  who  attempted  to  free  themselves  or 
slaves.    Escape  to  free  land  was  the  only  possible  reW 
they  saw  on  earth,  and  thnt  they  realized  as  an  indivii 
ual  venture,  far  removed  from  the  field-hand  South 
Delaware,  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

It  was  not  unnatural,  then,  for  some  to  spring  at  tl 
opy)ortunity  otfei-ed  to  dig  trenches  and  assist  Beam 
gaid  in  mounting  cannon,  and  loading  them  with  shi 
and  shell  to  (in>  upon  Ff)rt  ?%nnitf»r. 

The  negro  did  not  at  first  realize  a  fight  of  any  mi 
nitude  possible^  or  that  it  wonld  result  in  any  possibl 
good  to  himself.    So  while    the    fif^    negroes   tn'inbh 
because  they  were  fin:^.  the  slaves  sought  refuge  from  si 
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picion  of  wanting  to  be  free,  behind,  perse,  an  onthuHiaHm 
tipringing,  not  from  a  desire  and  hope  for  the  eucceeis  of 
the  confederates,  bat  from  a  puerile  ambition  to  eujoy 
the  holiday  excitement. 

Later  on.  however,  when  the  war  openeil  in  earnest, 
and  the  question  of  the  freedom  and  slavery  of  the  negro 
entered  into  the  strugcgle ;  when  extra  car^  was  tolcen  to 
guide  him  to  the  reur  at  night;  when  after  a  few  thou- 
sand Yankee  pnsoncrs,  taken  in  battle,  had  sought  and 
obtained  an  opportunity  of  whispering  to  him  the  real 
cause  of  the  war,  and  the  sui-ety  of  the  negi-oes'  freedom 
if  the  North  was  victorious,  the  slave  negro  went  to  the 
breastworks  with  no  less  agility,  but  with  prayei-s  for  the 
success  of  the  Union  troops,  and  a  deterniiiuition  to  go 
to  the  Yankees  at  the  first  opj)ortunity ;  though  he  ri.sked 
life  in  the  undei'taking.  "When  rhe  breastworks  liad  bt»en 
built  and  the  heavy  guns  mounted,  when  a  cordon 
of  earth-works  encircled  the  cities  throughout  the  South, 
and  after  a  few  thousand  negroes  had  nmde  good  their 
escape  into  the  Union  lines,  then  those  who  lunl  hibonxl 
upon  the  fortifications  of  the  South  were  sent  back  to  the 
cotton-fields  and  the  jilantations  to  till  the  soil  to  supply 
the  needs  of  the  conft»derate  soldiei's  who  weiv  ftti-htiiig  to 
keep  theui  in  bondage.  But  when  the  policy  of  the  North 
was  changed  and  union  and  liberty  were  made  the  issues 
of  the  struggle,  as  against  slavery  and  disunion,  and  the 
Union  forw^s  l)egan  to  slay  their  enemies,  the  (Vnifwlernte 
Government  realized  t  he  necessity  of  calling  the  negroes 
fi-oni  the  hoe  to  the  musket, — from  the  plantations  to  the 
battle-fields. 

In  the  incipieney  of  the  struggle,  many  of  the  S^tntes 
made  provision  for  placing  the  negro  nt  tht*  disposal  of 
the  Confederate  Government;  but  elated  nt  their  early  vic- 
tories, the  leaders  deemed  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  un- 
necessary, negro  troops  not  being  needed.  As  the  change 
<^ame,  however,  and  defeats,  with  great  losses  in  various 
ways  depleteti  the  armies,  the  necessity  of  the  aid  of 
the  negroes  became  aftparent.  Str(nigh!>ld  after  strong- 
hold, city  after  city,  Stat«*s  in  part,  fell  before  the  niarch 
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of  the  Union  troops.    The  negi'o  had  become  a  boI< 
In  the  Union  army,  and  was  helj>ing  to  crush  the  rel 

lion.    President  Linooln  hud  doclared  all  Hiave^  In  rtA 
dom  free,  and  thouHiiuds  of  black  8oldior»  wore  ini 
fng  and  carr3nng  the  news  to  the  slaves. 

This  stato  of  affaii's  load  Presidtnit  Davis  imd  his 
iuet  to  rofctign  to  the  inovitabl*?,  as  had  the  Nurth»  and 
inaugurate  the  pohcy  of  emancipating  and  arniingf  tl 
8hiVf^^,  knowing  full  wril  that  it  wus  sliit'i-  folly   to  ex] 
to  n^Tuit  tlifir  shntt*>red  armies  fr<im  the  negro  popiilj 
tion  without  giving  tlieni  their  fret?dom. 

It  waH  thei*efoi*e  in  the  liist  davB  of  the  ronfe<lerai 

fintliorities.  and  it  wuk  their  Inst  huiM^  aiid  eJToi'l  for  su( 

ee»8.    Despair  had  seized  upon  them.    Thearmy  \vti»dail 

tliiiined   more  by  desertiou  tlian   by  the  huUotK  of  t] 

Union  f*oIdier8,  while  Shennan-t?  march  ftom  Atlanta 

the  sea  had  awakened  the  widest  alarm.    In  the.wiut**r 

18(>4  and  1865  the  (pieHtion  of  arming  the  slnvi*s  wi 

preweiited  as  a  means  of  recniiting  the  depleted  and  liisoi 

dered  rankw  of  the  army,  and  it  Koon  aHsunnxi  an  irnpol 

tame  that  made  it  an  absorbing  topic  Throughout   tl 

Coiifederaey.    There  wjih  no  other  source  to  ifsTuit  froi 

The  api>eal  to  foreignei-p  was  fruitless.    *^'The  blacks  hi 

been  useful  soldiers  for  the  northern  army,  why  shuul 

they  not  be  made  to  fight  for  their  masters?*'  it  waiia^ke^ 

Of  eoui-se  tliere  was  the  iuunetliate  query  whether  tbi 

wouM  fight  to  keep  themselves  in  slavery.    Tins  opem 

up  a  subject  into  which  those  who  discussetl  it  were  afri 

to  look;  nevertheless  it  w^med  unavoidable  that  a  bh 

eoaseription  should  be  attempted,  and  with  that  in  viei 

evr»ry  precaution  was  tak«*n  by  those  who  sMppc»rted  th« 

scheme  to  avoid  iH'ightening  the  dissensions  already  t^ 

])revaieiit  for  good.    The  newspapers  were  adviseil  of  tl 

intended  change  of  ]»olicy,  to  which  not  a  few  of  thei 

acquiesced.    General  TjCc  was  (»onHulte<l,  as  the  followii 

letter,  afterward  printed  in  the  Philadelphia  7^//Jw,«howi

fmbjoct. 

"  I  shall  be  most  happy  if  I  can  contribute  to  the  sniation  of  a  qoM* 
lion  iu  which  I  fpel  an  intorcst  commensuratfi  with  my  deeiro  for  thu 
welfare  (in<i  hajjpiufs**  of  our  people.'. 

"ConHidoriiiK:  tho  reUitiou  f»f  niajntfT  and  HlavecontrullHi  by  liniiiun 
luwH.aud  iulIut-'mtMl  byChriHlianity  and  (in*'iilight^ned  publiu  Mt^ntiment, 
lu*  thn  Lifst  that  can  *.'\ii*i  bi'twc«»n  th«  wbilo  and  bhw'k  ruft-H,  uliilf  intfr- 
Oiinglod  UH  at  prt*«cDt  iu  this  country,  1  would  deprecate  any  nudden 
turbanco  of  that  relation,  unless  it  be  ntKVfwnry  to  avert  a 
greater  calainity  to  both.  I  should,  therefore,  prefer  to  rejy  on  our 
white  population  to  prM»en-e  tho  ratio  between  our  forces  and  that  of 
thHem^my,  which  esperifnce  h»is  Hhown  to  \m*  Bafo.  But  in  view  cif  ihe 
prepuDitions  of  our  enf'njiw*  it  if*  our  duty  to  prepare  for  contininHJ  war 
niid  not  for  a  batth'  or  a  caniiiaigri,  and  I  own  I  fear  we  can  not  accom- 
plish this  witliout  ovortaxini;  (li»*  capacity  of  our  wbil*«  |M»|iul:i1ion. 

"Should  the  war  continiip  undnr  f'xiHtin|t|;  rirrunisfunreH  the  enpniy 
may  iu  courne  of  lunw  pnin'trute  our  nciuntry.  and  p't  a«f«H  to  a  large 
part  of  lair  slave  |>opu!atiiiD.  It  is  his  avowed  pulicy  to  i-ouvert  the 
able-bodietl  men  among  them  into  iKjldipPs,  a.nd  emancipate  all.  The 
en(x*e«*  of  tli^  federal  arnis  in  the  nnuth  wn»  follciwed  by  a  proclamatiOD 
from  Prettident  Lincoln  for  two  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  men.  the 
effect  of  which  uill  he  to  fttiniuhito  the  northern  ptatet*  to  prdcnre  an 
eutmtitutt*  for  their  own  iieopli*  the  ucj^h-m  tliUH  bpoujrlit  within  their 
n"«i'h.  -Many  have  already  been  obtained  iu  Virf^nin,  and  HJniuld  the 
fortune**  of  war  expose  more  of  her  territory  the  (-neniy  will  gain  a  large 
acceKwiou  of  strength.  HiH  prugi-ee*?  will  thuB  add  to  hin  uuniliei>H,  and 
at  the  Hanie  time  destroy  Blavery  in  a  manner  mont  (>erni(:iouH  U>  the 
welfare  of  our  people.  Their  negrop«  will  be  used  to  hold  Ujeui  iu  sub- 
jection, leaving  the  remaining  fortw  of  the  enemy  free  to  extend  his 
conquest. 

"  Whatever  may  be  the  effwt  of  our  employing  negro  troops  it  ran 
got  be  Hit  niiH(.thievoUN  an  this.  If  it  end  in  Hubvertiug  Klavery  it  \W1t  be 
ilMcompliMhed  by  ourselvi'H.  and  we  can  devi8«.»  tlie  moann  of  alle\iatiDg 
the  evil  eontietjuences  to  both  nwee.  1  think,  therefort*.  we  muHt  dwide 
whether  Hlover>*  Hliall  be  extin^cuinhed  by  our  eneiniefs  and  theHlave*  be 
HHeil  ngaiuRt  uh.  or  uw*  them  ournelveH  at  the  Hhk  of  the  eflV^-tK  which 
may  be  jtroduoe*!  upon  our  social  inKtitutionR.  My  own  oiiiiiion  in  that 
we  Bhould  employ  them  without  delay.  1  believe  that,  with  proper  r^ja- 
latioQB.  they  can  be  made  effective  Moldient.  Tbey  poH8et!«  the  phyfdifal 
qaaliHcation^i  in  an  eminent  def^ree.  T^ng  hat>ita  of  obedience  and  mib* 
ordination,  coupled  with  that  moral  inlluewe  which  in  our  country  the 
white  man  firiKResiseH  over  the  black,  furnish  the  best  fonndation  for  that 
diiv-ipllne  which  i«  the  Hure«T  guarantee  of  military  etfieiency.  fhir  chief 
aitUHhould  l>e to Be*:nre their  fidelity.  There  have  been  formidable arnii«« 
composed  of  men  having  no  intereHts  in  the  country  for  which  they 
fought  heyond  their  pay  or  the  hope  of  plunder.    Dut  \tin  certain  that 
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tht>  beet  foundatiOD  upon  wfaich  the  fidelity  of  an  army  can  neitti 
viaWy  in  a  seri-ice  which  impotufs  peculiar  iiordBluiis  and  privatiu 
iho  personal  interest  of  tho  Boldicr  in  thp  iBsao  of  the  oontuBt.    Hi 
iuterefit  we  cau  ^vo  our  negrof>s- by  granting  immediate  Ircedom 
who  onliKt,  and  fifviloin  at  tlip  «id  of  the  war  t<i  tho  faiKiibM»  of 
wUu  dischargi*  their  dutim   fuitbfnUy,   whether  tlie3'   i*urviv<?  or- 
together  with  the  privilege  of  ivfuding  at  tlie  Bontb. 

'*To  this  might  be  inide<J  u  bounty  for  faithful  service.  Weaboalili 
not  expiw't  rtlaves  to  Hght  for  prospeetive  freedom  when  they  caji  ••cmw 
it  at  once  by  going  to  the  enemy,  in  whose  service  tbcy  will  ij 
greatiir  nwk  than  in  ours.  The  rea«oDB  that  indace  me  to  rccomi 
the  employment  of  negro  troopa  at  all  render  the  effect  of  the  mi 
t  have  8iigget4ted  upon  Hiavery  iuunuteriul,  and  in  luy  opinion  the 
nieane  o1  securing  the  effiniency  and  tifjelityof  thlH  auxiliary  fon* 
bo  to  aoroniiiuny  the  nie««ure  with  a  well-digeet<Hl  plan  of  gradnat 
general  emanripation.  A8  that  will  be  the  rwult  of  the  contiuuui 
the  war.  and  will  eert4uiily  occur  if  the  enemy  tiucoeed,  it  HeeniB  U 
moet  ndviwable  to  adopt  it  at  once,  and  thereby  obtain  all  the 
that  will  ueerm*  to  our  e-aune. 

'*Th**  employment  o!  n^gro  troopa  under  regulations  ftiniili 
thosi.'  indkated  would,  in  my  opinion,  greatly  increase  our  iniUl 
strenglh,  and  enable  ue  to  relieve  our  white  population  to  some  «xt 
I  think  we  could  diHiwnflo  with  the  reeerve  force**,  except  in 
emergency.    It  would  dinappoint  the  hoixv  which  our  enemies  havvi 
our  i»xhaufttion,  deprive  them  In  a  great  measure  nf  the  Aid  thfy 
derive  from  black  ti'oop*.  and  thiiH  throw  the  bur  Jen  of  tin*  wiir 
their  own  people.    In  luJdition  to  the  gn^at  political  odvautagps 
would  result  to  ourcaiiHe  fr«)ni  the  adoption  of  a  hy«tein  of  rnian< 
tion,  it  would  exercise  u  wiluta)':^'  tnfluenop  upon  our  negro  populal 
by  rendering  more  wx'ure  the  tldelity  of  thoee  who  bcconiti  HOldieiv*' 
diminishing  the  inducement*)  to  the  rest  to  abscond. 

"I  can  only  wiy  in  concluaion  that  whatever  meosurefi  ar^ 
adopted  8hould  be  adopted  at  once.    Every  day's  delay  incrt^aAt^ 
difficulty.    Much  time  will  be  required  to  orgauiee  and  di»c3pUa«| 
men.  and  action  may  be  deferred  tiil  it  i»  too  late

This  letoT  was  int^^nded  fi^r  members  of  Conp^^OBal 
read,  and  it  was  circulated  among  them,  but  all  wii« 
harmony.    Many  nieinberB  won^  bitterly  opjwsed  t-o 
lug  the  slaves,  some  of  them  denounced  General  T.<eH 
writing  the  lett-er,  and  prepared  to  oppose  the  mej 
when  it  should  be  introduced  into  Congress.* 

*  Okii^taI  WtlhAoi  C.  Wtckhun  led  Ui«  oppoMata  of  tb«  tirq}«ot  In 
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At  length  the  period  for  its  introduction  arrived.  Lee 
in  his  attempted  invasion  of  the  north  made  no  more 
careful  preparations  than  did  Mr.  Davis  and  his  cabinet 
to  carry  throiigli  Coh^ivhh  the  bill  enrolling  slaves  and  to 
emancipate  them.  Finally  the  hour  was  at  hand,  an<l 
amiii  the  mutteringsof  diw^enters,  and  threats  of  members 
to  resi;^  their  seats  if  the  niea»ui*e  was  forced  through, 
the  administration  bcj;an  to  i*ealize  more  sensibly  itH 
weakness.    However,  it  stood  by  thecarefijlly  drawn  bill. 

Of  course  the  negro  people  about  the  city  of  Richmond 
heard  of  the  proposition  to  arm  and  emancipate  them  if 
they  would  voluntarily  fight  for  their  old  masttjrs.  They 
discussed  its  merits  with  a  sagacity  wimM*  than  those 
who  proposed  the  scheme,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  they 
concluded,  in  the  language  of  one  who  8[)oke  on  the  mat- 
ter, '*It  am  too  late,  de Yankees  am  coming/'  Thcrcwere 
those  among  them,  however,  known  as  the  free  class,  who 
stood  ever  i*eady  to  imitate  the  whites,  Wieving  that 
course  to  be  an  evidence  of  their  superiority  over  the 
slaves.    They  wei'e  very  anxious  to  enlist. 

On  February  8th  Seimtor  Drown,  of  Mississippi,  intnj- 
dueed  a  resolution  which,  if  it  had  boen  a(loi)t4xl,  would 
have  fiHHMi  200,000  negioes  and  ])ut  them  into  the  army; 
but  on  the  next  day  it  was  voted  down  in  secret  session. 
Upon  this  very  February  9th,  when  Senator  Brown's 
resolution  was  lost,  Mr.  Benjamin,  Secretary  of  State, 
addressed  a  large  public  meeting  at  Richmond.  He  made 
a  very  extraordinary  speech,  setting  forth  the  policy  of 
l^resident  Davis  and  his  cabinet.  Kmissarit^sof  Mr.  Davis 
bad  just  I'eturned  from  the  Peace  Conference  at  Fortress 
Monroe,  where  they  niet  representatives  of  tlie  Unit^ed 
States  government,  and  learnefl  that  the  conditions  upon 
which  the  Southern  States  could  resume  their  relations 
were  those  which  they  were  compelled  to  accept  finally. 
During  Mr.  Benjamin's  speech  he  said : 

"We  havp  fifiO.OOO  bIfU'kH  fnpabl«  of  hoaring  orniR,  nnH  who  ought, 
■ow  to  Ih>  in  tho  fi«ld.  I^t  U8  now  wiy  to  every  neffro  who  wisbpe  to  go 
into  the  ranks  on  condition  of  bning  froo,  jt^o  ami  fi^cht. — you  aro  fn**?. 
My  owo  ne(p-oeH  bare  been  to  me  and  said,  'Hiuter,  iwi  us  free  and  we'll 
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flffht  for  you.'    You  fnnst  runk^  up  your  mindt*  to  try  Thin  or 
army  witlnimwu  from  befurtyour  tONvu.    1  kuow  Dot  whore  whil 
Gun  be  ftjuud." 

Mr.  Benjatnin'»  Hppprh  creHt.ed  uu  int^^riHe  cxrite, 
among  thL'8lavt.*-hol<jHr8.    Tho  mtuation  tw^'ined  to  havi 
narro\vo<l  itwelf  down  to  a  disagreeable  alUTDttti  ve.    Thej 
mu8t    either    ti*^ht    tlieiiiHelvow  or   let   the  sluvt-s    fighl 
Duul)tle.v8  many  wouhl  have  preferred  submiiwion  to  Un- 
€oln,  but  then  they  could  not  save  their  HlaveB.    Inimeili- 
ately  foUowinn;  Mr.  Henjamin'H  ^i*ee<-h  on  the  11th,  a  bi 
was  iutrodue*tl  into  tlie  HoiiHeur  KepreHenUiliveKunt  lion- 
izing' the  enlistment  of  200,000  slavee,  with  the  coiiHent  o( 
their  owners.    Ah  a  tent  of  its.  Htrenolli  a  motion  wj 
made  for  the  ivjet*tion  oi'  this  bill,  an<l  the  vot4*  not  t( 
rejeet  it  was  moi^e  than  two  to  one.    Thei-e  was  ev< 
intiication  that  the  bill   would   pass.    li  was  while   thwl 
measure  was  under  discustsion  that  General  Lee  wrote  tlio] 
letter  wliieh  follows  in  answer  to  one  of  inquiry  from  a 
member  of  the  House :

I  believe  wi?  Khouhl  provide  reeoun^  for  a  protracted  Btrnf^le,  not] 
meitfly  for  a  battle  or  a  campaign. 

"In  nnnwiT  to  your  (second  question  I  ean  only  any  that,  in  my 
opinion,  uudiT  proiK»r  eireunmt^inci'H  the  neffroes  will  make  efficient  *M»l-j 
iliers.  I  think  we  rould  at  loniit  do  an  wWl  with  them  as  the  I'neiny,  andi 
heattarheH  jj:rent  importance  to  thfir  jwwfpitanre.  I'ndcr  jfood  ufiic«Ta 
and  good  instrnctionH  1  do  not  R»»e  why  (hey  tthonld  not  Wrome  flo1dl<^^8. 
They  irosseny  ull  the  phyHJcnl  qiialifirationH,  and  their  habit«  of  oU^i- 
onee  conKtituto  a  pood  formulation  for  diwipline.  Thry  fiiniiAh  n  moi 
promiKinff  material  than  many  firmifs  of  which  we  read  iu  liiHtory,] 
which  owed  their  effideney  to  diwtpline  alone.    I  think  thowemployi* 
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ehotild  bp  fV(y^.  It  would  ho  neither  wisdom  nor  juBtloe,  in  my  opininn, 
to  n-fiuirf  them  to  eerve  us  jsIuvph.  The  best  course  to  pui-sue,  il.  *m<ouih 
to  nie,  is  to  call  for  such  ns  ttif  willing  to  come  ttith  tin?  conwnt  of  tlicir 
owuem.  luipreBHUitiut  or  draft  would  Qot  b«  Ukel.vto  bring  out  the  bwt 
><*lafl8,  and  tlie  nm  of  coemon  would  miike  the  n)(uu>iure  dintaAt^ful  to 
■thi'm  and  to  thtnr  owners.  I  have  no  doubt  it  Conj^roftH  would  nuthor- 
lize  tbpir  reception  into  service,  and  empower  the  Pi-eftidout  to  cull  upon 
individuals  or  Statt*  for  such  as  tbe.v  are  williug'  to  contribute  with  the 
'Condition  of  emauoipatlou  to  all  enrolled,  a  HufHcieut  number  would  bo 
iforthconiing  to  enable  uh  to  try  the  e3t[X'rinient. 

"  If  it  pro\'e#»  auct.-etwful,  uioet  of  the  objectionH  to  the  matter  woulil 
diBappcur,  and  if  individualn  Htill  reinainc<]  unwilling  to  HPtid  tln^lr 
negroes  to  the  army,  the  force  of  public  opinion  in  the  Stati*  would 
Boon  bring  about  Hucb  legiHlatiou  nn  would  remove  all  obHtocles. 
I  think  tlie  matter  nhould  be  left  bh  far  hh  posnible  to  the  |n>op1<>  and  th)> 
.Btat-ca,  which  alone  can  l^•gisI«te  at*  the  ntx-eKsitie**  of  this  particular  ser- 
vice ma.v  rwiuire.  Ah  to  the  mode  i»f  orgJinixing  them,  it  should  be  left 
lati  free  from  restraint  ai*  p0M8ihle.  Kxfif-'rience  will  HU^^est  the  t^'flt 
course, and  would  be  inexpedient  to  trnnimol  the  Bubject  \rith  pro\'i8ionfl 
that  might  in  the  end  prevent  the  adoption  of  reform*,  HuggcHted  by 
actual  trial.

Meanwhile  the  measure,  to  forward  which  this  letter 
'OS  written,  was  ])ro^iY^HKinj2f  very  wlowly.  J,  B.  Jones, 
clerk  of  the  War  Department  of  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment, enten?d  in  his  iliary  from  day  to  day  such  srraps  of 
information  as  he  was  able  to  glean  about  the  proji^ress 
of  this  impoi-tant  matter.  These  entries  are  sif^nificaut 
of  the  anxiety  of  this  critieal  time.  I'nder  Februiu'3'  l-ith 
re  flhd  this  entry :

CurtiB  bo^*"  that  tho 
letters  ai*e  pouring  inUi  the  depart,n»ent  from  all  ipiariem  Kwtkinif 
authority  to  raise  and  command  negro  troops.  100.01*0  troops  from 
thU  Koun'f  ndght  do  wondei-s." 
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So  ends  the  entries  on  this  interesting  subject  in  Mr. 
Jones'  diary.  Though  the  conscientious  war  clerk  ceased 
to  rcirord,  the  excitement  and  eflbrt  of  the  advocates  of 
the  measure  by  no  means  slackened.  Grant's  cordon 
around  the  city  divw closer  and  tightcreachdaj'and  hour, 
continually  alarming  the  inhabitants.  Governor  Smith 
gave  the  negro  soldier  scheme  his  personal  influence  and 
attention.  The  newspapers  began  clamoring  forconscrip- 
tion.  No  little  effort  was  made  to  raise  a  regiment  of 
free  blacks  and  mulattoes  in  the  latter  days  of  January, 
and  early  in  February  a  rendezvous  was  estfibllslied  at 
Riehiuond,  and  a  proclamation  was  issued  by  the  State 
authorities.  A  detail  of  white  officers  was  made,  aad 
enlistment  began.  The  agitation  of  the  subJKt  in  Con- 
gress, tluiugh  in  secret  session,  gave  some  encouragement 
to  the  many  despairing  and  heart-sick  soldiers  of  the 
Army  of  Xoilhern  Virginia.*  Thelrchief  commander,  Lee> 
perhaps  dreamed  nightly  that  he  commanded  iiUO,000 
negi-o  troops  en  masse,  and  was  driving  the  Yankees  and 
their  Black  Phalanx  like  chaif  from  o(T  the  ** sacred  soil" 
of  the  Old  Dominion,  but,  alas,  such  a  dream  was  never 
to  be  realized. 

About  twenty  negToes,+  mostly  of  the  free  class, 
enlisttHJ,  went  into  camp,  and  \vei*e  uniformed  in  Confc^Jfr- 
ategray.  These  twenty  men,  three  of  whom  weiv  slaves  of 
^tr.  Benjamin,  Confederate  Secretary  of  State,  wei-e  daily 
maniied  into  the  city  and  drilled  by  their  white  otfictrs  in 
theCapitol  Square,  receiving  theapproving  and  congratu- 
latory plaudits  of  the  ladies,  wlio  wei*e  always  pix'sent.t 
However,  no  accessions  were  gainetl  to  their  ranks,  conse- 
quently the  scheme,  to  raise  by  enlistment  a  regiment  of 
bhicks,  was  a  failuiv,  for  the  few  volunteei*s  sffcnred  in 
Virginia  and  a  company  in  Tennessee  are  all  that  the 
writer  has  been  able  to  obtain  any  account  of.    The  Con-

It  was  U 
late;  they  had  delayed  too  long. 

With  a  pitiable  blindness  to  the  approach  of 
downfall,  only  a  few  day«  before  he  became  a  fugitive, 
ferson  DaviH  wrote  the  following  letter:* 


"RiCBMOD,  Va.,  March  30tfa,  1865.

I  bad  a  cotkittva 
witli  thf>  Swrotttry  of  Wnr  ntul  AdjutJiut^Uenfrul  in  relation  to  vo 
suyrtfestiou  at*  to  the  published  order  for  the  or^^auization  of  d 
troops,  ami  I  liope  thut  tiie  motjitl cation  which  hoe  Iw.'en  rnatlt*  will 
rmnovo  the  objection  which  .vou  pointed  out.  It  wiui  iH?ver  my  uitenti 
to  I'ollt-vt  ni'^roi^fl  in  di»pot«  for  purpose  of  instructiou,  Imt  onlv  U8  t 
boat  mode  of  forwarding  tbeni,  either  as  indiW^unia  or  as  rompuaiof^,  t 
the  command  with  which  they  wcjre  to  serve.  The  officers  in  tb^  diflV 
t'Ut  posts  will  aid  in  providinji^  for  the  negroes  in  their  r»:*si>oot  ive  nWjrl 
borhoodH,  uiid  iu  forwarding  them  to  depots  where  trnDniH»rf.ntion 
1)6  avnilable,  and  aid  them  iu  rpaohingthe  field  of  senrice  ft>r  which 
were  dnntiued.  The  aid  of  gentloineji  >\ho  are  willing:  find  itlAv  to  rni 
this  dinrarter  of  trnop«  will  be  freely  accepted.  The  ap|K>iiitmont 
commanders,  for  rea«ouH  abviona  to  you,  must  depend  on  otb»^r  couiUd« 
eratiouH  than  the  mere  power  to  reci-uit. 

''I  am  happy  to  nreivc  your  assurance  of  fiucceas  afi  we}}  nAyoOT 
promiw  to  aeok  legislation  to  Becure  unmiHtafcably  freedom  to  the  elatv 
who  shall  enter  tlio  army,  with  a  right  to  return  to  hip  oM  home  «rhOT 
he  shall  have  been  honorably  diHchargrd  from  the  military  servii-ft. 

"  I  remam  of  the  opinion  that  we  fthould  confine  our  first  effort*  to 
getting  volunteers,  and  would  prefer  that  you  would  adopt  RUch  moa»* 
urea  as  would  advance  that  mode  of  ivMrruitinK,  rather  than  ttiat  of 
which  yon  make  enquiry, to  wit:  byissuiny;  requiHitious  for  the»lav«a» 
authorized  by  the  State  of  Virjfiiiia.

Braokt.    It  baa  nnvor  befure  been  publUhed. 
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The  appoiiitt^d  time  came,  but  iustowi  of  the  draft, 
aknid  blazing  roofs  and  falling  walls,  smoke  and  ashen, 
deafening  reports  of  exploHiouB»  the  frenzy  of  women  and 
children,  left  alone  not  only  by  the  negro  conscripting 
officers  and  President  Davis  and  his  Cabinet,  but  by  the 
army  and  navy;  in  the  midst  of  such  scenes,  almost 
beyond  de«cription,the  Black  Phalanx  of  the  Union  army 
entered  the  burning  city,  the  capito!  of  rebeldom,  scatter- 
ing President  Linclon*s  Proclamation  of  Emancipation 
to  the  intended  confederate  black  army.  For  twelve 
squaree  they  chanted  their  war  songs.  "The  Colored  Vol- 
uut-eers"  and  "John  Brown,"  in  the  chorus  of  which 
thousands  of  welcoming  freedmen  and  freedwomen  joined, 
making  the  welkin  ring  with  the  refrain, 

"Glory,  glory  halloliyah, 
Glory,  fflorj'  hnllt'lujah, 
Glory,  glor>'  ba!U*]iijah, 
Wo  U  free  to-Uay ! " 

The  decisive  events  of  the  next  few  days,  following  in 
rapid  succession,  culminating  with  I^^'s  surrender,  on 
the  9th  of  April,  at  Appomattox,  left  no  time  for  further 
action,  and  when  the  war  was  over,  with  the  important 
and  radical  changes  that  took  place,  it  waa  almost  for- 
gotten that  such  projects  as  arming  and  freeing  the  negro 
had  ever  been  entertained  in  the  South  by  the  Confederate 
Government- 
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CHAPTER  I, 


THE  BLACK  PUALANX  AT  SCHOOL. 


The  est-eem  in  which  education  was  held  by  the  i 
diers  of  the  Black  Phalanx,  can  be  judged  of  be^t  by 
efTorts  they  made  to  e<bKat>e  theniselvos  and  to  establish 
a  sybtem  of  e<lura.tion  for  otberH  of  tbeir  race.  Doubt le8« 
many  j»«?rKons  HUppose  that  the  negro  soldier  elated  with 
his  i-eleiiHe  from  slavery,  was  contente*! :  that  his  patriot- 
ism WHS  displayed  sol«»ly  upon  th(»  ii**ld  of  l>atM(N  simply 
to  insure  to  himself  that  one  highest  and  greatest  boon^ 
his  fpiHHlom.  Suidi  a  HuppoHitioii  is  far  from  tjie  truth. 
Tlie  Phalanx  soldiers  had  a  strong  race  pride,  and  the 
idea  that  ignorance  waa  the  cause  of  their  oppression 
gave  zest  to  their  df'sii'e  to  be  educated. 

When  they  found  following  the  Uniteii  States  Army  a 
large  number  of  educate*!  jieople  from  the  Noilh,  estjxb- 
lishing  schools  wherever  they  could  in  village,  city  and 
CHinp,  and  that  education  vvns  fjve  t-o  ull,  there  wfl«  awak- 
ened in  the  bltick  soldier's  breast  an  ambition,  not  only 
to  obtain  knowle<lgc,  but  to  contribute  n»onev  in  aid  of 
educational  institutions,  wliich  was  done,  and  with,  liberal 
hands,  during  and  subsecpient  t-o  the  war. 

Unlettered  themselves,  they  became  daily  more  and 
more  deeply  impressed,  through  their  military  associa- 
tions, and  by  contact  with  things  that  required  knowl- 
edge, with  the  necessity  of  having:  an  education.  Each 
soldier  felt  that  but  for  his  liis  illiteracy  be  might  be  a 
sergeant,  company  clerk,  or  qtiartermaBter,  and  not  a 

few,  that  if  efJucated,  they  miglit  be  lieutenants  and  cap- 
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tains.    This  was  not  an  unnatural  conduHion  for  a  brave  i 
fcjoldier  Uj  arrivi'  at,  wht^n  nn*n  no  braver  than  hiiiuie] 
weiH?  beinp:  promoted  for  bravory. 

Cien(»rjill>'  tliore  wiiH  one  of  threo  tbinps  tho  nogro  i?ol-l 
diePR  coulil  l)e  found  doing  when  ut  IpIhuiv:  diwusKinj^l 
religion,  cleaning  bi8  niueket  and  awoutrompiits,  or  trying, 
to  read.    His  zeal  frequently  led  him  to  imgltjct  to  out  for 
tbe  latter.    Kvery  camp  bad  a  t-^^aclier,  in  fart  every  com- 
pany btul  Home  one  to  InHtrnet  the  soldiers  in  reMdInj?,  if' 
nothing  more.    Since  the  war  I  have  known  of  more  than 
one  who  have  taken  up  the  yirofesKicm  of  preju-hiug  and 
law  making,  whoRe  Krnt  letter  wa«  learned  in  cantp;  and 
not  a  few  who  have  entered  college. 

The  negi'o  soldier  was  not  only  patriotic  Jn  the  liigli- 
cst  Hi^nwe  but  be  wnw  a  quick  observer  of  both  tbediKad- 
vantages  and  opportunities  of  his  race.  He  recogTiized 
the  fat^t  that  the  genernl  »^lueation  of  the  white  nieri  who 
compoHed  the  Union  army  in  contra^distiuction  to  so 
many  of  those  of  the  confederat-e  army,  gave  them  great 
prewtige  over  the  enemy.  The  ingtMiiiity  of  the  Yankee 
bo  attributed  to  his  education,  and  be  readily  decided 
that  he  lack^»d  only  the  Yankee's  education  to  be  his 
eqmxl  in  g<^niu8.  On^at  wn^i  tlie  incentive  given  liim  by 
example,  arouying  bis  latent  hoi)e  to  be  something  more 
than  a  free  man;  if  not  that,  his  children  might  rise  from 
the  corn-field  to  the  higher  walks  of  life.  Their  thirst  for 
a  knowledge  of  letters  was  evinced  in  more  wa^'s  than  ouo, 
OS  was  their  ap|)reciation  of  tbe  oj)portunity  to  ausist  in 
providing  for  coming  generations. 

Colonel  G.  M.  Arnold  savs: 


"Aside  from  the  iniUtar,v  datios  ivqutrcd  of  thu  ni»n  forming:  tho 
Pliolaux  rp(?inient«,  tbo  school  tojirhnp  wtw  ilHlling  nnd  ptviuiriuj?  th«'m 
in  the  conipn;henKioii  of  let  ton*  und  fiifuren.  lu  ui'arl.v  evi-ry  rrjpmmit 
A  Hchool,  dui-in^  tbe  enoumpment,  wnH  e^tnbliAlied,  in  nome  inntikiK't^ 
female  teiiohere  from  the  North,  impulsed  by  that  philatithropy  wblrh 
induced  an  army  of  teiuihers  South  to  t^.»a4!h  the  fi"e«><Inien.Qh*o  broaifht 
thnm  to  the  barrai'kfl  and  the  eainp  ground  to  instnirt  the  Roldieti*  of 
tbe  Phalanx.  Their  iinibition  to  leurn  to  read  and  write  was  n**  «t.rong 
as  their  love  of  fnwlom,  and  no  opportunity  wiw  lost  by  tb»*m  to 
acquire  a  kuowledgo  of  Mt4>ra.    So  ardent  were  they  that  Uiey  furmeJ 
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sqnadfl  and  hir^d  t-eochers,  paying  thopi  out  of  thoir  pittance  of  sevpn 
doIlai-H  per  month,  or  ont  of  the  boiiuty  paid  to  them  by  the  State  t 
which  they  wen*  accredited.  In  a  number  of  inetancee  th**  otficere  theui- 
selvPH  ffavtf  iiiKtruotions  to  their  conimanH,  and  made  odncjition  a  fea- 
ture aud  a  part  of  their  duty,  thereby  bringing  the  eohlier  up  to  a  full 
comprebenHiuu  of  the  reaponsibilitj*  of  hi«  trust,  *'Tape"wa*i  on 
unpleii^iuit  sound  to  many  a  Boldier,  who»  after  the  fatigue  aud  drill  of 
the  day  waH  over,  eat  him-wlf  down  upon  an  empty  eraeker  box,  with  a 
short  oandle  in  oue  hand  and  a  f^pt^Iling  book  in  the  other,  to  Htndy  the 
ub,  eb,  ob'H.  Wheu  the  truce  wa^  eoundeil  after  a  day  or  night's  hard 
fighting,  many  of  th(»ee  men  ivnewed  their  courage  by  fltudying  and 
reading  in  the  'New  Kngland  Speller/  And  where  tliey  have  fought,— 
died  where  they  fell,  and  their  bodieH  left  to  the  enemy's  mppcy,  they 
often  found  in  the  dead  soldier's  knapsack  a  «p<*lltng-book  nnd  a  Testii- 
meut.  Attheeeigeof  Port  Hudson  and  rharh*Hton,  and  of  Uiehmond, 
agents  of  the  ChriBtian  CommiK«ion  and  of  varioun  other  fi<M!ietie«,  made 
a  specialty  of  the  8p4'Iliug-book  for  diHtrihution  among  th**  soldiera  of 
tJie  PhalauXraud  npou  more  than  one  m*ca**ion  have  thi^»e  HoUUera  been 
found  iu  the  treuchee  with  the  ttpeller  in  hand,  muttering,  bUi,  ble.'    , 

The  historian  of  the  5oth  Regiment  saya: 

"A  great  desire  existed  among  thooe  who  had  been  deprived  of  all 
educationaJ  privileges  to  leam  to  read  and  nTite.  and  through  the  kind- 
nesa  aud  labors  of  l>r.  Bowditch  and  othern,  a  school  was  ewtJiblished 
to  teach  those  who  desired  to  leam.  Many  avuihsl  themHelvf?«  of  this, 
and  many  were  assisted  by  their  company  offlcprs  and  their  better 
informed  fellow-Holdiere,  so  that  a  dceided  improvement  iu  this  resix-ut 
waa  effected  among  the  men  during  their  stay  at  ReadviUe." 

But  it  i»  not  necessary  to  dwell  upon  the  subject  to 
show  the  eagernesH  of  these  soldiers  to  learn  to  read  and 
writ^,  as  many  of  them  did. 

Ijieutenant  James  M.  Trotter,*  iu  an  article  published 
in  Mr.  Fortune's  paj)er,  gives  this  graphic  description  of 
"  The  School-master  in  the  Army": 

"Of  the  mauy  inb-'resting  experioncefl  thnt  attended  onr colored  boI- 
dnring  the  late  war  none  are  more  worthy  of  Iwing  recounte<J  than 
I  relating  to  the  rather  improviwHl  KchooJK.  in  which  were  taught 
the  rudimentary  branches.  One  would  natnrally  tliink  that  thetent^Nl 
Held,  BO  often  Buddenly  changed  to  the  bloody  tield  of  battl«.*.  wan  the 
^laat  place  in  the  world  where  would  be  railed  into  pp«juiRition  the  flchnol- 
l^teaeher'H  wervicea;  in  fact  it  would  hardly  be  Buppof*ed  that  such  a  thing 
!iva«*  poiswible.  Yet  in  oorcolnrfni  American  army  this  Ijeoame  not  only 
poFwible  hut  really  practicable.  fr>r  iu  it  fnMjuently,  in  an  off-hnnil  niuo- 
nur,  BehoolH  were  eetablished  and  maintained,  not  oul3'  for  teaching  tiie 
fioldiern  to  read  and  ntite  but  also  to  elng,  nor  were  debating  Boeieties, 
•  Now  Rcfflatrar  at  WMhIafrt-on.  D  C. 
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oven,  tilings  unheard  of  lu  the  camp  life  of  these  men.     Becdd««  hi  qi 
tt  number  of  the  colored  reffimi?iit«  militAry  bands  w<*re  funn«l, 
under  the  iuBtruction  of  BuiuetimeH  a  bund  tt>aclicr  from  tfat*  north, 
At  otJ)*»ra  undor  one  of  thHr  own  proftdent  fritow-soldiero,  tlien? 
learned  t-o  db^course  most  entertmning  muHio  in  nunp,  and  ofl^^n 
thfir  inrtpiritiug  Htraiiia  did  muib  to  relieve  the  fatigiie  ooCclhioimhI 
lonp  and  tin?t*onie  niurches.

So,  too,  in  the>rroveti  and  tieklH  of  their  new  land  of  lil>ert,v,  th< 
fontid  their  lirst  tempIoH  of  learning,  and  in  ppiteof  oil  iu<'oiiv«i 
thejae  echonl  teutft  were  rendeivd  quite  serviceable.     Of  ilie  tt'Xt 
uwtl   then*  irt  not  niiK'.h  to  «ay,  for  tUese  were  genenUly    •  few  aa4 
between.'    Book*  were  used  at  time**,  of  course,  but  quite  n«  oHf^D 
intftruetion  given  was  entirely  onil.    That  thi-so  spare  faoUitieH  dkl  ni 
reudyr  th&  teaeher'8  efforts  inelTective  was  abundantly    proven  in 
Herviee,  and  hnn  been  proven  Kince  in  tiril  life.    .Seattfi-etl  h«'r*>  uml  the 
over  thif*  broad  country  to-duy  are  many  veteran  Holdierp  who  am 
retiders  anil  writers,  aom*^  of  them  ev^n  fair  iwholarM,  wha  ttjoici 
Ili-Pt  leHeouH  from  Komo  manly  officer  or  no  les«  manly  fMlow-nnh 
the  manner  meutioued,  during  Hueh  cnnip  intervnltt  a*  werr?  aJlowecl 
the  dr(*ud  arbitrament  of  war.     In  a  number  of  regiments  tbe«>a?  furl 
uate  iiiterviUH  were  qnite  frequent  oufl  of  long  duration,  and  in 
cases,  therefore,  much  progress  was  made. 

"It  muHt,  of  course,  be  reiuembered  that  iu  ourr'Olorod  regjuieatsi 
very  large  iKjrcentage  of  the  men  were  illiterate,  esijecially  in  tbt»s(f  coi 
po8ed  of  men  from  the  south  and  ho  lately  iwuped  from  uuUer  the  iro 
heel  of  slavery.  Indw»d,  in  many  of  them  l.hereconld  Hrnn-ply  Ik*  fouoi 
at  the  eomuiencBuient  of  the  Hervioe  a  man  who  eould  oither  n*rtd 
WfHte.  Many  an  officer  can  recjiU  hin  rather  novel  ex|M>rieuc»*  in 
his  first  sergeant  enough  of  flgure»  and  wript  lettcra  t(»  enable  i  n 

to  make  up  and  sign  the  company  morning  rpport^    All  hom»r  to  Ui< 
faithtul.  ptitieut  officers,  and  idl  honor,  too,  (pve  to  those  umbitii 
sergennts  who  after  awhile  conquered  great  diHlcuJtiett  and    beeani 
educationally  proficient  in  their  lines  of  duty. 

"In  this  connection  J  readily  call  to  mind  one  of  the  moet,  if  not 
moat,  unique  llgureH  of  hU  my  exf»eriencc  in  the  army.    It  won  Coloi 
James  Beecher,  of  the  famous  Beecher  fumil.v.  and  a  brother  of  Hem 
Ward  Boecher.    He  was  in  command  of  the  First  North  Carolina  foloi 
Regiment.    In  this  position  itwould  l>e  hard  toovere^tinmte  thev 
and  value  of  hin  fl*'rvi(?ee,  for  he  tH»(*amr  for  hit*  soldiers  at  onn*  u 
fighter,  an  eloquent,  convincing  preacher,  and  a  mont  indefatigabl 
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waocpRsfUI  achool-tefu'her.  Preaching  hnd  boen  liis  TocatioD  liefoi^ 
♦^ulcriiijr  (ln-t  arui>,aml  ho  ttwuH  but  mitiual  lor  hhii  to  coutinin'  in  timt 
work  At  one  tiuin  our  h-gimeiit  lay  pm^Hiniied  tiwir  liiu  in  South  <'aro- 
liiiti.  nnd  I  well  wrat'inlKT  how,  on  on**  SuMnUh  momni^c.  ll»^  two  i-oni- 
liiauda  f(M*niwl  a  uuitm  (*oi'vire,  all  liHtcniiijj:  with  t)<'*'|i,  tlnilling  iul»'n^»t 
to  thir*  tUHpiring  wonh*  of  thin  "  fighting  ]>ar8oii."  That  bw wa**  iiidix'd  u 
rtKhtinf?  i»arHon  we  fully  learned  not  Iouk  nfter  thiit  Subbuth  s^Tritv. 
l-'or  aj^Miii  we  met  ou  the  bloody  fii'lU  of  battle,  whern  in  the  very  fix>nt 
of  itu'  HmhtweKaw  liiin  p-aJlMntly  hmdinw  his  no  l««sjralluut  mm,  e von 
lifter  he  Uiu\  lK>en  wounded.  au*l  wliile  the  blood  iilnio.^t  *(t.rennied  down 
iiirt  fiire.  Si^'inff  him  thus  was  to  ever  reiiieuiber  him  and  htM  uoble  work 
«ilii  hit*  i-ejrimeut. 

•'Tolonel  IWH-^'hrr  whnn  rnoani|Hx3  nPKlwt*^]  no  opportunity  to  form 
«M'huolH  of  iiiHtriii-tion  for  bin  ni*>n,  in  orrler  that  tbt*y  niii^lil  bivome  not 
only  inti'lliip'iil.rlHcient  Holdii^rrt,  but  also  liilelHgeut.  wlf-n^pf-tiiiffciti- 
WUM,  should  they  tsurvive  the  jwriU  of  war.  I  do  not  know  what  iire  hif* 
thouK)it«4  t<Hda.v.but  judging:  from  IheKfund  work  of  Coloiiel  Bw'chi'r  in 
hiH  bIfW'k  regiiuent.  I  enn  not  doubt  that  h*»  lookn  bnrk  to  it  uU  irith 
Butinfiu'tion  tinil  pnde,  and  mh  foruiinj?  the  rirhe-wt  experience  of  hie  lif»'. 

"I  know  unotlier  ex-eolonel  and  Heholar.  of  hiirli  rank  a**  a  man  of 
letters  nnd  in  social  life,  who  yioldinK  to  thn  call  of  dnty,  not  less  to 
country  than  to  a  HtrntJTKHujc  mw,  left  hiHrou^nint  Htiidie**  uuU  took 
rommand  of  a  colored  rff^iinent,  be(!oniin}(  not  only  their  leader,  but,  a* 
chunt^e  afforded^  thHr  wliool- teacher  hIho.  H«iWHver.  na  h**  hn^  frivcn  to 
thw  world  his  army  experiem'e  in  a  Imok  abounding;  in  iwisHUgeB  ofthrill- 
in|Z  dramatic  interest,  I  need  only  in  this  ronneetion  make  mention  of 
him.  I  I'eft'r  to  thut  true  and  tried  friend  of  the  colored  ratv.  Colonel 
T.  W.  Ili^juntiison. 

'*  Hut  let  it  not  be  Huppowd  forn  moment  thnt  only  offleers  and  men 
of  anotliiT  rac**  were  en^«K*^l  in  thin  nobk*  work  of  sehool-tHj»ching  in 
our  colored  army.  Not  a  few  of  the  \n*M  workerH  Wfrecolorc*!  clitiplitiiiH. 
who  wisely  dividwl  their  time  b«-*tween  pi-nachinu.  adtiMniht»'ring  f»>  tin- 
«iek  by  reaBon  of  woundn  or  otherwiw.  rind  tn  tcnrhiiicr  (he  old  *yonuK: 
id<-»a  how  to  shoot;'  while  many  non-eonimiMHioned  ofiicerhuud  private 
w^ldiern  rhi^^rfiilly  rendered  effertii?eHt»rvi('H  in  the  Hump  dirnrtion.  Nor 
must  wveloec  without  HxpfnswinR  worm  ndmiraliori  for  thos"  earnest, 
umbitiouH  Koldier  pupiln  who,  when  Ilndin^r  themsclve**  gr«iwn  to  m^tu's 
etttute,  huvino:  been  dMbarred  by  the  tiTribln  HVBtem  of  Blnvcry  Ironi 
flwuiing  an  educntion,  .■\Held<Hl  not  to  whni  would  have  bi-en  foiihidrred 
Mtdy  a  uftlural  disi'ouragpment,  but.  inntoad.  follow<Hl  the  ndvire  and 
instruction  of  tlimr  comrade  teaeherw.  ami,  l>ending  llicniwlvt-s  to  mont. 
ikHHiduoUK  Htndy,  gained  in  somecnfM»H  (rr<*nt  proHcicncy.and  in  jdl  much 
that  titt<il  llicm  for  m^cfulne^isaud  tlip  pro|»er  eiyoymunt  of  tlieir  wmJI- 
eiime<l  liberty.  And  eo  weeay.  all  honor  to  teai'hen*  and  taught  in  the 
firand  Army  tliat  made  a  fret*  republic,  whonn  safe  foundntion  and 
perpetuity  lieet  in  the  general  education  of  its  citiJsenH."

The  negro  tronpH  gave  Ptriking  evidence  of 
benevolent  and  frugality  with  the  money  tliey  reeeix'ed, 
They  needed  b»it  to  be  ahovvn  an  opportunity  to  contril 
ube  to  tionie  olijirt.  whetj  they  quickly  rt»«punded.  V 
quently,  too,  they  Tell  eaety  victims  to  tlie  cmfty  cam] 
butntncrn  and  niMVulatorH,  who  were  ever  coil*»eting:  tiieaiutj 
for  80ine  chnritable  obj«vt  for  the  benefit  of  the  Jifjrra 
nu:e.  HowevtT,  here  it  will  be  a  pleuising  duty  to  iianie^ 
\Bon)e  of  the  more  conspicuous  liigtaneeH  where  their  char- 
ity wa*i  well  and  nobly  liewtowed.  At  the  same  time  they 
depowited  a  vant  nggrejrate  8Uiu  of  savlups  in  different 
banks  eHtablJKhed  for  thiH  ])ur])08e. 

The  G2nd  Regiment  coTitribute<l  to  a  con  -^Ic 

proj*M't  goitt'U  up  by  it«  offiei'i-H,  who  gave,  lli  *«, 

»1,034.60,  the  re^raent  giving  *3,J)G6.5o!  With  thtej 
money  the  foundin**;  of  a  whool  wn»  eoniineneed,  which 
eventually  became  a  college  known  as  the  Lincoln  Innti- 
tute,  situated  at  Ji'ffersou  City,  Mo.  To  tliis  suui  o) 
»5,001.1().  the  Goth  Kt^giment  contributed  |il,:J70.r>0, 
through  tlu!  etTorts  of  thf^ir  otficerH.  The  8uni  wa«  80011 
increased  to  $20,000,  and  the  luKtitute  standM  to-day  e^ 
monument  to  the  G2nd  and  Goth  Pbntanx  Tli^^inientw. 

Professor   FoHter,   in    hit?    hiHt-ory  of  this  Institute, 
gives  these  intereBting  details: 

"Dr.  Allen,  a  man  of  high  charuct^r  and  influmice,  gavt«  thenciieroo 
Standing  f^ouod  by  declaring  that  ho  would  giro  ^100.  Doth  our  U*<)d 
officerH,  Colonel  Barrett  and    Lieutenant-Colonel    BranitOD.   tboui^h, 


neither  wae  with  u«  at  the  time,  aft/^rwnnlH  8utm('ri!)e<1  a  like  amount, 
Othera  tVbpoudeU  iu  the  ^uine  epirit.  OlIlcerH  nnd  lueu  enteivd  iuto  tUo 
work  with  entbusiajsm.  The  lieutenants  gave  $50  each;  othcera  or 
hij^hnr  rank,  $100.  First  Sergeant  Brown,  Co  D,  gnvp  f75;  tSerpt^antfl 
Ciinl,  Bergainire,  Alexander  and  Moore  vwnU  gave  $50,  while  the  nuiuber 
who  gave  25,  20,  15»  10,  and  Ti  dollars  apit-ce  ifi  too  preat  for  me  to 
rm-aU  their  namen  on  this  ocra/*ion,  but  they  are  all  preserved  iu  our 
reconis.  Thf»  t^^tal  fpsidt  in  the  »!»2nd  Uojjpnient  wa«  111  ,034.00,  eontrilv 
uted  b3'  the  offlrers,  and  $.1.060. r»0  by  the  eolopeil  soldierfi.  The'sohliei-a 
of  the  05th  Reifiinent  afterwards  added  $1,370.50.  One  of  them,  Sam- 
uel Sf'xton,  |i^ve  $100  from  hiA  eamingrn  nn  a  private  Holdier  at  $13  per 
mouth,  an  example  of  libei*a1ity  that  may  w«*ll  chullMUge  uumpnriKou 
with  tho  BfX»  of  those  rinh  men  wbo,  from  their  surplus,  give  tbouaands 
to  found  colleges." 

Colonel  David  Branson,  late  of  tlie  G2nd  Regiment, 
in  his  dedicatory  Hpeech^  said : 

"Mv  FitiKNOK: — ^TIiiH,  with  one  exeeption.  ha«  be<m  the  hup])iest  4th 
of  July  iu  my  life.  That  exoeption  w/m  in  ISfWl,  when  I  Haw  then^lMil 
ttaggo  down  at  A'iokHburg.  1  felt  the  exultuliou  of  victory  then,  and  I 
fe«*|  it  to-day  im  1  look  upon  this  ispli'iidid  building.  Looking  in  the 
facee  of  my  old  comradew  of  tlie  02nd  Itegimcnt  Iiere  t-*>-<biy,  memory 
goe«(  back  U)  the  pa»t,  wlien  hmulrwlH  of  you  eanie  to  me  at  Br^ntou 
Barracks,  ragged,  starving,  and  fmexing—some  did  fn*nw!  to  death — and 
omotiouH  till  me  that  no  language  can  expret^^.  I  eaauot  sit  dowu  tiad 
think  of  those  AceneH  ofmifVeHng  without  almost  sluKlding  tears.  Dnt 
liap]>ily  thoHe  days  ai-e  pnjM»ed.  No  more  marehing  with  sluggish  st«p 
and  plantation  gait  through  the  stn^ets  of  St,  l.ouis,  Mo.,  amid  the 
|oer»  of  your  enemies;  no  mon?  crossiug  the  Misniissippi  ou  ice;  no  more 
iking  Htoamew,  and  coiisi-queut  expusiire  on  the  eold,  muddy  bunks 
of  the  river;  no  more  kilUng  labor  on  fortifications  at  Port  HudHoa, 
Hatou  llouge  and  MorgariEii;  no  more  voyages  over  the  Gulf  of  M»»xico, 
ptiektMl  like  cattle  in  the  h(dd  of  a  v«'hhi*I  ;  no  mere  weary  marches  in  the 
burning  iliniate  of  Texas;  uo  more  dcjitb  by  the  bullet,  and  uo  more 
afternoons  on  the  hanks  of  the  Rio  Grande,  deliberating  ou  the  future 
education  of  yourselves  wlnru  discharffiMi  from  the  army;  but  {leace  and 
prosiwrity  hett*  with  the  rt-sult  of  those  delilK'rations  Iwforo  us.  Our 
eneuiir'H  pn?dict<Ml,  that  upon  the  disbiuiding  of  our  volunteer  army — 
particularly  the  colored  portion  of  it— it  would  turn  to  ban<ls  of  mnr 
rauding  murderers  and  idle  vagabonds,  and  this  Institute  was  our 
answer," 

When  Colonel  Shaw,  of  the  54th  Regiment,  fell  at 
Fort  Warner,  the  brave  soldiers  of  that  i*eginient  gladly 
coutrihut^  to  a  fund  for  a  monument  to  hit*  memory, 
but  which,  upon  reflection,  wa«  appropriated  to  buildin*^ 
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tlio  Shaw  Sfhool  at  CharleMton,  S.  C.    Ami  vet  all  tfn 
Hums  HJnk  iulo  m**ig'iuliL*uiK*4*  wUen  comjmr€*d  to  tliut  con* 
t.rihiitcil  by  Ih*'  nt*g*rti  Ko!ili»>rw  to  tli«  rriM'tiun  of  n.  inoiiu-

fK>cktH-l>ooks  and  iti  the  isol(lif»r's  knapsat-k.  EvHry  pay- 
day thew*  soldiers  wonlil  carry  sunm  of  money  t-o  their 
otticprs  for  safe  keeping:,  until  thousands  of  dollars  wei-e 
thusdt'poHit«.'d,\vIiicli  were  often  lost  in  buttlt*.  fnAii;i'ust, 
18G4.  (knieral  Uufus  Saxton.  military  governor  of  South 
Carolina,  after  mature  didilw^rntion  as  to  the  l>i»st  mentis 
to  h*i  adofjted  for  the  saf»?  keepintr  of  th»*se  soldiers*  mon- 
ies, establishe<J  a  bank  in  his  department.  General  Butler 
(•stablished  a  similar  one  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  about  the  same 
timf\  At  theorfxanization  of  the  FniMimen's  Snviii^xand 
Trust  company,  chartered  by  act  of  Congress,  these  insti- 
tutions transfeiTed  to  the  Frw^dmen's  Bank  all  thomonins 
on  deposit  in  them,  as  the  war  had  eeaae#l,  and  the  troops 
and  officers  were  lieing  mustered  out  of  the  T'nited  States 
service.    The  ButhM*  Bank  at  Norfolk  in.July,  18(>5,  trani?- 
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ferrfsj  $7,890.    In  Decern ber the Saxton  Bank  at  Beaufc 
transferred  *170,000.    Thustbesum of  #177,890,  beloi 
iiig  to  sokiiei-s  in  two  (iepai-tnientH  oulv,  was  placed 
their  credit,  .subject   to  tUeir  order,  in  the  new  uatioui 
bank,  called  into  existence  by  like  motives.    This  hi 
liad   branchefl  at  these  places.    Had  similar  banks  Im« 
e«tublisli(Hj  in  the  other  departnu^uts  nn  enoruiouK  eui 
would  have  been  collected.    The  Freednien's  bank,  hoi 
•'vrr,  took  the  place  of  th*'«o  military  banks,  nnd  had  tl 
confidence  of  the  soldieifi  who  continued  to  dej»osit  in  i1 
various  branrhf»s  throughout  thesouth.    When  thatiuKl 
tutiou  collap.sed  in  1874,  of  the  many  millionH  of  dollar 
deposited   in  it,  it  is  estinuitx'd  that   two-thirdh  of  t 
amount  was  the  savinfrs  of  the  Phalanx.    There  ih  now 
the  vaults  of  the  national  p^overiim*>nt  nioi*e  than  n  qui 
ter  of  a  million  of  dollars  belonging-  to  the  Phalanx,  hel 
a«  unclaimed  bounty  and  pay — an  ample  sum  from  whi< 
to  enxt  a  suitable  monument  to  comm*'mornte  the  hen 
dtiVoti(»ii  and  patriotic  endeavor  of  those  who  fell  in  Fi 
dom's  cause.    This  money  doubtless  beloups  to  thospwl 
on  the  battle-tields  and  in  hospitals  died  for  the  eountryl 
'honor.    These  are  some  of  the  lessons  taught  by  t. 
history  of  the  Black  Phalanx.

"At  tliis  tinne  the  0th  Corpw  wn»  iLMwmbling  at  Aniiapulitt,  and  toil 
we  were  oHwij^ned,  but  on  the  8th  of  Ai'ril  the  n»giuienr  n-ffiviHl  orders  toi 
procetMl  to  HilUai  Head,  S.  C.,  and  on  1  lie  t»th  of  April  «•>  Inft  Annapoliiil 
for  that  plure.     Airiving  at  Uillon  H<'/id  wo  were  ordennj  to  neuufort,]

"This  rejfirnent  aeronipaniwl  the  forcHOn  far  an  Peep  Bottom,  where, 
Willi  the  7lh  L'nite<l  States  Colored  Troops  and  one  liiiht  buttery,  itwaa 
left  to  defend  the  post,  under  eommnnd  of  Colonel  \Voo.«ter.  The  two 
eorps  rnove<|  fiirtlier  to  tlie  right  and  fritrit,  and  woon  IwiTarne  wiiriuljr 
enjfu(?ed.  l)nrin>f  the  fi^htinK  frt'neral  Butler,  (lesirouH  to  asi-ertain  tli* 
HtrvuKth  and  pfx^iliou  of  the  enemy  iniinediat'i'lv  in  our  front,  ordenn] 
Colonel  Woost4*r  to  make  a  rwonnoiswance  with  this  reicinient  and  tho 
7th  Tnited  Stat^ss  Colored  Trooj^s. 

"Thiti  was  BUri'^ttHfulIy  uei-ompliMbefl,  the  men  iu  thiw  (heir  Hrwt 
encounter  with  the  e-iiemy,  displaying:  ixreat  coolnesfl  and  bravery. 
Soon  after  this  we  were  relieved  and  ordered  to  join  our  brigade,  then 
ftctivt'ly  en)<agi»d  at  the  front. 

'*  We  set  out  in  a  dreuehinj;  rain  storm,  and  nfter  o  tirewonie  mareh- 
reached  the  battle-fleld  about  (byk.  Our  forces  luul  sulTored  a  bloody 
n'[iulse,  and  had  junt  fluinhed  burying:  our  dead  under  a  flaii;  of  t nice. 
The  burial  parti^n  \vit!i  their  bloody  stretehcrs  were  i-eturninff,  and  tlw* 
sharp  eniek  nl'  tin*  rifle  brj^iui  uKain  tn  be  heard,  and  so  eontinned  with 
morn  or  lews  fterernrss  tluring  the  nipht.

"After  the  rejiulwi  of  tb"  Hwoud  eluirgv,  the  brigade  foi^ipd  and^ 
galling?  firp.  ]>reparat*irj-  to  anoUipr  charge,  bnt  after  ar«rpftilftm 
of  ilie  eheiny'6  ponitiou,  it  was  deemed  advinabli*  to  deln>'  tht»  nl 
fm'  the  present.  Darkness  soon  nfler  eotiijnjc  on,  the  troofM  wvtv  qui 
withdrawn  t*i  one  of  the  captured  Hnew  a  short  difltaueo  in  onr 
Next  morninfc!:vi|jrorou«  measures  wnrw  at  onw  taken  to  rever»*e  Ud»  ti 
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and  to  render  It  impregnable  agmnnt  a  coonter  attack,  which  nrafl  con- 
stantly 03Cp«<^t*Hl,  Wbilft  l>usily  <>ugftgtHl  in  thiB  work  tlie  i-etn-le  o^Kmed 
upon  UM  with  a  fieire  urtillery  llrt*.  A  powtTrul  foixT,  baid  tu  be  undpr 
tbe  iJirf*ctioii  of  Gonepal  Leo  in  [»er»on,  hud  been  silently  mn*is*d  in  front 
of  Fopt  Ilarriaou,  ncrccncd  from  uor  view  by  the  inwjnality  of  the 
ITfound.  Tbey  soon  made  thoir  pm»onco  known,  however,  and  advanced 
vrith  determination.  They  were  mot  by  a  fire  that  sent  them  reeling 
ba«k  with  ininiyuw  loss.  A^fuiu  they  furmwl,  and  were  uguin  driven 
buck.  Annthcr  charge  more  furious,  and  another  rnjudeo  more  bloody, 
finally  eouvincLMl  them  tluit  the  attempt  vcfis  UBelees,  and  we  were  loft  io 
pu(»8eMriiou  of  our  victories  of  the  pr-evious  day.  After  thiH,  compara- 
tive fjuif't  reipiied  for  a  few  dnyH,  but  they  were  not  dnys  of  idlencfH»;  the 
captured  lintw  had  to  lie  revetpwi  and  heavy  picket  duty  to  be  done,  and 
of  theoe  dutteA  IhiH  nrgiment  liud  Ut>  full  Mmre. 

"On  the  7th  of  Octolier,  the  enemy  made  a  danh  on  our  rigiit,  and 
at  Brut  met  with  conwderabl*'  HUceeprt.  This  rejdnient  wub  detaebt*d  from 
the  brigude.  and  ordered  to  the  ri«:ht  to  asisiHt  in  i-ejreninyr  the  att-uck. 
Before  rt-itching  that  point  the  attack  had  l>een  repulst^dnndtheHKhting 
was  nearly  over.  We  form»Mi  a  skirminh  line  and  remained  until  ndd- 
night,  when  we  n.'turnt'*!  to  tlie  bripide. 

*'On  the  l.'ith  of  October  a  reconnoisHnncc  wna  made  upon  tho 
enemy's  lines  in  front  of  our  riKht.ia  which  thi»  reKinioiit  took  an  active 
part.  The  fighting  was  severe,  and  the  lost*  considcpable.  The  men 
behaved  like  vet^ninH:  bat  the  wary  foe  behind  hiit  8trong  workn  bad<r 
detlanee  to  our  Bmnll  force,  and  so,  after  fifteen  hours  of  tightiugr,  at 
night  we  rBturiio<l  to  camp.  On  the  27lh  of  October  a  movement  eoni- 
meneed  on  our  extreme  left  winch  re<ininHl  the  active  co-^lpernt^a^  of 
the  Army  of  the  Jameb.  that  tlie  eneiit.v  might  be  kept  bundy  engaged 
at  all  point-*.  Thit*  rf»giment,  08  part  of  thi*  force  wiected  for  thi»  pnr* 
jKise.tHft  out  early  on  the  morning  of  the  27th,  and  oamn  in  contact  with 
the  outpoata  of  the  enemy.  DoplojkiDg  ne  RkirmisherH,  oft«T  n  hhort, 
sharp  action,  we  drove  the  enemy  within  entreuchmentfl.  After  driWng 
in  the  skirminh  line,  we  remained  in  front  uf  the  enemy's  workH,  pii-king 
hifl  men  aa  opfiortnnity  ofTeped,  and  ki*ping  hini  engaged  generally.  \V> 
were  tu  an  ojwn  field,  exposed  to  the  fire  of  an  enemy  protit^ted  by 
strong  earthworkH.  Thi»  men  l>ehrtve«l  very  well ;  for  twenty-lhi-eo  hoars 
they  held  thiB  jwHition,  fXposing  ihemwlvcH  with  the  niont  reekltwa 
indifference,  taking  tlie  nmmnnition  fnuri  the  hodicfl  of  their  dead  and 
woumled  companionH  when  their  own  was  exhausted,  and  in  ull  it»HjK»ct«, 
if  vain r  be  tiny  criteron  of  manhood,  proving  themwelvcs  to  he'goo<l 
mt*n  and  trne.*  At  length  on  the  morning  of  tlie  28th,  the  troops  wcr» 
Withdrawn,  and  we  returned  to  camp. 

"On  t  ho  lOth  day  of  \ovembt»r,  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  garrhwm 
certtMU  detached  fortfl  on  the  New  Market  road,  whi(;h  were  couHiderod 
of  great  injjiortance  on  account  of  the  relation  they  bopf«  to  the  wholt 
line  north  of  the  .Iame».  That  this  rfgiment  was  sent  to  hold  them, 
wan  cert^unly  a  roarkefi  tribute  to  itn  vnJor  and  efficiency,  and  wtim 
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tf-xpi-eeftly  jj^ivmi  to  it  on  Uintacconnt.  AV©  remained  here  iititil  the 
niutiou  of  tbc>  2oth  Army  Corpi«,  when  qd  tbe  Slh  diiy  of  thtvt 
1HG4  we  roiuovc-0  lo  lljf  Wft  of  Fort  Harrison,  formiog  u  purt  of 
Hut]  liripade,  l8t  Diviwou  of  timt  Corps. 

"lioi*e  we  reinaiiHi!  liurinjc  tin-  rent  of  the  winter,  pi-  n 

buililing  forts,  rind   uiukiog:  road»,  und  preparing  for 
pHi;?ii.    Odp  divwion  had  b«»u  sent  to  Kort  Twhor,  auil  but  two 
with  tlio  Arm.v  of  the  Junit'H.    At  length,  Lut«*  in  th*-  uiontb  of  Mi 
lMf>5,onf»  of  the  n*rnuitiiri^  divinkiTiH  \vn»  p«?nt.  to  thi?  IpfV,  wliil4'  iJio  ilii 
ion  to  which  thin  rf>giinfnt  wam  nttiu-b^il,  togf^thor  wtUt  odo  divtmioQJ 
thp  ^-Itb  Arm.v  Corps,  was  left  to  guanl  the  tlefrncee  north  of  t^e  Jai 
Tb«' campftiprn  opMiwI  vigoroiwly.    Thp  Infft.  wpfik  in  Murf-h  broujjiil 
Bcrios  of  Rpk'udifi  viotones  to  the  Union  arniiiM,  and  we  bvj^an  ro 
Ihol  the'tnd'po  ardently  desired  was  near  ut  hand.     Thiw   rv^titi 
had  h#H'n  pliieed  in  Fort  IJarriBon.  the  most  important  position  on 
line.    TliH  fort  wan  Huid  to  be  minetl,  and  it  was  fi*artnJ  that  the  rnl 
would  make  an  attaek  in  fnree  ut-ar  that  point.    On  Satunlay  and  Si 
<1a.v.  April  1st  and  2nd,  the  fighting  on  the  h-ft  had  lw«eu   tornflc 
gen«'rally  favorable  to  us.    We  were  onlered  to  obtMirve  wtLb  grctttci 
all  moveun'uts  of  tJii'  enemy  iu  oar  fi'ont, 

"At  Bunset  of  April  2nd,  we  witneHtied  the  lust  robel  tlnam  ptu-ai)*] 
Virginia  from  the  mugaxiue  of  Fort,  Harri^ttn.    Kurly  on  the  uionij 
of  ,\pnl  'Ird.  IH60.  the  piekt^t  fip»'w  of  the  enemy  bf^grnn  ( 
ominous  t-ilenee  to  prevail  within  hiH  linuH.    Very  soon 
to  come  within  our  lines  who  reported  that  the  Iine«  in  i>uf  htm* 
Ix'ingevaeunted.    In  a  little  while  we  hhw  the  harr>iekw  of  Fort  DjitI 
iu  tIameH,  and  tremendouH  expIowioriB  folhnvixl  t*arh  o!h<»r  in  rnptd 
eeHeiion.    Theenrnwt  dawu  revenled  to  us  the  de«»rted  lines,  with 
gUHK  spiked  and  their  tents  standing.    We  woro  ordw^d  ta  lulrann* 
onee,  hnt  cautiouHly.

•■  No  wonlH  L'un  dew^ribe  the  eni  huHianm  of  the  troopM  aH  tb«»y  foui 
themselveH  fnirly  within  the  i-ebel  liiiffl,  and  rrampinjLT  nl*^n^  tb"  tdoiK 
roud8  teadidi^  to  the  'eapitol  of  BeeeHnia.'  The  honor  of  Urst  entvi 
timt  city  was  mnm.  earnf-stly  «iintertTed;  many  ivfcimenta  threw, 
everything:  but  their  arum,  while  thiH  re^^meut  'dtiuble-f|uie| 
lipiivy  rnarchinK  order**.  Two  compnni^^  nf  this  mgiment' — G  nn(\  C — \n 
lieen  Hent  forward  tan  Bkinnirthers  reaching  tho  eity  clone  nu  the  hn^l«< 
omeavah-y,  nnd  were,  without  the  slifchteiit  doubt,  the  flr^it  comjmfd 
of  infantry  to  enter  the  city.
